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In presenting the accompanying work to the public, the 
Editor, or Compiler, has a few words to say, partly in 
the way of explanation, but more in the form of apol- 
ogy. 

He, with others, had long felt the want of a current 
and quasi official reference book^ and was aware that the 
facilities afforded by a proper official position could alone 
supply it. The Head of the Indian Government not on- 
ly permitted, but encouraged the Editor to proceed with 
the work, and free access was given to every record office 
likely to afford useful materiel. The only stipulations were 
— that all pecuniary risks should rest with the publishers, 
and that all profit beyond a fair remuneration for their 
outlay, trouble, and risk, should be devoted to some charit- 
able institution. — Subsequently a scholarship in the Medical 
College was selected for this purpose. 

With this understanding Messrs. Kushton and Co. un- 
dertook the publication of the work. A further number 
of one thousand copies was put through the press, previous 
to the completion of the original work, as a speculation of the 
publishers, and which was not likely to prove a profitable one in 
the then opinion of the Editor, with whose concurrence the 
additional number was printed. Messrs. Bushton and Co. are 
perfectly unfettered as to the disposal of whatever profits may 
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arise from the sale of this portion of the work. It would be 
injujsticc to omit stating, that any outlay suggested by the 
Editor has been cheerfully complied with by the Publishers, 
and that the fault does not rest with the latter, if the 


jj^ublication is not so complete as may be desirable. 

It may be as well to add, that the Editor has not any, 


the slightest, pecuniary interest in the work. He antici- 


pated that there would be many material omissions in 
these volumes, but that the ground plan of 1841 might, 
with the aid of those who appreciate the honesty of his 
purpose, secure for future years, a neater and certainly 
a more elegant and agreeable edifice. For this purpose 


the original maps of this work (the copies of which 
arc in many instances failures) with others now being re- 
duced, will be forwarded to England to be engraved and 
coloured in the style of a modern English Atlas. 

* As to typographical errors the Editor has much to apolo- 
gize for and something to say in extenuation. The publication, 
the largest ever issued from the Press in India, was commenced 
only in September last ; and the large mass of materiel^ coming 
ill detail, irregularly, and from many quarters, added not 
a little fb the Editor’s difficulties, by preventing the 
detection of errors (otherwise sufficiently palpable) until too 


late to apply the remedy. One thing, however, he pro- 
mises, — to make up in the next volumes the defici- 


encies in these, and if kind subscribers and contributors 


will only address to him suggestions on the subject, they 
^shall if possible be cheerfully followed. 

the Editor but shortly acknowledges the sources from 
wliich he mainly derived his information, it will be under- 
stood to proceed from a desire to be brief rather than from 
a wish to appear original. Indeed, ho has not hesitated 
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to appropriate for the purposes of this publication whatever 
appeared useful in other works, carefully abstaining (he 
hopes, and such was his intention) from interfering vi^itli 
the interests of other compilers. He must however, tender his 
thanks to the representatives of the late lamented Mr. 
James Prinsep for permission, liberally conceded, to extract 
from the revised edition of the Useful Tables much of the 
valuable matter which appears in Part 1. vol. 1. 

It must not be supposed, however, though on his part 
the Editor docs not affect originality, that the Bengal and 
Agra Guide and Gazetteer for 1841 is a mere compilation 
from works already in print. On the contrary, the publica- 
tion contains much that is new. In the Part under notice, 
the Latitudes and Longitudes of places in India are sup- 
plied by an officer employed in the Trigonometrical Survey 
Department; to a like courtesy in the Master Attendant’s 
Office the Editor is indebted for the Tide Table ; the labori- 
ous calculations for the Almanac have been cheerfully made by 
one of India’s best Astronomers. Some valuable returns from 
the Mint Office supply the (Calcutta and Agra Mint Rules, and 
give the Tables of the value of Scindc and Affghan coins. 
The subdivisions of the Indian weights and measures, vary- 
ing not only in each district but in parts of each district, 
are on the authority of the District Officers and forwarded 
by them for publication in this work. 

If the reader inclines to censure the Editor for appro- 
priating too large a space to the Acts of Parliament &c. 
Part II. Vol. 1. he has to urge his own experience in Mofussil 
cutchcrrics and district villages. It is not always conve- 
nient to transport ponderous folio volumes of Regulations 
— neither is the heavy expense of the volumes at all times 
agreeable. The Editor proposes not to republish these next 
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year, but continue the series by inserting whatever may be 
put forth by cither the Indian or English Government in the 
interval between August 1840 and December 1841. The 
Civil Service Code has been drawn up by the Editor — the 
less he says about it the better. It cost, however, much time 
and trouble. 

The Military Code is from General Orders and authen- 
tic regulations ; the Staff Pay Table may be relied on ; 
the Staff, the (Hyderabad) Nizam’s, and (Cabool) Shah 
Shoojah’s Service Eules, as well as the Statement and 
Pules of the Department of I’ublic Works, and the 
Ecclesiastical Code have been procured from authentic 
sources. The Code for the Medical Service, with excep- 
tion to a few special cases by the Editor, is abridged 
from Dr. Hutchinson’s valuable work. 

1’hc few first pages of Part III. Vol, 1, are taken from 
an earl}’' copy of Mr, Stocqueler^s forthcoming work. 
The details of Educational and other Institutions have been 
drawn up with much care from information obligingly for- 
warded to the Publishers by various parties in Calcutta. 
It is a valuable statistical document. The Fort Regula- 
tions, though r promulgated some time ago, are not gener- 
ally known. 

The Route Book, Part 1 Vol. 2, is compiled from the 
official copy in the Quarter Master General’s Office ; the 
route across the Punjab is from another source. The Sta- 
tistical Accounts of various provinces and districts in In- 
are, generally, original. The Maps are not w'dl exe- 
cuted. We have already noticed the failure and adverted 
to the proposed remedy. The failure is the more to be 
regretted,’ as it occasioned much delay in the publication of 
the work, moreover the remuneration given by the Pub- 
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lishcrs was abundantly liberal. 'J'hc Editor has been com- 
pelled to omit descriptions of many provinces in consequence 
of the voluminous term the work had already attained, but 
these illustrated by maps by artists in England will form a 
portion of the work for the ensuing year. In the spelling 
of the Indian names, varieties in the same paper occur, and 
not unfrequeutly is the orthography of the maps different to 
that of the text. Here the reader must be indulgent ; 
the papers come from various quarters, — the maps are re- 
duced from those in the Agra and Calcutta Survey Oflicc. 

The Sketch of Eritish Indian llijilory, has hocn com- 
piled from various sources, — from l\irliamcn(aiy l^apers. 
Colonel Suthcrlancrs work, that termed ‘ Tsativc Ihincos 
of India’, Public Records, and from a memoraiidiiiu by 3tr. 
D’Cruz on the Agra Native Powers. The Editor pro- 
poses to continue this portion of the work in the next 
volumes, but not to republi&h that which is here presented 
to the reader. He hopes also to be able to give a notice 
of Political Pens! >ns in a much more detailed form. 

The Chronological Table of Events is compi'ed by 
Major II. B. Henderson, (so far as l.‘^35^and first published in 
the First Edition of Prinsep’s Useful Tables. The His- 
tory of the Public Debt of India, the ISIcmoranda on 
Government Agency, Finance, General Trade, Post Office, 
Customs, and Marine matters, together wnth the lists of 
the various branches of the service, have been taken from 
authentic sources, and the notes appended to each are such 
as the Editor’s position enabled him to supply.

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PART I. 

THE ERAS OP ANCIENT AND MODERN TIMES, AND OF VAi'.IOUS COUNTEXfiS, 
EXPLAINED, WITH A VIEW TO TUB COMPARISON OP TUKIR 
RESPECTIVE DATES. 

In the earliest stn<;es of society, some division of time must hove Leon ncecssarT, 
and bonje nu*ans deviled Ly men in the most savage state, to roiiununieate to eacli olhor 
the period of undertaking, in concert, r hunt or predatory excursion. l)ut in sueh a 
eouuition tte views of men do nut extend far, and very limited periods would therefore 
auHice. Ito division of day and night, and the scarcely less obvious distinclion of 
now and full moon, might have scr\ ed to make the lap>u oV time for ages, and, although 
in all climates, the allernations of Smnroor and \N inter, and of wet and dry periods, 
must ha\u obtruded theiusclvcs on the fee>iugsaf the most unolxscrving, it wojj proba- 
bly not until the pruelicc of Agricultiire had aflorded men leisure* for relioclioii, that any 
accursilc observations were made on the duration of the seasons, or nieuTis useil to uscer- 
tuin the periods of their return. We see, at llie preterit lime, that msiiy ^oidelies of 
men, who live only hy hunting and (ishiiig, have no exact kiiowlcd ire of dural ion of 
time beyond that ol a moon or season, and dosigimlc a term of li\c m* lifly jeara 
C(|iially as a long time. All ugiiciilliirul nations are aware of llie reliiiii of the same 
seasons after u lapse of twelve or thirteen moons ; but many ye.ps must have elapsed 
before the length of a solar year was nccurutely delerinimetf. Less civilized nations 
still continue to compute their lime in part by the motions of the moon ; and this was 
the mode pf the (ireeks, and of the Homans until tlie concciion of Ju’iusC'.i'Hnr, hut 
the subject was no little understood even in his time, that uii error of several days crept 
iiilu llie Honinn Culendar soon afterwards leijuiriug another refornnilion. 

It will render the comparison of Eras much easier, if we gixe some aeeonnl of whnt 
is meant by a sulnr and a lunar year. A solar ) ear is that snare of time during whii: h 
ail the seasons Inoe tlicir conrNO. 'Jhis takes place in days, ft hours, minutee, 
and ‘19 seconds ; uiid an approvimation to that time bus been adopted by those nations 
which have had suflicient astronomical science to deteiniine it. lint us it would be ini- 
pniclioublo to begin every new year at a diherent hour of the day, which would be 
necessary if the perfect your shouM alw'ays be completed before the roinmencoinent of 
a new one, 3Gft day s hat e been taken us tfie length ofa year, louving the odd hours and 
minutes to accumulate until they amount to a whole day, when they urn added to tho 
year, making w'hnt is called n leap year, or intercalary year of days. 'I lie various 
ways of doing this will be dctnile^t when w‘e speiik of the different Eras, ^umc tiulions 
still use a year of 3Cu days without any interculnlion ; and this is culled a vatjut^ or 
erratic year, becauiie its commencement vaiics through all tlie ditfereiil seasons. 

A lunar year consists of moons, or 35 1 days, lliis may be convenient enough for 
short periods, — but is so ill adapted fur the computation of nci^ilixed naiion, that none 
but Mahomecluns have e.ontinued in theuse of It even lor a little time. It suits the 
course of time .so ill, tliat its commencement varies, in a few years, through till the s»*H- 
Bona ; and many men, amongst the nations which u.«e it, can remember the fasts and 
festivals altering from Summer to Winter, and nguiii from Winter to Summer, and 
thi-ir sced'tiriie and harvest alternately wandering from the hcgiiiiiing of the year to 
the ciiiL 

The luni-6olar year is that in which tliemoiiths are regulated accordingto the courso 
of the moon, but to which from time to time a month is added, whenever the year 
would range too widely from H.s onV>ai situation. This year is inconvenient from 
its varying durntinii, j but as, in a long course of years, the months remain nearly at 
the same situation, it is less objectionable than the pure lunar year. It was the 
mode of compulation of the Greeks and liomums, and is even now lliut of the Chinese 
Tartars, Japanese, and Jews. 

All these vaiying modes render the comparison of dates much more didlcult than it 
appears to be at the jSrsl view. Wc shall endeavour .so far to simplify the calculation 
as to enable any arithmetician to compute, w'ithin a day day or two, the Eras of etery 
Dalioti, and to reduce them to tlie Christian Em. 

THE ROMAN YEAR. 

The Roman Year, in its arrangement nwl division, is that on which oiir year is en- 
tirely founded. The Romans reckoned their time from the date wliich some of the 
anliqaincfl chose to assign for the founding of Home, viz. the 3 1st' of April, in their

year of the 6th Olymitiail, or 7^.®* This era is i1osip;nated by the letters A-U,C. 
or ahurbe conditn, * from the building'of the city.* The first year used by them, and 
attributed to llorntilns, consisted of 10 months, from March to December, or 304 days. 
A year exhibiting such u discrepancy from ibo real course of the seasons could not 
have roniaiiied long in use, and it is supposed that cxtriiurdinury months were added as 
often ns it n as found necessary. A correction is attributed to his successor Numii, 
u'ho is said to have added two months to the year. January at the beginning, and 
February at tlie end. All these months consisted of 29 or 31 days. The year was 
lunar, and consequently shorter than the true year ; several additions were therefore 
made, w liich brought the beginning of the year nearly to the same season, viz. the 
middle of Winter. February subsequently became the second month, which change is 
alluded to hy (3vid. 

I’his commutation was followed, with seme variation, aribing partly from ignorance, 
and partly Irom the intrigues of the priests, who had the direction of the Calendar, 
-until the time of Julius Cassar, who, observing that the beginning of the year, instead 
of occuring in Winter, as at first, had now receded to the Autumn, ordered that tlie 
year A U.C., 707 or 47 B.C., should consist of 44.'> days, whereby the following year 
might begin at the proper lime. In order to avoid, in fiUure, the confu*»ion naturally 
attended on years of such varied length ns those hitherto in use, he determined that the 
year should be solar, without any reference to the lunar motions. Supposing the 
natural year to consist of days and 6 hours, he ordered that three years in succes> 
sion should each consist of 365 days, and the fourth should contain 366 days. He also 
allotted ^hc respective number of days to each month precisely us we use to this day. 
With exception of July and August, (then called quintilis and sexlilis, but altered to 
their present names in honour of Julias and Augustus C\csar) the names also of the 
Roman months were similar to ours. The only difference between their Calendar and 
ours was in their mode of counting days, which was hackwanla instead of forwards. 
To spare a long explanation, which perhaps might not he .siiilicienlly intelligible to all 
readers, we shall set down a Homan month, with the days, according to our mode, 
opposite to each Roman day : ,

The nones and ides of Murch, May, July, and October, are two days later thajp in 
January; the nones falling on the 7th and vhc ides on the 1.9th, of those months ; the 
2nd of M-.rch will bo therefore the 6tli before the nones, and so on. In all the other 
months, the calen<l'<, nones, and ides hold tho same place as in the month of January. 
In the morftlw which have but 30 days, the number of days before iho calends will, of 
course, be one less, and in February, three less. In leap years, the additional day was 
in ll'cbrqary, as is in our Calendar ; but instead of making a 29th day, the 
.'c^encid twice, and being called in lUitin sexto Cat. Mart, (or sixth day be- 
of March,) this, with the addition of bis (twice), gave the name of 
bissextile to leap jeari vVhich it still retains. The first year rcckoued On ibis prin- 
dqilc was a leap year.

JOLius CyEs\n was killed soon after the reformation of the calendar, and' his plan 
-Was so little untlerstood, that, instead of making the fourth year a bissextile, a leap 
rear was reckoned every third year, as though the length of the true year had been 363 
.fKpys 8 hoars. Thi^ error was discovered 37 yeard^' afier, at which time thirteen inter- 
d{jdi|it|oias had taken place fOstead of ten, and the year began three days too late. The 
was accordingly again corrected, not by throwing out the three superfluous 
once, but by on order that the twelve following years should be all of 363 days 
j^b^%vA thtt there should be no leap year until A. U. C. 760, or A. D.f.

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that time the account has been kept without error and the .Homan year has been adop- 
ted by almost all Christian nations, with no other variation than taking the birth of 
Christ as the commencement, instead of the building of Rome.

THE OLYMPIADS. 


* The Greeks computed their time by the cel^ratcd era of the Olympiads, which dale 
from the year 77G B. C. being the year in which CoToeebus was successful at the 
Olympic games. This era differed Irom all others in being reckoned by periods of four 
years instead of single years. Each period of four years was culled an Olympiad, and 
in making a date, the year and Olympiad were both mentioned. The year was Inni- 
solar, of 12 or 13 months. The names of the months varied in the diflerent states of 
Greece, but the Attic months are most usual. 'ITiey arc as folloivs 

Hecatombeon, Pyanepsion, Gamelion, Munychion, 

Metagcilnion, Mamiactcrion, Anthesterion, I'hargclioii, ' 

Bocdrornioij, Poseidcon, Klaphcbolion, Scirophorion 

In the year of 13 months, the additional month was inserted after Poseideon, and 
called the second Poseidcon. 

Tiie months con.sisted of 30 and 29 da/s alternately, and the short year in con- 
sequence contained 354 days, while the intercalary year had 384. nie third year 
of the first C)lympiad consisted of 13 months, and the first and fourth years of tha 
second Olympiad were also intercalary ; consequently in the first Olympiad there 
were 1446 days, and in the second, 1476, making together 2922, cxHCtiy equal to 
eight Julian years ; this mode of intercalation would therefore precisely bring about 
the commencement of the ninctli year to the same season, as that of the first year. 

But as the Olympic months followed the course of the moon, and 99 such months con- 

tained 2923| days, the moon was in consequence a day and a half in advance of the 
reckoning. The error was, however, allowed to accumulate until it reachc<l three 
days, which was in four Olympiads, or sixteen years, to the last of which three 
days were added. This corrected the errors with respect to the moon, but it threw out 
the comracnceiiient of llic year, ns renjarded the seasons, making it three days too late. 
No means were adopted to remedy this until the fortieth Olympiad, the last year 
of which was made to consist of 12 months only, instead of 1 3 as usual, and the forty- 
first Olympiad began with the same days of the moon and sun as the first had 
done 160 years before. By this reckoning, the year always began between the 
new and full moon before or after the summer solstice, though more commonly after ; 
and it continued in use until 432 B. C. or founh year of the 86th Olympiad, when the 
*cyclo of 19 years was invented by Meton. This astronomer found that the Attic 
months no longer followed the course of the moon, but that the nmv moon nearest 
the summer solstic, which should have been the first day of the 8'th Olympiad, would 
actually take place on the 13th day of Seirophorion, in the 4lh year of the 86th 
Olympiad, He therefore proposed to comnienco tiic 87th Olympiad from that day, 
and to adopt a new system of intercalation. He supposed 835 moons to be exactly 
equal to 19 solar years, and that in., every period of 19 years, the new and full 
moons would recur regularly at the same seasons. Nineteen years of 12 months each 
would contain 228 moons, uiid consequently 7 moons were to be added.. These 
were inserted in the 3rd, 5th, 8ih, 1 1th, Idth, 16th, and 1 9th years. Instead also 
of making the montlis of 30 and 89th days alternately, he determined that each month 
should consist nominally of 30 days, ]^t that every 6:)d day should be omitted in- 
numbering. The 3rd aay of BoeikomiM, for example, was omitted in the first 
year, the 6ih of Posei deon, and so oii to the oud of the LOth year, when the last 
exemptile day (the 33d of Thargclioii) was retained, making that year to consist 
of 385 days. Tliis cycle was in use above a pentury, but was not quite accurate ; 
19 solar years are equal to about 0039 days, 14 hours and a half, and 235 lunations to 
6939 days, 16 hours and a lialf, or two hours more. In ll»c year 330 B. C. this excess 
amounted to only 11 hours, but by the cycle of Meton, to above 52 hours, he hav^ 
ing made 19 years equal to 6940 days ; when another astrmmmor. Calippus, having 
made .several observations on the solstice, calculated that Np excesi^^ude 1 day in 76 
years. He, therefore, invented the cycle of 76 years, calletf from hJJJ^the'Calippian,^ ^ 

r consisted of 37,759 - days, exactly . equal to 76 Julian years, but abtc'O 14

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hours in excess of the true solar venr. In. this pcriorl vrere included 940 lunations, 
equal to 27,758 and 3-4th. days. The system of Calippits began in tlio 81h year 
of the Mctoiiic cycle (330 B. (.7.) and is fre<^iiently referred to as a date by Ptolem^jT. 
It is supposed that he altered the periods of inserting the iiiierctilary months, bat this is 
. doubtful. Tile system of Calippus continued in use as long as the Olympiads 
were employed, and was exactly equat to the Julian on an average of years, 't. 

To rcciiice the date by Olympiads to our ero, multiply the past Olympiad .by four, 
and add the odd years. ^ Subtract the sum from 777 if I'eforc Christ, and subtrart 770 
from the sum if alter Christ, the remainder will be»the begtiining of the given year; 
to decide on the exact day would be very dilficiiU, on account of the alterntiuns which 
the system has undergone. It will he, perhaps, suilicieut to observe that the year 
begins within a fortnight of the middle of July. 

Ex. — The 3rd month of the second year nf the 135th Olympiad is required.

THE CHRISTIAN ERA. 

The Christian era, used by almost all chribtian nations, dates from January Ist 
in the middle of the fourth year of the 194th Olympiad, in the 753rd of the building of 
Rome, niid 4744th of the Julian period. It was first iniroduccd iii the sixth century 
but wus not very generally employed for some centuries after, 

The Christian yea^ in its division follows exactly the Komnn year ; consisted of 305 
days for three succorfsive years, and of 3«6 in the fourth year, which is termed 
Jeap year This computation subsisted for 1000 years throughout Europe Avithout 
alteration, and i.; still used by the followers of the Greek church : other Christians

There will sometimes he a difference of one year in a date, from tho drcumstonCe 
that in raniiy countries, the time of beginning the year has varied. In England until 
the year 1 7.52, the year was <‘onsidered to begin on the 2.‘}th of March, any date, there- 
fore from the firht of January to the 24tli of March ; will be a year too little. It hml 
been the practice for many years preceding the chan ge of style to white both years, by 
way of obiiating mistakes, as Ist of February, I707.8tli or 1707-8 meiining the year 
1708, if begun in January, or 1707 if begun in March. 

In some countries, Easler-day was the first day of the year, in others the first of 
March; and in others, again, Christmas-day ; but no certain rule can be gh en, as 
even in the same nation diflorent provinces followed a different custom. 

All nations, at present using cither the Old or New Style, begin the year on tho 1st 
of January. 

The CmsATlON has been adopted as an epoch by Christian and Jewish writers, and 
would have been found very convenient, by doing away the difficulty and ambiguity of 
counting before and after uiiy particular dale, ns is neresFory when the era begins at a 
later period. But unfortunately writers, arc not ogreed as to' the precise time of com« 
mcncing. We consider the creation qs taking place 4004 years B.C. ; but there arc 
about tt hundred and forty different variations in this respect. 

• TUB ERA OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 

In thia,cra the creation is placed .5.508 years B, C. Ttwa.s used by the Russians 
until the time of Peter tho Great, and is still used in the Greek chiych. The civil year 
begin.s the Isi of September, and the ecclesiastical towards the end of March ; tho' day 
is not exactly doterinined. 

'1 0 reduce it to our era, substract 5508 years from January to August, and 5509 from 
September to the end.

ERA OF ANTIOCH, AND ERA OF ALEXANDRIA. 

Wc place these together, because, although they differed at their formation by 10 
years, they afterwards coincided. Htcy were both much in use by the early rhristian 
writers attached to the churches of Antioch and Alexondria. In the coinputntion of 
Alexandria, tfie creation was considered to be 5502 years bcfqrc C\iri.st, and in consc- 
queiicc, the year I A. D. was equal to 5503 This computatiou continued to the year 
S84 A. D. which was called 5786. Su the next year (285 A. D«), which should nave 
been 5787, ten years xvere discarded, and the date became 5777. This is still used by 
the Abyssiniaus.^ 

The era of Antioch considered the creation to bo 5462 years before Christ, and there- 
fore the yeir 28.5 A.D. wos 5777. As this was equal to the date of Alexandria, the 
two years, from this lime, were considered as one. 

Dates of the, Alexandrian era arc reduced to tlie Christian era by subtracting 1^02 
until the year 5786,.and after that time by substractiiig 5492. 

In the era of Antioch 5492, are always subtracted. 

THE ABYSSINIAN BRA. 

The Abyssinians reckon their years frofn the creation, which they ^place in 5403rd 
year before our era*, on tlie 20th of August, old stylb ; and their dates will consequently

divide the date by 4, and if 3 remain, the year will be leap year. It always precedes 
the Julian leap year by one year and four months. The following are names of the 
months, with their begimiiugs referred to the old style.

The Jews usually employed the Era of the Scicucides, until the fifteenth century, 
when a new mode of computing was adopted by them. Sonic insist strongly on the 
antiquity of their present era : but it is generally believed not to be more ancicut 
than the century above named. 

I'hey dote from the creation, which they consider to hove been 3760 years and three 
months before the coninicuoenient of our era Their year is luni-solar, consisting 
either of twelve or thirteen months each, and each mouth of tivcnty-nine or thirty 
days. The civil year commences with or immediately after the new muon following 
the equinox of autumn. The months, with the number of days in each, are as follows :

The month Veadar is omitted in years of twelve months. 

The average length of the year of twelve months is 354 days ; but b^r varying the 
length of Marchesvan and Chislen, it may consist of 353 or 355 days also. In the 
same manner, the year of thirteen months may contain 383, 384, or 385 days. In 
nineteen years, twelve years have twelve months each, and seven years thirteen 
mouths. The following table of nineteen years will shew the numlier of months in 
eimh year, as well’aii the first day of their year reduceil to the new style : the first day 
will not always be quite accurate, as certain lucky and unlucky days require the post- 
ponement of a day in some years. The year must be divided by 19, and the remainder 
will show the year of the cycle. If there be Jio remainder, it is the nineteenth year.

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To reduce the Jewish time to ours subtract 3761 , atid the remainder will show the 
year : the beginning of the yeiUr may be ascertained by the above table ; and the 
months'must be counted from that time. 

The remainder shews the year 5588 to be the second of the cycle, and eonsequenOp 
to begin on the 22nd of September. The 1st of Chisleu will therefore be about the 
20th of November 1 827. 

Tlie ecclesiastical year begins six months earlier, with the month of Nisan. Conse- 
quently, when the given year is ecclesiastical, deduct a year in the date from Nisan 
to Elul, inclusive. 

I It will be necessary to mention the various other epochs that have taken place from 
the creation, as those detailed are the only ones that have Bbeu in general use.] 

THE ERA OF NABONASSAR 

received its name from that of a prince of Babylon, under whose reign astronomical 
studies were much advanced in Chaldocn. The years are vague, containing* 365 days 
each, without iiitcrcalatioiJ, The (Irst day of the era was Wednesday,* 26th Febru- 
ary, 74“? B C. 

To find the day of any Julian year on ivhich the year of Nahonassar begins, sub- 
tract the given year, if before Christ, from 1748, and if after Christ, add it to 747. Di- 
vide the result by 4, omitting fractions, and subtract the quotient from 57, (i. c. the 
number of days, from Jan. I to Feb. 26.) If the quotient exceed 57, add 36.5 as often 
as necessary, before subtraction. The remainder will be the day of the year given. The 
first lesuU before the division by 4, increased by a unit for each 365 added to 57, will 
be the year of Nabouassur then beginning. 

The day of the week on which the year of Nahonassar begins may be known by di- 
viding by 7 : If there be no remainder, the day will be Tuesday, if there he a remain- 
der, tTic day placed below it in the following table will be the day required.

As the above stated rule may be one day in error from the omission of fractions, it 
may be corrected by the help of tliis little iablo. 

The year of Nahonassar being given to find when it begins. 

Rule. — Divide the year by 4 : subtract the quotient from 57, adding 365, if neces- 
sary, -as before, the reiiiaiiidcr will be the number of days from the Ist of January. 

The given year diminished ns often as 365 has been added, will shew the number of 
Julian years from 747 B. C. If it be less than 748, subtract from that number, and the 
remainder will be the year before Christ, if equal, or mure, subtract 747 from it, and 
the remainder will be the year after Christ. 

THE EGYPTIAN ERA. 

The old Egyptian year was identical with the era of Nobonassar, beginning on the 
26th February, 747 IJ. C., and consisting of 365 days only. It was reformed thirty 
years before Christ, at which period tlic commencement of the year had arrived, by 
coutinuall} receding to the 2!lth August, which was determined to be in future the first 
day of the year. Their years and months coincide exactly with those of the era of 
Dioclesiau. 

It appears from a calculation, that in 30 B C. the year must have begun on the 31 st 
of August. In which case we must suppose the reformation to have taken place eight 
years earlier; however that may be, it is certain that the 20lh of August was the day 
adopted, and the number of the year one more than would have resulted from taking 
747 as the commencement of the era. 

To reduce to the Christian era, subtroct 746 years 125 days. 

The old Egyptiari year was in use- for above a century at\cr Christ. The reformed 
year being at first used only by the Alexandrians. 

THE JULIAN PERIOD 

is a term of years produced by the multiplication of the lunar cycle. I9, solar cycle 26, 
and Roman indiction 15. It consists of 7080 yeais, and began 4713 years before our 
era. It has been employed in computing timo^ .to avoid the puzzling ambiguity atten- 
dant on reckoning any period antecedent to our era, an advantage which it nos in com- 
mon with the Mundone eras used at dififerent times. 

By subtracting 4713 from the Julian period, our year is found. If before Christ, 
subtract the Julian period from 4714.

• Thteis said, by mistake, to be Thursday, in L'Art Ou verifier Ics Oates. 
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THE ERA OF DIOCLESTAN, CALLED ALSO THE ERA OF MARTYRS, 
-was much used by Christian writers until the introduction of the Christian era in the 
aiyih century ; and is still employed by the Abjssiniuns and Copts. It dates from the' 
day* when Uioclesian was procloj-med Emperor, at Chalbedon, August, 284. It 
is called the era of Martyrs, from the persecution of the Christians in the reign of 
Dioclesian. The year consists of 305 days, with an additional day every fourth year. 
Divide the dale by 4, and if 3 remain the year is lissexlile : contains 12 months of 30 
days each, with 5 additional in common years, and 6 in leap years. 

The Coptic months are as follow, with the corresponding time according to the Ju* 
lian Calendar.

Tlie additional days are called, by the modern Copis, Nisi in common years, and 
Kebus in leap years. By the ancient Copts Piabotnkuji, and in Arabic liiabotiKxiiiji. 
'I'lic Abyssinian names are given under tlic head of Abyssinia. 

To Toduee the years of this era to those of the Christiun, and 283 years, 210 days. 
When the Dioclesian year is the y’car after leap-year, it begins on^ day hilcr than 
usual, and in cousequenee one day must be added to the Christian year, from tlic 2'Jth 
August to the end of the following February. 

THE GRECIAN ERA on ERA OF THE SELEUCIDES, 
dates from the reign of Scleucus Nieator, 311 years and four mouths before Christ. 
It was used in Syria for many years, and frequently by the Jews until the I5th cen- 
tury, and by some Arabians to this day. 'lhe!?yrion Greeks began llieir } ear about 
the coiumenccnicnt of September; other Syrians in October, and the Jens about the 
Autuidinal Equinox. We shall not protend to great accuracy in this era, the opinions 
of authors being very various as to its eonmicnoement. 

It is used in the book of the .Maccabees, and appears (u have beirtin with Nisan. 
Their year was solar, and cotibistcd of 36.5 days, with the addition of a clay every 
fourth year. 

To reduce it to our era, supposing it to begin l&t September, 312 B. C., subtract 31 1 
years and 4 months.

WoB 1186(1 in Syria by Greeks and Syrians, "ilie months are the same as those given 
under ^he Grecian era. The Greeks began with'GurpiiCusi in the year 49, U. C., and 
the i^yrians with Tishri I. of 48 B. C. 

THE ERA OF ABRAHAM 

Is used by Eusebius^ and begins the istof October, 2016 D. C. To reduce this td 
the Christian era, subtract 2015 years 3 months, and the remainder will be the year 
and month. 

TUB SPANISH ERA, OR ERA OF THE CA-SARS 
is reckoned from 1st of January, 38 years U. C., being the year following the con<« 

2 uesl of Spain by Augustus; it was much used in Africa, Spain, and the South of 
'ranee. By a synod held in 1189, its use was abolished iu all the churches dependent 
on Barcelona. Pedro IV. of Arragon abolished the use of it in his dominions in 1350, 
John 1. of Castile did the same in 1382. It continued to be used iu Portugal until 1455- 
The mouths and days of this era are identical with those of the Julian Calendar ; 
and, consequently, to turn this time into that of our era, wc have only to subtract 38 
from the year. 'I'hus the Spanish year 750 is equal to the Julian, 712. If the 3’ear be 
before the Christian era, subtract it from 39 

THE ERA OF YJiZDKGIRD III., OR THE PERSIAN ERA. 
was formerly universal adopted in Persia, and is still used by the Parsers in Indie, 
and by the Arabs, in certain cuinputaLions. Ihis era began on the IGtli of June, A. D. 
632. The year oonsistod by 365 day only, and therefore its rommeiicrincrit, like that of 
the old Egypiian and Anaeiiiiiu year, anticipated the Julian year by one day in every 
lour years. This did'crcncc amoiintert to nearly 1 12 days in the year 1075, u hen it was 
reformed by Jululodin, who ordered that in future the Persian year should receive 
an additional day whriieicr it should oppear necessary toposluone the commeiiccnieiil of 
the following year, that it might occur in the day of the suirs passing the same degree 
of the Ecliptic. This took place generally once in four years, but, aftler seven or eight 
intercalations, it was postponed for a year. It will be observed that such an urrange- 
inent must be perfect, and iliuC this calendar could nc\er require rcformniion ; but it 
has the iiiconvcuiienco of making it every dilHcult U> determine before band the length 
of any given year, as well us that of causing u (lilfercnce occasionally in the computa- 
tion of persons living under different meridians; those living towards the cast some- 
times beginning their year a day after others more weslwurdly situate ; the sun rising 
in the old sign to those in the funner situation, whaconsequenlly continued in the old 
year another day ; while the others, hoviiig their sunrise in the uew sigii^ began u new 
year. The prcaenl practice of the Parsces in India varies iu diflereiit provinces, some 
oegiuning the year in It^eptember and others in October. 'J'he months are as follows ; 
they have cacn thirty days, and the intercalation of Bvdor six day occuts at the end 
of Aban.

THE ERA OF THE ARMENIANS. 

The Armenians began their era on Tuesday, tlw ;Uh of July A. D. 552. Their year 
consists of 365 days only, aiid therefore atiltcipalcs the Julian one iu every 4 years. 

To know the day of the week on which ihe Ariueniaii year begins, divide lUo year by 
7; if there be no remainder, the year begins on a Monday : if there be a remainder, 
the day put uudl^r it in this Table will be the first of the year.

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THE FRENCH RE VOLimON ARY CALENDAR. 

In the year 1792, the French nation, in their excessive desire to change all existing 
inatitutione, determined on the adoption of a liew calendar, founded oirphilosophicaf 
principles* But ns they were unoble to produce any plan more accurate and convenient 
than tfint which was previously in use, they were contented to follow the old plan un^ 
der a diflereut name, merely changing some of the minor details and subdivisions, and 
commencing the year at a diflercnt time. 

The hrst year of the era of the Republic began on the 23nd of September, 1702, N. 
S., the day of the Autumnal equinox. There were twelve months in each yciir of SO 
days each, and five additional days at the end, celebrated ns festivals. The fourth year 
was a leap year, called by the French an Olympic year. The months and additional

CHINESE. 




Like all the nations of thcjiorth cast of .Asia, reckon their time by cycles of 60 years 
instead of numbering them as we do, they give a diffcient name to every year in the 
cycle. As all those itulioiis follow the same system, we shall detail, it here mure parti- 
cularly. I'hev have two series of words, one’ of ten, and tlie other of twelve words ; a 
combination of the first words in both orders is the name of the first year ; the next in 
each series arc taken for the second year; and so to the tenth : in the eleventh year, the 
series of ten being exhausU'd, they begin again with the first, combining it with the 
eleventh of the second series : iu the twelfth year, the second word of the first st'iies 
is combined viilli the twelfth of the second ; for the thirteenth year, the conibinutiou of 
the third word of the first list with the first of the second list is' taken, that list also be- 
iqg uew exhausted. I'o make this clearer we shall designate the scries of ten by the 
l^manlolteis, that of twelve by the italics, and the whole cycle of 60 will stuud 
thua — 
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The series of 10 is designated in China by the name of teen han, or ecclesiastical 
signs. 

- The Chinese months are lunar, of 20 and 30 days each, llieir years have ordinarily 
12 months, but a thirteenth is added whenever there are two new moons while the sun 
is one sign of the Zodiac. This will occur seven times in nineteen years. 

I'he boHSted knowledge of the Chinese iv as^ronotny has not been siiliiricnt to enable 
them to compute their time correctlv. In I20<> A. 1)., the Arab Jenialedin composed a 
calendar for them, which remained in use until the time of the Jesuit School, who 
was the director of their calendar until IC64. It then remained for fire years in the 
hands of the natives, who so deranged it, that when it was again submitted to the 
direction of the Christians, it w’qs found necessary to expunge a month to bring the 
commencement of the year to the proper season. It has since that been almost con- 
stantly under the care of I iiristiatis. 

The first cycle, n<-cordiTig to the Romish Missionaries, began February 2,397 B. C,* 
We arc now therefore in the list cycle, the 27th of which would begin in 1830. To 
find out the Chinese time, multiply the elasped c}’clc by 60, and add tlie odd 
years ; then, if the time be before Christ, subtract the sum from 2398 ; but if 
after Christ, subtract 2397 from it ; the remainder will be the year required. 

The Chinese frequently date from the year of the reigning Sovereign, and in 
that case there is no way of having the corresponding dates but by a list of Empeiors. 
We subjoin a list of those who have letgned fur the last two centuries.

By substituting these words for the letters in the cycle, under the head of China 
the Japanese names are found. Thus, the first year of a cycle is called Kino je ne, 
the 35t.h, tsutsno-je in, and so on. The cycles coincide with those of the Chinese ; 
but a name is given to them instead' of numbering them. Their years begin in 
February, and* are lunisolar, of 12 and 13 months, with the intercalation as kefore 
mentioned under the head of China. The first cycle is said to begin 660 B. C. ; >but 
this cannot be correct, unless some alteration has token place, as the Chinese cycle 
then began 637 R. C. We know, however, too little of Japan to pronounce positive- 
ly respecting it, but lit us far it is certain, that the cycle now coincides with that of 
the Cninese. 

INDIAN CHRONOLOGY. 


Thb natives of India use a great variety of epochs, some of which are but little 
understood, even by themselves, and almost all are deficient in universality and 


* Dr. Morrison carries it back to the 6lst year of Hwang-te 2506 B. C. making the 
present year to fall in the 74th cycle ; but, according to the oelebratcd historian Cboofoo- 
tsEc, 11 wang-te reigned about 8700 B. G., making 73 and a half cycles from that peilod, 
which is, probably, more correct than either of the aoovo statements.

The solar, or more properly, the sidereal yeWi » that which is most in ase for 

? «blic business, particularly since the introduclion of European power into India. 

his year is calculated by the Indian astronomers ot Sfift days, 7 hours, I ft minutes, 
30 seconds, or, according to others, 36 seconds. Therefore in sixty Indian years 
there will be a day more than in sixty Gregorian years. The difference anses 
from not taking into consideration the procession of the equinoxes being equal in 
reality to soiuotbing more than 20 minutes, though by them enlcnlated at 23 minutes. 

The luni-solar computation is not at present so common ns it formerly was, although 
still much used in some parts of India, and common every where in the regulation 
of Festivals, and in domestic arrangements. Hut the solar and luiii-solar forms 
may be used with most of the Indian eras, though some more particularly effect 
one form and some the other. ^ ^ ^ ... « n 

The liini-solar mode varies ill different provinces, some beginning the month at full 
moon, others at new moon : We shall describe that beginning by the full moon, which 
is used in Bengal ; the other method will be easily understood when this is known. 
Each year begins on the diiy of full moon preceding the beginning of the solar year 
of the same date. The months arc divided into halves, the first of which is entitled 
bndt, or dark, being from the full moon to the new, and the last, fttrlt or bright, from 
new to full moon. These divisions are sometimes of 14 and sometimes of 15 days, and 
are numbered geiierttlly from I to 1.5, though the Inst day of the biidi half is callcil 15, 
and that of hudi is called 30. By acompUented arrangement, a day is sunietiincs oiniU 
ted, and again a day is intercalated, so that, instead of going 011 regnlurly in niiinerciul 
order, these days may be reckoned I, I, 2, .3, 4, .5, C, 7, 8 , lO. TIjc subject is envehip- 
ed in some obsenrit}', and it will be perhops sufficient to observe the time of a lunation 
is divhlod into 30 paits, enllud /i/Z/s, and when t\vo tiths oixmr In the same solar day, 
that day is omitted in the lunar reckoning, and restored, by interculation at some other 
period. When two full moons occur in one solar month, the month also is named 
twiro, making a year of 13 montiis. In the case, also, of a short solar month, in which 
there would he no full moon, the month would be altogether omitted. All these cir- 
cumstances render the luni-solar computation a matter of much difficulty ; and to 
I’educc it exactly to our era w-ould require a perfect knowledge of Iliiuluo astronomy. 
But as the solar reckoning is by far the most general, wc shall only okserv'e that the 
lunar month precedes the'solnr month by a lunation at mos/, nud consequently a lunar 
date may bo nearly known from the solar time, which is of easy calculation. 

We shall begin by the eras which arc generally known, and follow with those of 
more limited use. 


The Caliyug.— IT iis era is the most ancient of India, and dated from a period SIOl 
years hVfore Christ It begins with the entrance of the sun into the Hindoo sign As- 
win, which is novr on the 1 Illi April, N, S. In the year I COO the year began on the 
7th April, N. S. from which it has lunv advanced 4 days, and from the procession of 
the equinoxes, still advancing at the rate of a day in sixty years : tlie number pro- 
duced by subtracting 3102 from any given year of the Caliy ug will be the Christian 
year in which the gi\en year begins. 

The era of Saliwahana may he joined here to that of the Caliynar, being identical 
with it as to names of months, divisions and comnienceinent, and difforing only in the 
date of the year, which is .3179 yc.irs, more recent than that, and therefore 77 years since 
our ero. It is much used in the southern and western provinces of India, and papers 
are frequently dated iif both eras. The years of this era are called Saca. The number 
77 must be added to find the equivalent year of the Christion era. Both these eras 
are most commonly used with solar time. 

■ The era of Vicrumadclr, which has its name from a sovereign of Malwa, may also 
be placed here, as it uses the name months as the two above mentioned, hut it is more 
generally used with lunar time; this era is much employed in the north of India, and 
its yeops are called Samvat. It began 57 years before Christ, and that number must 
be oeducted to bring it to our era. 

In Guzerat this era is used, but it begins there about the autumnal equinox.

These months all begin on the days of the entrance of the sun into a sign of the 
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Hindoo Zodioci and they Tery from 20 .to 02 dova in lenglhi ■ tliough makini^ np SOO 
days in the tota1» in common years, and 366 in leap years* The intercalation is made 
fvhen and where it is required, not according to any arbitrary rule, but by continuing 
the length of each moiiih, until the sun has completely {>assed each sign. This will 
bring about 26 leap years in ery century. It would require long and complicated cal- 
cululions to find exactly the commencement and iliiratioii of each month, but we shall 
not orr more than a day or two by considering them to be of 30 and 31 days alternate!}'. 

The Bengalee year appears to have been once iiidentical with the Hegira ; but the solar 
computation having subsequently been adopted, of which the years exceed those of the 
Hegira by 11 days, it has lost nearly II days every year, and is now about 9 years 
later, the year 1245 of the Hegira beginning in July, 1829, and the Deiigaloc year 1231^ 
beginning 13th April of the same year. 

The number 593 must be added to bring this to the Christian era. The Uengalee 
months ore similiar to those of the Hindustani, given before, differing only in dialect. 
They are as follow, according to the orthography of the English resident there. 

Bysalcha, Sravona, Kartic, Maugh, 

Joishta, Bhadra, Ugrohoyna Falgoon, 

Assaur, Aussin, Fouse, Chotira. 

The first of Bysakha is now on the 1 3th April, and in our leap years on the I2th 
April. There is, however, a difierence of one day in about 60 years, as observed be- 
fore, ill speaking of the eras of Caliyiig, &c. 

llie Fulscc year is pretty generally known in India, and is supposed to be derived 
from the Hegira. One or two eras are used in India by this name, being chiefly 
used in revenue accounts, its commencement alone is mucli attended to, the subdivi- 
sions heint! neglected. 

The Fuslce year, as used in Bengal, begins with Aussin, in September. The year is 
lunar, and the full moon preceding the autumnal equinox is the first day. The date 
also diflers from the common Fuslce, being now 1247. 

It may be observed that, notwithstanding this variety dates, the months agree 
pretty nearly. Thii^ Foos in all the eras begins some what before the winter sols- 
tice, and is followed by Magh, &c. 

The era of Farasurania is used in Malajala in the south of Indio. This era began in 
the year 1176 B. C. and is divided into cycles of lOOO^years, and at the end of 100 
years, instead of 1001 the next year was called I. The first cycle ended 176 B.C., the 
second 825 A. D., and the tliircl should have finished in 182.5, in which case the pre- 
sent year would have been 15. But whether fiom inattention or otherwise, the end 
of the third cycle was not noticed, and they call 1005, the year which began on 
the 15th September, 1829. The year 177 of the second c\ cl e began August 17th7 A. D. 
1, but the year, like the other years of India, advancing one day in about 60 years, 
now begins as above stated. In our leap years the I4th of September will agree with 
its comiiicnccment. 

A Cycle of 90 years, called Grahaparivrithi, is used in the southern provinces of In- 
dia. The year 1 840 corresponds with the 64th year of the 21 at cycle. The first cycle 
began 24 years before our era. 

To reduce it to the Christian year, multiply the elapsed cycles by 90 and the odd 
years, then deduct 24 from the sum, and the remainder will be the year required. 

The cycle of Brihaspa tee (Jupiter) consists of 60 years, and is frcquenly used in 
connection with the ora of Vicromaditya. 'There are two different accounts of this cy- 
cle. In Bengal, the cycle now passing is the 45, and the 46 years agreed with 
A. D. 1841. ITie first cycle, therefore, begins 3185 years before Christ. By the 
Telinga account, the firstcycle began 3114 years before Christ.

The Persian, Arabic, and Hindustani uames are nsed by Mahometans, and will be 
found under the era of the Hegira. 

THE MAHOMErrilN ERA OF HEGIRA, 

dates from the flight of Mahomed to Medina, which event took place in the night of 
Thursday, the 15th July, A. D. 632 The era commences on the following day, vis. 
the 16 th of July. Many chronologists have computed this era from the 15th of July, 
but Cantemir has given example, proving that, in most ancient times the 16th was 
the first day of the era ; a nd now there can be no question that such is the practice of 
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Mfthometans, The year is purely Lunar, consiitinff of 13 months, each month com- 
mencing with the appearance of the new moon, without any intercalation to bring the 
commencement of the vear to the same seaaon. It is obvious that, by such on arrange- 
ment, every year uillWgin much earlier in the season than the preceding, being now 
in Summer, anti, in the course of sixteenth years, in Winter. Such a mode of reck- 
oning, so much at variance with the order of nature, could scarcely have been in use 
beyond tlie pastoral and seniibarbnrons nation by whom it was adopted, without the 
powerful aid of fanaticism, and even that has not been able to prevent the use of other 
methods by learned men in their computations, and by governments in (he< collection 
of revenue. It will also be remarked that, ns the Mahometans begin each month with 
the appearance of the new moon, nfew cloudy days might retard the commencement of 
n month, making the preceding month longer than usual. This, in fact, is the case, 
and two parts of the same country will soiiiethnes differ a day in conseqiiciice ; 
although the clear skies of those countries whcie Islainisrn prevails, rarely occasion 
mtich inconvenience on this head. But in chronology and history, as well as in all 
documents, they use months of thirty and twenty-nine days, altcriiatcly, making the 

{ rear thus to consist of 354 doya : eleven limes in thirty years, one day is 'added to the 
ast month, making 355 days in that year. Consequently, the average length of a 
year is taken 1354, 1 l-3(Hh days, the twelfth of which is 29, 19]-36()th, differing from 
the true huiation very little more than thice seconds, which will nut amount to a day in 
less than 3260 years, a degree of exactucss which could not have been attained with- 
out lung continued ohaervations. 

The intcrculiiry year of 355 days occurs on the second, fifth, seventh, tenth, thir- 
teenth, fifteenth, eiglitceiith, twenty-first, twenty- fourth, twenty-sixth, and twenty- 
ninth years of every thirtv years Any jear being given, to know whether it be inter- 
calary or not, divide by tiiirly, and ifeither of the'abore u umbers remain, the year 
will be oife of 355 days.

‘ Ao/ 0 .— it should be borne in iniud, that the natives, in speaking or writing a date in. 
simple years, always express the number of years aa^ired, not the current year, as ia 
the custom in Europe. When they mention the month, therefore, they mean tbu 
month of the following year : but ns the numerical denomination of the Hindu 
year remains unchanged throughout it, no thought need be taken of the distinction 
of expired years, unless where a calculation has to be made from on initial epoch. In 
common parlance they may be treated like the current years of anv other system as 
being more consoiumt with our ideaSi and less liable to cause mistakea in transferring 
dates to and fro.

Since the succeeding pojges were put to press, the author nerccives that notwith- 
alandiiig all tho care taken iii setting the type, and adjusting trie figures to the brass 
rules on which the scales of ^ days are cut, they have in many places slipped a little 
out of place again, and are neither even nor exact. This is however of no consequence 
ill oonsulting the calendars, as the double lines projecting at regular intervals from 
the scales (themselves iavariable), shew the correct position to which the displaced 
figures belong. 

The months and Hindu festivaln in the following tables have been written in the 
classical orthography ;•*— in tlie rules and examples both modes have been followed, ta 
funiliorixe the reader with the vulgar and with the correct termi.

MAHOMETAN. 

The diuaioii of the day among' Mahometnm is chiefly snbNervicut to the stated times 
of pcrfonnini; their do>olions, und is not cenerally^eryupournlo. They begin their 
itecuuiit «t siiiiM’t, icekoiiiiii; tivclvo hours Jroni theme to sunrise, >.hether the night l«j- 
long or Khoit ; fioui sunrisu to sunset they also reckon tMchc hours, and consequently n 
night hour is longer in the si inter ihiin an hour of the day, and in summer tlic hours of 
the day ani longer Uian those of the night. At theeqninoves alone, all tin hours are of 
equal length, and thou they eoim ide with those adopted hy us, in commencement ami 
flurution, dill'eriiig, of course, C hours in eiiumeraiion, so that our mx o’clock is their 
twelve,* our seven is tin ir one, ike. At other pcriuds of the yeai, also, ihcir si \ o’clock 
I oineidcs with our tuelvc, but c^cry other hour differs more or less fiom ours, 'The time 
of sunrise, and, coiisequenily, the length of the day, being known, the length of each hour 
wi<l he easily fuiirid by division, and the iieriiMl oi'iiny gi\cn hour dLlernuned. Thus, if 
the hiinriie at 7 o’ clock, the length of the day will he ten hours (of faO iiiiiiutcs each) 
and that ofeacli houi •'iU minutes. One o’ clork, ^laliumetan rcrkoniiig, will then beiii 
.'lO minutes afier 7, two o’ eliM-k 40 minutes after eight, and lliree o’ clock aviU be half 
pavi nine, and so on of the others. When the sun rises at five o’ elock. the three first ' 
hours oriheday will he completed severally at 10 iiiinuleN after six, twenty mliiuies alter 
seven, and half post eighu la every case six o’ clock arrives exactly ul midday. 

* HINDOO. 

'Hie Hindoos divulc the day itito four watches, and the night into the same number; 
the day being cunsiden>d to extend from sunrise to siiniiet. 'The watches arc agaiu divi- 
ded into ghureet, which are *24 minutes each in length. As in the hiiminrr the days aro 
hinp 5 r than the nights, each day-watc.h will then be longer than any watch of the night, ^ 
tiioiigli, from the necessity of each watch comprising an exact number of ghurces, there 
will gonerally be the difference of I ghuree between two watches of the satqe tlay. lliere 
• is much variaiiun in this respect, and although, in the latitude of India, the dilferojlce is 
not so great as it would he in a country more towards the north, it is still so inconvenient 
,<* that the Natives of India rarely understand their own method of dividing the day, and 
j-enddy adopt the IDiiglish mode W'hen they are in the neighbourhood of one of our factories. 

' Iniirder to explain the mode of subdividitig the watches, we shall detail the correspon- 
dence of ghurees with our hours in March and September, when the days and night are 
equal, end wlien. in consequence, raoro" regularity may be expected than at other seasons. 
It most h»renipml>ercd that a ghuree contains 24 minipos, and that flO ghurees make up' 
the 124 hours: .30 ghurees, therefore make of the time between sunrise and sunset at 
this leasoii— if these 30 ghurees were equally divided between the four « atebes, giring. 
7 gliurrees and half to each watch, theii correspeudence with our hours would be easily 
made, . 
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CALSMDAR AND ALMANACK. 

Tub word Calendar (wliich is HOTnetiin''s spelt Kalendarjit properly a reyii/ar 
^ttme or<latfs; in which acceptiitiou it was luccl by the Rumana, aa the word 
Almanack was by the rjerniHiiH, and oui Saxon lurefathcrs. 

Calendar, aa home state, is derneil fiom the Latin CWrnr/artiim, which was tho 
ecconnUbouk kept by the Homan usurers, of the money nhirh they lent out upon 
interest, and which they were in the liubit ofcalliuff in, or clRiminf?,on the CaUuth, 
or first day of each iifonih. Rut it ib more probable that the woids Calendar and 
Calcndarium aie both to be triiccil to the am lent Roman custom of publicly proclaim- 
ing or cnRtny the fVi/cm/s nucl otlier periods ofeaih mouth, on the appearance of 
e^ery new moon. 1 1ns pi aciice contniuud until the } ear 4h0, after ihn building of 
Rome, when Cams hlavnis, the y£dile, or chief magistrate, ordered the /Trrb/i, or 
CaUndt, to be nfllxed upon all the places of public resort, in order that the dates of 
the approaching festivals might be more geiiernily and exactly known. In fact^ 
these public notices or legistcrs ofeoming events, vvere called t'a»ti Culcnrlares, 

'Jhe ctynidlog} . oi derivation, uf Almanac has been inucli disputed ; many writers 
del ive It fiom the Ai able article yll (the) and the Oicek vvoid ni/nm/o# (a lunar cir- 
cle) ; others, from the Ilebiew mnii<» A (to count) ; whilst Dr. Johnson aays that the 
Greek word nicii pronounced innrn (a month), enters into his compusition. The ex* 
plonuiion given by the cckbiated antiquarian Vei'btegan, of the origin niid use of this 
word, seems worthy of notice. He says, 'Our Saxon artcestors used to engrave on 
certain squared bticlvS, about a foot in length, the courbcs of the moons of the whole 
year ; wheieby they coyld certainly tell when the new moons, full moons, and change 
should happen ; as also their febtival-doys : and such a carved stuk they called an 
AL-MOM-Anili ; that is to say, Al-mon-hefd ; to wit, the regard or observation uf all 
the mounb : and hence it derived the name of Almanack.* — An instrument of this 
lutid, of a veiy uucieiit date, is to be seen in St, John’s C'ollcge, Cambridge ; and 
there aie still, in the midland counties, beveral remains of them. 


YE.iRS. 

The word Year is purely Saxon, and is si: 4 >pe 8 ed by some to be derived from erm ; 
whilst others deduce both words from the GreeK car, or Latin rer (Spring); beepass 
many ofthe Am ients were in the habit of dating the comnieoccroent of the year from 
Spring. In the Hebiew, Greek, and Latin languages, the woid year is expressive of 
a ring or e» cle ; the Egyptians, also, represented it by a snake placed in a riren/or 
position, witli its tail in its mouth ; whence, perhaps, the name of the Zodiac^ or that 
maginary curie which is made by the sun in the heavens, during the twelve months. 

Ine time in which the sun performs its Journey through the twelve siyn# of the 
Zodiac, comprehends 360 days, S hours, 48 minutes, and 48 seconds ; and is therefore 
p^^d the Natural, Solar, or Tropical Year. 

^fhe Sidereal, or AaiRAL Year is the time which elapses from the sun’s passage 
mm any particular 6xed star until its return to it ^aio ; and is just twenty minul^s 
aqd twenty-nine seconds longer than the Natural or ^lar Year, ^ 

« The Lunar \ ear, coiisibts of Twelve Lunar Months, or that period during whieh 
Ckemoon passes twelve liip<‘a through its various phases, or changes. 

The Common, or C'rviL Year, iu use with up, and established by law, contains 865 
dAys, dining three sueeesswe years ; but in each/or/rM j ear, an interrataty or addition- 
M day is inserted, in order to make up the number 3G0 ; such additional day being 
considered couivalent to the lime lost by Dot counting the fivo hours and for^-niiw 
minutes at the end of each ofthe four yearu from one Bissrictilis, or Leap Year| 
another. IJhie word Leapt bufflciently explains the act of passing over the hours m 
question. ^ ^is plan was invented by Julius Cipsor or by j^sigenes, the I^ptiga 
mathematician, who assisted him in rectifying the ' Calender, luo adaitional or inter- 
calary day, is with us, always placed in the month of February^ which, oon- 
s^uenlly, Ifap year, consists of 29 days; tha usual number being 28. Csmsc 
placed It in the mouth of March, by reckoning the «th day of the Calends of that month 
Itficeorer/ hence the term MiswetiU, from the words (twice) and sc* (su,) oe 
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stxtHi$ (sixth day.) But, by the Gregorian alteration, the fourth year coming at the 
close of a century, is not a leap year, unless the number of hundreds be a midtiple of 
four. Thus 1600 was alcapyear, 1700 and 1800 were not, 2000 will be. 

The reckoning of time by the coarse of the sun or moon, was attempted in rarioua 
ways by different ancient uations ; but thej, findiug that their minor divisions of 
timy did not correspond with the courses in question, endeavoured to prevent con*- 
fusion by ordaining a certain number of days to be intereatated, or inserted, out of the 
common order ; so as to preserve the equation of time. The Egyptian Year (as used 
by Ptolemy) consisted of 365 days, which were divided into twelve months of thirty 
days each : besides five initrvtdarxj days at tlie end. The Egyptian Canicular^ or 
Natund Year, was computed from one heliacal rising of the star iSirius, or CaaicMat 
fame to the next. 

By the regulation of Solon, the- ancient Greek year was lunar ^ and consisted of 
twelve months ; each containing thirty and twenty-nine days, alternately : and, in 
every revolution of nineteen years, the thirti, fifth, eighth, eleventh, sixteenth, and 
nineteenth, it hail an mterca/ary niuiitli ; in order to keep the New and Full Moons to 
the seasons of the year. 

The ancient Jtwieh year was the some as the Greek one, only that it was made to 
agree withtlie Solar, year by adding eleven, and sometimes twelve days, at the end 
or an vUerca^rg month, when necessary. The modern Jewish year consists of 
twelve lunar months eeuerally ; bnt sometimes of thirteen ; that is when an inierca* 
Ipry month is iusactea. 

The 7><rh>A3'car consists of twelve lunar months of Uiirty and twenty-nine day 
alternately | sometimes of thirteen. 

'Hie ancient Roman year, as settled by Romulus, was ftimxr, but contained only ten 
months, which were irregular, and comprehended 304 days in all ; being a nuinbec 
fifty davs short of the true lunar year, nnd sixty-one days of the solar. RomuUia 
added ine requisite number of days at the end of the year. N imia Potnpilius added 
two months t making the year consist of 355 days ; theri'by exceeding the /unar year 
by one day, but being short of tlie solftr one by leu days. Julius Ceesar, during his 
third consulship, and whilst he was Ponlifex Maximus, or high priest of Rome, re- 
formed the calendar by regulating the months according to their present measure, and 
adding an intercalary day every fourth year to the month of Pebruavy ; but ho being 
assassinated before his plan could be fully brought into operation, tiie emperor Au- 
gustus perfected and established what his kinsman had begun. The Julian year^ 
wiiich oonsisted of 305 days oiid 0 houni, was however, still incorrect | for it was 
found to be too long by about eleven minutes which in 131 years would be equal to 
one day— consequently there was a further reformation of the calendar by Pope 
Gregor 7 ^ in th^ear 1583.^ He cut off eleven days, by calling the fourth of October 
the fifteenth. Yhis alteration of the style was gr^ually adonted in the several coun- 
tries of the European continent ; but in Russia, in some of the Svtriss cantons, and in 
the countries of the East, the old style is still preserved. 

The Parliament of England adopted the Gregorian nlan, in 1752, by enacting that 
eleven days should be that yean all dales, therefore, previous to 1753, are 

said to be according to the Old Style ; whilst those since that period, are deemed 
to be according to the New Style. In t800, wiiich was properly a bissextile, or 
leap year, the intercalary day was omitted : hence, the difference between the OM and 
New Style is now twelve days. The Gregorian regulation does not absolutely preclude 
all error in future ; bu4 that is likely to be so trifling, os Apt to require particular oU 
teotion. 

The beginning of the year hoa by no means been the same in different agea 
and countries. Tlie't;ha]deans| the ^yptians, and the Jews, in sll civil affwS| 
fiegtn it St the autumnal eguiaon. The ecclesissiical year among the Jews, the 
epmmon year of the Persians, and 'of the Romans under Romulus, commenced 
in tko spring ; a mode still followed in many of the Italian States. Both the 
eguMoiee^ as well os the sumsner soletwe, were each the commencing date in some 
M the ftates of Greece. Hie Roman year, from the time of Numa, be^n on 
'gidends^f January \ the Arabs and Twks canpute from the I6ih of July, the Chm- 
elern formerly commenced, the year on the 23ih of March* ; a method observed ^ 
Jih GreairBritaiii, generally, in civil .aRairs, mitil 1752 ; from which period our civil 
.l^yqar hoe begun on the 1st of January,, except in some few coses, in which it stall oomi* 
t Mfoc^Oki foe * Day of Annunciation,* or the 35th of March. In Scotland, the year 
by a proclamation, bearing date so early as the 37th of Novembey, 1599, ordered

Our ancestors, after the establishment of C'hristianity, usiioiiy boffen their year el 
Chrittmat, amt reckoned the commencement of their asra from the incaniatioii, or birth 
of Christ. William the Conqueror, however, iulrodured the method of substituting 
the first yeer of his own reign for the Christian wra. At sulisequent penod^ the 
English reverteil to the ancient custom : but all State proclamations, pat^ts, charters 
and Acta of Parliament, have contiuaed to be dated from the commencement of the 
reigns of the respective sovereigns, with the addition of the words, ' and in the year of 
onr Lord,' Rc. 

llie Rusaiau government did not adopt Uie Christian era nntil the time of Peter, 
ill tl'iS : their previous practice bad been to reckon from the woild's age ox the year 
^ ike er&awtt. 


This division of the year anpeart to have been used before the flood*i ; and as It was 
naturally framed by the revolutions of the kiooN, the Months of all nations were ori- 
ginally iMNOr ; that is, from one New Moon to another. In a more enlightened period, 
tne revolutions of the Moon were compared with thoso of the Sun ; and the limits of 
the Months, as the component parts of a Year, were fixed with greater precision. Tha 
Romans divided each month into Calende^ iVbfisr. and Idn ; the Calwd» were the 
first day of the month, the Nona weie the 7th and the Ides the 15th of March, Maj, 
July, and October ; in the other months, the Nones fell on the 5tb, and tho Ides on the

This new Calendar, which, ^ after all was only a plagiarism or copy, of otio used in 
-Holland from time immemorial, like many of the absurd instituiiona which sprang 
from the French Revolution, was laid aside in a few years, from tho cireumstsdee <h 
its utter unfitness for the seasons, even as they occur in the several provincea of Franca 
itself |->how much lesa spplicable, therefore, most they have been to other countries, 
where the climates and seasons vary so much from each other ! A Calendar, to be wor- 
thy of universal adoption, must be capable of universal applicatioo ; not so that of the 
JPrench philosophers^ whidi, indopemieiiily of Ua discordanca with those of all civilize 


ed nations bad not even the merit of indicatliw those very seasons from which it pro- 
frssed to derive its character. The late Hr. Gifford ridiculed this newfangled me- 
thod of rtgistering tune by the following ludicrous, but happy, traualatiou of the 
Republican mouths and seosona.—

agdi \ but the Greeks certainly never used such a mode of division. I'hey divided

Thus the 5th day of the month waa the Ath day of the fint Decade jjlhe 5th ifM the 
dill of the tecond Decade ; — and the 3dlh of the tfiird Decade. Thie diviaion wae ^ 
adopted by the French in their Revulutiuniwy Calendar, in order to get rid of the 
Sob oath day. * 

The Jewe hare ever marked their time by urenfhs, according to the command given 
by God himnelf, for labouring during only sie days of each week, and resting on tbe 
seventh, which was consequently set opart, or consecrated, to the service of their 
Creator ; —nay, they not only hallowed the seventh day, or Sadbatii, which formed 
a portion of their tefek ^ days j hut they had, also, their wreks ^ yeocs, which consist- 
ed of seven years ; and their or rejoicing peiiods, which were celebrated by 

many acts of justice, forgiveness, and rchiitutioii, at the end of every wek of »evsn 
times seren years. The Hebrews, the Assyrians, Egyptians, Arabians oud Persians, all 
had this custom of reckoning by weeks. The origin of computoiion by sevenths, has 
been vehemently contested by some authors : who say that the four uuarters or inter- 
vals of the Moon ^the phases, or changes, of whieh are about seven days distant) ori- 
ginally gave occasion to this mode of division But it seems mure rensonsblo to con- 
clude that it arose from the traditional accounts of iXioJirst seven days of the world’s 
existence. 

Although each lunar month eontaiiis four weeks, or four sevenths the so/nr month, 
or that regulated by the passage of the Sun through each of the twelve signs of the Zo- 
diac, generally contains two ur three days more t consequently, as we have twelve so- 
lar iiimithsin each year, we have fifty-two weeks and une day uver, instead of forty* 
eight weeks, wliich would be the exact number, were our year regulated merely by 
the revoliitiuna of changes of the moon. 

’Hie word Wbbk is of Saxon origin, ond aignifles a numerical series, generally, (hav- 
ing nearly the same meaning as feny, which is measured by successive steps,) although 
now expressive only of the spaed of seven days, 

DAYS. 

Tub word Day U derived from, or *} nonymous with, the Saxon daey ; and the Sa- 
xons are supposed to have had it from the same source^ as the Roman word Dies (a 
day,) which in its turn is said to be derived from Dh, or Gods ; by which name ilia 
Romans called the planets. 

The word Da^ in its strict tense, signifios that portion of time, during w'hich we re- 
ceive the light of the sun : but, more^ properly speaking, it includes the niyht, also { 
and ia that space of time during which the Sun a/tpeart to us to make one revolution 
round ilia Earth : — to speak with astronomical precision, it is that space of tinio in 
whieh iho Earth makes one revolution round its own axis, during Us annual or yearly 
. progress round the Sun. 

In difTcrenl nations ond ages the modes of reckoning the beginning of the day have 
Wn various. Arcordiogto the computation of the ancient Syrians, Babylonians, 
Persians, and the iiihabilanM of Hindoostun, the day commenced at the ristny of the 
sun; with the modern Greeks it is the same. The Athenians, and other ancient inha- 
bitants of Greece, os well as the ancient Gauls, began theirs at suH~set, which mode 
is still followed by the Jews,, the Austrians, the Bohemians, Silesians, the Italians, 
and the Chinese. The ancient inhabitants of Italy computeii their day from niiduight; 
which mode is now in *iborainon use with us and all other European nations, with the 
above exceptions. The Mahometans calculate fVoin one twilight to another, llie ao- 
cieut Egyptians dated, from noon to noon ; which mode is at this day, and has idwjiya 
been, tollowed by astronomers ; because that instant yf time can be ascertained witB 
greater pteeision than any other. 

The Homans gave to each of the seven days of their week, the name of one of the 
heavetdy bodies: thus, Diee Solis, signifies the day of the sun (Sunday); Diu,' 
Lttna I the day of the moon (Mmday); Dies Mortis, the day of Mars (Tuesday) ;

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ASTRONOMICAL DEFINITIONS, &c. 


The Equatoh is a great circle of the earth, eq^nidistant froni the poTes : it dividee 
the globe 'into two hemispheres, northern and south ern> The latitudes of placer an ' 
counted frtm the equator, northward oiid southward, and the longitudes of places 
reckoned vpm it eastward and westward. 

The equator, when referred to the heavens, is called the rqtnnoetutlt became when 
the sun appears in it, thu days and niglils arc equal all over the world, vix 12 hours 
each, 'fhe declinations of the sun, stars, and pfaiielH, are counted from the equinoc- 
tial northward and sotithward, and their right ascerisious are reckoned upon it east- 
ward round the celestial globe from 0 to 360 degrees. 

'ilio lilCLiPTiC is a great circle in which the sun makes his apparent annual 
progress among the fixed stars, and is theicforc sometimes called the eta solin or suii^a 
path ; but more properly it is the truck which the earth would appear to describe if view- 
ed from the centre of the snn, and is hence denominated the heliocentric circle of the 
eorth. It is numed the eclijitic, becunse eclipses can only happen when the moon ap- 
pears to lie in or very near to this circle. The ecliptic cuts the equinoctial at an angle 
of 23" 23' ; the points of iiKcrscction are called the equinoctial points. 

The Zodiac, on the celestial globe, is a space which extends about eight degrees on 
each hide of the ecliptic, like a belt or girdle, within which the morions of all the • 
planets arc perforniod. 

SioNS or TUB Zodiac. The ecliptic and zodiac are divided into 1 2 equal parts, 
called signs, each conliiining 3& degrees. The snn makes his apparent annual pro- 
gress through the ociipiic iil the rate of nearly a degree in a day. The names oi the

DRCUN\TinNof the sun, of a star, or pluiiet, is its distance from the equinoctial, 
northwiird or soiithword. Whon the sun is in the eqiuiioctial he hos no declination, 
and enlighicns half the globe from pole to pole. As he increases in north declination 
he gradually shines farther over the north note, and lea%eB the south pole in darkness : 
in a similar manner, when ho has south dccliuution, ho shines over the south pole, 
nn<l leaves the north pole in darnke.ss. 'J’he greatest deelinatioii the sun can have is 
23" 2ij>; the greast dccUiialiou a star can have is 90", and that of a planet 30" 26' north 
or south. 

The TnoPiCS arc two small circles, parallel to the equator for equinbclial), at the 
distance of 23" 28' from it : the northern is called the Tropic of Cancer, the soulheni 
the Tropic of Capricom. The tropics aro the Umiis of the torrid tone, northward and 
southward. 

The Polar Circles are two small circles, parallel to the equator (or equinoctial), 
at the distance of 00" from it, ami 23" 38' from, the poles. The northern is colled 
orcltc, the southern the anta'-clic circle. 

Tlie Horizon is a great circle which separates the visible half of the heavens from 
the invisible; the earth being consinbred as a point in the centre of the sphere of tlie 
fixed stars. Horizon, when applied to tlie earth, is ciilier sensMs or ralional. 

llio &$£NS1BLE, or visible horizon, is the circle which bounds our view, where the 
iky appears to touch the earth or sea*. 

The Ration . 11 ., or true horizon, is an inioginary plane, passing through the centra , 
of the earth parallel to the sensible horizon. It neiennines the riling and setting of 
the sun, stars and planets. 

The Marin brs's Compass is a representation of the horizon, and is used by 
seamen to direct and ascertain the course of their ships, h consists of a circular brass 
box which oontains a paper card, diviiled into 33 eqnal parts, and fixed on a magne- 
' iioal needle that always turns towards^ the north. Each point of the compass contains 
Ar I&' or 1 4 degrees, being the 33d part of the 360 degrees.

When the sun is verticle, or in the 
xenith, which happens twice in the jrear, the inhabilants have no shadow, and am 
then culled Ascii, or shadowleas. 

Hbtbboscii IB a name given to the inhabitants of the temperate sones^ because 
their shadows at noon fall only one nay. Ihus the shadow ot an inhabitant of the 
north temperate zone always falls to the north at noon, because the suu is then due 
south ; and the shodow of an inhabitant of the south temperate zone falls towards the 
south at noon, because the sun is due north at that time. 

Pliiiiiscil are those people who inhabit the frigid tones, so called, because their 
shadows, duiing a revolution of the earth on its axis, are directed towards every point 
of the Luupass In the Irigid zoues the sou does not set during seveial revolutionn 
of till esrih on its axis.

The OiiniT of a planet is the imaginary path it describes round tbe sun. 

Nodes arc the tsiro opposite points where the orbit of u plnnet seems to intersect the 
ecliptic. That where the planet appc.irs to aseeiid from the sonih to the iio;-lli side 
of the ecliptic is called the iiseending or noith node, anil is marked thus ^ ; and the 
oppos^ite point where the planet appears to desrend from the north to the south is 
called the deseending or south node, and is inniked ’ 

Asi'Ecr of the stars of planets is their siluuliou w’lili respect to each other. There 
arc five aspects, viz. % Conjunction, when they arc in the same sign as degree ; 
Sextile, when they are two signs, or a sixth pait of a circle, distant : □ Quartile, 
when they are three signs, or a fourth par of a circle, from each other ; ^ Trine when 
they arc four signs, or a thinl part of a cirrle, from each other ; S Opposition, when 
they arc six signs, or half a circle from corli other. 

The conj unction ami Opposition (particularly of the moon) are ciJled the f»yzyptVs 
and the quartile iqipect, liie Quadratures. 

Geocentiuc. latitudes and longitudes, of tlie planets arc their latitudes and 
longitudes as seen from the earth. 

HELiOCENintc laiiiuiles and longiliidcs of the plniicts are Ihcir latitudes and long!, 
tudes, as they would appear to a spoclator bilunted in the sjn»- 

Apogee, or .Auog.xMini, is that point in the mbit of a planet, the moon, &c. which 
is farthest from the eai tli. 

Perigee, or Peiigwum, is that point in the orbit of a pUnct, the moon, &c. whicli 
is nearest to the earth. 

Ai’tiBLiON, or Aphelium, is that point in the orbit of the earth, or of any other 
planet, whicli is fartliebt tVom the sun. 'I'his point is culled the higher Apsis- 

Perihelion, or Pcnhehuin, is that point in the oib t of the eiirth, or of ony other 
phmet, which is nearest to the sun. This point is culled the lower Apsis, 

.iLiNJt OF THE Ai’Aides is u Straight line joining the higher and lower apsis of a 
^pet ; viz. a line joining the Aplicliniii and Perihelium. 

i^'.ENTKicii'Y of the orbit of any phmet is the distance between the sun and the 
ceiifl-e of the planet’s orbit. 

OCCULT .\TJON is the obscuration or hiding from our sight any star or planet, 
by the interposition of the body of the moon or of some other pl.uiet. 

TransI't is the apparent passage of any planet over the face of the sun, or over 
the face of .another planet. Mercury and Venus, in their transits over the sun’s disc, 
appear like dark specks. 
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■Rclipsi? of the Sun is an orcultation of part of t]»e face of the sun, occasioned by 
an interposition of the moon between the eurtii and the sun ; eonscquciuly all eclipses 
of tlic sun hiippen nt the lime of new moon. 

Eclipsb OF fHia Moov is ii privation of the light of the moon, occasioned by nn 
interposition of the earth betxscen the sun and the moon; consequently oil eclipses 
of the moon liuppcn ut full moon. 

Elonoation of a planet is the angle formed by two lines drawn from the earth, ’ 
the one to the sun and the other to the plonet. 

Diurnal Arc is the are described by ibe sun, moon or stars, from their rising to 
their scttiiig.-^'llie sun’s bemi-diuiual aic is the arc described in hnlflho length of 
the dny, ^ 

Noc ruRNAL Anc is the arc described by the sun, moon, or stars, from tlieir setting 
to tlieir rising. 

AnF.iiiiATioN in an apparent motion of the celestial bodies, orensioned hy the 
earth’s nnnuHl motion in its orbit, combined with the progressive motion of light. 

Centripetal Force is that force with which n moving boily is perpetiially urged 
towards a centre, and made to revolve in a curve instead of proceeding in a straight 
line, for idl inotiun is nulurnlly rectilinear.— Centripetal force, atlroLliun and gravita- 
tion, are terms of riie Huiiie import. 

I’KNTUlfCGAL Fonen is that force with which a body revolving about a centre, op 
about another body, cndcavunrs to recede from lliiit centre, or body. — There are two 
kinds of centrifugal force, vi^. that vvliich is given to bodies moving round another 
body as a eoiitre, u«>iiii11y called the I’rojecttle Fohcl, and that which bodies acquire 
b} revolving upon their ow II axis. Thus for example, the annual orbit of the earth 
ronncl the sun is described by the action of the centripetal and pri>je<‘lile forces: — And 
thcMliurnul lolnlion of the earth on its axis gives to all its puns a centrifugal force 
piopoiiuiiuil to itv vclocilv. 

'I he ATMOS.'^FIlKll D is the common fcccptaclcof nil the efllnvia or vapours arising 
from (lilferenl bodies, viz. of the steam or sniukuof tliuigs melted urbnniL; of the fogs 
or vapours proceeding from dump, watery places ; of s'tc.iins iiriviiig fioin the perspira- 
tion of whatever enjoys nnimal or vegetable life, and of their putrescence when de- 
piivedof it; nKo of ific eiiliivia procuuding from sulphuicoin, nitrous, ai'id, and 
alkaline bo lies, &c. which n<«cend to greater or less heights according to their specific 
griiviiy. lienee tlic diflieully of determining the true eonipusiliuii of the utinosplicre. 
Oieiiiical writers, howeviT, have endeavoured to shew that it consists chirjiij of three 
disiinel elastic fluids, united together by chemical aflinily ; naiiielv, air, vn pour, or 
water. an<l carbonic acid giis ; dilleriiig in their proportions at different times and 
in drifcreiil places; hut the avei age proportion of each, sup, osing llie whole iiliuos- 
phorc to be divided into 100 equal parts, is given by Dr. Thomson us follows ;

According to Dr. Ilnllcy, betw'een the 3d ami 10th degree of south latitude, tlio 
Boulli-cast trade-wind cunliinu's from April to October ; during the rest of the year 
the wind blows from the iioiili-west ^ but between i^umalra ond New llulland this 
monsoon blows from the south dining our summer inmiilis ; it changes about the 
end of September, and eoiiiiiiues in the opposite direi iion till April. 

Over the whole of the Indian Ocean, to the noilhvvard of the third degree of south 
latitude, the north-east trade-wind blows from October to April, ond nsouili-west 
wind from April to October, From Borneo, idoiig the const of Mai acen, and us fur 
US China, tins uionsoon in our summer blows nearly from the sonlb, ami in the winter 
from not ih by east. Near the coast of Africa, between M l^ainbiqlle ami Ciipo Gunr- 
dafui, the winds are irregular du, ,ng tho whole year, owing to the differciil monsoona 
which sui round that particular pluec. Monsoons urc likewiso regular in tlic Red 
Sea ; between .April and October, they blow from the norih-wresl, and during the 
other months from the soulh-ensl, keeping constantly parallel to the Araliiaii coast. 

On the coost of Brnxil, between ( ope St. Augustine and the i.slan<l of St. Cather- 
ine, froin September to April the wind blows from the east or north-east ; and from 
April to September it blovv.s from the south-west ; so that monsoons are not altogether 
confined to the Indiau Orean. 

On the co.Tst of Africa, from Capo Dajador, opposite to the Canary Islonda, to Tape 
Verd, the winds arc generally north-west ; onci from henee to the island of St. Tlio- 
mos, near the equator, they blow almost perpendicular to the shore. 
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In all maritime countries of any considerable extent, betu'cen the tropica, the wind 
blown duriiij; a ecrtuiii iiiiiiiber of horn's from ilie sen, uiid chiriiif* a certain uunilier 
from the lurul ; these wind}’ arc called aen and land brec/es. Diirini' the day, the air 
abu\e the liiiid is hotter and more rare than that above the sen ; the sea air thereforo 
Hows ill upon the land, and su|i|dio8 the place of the rareiied air which is made to float 
1iip;her ill the nlinuspheie ; as the sun descends, the nue faction of the land air is dt- 

^minished, and nil cquilihrium is restored. As the iiu'ht approaches, the denser air 
of the hills utid moiiiilniiis (for where there are no lulls, there arc no sea and land 
breezes) fulls domi upon the plains, and pressiri}r upon the air of the sea, which has 
now heconie eoiuparatncly li{'htcr than the laud air, ciiubes tht' land hree/e. 

VArouils arc cimipo'ied of nqiieotis or watery parlii Icr, sepnralcil from the siirfar 'i of 
the water or nioiit euith hy the action of the sun’s heal ; wherchy they are so rnrefled 
anil separated Iruin each other, as to become specifically lighter tliuu the air, and con- 
senuently they rise and float in the alinosphcrc. 

For.s ANU MISTS. Fogs arc a collection of vapours which ehiefly rise from fenny, 
moist places, and become mure visible ns the light of the day decreases. If these 
vapours be not dispersed, hut unite with those that rise from water, as fioin rivers, 
lakes, &c, so as to fill the air in general, they are railed mists. 

CLOUns are gonerally supposed to consist of vapours exhaled from the sea and 
land. 'I'hesc vapours nsciMid till they are of the same specific gravity us the sur- 
rounding air; here they coalesce, and hy (heir union hecoiiie more dense and 
weighty. The more thin and larc the cloinls are, the higher they soar, hut their height 
sehlom, if ever, exceeds two miles. The gcneialiLy of cluuiN aie suspended at the 
height of iibout a mile; sorneiimcs, when the i-louiU arc liighly electniied, their 
height IN not above seven or eight hundred yurfis. The wonilerfiil variety in the 
colotiis of the clouds is owing to their pariieiilnr situution to the siiii, and clilferent 
reflections of his light. The various figure of the cloiiils prohnhly proceeds fiom 
their loose uiid voluble texture, revohing in any form, according to the difleieiit force 
of the MiinU, or from the elect ricify contained in them. 

The general colour of the skv is blue, and this is (M'casioned by the vapours which 
are always mixed with air, and which have the property of reflccling the blue rays, 
more copiously than any other. 

i)Uw« When the earth has been heated in the dav-linie by the sun, it will re. 
tain that heat for some time after the sun has set. 'ihe<iir being less dciiRe or ‘loss 
compact Nuhstaiice, will retain the heat for ii less time ; so ihnt in the evening the 
auifaec of the vnilh will be wiiinier than the air about it, and coiiscqucnlly ilie sapours 
will coftinue to ri‘«c from the eatth ; hut, ns thcoc vapours conic immediately into a 
cool air, they will only ri-tO toaRiimll height; as the rareiied air in which they begun 
to rise becomes coiulciiscd, the small particles of vapoiii'N will ho hruiight nearer toge- 
ther. When many of these particles arc united, they form dew ; and, if this dew 
freeze, it will produce honr-fiosi. 

Uain. When the weight of the air is diminished, its density will likewise be di- 
minished, and consequently the vapours that float in it will he Ic.ss resisted, and begin 
to full, and, Its they begin to &tnke noon one another in falling, they will unite and 
form Ninull limps, llut when the suinll drops of which a rlotid consiNled aie united 
into such large drops, that no part of the atmosphere is sutlicieiitly dense to produce 
a resistance able to suppuit them, they will then fall to the earth, and constitute what 
wecall rain. If these drops he formed in the higher regions of the atmosphere, many 
of them will be united before they come to the ground, and the drops of raiu will be 
very large. 

Snow AND HAIL. Snow consists of sucli vapours as arc frozen while the pnrliclea 
are fcmii!l ; for, if these hlick together after they arc frozen, tho mass that is furmect 
out of tlx m will he of 11 loose lexluie, and form little flakes or fleeces, of a white 
snlMlnncc, sumewliiit heavier than the air, ami ihcrofore W'ill duscuiid in a slu w and 
gentle manner through it. Hail, which is a more compact mass of fr'-ieii water, 
consists of such vapours as are united into drops, and are frozen while they are 
falliiig.^ 

. TllUMOltit AMU LIGHTMINQ. It has bccn already observed, that the atmosphere is 

* the common receptacle of all tlio effluvia, or vapours, arising from difTorerit bodies. 

* !^*’hc^n the cflluvia of sulphureous and nitrous bodies meet each other in the air, 

* thqre'viU be a strong cunflict, or fermentation between them, which will aometiuies be 
so grcBt'as to prudu-c fire. I'hen, if the effluvia be combustible, the fire wrill run from 
one parl'to another, fust as the iiiflamtnable matter huppcn.s to lie. If the inflammable 
iqatter lie -thin and light, it will nve to the upper part of the atmosphere, where it 
will flash without doing any harm; hut if it be dense, it will lie near the surface of 
the earth, where, taking lire, it will explode with a surprising force, and by its heat 
rarfify and drive away the air, kill men aixl cuttle, split trees, walls, rocks, &c. and be 
acoompapiorl w4th terrible claps of thunder. The effecis of thunder and lightning are 
owing to the suddpa and violent agitation the air is put into, together with theiorco 
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of the explosion. Stones and brinks struck bj lif^htninp, are often found in a vitrified 
elate. Sigiiior Bcccaria supposes (bat suniu stones in the earth, haviii^ been sti iick 
ill this manner, j'nve rise to tlic vul|;iur opinion of the thundcr-boU. It is now gener- 
ally ailmittctl that lighluing and tho elcetrieul Hitid are the same. 

Sr^UN. This rangnilicenl liiiniiiary, ibc gieiit source of light, heat, and life, appears 
to us a circular niul rcsnleinlenl disk ; from which nppcuruncc, and tiic ubservatioii of 
the solar spots (duNcribca below it follows that this hoily has a furin nearly spherical 
and turns round its axis once in about twc'iity-fivc and a half davs, because a sphere, 
only cun appear (o the eye like a circular dUk in all positions. The true relation of 
the sun, not only to our curih, but to all the planets of our system, has been kilown 
since the disco\ erics of Kepler. The priinnrv planets, accoiiipanied hy their nKHiiis, 
revoU e about the sun in elliptical oi hits, which Lave but little cci-cutririty the aua 
itself Iteing situated iii a foi us coiiimoii to all these ellipses His menu distance from 
tho earth, which has hccii finally detcrniineil, with tolerable arcuruc.i, by the ubNcrva- 
tioii of his purulliix (see the buhscqucnl part of this article), niiiounts, in round 
numbers, to about 9o, 000,000 miles: the sun, thorclbre, is ubotc 400 times further 
distant from us thaii the moon; and a ceiiiion ball which nioica 600 feel in each 
second, would require about 20 years to reach it. The apparent diameter of tlie sun 
is pretty nearly the iumc as ihat of the moon: it is soma what aluue half a degree ; 
yet, according to the Aunous points of the earth’s orlnt, fiom winch we observe tho 
annic, lurics sumeuhiit — a m^tessury consequence of the elliptical I'm m of this orbit. 
Thu conchisiuns which w'c draw from the diffcrtnccs in the nppnri iit magiiilude of 
till! siiii us to the diircrciiL ditianccs of this body fiom the cnitli, agree pcifcetly with 
what we leiini, rcspt'cling the aiiiiie subject, from other sources ; so that this point 
inny be coiisulcied ns well bcttled. The mass of the sun, wbicb exceeds lliiit of all 
the planets together ROO times ill proportion to (hat of our cnrih, according to 
Piur.Ki, IIS 3211,6:30 to I ; the diameter exceeds that of the lurth 1 12 times, the xurfneo 
12,700 limes, the solid contents 1, 4, H, 000 limes. The earth appears, as Biot says, by 
tins sliilement, u tiieie gi'uiii of siiitd, coiiipiircd to the smi, nhicli, again, in his turn, 
is but a point in intiiiilc sptKe. Uespeciing the physical structure of the sun, tihtro- 
nomeis hinc eiitei'tuiiictl diifcreiit opinions, from times imincmwiul. The liypothcsis 
of irerschel is, that the buii is au opaque body, having uii its buifacc moimliiins and 
vallejs, like the carlli, the whole suriouiided by nii almoiphere cuiibiuntly filled ^^ith 
luimiiuus elouds 'Ihese soincliines open in particular places, and allow the body of 
tlic bun to bo seen ; hentu tim appearance of solar spots. This hypollieais bccins to 
he pieferable to that of Laplace (who iniugines lliu sun to be a burning hotly), because 
it allots us to coiicciiu that tho burt is inhabited, which better agives with tho wise use 
made of spuic by a bcnchcciil Oniiiipoteuce. 

Moon is the mime given to the sntcllitca Avliicli revolve round the primary planets 
and illiinnimlc them with light reflected from the sun. lii connnoii Iiingniige, ivo 
nienn by moon the particular satellite of our eiiitli. Like the oilier lieincrily bodies, 
it daily alters its appaicnt position (unong the fixed stars, and, in tlic couisc of a 
uionlli, appears to iiiako u cuiuplctc rcvoliitiuii round tliu heavens, from west to cast, 
while, ut the buine lime, it has, like ihi; fixed smrs, an iippareiil ilaily motion from 
east (n west, .\iiong all the li(Mi\cnly hoiliva, the moon is the ncurehl to us Its mean 
distance is estiinntcil lU about thirty times the diuiucler of the ten ust rial equator, or 
337,000 miles The point at which he appioaches nearest the eavlli is called its 
neriyce ; tho point of its greatest distuiico is called the ajinyec. It passes through 
both these points in ciich revoluiioii. According as it is nearer to, or farther from 
the earth, its ciiaiiiclcr, as seen fioin the earth, appears larger or smaller. At ita 
mean distam'c, this amounts to 31 niiuuies and 9 hccouds. Aslroriumcrs make tho 
moon’s actual diameter 3-J limes smaller than that of the ciirlli ; therefore the super- 
ficies of the moon equiilb but ^l_. of the earth’s, and its solid contents equals lint 
In the moon’s revolution great iiieuualitirs are remniked. These nri&c mostly from 
tiie strong ntlroci mil of the sun in tne vaiious nohiliuns which it nssuiiies leluiivcly 
to the earth. This was fir.sl understood after N'ewUnrs distovviy of the universality 
•f tho law of gravity. Tobias Alnyer published the first ucc urate liinur tahlc.** 
As tho moon coiiipldes her r> volution about the earth in 27 dajs, 8 houi«, 
or, more orcurntely, in 27 days, 7 honis, 43 miriiitcK, 6 becuiiUs, it passes 
dully, on an average, tlirougli I3e lO’ 35" of its couise. Tlcbides the double 
motion of the moon round onr earth, and with the earth round the aim, it also re- 
volves on its own axis It completes a revolution on its own axis in the same time 
with its revolution round the cnilh, as appears from its always presen ting the same 
side to the earth. In consequence of this reinarkaldc coincidence, the earth must ap- 
pear to a spev'laior on the moon to be always in the xeiiilh. One siile of the moon, more- 
over, never receives the reflection of the sun’s rays from the earth, while the other is 
constantly illuminated by it; both sides, however, are equally illumined by the direct 
rny4 of the suu. Some little inegularity has been pcrcehcd in the surface of the moon 
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presented to the earth, its spots sometimes appearingr more to the north, at others more 
to the Boiiih ; n Mimilar voriution is perceived east and west. I'his phenomenon is de« 
nominated the of the moon in latitude and longitude. The couses of both 
have teen discovered. nil the heavenly bodies, tlie moon, fiom its compara.* 
tive proximity to the earth, is the one of which most is known. That it is 
an opaque body, rpceiviiig its light from the sun, is evident from the phcnoinena 
of solar and lunar eclipses, but more ])arliruluily from the various phuMes which 
it presents, Kveii the naked eye discovers on tlie illuiuiiiHtcd surface of the moon, 
several spots, more or less bright; and a good telescope shows us, in the bright 
parts on the limits of illiiniinulioii, prominences atnl depressions, which arc regarded 
as moiintniiis and valleys. 'J'hc numerous obscrvnliuiH of licrseliel and Schtdier, 
through a numhiT of } cars, hove put the existence of these beyond dispnic; St' idler 
has even undcrlakeu to detcriiniie the cleviitiuu of mountains in ihe moon. The two 
heights on the suuihci-ii liinh, wliieh he culled Ltibnilz and Ihnfet^ lie inensurcd by 
means of the shade whirh the}- ens , knou irig, at the same time ilie sunN etevutiun with 
regard to them, and found them to be 2n,(>o(>lect high ; therefore aimoMt iis high ns the 
most elevated summits of the 11 imtd.iyn. The large dark spots appear, when inter- 
sected hy the frontier line of illiuiiiiiidtun, idwn\s even and witliuul proniiiieiiccs. 
Hcncc Iney arc supposed to be plains, coiixi^ting of a suhstiince which has eoinpnni- 
tively little power of reilecting the suii*8 riijM. 'I hut they nie seas, is not probable, 
lincc Huygheiis observed gi eat depressions in them, and Shrdter, ui several of these 
depressions, discoveied evident traces of vai ions huri%on(iil stinln, hiding one niioii 
the other, and foiniing a wall around them. Selndter, who measured several of these 
depressions, found their diutneter to be fiom ibiriy feet to moiu tlmn half a mile ; the 
diaini-ter of one, in fact, was over sixteen mifoH, and its di-pth 30,000 faihoms 'J'he 
II limber of spots on the moon was formerly coiisiderel to ho 'iJt. S^chidicr has in- 
creased their nu'U icr to 0000, and nccnralely obseivcd and de>)Ciihcd inatiy of them. 
There is no appearance of water in the moon. The Uopre%‘«ions, with their walk and 
Burrouridiiig mountains, Schidler regal ds ns Cl aiers. Ihchirgc gray spots appear to 
him regions which have aullcicd ie^M, and in which, perhaps, Nome vcgetatioii exists. 
Ho has also obscrveil other changes on the m<Kin*s surlace, wliicii he considered to he 
of volcanic oiigin. From all appeal ances, it would bcem that the buif.ice of the 
liioun IS still suldected to great revululioiis. IVihiips it is siLlI turn open or thrown up 
in prominences by violent vulc: tnocs and earthunakes in the interior, as imiy have 
once been the cn'.e with our eaitli also. S^ucii revolutions have been supposed to 
afford u tiicuiis of accotiiitiiig for the fall of meteoiic stones on the Hurfiice of ciiir 
earth’,' the power of n Volcano in the moon being supposed .suHicicntly great to throvv 
such niosbes out of the hpliorc of the nioorik attract ion into that of the earth. 
The shepherd iMidyniiuii, in cording to I'Hiiy, fiist observed the course of the moon 
and its changes, lienee the story of Fiid} riiiuii and DIauti. l\v eii the Clinidciins 
considered the muon us the suiiillcs among the hctivcnly bodies and the nc.irest 
to the earili; they knew that her light vVns koi lowed, fixeil lier periodical 
phases with iiiueh ucciirucy, niul uttnbuied her eclipses to the shadow of the 
earth. TIihI the muon was iuhabi'ed, was coiijcctnicil hy Orpliciis, or rather by 
the author of the verses w hich exist under liis iinme ; and Phcice^dc!. of !!scyio«j, a 
confciiipoi'ury of v^ervius I'uliiits, is baid to have dcteniiiiifMl the time of her revolu- 
tion. The Pythagcireans ailirmed that the moon contained niimiitiiiiis, cities, plants, 
aiiimals and men. Amixiiiidnder knew the size of the muon, its diblance i'roni the 
earth, and that its light was hui rowed froiii the sun. 'fhe spots on its snrfaceCIear- 
chus coTibideredtii be seas. In mode i n times, this planet has ocenpiel nuicli of the 
attention of ustronomers. 'i'iie que^lioll whether tiie moon has uii atmosphere has 
been settled by Schiotcr in the alliriniitive — See the article on the moon's 
atmosphere, ill the first volume of Gehler's Pht/iiknl Il'oc/rrAMc/* (Leijisie, 18-3 ) — 
Doctor Kriiii' is voii Puuhi Gruilhijisen, prifes,or of uslionomy aiMiiiiich, has, 
of late years, ]iaid great aitentiuii to the muon, and Ins diseuverica and 
bypoihescs, though wanting coiifirmatioii, have excited much inlercHt. In his 
ojpiuiun, the straight linet, often of coiisiilerahle length and a parallel rlirec- 
tipA^ which have been observed on its surface, and wiiicli arc made up of o1>- 
jet^a' resembling, iii_ shape, u star, nil inverted Z, btC,, are, in fact, loals with 
cittes, tcmpIcH, dwellings, &c., -\l present, however, these eoiijcclures can li mlly ho 

refll^rdcLl as more than tlic crenliuiis ofn lively iniuginution. '1 he 7Vj/>oyiYyjAiV drr 
JI/o//<A>A;iy/de/ie, by W. (i. Loll riiiniin ( Iw(dp^lc, 4to), represents the 

elcvnliuTiB and colors of tlie moon's siiri'acc with fidelity, and in such a manner us not to 
lie afTeclcd hy the lihrniioii or the din’cienl degrees of lUiiminatiun — See aku Dro- 
bisch's De vem Lnnte Fiffura, and his SymMet ad Selruoyraphiam mat/icmatiram 
(lA'insic, i8'26). The various appcoraiices which the moon periodically presents in 
the tliffcrcntputls of its revolution, are termed and aiisc from the diffeient po- 

sitions which Its opaque mass assumes in relation to the .sun and the earth Ev'cry 
one knows that, at accrttdii period of the moon’s revolulion, it is Invisible ; at other 
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timos, it nppcara of a sickle shape, then semicirculiir, and finally presents a complete 
circiilur disk. When the moon in betwren the sun mid tlio CHriih (in uhich case the 
sun mid moon are Mind to be in conjunction), it presents its rinilluiiiined side to us 
and sre can sec nothin;]' of it. In this state it is called the ncic moon. Soon after, it 
recedes from the sun, and a sniiill part of its illumined surlucc bocoiiies visible in the, 
eveiiin;' horizon Four ilays after the time of new moon, iL h.is receded 4'>® from the 
8uii: iiiid now n portion of its illuinined surfneo is seen in the shape of a sickle, with 
the nurns townrcls the sun. The moon now depurl h e\ cry day fnrLlicr from the sun, 
moving; in a dircc-tion from west to cast, and therefore appears every cveiiiii" nearer 
the cMisterri horizon, and the siekle-slmped figure prows daily broader. After about 
ei^rlit days from the time of new inocm. it bus departed !»“ from the sun ; and now 
shows n bri^^ht scniieirciilnr disk.

During the time she is full, mid for a few days before nnd after, in all, about a week, 
there is lcs.s clifierenee in tlie lime of her riMing between any two siicci*ssivc nights 
tliaii when she is lull in iiiiy other riiuntli ofthe year, By this means she affords an 
inimcdi.ite supply of light ufttM- sunset, which’ is very liencliiuul m gathering in tho 
fruits of the eiuth ; and hence it is, that this lunation hns been teiined thij harvest 
moon In oider to eoiieeive this phenomenon, it must first be considered, that the 
moon IS always opposite to the sun w hem she is full; that she is full in tho signs 
Pisces and Aries iii our liuriost inuiillis, these being the signs opjiosito to Virgo niitl 
Idbra, tlie signs iMcupii'il by tlie sun about the same season ; and beriiiisc: those parts 
of the ecliptic rise in a shorter space of time than others, (as may easily be shown 
and illustrated by the celestial globe,) the moon when she is about her full in harvest, 
rises with less difference of time, or more immediately uFicr sunset, thnii when she is 
full at other kousoiis of the yeur. — Moon dial is a dial which shows the hours of the 
night by the light of the moon.

liistr.ul, howcicr, of there being ony thing mysterious in the matter, it is the most 
simple tliul c in he ; an<l depi ndi upon that umicisnl law of gravitation, in eotisequeiice 
of which II stone liilU to the gioniid, or water runs down a slope.

Hut if the same wciglit weie raised to u height of 4(M)0 miles, or placed at Iwiep (he 
dislaiicc from the cciiiic, iis weight would be diminished imcrselv as the square of the 
disiniice, or would l>e to 4 pounds as the sqiiiiie of I to the square of 12 , *>- that is, it 
woiihl he oiit'-JoNi'iJi of what it formerly was, or o.ie pound. This decrease would not, 
howexer, ho iKiiTiied out by a coininon scale hcom, befiuise the weiglits in both scales 
ivoiild he diiniiiished at I he same rule; und thus, li they balance each otlier at the sur- 
face of lIic CHI til, they v.ouhl do ih*'’ same utuny weight wlmteier. It might, howcicr, 
be nicusiired by the llexure of u spimg. 

From this fliniinuiioii, which takes place in the action of gravitation ns tlic distance 
becomes grenter, it is quite c\ idem llnit, in large masses of mnller, siicli as the earth, 
the siin, niirl the muon, the gi'a> italiun Unsurds titcli otlier will ut the pniiitci wheic they 
are nearosi, be gieatcr than the avuruge, or that ut their ceiitrus.

Tow'ard every celestial body le variation must he the same 111 kind ; but the eun, 
in coMsrqucnce of its great mass of mutter, niid the moon, in consequence of ita near- 
•less to the earth, are the only ones of which the effects ure perceptible. 

The whole ^raviintioii toward the sun is much greater than that toward the moon ; 
but the mean distance of the sun is about 84,000 times tlie half diameter of the earth

Hut the result, stated in round nuinbors, is, that if the carfh were all covered 
by the same depth of water, a tide of two feet would be raised at the point where the 
sun is directly over head, and a tide oi\//fce feet where the moon is so, — that is the 
water at each of those points w'uuld he higher by two feet iii the case of the sun, and 
five feel in the case of the moon, than at tfic circuiiifcrcncc of the hemispheres, of 
which llmsc poiiils were respectively iheceiitres. 

The tide that hiippeiiN at the point iieaiost to any of the Iniiiiiiaries, or where that 
liinnii.irj js .iboie llie hoii/on it called the ///y/cr /lirA', and the o]>]K>site one is called 
ihi' uiirler till . 'I'he under InIe is prodin ed III the same muiiiier as the Upper, except 
that it IS the dmiinulion, iiiid not the iiiciensc of the inooii’s neiion whirh eauscb it.

ulilie Eqtuitor, where the points of high water of both iurnitiiiries are, and grndimlly 
diminuhiiig tow aid the poles, where, if the earth were uniformly covered with water 
there would be cujilinuul low vv aler at tho^c scasoni.

0. Tim paths, or orbits, of the earth and moon are not eirelps, but elipscs or ovals : 
and, therefore, the snii aiid^noon must he both nearer to the cai th at sonic times than 
at others. Tlie point where the earth is nearest to the snn is ealled its 
and the point where the moon is iieiiresi to the earth is called its pvrujec. The earth 
being in its perihliou, causes tin iiicreaso of the solar tide and the muon being in its 
pengco, causes an increase of (he lunar ; because the disturbing force increases 
inversely as the cube of the distance. 

'J'he pcrilifliuii takes place in a revolution ofSO.'iJ clays, and the perigee in one of 
29^ days ; theidbre, they soniciimcs coincide, and soiiiotiincs not ; and when they do 
cuuicidV It may be at any time of (he moon's age. The culci ludon, from the incquali^ 
hvs of iiiotiou 'nud disliince, especially of tlic moon is inlricatc; Init the result is, that 
when they ciiiinude at a spring tide, they may augincnt it abmit one-seventh; while, 
when the liiniiiiaries arc at tlieir greatest disUinct ut a spring tide, it may be iliniinish. 
ed uboui one-s<uenlh. 

7. It is only on wide oceans that the regular motion of the tides from east to west 
mil take ]ditee ; for the shores of thii hitid throw' them into so many irrogulnritics,

At those times 
too, the low water of each liiminiiry’ will f.ill n.s imiiiy degrees as the decliiiutiun ht xfond 
the pole low aid whiih the luniiiiury derliiies, and full tlie same Tinmbcr of degrees 
shuit of the other pole l^y these means the whole tide vvill he lower when the 
luminaries have ilill'ereiit clechnntions, because each will diininiah the high water of

These differences will increase, both with tho 
decliiifUioii and the latitude. At niid*suinmer and Tnid-vvinter they will have arrivcil 
..t their muxiriium, and at the distance from the pules equal to the mean declination of 
the siiii and inoori, theie will lie only one high water in u lunar day, lliut is, the high 
waters will he about -M hours 49^ ininutcs as under. 

The motion of the tide is not ac unpained by an actual transfer of the whole water ; 
for tliat would nrodiico, at the Equator, a current of uhout one thousand miles an hour. 
The w uve of ti(fc IS soinei lilies moved iu one direction, while the great mass of the 
water is moved in the other hy an umier current : just as one may often see llie ripple 
which the wind causes, blown against the current of a river.

ceive, must full, bi'cause more air is earned olf iiboic it than i» compensated by tlie cur- 
rent which originally inuintuiued the baluncc ; and ns a deficiency of thu aerial fluid 
is thus produced in one part of the atmosphere, an equivalent uccuinululionniust at Iho 
Bumc time result in some utlicr part. 

And wv need not be ut u loss to discover a cause quite competent to jiroduce the un- 
equal circcls upon the curroiits of the atmosphere coiitcmpluLed uboi c. Mitiglcl with 
the atmohphore of permanent gases, an invisible aiiiio>plieic of steam is coii'tta tly ris- 
ing fiom the surface of the globe, varying in fuicc will, iho teiiiperatuie of the waters 
iVoin whicli it eiiinijates. This vapour nsoa unchanged till iii the gradually decreasing 
temperature of the air, it arrives m the upper regions at u degree of told liy which it 
is condensed, and, becoming visible, absumes llic lurm of cloii'Is. In the nt t of coufleii- 
sution, however, an iniineiise niumiity of heat is set free whitdi was pieviously conibm- 
od with the steam in a lutciit lonn ; and this, acting upon the snrrouiuliiig an, c\p.iii<ls 
it, and gives un additional, but unequal inimiUe, to the current in whiAi the pneiio- 
meiiti occur. The clouds, again, me themselves subject to evapoialiun, mid the vapour 
is earned to still higher regions, wdierc another precipitatiou takes place ; till at length 
large luasBCS of tlic atmosphere have the nolural progresbion of their lein|jcralnre 
changed, and their euruMits altered, or peihaps leveiscd. The increase*! tomperiitiiro 
of the air is acj’onipanied by a great increase in the force and qnaiiliiy of the btcuni ; 
the iiiii.l prei ipitatiou of which Lakes ]duec in thu form «>J lum, and (he atinos- 
ph ere returns to its menu slate through the iiiliueuLC of wimU, wiiicli lentoio 
the original baliinre. The order of the phenomena eoriesponds with the fa'-Ls, that the 
Laroiiiutcr is inobt bteudy when the wcatlierib clear, anti fliietuaies most with clouds 
mid rain ; aitd also cvplajiis the reason why, in the greater ili»tuibiinces of the aerial 
ocean, local delituerK ies tiflhe elastic fluid nve restored by winds whusv foue Ls iieiirly 
pronorlioned to the vncuum which they bupply. 

IheconiiexiuTi between the motions of the permanent atmosphere and the inriablc 
Btinosphere of steam wliirh iningles with it, and is perpetually acting upon it, leads us 
uatUTuily to make a few ubseivatioris. 


ON THE lIYUnOMBlEH. 

When consulted tts a weather glass, with a view of predicting the greatt'r or loss 
probability of rain or other ntinospheric cliauges, two things are to be prim ipiilly 
attended to — the diUcreiiee between the dew-point ami the leiiiperatiiic of the air, 
and which is ilenotcd 111 the register by the term rfcyirc and the viiiiHtions 

of the dew-point. In general, the clnUK o of nun or other preeipUaiiun of inoiKliirc 
from the air may he. regiirdctl us iuiinerac ))roporlioii to tlie degiec of dr\ ness . hut 
in making this ebiniiute, roganl in usl be had to the time of day at which the obser- 
vation is made. In bctllcil weather the dryness of the uir men j.-'cs willi the diurnal 
heat, and diminishes with Its .decline, for the dew-point remains nearly btutioiiary' . 
consequently, a less d life reiiec utuioiniiig or evening is e([iiivalcut to a gi cater in 
the middle of the day. 

But to render the observation nio.st completely prosjicctivo regard must be had to 
the movement of the dew-drop, and its luuordance with the mean of the mouth, or 
rather with the mean of tin* prevailing wind, as rcgmicrcd in the niuiuldy tables. 
As the elasticity of the vapour rises above or falls below the ineuii, so docs tlie pro- 
bability ofthe formation and conliiiiialioii of ram increase or dimiiush. An lucicastiig 
dilfoicnec, therefore, between the tenip**rature of th»* uir ami tlio tf'nipeiriturc ofthe 
point ofiondensatiun, nccuinpaiueil by a fall ol the latter, is a sore i>rognostie of 
uiic weatlier, while dimiiiislied heat and a rising dew-point infallibly portend a 
jainy season. 

A sudden i honge in the dew-point is gciipral, accompanied by a cliange of wind ; 
Jnit (ho former bomcliines precedes the latter by a short interval, and tlie course of 
the aerial enn outs may be anticipated before il ulfccts the diiecliun of the wcatlier- 
vock, or even the passage of siiiokc. 

Expcriciico has amply proved that the hygrometer thus applied is more to he de- 
pended ii]ioii than tiny inslriiiueiit that h.ia yei been cniitrived. Even when its iiidi- 
catious are contrary to those of (he barometer, reliance may be plai'ed upon them ; but 
simultaneous (ib.^ervations of the two most usefully eorreot each other. I'iie rise ntid 
full of tht‘ mereuiiul column are, ns we have just show'n, primarily depondent upon tho 
state ofthe upper regions of the atmosphere with regard to heat and moisture. I.a)ral 
alterations of its density tlius partially brought about lire inciiiauieally odjusted, uiul 
the baroiuetcr gives us notice of what is going ou in inaccessible regions. A rise iu the 
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in the clew-point, aofompanicd by a fall «f the baroiiicler is an infallible iiwHcaticm 
that the whole muss of the oil* is becomiiiff emboi'cl M'lth tnoislui’C, niul copious pre- 
cipiiuiioiis mHj be looked for. IftbefnlTof the barometer take plftco at the same 
time that the point of pro ci pi tali on is ilepressed, avb iiiiiy conclude that the ex- 
pansion which occasions the former has arisen nt some dissanl point, and that wind, 
not ruin, will l>c llie cousocpicnoe. liut when the air ulLains the point of precipi- 
tation with a. hi}»li barometer, we mil} infer that it is a tiunsitory and auperlieial cflict 
produced by local depression of temperature. 

ON TUB Tlir.nMOMKTER. 

The mean ienipeiaturc of the month recorded in the rc^isler ifi calculated from 
the daily. hijTluNl and lowest of tw'o ll:gl^ler thermometers, idaced in a situation 
Bcreeuctl from the sun ond the aspect ui the slvj'. The best tlicmumuters for ihiS 
purpose are those u, vm Uutherfiml’s coustvuclinn ■ ime of which, formed of mercury, 
piislies a small pm of iron wiie before it, •vhic-h it leaves at the hi:^hest pi int ; and 
the other, of spiiir, diaws after it a small index of {'lass, which lemuins nt the lowest. 
1 m iidilitioii to the m.'iiti trniporoturc, and the hc'liest anil lowi-st points, or nm^c of 
llic tlieimomcter in tlic thadi*, the iiidiciil ions aio giicii of u re^islci llicrmoincLcr, 
covered with Ldack wool, and placed in the sun, and of another placed at lUj'ht upon 
a plcit of slmrt "r.ass, imd pvpnscd to the full aspect of the henvens. 

It is well Ixnowii to the ii:;iiculluiist ami gardener, that, witlioul tlie direct influeiico 
of the siiii, w luitm ( r may be the temnerutunj of the nir, the fruits of the ciirih 
scMoiu cuiiio to pcifci (loii. J< IS tlicictoic of itiipoif!iin‘e to knoM Ihc fon-c of this 
iinpordmt agent, and the iiindilicationu to wlm li it ih e\poscd 'J’l.c bhiek thermo- 
mcirr registers till', elfcv-t, and the Alniaiiac sin ua both the iiumii and cxlivmc dif- 
ference hetween such a themiomcter and luiotlicr pljccd in the .shade. 

Of not less ron5C*]m’mv is it to know theeoUl pio«!ncefl at night from the radiation 
of lii'at from tin' sin fa< c ofthe earth, in sitmitions where its p.C'biige is uiuntcrnipled 
to the clear sky. This, in calm, unclouded wtMllicr, always roiluces llio tr'iiiperatiirn 
of fihnneiitoiis substances, such as grassi, coii.sideiMhly below that of the air. It is 
this dcpiessioii of tcnipcinture whnhis the cause of ilf'w. The surface of \ egetnbles 
becomes cooled, by tins radiiitiou of lieat into space, below the dew-point, iiinl the 
vapour of the aUuo.sphcre is deposited upon thorn. Dew is never foimcd upon grass 
on I h'lidv nights, or in sheltered situalums 

P'rmu the p.ivticuhn^ of ihe diary, whore both tho average, and cxlromo eftccts of 
tills iicliiiii arc ncoidod, iL will bo found that vcgoialion is liable to bo nlfccted at 
Might, from (lie iiiilm ncu of rndi.iiion, by a Iciupeiature briow llic freezing point of 
water, Li'n inunih.s in the } car . and that even in the two months July, and August, 
the only cxccjitioiis, the i.iihaut thcrinouielor $>onie'i’iict falls to IhV"*. 

'I'lie foiniiiLlori ofdow is one of the circumsluiicos winch niodjfy and check Iherc- 
friger.Ttiiig ^•tfc^ ( ofiadiatioii ; for r.s tho vnpoiii is condLiAcil, 'L guos out tho latent 
heat with wliu h It w. Is combined in Us clastic foim. ond llius picnnts nii excess of 
depression whuli might, in many ca.ses, pro\e mjnruni.s to vogetalioii* A com- 
poiisaiiiig niraiigonieiil IS thus ebtuhlisliod, which, while it produce^ all tin advini- 
logcs of ibis gr ntlo elliisioii of irioistiuo, guoids against the injurious conceiUraliim 
of the cause by wlin li it is elfceted. 

The execss of either ^olar or tericstrial radiation is injurious to many tender 
plants and llow'crs, and for this reason the careful gardener giiaids agaiiisl them hy 
mats and screens. This prnolicc was esLililished lung hei'uic the theory was known, 
but the llieuiy might now suggest many iniproicuients in tlie practice. This is one of 
the points to which the ultcniiou of practical men should be directed. 


ANIMAL, MINERAL, AND VEGETABLE POISONS. 


Cj.A«!,s I. — CounosnB Poisons. 

These destroy the texture of the organ or part to which they are applied; and 
when this urgiwi performs functions iietessary f"r tho pre'scnulion of tin* entire ani- 
mal niachtiie, or is a vital organ, death geneiully endues. AMicn ii person who is 
in good health is suddenly seized with violent jiaiii, and tho heiiMiiioa of heal in the 
slonuK li nod bowels, with n drawing together m coiistiief 'on of ilii* mouth and throat : 
vomitings, particularly of blood, liiecougli, fo*!or of the brciilli, convulsions, and 
either inleii'%c heat or a iold elaiiimy iiioisiuro of the skin: if no other cause of 
these s\ ii'iitoms can he assigned, it may be suspected that a poison of this class has 
been swuiiuwcd, la such a ease, the uatme ol the poi,on being unknown, the most 
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■water ; an<l tlicn rcpi-atcilly olive oil anil milk, ehcathing the lower bo’vi'els with 
Btnrcli clysifrs. 

Ill the same manner an! to he treated easel of poisoning by Arinn or Cucloo i>wtt the 
bcnuLil'iil red lu-nn s of wlmdi, as t!n*y nnpeur in inUmuii, sometimes allitie chil<lren to 
cat the root ; t'rofou o»7, Mhen oierdusccl ; the Anemunc ; flie Meathu} Narcia~ 

sin , the ililh-rent speiies of liiinunculua or Biiitcrciijn ; oiid Aconitfi ov Wolfsbane . 
but in ull these eases, we most nguin repeat it, the best professional iissistunee should 
ba procuictl as soon as possible. 

c. Mineral Aerhi rohona . — Tliese are few when compared with those belonging to 
the class of corrosive poisons. We shall notiec only one. 

1. NirnK; Saltpetre. This e\eeHeiit medicine has occnsionully been taken by mis- 
take, instead of (ihinber salts, in doses of nn ounce or more. It produces ^uniitiiig, 
purgtnp: with bloody itools, excrueiating giipings, cold sweats ; and if it do not ter- 
niiuiito in death, tho Tiiiiirc life of the patient &s likely to be rendered Avietihcd, and he 
dies paralytie. The instances of poisoning by Nitn' deiiion!,trate the propriety, or 
rather necessity of tasting niedieines before swallowing (hem, as it woubl be verj un- 
likely, under such prooaulions, to mibtake Nitre for rjlaubcr salts ; the taste of the 
former being cool, biilcii&h and penctratiiig — that of the latter btrongly saline and 
nauseous. 

When Nitre has been taken in such large doses, dilute finely with milk and bland 
diluents. 

The substances comprehended in this class of poisons, when taken into thcstomiirh, 
or applied to the huily iii sucli ii inaniier as to be rapidly iib.soihed, mii^c drowsiness, 
Rtupor, paralysis, or apoplexy, convulsions, and death when the dose ib suiliiieiilly 
large, 'ihey belong, almost excliwvely, to the xegi'tahle kingdom. 

n. Veijetnhlc, Sedntire and Xareohr i\ftHons. 

1. CaMphoh. 'I’liis excellent ineilieine has occasionally been swallowed in doses 
fio large nb to cause xcry violent exeilenieiit of the biniii and iicivoiiK by^^eln ; such ns 
>eitiga, dinicull bieiilhing, fainting, cold .sweats, coiivuImoiis, and, in bonic inxlmu'es, 
death. When it is known or suspected that these s} mptoinx ha\o lebulled from the 
udiiiiiiistration of Camphor, give xmiic in moderate (|uaiilitics, with ten or fifteen 
drops of laudanum, at short inters tdb, until profcbbiuual aid be procured or the symp- 
toms abate. 

3. Hemlock; Conium mnenlatum. When this poison hus been sw allowed, either 
in the reeent state or in the form of extract or of tincture, so as to produce high de- 
liriuhi or frenzy, or blupor, ddalulion of the pupils, luid couvuUions, wliiih fioipieully 
terminate in death, tlie btoinach .should he lir.st etacu.)teil by the stoninch-puinp, if it 
be at hand, or by a bci'iipic of white vitriol, and acidulous iliuds aftcrwaid.s freely 
udniinistcicd. 

3. IIknu.v.ng. Poisoning by this plant, either in its recent slate or uiepared for a 
medicinal use, must be couiiieractca lu the same manner as a case of poisoiiuig by 
liomlock. 

4. _ Lu'iiri. Water. Thi.s acts n.s a direct sedative, anil destroys life without con- 
vulsions or any of liie other symptoms which those suhslaiiccs w'hich are regarded as 
simple iiun'otics, iiroduce. ' It is distinguished by the strong odour of bitu-r almonds ; 
and, in cases ot poisoning by it, whatever steps are taken must be prompt. Rran- 
dy, containing in each glass Iroiu fifteen to thiity drops of boliition of Ammonia, or a 
tua-spooufiil or two of Hartshorn, should be admin istereil, at short intervals, until the 
habit is roused, and the influence of the poison is overeorrie. 

R. Oi'IiJM. As this medicine, in all its forms of preparation, is the poison most 
cutnmoiily hod recourse to hy the suicide, there is reason^ for suhoccling that it has been 
svaUow'cd when the following symptoms occur : diow sinews, followed by delirium, pal- 
lidness of conn tenu nee, sighing, deep and siioi ling breathing, cold sw'euLa, uiid upo- 
plexy. Th'' lirst object in the treatment of such ii case is to di.-ilodge ‘he poison stilt 
veninining iu the stomach, either by means of the stoinaeh-pump, if that valuable 
instrumenl can be piocured, or by the adininistratioii of an emetic consisting of a 
scruple of w hitc vitriol, or from five to eight gnuns of blue vitriol ; and by in ituting the 
ujmer part of tlie gullet and the throat by the fioger introdiieod into the mouth, or with 
a-(ealher. If no professional aid can be piocured, even after the stomach is emptied, 
then give freely acidulous fluids, with strong rofleo and cordials. I'lie subsequuiit 
drowaiticss should be averted by rousing continually the allenlion of the patient by 
obligV°? him to walk about ; and, when it can be done, by mimerslng him in a tepid 
bath . 

6. PittiSSTC Acid. When this poison is taken in a large dose, death almost in- 
etaiitaiicously follows ; but wlien the qiuintity is more irimfcrate, it produces the some 
t>edutivc cfF'.'Cts as laurel-water, and is to be euunteiiictcd by the same inuniis. 

7. Stramonium, or 7V/yr« Apple, nets nearly in the sunic manner ns Opium ; 
and, coiiscq^iciillv, cases ofpoisoEling by this agent me Igbc treated in the some man* 
ncr as those l)y C5pium. 
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8. Srnovn Srr.Nir.T) Lkiittk prdiliipps tho same ofTocts as Opium ; and persons 
jiuiHOiU'il it sue, tin icfoie, to he treated in the siime iiiaaiicr as those hy (Jpium.

7. Mkadow Saffron; Colchicum. Oierdosoa of the remedy ond its preparation 
produce violent purpiigs, ofteu with bloody stools, sinking oi the pulse, and cold- 
sweats. Evacuate the stomach by copious droughts of dciuulcent tiiuds; then give 
from six to ten grains of Ammuniu, or a leu-spuouful, or two tea-spoon iuls of llails- 
horii in a glass of brandy at short intervals. 

8. Nux Vomica ; Ratsbane. The symptoms of poisoning by Ratsbane ar' those of 
inebriety, vertigo, rigidity of the extremities, extreme cliflicimy of breathing, end siiifo- 
cation Kvacuute the stuinach and bowels ; aud afterwards dilute freely with acidu- 
lous fluids. 

b. Mineral Acro-narcotic Poisom, 

1. White Lead; Carbonate of Lead. Tlie effects of this poison are felt rliirfly 
by painters and workers in white lead, who do nut wash their hiiinU before eating their 
meals. It causes obstinate costivencss and violent chid ic, with tremors and palsy of ihu 
legs and arms. The samosympioins are proituccd hy cider, wine, and other liquors, 
into which Sugar of lead and litharge have been iiilroduccd to remove acidity. Until 
profess ioiihl aid can be obtained, udinimsler an ounce of castor oil, with forty drops of 
lALudunum ; and let the patiuut be put luto a warm bath. 


Class v.—Sunic or Putrescent Poisons. 

This class of poisons comprehends (hose substances which, on being taken into the 
stomach or introduced by any means into the system, produce gencruL debility, fuirit- 
iiigs, and a breaking down or piitresceiit state of the niiimul fluids and soIhIn, without 
much effect on the intellectual faculties. They arc almost all of an animal nature. 

1. Venom of Serpents, such as the Viper ^ i\\o Rattlesnake^ ej\i\ Cobra di Ca» 
pelU>- 'J'hc symptoms resulting from the bite of all veiiomons snakes are nearly the 
same : — pain in the bitten part, extending towards (be heart ; atiipor, cold sweats, pul- 
lor and hviility of euuntciiHiice, and gangrene of the biiten pui(, are indications of 
such venomous bites Put a lig.ituro upon the liinb\xliich has been bitten, between 
the wound and the trunk of the body, and apply a wine gbiss, exhausted by buiuing a 
little spirit within it, ua a capping-glass over the part, or let the Hcmiul be sucked by 
a person whose lips and tuiiguo are not chapped, until professional aid can be procured. 
Animal poisons of this descriptions are iiinocious when taken iiiio (be stomach, al- 
Uioitgh their action is so powerful, and often fatal, when they are intrudiice.l into the 
habit by a wound, or any other method of iiiocubition. If the lips or the longue of a 
person who sucks a poisouud wound be cliuppcd, the system is inoculated iu the same 
maiiucr ns if it wore inserted by a lancet, or by a bile, under the skin. 

8 Stings of Pees, Wasps, and other Insects. These are seldom fatal ; but 
the pain which they excite is almost insupportable iu some habits. Let the af^ted 
parts be bulbed lyitn tepid spirit of Mindererus. 

3. Fish Poison. In England poisoning from this cause seldom occurs, ex- 
cept when the muscle or the oyster is iu an unhealthy slate, or beginiiing to putrify. 
The symptoms arc a Heiisatioii of weight at the slomach, nausea, thirst, vertigo, itch- 
ing over tlie skin, hiccough and fainlings, with cold, clammy perspirations. Kvacii ite 
the stomach by a powerful emetic and liie bowels by a purge ; aflcr which, administer 
‘copious draughts of acidulated fluids, with from twenty to forty drops of iEther at 
short intervals. 

'4. Bite of a Mad Doo. Tie a ligature above the wound, and apply a wine glass or 
a cupping-glass over it, until a surgeon can be procurcil to cut out the bitten part. As 
every thing depends on the complete extiraation of the part, a good surgeon must be 
employed. VVhcu the disease appears, if the medical attendant has not previously 
,keen.E case of the disease, which may happen to the most skilful practitioners, request 
'Aim to cup the patient over the course of the spine, and immediately administer Frus- 
kic acid. 

In concluding these brief instructions, we conceive it to be imperative upon us to 
caution persons from hastily taking up the idea that an individual is suffering under 
the influence of poison, without consulting a physician or | surgeon, if practicable. 
The symptoms or cholera morbus^ diarrhea, maltgnani fever, and several other diseases, 
may lie mistaken by the ignorant and inexperienced nir those of poison ; and, thence, 
the necessity of immediately pr<N|||ting that assistance, without which, in either case, 
not only is future health cudangmd, but life itself placed in the utmost peril.

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Henffal. — The cold Reason commences, accordinj^ to Dr James, willi Novcmhor and 
ends in February, About tlio tiiuUile of Oetuber tlic wentluM- be>;iiis perceptibly to 
chanf'c. The days arc still oppressively hot ; but the iiioiniii^'j .uid ^’^elllll^ 5 >^ gradp- 
nlly become cool. The wind, which dtiriiu^ the pi ecediiii; inonihs had blown t^iMieral- 
ly from the south and the east, now be;'ins to come round to the we>.l mid nerth, and 
tu carry aLonf; with it those heaiy musses of clouds which almost i oiistmitly 'out iibunt 
nnrl obscure tiie horizon diinii" ih.j whoh‘of tlic rmiis. 'J'he iiliiio'.phcn*, lium beiii{^ 
very damp and watery, grows dry and chi.-tic, und the henieiis lic:;m to hiigliieii u lit- 
tle. But these iippciirunecs are not jet uniform ; the sky still at times beeoiiics gloomy 
and overcast, and heavy showers, accoiiipmiicd by thunder and lightning, sliow that 
the south-east inonsuon has not jet finnllv takin its leave. 

In November, the weather becomes delightfully fair and pleasant. A cold sharp wind 
now blows steadily from the noith, ami fre([ueiirly aUo from west. 'J'lie air is dry, 
edear, pure, and seienu ; the vault of lienveii is of a lieautiful deep a/uie colour ; and, 
ill general, not a cloud is tube seen. 'Jlic ni:;lils aie clear, wiiii bi'iiw dews. The 
theruioiiieter in the shade ranges throiighuiit the mouth fiom bU-' to 80‘-' ; the mean 
heat about 71® ; medium allitucle of the liaionuter, ‘21» Ds. 

As Dei-i'niber < nines on a rorisiderahle change taki > place. Althmigh the niifidle of 
the day and the afternoon bo clear and line, a lin^e geneially towards cvinmg eollei ts 
round the horizon, and obscures the setiuig sun. As the night udvaiu es thick fogs, 
Bumetimos general sometimes pnrtinl, begin to ^•ollcct, and ilo not dispi isc until morning. 
As they are broken up i > the uiHiumh e of the sun’s rnja then v..pi)uis use and form 
gray masses of clouds, winch rcndei the e.iilj' part of the daj hot und unpleasunt, and 
uo iintdisuppc ir until it is far advanced. 'I'liese fogs do not by any means oe< in every 
night, Soiiieiimes, though rarely, the whole inonlli passes o\ er w iiluniL them ; oi dina- 
rily they appear only throe or four times; sometimes miiing seierul nights successively. 
As ill Novemhor, the north und west are the prevailing winds. Tlioy are very sliarji, 
lint blow steadily, never rising to a gale nor falling to n peifet t lull. 'L'h(‘ range of the 
thermometer is from 5(i‘’ to 7s® ; the mouu temperature about 7u® ; altitude of the 
buruiiieter, 30.01. 

’ During January much the same weather prevails. The air is serene, and to the feel 
piercingly cold. The wind blows htciidil’v, and perhnpts more fuicililj. fium tlic noiili 
and north -wc:>t, than in Dci ember. Fo^s arc still very freijiiciit, and soineiimes so 
thick that scarcely any object is visible until a late liuur in the morning; and every 
thing exposed to the cxteimd iiir lieeomes w'ot and covered with di ups of ’iioislinv. 
Thej may be often sei*ii rolling in dense hirgc bodies in opposite direetions During 
the clear nights heavy dews full. The longe of tlic lliermometer is fiom 47*’ to 75® ; 
the mean heat about 88® ; iiltitiide of the buronieler, 

The weather kcep.s very piea.sunt until the second week of Februaiy, when the niid- 
Ic of the day grows vviiriii ; and the ehaiige of the wind to the south und ea.st, and I lie 
collection of clouds ill the hoiizon, with ihrealenings of ihimdcr-giists, porti-nd the 
approach of llie hot season . At night the lur is raw timl cold, and the mornings are 
foggy. The thenaoiiielcr ranges from 6.j® to 8®.®; the mean heat, 7G® ; altitude of 
barometer, 30.3. 

fc^oiiictiiiiea a few heavy on d refreshing showers full about (JhiisI mas ; but ilie vvbolo 
of the cold season in generally marked bj' the total iihscnci* ofrtiiii. It is rcrnurkuhle 
how invigorating the cold bracing wind of the north, and the pure elastic nir niid 
clear sky of these months, prove to the Kiiiopean eonstiliiiioii, harassed and broken 
down by the previous long coni' nuance of luoist and opj ipssive weat-'ier. 'I'he appetite 
And strength, which hud long before failed, now return, and the whole fi nine becomes 
light 011(1 springy. Vegeiuhle iialiire ]iart.:kes of the gcnerall j' saliilii unis elfects of the 
season ; and gardori-plants and exotics, at all other times killed hj' the excessive heats, 
now grow with froshiie-sS and vigour. 

* The hot season may he cori:,idcre(l to set in fairly with March. The sun now bc- 

* conies very powerful, and the days ore w.arra, uiiil even hot. They are, however, pre- 
' vented from being oppressive by the strong and steady winds untlurinly blowing from 

tticBOuth. Fogs arc yet not iincuiitmoii in the innrniiiga ; and ns they clear up gu to 
the noith to form, with the thick dispersed musses of clouds that are constantly (Trift* 
cd along the horizon by the wind, niateriiils furlin' approaching storms. These storms, 
which by the inhabitants are termed north-wsten^ ilo not, however, generally occur 
till towards the middle and end of the mouth. They are usually preceded, during se- 
veral days, by cloudy mornings strong gales. Then, for one or two eventngs, 
oomes oa distant thunder, with sflPg gusts of winds, but without rain, Towards the 
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afternoon of tlic day in which the storm is to occur, the wind, that, during; the morning 
uiid forenoon had been continued und boislerouM, begins to fail, arid at length settles 
into a dead ealir. I'lic air beroines oppressively sultry. The clouds gather in the 
iiorlh-w'ot, and form adeep, dense, lowering bank. Vi\ni lightning, Accompanied with 
heavy thunder, and gradually udvnneing nean^r and nearer, iiidieales the immediate 
approach of the storm, At length thee aim is suddenly interrupted by a tremendous 
burst of wind, und by clouds of dust winrii darken the huri/.on. Then follow torrents 
of ruin, with close and henvy thunder ; and these arc soon succeedcil h^' u serene sky 
and cool air. The appearaiico, hou ever, of these siuTden oonimutiuMs is not always 
the same. Sumetiines a sliower of /loi/stoMc/t prcrcdcs, or conies in the place of tfio 
heavy fall of ram ; sumotiines there l^ no rain, c\eii w hen the finy of the wind and 
quninify of the lightning are excessive. The general time ot their eornliig on is about 
Hiinsot ; they rarely oecnr eailiei than six ill the afternoon, or later tliiin iiildinght.

April hiis genei III 'y blowing weather throiigliotil. The prevailing vviiul is .still the 
Bontli. Tin* alm^l^pnere IS Miinetimes clear, gLi.erally hazy, with iiiiicb diist, and 
tliick loose cliiU'Is ruiiliiiuallv moving to the noith. Tin* weather is hot, hut pleasant, 
till towards the einl of the inoiitli, when the iiiglith heeome elosc and sultry. The gen- 
eral closeness, however is from tiini' to time iclicveil by thnniler-stoniis and Heasonahlu 
fiilis of ram. 'Lhe wind usually becomes hot to the feel iibuiiL the 2Uth, and no continues 
to the end of the succeeding month, llungc of the thermometer, from 78“ to ; 
liieaii heal, 8 1“ ; barometrical ullitiidc, 29.7.7. 

Mil) IS the iriost disagreeable month in the year. In the romrneneement there is 
high vvmtl at limes ; hut diuiiig iJio giuiter part of tlic month the weather is exeeed- 
ingly close, still, and oppressive. 'Hie nights especially arc siiUiy. Iherc is little or 
iiu wiiitl m the. niornings, which arc thick and hn/.y, with low, gloomy, seutlercd 
masses of clouds, lint as the sun rises a hiec/o springs up from the south, and keeps 
giailiiiilly fioslieniiig until the cvciimg, when it again fades away. '1 he uir is hot but 
inihi.stic; and us it <loes not curry oil* the* perspiiations, leaves the body moist ami 
oluiimiy. The ilejetlion and las.situde now unit ersully produced by the great lieata 
nie, however, foi Innately ri’inovcd by the frequent occiiirence of violent iioilh-vvesterK, 
with llicir usual aeeonipunuiienls of tliuiidci imd ram. '^i'lierc are no fogs iluring 
Apid or May. 'j'lie tlioiiuoineter ranges from 81“ to 9.)“; mean iieat, 80“ ; barome- 
trical ultuudo, 29.00. 

In homo )eurs, hut not always, nor even generally, between the 1 Tiih and 27111 of 
this iiioiitli, the hori/.ori becoiiios overshadowed with dark thick clouds from the snuth- 
e.'ist qii.iiter, and nmcli rum f.ills during several days, euii.siifiiiing wlial are calksl ilio 
rami. Hut inoie cunimoidy the close muggy weather eoiitmuos wiiJi little 
iiiteiTupluni until the end of the tir-«t or the hcgmnmg of the seeonti week of Junu 
when (he vcciing rouml of the wind towanh the cast, the occurrence of tliuiidcr in 
the evening, and thr constant cloudy stale of the atmosphere, indicate the uppjuaeli of 
the regular rains. These coinineiiee IViuii the 4th to the JHth of June, and eonlinuo 
with frequent viirialioiih during the four following inoniljs. At first they set in vvltli 
thuniler-sliuvvcrs, sonielinies heavy, someliiiics light, gnierully tVoni tlie south tmd east. 
Then follow several dii)s of very heavy ruin, dm mg which the siiii is eompittely hid 
from view. Then there is n show of fair weather with .suiishiiic, and heaiiiil'ul clear 
nights, hilt this is of very unecrtuiii duration, ninl liable to he interrupted vvdth scarcely 
any previous warning. The heavy roiu rarely keeps up for more than fort) -eight 
hours at a lime ; then grad iially niiiiitiishing to drizzling, and iiL leiigtli giving way 
to fiiir vveutlier. There is at frequent iiiterv’uls, during the whole period of Ihcir 
eoiitiiiiiaiire, much vivid lightning, with violent thunder-storms and gusts of vvind. 
Thu wind frequent!) changes from cast to south and west, riirely to north. Its return 
to the east, and Axing steadily ill that quarter, is usually acconipaiiied with heavy 
rain. 

As soon as the rainy season has fairly romincnced, the almosplicrc becomes mani- 
festly cooler, and the weal her in general very plcu*>aiit; the only exceptions being 
now and then a sultry night, and the dead oppressive ealra which sometimes precedes 
a storm. From the dust and other particles floating uhoiil In the aliiiuspherc being 
catried away by the Nucce.sNsivc showers, the sky during the intervals becomes beauti- 
fully clear, the sim shines with great splendour, and the nights are bright. There is 
very little variation of the atmospherical temperature throughout lhe season. The 
thorinoniclcr ranges from 77“ to 88“, drOO®; the mean heat being 81°, or perhaps a 
degree or two higher. The air, from the constant ra^liecuiiies .surcharged with iiioi.s- 
ture, and every thing exposed to it gets damp und IP^uUly. There is cuuscquoutly 
little alternation in the barometer, llic mean altitude is about 29.47. 
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Tlipre lb htlle perreptiUlc change in the weothor lilLllie inuhllr of October. The rain 
tliun bcjri 119 to abate, the bliowura arc fewer in number, am), thoufrh henry, of short 
durnlion. The wind gets \ cry vunable. There are still frequent storms of lliiiii(ler 
and lightning ; but they generiilly puss off without producing ruin. The days are yet 
sultry : but the iiioriiings and evenings begin to grow cool ; and the iiiorcusing^ clear- 
ness of the air, with the coming on of dews ut ni^ht, presage the speedy nccession of 
the cold season. At length the veering round of the wind to the west-north-west quar- 
ter, the disappearance of clouds and vapours from the horizon, the sharpness and dry- 
ness of the air, the rapid rise of the baruineler and concomitant full of the thennotne- 
Cer, towards the end of the month, esince the entire departure of the rains. The to- 
tal quantity of rain fulling during the season varies much in dilFerent years, in 
Bengal, the average has been fixed at eighty inches. 

BnAnr.-— The seasons am nearly tbo same iiK this province as in Reiignl ; but, as 
it is higher above the sea, its climate is in some rcspe.'ts superior. The nights are 
^nerally inucli cuolei; luit it is more subject to great droughts and heat, and to parch- 
ing winds from the west, during the warm season. Tirhoot, the north-western quarter 
of this province, is more elevated and healthier than the districts to the south. Oa 
aiKiount of the soil and climate, Buliar has been selected by tlie British governnient as 
a proper country for the improvement of the breed of horses, the iiiitivc nice of the Ben- 
gal province being of a diminutive size. A low and marshy soil, it is reniniked, seems 
every where uiicungeniiil to tlie hoise; for he appears to degenerate in such places, 
even when he lives and propngatos. in distrii ts in warm cliinules which are iiioic than 
usually low and marshy the liursc generally experiences the fate of the KuropcHiis ; 
he cither dies soon alter he is brought to tliubo places, or his progeny seldom reach ma- 
turity. 

Al'luUnbatl. — That part of this province adjacent to the Ganges and Jumna is low 
and very productive; but its western fli^tlict8, particularly the Hmidelcutid territory, 
am diversified with high hills. Between these two divisions there is i considerable 
diHcrencc of climate, tne former being sultry and subject to hot winds, from which the 
latter is exempt. iUmares, the principal military and ci\il station, according to the 
census of IHyU, ronliiins uuwanU of ‘iOO,UOO inhabitnnls. The cunlonmenlR, whn h 
are extensive, are four or five miles distant from the city. The country around 
is dry and parched. Fever and df/senttn/ are most prevalent during Oclohi r, 
November, and December, owing to the iuunduiious from the pruvious rums and the 
cold nights. 

Otule. — 'riiis province is generally level and well cultivated, with the cxciqilion of 
Goruckpour, It is, on the whole, healthy, except in the vicinity of jungles and cotton- 
fields. Tlie district of (joriu kpuur is bounded on the north by a range of lofty moun- 
tains. The country exteinling southward from the base of these mouiiiuins is il.it, 
covered with woods and jungles, and intersected by numerous sireaius. Kasicrly 
winds prevail generally throughout the 3 ear. 'I'hc cliinuic is fur from being healthy, 
owing to the gi eat extent of jungle, stagnunt water, anri murcilies, over which the 
eiislorly winds pass liefore they reach the more inhabited purls of the country. 
Fevers are most pi'cvaliMil and d.nigerous in May and June. 

Affra — ^’I’liis province is geijerully fiat and open; but to the south of the Chiimhul 
river, and iCiv.urds its western frontier, it i» im re hillv ami jungly. The climate is 
tenijierair and healthy, cxeept during the prevalence of hot winds. A description of 
the nniieip.d st.itiun will be foiin^ ut page 1 12 part 111. of tins volume. 

Delhi . — I he climate of this province is on tlie whole Iciiiperate, except during the 
w am seasons when the hot winds blow. The north -w est quarter is much overgrown 
with trees and thick jungle and is cunscqneiitly unhcultby, especially tluriiig the hot 
and laiiiy scaHoiis. 'I'hc sonih-west quarter is freo from jungle, and its soil is dry 
and ferule. The centre of the province is level and well watered. Meerut, the prin- 
cipal town of the district of the same name, is coriHulered one of the healthiest slationa 
in India. It i.s 8lron.;ly recoin iiiended os a place of resilience for convalescents, and 
for those who have become naturalized to India, and estranged from their own coun- 
try. The society is extensive, and the roads gooil 

. Mftlim/t nnd Central India — ^The climate of Malwah is on the whole mild. The 
range of the thermometer is small, except in the hitter part of the year, when great 
and sudden changes oflcri take place, 'i'he seasons arc those common to Western In- 
dia. 'rhe fall of rain during June, July, August, and i^eptemher, is in general moderate 
and regular. The annual full is at>oul fifty inches. During this season, says our dis- 
tingnished countryman Sir J. Malcolm, * the range of the thermometer is very 
small, seldom falling lower than 72^ night and morning, or rising higher than 76" or 
77" ul^nooii. Though the mornings lieconie cooler aller the cloce of the rainy season 
there ri no very cohr weather until the montli of December ; it continues until January 
and part of February. In the month, in IA20, at six o'clock a. M., the temper- 

ature was 28*.. During the hot reason which succeeds, the parchinj^ winds from the 
fiorthw'ard and westward, that prevail in most parts of India to an intense degree, are 
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here compurntively mild and of short dumtion. The thermometer, however during 
tile day rises soiiietiiiies as high as 98* ; but the nights are invariably cool aud re- 
freshing.’ 

Ihtffur is a Iiilly region, situated between Malwah mid fluzerat. Owing to its ex- 
tensive and ihirk forests, fm era of a malignant nut me prevail during two or three 
months following ihe rains : the elimatc can at no period be considered salubrious. 

Gundu'nna is avast wdd region, consisting of nigged hills, uninhabited jungles, 
and deep water-euurses, ravines, iiiid 1 alloys, cm ered with furusls, and pervaded by 
marsh miasmata. Its climate is generally unhealthy. 

Orit$a has many features in common with Gundwaua, aud a similar climate.

Cover in the roofs of peach trees ; dig round the roots of the mango trees and give 
them niuiiure ; train fruiting vines, and iilL in iLc roots with manure and rich earth.

Extract from a Letter from Dr. J. Forbes Royle to J. C. Melvill, 
Es<^, Secretary to the hon’blb the Court of Directors of the 
East India Company, dated 31st December, 1838. 

* The southern provinces of India, including Bengal and the Lower provinces, with 
much of the Peninsula, being of a tropical nature oud climate, with little cold weather, 
Mie chiefly suited for the cultivation of the plnntN, whether annual or perennial of 
the intratropical Islands and of America and Africa. As the tropic, like the rainy 
season, however, extends o\cr all India, the peculiarities of a tropical climate, heat and 
iBoistnra, with considerable uniformity of both, prevail over a great extent of territory 
fbr a few months in the year, and therefore in the most northern parts we have the 
cultIvatiiAi of rice, songhun, Indian corn and other tropical grains, in the very same 
fields where, in the cold weather months, we have wheat and barley, with peas and 
beans. 'l*his double climate and double culture it is necessary to notice in order 
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to have a complete view of the nature of the country ond climate of North India, 
The mean temperoture of the year at Sehorunpore in 30® of north latitude is about 
73®, Olid ot the munlhs of January 52, Februory 55, March 07, April, 78, May 85, 
June 90, July 85, August 83, September 79, October 74, November 64, Dcccmbci 55. 
From the middle of April the various useful and oriinmentul plants of European 
climates moy be swressfully eultivnteil ; the minimum of teniperiilure in Jauuory is 
35® Fuh. and the maximum 105® in June. 

The nursery which I established at Mussooreein the TIininlii}a8,ftt 0,500 feet of eleva- 
tion, thouj'h 50 miles distant, 18 very convenient for the introduction of European plants. 
Mubsoorco has a minimum of only 25® and a maximum of 80® of Fah. shewing 
that the equability is greater than in the neighbouring plains. The mean tempera- 
ture is about 57®, and of the months of January 42, Febrimry 46, March 53, April 50, 
May 66, June 67, July 67, August 00, JjeplenihcrM, October o7, November 50, De- 
cenihc, 45. The season for cultivation in the Musbooree climate is from March to Oc- 
tober, but between the Seliaruiipore garden and Mussooree nursery a complete year of 
moderate climate may be obtained for the germination of seeds ot temperate climates. 

At Scharunpore in November 64, December 55, January 52, February 55, and 
March 57. 

At Mussooree in April 59, May 66, June 67, July 67, August 00, September 04, and 
Oi'tobcr 57. 

The elnnatc having been proved favorable little difRculty will be experienced with 
the soil or with irrigation ; us far as the experinients are cunccriied the subsequent dis- 
tribution of filuiits winch have succeeded in the depot gardens must of course be 
dclermnu'd by various circumstances, but the first should only be sent to favorable 
localities, us luilnre is n|)t to discourage further attempts. The next subjert of atten- 
lioii and for vvhicb the precciling observations are only preparatory, is the kind of 
plants best suited to the nortberii parts of India and the llimalaya Mountains. Here 
we must be guided not only by the nature of the plants with respect to vicissitudes of 
tcmpcnilnre, but aUu their usefulness, their aiinuol or perennial nature, and in 
noticing ilie climate into which wc wish to introduce them, take cure to compare it with 
that from winch they arc to be introduced. The plants to he introduced may be con- 
sidered with respect to their usefulness, or to their Ktiiess for difTcreut kinds of climate. 
In the former .’use we should arrange them under the heads of food for the inhabitants, 
or fodder for their cattle — such as arc likely to be useful in any of the ordinary arts of 
life, or tliose which may nflbrd products likely to kccoinr articles of commerce. Merely 
uriiHiiiental plants should not bo neglected, nor those remarkable fur their odour, 
as both gratify the senses and offer inducements to many to pny attention to garden- 
ing, when other more useful plants are necessarily iulruduced and vvith little addition- 
al expense. Fruit trees might appear to many as not included among useful plants, 
hut independent of their increasing the proportion of esculent matter in a country, 
they might become, sum cos of cunsidei able commerce between the plains and moun- 
tains of India, as is now the case vvilh Cashmere 

There is anuther class of plants to which 1 paid considerable nttenlioii when in In- 
dia, and which, form the chief objix Us of my present duties, and that is medical plants. 
1 was first requested to do so by the Medical board of Kciigiil, and 1 cultivated many 
articles which were pronounced, after trial in the General Hospital at Calciilla, to be 
of the best quality. i)r. Falconer, the present able siiperinlemlcnt of the SHhuriiiipore 
Botanic Garden, writes me, that extracts of Henbane, which 1 first cultivated and 
manufactured, still continue to be supplied from the Saliarunporc garden to the 
Hospital depots. In the same situation and in the Hill Nursery, many other medicin- 
al plants now sent from this country might there be successfully cultivated, alid thus 
be not only more cheaply produeefUiut also prescribed in a fresher state. 

Keeping these several objects in view, 1 have thought it preferable for practical 
purposes, that is, thi operations of horticulture and the selection of sites for the ex- 

{ icriments, to arrange those plants, 1 have as yet been able to think of, in separate 
ists, according to the Eitiiutioiis I' ir which they arc suited. 

1. Annuals fit for cultivation in the plains of India in the cold weather and in the 
summer of the Himalayas. 

2* Perennials probably suited to the plains of N. W. India. 

3. Perennials suited to the Himalayas. 

I have long thought it a very interesting subject of inquiry to ascertain by experi- 
ment whether the grains the people of India possess in common with Europe, are of 
the same degree of goodness and equally prolific. As for instance, their wheat, barley, 
rice, and mustard seeds, &c., Some of the plants which I have included in my 
list arc intended to bo useful for their products, which may become objects of com- 
merce, but this involves another subject of enquiry, and that is whether the 
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analogous substances which India naturallv nosscsses are superior or inferior ine- 
quality to those cultivated in other purls of the world. 

It is probable that some of those enumerated in the lists* may" not be suited 
to the localities indieuted, and a still greater number that might be suited to them, 
are, I nin well aware, entirely omitted, but this has been from want of time to give the 
subject the full consideration it deserves, but ns this, to be suc-ressful to any great 
degree must iiceessnnly be carried on for a few years, 1 shall be happy to return la- 
the .subject if required, or point out the plants suited for culm ation in other parts of 
India. 

Though failure may attend some, I am well satisfied that success will attend the 
inajurity of instanres, and feci the utmost coiifidenee in staling liiat if the subject of 
the introduction of useful plants suited to the different parts of India he c-tiiiiiiued, 
and the principles which should guide their attempts nut he neglected, that very be- 
neficial results will in a few }cars be evident to all, and lliiil if LIiih be combined w'ith 
an investigiitioii of, and publication to, theinanufuctiiring world, of the very varied na- 
tural products of India, increiiMf of tbe i omnierrc and resoureet of that empire will 
ensue, to an extent anticipated by few, but of which, after long attention to the subject 
I feel well assured, and hope to be able to prove to the .sceptical.

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The engraving annexed will «erve to ehew the general arrangement ami scale of the 
groiiiifl-plan of this mashivi' and noble edifice. The fouiidiitions wero laid by iif 
urcliUcct Major W.N. FoiiiiES, Bengal Engineers, on the last day of March, 1624^ 
on nlliiviftl ground gained from the river, at an average depth of 'ia feet below tho 
level of (dive street, or below the floor of the niint, so that there is more brick- 
work below the ground than iibo\e it. The areliik<cturc is Grecian Doric, the central 
portico towards th^e Strand being a eupy, on half diincusious, of the Icinplv of Mimeuva 
at Athens. Tho whole was completed in six years. 

The machinery comprises five steam-engines, vis. two of 40 horse, ono of 24 
horse, one of 20, and one of 14 horse power : the coining nresaes aro ctipablc of 
striking 300,000 pieces* in a working-day of seven hours. The steam macliinery, 
the circular ciiltiiig presses, the milling and the coining apparatus, urc by Bni.TON 
and Watt : the rolling mills and fino rollers, the lutlie-lap and i-laiu for turning the 
rollers, and the tritiiraiing nulls, aro by John IIknnir ; while the pouring muchinery 
and furnaces of the gold, siUcr, and copper melling-rooiiis were constructed by 
Mauds LAV. 

The whole cost of the new mint up to the 30th April, 1833, has been 24 lakhs of 
rupees, of which 1 1 luklis are fur tlic luitchinery, and 13 lakhs fur the buildings. Tho 
monthly expenditure, when in full work, iimy be stated in round terms tttlS,oOO 
rupees

Between 18.33 and 18.39, there has beep a further expenditure, chiefly in btiild- 
inp, of somewhat less than three lakhs, making the cost to last year (1840) ohout 27 
wkIis. The Mint commenced work in 1831-32, but was eiupluyed principally in 
coining pice, until the arrangements for scruring bullion w'cre ennijileled. ^ The fol- 
lowing tabular statement exhibits the nature, extent, and cost of its work from 18.31- 
32 to l*t.t8-39, both iucUisive. The per ceningc ratio ia exhibited, as well upon tho 
value, aa upon the' number wf piucea atruck; and separately with nllow'BiiGC /or seig- 
uorago and for copper pVx>fltB, and excluding these items, so as tu allow of comparisoa 
with the work at other mints, of which ’.ho aceuunls may be made up in any of theso 
different forma. TJie head * contingent charges',* includes repairs of buildings nod 
machinery, but no part of the original outlay. I'nder the head ‘ seignorage profit,* 
only the sums actually realised upon private Imllion, ffolJ ond silver, at the rale gen- 
erally of 2 per cent, upon bullion, and I percent, on old coin, are credited, without 
smy assumed rate for Goyeriimeut bullion. The real cost therefore of executing the 
Goverament work, that is of converting its bullion into coin, is the difference between

Bj this Acta Company's Hupce, half Rupee, double Rupee, nnd quarter Rupe<\ 
are to be struck of weignis proportioned to 180 grains for tho Rupee, the standard 
being ono-twelfth alloy, or lOH groins pure silver, ami 15 ulloy. Tlie cuius are to bear 
oil the obverse the hciicl of the reigning sovereign of the United Xingiloin, oud on the 
reverse the dosignsliun of the cum in English and Persian, with the words * East 
India Ccmipony :* they ni*c to be a legal tender in alt porta of India. 

A gold coin of the some weight and stnmlnrd. that is, with 105 grains of nurcTgoM 
and 15 of alloy, with multiple and fraclioiial parts, is also onlered to be cninctl, beaiiug 
on the obverse the same device of the head of the reigning sovereign of Orcot Britain ; 
these coins however are not made a legal tender, hut the value at the Mini and Trea- 
sury has been fixed st 15 Rupees for the single gold niohiir.* 

It is foreign to tho purpose of this work, to glie the history in detail of the moasuro 
atloptcd fur effecting this great reform, and cslabliBhing the C'onipuny's Rupee as tho 
coin of account, and of receipt nnd insue^ in all ports of Indio, hot it will be useful to 
exhibit tbc coinage of the Government mints to the date of tho cUnngo, and, along 
with tt statement of the Company's Rupees issuod in Bengal under Urn new net, to 
give also n brief statement ot the Sicca and other Rupees withdrawn from circuluUou 
and recoined.

* In consequence of the preference manifested all over India fur pure golil coins, as 
shown by the high prict's at which they sell coropaTCd with less pure cuinM containing 
equal quimtities urgutd, it has Imeit proposed to revert to the pure sUmilardaof td4l Calcutta 
goldmohur ; imd a reference on this subject has lieon made to the Court of Dirc«‘torii, by 
whoso orders the present stuudard was osUblisbcd: penihui; this refenmee, the coinage of 
15 Kupee gold moriurs and other coins of the one twelfth alloy standard is suspeiidoU, as 
far as consists with the necessity of furnishing the coin to bullion mcrubituts requiring it 
in Exchange fur gold : and their applioatluus are very limited. 
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In the year lA3e-31>, the total payments into Goverment Treasuries of SLicca Rupeee, 
in the districts of Berif^al and Ueliar where this coin was current, were only 23,37,944 
upon a total rollcctioii of three crore and a half: The balance uf the coin in the 
Government Treasuries on the 30th April was only 0,74,900.

CENTRAL PADDLE WHEEL SHAFT, 

For the Berenice Sleamer, at the Calcutta Mint, 


'ITao Operation of welding this shaft was solely cfTected by a heavy forge hammer, 
or ram, raised 40 times a iniimlc, to a height of 7 feet, between Iron Guidi^s, by aii 
upparatiis diivcu by one of the Mint 40 hoisu powet v team engines ; this whilst tho 
forge tire; producing the retrtiUite welding heal, was urged by an non blowing cy- 
linder, Wid one pair of cirmilor bellows, driven by a 14 horsu power engino 
*■ In one of the earliest welding heals, a portion ot the bins coinnoMiig one side of 
"tVajivuV ^*^”1 forming the shaft pigot, (of nearly 3 tons weight) got aeeidetit- 
bvyned olf, near one of the inside dollars iihituiiiion vvheiu the largest diainc- 
, ter was required, and it having been ex,, cited ilnii this pari, being compurniivcly but 
A siljiRII fraction of the surfuec, could have been ellei tiiully i loscd, oinl welded, by 
hand hannnars, it was there rather less huinnieicd bj the heavy engine hammer than 
at any other pari of the shaft* 1| however mipeured that the Native Smiths could 
not remain long'cuough, near so larger a mass ormctul at a welding heat, to cfleet thir 
ohjuci, and iu consequence 3 or 4 short superiiciol lines, showing where the divisioitS' 
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between the bars )iad been, can there he traced ; that the shaft was throuf]'hont, as 
efrcTtually welded and solid ns it ruuld have lH>en made, is pn»ved by esamiiiaiioii of 
its entire surfnre, as further hv a riteidar ring l-ih of an inen thick (in the direction 
of the length of the bars) and inches deep, and therefore intersecting, and being 
composed of portions of 53 separate bars, having been cut off from one of its ends, 
and found most perfoclly solid. 

llie total iiuiiiWr of wcUliiig heats with the rni'ine hammer was 43, and the 
average time of liuinineTing (varviiig from 5 to 20 minutes) having been 10 minulei^ 
the shaft at uacli heat receited 400 hlowa. Or totally about 17,200 blows, and each 
of these having been given by a hammer weighing upwards of G cwt. (greatly 
quickened in its descent by having been shot ofl‘a wooden Hpring beam) hud a moincii* 
turn ronsidernhly exceeding 7 tons. 

Ry the ni»parntus alluded to, and one of tbe large turning latbes nttaclicd to the 
/ mint, a siiuilMr sliuft (adapted fur engines of 210 horse power) euiilil be prepared iu 
the rriiirtic of three luoiiti is from the time the iron was received in the Mint premises, 
and the muiine.r in which the engine hammer realized the expeetatinns of the Mint 
officers on the subject, proves that it could be most bcncliriully eniplojed both in the 
welding of shafts, and on other descriptiuua of heavy smithery work.

It shall be optional w'ilh llie rciniuing olllcer, first, either lo send one or more persons 
with the riMtiiltdiicc who shall have n right to he present wdien the boxes urc unpack- 
ed and iit all suliAcqiieiil operations upon the conieiits, until such time us the 'Depot 
M.ister hliiill receive into store the bullion or coin rciiiilled, and ahull grant to the re- 
nnilnig officer hi^ receipt for the full value of the siinie. or acrtuidly to employ as 
his agent or iigcnts for this purpose, one or mure persons rexideni on the spot; or 
thirdly, to trust this uiiitler entirely to the ollicers of the Depot. Hut the 1 fepoL 
Master shall nut be rcmiiied to wait fur (heallendunce of iin agent on the juirt of (be 
reinilltng ofllcor beyond tcfida>s, after whicli time, counting frutn the dale of grunt- 
ing Ills receipt for the boxes or packages, be slmll be ut lita-riy to Uiijuick tiic treasure, 
and to proi'ced to asrerluin its value, with or witliuui the iiiteiidnncc uf an agent on 
the part of the reinitiing oiliccr. And in such cases tiie reniiLting oHiL'cr shall be licM 
lo have trusted tlie mailer eniiiely to the uflicera of the Depot. 

The boxes or pnekages of ireuhure aliall be opened ns soon oa posailde after they 
are receivexl, and the conlenls NbnII be rureiuliy exarniiioii in the presciK’e of the 
Depot Master, or of a coniideniial party acting on his reMpoiisiliili4,y 

Coins shall iinniediatcly be counted, mid assorted, lutd all Spuiiuus Poins, and all 
Coins or Bullion not niiswcriiig 111 outward appearance and weight lo the descrip- 
tion given in the iiix oicc, shall be act apart, in the case of Current Coins, or Coins

The absolute quantity of pure metal was then reduced in a trifling 
degree to adjust the ratio of its value to that of silver ns 1 A to f.* The neie gold’- 
mohir therefore weighs j^ths of a rupee, and passes by authority for sixteen rupees : 

but the ratio of gold to silver has been of late years hi!]'hor in the Calcutta innrk> t, 
especially fur the purer eoins, so that the new niuhur generally passes for Ifi to 17, 
and the old gold-mohtir for 17 to 18, sicca rupees. When originally coined both of 
these moneys were at a di.<iCount.

Per the conversion of the rupee into the equivalent currency of other nations, it is 
necessary to take into coiisidcmtiuii the fluctuuniig relative value of the iirerioiis me* 
tals inter sr, iVuiii the cireuuibtanco of gold being in some, and bilver in others, the 
legal mediuiii of ciri ulalioii. 

It IS also ne<cssar) to take account of the mint charge for coining at each place, 
winch adds a tictuious value tu the local ruin. Tliepor q/‘ exrluinge is, for these rea* 
sons, a NOinewhat ambiguous trim, reqiiiiiiig to be tlistiiiguislicd under two more did- 
nile ficiiuuiiir.ilhins. 1st, ilic infri/nncpfir, which represenU that case in which the pure 
niclul cuulaincd in the nuiallcl deiiuuiiiiu ions of cuius is equal, ‘iiid, the eoimnrrrial 
j>ar, or that case lit which lliei urrent value of the com at each place (after deiluctuig 
the ht‘i.;imnigc leviable fur coinage )is equal . or in other words, * two sums of money of 
ditreieiit couiitiies ate I'omtnerciuUy at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity 
of the fiiiine kind of pure iiieial.’* 

I'll us if bilver Us taken fruiii India to Fnglaiid, it must he sold to a bullion merchant 
at the market price, the proprietor receiving payment in gold (or uotes convertible into 
it). 'I'hc London nnni is closed aguiiifit the importer of silver ^ which metal has not 
therefore a minimum value in the Kiiglish iimiket fiKod by the mint price: alihougli it 
has so in Calcuiia, whcic it may ul ways be converted into cum at a charge of ^ per 
cent. On the other hand, if a rcuiitluuce in gold be made from this country to 
L'liglund, its out'tuin theie is knuuii and iixed : each new LalcuUa gold mohur being 
cuiiveilible into I.HO or l-J sovereigns nearly; but the price of the gold mohur 
fluctuates as considerably iii India as that of silver docs in Kn|j;laud, the 
iialuial leivlency of commerce heiug to bring to au equilibrium the operations of ex- 
change ill the two iiieiuls.

A knowledge of the relative value of foreign coins is highly important to commer- 
cial men and to llic traveller. In the ffillowing Table of the diifcrcnt coins used 
among the various iiiiiions with which England Tias intercourse, will he found their 
currvspoiiding value in Phiglisli money. The lueihutl of obtaining this result, is found- 
ed upon the follow mg principle, lii a coin we consider ilie weight and suuidard. By 
stniidard is meant the pioporiion of pure gold or silver which it coiitnimi : the rest is 
alloy. Thus, if we suppose a coin to contain a thousand parts of nielal, of which (M7 
are pure gold or silver, the 83 remaining parts being alloy, theUlT represent the stand- 
ard or rcl live purity of the coin.

1)y this method, we cun ascertain the relative value of all coins : but sometimes the 
value thus ascertained will not exactly agree with the sum allowed m exchange. This 
iliifereiice arise.<i from political causes and commerciol vicissitudes. Thus, for in- 
stance, the value at par of ihe sovereign in French money, is 25 fr. 26 c., yet it rose to 
25 fr. 50 c. in the month of August last, after the change of the French Ministry. 
This fall and rise, in the lelative value of money, principally takes place whenever 
there is a paper currency.

The money unit in France is tlic franc, which according to the decimal system, is 
divided into oiie»hundred parts, called emtimes. In Government accounts ond legal 
deeds, all sums must be expressed in francs and centimes; but among tlie people, ^aiid 
' in the purchase of goods sold letail, and in small quantity, the denomination of sous is 
' ^btill in use. This prnclice docs not create confiiiion, because the son is a innltiplc of 
'* — that is, there ore twenty sous to the franc, and each contains 5 cent. 

* The UVo sous piece may also be called detime, or tenth of a franc. 

Althaugb the franc and the Uvre tmirnnis now appear to be of equal value, thoro is, 
however, a slight difference iu favour of the franc:— 100 fr, = 101 Uvres 5 sous. 

• The weinht of the coins has been given both in grammes ami in dwta. It is very easy 
for snv one to convert grammes Into dwts. by means of the rule of three, knowing that 
lib. troy weight or iwt uwls. are equal to SI73.09.'> grammes. 
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Hence, if an individual had to discharge a debt contracted previously to the Teat 
VI II, of the republic, and stipulated in litres tournois, he would be cntitlert, in 
making his payment in francs, Co a deduction in tho proportion' above mentioned. 
Formerly the Hvre tournois was the money unit of France. Its value has varied 
much although it has retained the dcnomiuatinn which, ori'j'inalljr, was the expression 
of its iialuic. Under Chnrlctiingne, in the ninth century, its weight was 12 ounces, 
or 1 lb. troy weight, ond its value 78 liv. 17 sous of present inoney. The weight ancl 
value prugicisivciy decietk<hO(l down to the time of Luiiis XV., when it only amounted 
lu 8 sous. Under Louis XVI. it rose again to 20 sous.

the Crown, or shall, tinder any circumstances, have been registered 
de Not'o, the certificate, if preserved, shall be ilelivered up, within one 
mouth after the arrival of the master in any port or place in His 
Majesty’s^ dominions, to the Collector and Controller of some port in 
Great Britain, or of the Isle of Man, or of the British plantations, 
or to the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or Commander-In-Chief for 
the time being, of the Islands of Guernsey or Jersey; and that if 
any foreigner, or any person or persons for the use and benefit of 
any foreigner, shnll purchase or otherwise become entitled to the 
whole or to any part or share of or any interest in such ship or ves- 
■elj and tho same shall be within the limits of any port of Great 
llritnin, or of the Islands of Guernsey, Jersey, or Man, ov of tho 
British colonies, plonlations, islands, or territories aforesaid, then 
and ill such cose the certificate of registry shall, within seven days 
after such purchase or transfer of property in such ship or vessel, be 
delivered up to (he person or persons hereiii-before authorized to 
make registry and grant certificate of rogisty, at such port or placo 
respectively os aforesaid; and if such ship or vessel shall be in any 
foreign port when such purchase or traosfer of property shall take 
place, then that the certificate shall be delivered up to the British 
Consul or other chief British officer resident at or nearest to such 
*foreign port ; or if such ship or vessel shall be at sea when such pur- 
chase or transfer of property sholl'take jdoee, ihen that the certifi- 
cate shall bo delivered up to the British Consul or other chief British 
officer at the foreign port or place in or at which the master or other 
person having or taking tho charge or command of sUch ship or 
vessel shall first arrive after such purchase or transfer of property at 
sea, immediately after his arrival at auch foreign port ; but if such 
master, or other person who had command thereof at the time of such 
purchase or transfer of property at leo* olusB nol kvrive at a foreign 
port, but shall arrive at some port of Great Briiiau, or of the Islauds 
ofGuern^ey, Jersey, or Man,or of His Majeity*s said colonies, planta- 
tions, islands, or territories, then that the certificate shall be deliver- 
ed up, in manner aforesaid, within fourteen days after the arrival of 
such ship or vessel, or of the person who hod the command thereof, 
in any port of Great Britain, or of the Islands of Guernsey, Jersey, 
or Man, or of oi^ of His Majesty's said cqloniei, plantations, islands, 
or territories,. Provided always, that if it shall happen that at the 
lime of registry of any ship or vessel, the same shall be at any other 
port to which she belongs, so that the master of such ship or vessel

try and grant such ccrtilicaUa of registry at the port where such 
change shall take place, the ccrliilcate of registry belonging to such 
ship or vessel, who shall thereupon indorso and subscribe a memoran- 
dum of such change, and shall forthwith give notice of the same to 
the propor officer oT the port or place where such ship or vessel was 
last registered, pursuant to this act, who shall likewise make a me- 
morandum of the same in the book of registers which is herebv di- 
rected and required to be kept, and shall forthwith give notice there- 
of to the Commissioners of His Majesty's cuatoins. Provided always, 
that before the name of such new master shall be indorsed on the 
ccrliticatc of registry, he shall be required to give, and shall give, a 
bond in the like penalties and under the same conditions as are con- 
tained in the bond herein -before required to be given at tlie time of 
registry of any ship or vessel. 

aXII. And be it further enacted, that all bonds required by this 
net, shall be liable to the same duties of stamps as bonds given for or 
ill respect of the duties of customs are or shall be liable to under any 
act for the time being in force for granting duties of stamp. 

XXI 1 1. And be it further enacted, that if any persona whatever, 
shall at any time have possesaion of and wilfully detain any certi- 
ficate of registry, granted under ihia or any other Act, which ought 
to be cancelled according to any of the conditions of the bond herein- 
before required to bo given upon the registry of any ship or vessel, 
such person is hereby required and enjoined to deliver up such cer- 
tificate of registry, in manner directed by the conditions ef such 
bond in the respective coses and under the respective penalties there- 
in pro\ ided. 

XXIV. And be it uirlhcr enacted, that it shall not be lawful for 
any owner or owners of any ship or vessel to give any name to such 
ship or vessel other than that by which she was first registered in 
pursuance of this or any other act ; and that the owner or owners of 
all and every ship or vessel which shall be so registered, shall, before 
such ship or vessel, after such registry, shall begin to take in any 
cargo, paint or cause to be painted, in white or yellow letters, of a 
length of not leas than four inches, upon a black grotuid, on some 
conspicuous part of the stern, the name by which such ship or vessel 
siiull have been registered, pursuant to this act, and theTOrt to which 
sho belongs, in a distinct and legible manner, and shall so keep and 
preserve the same ; and that if such owner or owners, or master or 
oilier person having taking the charge or command of such ship 
or vessel, shall permit such ship or vessel, to begin to take in any 
cargo before tlio name of such ship or vessel has been so painted as 
aforesaid, or shall wilfully alter, erase, obliterate, or in any wise hide 
or conceal, or cause or pv^eure or prmit the tame to be done (unlees 
in the case of squore-rigg^ vessels in time of wor) or shall in any 
written or printed paper, or olh^'^r document, describe such ship or 
vessel by any name other than that by which she was first registered, 
pursuant to Uiis act, or shall verbally describe, or cause or procure or 
permit such ship or vessel to be described, by any other name, to 
any officer or officers of his Majesty's revenue, in the duo execuliou 
of his or their duty, then and in every atich caso such owner or own- 
ers, or masters or other person having or taking the charge or com- 
mand of such ship or vessel, shall forfeit th** sum of one hundred 
pounds. 

XXV. And be it further enacted, that all and every person or 
persons who shall apply fur a certificate of the registry or any ship 
or vessel, shall, and they arc hereby required to, produce, to the per- 
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son or persons authorised to CTant such certificated, a true and full 
account, under the hand of the builder of such ship or vessel, of the 
proper dciioiuinotion, and of the time when, and the place where, 
such ship or vessel was built, and also an exact account u*' the ton- 
nage of such ship or vessel, together with the name of the first pur- 
chaser or purchasers thereof (which aecount such builder is hereby 
directed and required to give under his hand ou the same being de- 
manded by such ucrsoii or persons ao applying fur a certificate ns 
aforesaid), and snail also make and subscribe a declaration before 
the person or persons herciii-hcfore uiillioriKed to grant such certi- 
ficate, that the ship or \c8»el for which such cerlific.ite is required, 
is the same with that which so is described by the builder ns iiforesoid. 

X.Wl. And be it further enacted, that if the certificate of regis- 
try of any shin or vessel shall he lust or mislaid, so that the same 
cannot be founa or obtained fur the use of such ship or vessel when 
needful, and proof thereof sh.ill be made to the suiisfaetion of the 
Commissioners of llt<i Mojo'.ty'H customs, such t'oniniissioncrs shall

elapsed from the day on which the ship or vessel nrrii'ed at the port 
to which the same belonged; and in case the pnrliciilars of two or 
more such bills of side or other instrumcnls as aforesaid, shall at any 
time hai'c been entered in the book of registry of the said ship or 
vessel, the collector and controller shall not enter in the book of 
registry the particulars of any other hill of sale or other iiistriitneiit 
as oforesaid, unless thirty days shall in like manner hare elapsed 
from the day on whirli the particulars of the last of such bill of sale 
or other instrument were entered in the books of registry, or from 
the day on which the ship or vessel arrived at the port to which she 
belonged, in case of her absence as aforesaid ; and in every case 
Avhere there shall at any time happen to be two or more iroiislers by 
the same owner or owners of the same properly in any ship or vessel 
entered in the book of registry as afuresai U the collector mid con- 
troller arc hereby required to indorse upon the roitiflratc of ri'gistry 
of such ship or vessm the particulars of that bill of sale or uther 
iiistruincnt under which the person nr persons claims or claim pro- 
perty, who shall produce the certificate of registry for tlint purpose 
within thirty days next after entry of his said hill of sale or 
other instruineiil in the book of registry us aforesaid, or within 
thirty days next after the return of the said ship nr vessel to the 
port to which she belongs, in case of her absence at the time of such 
entry as aforesaid ; and in case no person or persons shall produce 
the certificate of registry within either of the said spaces of tliirty 
days, then it shall tie lawful for the collector and controller, and they 
are hereby required, to indorse upon the certificate of icgistry the 
particulars of the bill of sale or other instruments, to such person or 
persona as shall first produce the cenifiratc of registry for llml pur- 
pose, it being the true intent and meaning of this act, that the several 
purchasers and mortgagees of such ship or vessel, sliiire or shares 
thcrciif, when more than one appear to claim the same property or 
to cIhIiji security on the same property in the same rank niicl degree, 
shall have priority one over the oilier, not according lo the respec- 
tive limes when the particulars of the hill of sale or other instru- 
ment by which suih properly was Iniiisferrcd to them were entered 
in the book of registry as afuresnid, but according lo the time when 
the indorsement is made upon the certificate of registry shall be lost 
dr mislaid, or shall be detained by any person wbalcvcr, so that the 
indoncmeiil cannot in due time be made thereon, and proof thereof 
shall he made by the purchaser or mortgagee, or his known ogent, 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s' customs, 
it shall he lawful for the said Cominissioners lo grant such furliier 
time as to them shall appear necessary, for the recovery of the cer- 
tificate of registry, or for the registry de uovo of the said ship or 
vessel under the provisions of this act, niul thereupon the collector 
and controller shall make a meiAornnduin in the book of registers of 
the further time so granted, and during such time no other bill of 
sale ahall be eiitereil for the transfer of the same ship or vessel oc 
the same share or shares thereof, or for giving the same security 
thereon, 

XXXVII. And bo it further enacted, that if the eertificato of 
registry of such ship or vessel shall he produced to the collector and 
controller of any port where she may then be, after any such bill of 
salesholl have been recorded at the port to' which aho belongs, 
together with such bill of sale, containing a notification of such 
records, signed by the collector and controller of such port as before 
directed, it shall be lavrful for the collector and controller of sucli 
other port, to indorse on such eertificato of registry (being required 
so to oo) the transfer mentioned in such bill of sole, and such collee. 
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tor and controller shall girt notice thereof to the collector ai|d con- 
troller of the por. to which such ship or re»sel beloiiffSt who shall 
record the same in like manner as if they had made such indorse- 
ment themselves, but iiiscriing the name of llic port at which such 
indorsement was made : provided always, that the collector and con- 
troller of such other port shall first give notice to the collector and 
controller of the port to which such shin or ves^el belongs , of such 
requisition made to them to indorse ths certifii ate of registry, and 
the collector and controller of the port to which such ship or vessel 
belong, shall thereupon send information to the collector and con- 
troller, of such other port, whether any and what other bill or bills 
of sale ha^e been recorded in the book of the registry of such shiji or 
vessel ; and the collector and controller of such other port, having 
such inrurmation, shall proceed in manner directed by this act in 
all respects, to the Indorsing of the certificate of registry as the;y 
would do if such port were the port to which such vessel 
belonged. 

X?&VIII. And be it further enacted, that if it shall become ne- 
cessary to register any ship or vessel de uoro, and any share or shares 
of such ship or vessel shall have been sold since she was lust register- 
ed, and the transfer of such share or shares shall not have been 
rcoordod and indorsed in manner herein-befure directed, the bill of 
Side thereof shall be proiluced to the collector and controller of His 
Majesty’s cu'itonis, who arc to make registry of such ship or vessel, 
otherwise such sale shall not be noticed in such registry tie noco, 
eveept as hereinafter excepted : provided always, that upon the 
future product ion of such bill of sale, and of the existing certificate 
of registry, aucli transfer shall uud may be recorded and indorsed as 
well after such repristry de naco ns before. 

XXXIX. Ann be it further enacted, that if upon any change of 
property in any ship or vessel, the owner or owners shall desire to 
hare the same register de novo, although not required by this act, 
and the owner or proper number of owners slinll attend at the cus- 
tom house at the port to which such ship or vessel belongs for llml 
purpose, it shall be lawful fur the collector and controller of His 
Majesty’s customs at such port, to make registry de novo of such ship 
or vessel at the same port, and to grant a ceriificate thereof, the 
several requisites lierein-hefore in this act mculiunud and directed, 
beiiis first duly observed and complied wilh.^ 

XL. And whereas greot inconvenience hmh arisen from the re- 
gistering officers being served with subpeenos, requiring them to 
bring with them and produce, on trials in courts of law, relative to 
the ownery of vessels, or otherwise, the oaths or declarations required 
to be taken by the owners thereof prior to the registering thereof: 
and the books of registry, or cojnes, or extracts therefrom : and 
whereas it would tend to the dispatch of business if the atten- 
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dance of such registering officers with the same upon such trials were 
dispensed with ; be it therefore enacted, that the collector and coii« 
troller of his Majesty’s customs, at any port or place, and the person 
or persons acting for them respectively, shall, upon every reasonable 
request, by any person or persons wlioiiisoever, produce and exhibit, 
for his, her, or their inspection and examination, any oath or declara- 
tion, sworn or made by any such owner or owners, proprietor or 
proprietors, and also any register or entry in any book, or books or 
registry required by lint act to be made or kept relative to any ship 
or vessel, and shall, upon everv reasunabl e request by any person or 
persons whomsover, permit her, or them, to take a copy or 
copies, or an extract or extracts thereof respectively ; and that the 
copy and copies of any such oath or declaration, register or entry, 
shall, upon being proved to be a true copy or copies thereof respec- 
tively, be allowed and received as evidence upon every trial at law, 
without the production of the original or orginals, and without the 
testimony or atteuduce or any collector or controller, or other 
person or persons acting fur them respectively, in all cases, as fully 
and to nil intents and purposes as such original or originals, if pro- 
duced by any collector or collectors, controller or coiitrollere, or 
other person or ^icrsous acting for them, could or might legally be 
admitted or reccii ed iu evidence. 
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XLl. And be it further enacted, that if the ship or resael, or the 
share or shares of anT owner thereof, who may be out of the kingdom, 
shall be sold in his absence by his knows aMnt or correspondent, 
under his direedons, either expressed or implimt, and acting for his 
interests in that behalf, and such ageut or correspondent, who ahaU 
hare executed a bill of sale to the purchaser of the whole of such 
ship^ or vessel, or of any ahare or shares thereof, shall not have 
received a legal power to execute the same, it shall be lawful for tbe 
commisiioners of his Majesty’s customs, upon application made to 
them, and proof to their satisfaction of the fair dealings of the parties, 
to permit such transfer to be registered, if registry de novo bo iieces- 
Bai 7 , or to be recorded and indorsed, as tbe case may be, in manner 
directed by this act, as if such legal power had been produced ; and 
also if it shall hap]^n that any bUI of sale cannot be produced, or if, 
by reason of distance of time, or the absence or death of parties con- 
cerned, it cannot be proved that a bill of sale for any share or share, 
in any ahip or vessel bad been executed, and registry dir nooo of 
such ship or VMseishalilia'e become necessary, it shall be lawful 
for^ the commissioners of his Majesty’s customs upon proof to their 
satisfaction, of the fair dealings of the parties, to permit such ship 
or vessel to be registered de novo, in like manner as if a bill of sale 
for the transfer of such share or shares had been produced : provid- 
ed^ always, that in any of the cases herein mentioned good and suf- 
ficient security shall be given to produce a legal power or bill of sale 
within a reasimable time, or to abide the future claims of the absent 
owner, his heirs and successors, as the case may be ; and at the fu- 
ture request of the party whose property has been so transferred, 
without the production of a bill or sale from him or from his lawful 
attorney, such bond ahall be available for the protection of his interest, 
in addition to any powers or rights whicli he may have in law or 
equity against the snip or vessel, or against the parties concerned^ 
until he ^all have received full indemnity for any loss or injury sus- 
tained by him. 

XLII. And be it farther enacted, that when any transfer of any 
ship or vessel, or of any share or shares thereof, shall be made 
only as a seenrity for the payment of a debt or debt^ either by way 
of mortgage, or of assignment to a trustee or trustees, for the pur- 
pose of selling the same for the payment of any debt or debts, then 
and in every such ca^ the collector and controller of the port 
where the snip or vessel is registered shall, in the entry in the 
book of registry, and also in the indorsement on the certificate 
of registry, in manner herein-before directed, state and express 
that such transfer was made only as a security for the payment 
of debt or debts, or by way of mortgage, or to that efiect; and 
the person or persons ’to whom such transfer shall be made, or any 
ether person or persons claiming under him or them a mortgage or 
mortgages, or a trustee or trustees enly, shall not, by reason thereof, 
bo deemed to bo the owner or owners of such ship or vessel, share or 
shares thereof nor shall the person or persons making suoh'transfer be 
deemed, by reason tliereof, to have ceased to be an owner or owners of 
•uch ship or vessel, any more than if no such transfer hod been made^ 
except so far as may be necessary for the pui^e of rendering the ship 
or vessel, share or shares so transferred available, by sale or otherwise, 
for the payment of the debtor debts for securing the payment of which 
such transfer shall have been made. 

XLl 11. And be it further enacted, that when any transfer of any 
ship or vessel, or any share or shares thereof, shall have been moM 
as a aecurtty for the payment of any debt or debts, either by way of 
mortgage or of assignment as aforesaid, and such transfer shall have 
been diuy registered according to the provision of this act, the right 
or interest m the mortgsM or other assignee as aforesaid, ahall not 
be in any manner ofifectM by any act or acts of bankniptcy, commit- 
ted by such mortgager or assigner, mortgagers or assigners, after the 
time when such moi^age or as8i(mment shall have been so registered 
as aforesaid, notwithstanding sndi mortgager or aisigner, mortgagers 
or assigners, at the lime he or they shaliso become bankrupt os afore- 
said. snail have in his or their possession, order, and disposition, and 
shall be the reputed owner or owners of the said ship or vcssol, or the 
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•hare or shares thereof, so by him or them mortgaged or assigned as 
aforesaid, but that such mortgage or assignment shall take place uf 
and be preferred to any right, «aim, or interest which may belong to 
the assignee or assignees of such bankrupt or bankrupts in such snip 
or Teasel, share or ^ares thereof, any lawor statute to the contrary 
thereof notwithstanding. 

XLIV And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful 
for any Goternor, Liculeiiant-GoTeriior, or Commander*in-Chief of 
any of Mis Majesty’s colonies, plantations, islands, or territones,.and 
they are hereby respectively authorised and required, if any snk, in- 
formation, libel, or other prosecution or proceraing of aiiv nature or 
kind whatever, shall have been commenced or shall hereaner be com- 
menced in any court whatever, in any of the said colonics, plantations, 
islands or territories respectively, touching the force and effect of 
any register granted to any ship or vessel, upon a representation 
made to any such Governor, Licutenant-Ooi ernor or T’oinmand- 
er-in-Chief, to cause all proceedings therein to be stayed, if he 
shall see just cause so to do, until liis Majesty’s pleasure shall 
be known and certified to him by his Majesty, by and with the 
advice of his Majesty’s Privy Council ; ancf such Governor, Ideuten- 
ant-Governur, or Commnnder-in-Chief,is hereby required to transmit 
to one of His Majesty’s principal secretaries of state, to be laid before 
his Majesty in council, an aalhenlicated copy of the proceedings in 
every such case, together with his reasons for causing the same to be 
stayed, and such documents (properly verified) as he may judge ne- 
cessary for the information of his Majesty. 

XLv, And be it further enacted, that if any person or persons 
shall falsely' make declaration to any of the matters Herein-before re- 
quired to be verified by declarouon, or if any person or persons shall 
counterfeit, erase, alter, or falsify any certificate or other instrument 
in writing required or directed to be obtained, granted, or produced 
by this act, or shall knowingly or wilfully malie use of any certi-* 
ficute or other instrument so counterfeited, erased, altered, or falsi- 
fied, or shall wilfully grant such certificate or other instrument in 
wrilitig, knowing it to be false, such person or persons shall for every 
such offence, forfeit the sum of five hundred pounds. 

XLVI. And be it fUither enacted, that all the penalties snd for- 
feitures inflicted and incurred by this act, shall and may be sued for, 
prosecuted recovered, and disposed of in such manner, and by such 
ways, means, and methods, as any penalties or forfeitures inflicted, or 
whicn may be incurred for any offences committed against any law 
relating to the customs may now legally be sued for, prosecuted, reco- 
vcreil, and disposed of ; and that the officer or officers concerned in 
seizures or prosecutions under this Act, shall be entitled to and receive 
the same share of the produce arising from such seizures, as in the 
case of seizures for unlawful importation, and to such share of the 
produce arising from any pecuniary fine or penally for aii^ offence 
against this Act, as any officer or officers is or are now, by any law or 
regulation, entitled to upon prosecutions for pecuniary penalties. 

XLVII. And be it further enacted, that this act mar be altered, 
varied, or repealed by any act or acts to be passed in this session of 
Parliament. 


CHAP. LVI. 

An Act ftirther to regulate the Trade of Ships built and 
trading within the Limita of the Swt India Companv’s 
Charter. 

• [7fA jiugust, 1840 ] 

WmaSAS by an Act passed in the flfty-flflh yesr of the reign of 
His late Majesty King OtorM the Third, intituled An Act to makt 
fwrihtr Regulniiotlt for the Regutrjf of hnUi in India, it was 
enacted, that nothing in that of in the therein -reel ted Acts or in any 
other Act contained should subject any ship or vessel built or to be 
built within the limits of the ( barter of the Kast India Company, 
which should not be of the bnrlhen of three hundred and fifty tons, 
or any ship or vessel built within the limits of the Charter of the 
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Riiid Company, then the property of any of His said Mnjcsh ’s sub- 
jei ts tviihiii the limits aforesaid, and employed in trade as theretofore, 
solely within the said limits, including the Cfi/fe of Good Uope^ or 
any sliiu or vessel which then was, or at any time liefore the first 
day of janoary in the year one liioutand eiglit hundred and sixteen, 
should be building within the limits aforesaid, on account of any of 
His said Mujesty’s subjects within the suid limits, and bhuuld be 
employed in trade solely iwithin the said limits, including the Cape 
of Cfood Hope, to any penalty, forfeiture, disability, or iin pediment, 
W reason of su''h ship or vessel not being registered, and not being 
pritith-hnih, or to affect the property or any transfer of property 
ill any such ship or vessel ns nfure^Rid wdiich shoiiiil not be register- 
cd And whereas by tin Act passed in the fourteenth year of His lute 
Majesty King Gcoryp the Fourth, iniitled an Jict for the rcyister^ 
ing of vessels, and by another Act passed in the same session, in- 
tituted t.n Aet to ronsuli.late, nnA amend the screml laws now in force 
trifh respect to trade fnnn and to places within the limits of the 
Charter of the East India Company and to nuike further provisions 
with respect to suth trade. ; and to amend on Act oj the present session of 
Parliatnent, for the registry of vessels, so far os it relates to vessels 
registered in India, the sanl recited act uf the fifty-fifth year of King 
George the Third was repealed : And whereas by an Act passed in 
the session held in the third and fourth years of the reign of King 
Willunn the Fourth, intituled an Ae,t to regulate the trade of the 
Ilritish possessions tthroad, it was among other things enacted, that all 
sliips built at any places within the limits of the East India t'oin- 
pRii} *N Charter prior to the first of January one thousand eight 
hundred and sixteen, and whieh then w’cre aiid had coiiiiiuied ever 
since to bo solely the property af Ills Majesty’s subjects, should be 
deemed to be jdnVfs/i ships for all the purposes of trade within the 
said limits, including the Cu/>e o/* Good Hope: And whereas, under 
'and by virtue of an Act passed in the same session, intituh>d on 
Act fur the registering of Brilisli vessels, ships or vessels built in 
any ports in the territories under the (invcrnmcni of the said Com- 
pany, being owed by British subjects, and being registered in man- 
ner therein provideii for, are entitled to all the privileges and advan- 
tages of a TlriVfsA registered ship ; but it is expedient furl her to re- 
gulate the trade of ^lips built and trading witliin the limits of llio 
East India Company’s Charier, including the Cape of Good Hope 
Slid the territories and dependencies thereof, and in the nieanlimc to 
restore to the ships nr vessels BO described as aforesaid in the said 
recited Act of the fifty-fifth year of King Giorge the I'hird the 
enjoy ineiil of the privileges to which they were liieicby eiititlod ; 
and It is fit that indemnity should he afforded in respect of the 
yonsequenccs of the repeal of such privileges by Ac said. Arts of 
the fourth year of king Georv/e the Fourth, or cither of them: Be 
it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the I^rds Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Fsrliament assembled,* and by the 
authority of the same, that in the meantime and until such decl^ 
ration by proclamation shall be made by the Governor General in 
Council as hereitjaftcr is authorised, as well all ships mentioned^ in 
the said enactment contained in the said firat-reej^teti Act of King 
William the Fourth, os aUo all other ships or vessels so os aforesaid 
described in the said Act of the fifty-fifth sear of the lleign of 
King George the Third, shall have and enjoy the same privileges as 
were thereby given to such ships or vessels. 

II. And be it enacted, that for all purpose of indemnity and 
discharge from all .actions, suits, prosecutions, peualties, forfeiture, 
disabilities, or iiupedinieuts, and for oil purposes of confirming affd 
giving validity to all sales, assignments, hiortgngcs, contracts, en- 
gagements, bonds, policies of assurance, gifts, bequests, rights, tUlcH, 
interests, matters, and tlunp whatsoever, which but for the said 
lecited repeal of the said privileges would have been valid and efiec- 
tual III law, and for all other beneficial purposes whatever, tliis Act 
shall have the same fuico and effect as if the said Act of the flfty- 
firtli year of the reign of King George the Third had never been 
repealed.

RcguliiiionH whioli the said Governor General in Coiiiiril is now by 
law empowered to make. 

IV. Aiie whereas it may be expedient to admit to similar privile- 

ges and udviiiitiiges ail} ships or vessels belonging to native Princes or 
states in subordinate alliance with or having subsidiary treaties with 
the Engt India Company, or owned hy suHects of any such prinres 
or slates j be it therefore enacted, that the Governor General of India 
in Connell may by such Regulations ns aforesaid, such Hegulatiuns 
being subject us aforesaid, admit to the privileges and advantages of

built in purrs wiiliiii the limits aforesaid, owneil by Native Princes 
or states in siibor^iatc alliance with or baying subsidiary treaties

debts of their deceased owners.

Whereas some doubt has arisen whether, and to what extent, the 
real estates of British sulijects and others, (not being Mahomedans 
or Gentoos) situate wiiliin, or being under the jurisdirtion of his 
Afaiesty *8 Supreme Courts of Judicature iu India, are liable, as assets 
in the hands of Executors and Administrators, to the payment of the 
debts of their deceased owners, and whereas it is expedient that such 
doubts should be removed, be it therefore, and it is hereby declared 
and enacted, l^y the King's most excellent Majesty, by and with^ the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual ond Temporal, ond Com- 
mons, in the present Parliament assembled, ond by the authority of 
the same, that whenever any British subject shalhdie possessed of or 
entitled to any estate, in houses, lauds, or hereditaments, situate 
within, or being under the general ci\ii jurisdiction of his Majesty's 
Supreme Courts of jndicoturo ot Port William in Bengal, Fort Saint 
George and Bombay, respectively, or whenever any person (not be- 
ing a Mahomedan or Gentoo) shall die possessed of or entitled to any 
such real estates, situate within the local limits of the civil jurisdic- 
tion of the samo Courts, respectively, such real estate of such British 
subjects, or other persons, as aforesaid, (not being a Mahomedan or 
Gentoo,) is and shall be deemed assets in the hand of his or her 
Executor or Administfator, for the payment of his or her debts, whe- 
ther by speciality or simple contract, in the ordinary course of ad- 
ministration. 

II. And it is futlier declared and enacted, that it is and shall bo 
lawful for such Executor or Aduiiuislrutor of such British subject or 
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other perf on, #8 aforesuid, (not beiiif( a Madomedan or Gei*too,) to 
sell and diHpose of auch real estates, for the payment of such debts 
as aforesaid, and to coiiToy and assure the same estate to a purchaser, 
in as full and eflhctiial a inaiiiier in law as the Testator or Intestate of 
such Executor or Administrator could or might have doue in his life 
time. 

III. And it is further declared and enacted, that in any suit or 
action to be commenced and prosecuted in any of the said Courts, 
respectively, against such Executor or Administrator, as •aforesaid, 
for the recovery of any debt or demand due and owing by such 
Testator or Intestate, in this life-time, and at the time of nis death, 
such Executor or Administrator shall and may be charged with the 
full amount in value of such real estate, as atoresaid, uot exceeding 
the actual net proceeds of such estate, when sold by the Sheriff, os 
assets in the nands of such Executor or Administrator to be admin- 
istcied. 

I V. And it is further declared and enacted, that in any such suit 
or action against such Executor or Admiuihtrutor, as afore^uid, it is 
and shall be lawfitl fur the said Courts, respectively, to award and 
issue such writs of sequestration and execution against such houses, 
lands, and real effects of such 'I'estalor or Inteslate, in the hands of 
such Executor or Administrator, as uforesaid, ana to cause the same 
to be seized, sequestered and sold, or possession thereof delivcrcil 
under such writs, respectively, in the same manner as such Courts 
could Qud might have dune in the life time of such Testator or lute- 
stutc, as aforesaid.

local jurisdioton of such Courts, respectively as aforesaid, hereto- 
fore nnide and executed by Executors and Administrators of such de- 
ceased British subjects, and other persons as aforesaid, aro hereby 
confirmed, and shall be tieemed, held, and taken to be of the same 
force, validity, and eftect in law, as if the same had been made and 
exec uted by such deceased persons in their life time. 

VI. Provided, nevertheless, audit is hereby declared and enacted, 
but neither this act^ nor any thing herein contained, shall be con- 
strued to operate as, or have the efiect of changing or altering the 
legal quality, nature, or tenure of any lands, houses, estates, rights, 
iiiten'sts, or any other subject of property whatsoever, or of making

Courts for the relief of iii<tultciit clebtors shall also have the power 
of Bniiig in summary way, or of committing to the common gaol, 
all persons guilty of contempt of Court, and of Hiicing in a summa- 
ry way and of removing any ol their officers who shall be gnil^ of 
negligence or niiacouduct ; hut the said Courts for the ridicf of in- 
solvent debtors shall not have the power of awarding costs against 
any person, except in cases in which il is expressly permitted by this 
act or in which it shall he expressly pennilted hy some rule which 
shall be made by the said 2r'iipreme Coiiria respectively, fur the piii- 
po4e and in the manner hereafter stated : Provided always, that the 
said Courts for the relief of insolvent debtors shall not sumnion or 
exaiiiiiicany native of the East Indira, otherwise than by commis- 
sion, in any case in which such stiinmoriiiig or examination shall 
appear tu itie said Court to be repugnant to the customs and usages of 
the country. 

II. And be it further enacted, chat a Court fur the relief of 
insolvent debtors shall be hulden once a month, at least, throughout 
the year, and ollerier if need be, in Calcutta, and ns oHeii as may be 
found necessary within the towns of Madras and Bombog, by any

ly, end no other persons shall practise as advocates or aitomiim in the 
said Courts for the relief of insolvent debtors ; and the sold Supreme 
Courts of Judicoture respectively, shall have power from time to 
time to establish rules or regulate the proceedings of the Courts for 
the relief of insolvent debtors to be holdcn within Uieir respective 
jurisdiction, and ospecialW to prescribe in what manner notice shall 
be given (o the creditors of parties applying for relief under this act, 
ana in what cases besides those mentioned in this act, costs may be 
awarded ; and shall prepare and cause to be sealed with their res- 
pective seals, a sufficient and proper list of fees to be charged and 
rcceiveil by the uffil'ers of the Courts for the relief of insolvent debt- 
ors, and shall ceftify under their respective seals, and transmit to the 
President of the Boaril of Commissioners for the affairs of India, 
copies of auch rules and lists of fees, to be laid before his Majesty 
for his royal approbation, corri’cliori or revisiuii, and other copies of 
the same ahail at all times be fixed in conspicuous places in the Court 
for the relief of In.solvent debtors ; and no other tee or gratuity shall 
be icceived or taken hy any officers or attorney of such lost meiitiu.ied 
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Courts on any pretence whatsoever, except such as shall be specificl 
in such Usis. 

in. And be it further enacted, that any person who shall be 
interested in any petition for relief which shall be presented by 
any insolvent person to any of the said Courts for the relief of in- 
Bolvent debtors, or in any petition which shall be presented ajiptiust 
any trader to any of the said t'ourts, paying an adjudication of in- 
solvency ns hereinafter mentioned, or in any proceeding of any of 
the ssid Courts respecting any such petition, upon depositing, with 
the nroper officer of the Coiir^ a sum of money, of which the amount 
shnil be fixed by the Court, may require that the whole of the evi. 
denco relnting to any pro<‘eeding in which ho has an intcrost muy 
be taken do^vii in wiiiiug hy a sworn officer of the Court, and the 
same shiiU be done occordingly ; oiid in case the party, who shiill 
have so required such evidence to be taken down in w'riting shall not,

Company’s paper for the reimbursement of the uaiik, rendering to Pal- 
mer uiid Co. any surplus.' 

Uefiin* default was made in repayment of the loan. Palmer and Co.

it shall deem fit so to do, to order all persons'whose act or consent is

After the close of the second ;re«r; when the eelery of oiBce 
censesi civil servants who may obtain an extension of leave, will draw 
the Bubiistanco allowance of their rank only, but no such servaot, 
absent on leave, on account of sickness, shall draw a less allowance ae 
a civil servant, out of employ, than that of a junior merchant, Tia.,8n 
Rs. 324 per mensem, 

3. The maximum period for which any civil seivant shall be allow- 
ed to draw the salary of office, or any part thereof, is two years from 
the date of embarkation, and the office of servants who may not 
return within that period, will be vacant and liable to be fillM by 
fresh appointments. Civil scrvMts who may so overstay the perioU 
of two years, provided th^ obtain an extension of leave, and account 
to tlie satisfaction of the Government to which they are attached, for 
the delay of tlieir return, shall, as above provided, receive the sub- 
sistence allowance of a servant of their rank, subject to the exception 
above-specified in favor of junior servants ; but if they continue absent 
in disobedience of an order to return, or without aufficient cause 
shown, that ullowanco also will be forfeited. ^ 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave, ^ on accent of sickness duly 
eertifi 'd, if they proceed to England without retiiniing to their presi- 
dency, may, as heretofore, ap^y to be admitted to rurloufh by the 
Honorable the Court of Directors, and the furlough will, in such 
cases, lake effect from the date of leaving their presidency, consequent- 
ly the allowances of office that may have l^ii drawn by thamselvea 
or their agents, after their departure, must, in that case, be re-adjusl- 
cd, and the difference refunded. 

5. Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of 
the act above referred to, and to draw their allowances while absent 
on account of sickness under the above rules, will be required to giro 
security in such amount as may he required by the Government for 
the re-fund of any excesa that niay^ be drawn, either by agents at 
the presidency or by themselves, in case of their proceeding to 
Europe on furlough, or otherwise coming under retrenchment. 

C. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has 
been obsent beyond sea for two years, until three years after the date 
of return from sen ; but if a Civil Servant is compelled by sickness to 
proceed to sea again within this period, after having been absent less 
than two years, no will be allowed to complete that periotl, drawing 
the proportion of salary allowed for the remaining time, as if the 
leave had been continuous. 

MILITARY officers HOLDIKQ CITIL SITUATIONS. 

7. Military officers employed in the civil departments and draw- 
ing a civil allowance, are entitled, in common with officers holding 
staff situations in the military department, to draw the military pay 
and allowances of their rank while absent at sea, on leave under me- 
dical certificate, and likewise one half of the difference between such 
allowances and the civil or staff pay of the offices to which they stand 
appointed. 

9. The above allowances are to be drawn fo^ a total period not 
exreeding two years from the date when the vessel in v^ich such 
officers embark miy leava the presidency or other port of departure ; 
and the civil situation held by any offioer who shall uot reUuru withiu 
that period, shall bw cunsidered vacant. 

9. The rnles for furnishing medical certificates and for re^ilatiiig 
the forms and manqer of drawing military allowances during ab- 
sence on IcaVe, have been laid dvwa in General Orders ,in the Mili- 
tary Department. 

to. The Civil Auditor will pais the bills of officers on leave beyond 
sea, under medical eertiffeate, for the portion of their civil salary 
which they are permitted to draw by those rules, in like manner, 
as is provided forCivil Servants prueecding to sea on medioal ccrli- 
fleata. But it ia harrty providsd, ihu civil allowances shall not he 
drawn by a military etteer nndw ^ia.rule, after the date of depar- 
ture beyond sea, unles* aaearity thali have been pnavioualy given in 
such amount as may be fixed by Government. 

BCObBSIASTlOAL DBPARTlfBNT. 

1 1 . Chaplakii proceeding to anV place beyond sea for the bene- 
fit of their liealtb, under the rales prescribed for officers of the 
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Ecclesiastical department, shall, in respect to the proportion of al- 
lowances to be drawn during the period of absence, as also in respect to 
the conditions and period tor which such allowances arc to be drawn, 
and likewise in respect to the allowances to he drawn in case of their 
not returning within two Tears, be subject to the same precise rules 
as Civil Serrouta proceeding to any place beyond sea on sick leave. 

Fitxyrs. 

12. The following rules have been established for members of the 
Pilot Service, under the sanctiou of the Honorable Court of Di- 
jectors : — 

IS, Members of the pilot service, whose state of health may re- 
quire a \oyaec to sea or who may on that account desire to leave the 
presidency, ^lall submit application for the same through the Mas- 
ter Attendant to the Marine Board, forwarding with the application 
a certiliente from the Marine Surgeon, or Assistant Surgeon ; the 
Marine Board may grant leave for any period not exceeding three 
months, and the parly availing hiinsdTf of it, ma^ draw, while ab- 
sent on such leave, nis entire pay and^Howanoes without deduction. 
If the leave solicited exceed the period of three months, the medi- 
cal certificate must^ be countersigned by a Member of the Medical 
Board, and the sanction of Government will be required to enable 
the Pilot to proceed to the Capo or elsewhere, iiriaer the following^ 
rules : — 

14. Branch pilots, Master Pilots, Mates and Volunteers, com-

or of over-receipt by agents. 

18. Any member of the Pilot service who shall be absent beyond 
sea for a period exceeding two years, shall from the date of the ex- 
piration of the two years, be considered os suspended from the ser- 
vice. It will remain to be decided upon his return at any subseonent 
date, whether he shall be restored or not, accordingly as* he shall be 
able to satisfy tho Marine Board and Government, that he used all 

\ possible exertions to return within the time fixed, hut failed to do so 

'' from causes beyond his control. 

\ 10. Under the anthority of the provisions contained in the 

latter part of clause 1, Act 1 Victoria, cap. 47, it is further 
provided, in respect to all the above classes of officers, that if 
they embark with tho permission of Government, at any other pre- 
sidency than their own, or at any other plate or port in India, pro- 
vided, that it be not more distant from their station than the porta of 
their own presidency, the date for the commencement of the opera- 
tion of the above rules for sick leave beyond sea, shall be that of 
actual embarkation at such place or port, and not that of leaving the 
frontier of their own respective presidency, and the same privilege in 
respect to the date of leaving India, will to granted to officers of the 
several services referred to embarking at other presidencies or places 
in India, not more distant from their station than the ports or tbeir 
own presidency, with the leave of Government previonsly obtained 
for the purpose of proceeding to Europe on furlough, or of retiring 
from the service altogether. 

20. In the above rules no provision is made for the case of ser- 
vants of the classes mentioned resigning the service after leaving 
their presidency with the permission of the Government in conse- 
quence of cickness. llic case of such persons has been considered 
by the President in Council, to require a new rule, which, under the 
terms of the act, requires to be submitted for the confirmation of the 
Ilon'ble the Court of Directors, before it can take effect. It is ac- 
cordirij^ly declared, that the security to be given by servants as the 
condition of the drawing allowances while absent from their presi- 
dency, must provide for the case of such retirement,and the servants 
must bind themselves to rc-fund to whole of the allowances so 
drawn, in case oftheir resignation and departure for Europe, with- 
out previous return to I heir presidency, provided, that the new rules 
to be established, should requitg such re-fuod. 


PACKET POSTAGE. 


6 & 7 GULIELMI CAP. IV. LXXVT. 

An Act to impose rates of packet postage on East India 
letters, and to amend certain Acts relating to tlie Post 
Office..

WiisAEAS it is expedient to extend the power vested in flerMajes- 
ty*8 Postinnsler General of reducing oerUin rales of postage by an 
Act passed in the present Session of Parliament, bo it therefore eii- 
acted by the Quectrs niosl exccdleut Miyeaty, by ami with the advice 
and consent of the Lords, Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in 
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this present Parliament assembled, and b]r tbe authority of the same, 
that the Pustinaitcr-General may at any lime, with the consent of tho 
Lords of the Treasury, reduce all or any of the rates of postage on 
colonial and inland letters, and any other British postage, to such ex- 
tent as tho Lords of tlte Treasury shall from time to time direct. 

II. And whereas arranmmeiiis may be made, between her Majes- 
ty 'sPostmosler-General and the East India Company, fur establishing 
a post communication by packets boats between Suez or Bussoru, or 
jsome other convenient port of the lied Sea or the Persian Gulf, and 
,ihe East Indies, be it therefore enacted, that from and after suelicom- 
jnunication shall have been established, there shall be charged and 
paid for letters transmitted by such packet boats, between any such 
port and any port in the East Indies (letiers transmitted by her Ma» 
jesty’s Mediterranean packet boats tu or from the Unitod Kingdom 
only excepted) the following rates of postage : (that is to say,) fur 
every single letter ono shilling, for every double letter, two shill- 
ings ; for t very treble letter, three shillings ; and for c\ery letter 
of one ounce weight, whether it be single or double or treble letter, 
four shillings; and for every quarter of on ounce beyond that 
weight, the a<lditional postage of a single letter ; which rates the 
Postmaster-General may, with the consent of the J^rds of the 
Treasury, require to be paid on the letters being tendered or de- 
livered, in order to be forwarded between any such ports.

ACT NO. XI. OF 1835. 

Passed by the Honorable ike Governor General cf India m Council, on the 3d 
August, 1835. 

I. Pe it enacted, that from the fifteenth day of September IS3S, the four Regula- 
tions, hereinafter specified, be repealed.

3rd — A Rule, Ordinance, and Regulation for preventing the mischief arising from 
the printing and publishing Newspapers and PeriodicaJ aud other books and papers 
by persons unknown, passed by the Honorable the Governor in Council of Bombay, 
on the 2iid day of Morch, 162.'^, and registered in the Honorable the Supreme Court 
of Judicature nt Koinbay, under date the lllh of May, l82.'». 

4ih— A Rogulaiion fur roatriciing the establisJimeiit of Printing-presses, and the 
circulation of printed books and papers, passed by the Governor of Bombay in Coun- 
cil, on the 1 at January, 1827. 

J. 1st— And be it enacted, that after the said Fifteenth day of September, 1835, 
no printed Periodical work whatever, containing public news or coimncnts on public 
nena, shall be published within the Territories of the East India Company, except in 
conformity with the rules hereinafter laid down. 

2nd. — ^'I'he Printer a*id the Ftiblisher of every srich Periodical work shall appear 
before the Mogistrate of the Jurisdiction within which such W'ork shall be published, 
and shall make and subscribe iu duplicate the following declaration : 

* I, A. B., declare, that 1 am the Printer (or Publisher, or Printer and Publisher) 
of the Periodical work entitled ■- and printed for, published, or printed and 

published at .* ^ And the last blank in this form or ileclaration, shall bo filled 

up with a true and precise account of the premises where the printing or publieation 
is conducted. 

3nl —As often as the place of printing or publication is charged, a new declaration 
•hall be necessary. 

^ 4th.-~.As often as the Printer or the Pablisher, who shall have made such declara- 
tion as is aforesaid, shell leave the Territories of the East India Company, a new 
declaration from a Printer or Publisher, resident within the said Terriloiies, shall be 
necessary. 

111. And 1)0 it enacted, that whoever shall print or publish any such Periodical 
work, as is herciiibofore described, without conforming io the rules hereinbefore laid 
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dcnTn, or whoever shall print or publish, or shall caitse to be printed or published any 
■ueh Periodical work, knowing that the said rules have not been ohservea with respect 
to that work, shall, on conviction, be punished with fine to an amount not eaceeuing 
Five 'iiiousand Rupees, and imprisonment for a term not excecdinng two years. 

IV. And be it en^ted, that each of the two originals of cverj^ declaration so made 
and subscribed, _ as is aforesaid, shall be authenticated bv the Signature and Official 
Seal of the Magistrate before whom the said declaration shall have been made, and 
one of the said originals shall be deposited among the records of the office of the ma- 

g 'lstrate, and tho other originals shall be deposited among the records of the Supreme 
oiirt of Judicature, or other King’s Court within the jurisdiction of which the said de- 
claration shall have been made. And the officer in charge of each original shall allow 
any person to inspect that original on pa;pment of a fee of One Riipeo, and shall give, 
to any person applying, a copy of the said declaration, attested by the Seal of the 
Court which has the custody of the original, on payment of a fee of Two Rupees. 

V. And bo it enacted, that in any legal proceeding whatever, as well Civil as 
Criminal, the production of a copy of such a declaration, as is aforesaid, attested by 
the Seal of some Court empowered bj this Act to have the custody of such declara- 
tions, shall be held (unless tho contrary proved) to be sufficient evidence, as against 
the person whose name shall be subscribed to such declaration, that th^nid person 
was Printer, or Publisher, or Printer and Publisher, (according ns the words of the 
said declaration may be) of every portion of every Periodical work whereof tho title 
shall correspond with the title of the Periodical work mentioned in the declaration. 

VI. Provided always that any person, who may have subscribed any such de- 
claration, as is aforesaid, and who may subsequently cease to be the Printer or Pub- 
lisher of the Periodical work mentioned in such declaration, may appear before any 
Magistrate, and make and subscribe in duplicate the following declaration : 

1, A. B., declare that I have ceased to be the Printer (or Publisher, or Printer and 

and Publisher), of the Periodial work entitled .* And each orignal of the 

latter declaration shall be authenticated by the Signature and Seal of the Magistrate 
before whom the said latter declaration thall have been made and one original of the 
said latter declaration shall be filed along with each original of the funner declaration : 
—and the Officer in charge of each original of the latter declaration, shall allow any 
person applying to inspect that original on payment of a fee of One Rupee, anrl shall 
give, to any person applying, a copy of the said latter declaration, attested by the Seal 
of the Court having custody of the original, on payment of a fee of Two Rupees 
and in all trials in which a copy, attested as is aforesaid, of the foniier declaration, 
•nail have been put in evidence, it shall be lawful to pul in evidence a copy, attested as 
is aforesaid, of the latter declaration : and the former declaration shall not be taken to 
he evidence that the declarant was, at a^ period subsequent to the date of tho latter 
declaration, Printer or Publisher of the Periodical work therein mentioned. 

VI 1. Ai^ be it enacted, that eve^ bwk or paper printed after the said Fifteenth 
day of September 183.5, within tho Territories of the East India Company, shall have 
printed legibly on it, the name of the Printer and of the Publisher, and the place of 
printing and of publication ; and whoever shall print or publish any book or p»er 
otherwise than in conformity with this rule, shall, on conviction, be punished by fine, 
to an amount not exceeding Five Thousand Rupees, aud by imprisonment fur a term 
not exceeding two years. 

VIII. Aud be it enacted, that after the said Fifteenth day of September 183.5, no 
person shall, within the Territories of the East India Company, keep in his possession 
any Press for the printing of books or papers, who shall not have made and subscribed 
the following declaration before the Magistrate of the jurisdiction wherein such Press 
Snsy ^ > snd whoever shall keep in his possession any such Press without making such 
a dwlaration, shall on conviction,. be punished by fine to an amount not oxceeding 
Five Thousand Rupees, and by imprisonment Ibr a terra not cxceedirrg two years,

blank shall be filled up with a true and precise deacripUoii of the premises where such 
Fkss may be. 

IX. And be it enacted, that any person wlio shall, in making any declaration under 
authority of this Act, knowingly affirm an untruth, shall, on conviction thereof, 
hc!^«nuibcd by fine to an amount not exceeding Five Thousand Rupees, and imprisou- 
term not ezoeeding two yekrs.

Be it enacted, that it shall henceforth he competent to the Governor of Borabi^ In

POWERS OF COMMANDANT OP STATION. 


ACT NO. IX. OP 1835. 

Tatstd by the Honorable the Governor Getieral of India in Couneilf on the 6tA 
July, IB35. 

T. Be it enacted, that it shall be competent to the Governor of Bengal, whensoever 
he shall deem it expedient to vest the duty of ^Superintending Salt Chokees in Officers 
lint being Covenanted Civil Servants, to limit the powers to be exercised by them iu 
such manner as he may be )ileased to direct. 

II. When the Governor of Bengal shall appoint Superintending Officers of Cho* 
kces without the powers of adjudication in respect to cases of alleged violation of the 
laws for the protection of the Salt Revenue which arc declared to be vested in such 
Officers by Sections 46 — 109, anil other provisions of Regulation X. 1819 of the Ben- 
gal Code, it shall be competent to the Governor of Bengal to invest with those powers, 
any Judicial or Revenue Officer of the Goveriinient, giving notice thereof in the Go- 
vernment Gazette, and every officer so invested with the said powers, shall exercise 
the said powers in all respects as prescribed in Regulation X. 1819 of the Bengal 
Code, for Salt Agents and Superintending Officers of Chokees. 

III. Nothing in this Act containea shall be construed to affect or interfere with 
the powers vested by the said Regulation, or by any other Regulation of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, in Superintending Officers or Chokees being Covenanted Civil Ser- 
vants. 

IV. First, — In modification of the Rule contained in Section 80, Regulation X. 
1819 of the Bengal Code, the following scale of rewords is established for offleors and 
others making seizures of Salt. 

Second.— Upon the adjudicaion of a forfeiture of Salt, provided the parties con- 
cerned in the attempt to evade or violate the law, be likewise convicted, the Officers of 
the Suit Department under the grades of Agent and Superintendent, if they have made 
the seizure upon Information laid, or under orders of ttieir Superiors, shall be entitled 
to a reward at the rate of 8 annas per mound of Merchantable Salt so adjudged to be 
forfeited. If the porties concerned be not discovered and convicted, the reward to the 
Salt Officers shall be only at the rate of 8 annas per mound. 

Tliird. — If Salt be seized by any Subordinate Officers of Government possessing 
authority to make seizures without information from others or orders from tneir Supe- 
rior, the reward shall be at the rate of one rupee per mound if the offenders convicted, 
and 8 onnas if no offenders be convicted. 

Fourth. — Informers, whether Officers of Government or not, shall, on the adjudica- 
tion of Salt to forfeiture that may have been seized on their information, receive 8 
annas per mound if the offeuders be convicted, and 5 annas if there bo no conviction. 


JURISDICTION OF COMPANY’S COURT. 


ACT No. of XI. 1838. 

Passed by the Hiyht Hon*ble the Governor General of India m Council, on the I9th 
May, 1830. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the first day of June, 1836, the f 07th Clause of 
an Act of Parliament, passed in (^>e 63d year of King George the 3d, and intituled * An 
Act for continuing in the East India Company for a further term the possession of the 
British Territories in India, together with certain exclusive privileges fur establish- 
ing further Regulations for the Government of the said Territories, and the better ad- 
ministration of justice within the same, end for regulating the trade to and from the 
places within the limits of the said Company’s Charier,* shall cease to have effect 
within the territories of the East India Company. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that from tne said day, and within the said Terri- 
tories, no person whatever shall, by reason of place of birth, or by reason of descent, 
be ill any civil proceeding whatever, exceplea from the jurisdiction of any of the 
Courts hereiiianer mentioned that is to say— 

The Courts of Sadder Dewanny Adawlut— of the Zillah and City Judges— of the 
Principal Sudder Ameens— and of the Sndder Aineeus, iu the Temtoriet lubject to 
the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal. 
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The Court of S udder Adawlut—lbc ProriBcial Courls— the Courts of the Zillah 
Judges—of the AsMiNtunt Judges— of the Registers, and of the Native Judges in the 
Territories subject to the Presidency of Fort St. George. 

'ihe Courts ofSuddcr Adawlut— of the Zillah Judges— of the Native Judges— and 
of the Principal and Junior Native Commissioners in the Territories subject to the 
Frcsidcucy ui' oomboy* 


ACT. No. 111. OF 1839. 

Passed by ike Hon^hle the President of tiu Council of India in Council, on the' 18/A 
February, 1839, 

I. It is hereby enacted and declared, that within the British Territories under 
the Government of the East India Company, no person whatever is or shall be, by 
reason of place of birth, or by reason of descent, in any proceeding whatever con- 
nected with arrears or exactions of rent, excepted fi om the jurisdiction of the Itevenue 
Courts, any thing in Act No. XI. of 1836 contained notwithstanding. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that no such proceeding which may have been 
instituted before the possing of this Act in ony such Court, and no decree which 
may have been passed before the passing of this Act in any such proceeding by 
any such Court, snail be treated as invalid by reason of the place of birth, or by 
reason of iho descent of any part to such proceeding or to such decree. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that within the said Territories no person what- 
ever, shall, by reason of place of birth, or by reason of descent, iu any ci\il pro- 
ceeding whatever connected with arrears or exactions of rent excepted from thv 
jurisdiction of the Couits of the Mooiisiff. 


CREATION OF ZILLAHS. 


ACT No. XXI OF 1836. 

Passed by the Right Bon'ble Qovermr General of India in Council, on the 10/ A 
September, 1836, 

It is hereby enacted, thot from the 1st day of October 1836, it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Council, by an Order in Council, to create new Zilluhs in 
any Mrl of the Presidency of Fort WilUam iu Bengal, and to alter the limits of cxis- 
iogZillalis. 


THUGS. 


ACT No. XXX. OF 1838. 

Passed by the Right Bon* lie the Governor General (f Lidia in Council, on the 14/ A 
November, 1836. 

I. U is hcr'hy enacted, Ih^t whoever shall be proved to bayo belonged, either be- 
fore or after the passing of this Act, to any gang of Thugs, cither within or without 
the Territories of the East India Company, shall be punished with imprisonmeut for 
life with hard labour. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that every person accused of tho ofTcnce made pn« 
nishnble, by this Act, may be tried'by any Court which would have be^'U compeiitent to 
try him if hi.s offence had been committed within the Zillnh where that Court sits, any 
tiling to the conirary in any Regulation contained notwithstanding. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that no Court shall, on a trial of any person ae- 
rnsed of the offence made punishable by this Act, require any Futwa from any Law 
O^ccr. 


ACT No. XVIII. OF 1837. 

Passed by the Right Hon'ble the Governor General of India in Council, on tho 
•' 7/A August, 1837. 

. It is hereby enacted, that any person charged with murder by Thuggee, or with 
the ofience*tif having belonged to a gang of Thugs, made punishable by Act No. XXX. 
of 1836, muy be committed by any Magistrate or Joint Magistrate within tho Terri- 
tories of the East India Commpany, for trial before any Criminal Court, competeni 
to try such persons on such charge. 
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ACT No. IV. OF 1837, 

Pasitd hy the Right IIon*ble the Governor Getieral of India in Council, on the 
nth April, 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted that, after the 1st day of May next, it shall be lawful for 
any subject of Ills Majesty, to acquire and hold in perpetuity, or for any term of 
years, properly in land, or in any emoluments issuing out of laud, in any purl of 
the Territories of the East India Company. 

II. And it is hereby enacted that, all rules which prescribe the manner in which 
such property as is aforesaid may now be acquired and held by Natives of the said 
I'erritories, bhull extend to all persons who shall, under tho authority of this Act, 
ocquirc or hold such property. 


COMPETENCY OP WITNESSES. 

ACT No. XIX. OF 1837. 

Passed ly the Right IIon*Ue the Governor General of India in Council, on the 1th 
August, 1837. 

It is hereby enacted, that no person sholl, by reason of any conviction for any oflTenre 
wliiiturur, he incompetent to be a witness in any stage of any cause. Civil or Criminal, 
before any Court, lu the Territories of the East India Couipany, 


OATHS. 


ACT No. XXI. OP 1837, 

Passed by the Right Uon* Ole the Governor General of India in Council, on the i5lh 
September, 1837, 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the first day of October, 1837, it shall bo lawful 
for tile Governor in Council of any Presidency of which there is a Council, ond for 
the Governor of tiny Presidency of which there is no Council, to dispense uiih any 
Oath which by any Regulation of that Presidency or by any Act of the Governor 
General of (ntli a in Council is now renuirod-to be taken, and that it shall bo lawfiil 
for the Lieutenant Governor of the N> W. Provinces to dispense with any Oath 
which by any Regulation of any Act of the Governor (Jeucrulof India in Council now 
in lorcc witli those Provinces is now required to betoken. 

II. Provided always, that the dispensing power given by this Act shall not extend 
to any Oath not required by l.aw to be taken in any stage of any Judicial proceeding. 

III. And it is hereby eiiurted, that whenever any Oath is dispensed with under 
the authority given by this Act, tlie person who but for such dispcnsalioii would have 
been legally required to take such Oath shall, in the presence of the functionary by 
whom, but for such dispensation, such Oath would have been administered, make and 
suberibe a Declaration in writing to the same efluct with such Oath. 

IV. And it is hereby enocled, that whoever shall, in any Declaration mode and 
subscribed according to the Provisions of this Act, knowingly state any untruth, such 
that if that untruth had been stated on Oath, the person slating it would have been 
guilty of perjury, shall be punished with imprisonmeul for a term not exceeding one 
year, or nuc, or both. 


ACT NO. V. OF 1840. 

I. Whereas obstruction to justice, and other inconveniences have arisen in con- 
sequence of persons of the Hindoo or Mahometan persuasiun being compelled to 
swear by the water of the Ganges, or upon the Koran, or according to otlier forms 
which are repugnant to their consciences or feelings ; 

It is hereby enacted, that except as hweinafier provided, instead of ony oath or de- 
claration now authorized or required by law, every individual of the classes aforesaid 
within the Territories of the East India Company shall moke alBrmalion to the follow- 
ing effect ; — 

solemnly afilrm, in the presence of Almighty God, that vrhat I shall state shall 
be Iho truth, the irbole trutli, and nothing but the truth.* 
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II. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person making such affirmation as afore- 
said shall wilfully and falsely slate any matter or thing which if the same had been 
sworn before tlie passing of this Act would havo amounted to perjury, every such of- 
fender shall be subject in all Courts to the same punishment to which persons convicted 
of perjury, were subjert before the passing of this Act. 

III. ' And it is hereby enacted, that any person causing or procuring another to 
commit the offence detined in the second Section of this Act shall be subject in all 
C'ourtb to the same punishment to which persons convicted of subordination of perjury 
were subject before the passing of this Act. 

t IV. And it is hereby provided, that this Act shall not extend to any Declaration 
made under the authority of Act No. XXI. of 1837, nor to any Declaration or Affir- 
mation made iu any of Her Majesty’s Courts of Justice.

. ACT NO. XXIX. OF 1837. 


Pasted by iht IIon*lle iJie President of the Council of India in Council, on the 
20/ A A’oeember, 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the first day of December, 1837, it shall be law- 
ful for the Governor General of India in Council, by an (^rder in Council, to dispense 
either generally, or within such local limits us niny to him seem meet, with any provi- 
sion of any Regulation of the Ucngal Code, which enjoins the use of the Persian lan- 
guage in any Judicial proceeding or in any proceeding relating to the Hcvcuue, and to 
prescribe the Iniigunge and character to be used in such proceedings. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that from the said day it shall be lawful for the said 
Governor General of India in C'ouncil, by an order in Council, to delegate all or any 
of the powers given to himbv this Act, to any subordinate authority, under such res* 
trictions as inay to the said uoreriior General of India in Council seem meet. 


WILLS. 

ACT NO. XXV. OF 1838. 

Passed by the Ilon^ble the Presulent of the Council of Lidia in Council, on the 8/A 
October, 1838. 

T. It is hereby enacted, that the words and expressions hereinafter mentioned 
shall in this Act, except where the nature of the provision or the context of the Act 
shall exclude such construction, be interpreted as follows ; (that is to say,) the word 

* will* shall extend to a testament, and to a codicil, and to an appointment by will or 
by writing in this nature of a will iu exercise of a power, and also to a disposition by 
will and testament of devise of the custody and tuition of any child by virtue of an 
Act passed in the twelfth year of the reign of King Charles the Second, intituled 

* An Act for taking away the Court of Wards end liveries, and tenures iti ca^ite and 
by Knight’s service and purveyance, and for settling a revenue upon His Majesty iu 
lien thereof, or by virtue of an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in trie four- 
teenth and rifteenth jears of the reign of King Charles the Second, intituled * An Act 
fol taking away the Court of Wafds and liveries, and tenures m crr;si(sand by Knight’s 
service,* and to any other testaraentnrv disposition, and the words * real estate* shall 
extend to messuages, lands, rents and nercuilaments whether corporeal, incorporeal 
or personal, and to any undivided share thereof and to any estate, right or interest 
(other than a chattel interest) therein, and the words ' personal estate’ shall extend to 
Ifaselrold estates and other chattels real, and also to monies, shares of Government 
fiul other funds, securities for money (not being real estates) debts, choses in action, 
rights, credits, goods, and all other property whatsoever which by law devolves upon 
the executor or administrator, and to any share or interest therein ; and every word 
im{)orting the singular number only shall extend and be applied to several yersons or 
tilings as well as one person or thing, and every word importing the masculine gender 
only shall extend and be applied to a female as well as a male. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that an Act passed in the thirty-second year of the 
reign of Ring Henry tne Eighth, intituled * The Act of Wills, Wards, and primer 
seisins, whereby man may devise two parts of his land ;* and also an Act passed in 
the thirlv -fuurih and thirty -fifth years of the reign of the said King Henry the 
Eighth, intituled * The Bill concerning the explanation of Wills/ ana also an Act 
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passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the tenth year of the reign of King Charles the 
Firsti institued ' An Act how Lands, l^enements, &o. may be disposed by will or 
otherwise, and concerning wards and primer seisins ;* and also so much of an Act passed 
in the twenty*ninth year of the reijgn of King Charles tho Second, intituled * An 
Act for prevention of Frauds and Perjuries ;* end of an Act passed in the Parliament 
of Ireland in the seventh year of the reign of King William the I'hird, intituled * An 
Act for prevention of Frauds and Perjuries as relates to devises or bequests of lands or 
tenements, or to the revocation or alteration of any devises in writing of any lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments, or any clause thereof or to the devise of any estate pour 
autre vie, or to any such estate being assets or to nunciipativo wills, or to the repeal, 
altering or changing of any will in writing concerning any goods or chattels or per- 
sonal estate, or any clause, devise or bequest therein; and also so much of an Act 

f mssed in the fourth and fifth years of the reigii of Queen Anne, intituled * An Act 
or the amendment of the Law and the better advancement of Justice ;* and of an 
Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the sixth year of the reign of Queen Anite, 
intituled * An Act for the amendment of the Law and the better advancement 
of justice* os relates to wiinesacs to nuncupative wills ; and so far as the follow- 
ing Acts may be construed to have any operation within the territories of the East 
India Company, so much of an Act passed in the fourteenth year of the reign of King 
George the Second, intituled * An Act to amend the Law concerning * common re- 
coveries,* ond to exploin and amend an Act made in the twenty •ninth year of the reign 
of King Charles the Second, intituled * An act for prevention of fraiias and perjuries' 
as relates to estates pour autre vie ; and also an Act passed in the twenty-fifth year of 
tho reign pf King George the Second, intituled * An Act for avoiding and putting an 
end to cerliiin doubts and questions relating to the attestation of wills and codicils con* 
ccrniiig real estates in that part of Great Britain called England, and in His Ma- 
jesty’s colonics and plantations in America,* exccpt.so far as relates to Ilis Majesty’s 
colonics and pluiitatioiis in America, and also an Act passed in tlie Parliament of Ire- 
land in the same twenty-fifth year of the reign of King (icorge the Second, intituled 
* All Act for the avoiding aud putting an end to certain doubts and questions relating 
to the attestations of wills ond codicils concerning real estates ;* shall from the pass- 
ing of this Act cease to have effect in the territories of the East India Company, ex- 
cept HO far as tho aamo Acts or any of them respectively relate to any wills or estates 
au autre rie to which this Act does not extend. 

Ill . Aud it is hereby enacted, that this Act shall only extend to the wills of persons 
whose personal property cannot by the Law of England pass to their representatives 
without Probate or Letters of Administration obtained in one of Her Majesty’s 
Supreme Courts of Judicature, and that the Statutes and parts of Statutes aforesaid 
are only repealed as far as they relate to the succession to tnc property of such persons. 

IV. And it is hereby enocied, that it shall be lawful for every person to devise, be- 
queath or dispose of by his will executed in manner hereinafter required, all real estate 
and all personal estate which he shall be entitled to, either at Law or in Kt^iiity, at the 
time of his death, and which, if not so devised, bequeathed or disposed of, would de- 
volve upon the heir ot law of him, or, if he became entitled by descen^ of his ances- 
tor, or upon his executor or administrator, and that the power hereby given shall ex- 
tend to all estates pour autre vio, whether there shall or shall not be any special occu- 
pant thereof, and whether the same shall be a corporeal or an incorporeal heretlita- 
ment, Olid whether the same slmll be freehold or of ony other tenure, and also to all con- 
tingent, executory or other future interests in any real or personal estate, whether the 
testator may or may not he ascertained as the person or one of the persona in whom 
the same respectively nioy become vested, and whether he m^ be entitled thereto 
under the instrument by which the same respectively were creatccl; or under any dis- 
position thereof by deed or will ; and also to all rights or entry for conditions broken, 
and other rights of entry, and also to such of the same estates, interests, and rights 
respectively, and other reu and personal estate as the testator may be entitled to at the 
time of his death, notwithstanding that he may become entitled to the same subse- 
quently to the execution of his will. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that no will made by any person under the age of 
twenty-one years shall be valid. • 

VI. Provided also, and it is hereby enacted, that no will made by any married 
woman shall be valid, except such a will as might have been made by a married woman 
beforoLiho passing of the Act. 

Vll. And it is hereby enacted, that no will shall be valid unless it shall be in 
writing and executed in manner hereinafter mentioned ; that is to say, it shall be 
tignea at the foot or end thereof by the testator or by some other person in his pre- 
sence and by his direction, and such signature shall be made or acknowledged by the 
testator in the presence of two or more witnesses |)pesent at the same time, and such 
witnesses shall subscribe the will in the presence of the testator, hut no form of attes- 
tation shall be necessary. 
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VIII. And it is hrrohj ennctcd, that no appointment made by yiil in exercise of 
any power, simll be valid* unless the same he executed in manner hereinbefore required { 
and cveiy will executed in manner hereinbefore required shall, so far as respects the 
execiitioii and attestation thereof, be a valid execution of a power of Appointment by 
will, iioiniiliRtaiidinj' that it shall have been expressly renuiied that a will made in 
exercise of such power should be executed with some adaitional or other form of ex- 
ecution or solemnity. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that every will executed in manner hereinbefore re- 
quited shall be valid without any other publication thereof. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person who shall attest the execution offt 
will, shall at the lime of the execution (hereof, or at any time afterwards, he incom- 
petent to be admitted a witness to prove the execution thereof, such will shall not on 
that account be invalid. 

XI. And it IS hereby enacted, that if any person shall attest the execution of any 
wjjl, to whom 01 to whose wife or husband any beneficial devise, legacy, estate, inter- 
est, gill or appointment of or effd-ting any real or ncrsoiinl estate other than and 
except charges and directions for the payment uf any debt or debts shall be thereby 
gi\cn or made, such devise, legacy, estate, interest, gift or appoiiilrnent shall, so far 
only as concerns such person ntlosting the execution of aticli will, or the wife or hus- 
band of such person, or any person claiming umicr .such person or wife or husband, 
be utterly null and void, and such person so aiicsling shall bo admitted ns a witness 
to prove the execution, or to prove the validity or invalidity thcicof, notwithstanding 
such devise, legacy, estate, interest, gift or appointment mentioned in such will. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that in case by any will any real or personal estate 
shall l>c charged with any debt, or debts, and any creditor, or the wife or husband of 
any creditor, whose debt is so charged shall attest the execution of such will, such 
creditor, iiotwithsUndiiig such charge, ahall be admitted a witness to prove the execu- 
tion of such will, or to prove the validity or iiiralidily thereof. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that no ^lerson shall, on account of his being an 
executor of a will, be incompetent to be admitted a witness to proie the execution ot 
such will, or a witness to prove the validity or ini'alidity thereof. 

XIV. An*! it is hereby enacted, that ciery will made by a man or w'omon shall be 
revoked by his or her marriage (except a will made in exercise of a power of appuiiit- 
incnt, when (he real or personal estate thereby appointed would not in default of such 
appnintnient pass to bis or her heir, executor or adiiiiiiistralor, or the person entitled 
as Ills or her next of kin, under the Statute of Distributions.) 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that no will sliall he revoked by any presumption 
of an intention on the ground of an alteration in cirrunislaiiecs, 

XVI And it is hereby enacted, that no will or codicil, or any part thereof shall be 
revoked otherwise than as aforesaid, or by another will or rotlicil executed in manner 
licrciiibefurc required, or by some writing declaring an intention to revoke the sanie, 
and executed in the manner in which a will is hereinbefore required to be executed, or 
by the burning, tearing or otherwise destroying the same by the testator or by some 
person in his prcsciicn and by his direction with the intcniion of revoking tho same. 

XVII. And it is hereby eA^cted, that no obliteration, interlineation or other alter- 
ation made in nify will after the execution thereof, sbnil be valid or liavc any effect, 
except so for as the words or effect of the will before such alteration shall not be appa- 
rent, unless such alteration shall be executed in like manner ns hereinbefore is required 
for the exetuiioii of the will; but l,ho will, with such alteration os pari thereof, sholl 
bo deemed to be duly executed, if the signature of the testator and the subscription 
of tho w'itnesses be moilc in the margin or some other part of the will onposlie or near 
to such alteration, or at the fuolor end of, or opposite or near to such alteration, or at 
the fool or end of, or opposite to a memorandum referring to such alteration, and writ- 
ten at the end or some other part of tho will. 

'XV 11 1. And it is hereby enacted, that no will or codicil, or any part thereof, which 
shall he eny manner revoked, shall be revived otherwise than tiy the re-execution 
thereof, or by a codicil executed in a manner hereinbefore required, and shewing nn 
intention to revive the same, and when any will or codicil wliich shall be partly revoked 
aiAl afterwards wholly revoked, shall be revived, such revival shall not extend to ao 
mAch thereof aa ahall have been revoked before the revocation of the whole thereof, 
uul^ an intention to the contrary be ehown. 

XIX, And it ia hereby enacted, that no conveyance or other act made or dona 
subsequently to the execution of a w'ill of, or reinliDg to any real or pcraonnl estate 
therein comprised, except an act by which such will shall be revoked aa aforesaid, 
shall prevent the operation of the will, with letpect to such estate or interest in such 
veal or pefkonal estate aa tho testator shall have power to dispose of by will at the 
time of his death.. 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that every will shall be construed with reference. to 
the real estate and personal estate comprised in it, to speak and-'tahe effect aa if it had 
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been executed immediately before the death of the testator utilesa a contrary intention 
shall appear by the will. 

XX I. Ana it is hereby enacted, that uulesa a contrary intention shall^ appear by 
the will, such real cstiite and interest therein as shall be comprised or intended to be 
cumpiised in any devise in such will eontuincd, which shall rail or be void by reaiwn 
of the death of the devisee iu the life time of the testator, or by reason of such devipe 
beinc contrary to law, or otherwise incapable of taking effect, shall be included in the 
resicluory devise (if any' contained in such will. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that a general devise of the real estate of the 
testator, or of the real estate of the testator iu liie place or iu the occupation of any 
person mentioned in his vi'ill, or otherwise described in a general manner, shall be 
construed to include any real estate, or to any real estate to which such description 
shall extend (us the case may be) which he may have power to appoint in any manner 
he may think proper and shall operate m an execution of such power, unless acQiitrarj 
intention shall appear by the will, and in like manner a bequest of the personal estate 
of the testator, or any bequest of personal estate described in a general manner shall 
be construed to includo oiiy personal estate, or any p. rsoual estate to which such 
description shall extend (as the case may be) which he may have power to appoint ia 
any inaimcr lie may think proper oiid shall operate aa an execution of such power, 
unless a contrary intention shall appear by the will. 

XXIIl. And it is hereby enacted, that where any real estate shall be devised to 
any person w'ithout any words of limitation, such devise sholl be construed to pass 
the fee simple, or other the whole estate or interest which tho testator had power to 
di^nosc of by will in such real estate, unless a contrary intention shall appear by the 
will. 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that in any devise or bequest of real or personal 
estate the wuids ' die without issue,' or * die without leaving issue,* or any other 
words which nm import cither a w aut or failiue of issue of any person in life time 
or at the time of his death, or an indefinite failure of his issue, shall be constiued to 
mean a want or fuiluro of issue in the life time or at the lime of the death of such per- 
son, and not an indefinite failure of his issue, unless a contrar]|r intention shall appear 
hy the will, by reason of such person having a prior estate tail, or of a preceding gift 
being, without any implication arising from such words, a limitation of an estate tail 
to such person or issue, or otherwise ; providoil, that thts^ Act shall not extend to cases 
whei'C such words as aforesaid import, if no issue described in a preceding gift shaU 
be born, or if there shall be no issue who shall live to atloin the ago or otherwise an- 
swer the description required fur obtaining a vested estate by a preceding gift to 
such issue. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that where any real estate shall be devised to any 
trustee or executor, such devise shall be construed to pass the fee simple or other the 
whole estate or interest which the testator had pow'er to dispose of hy will in such real 
estate, unless a definite term of years, absolute or determinable or an estate of free- 
hold, shall thereby be given to him expressly or by implication. 

XaVI. And It is hereby enacted, that where any real estate shall be devised to a 
trustee without any express limitation of the estate to be taken by sucb trustee, and 
the beneficial interest in such real estate, or in the surplus rents and profits thereof 
■ball not be given to any person for life, or such beneficial interest shall be given to 
any person for life, but the purposes of the trust may continue beyond the life of such 
person, such devise shall be construed to vest in such trustee the fee simplei or other 
the whole legal estate which the testator had power to dispose of by will in such real 
estate and not an estate determinable when the purposes of the trust shall bo satisfied. 

XXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that where any person to whom any real estate 
shall be devised for ru estate tail, or an estate in quasi entail, shall die in the life time 
of tho testator, leaving issu^who would be inheritable under such entail, and any such 
issue shall be living at the time of the death of the testator, such devise shall not lapse, 
but shall take effect as if the death of such person had happened immediately after 
the death of the testator, unless a contrary intention shall appear by the will. 

XXVllI. And it is hereby enacted, that where any person bein^ a child or other 
issue of an/ testator to whom any real or personal estate shall be devised or bequeath- 
ed for any estate or interest not determinable at or before the death of such person, 
shall die in the life lime of the toslotor leaving issue, any such issue of s uch per- 
son shall be living si the time of the death of the testator, such devise or bequesi 
shall not lopr^ but shall take effmt ps if the death of such person had happened 
immediately alter the death of the testator, unless a contrary iutention shall appear 
by the will. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that notwithstanding any thing iu <hU Act 
contained, any Soldier being in actual Military Service, or any Mariner or Seaman be- 
ing' at tea, may dispose of his perioaol estate m he might have done before the mak- 
ing of this Act. 

PART II. 
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XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that nothin? in this Act contained ahall be con- 
strued to repeal the provisions of Act No. XX. of 1837, whereby immoveable pro- 
perty situate within the jurisdiction of the Court of Judicutu'o of Prince of Wales* 
Island, Sio?apore, and Malacca transmitted by the Inst will of any person having a 
beneficial interest in the same is taken to be ond to have been of the nature of chattels 
real aud not of freehold as regards such transmission, provided that such will shall be 
executed and construed as a will of chattels real, is to be executed and construed by 
virtue of this Act. 

XXXt. And it is herebr enacted, that this Act shall not extend to any will made 
before the First day of February, in the year of our Lord 1839, and that .wory will 
re-exeented or-rcpiibiishcrl or revived by any codicil shall for the purposes of this Act be 
deemed to have been made at the lime at which the same shall be so re-executed, re- 
ptiblished, or revived ; and that this Act shall not extend to any estate pur aittre r*> of 
•ny person who shall die before the First day of February in the year of our Lord 1839. 


REGISTRY OF DEEDS. 

ACT. NO. XXX. OF 1838, 

J^atsed by th9 Hon*bU the President of the Council of India in Councilf on the 1 9//i 
Noi'emh&'t 1838. 

1. It is hereby enacted, that Sections II. and XIV. Repilntion XXXVI, 1793, the 
IVovisions of which weic extended by Rei.?ii1ntion XX^Vlll. of 1795, Reguliitioii 
XVII. of 1803, Section XVII. Regulation VIII. of 180!>, nnd Section XXXll. Regu- 
lation XII. of 1805, Section IV , and Ct.inses and 3, Section VI. Regulation XX. 
of 1812, and Section II. Regulation IV. of 1824, of the Uongal Code, be modified. 

^ 11. And it is hereby enacted, that in addition to the Ofllccs to which thoso Sec- 
tions relate, Ofilces for the Registry of Deeds may be established at any Civil Sta- 
tions, and may be ploced by the Officers of Government under the aupcrintendcncc of 
any Officers resident at such Stations whom Government maj nominate fur that pur- 
pose. 

II r. And it is hereby enacted, that the Registration of Deeds at any Office of 
Registry authorized by this Act shall be axibject to the payment of iho same fees as 
ar^ prescribed in Section XIV. Regulation XxXVT. of 1793, for Deeds registered at 
on Office established at the Station of a Zillah or City Court. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Section XV. Regulation XXXVI. 1792, ond 
Clauses S and 3, Section VI. Regulation XX. of 18i3 of the Uengal Code, shall not be 
held applicable to offices and persona established and appointed for the registry of 
Deeds under this Act. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that persons desirous of registcriog Deeds written in 
ainr European language at any office of Registry in the I'erritories subject to the Pre- 
sidency of Bengal, shall he required to pay for transcribing the same according to the 
established rates of Section Writing, in addtion to the fees prescribed by Section 
XIV. RegttlationXXXVI. gf 1793. 

VI. And it is Hereby enacted, that in cose of the death or absence on leave of any 

J terson appointed by Government to register Deeds under this Act, it shall be lawful 
or tbeEilloli Judge or other Officer specially authorized by Government, to appoint 
any^ person whom he may think proper to tako temporary charge of the Office and to 
register Deeds in the same manner as if such person bad been appointed to the Office 
hj the Orders of Governmeut. 

ADMINISTRATION OF CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

ACT No. XXXI. OF 1838. 

^ Passed by the Uon*hls the President of the Conncil of India in Council, on the 3rd 
* December 1838. 

I.' It it hereby enacted, thot so much of a Statute made and passed in the 9th 
^eaiwif t^e reign of His late Miyesty King George the Fourth, entitled on Aot for 
improviug the administration of Criminal Justice in the East Indies, os relates to any 
person wlio unlawfully and maliciously shall administer or attempt to administer to 
any person, or shall cause to be taken by any person, any poison or other destructive 
thing, or shall nulowfnIW and maliciously attempt to drown, suffocate, or strangle any 
person, or srtkll unlawfully and maliciously shoot at any person, or shall by di awing a 
(rigger or in any other manner attempt to dischorge any kind of loaded arms at any 
person, or (hall uulairfully and maliciously stub, cut or wound any perfoni with inleut 
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id any of the cases aforesaid to murder such person ; and so much of the said Act as 
relates to any person who shall unlawfully and maliciously shoot ai any person^ or 
shall by dra\\ing a trigger or in anv other manner attempt to discharge any kind of 
loaded arms at aiij^ person^ who shall unlawfully and maliciously stih» cut or wound 
any porson, with intent in any of the cases aforesaid to main, disfigure, or disable such- 
person, or to do some other grievous bodily harm to such person, or with intent to re- 
sist or prevent the lawful apprehension or detainer of the party so offending, or of any 
of his accomplices for any oiTonce fur which he or ihev may respectively be liable by 
law to be iippreheiided or detained ; and so much of the said Act as relates to any per- 
son who, with intent to procure the miscarriage of auy woman, then being quick with- 
child, unlawfully and maliciously shall administer to her, or cause to be taken by her, 
any poison or other noxioiu thiiigi or shall use any instrument or oUier means vihaU 
soever with the like inlenr ; and who witli intent to procure the mucarriage of any 
woman, nut being or not being proved to be then quick with child, unlav^ully a^ 
maliciously shall administer to her, or cause to be taken by her, any medicine or other 
thing, or shall use any instrument or other moans whatever with the like intent; and 
BO much of the said Act as rclaies to any person who shall rob any other person of 
any chattels, money; or valuable security; and so much of the said Act as relates ta 
any person who shall accuse or threaten to accuse any other person of any infamous 
crime, with u view or intent to extort or gain from him, and shall by intimidating him 
by such accusation or threat extort or gain from him any chattel, money or Taniabla 
security ; and ao much of the said Act as relates to any person who shall steal from 
the person of another, or shall assault any other person with intent to rub him, or shall 
hy menaces or by force dcnuind properly of any other person with intent to steal the 
same ; and so much of the said Act as relates to any person who shall be convicted of 
buighiry ; and so much of the said Act as relates to any person who shall break and 
enter any dwelling house and steal therein any chattel, money or valuable security to 
any value whatever, or shall steal any such properly to any value whatever in any- 
dwelling hou^e, any person therein being put in fear, or shall steal in any dwelling 
house any chattel, money or valuable security to the value in the whole of Fifty Com- 
pany’s Rupees or more; and so much of the said Act as relates to any person who 
shall plunder and steal any part of any ship or vessel which shall be in distress, or 
wrecked, straiidod, or cast on shore, or auy goods, merchandize, or articles of any 
kind belonging to such ship or vessel ; and so much of the said Act as relates to any 
person who shall unlawfully and maliciously set fire to any church or chapel, or oilier 
public place of religious worship whatsoever, or shall unlawfully and majiciously set 
fire to any house, stable, coach<nou8e, out-house, ware-house, ofSce, shop mill, barn,, 
or granary, or to any building or erection tised in carrying on any trade or manufac- 
ture or any branch thereof whether the same or any of them respectively shall tlien be 
ill the possession of the offender or in the possession of any other person, with intent 
thereby to iiuure or defraud any person,* and so much oi tho said Act os relates to any 
person who »ioll unlawfully aud iiiahcidusly set fire te^ or in any wise destroy, gny 
ship or vessel, whether the same bo complete, or in an unfinished state, or sliall aii» 
lawfully and maliciously set flro to any goods being on board anv ship or vessel as- 
cargo, with intent to destroy such cargo or ship, and with intent thereby to prejudice 
any owner or part owner of such ship or vessel, or an/ owner or part owner of any 
goods on board the same, or any nersou that hath underwritten, or shall underwtitu 
any policy of insurance upon suen ship or vessel, or on the freight thereof or upon any 
goods on lioard the same ; and so muen of the said Act as relates to any person who 
shall exhibit any &lse light or signal with intent to bring any ship or vessel into 
danger, or shall luilawfully and maliciously do any tiling tending to the immediate losu 
or destruction of any ship or vessel in distress, or destroy any part of any ship ot vessel 
which shall be in dit-'rcss, or wrecked, stranded, or cast on snore, or any goods, mer- 
chaudize or arthdes of any kind belonging to such ship or vessel, or shell by force pre- 
vent or impledge any person <4uleavouiing to save his life from such ship or vessel 
(whether he shall be on board or shall have quitted the same)^ and so muqh of thu 
said Act as relates to any person who shell unlawfully and maliciously set fire to any 
Black of rice^ corn, or other grain or pulse, or sugar-cane, whether standing or cut 
down, or to any part of a wood, coppice or plantation of trees or valuable plants, or to 
any grass, form or other like grouiidf produce, wheresover the same may be growing t 
and so much or the said Act as relates loibo punishmeni of principals in the second 
degree, and of aceessaries beforp and after the fact respectiyely to such of the felonieo 
punishable under those Acts as are hpreipbefore reierred to, shaU, from the time of 
passing this Act, cease to have effbet within the territories of the East IndU Comptmj,. 
except as to offences committed before' or upon the day of passing this Act, which 
shall be dealt with and punished as if Uiia Act had not been passed. 

II. And it U hereby enacted, that this Act shall extend to all peraona god over nil 
places over whom or which the Criminal jurisdiction of any of Her Miycsty^e Courts 
of Justice within the territories under the Qoternitte&t of (he £u( lodls Compeny 
extends, but not further otherwise. 
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HI. And it ii hereby enacted, that wh<»oerer shall administer to, or cause to be 
taken by any person, any poison or other destrurtive thing, or shall stob, rut, or wound 
any person, or shall by any means whatsoercr cause to any person any bodily injury 
donserous to life, with intent in any of the cases aforesaid to commit murder, shall be 
guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof shall suffer death. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall attempt to administer to any 

S erson, any poison or other destructive thing, or shell shoot at any person, or shall by 
rawing a trigger, or in any other manner attempt to discharge nny kind of loaded 
arms at any person, or shall attempt to drown, suflocale, or strangle any person, with 
intent in any of the cases aforesaid to commit the crime of murder, shall, although 
no bodily injury shall be effected, be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof shall 
be liable, at the discretion of the Court, lobe transported to such place as the Court 
ahall direct for lifo, or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any term not ex- 
ceeding four years. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever unlawfully and miilicionsly shall shoot 
at any person, or shall by drawing a trigger or in nny other mHiiner attempt to dis- 
charge any kind of loaded arms at any person, or shall kab, cut, or wound any person, 
with intent, in any of the cases aforcaaid, to maim, disiigure, or disable such person, 
or to do some other grievous bodily harm to such person, or with intent to resist or 
prevent the lawful apprehension or detainer of any person, shall be guilty of felony, 
and being convicted tnereof shall bo liable, at the'discieiiun of the ( ourt to be trans- 
ported to such place as the Court slinll direct for life, or for any term of years, or to bo 
imprisoned for any term not exceeding four years, 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully and maliciously 
send or deliver to, or cause to be taken or received by, any person any explosive sub- 
stance or any other dangerous or noxious thing, or shall cast or throw upon or other- 
wise apply to any person any corrosive fluid or other destructive matter, with intent 
ill any of the cases uforesnid, to burn, maim, disfigiire, or disable any person or to do 
some other grievous bodily harm to any person, and whereby, in any of the cases 
aforesaid, anj^erson shall be burnt, mainictl, disHgured, or disabled, or rci-eive some 
other CTievouToodily harm, shall he guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof shall 
^ liable, at the discretion of the ('onri, to be trorisported to such place ns the Court 
shall direct for life, or for any term of years, or to bo imprisoned for any term not cx- 
cewHng four years, 

VI-1. And ilia hereby enacted, that whosoever, with intent to procure the miscar- 
riage of any woman, shall uiiluwfiillv adminiatcr to her or cause to bo taken by her any 
poison or otner noxious thing, or shall unlawfully use any inslrumcut or other means 
whotsoever with the like intent, shall be guilly of felony, and being convicted thereof 
shall bo liable, at the discretion of the Court, to be transported to such place ns the 
Court sholl direct for life, or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned tor any term 
not exceeding four years. 

Vi II. And it is hereby enacted, that on the trial of any person for any of tho of- 
fences hereinbefore mentioned, or for any felony whatever where the crime charged 
shall include an assault against the person, it shall be lawful for the jury to aci^uit of 
the felony and tollnd a verdict of guilly of assault against tho person indicted, if the 
evidence shall warrant such finding, and when such verdict shall be found, the Court 
shall have power to Imprison the person, so found guilty of an assault, for any term 
not exceedin*^ four years. 

IX. And It is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall burglariously break and enter 
into any dwelling house, and shall assault with intent to murder any person being 
therein, or shall stab, cut, wound, beat or strike any such person, akali be guilty of 
felony, lind being convicted thereof shall suiTer deatn. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall be convicted of the crime of bur- 
glary sball l>e lioble, at the discretion of the Court, to be transported to such place as 
me Court shall direct for life, or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any 
term not exceeding four years. 

^ ;Xf. Provided Mways, and it is hereby enacted, that to far as the some is essential 
te the oflTence of burglary, the night snail be considered, and is herebr declared to 
commence at nine of the clock in the evening, and to conclude at six or the clock in 
the^noruing of the next succeeding day. 

XO. And it is herebv enacts, that whosoever shall steal any property in any 
dwelling house, and shall by any menace or threat put any one being therein in bodily 
fear, or diall steal in any dwelling house any property to the value in the whole m 
FiAy Company's Rupees or more, or shall break and enter any dwelling house, and 
steal therem any property, shnll be guilty of felony, and being convicted tnereof, ahall 
be liable, at the discretion of the Court to be transnorled to such place as the Courf 
shall direct for life; or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any term not ex- 
ceeding four years. 

XI 11. And it is hereby enacted, (hat whosoever shall rob any person, and at the 
thae of or immodiately before or immediately after luch robbery ehall ata^ cut or

mound any person, shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof, shall suffer 
death. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that m hosoever shall, being armed with any offen- 
sive weapon or instrument, rob or assault with intent to rob any person, or shall toge- 
ther with ono or mure person or persons rub or assault with intent to rob any person, 
or shall rob any person, and at the lime of or immediately before or after such robbery 
shall beat, strike or use any other personal virlence to any person shall be guilty Rf 
felony, and being convicted thereof, shall be liable, at the discretion of the C ourt, to 
be transported to such place as the Court shall direct for life, or for any term of jears^ 
or to be imprisoned for ony term not exceeding four years. . 

XV. And it i< hereby enacted, that whoitoever shall accuse or threaten to accuse 
any person of the abominable crime of buggery committed either with mankind or 
with beast, or of any assault with intent to commit the said abominable crime, or of 
any attempt or endeavour to commit the said abominable crime, or of making or 
offering iiny solicitation, persuasion, ptoiuise, or threat to any person whereby to move 
or induce auuh person to commit or permit the said abominable crime, with a view or 
intent, in any of the cases aforesaid, to extort or gain from such person, and shall by 
intimidating such person br such occusalion or threat, extort nr gain from such person 
any properly, shall be guilty of felony, and being cunvietod thereof, shall be liuole, at 
the discreiion of the Couit, to be transported to such place as the Court shall direct 
for life, or fur any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding four 
years. 

XV r. And it is hereby enooted, that whosoever shall plunder or steal any pari of 
any ship or vessel which shall be in distress, or wrcckcfl, stranded, or cast on shore,

ceeding three years. 

And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall assault any person witlr 
intent to rob, shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereot, shall be liable to 
be iniprisoed for ony term not exceeiiing three ye..r8. 

XIX. And it is heieby enacted, that whosoever shall, with menaces or by force, 
demand any property of any person with intent to steal the same, shall be guilty of 
felony, and being convicted thereof, shall be liable to be imprisoned for eiiy term not 
exceeding three years. 

XX. And it is hoi ebr enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully and maliciously 
set fire to any dwelling Iiouse, any person being therein, shall be guilty of felony, end 
being convicted thereof shall sufier death. 

XXI. .\nd it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully and maliciously 
set fiio to any church or chapel or other public place of religious worship whatsoever, 
or shall unlawfully and maliciously set fire to any house, stable, coach-house, out- 
house, warehouse, oiEce, shop, mill, barn, or granary, or to any building or erection 
used in carrying on any trade or manufacture or any branch thereof, wheilier the some 
or any of them respectively shall then be in the possession of the offender or in tlie

And it IS hereby 'enacted, dial whosoever shall uulawfuily and maliciously 
set firo to, cast away, or in anywise destroy any ship or vessel either with intent to 
murder any person, or whereby the life of any person shall bo eiidtingercd, shall be 
guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof shall suffer death. 

XXUf. Aud ft is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully exhibit anv 
Iklse light or signal with intent to bring any ship or vessel into danger, or sheU 
unlawfully and maliciously do any thing tending to the immediate loss or destruciiou 
of any ship or vessel io aistzess shall m gtulty of felony, end being convicted thereof 
shall suffer death. ^ 

XXIV. And it is hereby euacteti, that whosoever shall unlawfully and maliciously 
set fire to or in anywise destroy any ship or vessel whether the same be complete or 
in an nnfiniahed state, or shall unlawfully and maliciously set fire to, cast away, or 
in any wise destroy any ship or veael, with in lent thereby to prejudice any owner or 
pert owner of sneh. snip or veesel, or of any goods ou board the same, or any person 
that hath underwritteu or shall underwrite any policy of insurance upon aiidi ship 
or vessel, or on the fteig^ht thoteof, or upon any goods on board the seme, shell be 
guilty of felony, aud being convicted thereof, inul be liable, at the discretion of tho 
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Gonrt, to be transported to such place as the Court shall direct for life, or for anj 
Icnn o’f rears, or to M imprisoned fur any term not exceeding four years. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall by force prevent or impede- 
„ny person rndeavouring to save his life from any ship or vessel which shall be iiv 
diatiess, or wrecked, stranded, or cast on shore (whether he shall be on board or shall 
have* quilted ilic sume) shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof^ shall 
be liable, ul the diacrelion of the Co mi, to be transported to such pluve as the Court 
shall direct for life, or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any terra not 
exceeding four years, 

XXVI. Aiicl it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully and malicionsW 
destioy any part of any ship or vessel which shall be in distress, or wrecked, strand 
ed, or cast on shore, or any goods, merchandize or articles of any kind belonging 
to biich ship or vessel, shall he guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof, shall be 
liable, at the discretion of the Court, to be 'transported to such place as the Court 
shall direct for life, or for any term of years, or to he iinprisoucd lor any term not 
exceeding four years. 

XXVfl. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlaw fully and malici- 
ously set fire to any mine of coal shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted there- 
of, shall be liable, at the tliscrelioii of me Court, to be transported to such place us 
the Court shall think fit for life, or for any term of years, or to be imprisoned for any 
tci-m not exceeding four years. 

XXVlll. And it is hereby enacted, that whosoever shall unlawfully and innlici- 
Qusly set fire to any stock of rice, corn or other gruiu, pulse, or sugar-cane, straw, 
hay, or «oo<l, or to i.ny crop of rice, com or other grain, or pulse or sugar-cane, whe- 
ther standing or cut down, or to any part of a w’ood, coppice or plantation of tiees or 
valuable plants or to any grass, fern, or other like ground produce wheresoever the 
same may be grow'ing, shall be guilty of felony, oud being convicted thereof, shall be 
liable, .at the discretion of the Court, to be transported to such place as the Court shall 
think fit for life, or for any tcim of years, or to be imprisoned for any term not ex- 
ceeding four ]fcfars. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall steal the w'hole or any 
part of any growing tree, sapling or shrub, or any underwood, or of any pale, post or 
stile, or any grow ill" cultivated plant, root, fruit or vegetable production, or shall 
unlUw'fuUy and maliciously commit any damage, injury, or spoil to or upon any real 
or personal properly whatsoever, either of a public or private nature every such 
offender being coin icted before a Magistrate or Justine of the Peace shall for the first 
oifence, forfeit and pay, over and above the amount of the injury done, such sum of 
money, not exceeding Fifty Rupees as to the Magistrate or justice of the Peace shall 
seem meet ; ami if any person so convicted shall afterwards be guilty of any of the 
said oflcnccs, and shall be convicted thereof in like manner, every such oftender shall 
for such second offence, be imprisoned with or without hard labor, fur such term not 
exceeding six calendar months as the convicting Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
ahull think fit. Provided ahvays that nothing in this Section contained concerning 
the stealin" of an^ properly nr malicious damage, injury or spoil to or upon any re^ 
property of a private nature shall extend to the selllemcnts of Prince of Wales* Island, 
Singapore, or Malacca. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that every turn of money which shall bo forfeited 
for the amount of any injury done (such amount in each case to be assessed by the 
convicting Mogistrace or Justice of the Peace) shall be paid to the party aggrieved, if 
known except w hen such parly shall have been examined in proof oi the o^nce, and 
that in every cose of a summary conviction under this Act, when the sum which shall 
be furfoited for the amount of the injury done, or whkh shall be imposed os a penally 
by the Magistrate or Justice of the Peace shall not bo psid, either immediately after 
the conviction or within such period as the Mamstrato or Justice of the Peace shall at 
the time of conviction appoint, it ahull be lawfiH tor the conviclingMagistrate or Justice 
of f^he Peace to commit the oifender to the Common Gaol or House of Coirection to be 
ioiprisencd only, or to be imprisoned with hard labor according to the discreiion of 
tlm Magistrate or Justice of the Peace for unv term not exceeding two calendar 
indmths, whore the amount of the sum forfeitci^ or of the penalty imposed, or of both 
(as tn^case may be) together with the costs shall not exceed Fiftv Rupeec, end for anp 
term' not exceeding four calendar montha when the amount wiili costs shall exceed 
One Hui^dred Rupees, and for any term not exceeding six calendar months in any 
other case, the commitment to be determinable in each of the cases aforesaid upou 
payment of the amount and eoatt* 

XXXI. Provided always, that where several persons shall join in the commission 
of (lie same offence, and shall, upon oonvictioii thereof, each be adjudged to forfeit n 
sum equivalent to the amount or the iniury done, in every such case no farther sum 
shall be paid to the party aggrieved inau that which shall be forfeited by one of sooh 
offenders only. 

XXXli. And it is hereby snactedi that incase any person coarictedofany 
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offence (punishable upon summary conviction by virtue of this Act slmll have paid tl>.e 
eum adjudged to l>e paid, together with costs under such conviction, or shall hfivo 
suflered the imprisonment awarded for non-payment thereof, every such person shall 
.bo released from all further or other proceedings for the same cause 

XXXIII. And it is hereby eiiactc<l, that every puniahnieut >aiid forfeiture by this 
Act imposed on any person maliciously comtniuing any ollcnco shall equally ap])1y 
and be enforced, whether the offence shall have been roinniilted from malice con- 
ceived against the owner of the property in respect of which it shall bo committed or 
otherwise. 

XXXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be necessary in any proceed- 
ing cither for theft or for malicious injuiy, spoil* or damage, to or upon any property 
dedicated to public use or urnuraeut, to allege the same to be the properly of any 
person. 

XXXV, And it is hereby enacted, that the w ord * properly * shall throughout 
this Act be deemed to include every thing included under the words ' chattel, money, 
or valuable security* in the said Statute made ond passed in the ninth year of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the 4th afoiesaid— ond that the Lcriii dw'clling 
houso shall have the same cunstrucliou as in the said Statute. 

XXXVI. And ilia hereby enacted, that in the case of every felony nunishable 
under this Act, every principal in the second degiye and every accessory before the 
fact shall bo punishable with death or otherwise in tho same manner as the principol 
in the first degree is by this Act punishable. And ev cry accessory after the fact to 
any felony punishable under this Act fexcept only u receiver of stolen property) shall 
on cnnviciioii, be liable to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding two years. 

XXXVII. And it is hereby ciincLed, thot where any person shall be convicted 
under this Act for any offence puiiishablo under this Act fur which imprisonment moy 
be awarded, it shall be lawful for the (.‘uurt to sentence the oflendcr to bo imprisoned 
and kept to hard labor, and also to direct thot (lie prisoner be kept in solitary confine- 
ment fur such a period or periods of the imprisonment as to the Court in its ‘discretion 
shall seem meet not exceeding one month at a time, or three months in any one year 

XXXVlIl. And it is hereby enacted and prov ided that it sliall not be lawful for 
any Court, under tho authoiity of this Act, to order the transportation of any person 
being a native of the I'asl Indies, and not born of European parents, to the Eastern 
Coast of New South Wales, or any of the Islands adjacent thereto. 


REMISSION OF STAMP DUTY ON INSTITUTION FEE. 


ACTNo. Xf. OF 1839. 

Passed hu the Hon*hle the Preenlent of the Council of India in Couneilf on ike 22d 
Aprils 1839. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the time of passing this Act, no Stamp duty or 
Institution fee shall be payable in respect of any proceeding in any appeal, or in respect 
of any paper or copy of any paper neeessary for any Appeal from any Court of the 
East India Cunipaiiy to Her Majesty in Council. 


EMIGRANT LABOURERS. 

ACT NO. XIV. OP 1839. 

Pasted hy the Sm*hle the Presider^ of the Council of India in Council, on the 21 th 
May, 1839. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that Aota No. XXXII. of 1837 and No. V. of 1837 be 
repealed on the first day of July next. 

II. And it is horeby enocled, that on and after tho said first day of Jnly next, 
every person who shall make with any Native of India any contract for labor to be 
performed in any British or Foreign Colony without the Territories of the East India 
Company, or who shall knowingly abet or aid any Native of India in emigrating from 
the said Territories fur the purpose of being employed os a laborer, shall bo liable, on 
conviction before n Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, to a fine not exceeding two 
hundred Rupees for every Native so contracted with, aided or abetted, and in default 
of payment of sucli fine, shall be liable to be imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
three months. 

' . 111. Provided always, that nothing in this Act contained shall lie taken to apply to 
any Native Seaman who shall of his own free will contract to navigate any Vessel, or 
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who shall embark on board suck Vessel in pursuance of such conlract, or to any per- , 
SOB who shall contract to serve as a Menial ocrvani ouiy» or who shall embark os suck. 
Menial Servant. 


DEFENCE BY COUNSEL. 

ACT No. XXI L OF 1839, 

Pasted htj the Hon* He the President of the Council of India in Conneilf on the 
September^ 18JU. 

An act for enabling persons charged with ofTences to make their defence 
more effectually. 

1. Whereas it is expedient 'to extend to the territories under the Governipent of 
the East India Company, (!ho provisions of the Statute Cth and vth William. IV. 
Chapter CXIV. 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that all persons tried fur any offence in any of Her 
Majesty's Courts of Justice shall be admitted, after the close of the case f(»r the pro- 
secution, to make full answer and defeiire thereto by Counsel learned in the law, or 
by Attorney in Her Majesty’s Courts of Justice where Attorneys may practise us 
Counsel. 

li And it is hereby declared ond eiiactefi, that in all cases of summary conviction 
by a Magistrate or Justice of tlic Peace, exercising juiisiliction within tlie limits of 
any of Her Majesty’s Supreme Courts, persons accused are and shall be admitted to 
make their full answer and defence and to have all uiiucsses examined tiud cross* 
cxaniiried hy (Jounscl or Attorney. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that all persona who after the passing of this Act 
ahull be held to bail, or committed to prison, for any olfence against the law fur which 
they arc to be tried before any of Her Majesty’s Courts of Justice shall be entitled 
to require, and have on demand (from the person who shall have the lawful custody 
thereof, ond whh is hereby required to deliver tho same) copies of the examinations 
of tho witnesses respectively, upon whose depositions they have been so held to bail or 
committed to prison, on payment of a reasonable sum for the same to be fixed by such 
Courts respectively. Provided always that if such demand shall not he made before 
the day appuintcu for the eumincnccincni of the Sessions at which the trial of the 
person on whose behalf such demand shall be made is to take place, such person shall 
not be entitled to have any copy of such examination of witnesses, unless the Judge at 
such trial shall be of opinion ihat such copy may be made and delivered without de- 
lay or inconvenience to such trial ; but it shall nevertheless be compeleiit to such 
Judge, if lie shall think fit, to postpone such trial on account of such copy of the 
examination of witnesses not having been previously hid by the parly charEcd. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that all persons under trial in any of her Majesty’s 
Courts of Justice shall he entitled, ot thi* lime of their trial, to inspect, without fee or 
reward, all deposition or copies thereof which have been tsJken against them, and re- 
turned into the Court before which such trial shall be had. 


IMPRISONMENT BY COURTS-MARTIAL. 

ACT NO. XXIII. OF 1839.] 

Passed bu the Jlon*ble the President of the Conned of India in Conned on the 
2dd September^ 1839. 

An Act for authorizing sentences of Imprisonment with or without 
. Hotd Labor by Courts Martial in certain cases- 

V H tfi hereby declared and enacted, that in all coses in which, by a General Orde 
of the Governor General of Indig in Council, dated the 21ih of Fefiruary in the year 
of our isiord 1835, it i» made compet^t fur Courts Martial to senteneb SMdiers or the 
Native Army in the service of the East India Company to tho punishment of dls- 
htisBol from such service, it is and shall be lawful to seiitonce such Soldiers to be im- 
prisoned with or without hard labor for any period not exceeding ^two years if the 
sentence be prqnonnced by a General Court Martial, or not exceeding one year if the 
sentence be proriounced by a Garrison orldne Court Alania^ or not exceeding six 
months if the sentence be pronounced by a Regimental or Detachment Court Martial. 
.And every Soldier so sentenced to imprisonment with hard labor for ony period WhAt- 
' ever, or to imprisonment without bard labor for any period excoodiug 'lU monthi, 
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shall after confirmation of hia aeiiienOe be diamiaaed from aaeli aereice, Provided al- 
Vraya that all sentences under this Act pronounced by any Court Martial inferior to a 
General Court Martial, shall require the coofirniution of the General or other Officer 
Commanding the Di^isioa or Field Force to which the person convicted belongs. 


ACT No Ih OF 1840. 

Pasted by Ike lJen*bk the Preeident of tlu Council »»/' Inditi in Coutwil, on the 3d 
JJecetnber, 1840. 

An Act for regulating the execution of oentences of imprisonment pass* 
' rd by Courts Maitiul in certain cases. 

1. It ia hereby declared and enacted, that whenever under Act No. XXII I. of 
1839, any sentence of a Court Martial almll adjudge imprisonuieiit, or imprisonment 
M'ith labor, for anv oficiice, it shall be the duty of every Judgu, Magistrate, Sheriff or 
niher Office in charge of any Gaol, to give effect to such sentence on the ofiender 
being delivered into custody, and on being fui nished with a copy of the sentence by 
the ufiicur tJoinnioiidiug the Division, Garrison, Regiment, or Detachment, os Ute 
■case may be, to which the offender belongs.

ACT No XXVI. 1839. 

Plated bt; the Ron'Ue the Preaident of the Council of India in Council^ on the 3d 
Decei/tber, 1839. 

An Act for regulating inquiries into the truth of matters implicating the 
public conduct of OlUuers not removable without the sanciion of Go- 
vernment within the Presi4fncy of Fort William in Bengal. 

I. Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the enactments oontained in the Rrgulu* 
lions concerning cnquiiies into the tiutli of matters implicating the public cundtici 
of European Officers, and to amend to sunie in various particulars, and to oxieiid 
the same to all utliwrs not reieovublo w iihout the sanctiun of tioveriniient ; 

It is hereby eiiucied, that such parts of Ssectiun 10, Rcgnlntioii V. of 1793, and of 
Section 10, Regulation IV. of 1803 aa relate to charges of tvrritpiion ; 

Section 8, Regulation VI. of 1793; 

Section 8, Regulation V. of I803{ 

Clauses 9, 10, and 1 1, and such other parts of Section 9, Regulation X-HI. of 1793 
as relate to Covenaiiied Servants of the (^mpuny ; ^ • 

. Clauses 9, 10, and 1 1, and sueh other parts of Section 19, Regulation XII. of 1808 
aa relate to Covenanted Servants of llie Company ; 

Section 4 and all the following Sections of Regulation VIII. of 1808; 

Regulation X. of 1808, excepting so much of Section 10 of tliot Regulation as re- 
lates to Sccuiiiy required fruiii persons preferring charges agaiast Hindoo or Malio* 
medan Law Officers, or Nati\e ^iiulsterlal Ofiicers of Courts ; 

Regulation XY 11. of 1813; 

Regulation V 111. of 1617 ; 

And Sections 5 and 6 of Regulation VIII of 1825; of the Bengal Code; 

Together with so inach of any Regulations as extends any of the above Regulations 
or parts of Ueguliilions to any places within the Presideucy of Fort William in 
Rengal ; bo repealed. 

II. And it ia hereby enacteil, that in the Territories subject to the Presidency of 

P'ort William in Bengal, whenever either of the Courts ot Sudder Dewanny and 
Nisemul Adawlut, either of tbe Sudder Boards of Revenue, or the l^oard of Customs, 
■Ealt and Opium, shall be of opinion that substantial grounds ^xist for making a regu- 
lar and formal inquiry into the truth of any imputation of Official misconduct affecU 
ang any Offiicelr subject to their cuiiiroul respectively, and not reipovable without the 
eancciou of Government, they shall submit the documents on which tlmir opinion may 
be founded, tpgcther with a statement of tbe charges redweed to distinct arlicloe 
which they may propose to be made tbe subject of a regular investigation to the 
-Governor of Benj^, or to the Ldeatenuni-ftoveiDor of the North Western Provinces, 
■or to •any functionary exercising the authority of Oovenimonl in the North Western 
Provinces, as the case may be according to the authority to which they may be sub- 
ject, for his consideration end o^ers. . ... 

ill. And it is hereby enacted, Uiai any qharge or infonneUen, of the description 
aforesaitL may be preferred direct te either of the Courts of Sudder Dewanny and 
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Nizaniut Adawliit, cither of the Sndder Boards of Kcvenne, or the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt niid Opium, respectively, who shall examine the complainant or informant 
rirciimstnniinlly upon ouih, or upon solemn afllrmniiun if he be entitled to he exempt- 
ed fium taking an oiiili, and require the party accused to explain or replay to any mac- 
tcis they niiiy docin to need explanation and make such fuilhcr inquiries, upon oath 
or ntKrmatiori upon the subject us they may jnd^e proper. 

IV. And it is lieicbjy enacted, that any charge or information may also be made 
befuie any Judge, Magistrate, ComniisNioiier of Revenue, or Collector, fur any acts of 
the description before inentiuiicd coininiited within their jiirLsd icti on, respecttvely, who 
shall examine the compluiuurit or iiifoiniaiit circiimstuntiii)|y upon oath, or upon 
aoleinii affirmation if he be entitled tube exempted lioni Inking an oath, and shall 
transmit the deposition so taken to the t>udder Dewnnny and Nixamut Aduwlul, the 
Sudder Board of hoveiiue, or the Board of Customs, bolt and Opium, according as 
the person accused tuny he aulncct to those Aulhoiities rcspcctivcl). 

V. And it is hereby provided, that it shuil not be hiwliil for (he Courts of Sudder 
Dcwoiiny and Niznmut Adawlut, or the said Boards, rcspecii^L'l}', to act upon any 
such chnriie or iiifoiinution, unless the pi-rsou preferring the snme shall make oath, or 
aolcmii affiinuitiun in case he be entitled to bo exempted from taking an oath that lie 
kelie\es the facts on whicli tlie charge is gioiinded toabc line. 

\T. And it is hereby pru%iilcd, that it shall he lawful hy the ('ourts of Silddcr 
Dewanny and Nizainut Adawlut, and for the said lloaids, rcspccliiely to dismiss 
any such eharire or liiiurruufioii, whore they do not see any siibstaiiti.il reason for en- 
tering hirther into the inquiry. Fro\idcd, that on every occasion nlioii they shall ilis- 
miss any such charge or iiilurmnlion, they shall siibiuii the same, together with all the 
circiinislances oftliecahC, in like manner us is provided in tSection li of this Act. 

VII. And it is heichy provided, that the said (Juuits of Sudder Dewanny and 
Nizamut Adawlut, and the said Bu.irds, reapeclively, m ly, at any stage of the inquiry 
into such matters as afoicsnid, require the person preferring such clinrge or inforiiia- 
linn as aforesaid to furnish such security as may be deemeil reusuiiable that be will at- 
tend ano ])Tosecu(c the charge to a conclusion, and in the event of security being so le- 
quired all proceedings shall be stayed until the some shull he furnished urcordingly. 

VI 11 And it is hereby provided, tievcrlheless, that if any matter of the nature 
aforesaid alFcoting such Officer as is nieiitioucd in , the second Section of lliiv Act shull 
appear in the course of any proceedings, whether preliminary or otherwise, which 
shall come before or he reported to either of the (’ourts of Sucfder Dewanny and Nix- 
amuC Adawlut, or eny of the said Hoards, respectively, those outhoriiies shull act upon 
such matter, institute sueli inquiry upon oath or affirmation as aforesaid into the 
same as they shall deem proper for the purpose of such reference as afoiesaid to the 
Governor of Bengal, or to the Licuteimiit-(jovcinor of the NoiUi Western Provinces, or 
to the Authority exercising the powers of Govei iiment in those i’rovi rices as ufuresnid,

And it is hciehy enaeted, that as soon oftci tlie ronclusion of the proceedings 
as ciicumstniiocs shall permit, the Commissioner or Cununissiuners shall, when the 
Commission shall be instiucied to act immediately under the authority of Govern* 
nicnt, submit directly to the Gowrumeiit to which he or they may be subordinate, and 
in other cases to lhc‘(''ontrolling Court or Board, the proceedings under the Commis- 
sion, iiccoinpHnicd ly translations of papers nut in tne English language, together 
with a summary of the pleadings and evidence, and his or their opinion of the merits 
of the case.

Collector as he shall think nt, in manner as is directed by this Act, and subject to its 
provisions.

December^ I83D. 

An Act for authorizing the Court of Requesta for the Town of Calcutta 
to execute decreea passed hy the Judue of the Dewanny Adnwiut of 
the Zillah of the 24 -Pcrgunnuh 3 in certain caees. 

I. Whereas execution of the decrees of the Courts of Justice of the Zillah of the 
24-Pcrgunualia is often defeated by the parties against whom the same have been ob- 
tained absconding from the limits of tlie said Zillah into the Town of Calcutta ; and 
whereas h} R^ignlation XVI. of 1812 of the Bengal Code, provision is made, where 
the like inconvenience occurs bv parties absconding from the 'i'uwn of (Calcutta into the 
said Zillah, for the Judge of the said Zilkh enforcing the judgments of the Court of 
Requests of tlie Town of Calcutta : 

Ir is herebr enacted thot if the defendant in any suit decided by any Court of Jus- 
tice of the Zillah of the 24>Fergurinahs, the plniiuilf in which shall have obtained a 
decree, shall retire before execution of the same into the juriMlirtion of the Court of 
Requests, that Court, upon receiving a written application from the Judge ef Dewan- 
jiy Adawlut of Zillah of the 24-Pergiirinahs, setting forth the above circumstances, 
and accompanied by a copy of the decreeduly authenticated, is hereby aulboiized and 
directed to proceed to execute the said decree in the mode prescribed for the execution 
of judgments obtained in the Court of Requests, and on payment of the like costs 
as are demanded for the execution of such judgments in ordinary cases. Provided 
always, that nothing in this Act contained shall be held to authorize the suid Court of 
Requests to execute any decree except the couse of action in respect of which such 
decree was obtained were such that int had occurred within the local jurisdiction uf 
the said jUourt it uould have beeu cognizable by the same.

An Act for the Amendment of the Law relating to

Act No. X^II. of 1839, 

Passed hy the llon^ble the President of the Connril of India in Council on the 
30tA DecetnOer, 1 839. 

An Act coiiceniing the allowance of Interest in certain cases. 

1. Wherena it ^ expedient to extend to the Territories under the Government of 
the Fast linlia Company, as well within the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Courts aa 
elsewheiv, the provioions of the Stature 3d and 4th William IV. Chapter 49, Section 
28, concerning the nllownncc of iuierest in certain cases s 

it is therefore hereby ena('led,'4hat upon all debit or sums certain payable at a cer- 
tain time or otherwise, the Court before which such debts or sums may be recovered, 
may, if it shall think fit, allow interest to the creditor at a rate not exceeding tlie cur* 
rent rate of interest from the lime when such debts or sums certain were payable, if 
such dehLx or .oums be payable by virtue of some written Inslrumnil at a certain time, 
or .if payable otherwise, then from the lime when demand of payment shall have been 
made in writing, so as such demand shall give notire to the debtor ihst interest will be 
claimed from the date of such demand until the term of payment ; provided that in« 
shall be payable in all cases iu which it is now payablo by law.

February, 1840. 

An AcC for preventing, At&uyt eoncerning the posBCssion of Lan/I, and 
for i roviding relief in cases of forcible diapossession, withiii the Presi-* 
ilency of Fort William in Bengal. 

I. Whereas it is expedient so remove doubts which have arisen upon the interpre* 
aiiuq of Ilcgulaiiou XV. of 1821, aod to anieud the Law for prevvuting Affrays evu 
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earning the poRieiBlon of Land and for givihg relief in caaes of fMble diapOMeaaloii» 
and to extend it to caaea not hitherto provided for, and to make it applicable to perleiii 
of every cinsa or deacriptioh, whether Britiah bom anbjecta or othera ; 

It ia hereby enacted, that Bcgulation XLIX of 17U3, Regulation XIV of 1795, Re* 
gulation XXXI I ot 1909, {Section 5, Regulation VI of 1815, Regulation XV of 1823,' 
and Regulation II of 1820, of the Bengal Code, together with Ao much of any Regu- 
lations as extends any of the above Regulations or parts of Regulations to any places 
withiu the Presidency of Port William in Bengal, be repealed. 

^ II. And it ia hereby enacted, that whenever any Magistrate or other Officer exer- 
cising ilic noucra of a iJlagistrate may be certified that a dispute likely to induce a 
breach of the pence exists conoeriiing any Laud, IVemises, Water, Kisheiies, Crops, 
or Ollier pro<lucc of Land, within the limits of his jurisdiction, he shall lecord a pro- 
ceeding, Slating the grouiuls of his being socertiHcd, and shall call on all parlies cun- 
cerntd in such dispute (whether Proprietors, dependent Tuluokdnrs, Fanners, Under- 
Farmers, Ryuta or other persona) to attend his 1 ourt in person, or by agent, within a 
reasonable time, and tc give in a written statement of their respective claims as res- 
pects the fact of actual possession of the subject of dispute. And the Magistrate or 
other Officer as afurcsoid shall, without reference to the merit of the claims of any 
party to a right of possession, proceed to enquire what party was in possession of the 
subject of dispute when the dispute arose, and after satisf} ing himself upon that point, 
shall record a proceeding declaring the parly uhuin he may decide to have been in such 

J iosseasiuri to be entitled to retain possession, until ousted by due course of Law, and ' 
urbidding all disturbance of possession until such time : antf if necessary the Magis- 
trate or other Officer as aforesaid shall put such party into possession, and maintaia 
)iim ill possession, until the riglits of the parties disputing be delcriuiucd by a com- 
petent Court. 

Ill And it is hereby enacted, (hat if the Mnpstrate or other Officer as aforosaid, 
shall, in the cases menlioiiod in Section 11 of this Act, he enabled to satisfy himself 
ns to what party was in possession of the subject of dispute when the dispute arose, 
he rnny attach the subject of dispute until the rights of the parties be determined by a 
comficlerit Court, giving the Collector information of the uttachmenl ; and if the sub- 
ject of dispute he Land, the provisions of Regulation V. of 18x7 regarding nltaclimcnt 
by order of a Zillah or City Court shall apply to ntlachments by order of a Magistrate 
or other Officer as aforesaid made under this Section. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any party shall complain to a Magistrate or 
other Officer as aforesaid, that he has been without authority of Law foi cihly dispos- 
sessed of any Land, Premises, Water Fisheries, Crops, or other produce of Laud within 
the jurihdiciion of sm h hlagistrnte or other Officer os ufuresaid, whether the same w'cre 
nossessed by such party as Proprietor, dependent TalooLdar, Fanner, under Farmer, 
Ryot or otherwise the Magistrate or otiier Officer as aforesaid shall require the party 
or parlies complained against, and any other parties concerned, to appear and make de- 
fence in persons or by agent within a reasonable time; and if, after tho examination of 
tjie necessary witnesses and documents, tho complaint appears to him to be substan- 
tiated, he shall record a proceeding, ordering, the party complaining to be put again 
into possession of (he subject of dispute, and maintained in possession until the right 
to poflsessioii be determined by acompetciit Court : provided that no such o^er shaUbo 
passed unless the parly coniplnining of h.iviiig been so dispossessed prefer his claim 
within one month from the time of suclfdixpnssession. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that if, in cases instituted under this Act, the subject of 
dispute be newly formed Laud whereof it shall appear to the Magistrate or other 
Officer as aforesaid that no party has ever had possssssion tlie Mngis(rotc or other 
Officer as aforesaid shall award possession to the party to whom the right of possession 
heiungs according to law or custom, and shall maintain that party in possesbion uiiiil 
the right to possession be determiiiira by a competent Court. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that if adispuie arises concerning the ligbt of use of 
any Land or water.the Magistrate or bthorOfficer as aforesaid within whose jurisilietion 
the subject of dispute lies may enquire into the moiter, and if it shall appear to him 
that the subject or dispute was open to the use of the public, or of any c1h.vn of persons, 
the said Magistrate or other Officer may order that poNsessioii thereof shall nut be 
taken or retained by any party to tho exclusion of the public, or of such person, or of 
such class of persona, as the case may he, until the parly claiming siicli possession 
shall obtain the decision of a competent rotfrt adjudging him to be entitled to such 
exclusivp possession. Provided the Magistrate or oUier Officer ns aforesaid shall not 
pass any such order ss aforesaid, if the ipatter be such that the right of use ia capable 
of being exercised at oil times of the year, unless that right shall Imve been ordi- 
narily exercised within three months from the date of tho institution of the enquiry, 
or iif cases where the right of use exists dt particular seasons, unless such right has 
been exercised without discontinuaoce before the disponessiou of which complaint ie 
mode, 
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VII, And it is hereby enacted, that any person opposing by force the execntion 
of an order for possession or use, given under this Act, or refusing obedience thereto, 
or kno«in{^ly contravening the same, as long as it shall remain in legal force shall, 
together u^in all persons aiding and abetting, be liable, on conviction before a Mnj^is- 
trete or other Officer with the powers of a Magistrate, to be sentenced to simple im- 
piisonmenl for a term not exceeding six months, or to fine not exceeding two hundred 
rupees, commutable if not paid to a period of simple imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or to both imprisonment ana fine as aforesaid. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all orders passed under this Act shall be ap- 

J icalable in the usual manner under the Uegulations and La^ that are or may be in 
bree relating to appeals from the orders of Magistrates of other Officers exercising the 
powers of Magistrates. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that in cases instituted under this Act the Magistrate 
or other Officer ns aforesaid is anthoriced, with the consent of all the parties, to refer 
the matter in dispute, so far os it is cognisahle under this Act, to an arbitrator or 
arbitrators for decision, whose award shall be executed ns if it were the aw'ard of such 
Magistrate or other Officer as aforesaid. 

A. And it is hereby provided that nothing in this Actcoiitniued shall eflect the legal 
exercise of any right of attachment or seizure xested by law in tiny jiartics. 

XI. And it is hereby further provided, that this Act nIibII not extend to any place 
beyond the liniita of the Presidency of Fort William in Bniga), or to the Scitlemeiita 
of Prince of Wales’s Island, Singapore, or Malacca, or to any place situated within the 
local limits of the jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme Court at Calcutta.

An Act for amending the law administered in Her Ma« 
jjesty’s Courts of Justice with reference to Arbilralions» 
Damages, and interested ^^^itnesses. 

I. Whereas it is expedient to extend to the Territories of the East 
iiidia Company certain proirisioiis of the Statute 3d and 4lh Williiuu 
IV. Chap. 43, whereby remedies have been applied for the uncertain* 
4y iniperiections heretofore incident to Arbitrationa, for the insuffi* 
cieiit damages to which injured parlies uerv limited by the technical 
forms of ccilnin acliuna, and for the obsli notion injustice frequently 
'occaaioned by reason of the legal iiicoinpetcney of witnesses to give 
'cvidenco in ronsequeuce of having some iutcrcit in the eveut of the 
suit to which their testimony relates; 

it is hereby enacted, that, hi order to render the rejection of wit- 
nesses on the ground of interest less frequent, if any witness shall be 
objected to in any of ll«r Majesty’s Courts of Justice as iiicompcteot 
on the groqipd lli8| the venlict or iudgment in iho action on which 
it shall be proposed to examine him would bo admissible in evidence 
for or ogaiiiist him, such witness shall nevertheless be examined, bnl 
In that case a verdict or judgment in that action in favour of the party 
on whose behalf he shall have been examined bIirU not- be admissible 
in evidence for him or any one claiming under him nor shall a ven* 
diet or judgment against the parly on whose behalf he shall have Imea 
examined be admissible in evidence against him or any one claiming 
under him. 

II And it is hereby enacted, lhaf the Court on the trial of ony 
issue, or ou any inquiry of damages, in any suit before any of Her

mentioned in such rule or order, and the disobedience to any such rule 
or order shall be deemed a contempt of Court, if, in addition to the 
service of such rule or order, an appointment of tho time and |>Iace of 
attendance in obedience thereto, signed by one at least of theArbitraters 
or by the Umpire, before whom the attendance is required, shall also 
be served either together with or after the service of such Rule or

V. And it is hereby enacted, that when in any Rule or Order of ai Yi ** 
reference, or iu any submission to arbitration containing an agreement 

that the submission shall be ordered or agreed that the witnesses upon 
such reference shall be examined upon oath, it shall bo lawful for the 
Arhitraturs or Umpire, or any one Arbitrator, and he or they are hereby 
authorized and required to administer an oath to such witnesses, or to 
take their afllrmation in cases where affirmation is allowed by law 
instead of oath, and if upon such oath or affirmation any person 
making the same shall wilfUlly and corruptly give any false evidence, 
every person so offending shall be deemed and taken to be guilty of 
perjury, and shall be prosecuted and punished accordingly. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that this Act shall take effect in 
Calcutta from the day of its passing, and at Madras and Bombay 
after the expiration of thirty days from such day, and in the Straita 
gettlemenu aAer the expiration of sixty days from such day.

IV, Ch. XIV. ahall 
be extended to the Territories of the East India Company ; provided 
always that this Act shall not be construed to affect any case, which 
would not have been governed by the Law of EngUnd before the 
pMsing of the aforesaid Statute, if th|t Act had not passed ; or i# 
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extend 'or alter the juriadiction of any of Her Majesty's Courti of

An Aeifor rmdenng n written Memnrrtndum nerettnn/ in the rnfi- 
diti/of certain Promise* and Rnffat/ements, Oih May, 1828. 

Whereas by an Act pas^ert in England in the twenty-first year of 
the Reign of King James the First, it was, among oilier things, en- 
acted, that all actions of ncrount ami upon the ciise, oilier lhan such 
accounts as concern the trade of luerchandixe between Merchant and 
Merchant, their Factors or Servants, all actions of debt grounded 
upon any lending or contract without specially, and all actions of 
debt for arrearages of rent, should be commenced uiihin three years 
after the end of the then present Session of Parliament, or within six 
years next after the cause of such actions or suit, and not after. And 
whereas a similar Enactment is contained in an Act passed in Ireland 
in the tenth year of the reign of King Charles the First, and wherena 
srarioiis questions have arisen in actions founded on simple contract, 
as to the proof and efiect of acknowledgments and promises offered in 
evidence for the purpose of taking rases out of the operation of the said 
Enactments ; and it is expedient to prevent such qncsiioiia and to make 
provision for |;iving effect to the said Knnrtments and to the intention 
thereof. Be it therefore enacted by the King's most Excellent Ma- 
jesty, hy and with the advice and consent or the l^ords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same. '1 nut in actions of debt or upon the 
case grounded upon any aimple contract no acknowledgment or pro- 
mise by words only shall bo deemed sufficient evidence of a new or 
continuing contract, whereby to make any case out of the operation 
of tho said Ennetinents, or either of them, or to deprive any parly of the 
benefit thereof, unless such acknowledgment or promise shall be made 
or contained by or in some writing to be signed by the party chargeable 
thereby, and that where there shall be two or more Joint Contractors, 
or Executors, or Administra tors of any Contractor, no sneh Joint Con- 
tractor, Executor or Administrator shall lose the benefit of the said 
Enactments, or cither of them, so as to bo chargeable in respect or by 
reason only by any written acknowledgment or promise made and 
signed by ony other or others of them. Provided always, that nothing 
therein contained ahall alter or take away or lessen the effect of any 
Payment of any principal or interest maoe by any person whatsoever. 
Provided also, that in actions to be commenced against two or more 
such Joint Contractors, or Executors or Administrators, if it shall 
appear at tho trial or otherwise that the Plaintiff, though barred by 
cither of the said recited Acts or this Act, as to one or inoro of such 
Joint (yoniractors, or Executors, or Administrators, shall nevertheless 
be entitled to recover against any oUier or others of the Defendants, 
hy virtue of a new acknowledgment or promise, or otherwise, judge- 
ment; may be given and cost allowed for the Plaintiff as to sii^ De- 
fendant or Defendants against whom he shall recover, and for the 
other Defendant or Defendants against the Plaintifil 
' 11. And be it farther enacted, that if any Defendant or Defendants 
in any action on any simple contract shall plead any matter in abate- 
ment to the effect that any other person or persons oneht to he jointly 
sued and issue he joined on such plea, and it shall appear at the 
trial that the action could not, by reason of the said recite Acts, or 
this Act, or of either of them, he maintained, against the other person 
or persons named in anch plea, or any of them, the iaeuo joined oo 
anSi plea shall be found against the party pleading the aame. 

III. And be it farther enacted, that no Indorsement or Memorandum 
nf any payment wriltca or made after the time appointed for tbia 
•Act to take affscti upaa isy PtomiMory Noto> Bill of Eicbtage, dr 
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other writing by or on the behalf of the parly to whom aoch pay* 
ment ahall be maile, ahall be deemed aufficient proof of aiich payment 
BO as to take the case out of the operation of either of the laul 
Statutes. 

IV« And be it farther enacted, that the said recited Acts and this 
Actsliall be deemed and taken to apply to the case of debt on simple 
contract alleged by way of set off on the part of any defendant, either 
by plea, notice, or otherwise. 

V. And he it further enacted, that no action shall be mainlnined 
whereby to charge any person upon any promise made after full age 
to pay any debt contracted during infancy, or upon any raliflcalion 
after full age of any promise or simple conti-acl made during infan- 
cy, unless such promise or ratification shall bo made by some writing 
signed by the party to bo charged therewith. 

vl. And be it further enacted, that no action shall be brought 
whereby to charge any person or by reason of any representation or 
assurance made or given, concerning or relating to the character, con- 
duct, credit, ability, trade or dealings of any other person, to the 
intent or purpose that such other pet son may obtain credit, money, or 
goods upon, unless such representation or assurance be made in writ- 
ing, signed by the party to be charged therewith. ^ 

VII. And whereas by an Act passed in England in the twenty-ninth 
year of the reign of King Charles the Second, intituled an Act for the 
prevention of Frauds ond Perjuries, it is, among other things eiinctetl, 
that from and after the twenty-fourth day of June one thousand aix 
linndred and seventy -seien, no contract for the sale of any goods, 
wares and marcliandizes, for the price often pounds bterling or up- 
wards, shall be allowed to be good except the buyer shall accept part 
pf the goods so sold, and actually receive the same, or give something 
in earnest to bind the bargain, or in part of payment ; or that some 
note or memorandum in writing of the said bargain be made and 
signed by the parlies to be charged hy such contract, or their Agents 
thereunto lawfully authorized. And whereas a similar Enactment is 
contained in an Act passed in Ireland in the seventh year of the 
reign of King William the Third. And whereas it has been held 
that the said recited Enactments do not extend to certain executory 
caiilracts for the sale of goods, which nevertheless are within the 
mischief (hereby intended to be remedied ; and it is expedient to 
•xtend (he said Enactments to such exec tilery contracts ; bo it enacted, 
that the said Enactments shall extend to all contracts for the sale of 


goods of the value of ten pounds sterling and upwards, notwithstand- 
ing the goods may be intended to'be delivered at some future time, 
or may not at the time of such contract be actually made, procureil 
or provided, or fit or ready for delivcrv, or some act may be requisite 
fur the making or completing thereof, or rendering the same fit for 
delivery. 

VI 11. And bo it further enacted, that no memorandum or other 
writing made necessary by this Act shall be deemed to be an agree- 
ment within the ffleauingof any Statute relating to the dutieaof 
Stamps.

BILLS OF EXCHANGE. 

ACT NO. VI OF 1840, 

Patted hy the Right Hcn'lie the Governor General of India in Council on Ih e 
2d of Matcht 1840. 

An Act for the AmendmeDt of the Law concerning the negociation 
of Bills of Exchange. 

I. Whereas itis expedient teaxtend to the Territories under the Gorernment of 
the East India Company the amendmmits of the Law respecting Bills of Exchange 
contained in the Statutes 68 Qeo. 8 Cep. 93—1 and 9 Geo.,4. C. 78— 0 and 7 W. 4. C. 
68—9 and 3 W. 4. C. 08 ; 

It i« hereby enacted, that frem and after the first day of May, in the year of our 
Lord 1840r i* penon shall accept a Bill of Exchange pay able. at ecy other place 
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than at his own place of residence without farther expression in his acceptance, such 
acceptance shall be deemed and taken to be to all intents and purposes a general 
acceptance. But if the acceptor shall, in his acceptance, express thot he accepts the 
Bill payable at such other place only, and not otherwise or elsewhere, such acceptance 
shall be deemed and taken to be to all intents and purposes, a qualified acceptance of 
such Bill and the acceptor sholl not be liable to pay such Bill except in default of 
payment, when such payment shall hare been duly demanded at such other place. 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that after the day and year aforesaid no acceptance 
of any Bill of Exchange drawn within the Territories of the East India Company, 
shall be sufficient to cnarge any person unless such acceptance be in writing on such 
Bill, or, if there be more than one part of such Bill, on one of the said parts. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, ttiat it shall not be necessary to present Bills of Ex* 
change occepted supra protest for honor, or haring a reference thereon in case of need 
to the acceptor or acceptors for honor, or to the referee or referees, until the day fol- 
lowing the day on which such Bills of Exchange shall become due, and if the place of 
address on any such Bill of Exchange of such acceptor or acceptors for honor, or of 
such referee or referees he other than where such Bill shall therein be made payable, 
then it shall not be necossary to forward such Bill of Exchange for preheiitnient for 
payment to such acceptor or acceptors for honor, or referee or referees, until the day 
following the day on which such Bill of Exchange shall bceome due. 

IV. And it is hereby enocted, that oil Bills of Elxchnnge wherein the drawer or 
drawers thereof shall have expressed that such Bills of Exchange are to be payable 
in any place other than the place by him or them therein meiiiioncd to be the place 
of residence of the drawee or drawees thereof, and which shall not on the presciil- 
ment thereof he accepted, shall or may be, without further presentment to the drawee 
or drawees, prolestea for non-payment in the place in whirh such Bills of Exchange 
shall have been by the drawer or drawers expressed to be payable, unless the amount 
owing upon such Bills of Exchange shall have been paid to the holder or holders 
thereof on the day on which such Bill would have become payable and the same been 
duly accepted. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that no Bill of Exchange or Promissory Note that 
shall be drawn or made after the passing of this Act shall, though it may have been 
given for a usurious consideration, upon a usurious contract, be void in the hands of 
an Indorsee fur valuable consideration, unless such Indorsee had at the time of dis- 
countir*g or paying such consideration for the same, actual notice that such Bill of Ex- 
change or Promissory Note hull been originally givin for a usurious consideration, or 
upon a usurious contract. 

VI. And it is hereby provided, that this Act shall not be construed to extend to 
aflect Bills of Exchange or Promissory Notes, in any cose which, but for the passing 
of this Act, would not be governed by the law of England, or to extend or alter the 
jurisdiction of any of her Majcity*s Courts of Justice. 


THUGGEE. 


ACT NO. XVIII. OF 1837, 

Patted hy the Jltghi Hon'lle the Governor General of India in Council, on tho 
1th August, 1837. 

It is hereby enacted, that any person rhaiged with murder bv Thuggee, or with the 
offence of having belonged to a gang of Thugs, made punishable by Act No. XXX. of 
1836, tnay be committed by any Magistrate or Joint Magistrate within the Territories 
of the East India Company, for trial before any Criminal Court, competent to try 
such perioo ou such charge. 
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CUSTOMS. 


REGULATION IX. OP 1810, 

Pasted by the Vice Ptesident in Council, toth April, 1810. 

A Regulation for rescinding the whole of the Regulations 
at present in Force for the Collection of the Govern- 
ment Customs in the Provinces of Bengal, Behar, Oris- 
sa, and Benares, hP.d in the ceded and conquered 
Provinces; and for re-establishing those Customs, with 
amended Rules for the Collections of them. 

Tbb rules by M'bicli the collection of Government customs haying 
been hitherto conducted, ha\‘iiig oppeared essentially derecilve ; 
many of the regulations being deficient in simplicity and clearness, 
and the uhole Turniing too complex a syhtcni of multiplied taxes, in 
many instauecs unequully distributed on the inhabitants of the dii- 
lereiit proiiiiccs, os uell us hnrrassiug in the mode in which thc3r are 
vullected ; the Yicc-rrcsidont in C^uuncil, desirous of impartially 
equalising the ])ublic biirdeiis uiihoul injuring the resources of Go- 
veniincnt, and of simplilying the collection of the eiintoros by reduc- 
ing to a single lax the severaT duties now letted, so that incrchantlize 
having once paid duty, may be freely transported from place to pluco 
without the harnssing interruptions to which the trade has been ex- 
posed under the cxisuiig system of successive collections, has^ enact- 
ed the following rules, to be iu force throughout the territories iin- 
mediately dependant on the Presidency of Fort William, from the 
period of the promulgation of this regulation. 

II. First, UegulatiuiiB HI XXXIX. and LVIl. 179.'S ; Regu- 
Intioiis 1. and IX* 1197 : Uegulntion XI. IttUO, and Hegiilation XI. 
18 >1 ; llegulations 1, V. and Vli. iSoS; ilcgulutioii XI. 1804, and 
Regulation XIX. 1800, for the collection of Gov criinieiit customs, 
iu the pro>iiiccs of Bengal, Uehur, Orissa, and IWiiHres, and iu the 
ceded and conquered provinces, are hereby rehcinded. 

Second. Ucgiilutiuns XLIi. 1793, aim XXXVill. 1803, are also 
hereby rescinded. 

III. Ail duties le\ied under any denomination whatever, which 
cunslilutc a tax on the transit, ex.iort, or import, of goods of any des- 
cription, tlirongh, from, or into, the provinces 8n')ject to the rresi- 
dencj of Fort ^^'lllialll, or the cities or towns therein, (with the ex 
ceplion of the ciu of Delhi and the circuiniaceiU territory, to which 
the regulations of the British Government nave not been extended) 
not authorized by this or any other regulation which may be passed 
and published in the niaiincr prescribed by Regulation XLl, 1793, 
arc hereby declarcil to be abolished. 

IV. All custom houses heretofore established (with the excep- 
tion of those which ’«i'c continued by this regulation) shall be with- 
drawn from the period uf the promulgation of this regulation. 

V. The custom-houses for the cmlcction of the G'overnment cus- 
toms umler this reguluiioii, shall Ui fixed in the cities of Agra, Fur- 
ruckubad, Allnhuhad, Danares, Patna, Moorshedabad, Dacca, and 
Calcutta ; and iu the towns of Meerut, Cawiipure, Mirzapore, Chitta- 
gong, Huogly and Hulasore. 

VI. First. The Government customs to be levied at the several 
custom-houses established by Section 5, with the exception of the 
cities of Furrackiibad and Allahabad and the towns of Meerut and 
Mirzapore, shall be liuvetl by oflicors, to be severally denominated 
oollcctors of the Governnicut customs at Agra, Cawnnorc, Benares, 
Patna, Moorshedabad, Hoogly, Dacca, Calcutto, Chittagong, and 
Dalasore. 

ijiecond. The custom-house at Meerut shall be subject to the au- 
thority of the. collector of tho Government customs at Agra, with a 
covenaated civil servaut m his deputy, to be itaiivued at Meerut.

The custom-houses at Furrtickabad and Allahabad shall be subject to 
tlie authority of the collector of the government cu toms at Cawn-

XXXII.* The importation of opium^ the produce or manufacture 
of the terriloriei of the Natcab Viziet\ or of any forcufn cotmtiy, into 
any of the prfwuicet eubjeci to the immediate goternmmt of the Preti’ 
dc 'ncy <f Fort William^ it prohibited. The ojpeert in charge of the 
customs throughout those provinces are accordingly hereby authorized 
and required to seize any eontraland opium which may he brought teit/f 
in the limits of the ehokees, dependant on their respeetire eustom~1u>use$.

Aliy native officer proved to have been guilty of a 
breach of the rule routained in the foregoing section, w'ill, of course, 
he liable to he dismissed from his employment under the rules provi- 
ded in such cases by Regulations V. 1804, and Vlll. 1809. ('om- 
plaiuls against native officers emplo} ed under the collectors of cus- 
toms for offences of this nature, shall muirover be considered cogniz- 
able by the magistrates; and any such imtive olRcor. on being con. 
victed before a magistrate of having detained or stopped goods in- 
any unauthoiized manner; or of huiing erincled, under any plea or 
pretence whatever, a present, fee, or other consideration for the pas- 
sage of goods or otherwise in vinlntion of the regulations of Govern- 
ment, shall be deemed guilty of extortion, and be liable to be senten- 
ced to pay a fine, not exceeding two huiidi-cd rupees, and to iinpiisuii- 
nient, uot exceeding six months, or to corporal punishment not ex- 
ceodiiig thiily rnttaiis, according to the iialurc and circuinstnnres of 
the case, and the condition in life of the ofi'rnder ; and if the tine so 
adjudgcil be not paid, it shall be cummutable to a further period of 
imprisonment, not exceeding six months, as proi ided with respect to 
other sentences of the magistrates by Section 19. of Rcgiihitiori IX. 
J807. The party oggrimed shall, at the same time, be at liberty to 
prosecute the ofiender for damages in the dewauny adatclut, 

XXXIX. All native persons, not being oifie'ers employed by Go- 
vernment in the collection of the Guveriiineiit customs, or authorized 
by any regulation to collect customs or duties, who shall exact cus- 
toms or duties, or any denomination, on any pretence whatsoever 
whether as principals or agents, shall likewise be deemed guilty of 
extortion, and ou conviction before a magistrate, shall be liable to the 
penalties of fine^ and imprisonment to tho same extent, and with the 
same qualification for comniutirig the flue to further imprisonment, 
if it be not paid, as the magistrate is empowered to adjudge against 
native officers convicted of extortion under the preceding section ; 
and the party ^grimed shall in like manner be also at liberty to 
prosecute the^ ofiender for damages in the dtwtuiny adawlui ; but 
nothing contained herein, shall be construed to authorise the magis- 
trate to inflict the corporal punishment in any such case, on any 
ground whatever. 

XL. Regulation VIlI. 1806, already prescribes certain rules, ge^ 
nerul and apecial, which are to be obserreti in regard to all coinplsints 
instituted against the collertors or dnuuly collectors of the Govern- 
ment customs, for_ acts which under tne regulotions in force may be 
cognizable in the city or xiflah civil courts. It is hereby further pro- 
vided, that in cases in which the Governor General in Council, under 
the role costaioed in l^cction 3 of that rcgulatioo, may order any 
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tueh complaint to be tried in a city or nllah court, cither as a public 
•uit against Gorcrnment, or aa a nrh'ole suit against the party whoso 
acts ore complained of, tho several rules in force relative to suits 
preferred against collectors nf the land revenue in mutters in which 
they are in like manner amenable to those courts, shall be applied 
(as far as the same may be appiiciiblc to the patlicular case) to tho 
whole of the proceedings in the suit in question, anfl to tho ciiforoc- 
ment of the judgment when finally passed ; as well as to the up* 
proprialiun or disbursement of the sum or sums whirh may be ad- 
judged in favour of eitlicr party as costs or damages therein. And 
the Boards of Revenue and Board of Commissioners respectively 
shall exercise the same di^crctiuniiry power and control in rcgunl to 
conducting the defence of any snit, if it be a public suit (us'wcU us 
in regard to prosecutions which may be instituted at tlio suit of Oo- 
veriiinent,) and to currying the suit through the different stages of 
oppeiil, if necessary, os they woiildexercise in the hko cases re* 
luting to suits uunnci led with the land revenue. 

Xlil. The culleclors of the (loveniiiicnt customs arc empowered 
to propose to the Board of Revenue and Board of Commissioners 
respectively, fur the consideration of the Governor General in Coun- 
ril, such rules as may appear to them calculated to promote the belter 
collection of the customs. 

XLII. All the rules in this regulation, respecting collectors of the 
riovernment eustdins, unless where the contrary is expressed, shall 
he cuiisuloied eqindly applicable to their deputies. But nil accounts, 
ofiicjHl reports, and cuininiiiiic'iilions, of the deputies, shall be trans- 
mitted to the two Boards through the collectors, their immedinte 
superiors, and all prupositioris for the removal or appointmeiil of the 
native ufiiecrs attached to the several stations of Meerut, Allahabad, 
X''uri’ukfibad, and Mirzspore, shall likewise be mode through tho 
same cbiiiinel. (subject of course to the provisions of Uegulalions V. 
1804, and VI 11. 1800,) and shall he comnmiiiculed to the BuHi-d of 
Revenue or Board of Commissioners, with the collector's opinion 
thereon. The deputy collectors of customs are moreover to pay 
strict obedience to nil orders and instructions they may receive from 
the collectors, to whoso nulhoriiy they may respectively be subject, 
provided they be not contrary to this or any other regulation in force 
at the lime. 

MIRZAPORE SPECIAL RULES.

porters, and the otli^r inuieiy from the person or persons to whom 
they disposed of such goods in the mart, for transportation and salo 
beyond us limits ; it being uridiirstood and stipulated, that if the 
Deccan importer, instead of selling his gooils thus brought into the 
mort, shall choose, in view to a belter market, to carry tnem to any 
place out of the said mart, he is to pay the remaining^ half of the 
fixed duty himself, so as to make up the whole of the import duty 
to which the gooils may be liable under S^lion 12,-^ 

Fourth. With a further view to the accommodation of the Deccan 
hyapnrcee in regard to their exports from .ilie mart of Mirxapore to 
the Deccan, the deputy collector is authorised to grant cftarchiliet 
or passes, with one seal only, instead of ronirinnaAr, for all goods 
passing from the mart of Mirxapore to the Dcccan, provided that 
such goods shall have been first imported into the mart under a 
roxoQnmkf certifying that the preseribed duties have been collected 
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ihrrecin ; or tlial the prescribed duly shall have been levied on their 
iiiiportntiori into the Mundovy or mart without a rawamuh. But 
III! goods the prescribed duty on which shiill not appear to have been 
once puid, must be cleared out, and be accompanied by a regular 
rowannah according to the form heretofore in use, previous to their 
being passed for exportation to the Dcccnn. 

CALCUTTA vSPECIAL RULES.

And when the Duty is declared to be ati valorem^ it shall be levied on the 
Market value without deduction, and if the Collector of enstoms shall see rea- 
son to doubt whether the Goods come from the country from which they are 
declared to come by the Importer, it shall be lawful for the collector of cus- 
toms, to call on the Importer to furnish evidence as to the place of manufacture 
or prpduction, and if such evidence shall not satisfy the said collector of the 
irgth of the declaration, the Goods shall be charged with the highest rate of 
Duty, sulijcct always to an appeal to the Board of Customs, Salt and Opinm.

ACT No. XVI OF 1837. 

Passed by tite liiijht Hon'ble the Governor General of India in 
Council, on the 3d July, 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the 1.5th day of July 
1837, Regulation XV. 1817, of the Bengal Code, shall be 
repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that when the Customs Du- 
ties fixed to be levied upon Goods exported by Sea from any 
port of Bengal or Orissa shall be ad valorem, the value of such 
Goods shall be declared by the Exporter, in the manner pre- 
scribed by Regulation VI. 1833 of the Bengal Code for Goods 
imported into Calcutta by Sea, and the provisions of tlint Re- 
gulation for cases of disputed valuc*(excepting Section IV. there- 
of, which prescribes the levy of duty when the Goods are 
taken for Government) shall apply to Goods intended to be 
exported by Sea in like manner as for imported Goods, and 
the value so to he declared by the I'ixporter, .shall include the 
packages or materials in which the Goods may he contained. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, 
from time to time, by notice in the Official Gazette, to fix a 
value for any article liable to ad valorem duty, and that the 
value so fixed by 'the Governor of the said Pre.sidency, shall, 
till altered by a similar notice, be taken to be the value of such 
article for t)ie purpo,sc of levying duty on the suinc. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that every Ma.ster of a Vessel, 
who shall remove from such Vessel or put on board thereof 
any Goods, or cause or suITer any Goods to removed thoiicc 
or put on board thereof between snn*set and sun 'rise, or on 
any day when the Custom House is closed for business, without 
leave in writing obtained from the Collector of Customs, shall 
be puuished w ith a fine not exceeding 500 Rupees. 

V. And it is hereby enav'>ted, that when upon application 
from the Commander of any Vessel the Custom House Officers 
shall be removed from on hoard thereof, under the provisions 
to that effect contained in Section XVI. of the the Act XIV. 
of 1836, if the Commander of such Vessel shall before a Cus- 
tom House Officer have again been placed in such Vessel, put 
on board of such Vessel, or cause or suffer to he put on board 
of such Vessel, any Goods whatever, such Commander shall be 
punished with a fine not exceeding 1,000 Rupees, and tlie Goods 
shall be liable to be relanded for examination at the expense 
of the Shipper or Shippers upon requisition to that effect from 
the Collector of Customs. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Commander of every 
Vessel, who is bound to receive a Custom House Officer on 
board of such Vessel, shall also be bound to receive on board 
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one Servant of such Officer, and to provide such Officer and 
such Servant with suitable shelter and accomniodation, and 
like>vi<;e vrith a due allowance of fresh water, and with the 
means of cooking o:i board, and if any ('omrnanflcr of a Vessel 
shall wilfully disobey the directions contained in this Section, 
he shall be punished with fine not execwlini? r)no llnpccs, 

VII. And it is hereby cnncteil, that no Cargo Boat laden 
with (loods intendoil for exportation by Sea, sliall make fast to, 
or lie alongside of any Vessel iir'es.s there slwll be on board 
the li(»at or have been received by the Custom House Officer 
ou board of the Vosjsel, a Custom House Ptriuit or Order for 
the sliipnient of the Oonds. And the floods on board of any 
Boat that may so lie alongside or be made fast to a Vessel, if 
such Goods be not covered by a Custom House Pass accom- 
panj ing tlictu. or previcmsly received by the t^ustoms Ufficor on 
board the said Vessel, shall be liable to confiscation. 

VII I. And it is hen hy cnaotvl, that when Goods shall be 
sent from on board ship for the purpose of being landed and 
passed for importation, there sh.nll be sent with each Boatload 
or other separate disjiatch, a Boat-note specifying the number 
of packages and the marks and ntimhers or other description 
thereof, and such Boat-note shall be signed by an Officer of 
the \e‘<scl and likewise by the Customs Officer that may be 
on board, and if any imported Goods be found in a Boat pro- 
ceeding to land Avithout a Boat-note, or if being accompanied 
by !i Boat-note, they he found out of the proper track between 
the Ship and the Custom House \Vharf, or other Wharf or 
Ghaut at which they have been permitted to bo landed, the 
Boat containing sneb Goods may be detained bv any Inspector, 
or by any other Officer of the Preventive Service of the Cus- 
tom House, duly authorized by the (\)lleetor of Customs, and 
unless the cause of fh-viation be explained to the sati.sfaction of 
the Officers of llio Customs, the Goods bliall be liable to con- 
fiscation. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that when Goods shall be 
brought to be passed througli the Custom House, either for 
importation or exportation by Sea, if the packages in wliieli 
the same may be contained, slsall be found not to correspond 
with the description of llicm given in the apidiciition for pas.s- 
ing them through the Cn.stom House, or if the contents thereof 
be found not to have been correctly desi'ribed in regard to sort, 
nuality or quantity, or if any Goods not .stated in the applica- 
tion be found concealed in or mixed up with the specified arti- 
'cliS&,‘'all'SUcli packages with the whole of the Goods contained 
therein, shall bo liable to confiscation. 

X. And it. is hereby enacted, that if any pertson after Goods 
have been landed and before they have been passed tbrongb 
the Custom House, louioves or attempts to remove, them with 
the intention of defrauding the Revenue, the Goods shall bo 
liable to confiscation. 

XI. And it is hereby cncted in modification of tlie Arti- 
cle of Schedule B. of Act No. XIV. of 1836, which provides 
that when Sugar or Rum shall be exported on British bottoms 
to any British Possession, no duty shall be levied thereupon, 
and if on Foreign bottoms, a duty of 3 per cent, only shall be 
levied, that the said exemption 'from duty and advantage of 
rate shall not hold or apply to the case of Sugar exported to any 
British Possession or Settlement on the Continent of India 
(including the Port of Bombay), but duties shall be levied on 
sneh exports in the same manner as upon Sugar and Rum ex- 
ported to other places, and the amount of duties so levied shall 
be credited in the adjastinent of any import dnty to which 
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the Sugar so exported from Bengal may be subject, at any 
places (^f import within the possessions of the East India 
Company.

Passed by the Right Han'ble the Governor General of India in Council, on the 
i2th June, 1837. 

It is hereby enacted, that whenever anv Foreign State in Asia or Africa shall 
permit within the dominions of such State, the importation or exportation of 
Goods in British Vessels on the same terms on which it permits the Importation 
or exportation of Goods in Vessels belonging to the Subjects of such Foreign 
State, it shall be lawful for the Goveror General of India in Council, by an Order 
in Council, to direct that Goods may be imported into the Territories of the East 
India Company, or exported thence in Vessels belonging to the Subjects of such 
Foreign State, on the same terms on which such Goods are imported into the 
said Territories, or exported thence on British Vessels.

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ACT NO. XV. OF 1839, 

Passed hy the Jhttble the President in Council of India in Council, on the lOth 
June, 1837. 

I. It is hcrrhy enacted, that if any person on or after tlic day on which this 
Act will come into operation, as hereiiiafler provided, lands or attempts to land 
in any part of the Territories subject to the Government of the Presidency of 
Fort 8t. Georf^e, any Foreign Sugar, or any Sugar which is the growth of any 
Rritish possession into which Foreign Sngar can be legally import'd, such Sugar 
shall be seized and coiiliscaicd by the C'ollector of the Customs, or by any other 
Officer thereunto authorized by the Governor in ( ouncil of the said Presidency, 
provided always, that Sugar which is the growth of any part of the Presidency 
of Fort William in Rciigal, into which Foreign Sugar, and sugar which is the 
growth of any British 'possession into which Foreign Sugar may be legally 
imported, are prohibited from being lauded, may, during such prohibition, be 
landed in the said Territories as heretofore. 

II. And it is lierohy enacted, that if an\ person being in possession of Sugar, 
the produce of the said Territories, desires to obtain a certifteate of origin from 
the Collector orAssistantCollcctor of the Land or Custom Revenue of any district 
-within the said Territories, or from any other Officer appointed by the Go\crnor 
in ('ouncil of Fort St. George to give sncli ccrtfieaies, such person shall, in the 
presence of the Officer from whom he desires to obtain such certificate, niahe 
and subscribe a Declaration in the form contained in the Schedule hereunto an- 
il exed, marked A. 

III. And it is he^’chy enacted, that the Officer before whom such a declara- 
-tion as is aforesaid shall have been made, shall grant under his hand and seal 
to the declarant a certificate in the form contained iu the Schedule hereunto an- 
nexed, marked B. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that every person who intends to ship sugar 
from any placewi'ithiu the said territories for any part of the United Kingdom, 
Ehall ViC entitled to produce to the Collector of ('ustoms at that place, or to any 
other Officer who may have been appointed by the Governor in Council of Fort 
St. George, to act on such occariims instead of the Collector of ('ustoins. a cer- 
tificate such as is above described, and also in the presence of the Officer to 
-w^horo he has so produced such certificate, to make and subscribe a declaration 
in the form contained in tlie Schedule hereunto annexed, marked (\ 

'V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer to whom such a certificate 
shall have been so jiroduced, and before whom a Declaration in the last men- 
tioned form shall have been so made and subscribed, shall grant to the person 
who has made the last mentioned Declaration a certificate in the form contained 
in the Schedule hereunto annexed, marked D.

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ACT NO. XVII. OP 1837, 

Passed hy the Right Hon'ble the Governor General of India in Council, on the 
2Ath July, 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that Regulation XL of 1830 of the Bombay Code, 
shall be repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that the exclusive nght of conveying letters 
by post for hire firoin place to place within the Tenitories of the East India 
Company, shall be in the Governor General of India in Council* 
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III. Provided always, that it shall be competent to the said Governor 
General of India in (Council, and to any authority thereunto empowered by the 
said Governor General in Council, to grant to any person or persons a license, 
permitting such person or persons t«> convey letters by post for hire from place 
to place vvithin the said Torritorcs, and that it shall be lawful for any person 
or persons having such a license, to convey letters in conformity with the terms 
of such license. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor 
General in Council, and for any authority which may have granted any such 
license as is descrilM^d in the preceding Section, to revoke such license at 
pleasure. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever otherwise than under the authority 
of the said Governor General in Council, or in conformity with the terms of 
such a license as is aforesaid, knowingly conveys any letter by post for hire 
from place to place nithin the said Territories, or receives any letter or packet 
of letters, in order to such conveyance, or delivers any letter at cording to its 
direction, knowing the same to have been so conveyed, or is accessary to such 
conveyance, receipt or delivery, shall be punished with fine not exceeding Fifty 
Rupees for every letter so conveyed, received or delivered. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that Inland postage tluties shall be Ie\ ied on 
the conveyance of letters and packets by the Government Posi at the rates set 
forth in the Schedule marked A, which is annexed to this Act, and that the 
full postage shall be paid eitlier on receipt, or on delivery, at the option of the 
sender, and that if the thing conveyed be transferred from a Post Gflicc in one 
Presidency to a Post Office in another Presidency, no additional charge shall be 
made on account of such transfer. 

VII. Apd it is liereby enacted, that when there is a banghy established on u 
line of roadi no person shall be entitled to demand that any letter or packet, 
exceeding 12 tolas in weight shall be conveyed by the letter post on that line 
of road. 

VUI. And it is hereby enacted, that when there is no banghy established on a 
line of road, letters and packets exceeding 12 tolas in weight, and not exceeding 
40 tolas in w^eiglit, shall bo conveyed on that line of road by the letter post, and 
every such letter or packet shall be cbiirgcd with the postage of a letter or 
packet of the same description of 12 tulahs weight sent by letter post. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in 
Table 2 of Schedule A, shall contain any writing whatever other than writing 
which is necessarily part of the documents v>hich such package is stated to 
contain, by attestation on the cover of such packet, and that whoever shall send 
any such packet by the Govemiiicnt Post, knowing that it contains any writing 
not necessarily part of the documents which such packet is stated to contain 
by attestation on the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

X. And is is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned 
in Table 3 of Schedule A, shall contain any writing whatever, except the direct 
tion on the cover, and that whoever shall send any such packet by the Govern- 
ment Post, knowing that it contains any writing other than the direction on the 
cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fltfy Rupess. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that proof sheets marked as such may be sent 
by letter post at the rates sot forth in Inble 3 of Schedule A, x»rovided they bo 
brought to the Dispatching Office open, and be sealed in presence of the person 
«in charge of such Olfice. 

. XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Governor General in Council 
shall frame a scale of distances as nearly as practicable, according to the distance 
by the nearest road between Post Office Stations, and that the rates of inland 
postage shall be calculated according to this scale. 

XHIr,. And it is hereby enacted, that Steam Postage, according to such rates 
as may from time to time be fixed by the Governor General in Council, shall 
be levied on all letters and ^ckets sent or received by any Government 
Steamer, and that such Steam Postage shall be in excess of any mland postage 
to which such letters or packets may be liable. 
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XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that Ship Postage, according to the rates 
fixed in Schedule B, annexed to this Act, shall be levied on all letters or packets 
sent or received by sea through any Government Post office, and not liable to 
Steam Postage. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that when any Ves.sel arrived by sea at any 
place within the said Territories, at which there is a Govcrninciit Post Oificc, 
the Coniinauder of such ^'esscl sli.ill, as speeclily as possible, cause every letter 
and packet on board of such Vessel which is directed to that place, and which 
was not specially entrusted for separate delh'cry, to he delivered either at the 
Post Officer or to some Officer of the Post Office, authorised to receive the 
same ; and that if there he on board any letter or packet directed to any other 
place, and not specially entrusted for separate delivery, the said Commander 
shall, as speedily as possible, rejiort the same to the Post Master General, 
or Post Master of the place at which he has arri\cd, and shall act according 
to such directions as he may receive from such Post Master General, or Post 
Master ; and that the receipt of such Post Master General, or Post Master 
shall discharge such Commander of all respuusibility in respect of such letter 
or packet. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that every Commander of a Vessel who 
shall wilfully disobey any of the directions contained in the preceding Section, 
shall be punished with a fine not exceeding 1,000 Rupees. 

XVI I. And it is hereby enacted, that f*>r every letter or packet delivered 
by a Commander of a ship in confirraiiy w ilh the directions of Section XV. of 
this Act, the Officer iu cliurgc of the Post Office, slull pay to the said Coui- 
mamlcr the sum of One Anna, 

XVIIl. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet is 
transhipped for transmission to any other place within the said Territories, the 
Commander of the Vessel, which originally brought such letter or packet, shall 
be enlitlcd to receive One Anna for every such letter or packet, and that the 
Commander of the Vessel into which the letter or packet is transhipped, shall be 
entitled to receive Half an Anna from the person in charge of the Post Office at 
the place of delivery, provided that the said last mentioned Commander delivers 
the same in conformity with the directions contained in Section XV. of this Act. 

XIX. Provided always, that no payment shall be made to the Commander 
of any Vessel on account of the delivery of any letter or packet unless the claim 
of sucli Coinmamler shall bo preferred before the Vessel leaves the place at 
which the letter or packet was delivered, or before the expination of three months 
from the date of the arrival of the packet at the place of ultimate delivery. 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that the ('ommander of every Vessel leaving 
any place in tlie said Territories by Sea, shall receive on board of his 
Vessel, every letter and packet which he shall be required to receive by any 
Officer of the Post Office, and shall sign a receipt for such letters and packets ; 
and that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully disobey any direction 
of this Clause, shall be punished with a fine not exceeding 1,000 Rupees. 

XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet, the 
postage of which has not been paid, shall be delivered by any person employed 
by the Post Officer, the person to whom it is delivered, shall not he hound to 
pay the postage if he returns the letter or packet unopened, but if he opens the 
same, sliall be bound to pay the postage due thereon ; provided always, that if 
the letter or packet shall appear to have been maliciouhly sent for the purpose 
of annoying the person to whom it is directed, the Post Master General, or 
Post Master of the Office, from which the delivery took place, shall remit the 
said postage. 

XXIT. And it is hereby enacted, that every letter or packet which is rejected 
unopened by the person to whom H is directed, shall be returned by post to 
the sender, and that the said sender shall be bound to pay the return postage 
thereon unless direct postage has already been paid thereon. 
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XXIIT. And it is hereby enacted, that 'whenever any letter or packet, the 
sender of which is unknown, shall be rejected unopened by the person to whom 
it is directed, such letter or packet shall be opened by the Officer in charge of 
the Post Office from which such letter or packet was delivered to that person. 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall refuse to pay any 
postage which he is legally bouud to pay for any letter or packet, it shall be 
lawlul for the Officer in charge i>f the Post Office, from which such letter or 
packet was delivered, to withhold from the person so refusing, till such ptf'.ta^e 
he paid, any letter directed to that person ux)on which postage has not been paid 
by the sender. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that all letters and packets wbich have 
remained three months unclaimed at any Post Office, shall be transmitted to the 
General Post Ollicc of the Pres ideiicy. 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that at intervals not exceeding three 
months, lists of all unclaimed letters and packets whicn are in the General Post 
Office of any Presidency, shall be publUhed in the official Gazette of that Pre- 
Bidciicy. 

XXV IT. And it is hereby enacted that every letter and packet which may 
have remained eighteen months unclaimed in the (jfcacral Post Office of any 
Presidency, shall he opened by the Post Master General of that Presidency, 
and that all valuable property which such letter or packet may contain, shall be 
paid into the Government Treasury for the benclit of any party who may have 
a right thereto, and that when twelve mouths shall have e'apsed after the open- 
ing of such unclaimed letter or packet, it sliull be lawful for the said Post Muster 
General, if such letter or packet still coutiuues to be unclaimed, to destroy the 
same. 

XXVlll. And it is hereby enacted, that the privilege of sending and receiv- 
ing • all letters and packets by letter post free of postage, and of seridiiij; and 
receiving letters and packets by baiighy on the public service free of postage, 
shall be allowed to the persons hereinafter meiitiuned, viz.

And that the letters and packets sent by any of the persons aforesaid, shall be 
ftanked in such manner as may be directed by the Governor General of India 
in" Council. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the said 
Governor General of India in Council, by an Order in Council, to grant to any 
person, hr body of persons, the privilege of sending or receiving letters or 
packets, either by letter post or banghy free of postage, on such conditions and 
under sucK rules as the said Governor General in Council may direct. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Post Master General, or Post 
Master, shall suspect that any letter or packet lying for delivery at this Post 
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Office contains any contraband article, or any article on which duty is owinj^ to 
Government, or tliat any letter or packet lying for delivery at that Post Office 
contains any writing in contravention of the provisions of Section IX. and X. 
of this Act, it shall be lawful for such Officer to summon the person to 
whom the letter or packet is directed, to attend at that Post Office by himself 
or Agent within forty -eight hours after the arrival of the letter or packet at 
that Post OlRce, and to open the letter or packet in the presence of the person 
to whom tlie letter or packet is directed, or of that person’s ai;ent *, and if that 
person shall not so attend by himself or agent, then to open tlie letter or packet 
in the abbence of that person. 

XXXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Government shall not he respon- 
sible for any loss or damage which my occur in respect of any thing entrusted 
to the Post Office for convejance, and that no person employed by the Govem- 
iiient in the Post Office Department shall he responsible for any such loss or 
diinmge unless that person had caused such loss or damage maliciously or frau- 
dulently. 

XXXTI. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred under any of the 
preceding provisions o. this Act, may he levied on conviction before any Ma- 
gistrate or Justice of the JVace. or before any fierson exercising the powers of a 
Magistrate ; provided always that that no person not a Post Muster General, 
or Post Master, shall he competent to institute any prosecution for any viola- 
tion of any of the preceding provisions of this Act. 

XXXI II. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever, being in the employ of the 
Government in the Post Office Department, or being in the employ of any person 
or persons who may contract with the Government, to convey letters or packets 
by Post for hire, shall fraudulently appropriate any letter or packet which may 
have been entrusted to him, or any thing contained in any such letter or packet, 
or shall open anj suc’h letter or packet, or any banghy box, with the intention 
of fraudulently approj^iriuting any thing therein contained, shall he punished 
with imprisonment with or without hard labor for a term not exceeding seven 
years, and shall also he liable to fine. 

XXXIV. And it is he*ehy enacted, that whoever being in such employ os 
is described in the last Section, and being entrusted to receive innifey for pos- 
tage duty, shall fraudulently appropriate the same, shall he punished, on con- 
vietioii before a Magistrate, with impriaonment with or without hard labor, for 
a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to £nc. 

XXXV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as 
is described in Section XXXIII. shall fraudulently put any wrong mark on any 
letter or packet, or shall fraudulently alter, or cause to disappear any mark 
which is on any letter or packet, shall punished, on conviction before a Ma- 
gistrate, with imprisonment with or without hard labour, for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and shall also be liable to fine. 

XXX V^I. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as 
is described in Section XXXIII, and being entrusted with the preparing or 
keepinf^ of any document, shall with a fraudulent inumtion, prepare that docu- 
ment incorrectly or alter that document, or secrete or destroy that document, 
shall he punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment with 
or without hard labor, for a term not exceeding two years, and shall also ho 
liable to fine. 

XXXVIL And it is hereby enacted, that whoever hein^ in such employ as 
is described in Section XXXIII. puts any letter or packet into the Wallets of 
the Post Office, intending thereby to defraud the Government of the postage 
duty on such letter or packet, shall be punished, on conviction before a Magm* 
trate, with imprisonment with or without hard labor, for a term not exceemng 
two years, and shall also bo liable to fine. 

XXXVlll, And it is hereby enacted, that the tola of weight mentioned in 
this Act is the tola 180 grains troy, being the standard weight of the Company’s 
Rupee. 

XXXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that this Act shall have effiect from the 
of October, 1837, and that no postage duty shall he levied onder the 
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.anthority of this Act on any letter which shall be receiTCd at any Post Office 
before the said 1st of October, 1837.

LXXXl, which may be preferred to them against 
any British rominissiuned or iion*commi8sioned officer, soldier, or other person 
nttof hed to the ainiy, wlio may have been regutaily brought to trial under the provi- 
sions of the said act, and acijuiited or convicted by the senlenoe of a court moittal of 
such offence : proi i<fed howei er, that in any case, wherein it may be ascertained by 
the riingiatiaic, ou due inquiry, that any peisoii accused of such criminal offence, who

(I) Any person who shall oe noniinated to a situation in the service of the East liulla 
Company, ami who shall have obtained such nomination In consequence of pin chase of 
any corrupt practice whatever, either director imlirect, l?y himseir or by anj other per- 
son, with or without his privity, shall Ik* lejoclwl from the service of the Cuiripan,v. and 
ordered back to Englaiiu, if lie shall have proceeded to India before a di<-cover} ui' such 
corrupt practice be made, and if such situation ’jhall have lieen so corruuily piouured by 
himself or with his privity, he Hindi be renderwl incapable of holding tliat or any other 
situation whiilcvcr in the Company’s service, provided uhvajs, that if a fair disdosiire 
of any corrupt transaction tor practice of the nature bciure descriitcd, wherein any Direc- 
tor has lieeii concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the party or parlies engaged in the 
same with such Director, the appointment thereby procured shall be couliriued by the 
Court.

(5) A copy of the covenant is always sent out direct by the Court of Directors, fot record 
in the Piiblic Department of the (lovernmeat of India. 

(6) For all these papers certain fees have to l»e pald,except In cases of the writers, being 
sons of Directors or of the members of the East India EataulUhmont. 
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'who is the channel of all correspondence bet-ween the Students and the Go* 
vemnicnt. 

After a student has reported his arrivul in the office of the Secretary(l) he 
is directed to attend on a particular day at the College, generally the first or 
fifteenth of the month, when the half luonthly examiuutions(2) take place, to 
pass his initiatory examination. Having intimated at the time of reporting his 
arrival the particular languages he 'wishes to study in C ollege, he is examined 
in the class books of those languages, and a report of his acquirements is 
made to Government. He is after this called upon to attend the two monthly 
examinations, from which the examiners are to judge of the progress he has 
made in his studies. At all e. laminations the passing exercise papers are 
given to the student ; but he is at liberty, it he find himscL unable to perform 
them, to call for others which are easier, hut the direct performance of 
these does not constitute qualification for the Public Service. 

The following is the present form ot(a) examination : the student on his cn> 
trance in the examination Hall is directed to place himself at one of the 
small tables about the hall, where are pen, ink, and paper. He then has 
exercise No. 1 given to him ; this is a passage of Persian, lliiidee, or Ben- 
galee, generally about 14 lines of Persian, or 10 of LJiiidee or Bengalee, to 
be translated 'W'itbout any assistance into English, when this is finished, the 
oral examination commences ; the stiidcut is called up to a separate table 
where the examiners are seated, and has to read and translate the class books, 
passages in the Goolistan and Anvari Soheili in Persian, Preni i^agiir in 
Hindee, and Uitopades in Bengalee. The report of this part Of tho examina- 
tion is formed from private memoranda taken by the examiners at the time 
the student is reading ; errors are marked down, and according to the stu- 
dent's performance, the opinion of the examiners is immediately noted. On 
the completion of the oral examination, the student returns to his seat with

SiR>— Wb beg to acquaint yon, for tbo Information of Government, that we this day 
exuunned Mr. in the Tersiaii and JUindi>e languages. 

Ill I’ersiaii, Mr. road wHh tolerable Uuenoy a passage each from the 

* Goolistan ’ ami Anvari SohilU. Ue knew tlie meaning of most of the easy woi«ls 
aud seemed acquainted with the Kudinients of the Gramnuir. in HjiidiHi Mr, 
reml, and translated with much correciiiuss a passage from the From Sagur and evinced a 
Jnif knowledge of the grainiiiktical principles of the lauguagL*. 
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pxoroisefi No. 2. This is an English paper of an easy narrative style to be 
translated into thr language in which the student is examined. When this is 
finished he receives No 3, which consists of short English sentences to he 
translated into the same language as exercise No 2. As each exercise is 
finished it is given to the Exaininors who fold it up with the other printed' 
exercise and endorse it with the name of the student and character of exercise. 
After the examination, the examiners take each the exercises of a parti- 
cular language and pass their judgment upon them— which they write in 
pencil under the endorsement. W'hen the examiners have completed their 
private examination, they meet, and after considering unitedly the memoranda 
of the oral exa mi nation, together «ith the opinions already formed of the ex* 
ereises, they pass their final opinion. 

If the student I.ns made rapid and great proficiency the examiners award a 
medal of merit, and when approved of by the Government it is forwarded to 
the student. 

The examination of Military Students is conducted on the same plan, but 
the exercises given to thopi are difTerent. The class books consist of the 
Goolistan in Persian, the Prem Sagur in Hindce, and Ragh of Dahr in 11 in- 
dooslance, and the exercises are — 1st, questions in groiniuer, generally 7 in 
number. No. 2 is a passage of English, generally a General Order, to be 
translated into llindoostanee in the Persian character, and No. .3 is another 
passage of English of the same kind, to be translated iuto liindee in the 
Deva Nagree cliaraotcr. 

The reports of the examination of the Civil Students are sent to the Se- 
cretary of Bengal, General Deportment, and thojse of the military students 
to the ^djiilaut (Jeiieral of the Amiy.O) 

It has not been the custom of (Imj Visitor to visit the College. His duties 
seem to ha\e hcon confined to a general su|H>rintundence over the College, to 
preside at the distribution of the animal prizes and to address the students 
in such a manner, as the occasion might demand. The last public distribution 
of prizes took place in 1827, when Lord Comberinere was Vice President in 
Council, when his J.ordship was the last who addressed the students of the 
College It has since then been reduced, and now contains nothing of a 
scholastic character which deserves the name.(2) I.ord Wm. BentincU was 
the only visitor who ever visited the college. He went tw icc and both times 
without giving previuns notice of his intention that he might observe what 
were the every day routine duties of the college. 3) 


STATUTES OF THE COLLEGE OF FORT WILLIAM. 


I. The Honorable the Court of Directors of the United East India Com- 
pany shall he deemed Patrons of the College of Fort William. 

II. The Oovcriiur General of the British possessions in India shall bo the 
Visitor of the College, and will exercise a general superintendence over tho 
affairs of the College, assisted by a Ssecrctary. 

III. The Members of the Supreme Council at Fort W illiam shall he the 
Governors of the College. 

IV. A Secretary with tUf necessary establishment of subordinate officers 
shall be appointed to act under thr- orders of the Visitor. The Secretary shall 
receive his appointment from the Governor General in (knincil. The esta- 
blishment of subordinate officers, in common with all other fixed establishments 
appertaining to the College, shall also be approved by the Governor General 


(1] Examination of Uncovxnanted Ofpiobus.—Au appUcatiou that two gentlemen not 
ill the covfwnnte,! sorvice oC the E. I. Co. tui.;ht bo pxmiiineil by the otUeers of the

12) hiaRAny.— The EiigTUh portion has lately Iwen transferred to the Caleutta Public 
Library, the Oriental to the Asiatic ttoeiety. The duo care and preservation of the books 
being the condition nnnexiKl to the indul&cnce. 

(3) CiiA RGBS.— The oxpeusea iucurrod on account of the College, iuelndinff establish- 
ments, pciuious, and general charges, amount to about 30,0U0 Rs. per annum. 
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in.Coimcil. But the appointment -and remo:val of the persons to be emplc^ed 
on wch establbhuienti shall rest vUh the Governor General in Council. It shaU 
be the duty of the Secretary to keep a regular book of proceedings^ as veil as 
to curry into execution afll orders passed by the visitor, and all other duties 
committed to him. 

V. The Governor General in Council vill appioint such persons lu he may 
judge proper to be the publio exaiuiners of the College, and the examination of. 
all students attached to tlie College shall be condueicd by them in the manner 
hereafter laid down ,in these statutes. Hut no persun shall bo permanently, 
appointed to the office of public .;£xauiiner in tlie College without satisfacto^ 
proof of his eiuinent proficiency in two, at least, of the languages taught in 
the College, by having obtained degrees of honor in such languages. Should 
any person or persons not possessed of such testimonies of qualification, be no- 
minated to officiate as public examiner, or professor in the College, a period of 
not more than six months, from the time of entering upon the temporary dis- 
charge of his or their duties, will Tie allowed to enable him or them to obtain 
the requisite diploma, during which he or tliey will not be entitled to draw 
more than half the allowances attached to the offices of Public Examiner and 
Professor. 

VI. The examiners shall be subject to the authority of, and perform their du- 
ties in snch manner as may be prescribed by the visitor; and if they or any other 
officer attached to the College, shall appear to have neglected anj^ part of their 
duties, and shall not, on the same being pointed out to them give satisfactory 
assurance of correct conduct in future, a report thereof shall be made by 
the visitor for the information and orders of Government. 

VH. An establishment of native teachers, for the instruction of the students 
in the several languages taught iu the College, shall be maintained under 
the sanction of the Governor General in Council, but they shall be under 
the immediate difcction of the Secretary in all matters relative to the instruction 
to be given by them to the students, to whom they are respectively attached. 
They shall also he examined by the examiners with a view to ascertain their 
qualiHcatioiis, before they are admitted as teachers in the College. 

VI ll.' The Secretary of the (College will be advised by the Secretary to the 
Government in the Public Departmeut, of the arrival at this presidency of any 
jiiuior Civil Sen'unls of the Company, who may be directed to attend the Col- 
lege for admission as students. And every person before his admission as a 
student into the College shall be furnished with a copy of the statutes and rules 
iu force, and, after perusing the same, shall make uud subscribe the following 
declaration. 

* 1, A- B., do solemnly promise and declare, that T will faithftilly observe 
the statutes and rules of the College, of which I am about to be admitted a 
member; that I will he obedient, to the visitor of the College, in all matters 
connected with my sitnation as a student, and that I win, by ^ my conduct and 
example, nfaintain and promote good order, economy, discipline, and morals.

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IX. The Civil Servants of the Company, immediately after their admission 
as students, shall bo examined by the examiners of the College in any language 
or languages taught in the College, in sihicli they may have made any profi- 
eiency, with a view to ascertain the degree of such proficiency, to be reported 
for the information of Government. 

X. The Civil Servants of the Company who may be attached to the College, 
shall be removed from it when they may appear, from the reports of the ex- 
aminers, to have qualified themselves for the public Service by a competent 
knowledge of two of the prescribed languages specified in the next statute; 
unless they shall desire to remain longer in the College for the purpose of attain- 
ing a higher degree of proficiency in the same languages, or to become profi- 
cient in any other language taught in the College, in which case it shall 
be at the discretion of the visitor to give permission fur that purpose till the 
next public examination ; and the Governor General in Council reserves to 
himself the power of granting it, on sufiicicut grounds, fur a more extended 
period. 

XL Every Civil Servant on the Bengal Establishment who may he admitted 
a student into the College of Fort William, will be expected to qualify himself 
for the Public Service by a competent knowledge of the Persi.m and Bengallee 
languages, or of the Persian language and of some one of the llindce dialects 
in use in the provinces subject to the presidency of Fort ^ illiam. 

The following shall be the examination books of the several languages, .and 
proficiency in those which the student is studying shall l)e the standard of 
qualification for the Service.*

Exclusive of the above oral test, the student is to be examined in written 
exercises of the follow ing character, which it is expected will be performed 
w ith correctness.

A paper in the language in which the examination is held, to be 
translated into English. In the Persian examination the paper is to be taken 
from either the Golistail or Anw'ari Soheelee.

Every student will he expected to qiiaUfy himself for the Public Service with- 
in 12 tnonths(l) from the date of his initiatory examination. If he shall fail to 

Limitation op tims foh Study. 

(1) After the 12 inontlis, the Ntudent receives a waruuif;. In the caleulution both of the 12 
and 15 indiiths rtfvrreti to within statute, the Government can allow ns an influl(;encc that 
any inlervnl, cohered hy a medical certificate to the eiroct that the student Avns nimble from 
iHiiess to study during tliut interval, shall not be included os part of the allottcMl periods. 

When 15 montliH, e.\cl<isivc of periods covered by mccTicaj certificate, shall be on the 

S oint of elapHini;, that is, even the day before they do elapse, the student us allow'eii a 
nul exuniiiiation. If he pass, he of course enjoys the bencuts of the Civil Service. If, 
however, he do not, the Secretary to the College reports the circumstunce to the Government, 
and it then becomes the duty of the Government to require the student to quit the 8er\ii>o 
under the rule established to that cifect on the 1st of Maieh, 1K)1. This is communicated 
by the Secretary to the College to the student, and it is published in the oOiciul gazette 
At the same time, howe^e^, the Goverumciit affords the student six weeks to prepare for 
hui voyaw to England ; whither, before the New Charter Act, ho was obliged to return, 
though of course no longer so now. Should the student even within tliesc six weeks 
pass, the Government can, us an indulgtoce, readmit him to the service. In one instance 
where a student had e.\ccedeil all the porloils that could be granted, he solicited a still 
further extenalon, stating at the same time reasons w hich prevented him, though not ill, 
from studying, as cirectiially os if he had been ill. Gn this u further month w as allowed ; 
he faihsl to qualify himself in that mouth. All salary it must la* mentioned hud ceased 
from the time that the fifteen months (exclusive of sueh time as might have been covered 
bv medical ceTtitic.ate) hud passed. 'Xlie aludent then solicited to be allowed to stand ex- 
amination again. This was granted, In order to allow him the benefit of any claim he 
might establish to favor with the Court of Directors, to whom he was reporteil as out of 
the service, and with whom it rested to reinstate him. Pending these suhsequent exami- 
nations an army Cadetship was sent out for him. lie went on being examined during tho 
interval, as he had it in his power to delay taking up his army appointment, lie finally 
passed— hut the time having come for him to take his army appoiutmvuit, he was obliged 
to do so, memoriuluing the Honorable Court, at the same time, to be vestured to the Civil 
Service. The result Uiere has not been time to learn, 
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do 80 , the ciTcumstancc shall be reported the Secretary of the College for 
the information of Government After vhich a period of three months 'will 
be allowed him to complete his studies, and if at the end of that time, he be 
found still incompetent, his name shall be struck off the list of junior Civil 
Servants as unfit for the Service. In selecting for ollice in Ilengal and Orissa, 
the preference will he given to those who may have studied Bengalee ; and 
students of llindce will have the preference of appointment to sitnations in 
B^har, Benares, and the Western provinces. Provided also, that if public in> 
convenience shall be found to result from the neglect of cither of the said lan« 
guages in favor of the other, the Governor General in Council reserves to 
himself the authority to direct the studies of the Civil Servants in such man< 
ner as may appear to be necessary to secure a due proportion of students in 
each ; and, at the same time, the power of determining in such cases, what 
shall be ultimately considered a suflicicat qualiUcation for employment in the 
public service. 

XII. Two monthly public examinations shall he held in the months of Feb- 
ruary, April, June, August, October, and Dec., of which those held in June shall 
be denominated yearly, and those in Dec. half yearly examinations; but Mith 
a view to encourage industrious application to study, and to provide for an early 
admission into the public service of such students as are duly qualified for it, 
intermediate examinations will be granted. Such intermediate examinations 
shall be conducted by the public examiners under the directions of the visitor 
in the same manner as the annual and half yearly examinations are required 
to be held. The reports of the examinations shall be signed by the examiners 
with a declaration to the following effect. 

* I, A. B., do solemnly declare that the students named in the report, have, to 
the best of my judgment, been impartially classed according to then proficiency 
as evinced by their respective exercises.* 

XIII. Thn prizes to be assigned by the Governor General in Council as the 
reward of successful study and diligent application on the part of the students, 
shall bo as follows: 

Medals of merit for diligent application and conseqnent rapid proficiency, 
or for other meritorious conduct which may appear to deserve them. 

Every student who may he reported by the examiners to have attained high 
proficiency in any of the languages taught in the college, shall receive a cer- 
tificate under the signatures of the examiners of his having done so, and shall 
further be entitled to a donation of eight hundred sicca rupees. 

In cases of eminent proficiency in any of the languages taught in the college, 
a diploma shall be grunted in testimony of the same, to be denominated a 
degree of honor, under the signature of the visitor for such eminent proficien- 
cy, and the student obtaining such distinction shall receive a reward of one 
thousand six hundred sicca rupees.

No student shall receive two pecuniary rewards on account of the same lan- 
guage ; but any student, who, after receiving a certificate of higli proficiency, 
may become entitled to a degree of honour for eminent proficiency, shall be 
entitled to the ditfcrcnce between the rewards attached to the two different 
grades. 

When a student shall have completed (1) his course of study in tho Oollcgo of 
Fort William, and shall obtain permission to quit the College, a (2) certificate, 
specifying tho proficiency he may have obtained in the studies of the College, 
the honorary regards adjudged to him, tho degree or degrees of honor conferred 
upon him by the visitor, and the general tenor of his conduct during the 
period of his attachment to the College shall be given him. Attested copies of 
all such certificates shall he transmitted to the Secretary to Government in the 
General Department for the purpose of being entered on the public records. 

XIV. In addition to degrees of honor, or for high proficiency in any of the 
Oriental languages taught in the College of Fort William, the Visitor will also 
confer a degree of honor upon any student, who, on examination, may be found to 
merit it, for eminent knoivledge of the Mussulman or Hindoo Law, or the regu- 
lations of the British Govcrnincnt Medals of merit shall also bo awarded to 
any students who may appear to deserve them for their knowledge of the sub- 
jects. 

XV. If any other persons than the Civil Servants of the Company on the 
Bengal Establishment, shall at any time be permitted by the Governor General 
in Council to study in the College of Fort William, and the expense of Native 
teachers or any other expense snail be incurred in the instruction of such per- 
sons, the same ahall be charged in the general accounts of the College under a 
separate head. The Governor General in Council, who reserves to himself a 
general povrer of directing what students shall be admitted into the College, 
wiH also in such oases determine whether the person admitted shall be entitled

(This must be done where the reasons do not appear on the pulilic records. ) This 
granted, subject to the sanction of the Government of the N. w. Provinces, to which 
he w'a.s imincdialely attached. Gn tho measure being sunctioniMl by the Government of 
the N. W. Provinces, and on the officer being appolutod Assistant to tho Commissioner of 
Bareilly, he applied for tho salary of the office in question being advanced to him in 
Calcutta till his leave should expire. Ho was informed that his salary should only ho 
passed by the offices of account and audit in the N, W. Provinces, 
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or not, to the full privileges of a regular student, with respect to prizes and 
honorary rewards. 

XVI. No student shall learc Calcutta and its immediate vicinity without 
permission from the Visitor or the Governor General in Council. Any instance 
in which a student may be found to have infringed this statute, shall he imme- 
diately ri-po^tt'd to the Government, for such notice as may appear proper. 

^tLKlents guilty of any irregular or indecorous conduct, which may not ap- 
pear to call for a report to the (Tovcrunient, shall be admonished by the Sccre- 
l-iry uuder the orders of the Vii,itor. But serious instances of wilful disobedi- 
ence to the statutes and rules of tlis College, as well as offences agaiim the 
prlaeiples of order, morality, or religion, shall be reported fur the information 
and Olliers of Government. 

XN'II. AYhenever it mny appear to the Secretary that a student is not avail- 
ing liimself of the means of iiistriietion afforded by the College, and has not 
made adequate progress in his studies within two months from, and after his 
i.iiiiatory examination, or whenever batisfied that a student from expensive 
habits, from idleness or other improper indulgences, is likely to incur debts, 
and to set an injurious example to others by remaining attached to the Col- 
lege, a report of the circumstances shall be made for the information' of the 
Governor General in Council, who will take immediate measures for the removal 
of such student from the College. 

XVIH. The contracting of debt by any student in the College will be con- 
sidered as a serious offence against the statutes and discipline of the institution, 
implying pursuits and habits incumpatiblc with its objects, and irreconciieahle 
to that study and attention, which is expected from all its members. I'lie 
public interests arc equally concerned on this point with those of individuals ; 
nod it is hereby declared that, a young man leaving College and entering ou 
the public service under heavy pecuniary embarrassments, and after having 
contracted habits of prodigality, will be considered to labour under disadvan- 
tages amouni4iig to a disqualification, as long as those habits and cniburrass- 
nients continue, when offering himself as a candidate for any situation of high 
trust and confidence. The students of the college arc accordingly imjoined to 
pay particular attention to this rule, and to regard it as a warning of the con- 
sequences of their contracting debt, and as an injunction to the practice of 
those habits of prudence and economy which will enable them to live witliiu 
their income. 

XIX. Such general orders, as well as subsidiary rules, as shall be issued by 
the visitor (not being inconsistent with any statute formally enacted) shall be 
binding on the students ; and, for their mformatioo, are to be regularly re- 
corded in an order-book kept by the Secretary. 

The students of the College will be allowed the use of books in the college 
library, under such rules as have been or may bs cstahlislied on this subject. 
The students are 'expected to be careful in preserving and returning to the 
college library the books which may be lent to them, lu the event of any 
student 'failing to comply with this injunction, he will be held responbibic for 
the return of such books or the payment of their valuo, so long as his receipts 
for them may remain in the hands of the llbrar'ian. 

XXL The Accountant General and Civil Auditor, who are to be respec- 
tively considered accountant and auditor of accounts for the College of Fort 
William, shall furnish the Secretary of the College with all accounts and state- 
ments relative to disbursements for the College, which may be required by the 
Governor General in Council for transmission to the Honorable Court of 
Blrcotors. All sums required for expenditure on account of the Colley, whe- 
ther fixed or contingent, shall be drawn for in the usual manner, under such 
resfarictions us have been or may he establislicd, and after being sanctioned by 
the Governor General in Council, shall be paid from the General Treasury. 

At 'the end of each year of account, viz. on the 30th April of each sucres- 
pive year, a general statement of disbursemeuts on account of the College of 
Fort William, or for purposes connected with the College during the past year, 
uuder disdnet heads, shall be prepared by the Accountant General and sub- 
mitted through the Secretary of the College to the Governor General in Council 
On examination of such statements it shall be the duty of the Visitor to con- 
sider whether any part of the College estublishmeuts or disbursements will 
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admit of better regulation or reduction, and, in that case, to report their se.n- 
timents, vrith any information that may be necessary, for the consideration and 
orders of Government. 

^ XXII. The Visitor will continue to propose to the Governor General in 
<’ouncil, the encouragement, by a public subscription, of such works of 
Jiierit and utility as inaj appear to deserve such encouragciiient, under the, 
instructions which have been received from the Honorable fJourt of Directors' 
on this subject or Avliich may hereafter be communicated to llic Visitor. Forty 
copies of all uorks so encouraged shall be transiiiilted, as heretofore, to the 
Kotiorable the Court of Directors for the use of t!ic College at Ilaileybury, 
and the remainder shall he disposed of in such manner as the Governor General 
in ('ouncil, on the suggestion of the Visitor, may think it proper to direct. 
1'he amount of subscriptions for works of Oriental Literature, encouraged by 
Government at the rcconiniendation of the Visitor, as well ns the price of 
class books or other books or papers printed fur the use of the College, shall he 
iueliuled in the annual statements required by stature XX 1., but sliaU be distln* 
giiished under separate heads, with a view to shew tlic actual expense incurred 
for the College or any otlier purpose.

The folio win*? rules for the /frant of leave of absence and for reffulatinff 
deductions from Salaries and Deputation Allowances, havinp; been approved 
and^ passed by the Hon ble Court of Directors, are published for general infor> 
mation, and will take effect in all the Presitlencies, SelUenients and Stations 
iiiKU'r the (lovcrninent of India from the date of the arrival of the Gazette 
oontaimn^ them in respect to all leav<‘s of absence granted after that date. The 
notes in italics show the interpretation put by tl e Coiuipil of India upon the 
rules in their application to cases not specifically mentioned 

Rules for application for leave of absence and for fixing the local limits 
V ifliin which it may he granted (2) 

Sec 1 . No leave of iibscftiee from any office or station (3) can bo grant,ed,C4)but 
by the Government of the Presidency, under which 
the em|)loyment is held, and on the application of 
the party requiring such lea/e, saving in such cases 
as many hereafter he specially excepted. The appli- 
cation must be made publicly through the regular 
channel in the Department to which the applicant 
may belong. 

Skc. 2. The official allowances of the holder of 
a Civil Office quitting his station without leave will entirely cease from the 
dale of his quitting until his return, or in the event of his subsequently ob- 
taining leave to the date of such leave b'diig granted him. 

Sp.(’ hi. No leave of absence shall have anv retrospective effect except in 
cases of severe illness, to he attested by Medical Certificate, conforming in 
every respect to the directions contained in Section 5th. 

Skc. IV. Upon application duly made the r;overnment(.')) of each Presidency 
nay grant leave of absence to any place or places on the Continent of India, 
W'hetlier within the Territories subject to the Government of the East India 
/.'onipany, or not, to any ('’ivil or Milit.ary Servant liolding a (’ivil appointment, 
siihjoct to all the conditions prescribed in the rules that may be applicable 
to his case. Upon similar application the Government of each Presidency may

Provided also, 
that if at any time the Government of India shall deem it expedient to 
exclude any place or places within the limits above described from the 
operation of these rules, such exclusion shall be officially communicated to the 
subordinate governments, and all leave subsequently granted shall be regulated 
accordingly. A servant passing the limits herein prescribed will incur the im- 
mediate forfeiture of his office or employment, and of all official allowances 
whatever from the date of his quitting India.(6) 


CHAPTER II. 


RULES FOR 8TCK LEAVE. 

SF.r. V. When an application for leave of absence is made on the ground of 
ill health it musi he ttcconifMinied by a certificate^ from the Medical Officer by whom 
the applicant has been attended, distinctly stating from the personal observution, 
the nature of the disease, the symptoms by which it is manifested, the period 
during w'hich it has existed, as far as the knowledge of the Medical Officer 
extends, and the necessity for temporary removal to some other place, either 
within the Territories subject to the Government of the East India Company 
or beyend them, but within the limits laid down in Sec. 4th, as the case may 
he, and such certificate must be submitted to the consideration of the Medical 
Board, and if satisfactory, shall he countersigned by one of its members An 
application for an extension of leave must, if the applicant he in India, be ac- 
cOBipanied by a certificate from the Medical Officer by whom the applicant 
is attended, shewing sufficient reason for the extension solicited, and such 
certificate, like the f<»rmer, must be examined and countersigned by a mem-

Officers not joining their stations with the sold pe* 
riod respectively sliall forfeit their Salary for the 
time delayed in excess or the above periods, and if 
such excess shall exceed one month, the Office shall be vacated unless otherwise 
specially ordered by Government. 

Sex. XV. Upon the first Appointment of any Civil Servant who shall be 
reported qualified for the Public Service by the examiners appoint^ by the Go- 
vernment to any Civil situation, there shall be allowed for travelling ex ponces 
to the station, an allowance at the rate of 8 annas per mile by the direct Post 
Road according to the Polyinetrical Tables of the Office, the Bill for which 
allowance will he passed by the Civil Auditor after tlie Officer shall have joined 
the station : if required in advance, an Order of the Government shall be ne* 
ccssary. 

Sec. XVI. The Salary of Office will be payable from the date only of the 
Officer joining, but in the case junior Civil Servants, the Salary (18) of Assis- 
tant will be payable from the date of their being reported qualified for the Publte ' 
Service, imlesB forfeited under the preceding rule through delay in joining the 
station to which they may bo appointed.

But a servant previously (21) out of employment, or who may be deputed to act 
from a different station, shall l)e entitled to deputation allowance from the date 


at which he may enter upon the discharge of the duties to which he has been 
temporarily appointed 

Sec. XX 11. A Civil Servant out of employment, if deputed to act at a dis- 


tance, and Civil Servants having permanent employment, who may be so doubt- 
ed and who may be rcstrictetl by any provision in these rules to the allowaneo 
of their own Oi'Hce, shall be pLumitted to draw travelling allowances at the rate 
sanctioned in the case of a first appointment. When the entire sum receiv^ 
as deputation allowance may fall short of that which, according to the distance 
would be allowed fur travelling expenses, the difference may be drawn. In all 
cases of absence under medical certificate, and in cases of absence on private 
affiurs, when the absent officer thall not be subject to deduction, such payments 
shall be made at the charge of the Government.

OUB GOTERNOn OF THE PRESIDENCY OF FoRT WiLLIAM IN BENGAL. 

Para. 1. We have to acquaint you that ve have adopted the following Re- 
gulations with respect to the grant of extensions of leave to Members of the 
Indian Civil Establishments repairing to this country under the Al»cntce Re- 
gulations or on special leave of absence, viz. : 

That Civil Servants coming to England under the Absentee Regulations, or 
on special leave, shall immediately on their arrival, report themselves with 
their address, by letter to our Secretary, forwarding at the same time the Certi- 
ficates which they received in India. 

That in all cases of leave, Civil servants be required to join the Establish- 
ment to which tliey belong at the expiration of the term, for which leave may 
have been granted, unless they sbali have obtained an ex tension of it from us, 
six Months before the expiration of the said leave. 

That extension of leave will not in future be granted by us except in cases 
of sickness certified to our satisfaction, or in cases in which it shall be proved 
that a further residence in Europe is indispens.Lbly necessary. 

That when under any such circumstances a Civil b^ervant shall have ob- 
tained an extension of leave to a given period, he must at the expiration there 
of, apply for, and obtain, our peruii.ssion either to return to his duty or to reside 
a further time in Europe, failing in which he shall be liable to be struck off 
the List of Civil Servants. 

That the act of the 33rd. Geo. cap .52 : Sec. 70 ; as it respects Civil Ser- 
vants applies only to cases of sickness, infirmity, or inevitable accident, and 
that no Civil Servant be hereafter considered eligible to return to the Service 
after five years absence under that Enactment who has failed to obtain from 
us agrceabljr to the foregoing Regulations, an extension of leave under the 
clrcuuistances refered to in the act 

2 We desire that the foregoing Regulations be. published for general in- 
formation and that each Civil Servant returning to this Country under the 
Absentee Regulations or on special leave be furnished with a copy for his 
guidance.

SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCE. 

Subsistence Allowance to Civil Servants is granted with reference to the res- 
pective periods of their standiug in the service ; such as, * Senior Merchant. 
Junior Merchant,* ‘ Factor or Writer,’ reckoned by the 12th, 9tb, Gth, and 3rd 
years from the first dating of their actual residence. That Allowance is granted 
to Civil Servants ' out of employ* or not holding a permancut office so long as 
they may not be suspended or dismissed from the service. It has only apparently 
been maintained by a bye law pf the Honorable Company, but its rights appear 
to be held on nearly the same principle as the Pay proper of Military ranlL

oipoiReer belonging to the utherGovornmeat without previous consultation end arrange- 

ttfUt. 
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These Allowances have usually been denominated as the * reduced subsis- 
tence to Ciyil Serrants out of employ/ that term (* reduced*) apparently bearing 
allusion to certain compensations, the Company allowed at the earlier period of 
their commerce, as may be gleaned from the old records about the year 1786-91. 
They were then regulated at the same rate of exchange, as was assstgned for 
the Salary of the Governor General, which exchanf^e had reference to tfew spe- 
cific value in silver of the Current rupee expressed in English money. — Hence 
one Current rupee was valued at one Shilling, nine pence and parts of 

a farthing and the sterling amount of all legalized. Income was converted at 
the same rate into the Current and Sicca Rupees. Since the new Coinage an 
addition of 4 Rupees 8 Annas per Cent is made on Sicca value for the Com- 
pany’s Rupees. 

Subsistence Allowance is chargeable only so long as the ofilcer may remain 
within India limits by express or implied permission of the Governor of hU 
own Presidency and without any oificial employment. It ceases whenever those 
limits arc passed ; nor is it regained or resumed until return to India in the 
acutual service of the Company. 


TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES.* 

By an order of Government, Geneiul Department, dated 2nd October, I89g 
Travelling Allowance was restricted to cases of joining a first appointment 
and the same rule was extended to Chaplains, Medical and other Officers 
That rule has exceptions however in special cases under authority from an 
order of Government. 

Junior Officers having once drawn the allowance for a near station on the 
first trip, have been considered entitled to a fhrther allowance on removal when 
not at theii* own wish, hut by express order of government thence to remoter 
stations. But if Mr. A. B. draws travelling allowance for Midnapore and not 
liking that sUlion on reaching it requests to be sent on to Cuttack, he will not 
receive any travelling allowance for the distance between Midnapore and 
Cuttack. ^ . 

By a resolution dflted Ist June, 1830, the Civil Auditor was direct, to fix 
the rates of Travelling Allowance with reference to the rates in use at the Post 
Office. They wer§ signified at 8 annas per mile with exception to the Delhi 
and Oude Dictricts where the charge was 12 annas, and in the Juanpore Divi- 
sion one Rupee. 

These rates generally governed the grant of travelling allowance, and were 
calculated by a table of distances printed by the Post Master General, which 
also gave the additional charges made for certain routes directed from Calcutta; 
the cross distances also were ascertained by special application to the same 
authority. Since the publication of Captain Taylor’s Tables, however the 
distances exhibited therein, have been adopted. 

The Time for travelling from one to another station bad also been regulated 
by allowing one day for every Ten miles of such distances, and a week 
(or 7 days) over and above such computed time. A delay beyond which in- 
volved forfeiture cf salary. 

By the more recent rules of 29th January last, other periods are assigned of 
one, two and three months fe> 300, 600, 3cc. miles on exceeding which the loss 
of salary and hy a month more that of ofilce takes place. 

By these rules 8 annas per mile by Taylor’s polymetrical distances is the 
general allowance made, when due under their specific provisions. This ad- 
vantage has been extended to Civil Servants out of employ when deputed to act 
at a distance and they are allowed a charge at the same rate as that sanctioned 
in the case of a first appointment. The charge however is now to be mtM le 
after the performance of the journey. 


• Private Secret.'itioa to the Governments of Modrss, Bombay', and Agra, are not in fu« 
tore to be aliened any trai riling allowance. 
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CoT«nanted officers and others employed in the interior of their own districts 
on settlement iind police duties draw travelling allowance at the rate of Rs. 
fi per diem upon the couutcrsigo of Commissioners of Divisions and the Snper- 
intendent of the Police provided their other allowances do not exceed 23,000 
Rs. per annum. — Hide V. 

Comniis.sioncTs and Officiating Commissioners of Divisions and the Superin* 
tendent of Police— draw a specific allowance of 250 Rs. on the same account 
for the circuit of their own jurisdictions whilst they hold respective charge.

The Right ITonorable the Governor of Bengal 
has been pleased to direct that the annexed rule, 
which was pnlilished in the Calcutta Gazette of the 
25th April last, shall be held applicable also to Mili- 
tary Officers employed in Civil duties in the non- 
regulation provinces, or elsewhere. 


FURLOUGHS AFTER TEN YEARS’ SERVICE. 


Are granted under Paras. 21-23-24-2.5-26, of the despatch of the Hon'hh Courtf 
dated, %th December, 1824. 

That, after an actual residence in India, in the Civil Service, of ten years 
or upwards, a covenanted Civil Servant of the Company, upon cither of the 
establishments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay,(2.‘)) shall be entitled, whether 
on account of ill health, or from any other cause, and without reference to his 
private fortune, to come once to Europe on leave for three years, and to receive 
for that period, from the Company’s caslv an allowance of friOO per annum, 
provided that in no case shall a greater number of servants come home under 
this regulation annually, than seventeen from Bengal, nine from Madras, and 
six from Bombay ; nor shall a larger number of servants, who may have come 
home under this rci^lation, be absent in the whole at one time, than fifty -one 
from Bengal, twenty -seven from Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that 
the preference shall be given, first to servants producing medical certificates 
upon oatn, that a visit to Europe U indispensably necessary for the restoration 
of health, and then to servants in their order of seniority, according to tb^ 
rank assigned to them by the Ccurt of Directors in the gradation list of the 
serelce. 

23. The servants coming, in the first instance, to the Cape of Good Hope 
for the benefit of their health, and ^ing compelled from the some cause to

25. That the same be paid half-yearly in Europe, that on no account or piM 
whatsoever, the allowances iu quesdon be extended beyond the period of three 
years. 

26. That any servant being in the receipt of absentee allowance from a 
Civil Fund, shall not be entitled to receive, during the same period of absence, 
the allowances prescribed by those regulations, beyond such amount as may 
bring the total of the annual receipts from both sources, to the sum hereby li« 
tuited. 


(26) FURLOUGHS. 

First. A furtougb granted to a Civil Servant, (27) whether under a sick cer* 
tificatc or otherwise, in conformity with the rules of the honorable Court's 
despatch, dated 8th November 1824, shall be considered to have lapsed on the 
occurence of any of the following events : 

1st. On the death of the party in the course of 3 years from the date of 
his leaving the Presidency. 

2d. On the retirement from the service by acccptanco of an annuity, granted 
nnder the rules of the Bengal Annuity Fund Institution. 

3d. On return to India before the expiration of three years. 

4th. On the expiration of three years from the date when the ship sailed 
in which the party proceeded to Europe. 

Second. Civil Servants will be entitled to proceed to Europe on furlough 
on sick certificate at any time of the year, provided there shall not be at tha 
period of their applying for the certificate, llRy-one individuals iu the enjoyment 
of the furlongh. 

Third, On the 1st November and on every succeeding 1st November, 
the number of fiirloug'rs to be tendered to Civil Servants of ten years 
standing and not claiming the indulgence on tho ground of ill health, ahull 
be calculated as follows 1

(26) No person, who shall have held any station whatever in India in the service of 
the ^ist India Company, belna untler tho rank or dcKreo of a Member in Council, and 
who having departed from India by leave of the Oovernor General in Council shiJl nut 
return to India, within the space of tive years next after such departure, shall he entitled 
to any rank, or Teatoration of oflice or be capable of again serving in India, in the 
Civil line of tho Company’s service, unless it shall bo proved to the aatiafaftion of the 
Court of Directors that such atwence was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, or unless 
such person be pennited to return with hia rank to India by a vote or resolution nasst*d by 
way of ballot, by thi-ee parts in four of the proprietors assembled in a General Court es- 
penally convened for that purpose, when eight day’s previuns notice of the time and pur- 
jioae of auch meeting shall be given \a the London Gaxette, 83. Geo. Ill ; Cap 63 ; 8cg 70. 

FOELOUOU IM IXDIA. 

(27) On a reference as to whether a Civil Servant rould draw hia fhrlongh allowance In 
India, and take his furlough without proceetfiog to Kurope, it was ruled th.t a Ciidl Servant 
could not take furlough and remain lii India so oa to save his residence ; because, firstly, the 
llon’ble Court of Directors jgcanted the fdrlough ludulgence for reasons Vhich woula nai 
hold if the servants rcmaincain Imfia: aeeoudly, because an officer by taking furioimb and 
remaining, would deprive another of the privilege ; and lastly, because a Civil Servant 
remaining in India out of employ* has the. apeclal auhsistenoe allow'ance of his rank and 
therefore cannot need tho auecial separate allowance assigned to Servants absent on Fur- 
lough. The Hon’ble Court have however, allowed their servants to take tbdr furlough 
at the Cape of Good Hope, when for apeciol reasons they have dest^d to remain thmw 
instcaul of going on to England, and doubtiesa this precedent will apjdy to oU placM within 
the limits laid down in the present leave of absence liulcs.

al Court. The Gov eruniuiit decided that the J udge could nut be blamed for the non-a;ffiust- 
ment of the accounts and the debit against hirasclr, as he was warranted in euncIiulin^roi!i 
the direct onlers of the Sudder Dewanny and Nisiimut Adawlut that &ey intended, by 
issuing tho orders they did, to relieve him from the duty of a4)ustment, ffic.

The (36)President in Council, considering that under the above rules a fUll 
allotment of furloughs will be made to the members of the Bengal Civil Service, 
and that the exigencies of the Public Service will not admit, without inconve* 
nience, of a lar^r number of servants being absent than is provided for by the 
rules csrablished, deems it expedient to re<|iure that leave to proceed to Europe^ 
on account of private affairs, shall be sparingly gronted t6 servants not eotitUd 
to the privilege of furlough, (d7)and that applications for such leave be not com- 
plied with, except under special circumstances to be explained to the satisfho- 
tion of the heads of the respective Governments of Bengal and N. W. Pro- 
vinces.

1838*69, 
the same to be deducted from the authorised number of furlongna in year or years in 
which a furlough might fall to any of the memorialists. By this arrongement the memoria- 
lists olwerved that the cluima of other parties would not be interfered with, their own Ser- 
vices would be available at a much earlier period than they otherwise could, aa the propos- 
ed plan would have the effect of completing their three years of furlough towards the end 
of 1841, when they Would return to their duty In Bengal, and not any additional charge 
would be thrown upon India. To meet, however, the possible rase of the furlough allowance 
being advanced to an individual who, whim hia time came, might not be alive to claim 
■It, the memorialists suggested that fo guard against such couUngency, security might be 
rcQuired for the repayment of the amount received. 

In eonsideratlon or the peculiar circumstances in which the memorialists were placed, 
the Court of Directors delermineil as a aneclal case, to comply with their prayer and to 
treot them as tm furlough from the date of their quitting India. The Court offereu the same 
boon to the other gentlemen who left India under similar clrcumstauces, but It was made a 
condition with each of them that. If he availed himself of the indulgence, he should return 
to India at the expiration of his thri'e years' absence. 

This is not to be quoted aa a precedent: and the Court pofitively ordered thatpermiaaion 
to gentlemen to return to Europe in anticipation of their procuring fhrloughs, should be 
never in future granted, it being their firm dinermlnation not to permit any aervant hereafter 
to receive the absentee allowance, who should not have been admitted by the local govern- 
ment to the benefit of the rcipilatioiia previously to leaving India, excepting only such 
ser^anta, aa, having proceeded on account of ill health to some place within the limits of the 
Company’s charter or to the Cape of Good Hope, might be oompelled by the same cause 
to go from thene.e to Europe.

"“for 1 In. ir buoce.ssors will still draw 2.*1,000, i. e. superior allowances to other 
Collectors. 

17th. There is however an important point still to he notiecd, w’hieh is 
thi^-, that in the Hesoliition of the 21st May, upon the. previous despatch 

of the Hon'ble Court, it was laid down as a rule that the total Oovernmont pav- 
ment to the class being taken at the amount fixed by the Hon'ble Court, the 
distnlmlion instead of being equable should be by grades ; one-half drawing 
an anioiinl in exeess of the average, and the other half in the same proportion 
less. Hut if this principle had been followed out as intended, the amount avail- 
able lor ineresise of the under jiaid Olficcrs would, of course, have exactly equal- 
led the demand, and it appears that the only reason why this is not the case is 
that proniofioii to the higher grade has for voinetiuic been suspended, and on 
that uceount there is, n'ckonlng three incumbents of the former s3fstem as up- 
per grade Offiv'iTS, a vacancy, of one of this grade to eoinplele the number, si.v, 
or one and half, if the oxaet half of 13 be taken, assuming 3,000 Hnpees per 
annum to he juailable for the augmentations ; on this account a sum of 375 will 
bo added ininu iliately to the allowanoes of the underpaid Collectors, which 
is the ooinpleinent of the exact sum of 23,000 for each. The elteet of the 
( oijil’s presejjt Orders will therefore be, that instead of drawing 23,000 im- 
jnedi.ileli, .'17.5 per aiinuiii of that t^ount will bo payalile from the dale of Mr. 
Manglas’ <lep inure, and 7.51) in thre^arts, as Messrs. UafW'Oll, Belli and Wil- 
Ivinsuu \aeaLe.

2^^d. The next Officers on the list arc Magistrate-Collectors— to the.se the 
lloii'hle Court lias allolled the uiiilbnu Salary of 20,000 per annum, with ex- 
ception to the three employed in Cuttack, who being also Salt Agents, are al- 
lowed to draw 2S,ooo. 'Iherearc U Officers of this class, of wlioin one only, 
Mr. Raike.s, draws 28,000 upon the ground of having a small charge of (.'us- 
toms—all Ihe rein.iindor, the Cuttack Officers excepted, who draw al.s(» 2s,ooi> 
as allow'cd by the Court in consideralion of the districts lieing unsetlled, and of 
there being a Sfilt charge annexed to each, receive 24,000 prr annum. 'Ihere 
arc thus ten Officers to be increasiMl 2,000 Rupees each, and us tJie Salary au- 
thorized by the t’ourt for Chittagong in tlie pre\ious despatch was 28,000. the 
CoM'niiiient ha\ing urged its being raised to .30,000 on spoeioi grounds person- 
al to Mr. Harvey, which the present despatch recognizes, there are none who 
will suiTer corresponding deiliielioiis. According to tlic strict jirinciple of the 
Hon'ble Court’s despatch there is no fund from which to provide for these 
Officers the increases allotted to them, and as the expediency of dividing the 
Magistrate\ office from th.it of Collector's, appears now' to be very generally 
admitted in Bengal, it may not be considered of so luiieli importance to seek jiros- 
peetively for the means of raising the Salaries of the Magistrate-Collectors in 
the manner proposed by the Co-wt, 

24th, It is to be observed however, that the cause of there being no Col- 
lector- 3Iagistrates on the higher Salary of 28,000 is the same, as remarked in 
the case of the Collectors only, viz. the suspension of proiiioiiuiis to the higher 
gr.idc. The entire half therefore of the number of these Officers may, on 
the same principle, be deemed eutitled to the augmentation though they have 
not received it, in w'hich case the fund, though in abeyance,, exists for raising 
the w'liule to 26,000 from the 2Uth February last. 

25th. In the business of administration there arc evidently three distinct, 
duties to be performed. The coUcction of Revenue, the administration of Civil 
Justice, and llie preservation of the Police and Peace of the Country, i» 

2f)th. The natural provision for the peTforin.'iucc of these duties is through 
separate Officers for each, and if heretofore tlie Police and Peace have been 
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united first with the jirlminisiniti on of Civil Justice, and siibsoqucntly with the 
colliM tion of Revenue, the doul)!!!!*; up of distinct duties luas been a ueefssary 
iuiperfl'c'tion arising from the desire to diminish the number of Public Ctliccrs, 
as M ell for the sjke of economy, as from the want of servants in suilieieiit 
number to provide separate Oflicers for all tliree duties. 

art h. The latter want is not at present felt, because of the extraordinary sup- 
ply of Civil Ser\ants furnished by the lion'blc Court in the years 182t5, 1827, 
ami 1828. 

2Sth. Of the fifty Servants nominated in each of these years, fortv liavo 
no-w passed their tenth year, which is a period of service at which full compe- 
tence for the most responsible duties is of necessity reached. It is this condi- 
tion of the Service which enables the (5overnmont and seems to ref(i(iri‘ of it to 
provide bcparale Oflicers for each of the three classes of ministerial duties, 
which have of neces.sity to be performed in every district. 

29th. The only class of Officers remaining to be noticed is that of Imh-pen- 
dent Joint Magistrates and Collectors, who have always been appointed at out 
Stations. Of these there are at present nine, of whom five receive ls,«)00 p*‘r 
annum, and four 12,000. If iiumler to follow out the principle hid <lown by 
the Hon’ble Court it be decnif'd iieeesbary to equalize tlu'se allowaiiees, aivl 
consequently it .should be determined to place th§m all on the scale of 
there w ill he an excess of 3,000 hey<md the amount required to raise tin* smaller 
Salaries winch may be added to the ullowam^s of the Maqislrete-Collet-tors mak- 
ing a further addition to them of .3tM) UnplRs each per immnu ; hut His ^hiuor 
in Council is inclined to respect the rights of Incumbents of the class under 
review, and would not therefore order a pre-sent reduction, more especiallv as 
they are not included amongst the classes revi.sed by the llon’bb* court, so that 
the salary assigned is not in contravention of auj. Orders of the llon’ble Court. 
Moreover in several instanct s the separate joint ofliec at the out Station had 
existed at the same ftilary for a long time, and though of necessitj known to 
tlie Hon'ble Court, they have not been ordered to be redui*ed - Ills Honoi- in 
C<nmeil therefore, instead of equalizing the allow anc<-s of these out Station 
Oineers, jm'feTS establishing 18,000 Rupees as the (trdiuary Salary of them, 
and seeking to reduce their number by a new distribution of Zillalis so as to 
abolish the low'er gra«le on 1,000 per imnsem. 

.‘lOlh. There is an inferior class of Olfieers not entered iu the list called 
joint Magistrates and Deputy Collectors of the 2d grad<5on the Salary of Head- 
Assistant under the old system, viz. 8,'1()0 per annum. 

.31 St. These Olfieers were until lately divided into two classes, the higher of 
which received I OOO per mensem. These have now howexer been entirely 
absorbed. Tlie abolition of the (Jradation System w ill therefore ha\e no ap- 
plication to the remaining single grade of these Olfieers, wdiich as an useful 
aid 111 troublesome districts, may require to be maintained. 

32d- It only remains to noth*** the individual eases • — these are the case of 
Mr. W. Young, Secretary to the Board of Customs Salt and Opium, to whom 
the 1 lon’ble Court confirm his previous allowances of 30,000, b'ut direct the 
Salary of the .Secretary to Hoard of Customs, Salt and fliiium, to be reduced to 
28, ‘/OO on a \aciiucy. 'rbis reduction will of course take eftect. 

3;j<l, 'I’he oases of Messrs. Harvey and Mjll.s rcijuire no orders, as both 
thc-o Oflicers are now Commissioners —The ease of the Salt XgeiiLs of Hid- 
gcllcM* and 'rumlook is again referred to by the llon’ble < 'uurt. Tin: Salaries of 
these Officers were, in the previous de.spateh, ordered to 1 m' reduced from .■»i),oo'o 
to 42,000. Mr. Barlow, the Salt Agent of Hidgellee, as :in incumbent, is enti- 
tled to continue upon liis present ullow nnces of ."lO.OOO, but Mr. Martin was ap- 
pointed in August 18:).5, upon a Salary of 30,000. 

34th. It is not clear to the I’resideut in Council whether this latter Salary 
shall be raised. 

35tbr Having thus disposed of the qn.*stions arising out of this despatch, so 
fax as they apply to Bengal, —Ordered that copy of tliu above Resolution be 
scot to the Right liou’bJe the Governor Geoeral for lib l.<or(h>hip'» information. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF ACT BKOABDTNO LIMIT OF SALABIBS. 


Extract from a Ptihh'c General Letter from the Hon*hle the Court of DirocUffSt 

dated the Vlth June^ I8l6. 

Para, 20. ‘ We perceive by the abstract of the Act of thc.^Srd of liis present 
TSIajrFty, ('hapter annexed to your ILstof Civil Servants dated .‘list May, 
IS 14, that accordingly to jour construction of that Act, a Civil Servant may 
now upon his arrival in India receive £l.r>00 a year, but this is most assuredly 
a mistake, the Act above mentioned has shortened the period tvio years, w Inch 
was re^inired previously to the passing of that Act fi)r a servant to have re-* 
sided in Indi.i to enable hiju to receive iiioie than 3,000, or 4,000 pounds 
a year ; hut it has not shortened the period which it was required previously 
thereto for a servant to have resided as above mentioned to euahle him to re- 
e(‘ive more than 41500 a year, consequently that remains tl)C same as it was hc- 
f(ire the Act of the ri.lrd was passed, namely three years allow iag with re.s|irct 
to the servants education at llerfort College, the time not exceeding two 
years passed in that Institution, after they were seventeen, to be ctuisidered as 
time passed iu India, and this will be your guide in future.’ 


NO ONN orriCE SALARY TO RE P.iJD TO TWO OFFICF.R.S AT THE SAME TIME. 

The Court of Directors have laid it down .as a positive rule that they ‘ can on 
no account consent to the Salary of an oHicc being issued to two persons for 
the same period of time.’ 

OROEtt FOR PAYMENT OP SALARIES. 

No Salaries can he paid hy the Sub-Treasurer, at the Pre.sidoncy till after 
tho publication in the Oflicial Gazette of authority for their being paid on aspe- 
eilied date. 

NO SALARIES TO RE RRAWS IN ANTTfTI'ATlON OF ,.UU1T. 

No Civil Servants or (^Jivil J^rnplojres (except under very pr« uliar cireiim- 
gtanees, such for instance as tho -e in which an Envoy and his Suite in (N ntral 
Asia are placed,) can be excused for drawing tbelr Salaries or those of others in 
their abstract, iu anticipation of the audit. • 

KETREXCirMENTS ON AUDITKI). RtLLS. 

On a question of whether the Government in the case of its having a el-iiui 
against the drawer of an audited salary hill would recognize the bona firle 
transfer hy endorsement to a third party, - it was noticed that it w as the pvae- 
til - of tho (joveniment to order retrenehmeiits to he made Through the Cnil 
Auditor prospectivclj upon the hills that might be subsequently brought for 
audit, and that Government could scarcely imagine the ease in which it would 
interfero between the audit and aj incut of a bill parsed to an officer to whom 
the sum pas.sed was absolutely due at the time of audit. 

8ALAR1EB UNDER 10 TEARS RERVU’E. 

Mr. A. B. Collector and Magistrate at Rajesbaye iqipred for full .salary of 
bis appointment for the period when in cotiMiquenco of Ins ‘^t.imling being less 
than 10 years he received a low ei^llowance then that of the oifice. This ap- 
pIic.ation was not complied with. 

.SALARIES OF MEMBLR.S OF COUNCIL NOT LIAItLE TO DEDUCTION. 

On an application from Bombay as to the allowances of Mr. y\. H. second 
member of Council at ibat Presidenej’ whih- abhcnt at tlie Neelglu-ry Hills, the 
reference wa** answered by au intuiiaUoii that the rales for deductions, in cases 
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of abspnrp oonlrl not apply to saljirie** fixod by Act of Parliament ; but tliat 
the forfeiture <>t t<:iliiry durinp: absence, unless the officer should rejoin would 
a]>jd^ to members of Government. 

SXLAllIKS OF SrECI\L KESTTIIPTION OFFIOFRS. 

'I’he rule for the promotion of Special Depnty-Oollrctors, as laid down by 
the Supreme Government, is this : — ‘ that no resumption officer shall he ’aiseil 
‘ to a higher grade of salary, in consequence of the jiroiiiotion of a junior iu 
‘ anotlier line of the Service, unless the Deputy Governor of llengal 'Jetenuins 
‘ that Ills merits are such, that he w'onld have been promoted iiisteud of that 
‘junior, but for his employment in the resninption line.'

rOAVKRS TO KKOEIVE SAL\U\. 

Messrs A. B. and Co. applied to Government to receive uiider full power 
from Mr. E. F. a Civil Servant, certain arrears of Salary due io him. 'J’he 
Government sanctioned the Sub-Treasurer pa) ing the arrears iii question to 
Mmrs. A. B. and Co. on duly audited salary bills. The applicaiioii to Govi. 
was neecKsary, for without its sanction is such case the GHiccs of Pay and 
Audit cannot pay or audit such bills. This is aiirtumstanca iu)t svjjickntly 
adverted to by Agents generally, 

TANJORE COMMISSIONERS. 

On the Tanjore Commission being placed in abeyance by orders of July, 1838, 
the Salaries of the Commissioners were placed upon the same, footing as those 
of Conimercisl Officers, whose situation were abolished consequently upon the 
■withdrawal of the Company from their E. 1. Trade ; this gave them 'I of their 
previous lull Salaries, whilst out of employ, and the remaining | upon their 
nomination to any other office of inferior salary. 

CARNATIC COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. A.'. B. holding the above appointment submitted in ex.pcctation of being 
able finally to close the Commission on the 1st of Scjitertiber, 1839, instead of the 
3(»tb of April, 1 8-fO, the latter being the date that had been fixed for its extinction 
by orders of August 1st, 1838, his title to the full allowance of3,(}U0Kr.^.permont1i 
for 20 months, to which the appointment had been raised — and asked that 
even if he should lea've India before April 30th, 1840, an equivalent should be 
paid over to him ; and laid stUss also upon (he fact of his not having taken the 
aunual month's leave or his Furlough, as giving him a claim to draw additional 
Salary, It was ruled that ’all such claims and pleas wer inadmissible, that the 
month's leave was an indulgence, not a right; and that the zealous servant wdio 
worked assiduonsly and brought his duties to a close, sooner then anticipated, had 
his reward in a reputation for zeal and superior ability, but could not be alluw- 
eil ’be salary (»f the additional time, that a less dcligent person w'ould have taken 
to -lt> the same work. Further the continuance of salary for a period after a 
scrv.int hud It-l't India for Europe is prohibited by Act of rarliameut. 

arcCIAT. COMMIS.SION.S ON CIVIL SF.RVANTS. 

In some ca.ses receive a Deputation Allowance 6,500 Rs. a month. In some a 
snbi-taotive .Salarj, and in some instances no deputation allowance at all—a. 
Government prosi-eutor lias in one or two instances received a deputation al- 
lowance of 300 lls. 

LAW GOMMISSiXeRS. 

The Law Commicsioners liaving claimed under3 and 4 Wm.I V.Cbap. 80, Sec.fi5, 
a salary G6,00(» Us. per annum instead of ,50,000 as at present lixcd, were inform- 
ed that the suni of ,50,000 Rs. having been settled, by a rule passed scrveral years 
before the appointment of the T^aw Commissioners, as the highest for any person 
not a Member of Council, they must be regarded as coming w ithiu its operation. 
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A ORNKRAL RPLH FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE ALLOW ANf’ES OP CIVIL SKP- 
VaNTM WHEN EMl'LOYKO TEMPORAniLY IN OTHER ST VTIONS OF THE SAME 
PHKhlUKNCY, OR OEPUTfcl) TO ANOTHER PRLSIDF.NCY. 


Whenever a servant attached to one presidency sliall obtain temporary ein- 
plo) inent under another presidency, and sliall desire to draw the allo\vances of 
ills substantive ofiice at the place or in the presidency to whicli he has been 
deputed, he shall apply to the Government of his ]»rcsidenc} lor an <irder to the 
( ivil Auditor to f?rant him a cortiheate of the amount salary lv>s deductions, to 
w'li'ch he is entitled, and the Civil Auditor of tlie Presidency in which he is 
dotnn duty shall, on the stre.ij;th of that e'*rlificate pass to him a monthly sum 
on account, as tlio Civil pay of the other i>residency ; the aiaount so passed to 
he made payable at the Treasury of the place where the ofliecr is employed 
npcni duplicate or triplicate receipts and to be adjii'^ted ii account by the 
Account or Accountant General of the presidency, as a reniitiance to the 
debit of the presidency on account of which it is paid. With respect to divi- 
sions of the same presidency, as the Oollector.s of one div isiuii are in the habit 
of granting bills on thx)se of the other, \i hleh are adjusted through the two 
ollioes of account, the Governor (Jenenil in Council, adopiinfj the Mifr#,^estion 
of the Accountant determines that when an otllcer of the N. VV. 

Pnivinces, may b(‘ deputed to oificiatc within those of the Qiiverniuent of 
]»eni?.il, ou vice versa, the salary hill of his substantive oflicc being transmitted 
for audit to the Auditor of the proper division, shall by him he forwarded to 
tlie < 'ollectoT of the district where it is ordinarily payable, and that ollice shall, 
if it he duly receipted, issue and trunvmit to the olliccr a hill for the amount 
as ptT audit, payable to tlie individual at the Treasury of the place where ho 
may he employed* on duty. Such bills to he granted at per without any charge 
of htumdeean. 

This complex, process is someliraes supersetled by taking the Certificate of 
the Officer him.self (upon honor) and by passing a hill with the charge of one 
per cent, if coming within the other rates, and that of 9th Jiiue 18.34. 

The last named runs thus : * The Ilon’bic the Vice President in Council is 
pleased to direct tliat Collectors or other Officers in charge of jnihlic Treasuries 
shall on the application of covenanted Civil Officers of Government on leave 
of absence within the limits of the Presidency authorized to draw their pay 
from any such public Treasuries, grant Reinitance hills for the amuimt of the 
allowances of such absent officers upon the Revenue Treasuries nearest the 
place of Av hi eh they may reside ou lea v'O, the bill so granted being however 
restricted to the net amount of pay due, i. c. minus the several deductions 
Avhich may be made by the Civil Auditor in favor of Government or on 
a<‘''ount of funds, &e. wliich are to be credited in the accounts in which the 
allow auces may be '-hargeable to Government, viz. those of the divisions 
or Zillahs to which the Officers on leave stand appointed. 

'rii^hills granted under this ru.e to Officers who may be on leave on account 
of private aflairs w'ill he subjected to a prerninm of one per cent. Hills 
granted to Officers who may be absent on medical ccrllfieate Avill he exempted 
from such premium.

RANK OF Civil. SERVANTS atXrRKTKG TO 1M>1A AFTF:R FIVE YEARS’ ABSENCE IN 
KUBOFE. 

When and as often os any' person having held any CJivil situation in India in

If any other Civil Servant or Servants at the settlement to which he 
shall belong, shall then ha>e passed a greater or tlu* like length of time in the 
service of the said Company as the person so restored had pa.ssed when he 
left India, the per.son so restored shall be placed and take rank immediately 
Ixdow such other CHvil Servant or Servants; any matter or thing to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

In consequence of this construction of the managers, which was subsequently 
upheld by the Government of Bengal, Sfr. A. B. wiis debarred from taking an 
annuity ^fore the 24th March 1838, by which period the available annuities 
of the season hod been taken up (one of them by Mr. F. G. who completed his 
22 years’ actual residence on the 2d March U38 only) and Mr. A. B. m'os 
consequently deprived of an advantage to Whi^h'he conceived he was justly 
entitled. 

Mr* A. B. urged tliat the circumstance of the intimation of his appointment 
* not being traceable in the records of the Bengal Government,’ was a matter 
which was entirely licyond his own control, and further that it was obvious he 
must have lieen appointed to the H Go’s, service at a period coincident with, if 
not antecedent to, Messrs. C. D. and £. F. and those other servants to whom 
rank was assigned by the Court of Directors of a date one or two years subse- 
quent to that assigned by the Honorable Court to him, Mr. A. B. 

Mr. A. B. compelled by ill health and other circumstances to embark for 
England on furlough, and had no chance of obtaining an annuity of the season 
of 1838-0, the then supposed last year of the annuity on the favorable terms 
of quarter premium sanctioned by the Ilouorahle (\>iirt, by reason of the large 
numbers of (Uvil Servants at the head of the list who it was understood had resol- 
ved to avail themselves of the six annuities of that setison. Mr. A. B. therefore 
prayed that the Court would ascertain from their records the actual date of his 
appointment to their service *, and (not permitting hin to suffer so serious a loss 
as would be entailed by his being compelled to pay Rs. 50,000 to secure the same 
advantages, which but for a contingency entirely beyond his own control, would 
have been his for a payment of 25,000 Rs.) would be pleased to assign him an 
annuity out of the surplus funds, or out of the one-third annually carried to the 
credit of the Court, on the favorable terms of quarter premium. 

Tltc Home Authorities found tlmt Mr. A. B.’s appointment took place on 
the 29th January 1812, and that the^ fact ought to have been duly brought to 
the notice of the local Government within a reasonable period of its occurrence, 
and in that case that it should have been so^ on a much earlier date than that 
home by Mr. A. B.’s Covenant. 

Further that Mr. A. B. ought to have been admitted to an annuity from the 
29th January 1838 and should undoubtedly have been so admitted but from his 
being unfortunately deprived of the requisite means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, the Court of Directors decided that 
Mr. A. B. might bte permitted to purchase an annuity at a quarter value com- 
mencing from 1st May 1838, and be was admitted to on extra annuity. 

The pdint relative to the possible comflicting claims of rank and service,. did 
not appear to the Hon’ble wvenmieut to call for interposition because it was 
expressly stated in the rules of the Fund that the annuities should be tendered to 
subscribers according to their seniority. 

Further, the Court of Directors rul^ that it was necessary to disturb the 
rule by which the commencement of service is at present compute^.' If of the 
two doenments, (the Covenant and Court’s letter of notification,) upon which the 
deeieion rests one only can be found; the question is to be decided by that one, 
unlcst as in the case of Mr. A. B. evidence exists which supplies the place of 
J the docqment which is wanting. In suen cases the servant is to be restored to 
. the n^^'antages of which accidental circumstances have deprived him. 

Mir. C. D. was appointed a writer at the same period as Mr. A. B. vir. the 
29th Jknuary 1812, and under similar circumstances, his length of service must 
therefore be reckoned from that date.

BESPONSIBILITY YOR DELAY OF AUDIT. 

From a delay of Audit in a caae loss vras occasioned to the (joveminent ; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a rule of the Government and distinctly explained 
to the Officers of Account and Audit that the Home Authorities would hold each 
Officer upon whom the duty of causing Audit devolved, responsible for every 
loss incurred in consequence^tf his neglect in needlessly defayiDg to have re- 
course to the means which were available to prevent such loss. 

Officers in charge of treasuries are h) forward along with the half yearly re- 
ports on inefficient balances, a sufficient proof that the non adjustment of such 
Items has been occa.sioned by circumstances beyond their control. Should any 
one item appear .in two succe.ssive statements without proof being furnished that 
an adjustment had been applied for, it will be deemed a culpable remissness on 
the part of such Officer ; and the amount of the item will be deducted from his 
salary without reference to his having been the disbursing officer or not.

glI^ — I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your Letter, dated the 
, n . . of June, and its enclosure, from the Civil Auditor at 

General Depar mm . relative, to Mr. A. Jl., and the rule, regarding the 

transfer of Civil Servants from one Division of the Bengal Presidency to the 
other. 

2. I am directed on this subject to refer the llon’ble the Lieut. Governor to 
Die re.solution of the President in Council, dated 8tli May 1839, of which a 
copy is annexed to the present Letter, from which it will appear, that tlie trans- 
fer having been prcvioi’sly arranged between the two local Govemmeuts, and 
allowed by the Gov'cmment of India ; it takes place at the same time with the 
appointment of the Servant to a situation in the Division to which he is 
moved. 

3. The Civil Auditor reckons the period allow'ed to join the new station, 
and passes the Bill for such servants salary accordingly. If the salary is of 
higher amount, than the salary of the situation which he has left, he draws in 
the time aUowcd for travelling, out of the salary of bis new appointment, a 
Bum equal to that of his previous situation. 

4. Servants of one Division are not eligible for deputation duty in another, 
except under special circumstances. 

5. If In contemplation of permanent transfer the services of an Officer from 
one Division are obtained for employment in another before the vacancy of the 
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appointment has taken place as for instance by the departure of the inenm* 
bent to Europe, the sanction of the Government of India having been previ- 
ously obtained for his being so placed at the disposal of the local Government 
to which he is not yet permanently attached^ he will be considered thereto, but 
for a definite time, which may be ^tended if necessary, until by the vacancy of 
the appointment for which he is intended, he can be permanently transferred, 
when his perfect transfer and appointment will be simultaneously gazetted. 

fi. Pending this announcement, he will draw the salary of his appointment 
in the other Division, and such deputation allowance in his new Division as he 
is entitled to by the rules of the service, and hiaappointnient'M'oiikl not he filled 
up till the permanent trousflir was m^e and a'-new appointment assigned to 
him. 


7. There is no reason why this rule should not be observed in all cases of 
transfer M'ith a view to evontiuil appointment in a fixed situation of another 
Division, buchfor instance as the case of Mr. O. 1). last ^ ear \iho was pcrinittcd 
ou Sick Certificate to proceed to the North Western Pnivinces, and obtained 
employment there, first in an acting situation and eventually in a fixed situa- 
tion. In that case the appulnment that Mr. C. 1). held in the* Lower Provinces 
having been filled up witiiout reference to his exact position, it became necessary 
as a ineasiirc of just eoinpensution, to permit him to draw' an allowance efpial to 
what he lost by the premature appointment of a suecessor to his late situation 
during the short period wdiich intervened before he was appointed to another 
fixed situation in the North Western Provinces. 

8. In the case of Mr. A. B. also on account of Sick Certificate, retained for 
employ in the Lower Pro\incc8 after liis return from the (\ipe of Good Hope, 
the circumstances were special as provided in the rule above explained, but his 
appointment in Buudelcund has not been disposed of. Mr. A. B. having been rc- 
xxsntly appointed to a fixed situation in the J^wer [Provinces will from the 

of that appointment (2nd of June) cease to have any connection with the North 
Western Provinces, or to derive any part of his salary from thence. 

0. The word ‘ retransfer’ made use of in the order of the Government of 
India of the 20th November last as quoted in the reference from Mr. Morland 
the Civil Auditor at Agra, meant only to dInote that Mr. A.B. when the 
separation of the jurisdictions took place, being the IncumlHuit of au Office in 
the N. W. Ps,, was aunexed to that Division of the Bengal Presidciiey, and 
was by the order of the 20th November re-annexedto the Lower Provinces. 

10. Mr. A. B.’s Salary Bills as Deputy IJollcctor of Bundlecund are to be 
audited at Agra up to the date of liis recent appointment to a fixed situation 
in Bengal, when his transfer to Bengal and separation from Agra w'ere com- 
pleted. 

11. ITiq necessary directions will be given thro’ the Govemment of Bengal

13. Assistants drawing every where equal allowance if transferred ftom one 
Division to another, should be cousidered as transferred altogether and be charg- 
ed to Uie Division in which they are employed from the date of tnumfer.

Ills ITonqr in Council is of opinion that the Servants of one Division ought 
not to be considered eligilde to till situations on deputation in the other Division 
except under spoeiiil Circumst'inces which being stated to the (tovenimcnt of 
Indj^bc loan of the Servants for the particuiar duty would of course be sane- 

Ills Honor in Council is further of opinion that the Kamo nile onght to be 
eslablishcxl for all classes of servants, and that if the transfer of n servant bo 
asked with n view to liis being appointed to any particular (»flice in another 
Division tlie traii&fcr being made and notified in the Gazette, the appointment 
to the office vacant should ordinariW lie made to take effect from the date of 
transfer from wliich date the Civil Auditor and officers of account will reckon 
the perio<l allowed to join the new station and ])uhs the bills accordingly. 

If an officer of one division be askixl for, to fill a situation temporarily, pre- 
paratory to perinancnt apiMuntnicnt to be made when the incuiiilient shall after 
the usual iieriod have embarked for Europe, or retired from the service, the cir- 
cumstances being stated the case may be brought under the first rule and in lieu 
of a final transfer the officer will in such case be gazetted as authorized to 
proceed on duty for a definite time to the other division, preparatory to obtain- 
ing permanent enployment there At the end of the period mentioned, the salary 
of office in the division from which the officer has proceeded will cease unless an 
extcntlon be siiiiilarly granted under orders fironi the Government of Iniliiu A 
fresh order of final transfer will be necessary either at the close of the period or 
from any earlier date at which effect can be given to the appointment which the 
offic<'r is intended to fill in the new division.

knowledge been employed before in that Division, and now ho merely holds an 
officiating appointment there, and has submitted to me Bills for Audit for his 
salary as Deputy Collcchir of Government Cnstoins at Bundlecnnd up to the end 
of the past month, from which it is evideatthat he still considers himsetf at- 
tached to these Provinces, t % 

4. Under the above circumstances I have the honor to solicit that I may be 
favgred with specific instructions how to act in the present instance, and in all 
future cases.

—That, for the conduct of the Departments of accountant under 
the Government of Agra, there be estahlished an Accountant’s Office at Allaha- 
bad,* with wiiieh shah be cornhiaed the duties of the present Su{>erintendent or 
Superintendent of Resource's in the North Western Provinces, and all the 
details at present conducted for those Provinces by the Accountant in the Re- 
venue and Judicial Departments, and in the Department of Customs at toe 
Presidency. 

I’liat the Officer placed at the head of this Office be denominated the Ac- 
countant of toe Agra Presidency, and allowed a Salary of :),UUO Rupees per 
mensem ; that there be attached to the Office a Deputy on a Salary of 1,500 
Rupees per mensem ; the nomination and uppuiutment ^o both Offices to be in 
tlic Governorf of Agra. 

That the Olliec of Superintendent of Resources in the North Western Pro- 
vinces be aboli.slied, and the Records and Accounts, with the E.stablishmciit now 
entertained therein, be tranvsfcrred to the Accountant’s Office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountant he also Civil Auditor for the Agra Presidency 
and that all charges in the Revenue, Judicial and Custom’s Department, and 
toe charges of other Officers suhiect to the orders and authority of the 
Governor Agra, be submitted to the audit of the Deputy Accountant and 
Auditor at Allahabad : the disbuTseiuents of Political Officers, Chaplains and 
others not yet transferred to the control of the Governor of Agra, will be 
audited, as theretofore, at the Bengal Presiden^. 

That the Accounts of all Officers of the Presidency of Agra be adjusted 
and made up in the Office of the Accoontant at Allahabad, in like manner as 
tlie Accounts of the Madras and Bombay Governments are adjusted at those 
Presidencies respectively. The transactions of Agra with the Bengal Pre- 
bidency will all pass through the Offices of the respective Accountauts at the 
seats of Government. 

That there be transferred to the Offices of Account and Audit for the Agra 
Presidency such part of the Establishments of the Officers of Account and 
Audit at the Presidency os mav be posbilde under too relief afforded by too 
removal of these branches of toe existing business. It is exiicctcd that toe 
Establishment so transferred, added to that of the Office of Suj^rintendent of 
Resopxces, will aufilce for toe new Offices at Allahabad without iocuring much 
fbrtoer ohaige on this account

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That the fullowing arrangement of duties and modification in other respects 
be made of the Offices of Accountant at the Presidency of Fort WUliam so as 
to admit of the abolition of one substantial appointment in diminution of the 
expense attending the above arrangements.

Civil Servants are allowed to sell private property to natives reporting the 
actual cost of the property to he sold to them, the name of the purchaser, his 
situation, and the price of the purchase money.

RESOLUTION. 

Circnnistances having recently come to the knoi^ledge of Government which 
suggest the expediency of preventing sales of valuable propert}', from being 
made by the Civil and Military Officers of the Honorable Company’s Scr%’ice to 
foreign princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under the 
protection of the British Government, without due intimation to Cxovemracnt 
through the principal local authorities, of the purposed sale and transfer of such 
property, and the consideration to bo received for it, His Excellency the Go- 
vernor General in Council is pleased to prohibit in future all sales, purchases,, 
and transfers, between the Civil and Military Servants of Government on the 
one hand, and natives of the description above noticed on the other, of grounds, 
houses, boats, equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, and generally every, 
description of private property exceeding the value of five thousand (5,000) 
Rupees, without the sanction of Government being previously obtained, under 
such penalties as the circumstances of each particular cose of disobedience to 
these orders may demand. 

Tlic Governor General in Council takes this opportunity of adverting to the 
Resolution passed In the Political Department under date the 17th September 
1813, and published in General Orders of the ISth of the same month, caution- 
ing all Civil and Military Officers of Government against carrying on any com- 
munications with native princes and chiefs, or their vakels, except through the 
channel of the Political Aothoriiies.

By Reg^ation XXXVIII. of 1703, Covenanted Servants of the Company 
employed in the administration of justice, or the (Collection of the Revenue, 
are prohibited lending money to proprietors or fanners of land, dependant ta- 
lookdars, under-farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. 


By Revenue C. O. of June 4 of 1822, it is niled that there is nothing more 
to bcMeprecatod, than that the officers charged with the (Hvil administration of the 
country should be under pecuniary obligations to zomincUirs, or other holders, 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority ; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received from the Guardians of Wards, or the 
Managers of their estates. 

In this respect tlie practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much more 
hurtful to the public service, and injurious to the good name of the officers 
of Government, than that of lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVIir, 1 793, is directed. 

ITie Revenue C. O. of May 23, 182.1, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose 
relative or dependant, he is, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without in- 
curring, whenever the circumstance may be made known to his superiors, the 
most serious responsibility. 


SALES TO NATIVES. 

The Court of Directors have declared they will consider every officer 'highly 
culpable in’ being habitually concerned in Sales of * horses, cattle &c. with ze- 
mindars who might be suitors in their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expressed Regulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 


REBOLimON REOARDINO NUZZITRa AND SUPPLEMENTAL ORDERS TO OFFICERS OF 
THE SEVERAL DEPARTSIENTS. 


Fort WiUiam, the Ugjjf June, 1829. 

The Right Uon’ble the GovemOT General in Conncil liaving resolved* to 
^abolkh the custom which prevails generally throughout the Provinces subject 
*U> this Presidenejr, of Natives presenting Nuzzurs in money, and trays of 
Irui 19 >and other articles, on the occasion of their paying official or complimen- 
tary Mslts to Public i^notionaries in the service of the Honorable Company, 
it 18 hegi^y BOlifled for the gen^ information of all public Officers under 
this Presimoy^ that tho Custom in question is strictly prohibited from the date 
of the rablkation of this notice, and that it is the expectation of Gov^meot 
tliat all Public Functionaries will adopt every measure within their power to 
make this prohibition generally known, and obeyed by all natives ^whatever 
rank or degree with whom they havo official or private intercourse. 
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In directing the abolition of the Custom above referred to the Governor 
Genoml in Council deems it due to the Servants of the Hon*ble Contpany 
generally, to declare that the measure has not been adopted by Government 
on the ground that it has been perverteti to improper puriMwes by any jiublic 
officer under Government, but from tbe conviction that it subjects Natives to 
useless, and fTe((uentLy vexatious ex()cnsc, jind to extortion On tbe port of 
Menial Servants and Departments. Ills Lordship in Council is indeed, fully 
persuaded that the abolition of practice open to such serious ol^Ctitions will 
be viewed wit^ satisfaction by every Officer in the Ilon’ble Compahy^s Service. 

In circulating ibis Resoluttou to Political officers it was statra that tlie pro- 
hibition relative to the receptance of' Ntuxurs and presents of fruit, &c. was 
inteuded to apply to the cases of iniRvld^ls wbo^rc subjects or dependants of 
the British Government un^ consequently under their controul, and not to Na- 
tive Princes and others to #hom we liave no right to issue a prohibition order, 
fur with regard to complimentary presents of fruit from Native l^inccs, and others 
not subject to our authority the refusal might be ofFensive to their feelings, os 
contrary to established usage, but in as much as the practice can be discouraged 
without giving umbrage, the Political Officers were not to fail to act in the 
spirit of the Resolution above quoted. 

The Resolution was circulate to all Revenue and Judicial Officers and to the 
Army with a mere intimation, that it was for their iuforuialion aud guidance. 


BOBROWINO ARTICLES FROM NATIVES OR 6TU£R PRIVATE INDXVinUALS, 
PKOlliniTED. 

Extracts of a General Letter from the tfonorahle the Court of Directors, dated 
the 23d December, 1833, Aov. 13, 183.3. 

Para. 55. It was found that Mr. A. B. Officiating Commissioner of Cir- 
cuit, had applied to a Zemindar for the gratuitous use of bis budgerow 
which was to save him an expense of some hundred rupeca We entirely 
concur in the censure which you passed upon this conduct. Mr. A. B. we 
observe, made the following assertion. * Borrowing boats, and elephants is a 
circumstance of daily occurrence, and I may with safety assert I believe that 
there is not an Officer in the service who has not done so.’ If this represent- 
ation he in any degree well founded, we desire that a practice which is not 
creditable to persons in public authority, and is in violation of the rules of our 
service, may be effectually put down.* 

Ou this It was ordered that tbe above should be circulated to the several 
Commissioners for their information and for that of the officers subordinate 
to them.

requiring Superintending officers to prepare, at stated 
intervals, an analysis of the official characters of all 
the Officers under them ; but that shall, neverthe- 
less, be sufficiently elective for the objects which 
that system was organised to obtain, and of which 
t^e importance lias b(um fully admitted. 

Those objects are, firstly, the carrying into effiect 
the principle, whicli has been specially cnjoineil, of 
*eiirorcing responsibility in all superior function- 
*arics for the incapacity, or neglect, or wrongs 

* committed by the Civil Servants under them, 

* unless they are, as the cases may admit, either 

* redressed, or reported to Covernnient.’ Secondly, 
the bringing to the knowledge of Government all 
instanees of eminent merit and qualifications 
amongst its Covenanted Officers of all ranks ; so 
that the Government may be enabled, generally, to 
reward merit, to stimulate exertion, and to secure to 
the public Service for vacant Offices the best quali- 
fications available. 

The following Rules, in amendment of those 
already prescribed for preparing Reports of the 
results of administration, liave accordingly been 
proposed by the Right IJonornWc the Governor of 
Rengal, in communication with the Honorable the 
Lieutenant Governor of the N. W. Provinces, and 
have been ap]>Tovcd by the Right Ilonorahle the 
Governor General of India in Council : they arc 
now promnlgHted for tlie information and guidance 
of all officers in the J udicial and Revenue Depart- 
of the Governor. 


In hearing Appeals from the Zillab Courts, every Judge of the Court of 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut shall noti*, as each case proceeds, any points that 
may strike him as affecting materially the character of the Court below, and 
whenever, at the conclusion of an Api»eal, an> Judge may l>e of opinion that 
the Proceedings of such a Court have Iteen either remarkahlv well, fir remark- 
ably ill, conducteil, it shall he his duty to make a note thereon f(>r the consi- 
deration of the Court, collectively, at their English sitting. The Court will 
determine in what manner these notes may he.st he made available in the pre- 
paration of their Annual Report, for the expression of their collective opinion 
on the quality of the business performed by every Zillah Judge. 

'fhe Court of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut is hereby required to make a Special 
Report on the mihjoct of any Zillah, in which they may bo of opinion that the 
state of C'ivil business is such as to make it desirable for the sake of the public 
interests, that measures should be immediately taken to remedy the evil. In 
cases of less importance, it shall be the duty of the Court to notice in their An- 
nual R(‘porl any serious defect which tlicy ii\ay believe to exist in the adminis- 
tration of Civil Justice in any district under their jurisdiction. 

In addition to the number of ca8(» decid^by each Zillah Judge, the number 
of misccllaneons Judicial Orders passed b]^im, and the number of days em- 
plgycd in Sessum business, which information is now given in the Annual Re- 
port of the Court of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, that Report shall in fhturclihow 
the number of Appeals, Re^ar and Social, lodged against such Decisions 
and' Hiiscellaneons Orders, ^e result of all the Appeals of a like nature from 
each Jni^e decided on during the conrse of each year, and the number of days 
in which cadi Judge sat fbr the transaction of Civil business. 

Corresponding information* wkh respect to the Proceeding of the sevM4 
Session Judges, must be embo^ed in the Annual Reports submitted to Gov^- 
ment by the Court of Sudder Nisamut Adawlut on the administratioo of Cnmi- 
nalJustice; and a corresponding method for laying the necessary informatSoa 
before that Court, collectively, must be adoptcil. 
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It shall he the duty of the several Commissioners of Circuit to report, in 
their IliUf-yearly Police Returns, their opinions on the general efficiency of tho 
Police of each District under their Superintendence, and on the manner in 
which the various business in this Dej^rtment has been performed hy each of 
the Officers among whom it is distributed. It will also w the duty of each 
Commissioner, to notice prominently in these Reports the extent to which the 
services of the Assistants to the Magistrates aqd Joint Magistrates in his Divi- 
sion have been employed, and the consequences of .such employment^ in onler 
that the application and ahilitiesofthc several officers in the Junior grades of 
the Service may be brought distinctlviander the view of tho Government. 

It will he the duty of the Sqd^iif of Revenue, immediately upon the 
close of every Bengal and Fiisily ycar.l^'J^bmlt. te Government a Statement 
of all outstanding arrears of Revenue itfe^i^ Dcnj^I or Fusily District, with 
a note of the proportion per centt which such arrears may bear to the Jumma, 
in each case, and to remark, where necessary, in what degree tho result is at- 
tributable to the conduct of the (Collector or Deputy Collector in each District. 

Until the completion of all Resumption .and Settlement business, the Annual 
Division Reports required from the Sadder Board of Revenue, shewing the 
business that has been done in those Departments during the past year, and the 
plan of operations for the approaching cold season, will necessarily be conti- 
nued. In these Reports, as far as those particular duties arc concerned, the 
Sudder Board of Revenue are hereby required to represent every case in which 
the conduct of the Officers employed has been distinguished by zeal and dis- 
cretion, or by the contrary faults ; and to call upon the Commissioners and 
Collectors under them, to furnish them with ail Statements of the allotment of 
work to their Assistants, and with all the other materials that may be necessary 
to enable them satisfactorily to perform the duty above required of them. 

It is hereby declared that it is the duty of the Sudder Courts and Board,, of 
the Coniinissiont'rs, of the Collectors and Deputy Collectors, and of the Ma- 
gistrates and Joint Magistrates, to report to their immediate Superior every 
case in which they may be of opinion that a Covenanted Officer, subordinate to 
them, is decidedly disqualified to discharge efficiently the duties entrusted to 
him ; and it is hereby notified to all such Viinctionaries that it is considered an 
essential part of their duty to make themselves aetjuainted with tho manner in 
which their subordinate Officers perform their duties ; and that they themselves 
will be held responsible for any mischievous consequences that may result from 
any inefficiency, bad habits, or serious errors of conduct of those under them, 
• that ought to have been known to them, unless they report the same for the 
information of their superiors. 

In framing the rules which have been above prescribed, the Right Honorable 
the Governor of Bengal has discharged the duty committed to him of im- 
proving, as far as possible, the established system for the control of the Civil 
administration ; for ensuring to efficiency its just reward ; and protecting the 
public interests from the consequences of incapacity or neglect. But he can- 
not- allow the opportunity of promulgating the rules to pass, without making 
known to the Civil Service in these Provinces the high satisfaction with which 
since his arrival in India, he has observed the zeal, the justice, and tho success 
with which, with rare exceptions, they ^ve applied themselves to the perform- 
ance of their various and arduous functions. To their character and public 
spirit more than to the operation of any formal system of supervision and cun- 
.trol, he looks for a perseverance in the same meritorious exertions, and f.)r a 
maintenance of the same careful renttl, in their important and often delicate 
trusts, alike to public and to litdlvidual rights.

EXCHANGES. 

Exchanges between Servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may be 
sanctioned, when the arrangements made for the exchange preliminarUy by 
the parties concerned is unobjectionable in its nature ; but application for 
transfer it* not usually complied with except under special circumstances of 
which the Government judges, taking into consideration the merits of each 
particular case. 

LAW OFFICERS OF GOVERKBIENT, HOW TO Ufi CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the Law Officers direct, or otherwise than 
through the Government Secretariat of the Department under which they serve. 

ASSAY master’s RETIRING PENSION. 

Assay Masters and Deputy Assay Masters are permitted to retire after 20 
years* service including three years for one furlough, the former upon £300 a 
year the pension of a Siiporiutcnding Surgeon (but not subject like his to 
increase for longer service) ; and the latter upon £191 12 6 the pension of a 
Surgeon; and if compelled by ill health, duly certified, to quit India at an 
earlTcr period, the retiring allowance after ten years' service to be £200 a year 
for an Aasay Master, and £150 for the Deputy. 

RETENTION OF POLITICAL PRESENTS BY MILITARY OFFICERS. 

On a claim to retain the^ presents received from the Lahore Durbar by the 
party who imeompanied llunject Sing’s ashes to Hurdwar, it was observed tliat 
It was contrary to Military usage and the established rules for Officers and 
soldiers in the Service of Government to receive presents of such a nature. 

KHELUT TO POLITICO-MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

A Medical Officer employed under orders of the Political Department for 
some weeks in attendance on the late Maharajah Kunjeet Sing, was presented ^ 
on bis departure from Lahore by that Court with a Kbelut and a cash Zeafut. 

The question having arisen as to whether under the general prohibition 
against the retention of such by public Officers they could be kept in this in- 
stance, the Governor General decided that both the Kheiut and the amount ba- 
lance of cash that had been tendered as a Zeafut might be retained by the 
Medical Officer "in question, not as a Political present, but as a fee for Medical 
Attendance ; as the chances were that had he been at his own station he would 
have been gaming fees to the same amount for family medical attendance. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

' An Assistant at tbo Political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundoxy claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
PoKiar States. ^ 

This bill was returned unaudited by the Civil Auditor on the ground that the 
claim was not founded on the requisite authority of (government for the charge. 

The bill was passed, but the Government remarked that officers on depu- 
' tatiou'were entitled to extra allowance, only when such deputation had ^e sanc- 
of Government 

2d. ASSISTANT, INDORE. 

The 2d Assistant to the Resident at Indore having claimed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his Civil appointment, inch claim 
was declared inadmissable, in consequence of the rule establUhed under the 
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orders of the Ilon'ble Court prohibiting the same, and it was ruled that he could 
draw only the salary of 2d Assistant, viz. a consolidated one of Rs. i015-6, 
j|th chargeable to the Opium ; and | to the Political Department, after dcduc- 
uon of Military allowances. 

TKNTAGE ON POLITICAL DEPUTATION. 

On a claim of Capt. A. B. to compensation for loss in tents sustained bv Mm 
when deputed with the ashes of Maharajah Rnnjeet Singh to Hurdwar ft was 
observed that as Capt. A. B. enjoyed an allowauce for tentage under 4 ^ Regu* 
lation of Government, his applicatUMi for re-imbursement on account of wear 
and tear of tents could not be admitted. 

His extra carriage expenses were however passed to Captain A.B. 

OFFICR RENT. , 

The O. P. A. at having solicited the sanction of Government to a 

change of 80 Rs. as Office rent for conducting the duties of the Agency at 
A. B. during the unbealtby season at C. D. it was observed in reply that Go- 
vernment allowed Captain to take up his residence at a distance 

from the Court to which he was accredited for reasons of a personal nature, 
viz., the great personal risk of a residence at the unhealthy station of C. D. 
during ct'itain parts of the year without his being subjected to an^ diminutiou 
of allowance ; and that the Government must not be charged with extra ex- 
penses on account of Office arrangement under such circumstances.

REGULATIONS SANCTIONED BY THE HON'BLE THE COURT OF 
DIRECTORS. 


iBt. The Subscribers shall, from the l6t of May 1825, con- 
tribute, for the purposes of the Fund, Four per Cent, of their 
Salaries, and all other public Emoluments, however denomina- 
.ted ; dompensalion for travelling expences excepteA 

2nd. Should any Subscriber he engaged in India on private 
business, and thereby voluntarily exclude himself from public 
employ, his Subscriptions to the Fund shall ^ cease, and in the 
event of his hereafter relinquishing such private business, and 
resuming employ hi the Service, his Subscriptions may l^ re- 
sumed, but the intervening period shall not be reckoned in the 
time necessary to qualify him to become an Annuitant: And 
this rule shall be equally applicable to all persons now im the Ser- 
vice who may have been, or may be engaged in private business. 

Srd. The Annuities are fixed at IjLOOO Rupees each, paya- 
ble in E^land at 2 Shillings the RupYe, being £1,000 Sterling. 

4th. The Annuities shall be tendered to SnUcribers having

35lh. On the Ist May, 1836, the mana^^re of the institution shall declare 
and publish ihe number of unaccepted annuiticH rctnaininff up to that date, and 
the vuhic thereof, which value shall be computed by assumlnf^ for the unaccept* 
cd annuities of each year, since the Annuity Fund Institution was established, a va- 
lue calculated for the average age of the servants who Telii*ed in that year. Two- 
thirds of the aggregate amount of such valuation shall be declared to be a fund 
available to provide for three years from that date, annuities at a quarter value 
to retiring civil servants, duly qualified. The other thinl of the above valua- 
Uon shall be forthwith carried to account os part of the fixed balance of the 
fund, in like manner, on^e 1st of May of every succeeding year, tbe mana- 
gers shall declare and publish the number and value of the unaccepted annuities 
of the preceding year ; that is to say, the number of the nine annuities at half- 
value, available annually for retiring servants, which have not been claimed and 
taken within the year, and the same shall be valued according to the average of 
t the ages of the servants who retired iu the year upon such annuities, or, if there 
be none of these taken in any year, then, upon the assumption of the age of 
45 years, for the value of such annuity. Two-tliirds of tbe aggregate value of 
such unaccepted annuities shall be imclaxed and published, as above, to be the 
fund available to provide for three years thereafter annuities at a quarter value 
to retiring seniors; the remaining third being added to the fixed balance of the 
fhnd, as ^ve provided. 

36. Civil servants, duly qualified by ttennee and residence, who may be willing 
to retire on annuities to be granted upon payment of an amount equal to ono- 
Part 11. K K 
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quarter of the value tlicreof, are required to make application for the same 
ii'ithin three months from the date of the above declaration being made 
and publislted by the managers of the fund. So far as the surplus avail- 
able shall permit, annuities on the terms stated shall be given to the senior ser- 
vants so applying, in the order of their seniority, and if the subscriptions of any 
servant to whom such an annuity may be awarded, shall have exceeded in amount 
one quarter of the value of the annuity, the cxress shall be refunded to h^ out 
of the surplus declared. If the subscriptions be not equal in amount to one-quar- 
ter of the value of the annuity, the retiring servant shall make good the deficit 
before obtaining the certificate entitling him thereto. If he do so before the 1st 
May, and shall have then retired from the service, his annuity will commence 
from that date. If he complete his payments, and retire at any subsequent date 
of the same year, the value of the annuity will still be calculated as from 1st 
May ; but the retiring servant will receive only the fractional portion of the ann- 
uity for the first year, calculated from the date of such payment and retirement, 
and his subscriptions, after the Ist August, shall not be credited in his iiccount, 
but accrue to the fund, together with the unpaid portion of the annuity. If the 
applicants, within three months, as above, do not by their annuities, and by the 
refunds stated, consume the entire declared surplus, the remainder shall be ava- 
ilable to furnish annuities to any qualified senior servant wlio may apply for the 
same at any time within three years from the date of the declaration, and such 
annuities shall be given to applicants for the same, in the order of appJii'ation, 
until the entire declared surplus is appropriated. For every annuity granted, an 
equivalent sum to the value thereof, according to the tables of the fund, shall be 
written off from the declared surplus, and credited to the appropriated funds of 
the institution; and if, at the end of three years from the date of declaration, 
there shall remain any part of the declared surplus still unappropriated, such re- 
mainder shall lapse and be added to the fixed unappropriated balance of the fund. 

07th. Civil servants, who may not have completed the full perical of *22 years* 
residence in India, and 2.'i years’ of service, but who may l>e compelled to retire 
from the service by sickness, duly certifiedi, os below provided, shall be entitled 
to^ receive from out of the declared value of the nnelaiined annuities of any given 
ye'ar Wore the appropriation of the tw'o-thirds, and one-third are made under 
the above rule, as follows : — 

If they have noi completed 10 years of residence, a donation 


of Sa. Ks. 5,000 

Or £500 

If they have completed 10 years* of residence but not more than 15, 

an annuity of £250 

Or Sa. Rs. 2,500 

per annum, -on payment, including the amount of their subscrip 
tions, of one-hau of Ae value thereof according to the tables and 
roles of the fund. 

If they have completed 15 years, an annuity of .... £500 

Or Sa. Rs. 5,000 

on the same terms. 


To entitle a junior to the above benefits, it will be necessary for him, before 
leaving India, to furnish to the managers of the fond a certificate from his me- 
dical, attendant, countersigned by a member of the Medical Board in Calcutta, 
certifying that he is, from some permanent cause or complaint, incapable of 
rendering fortW service in the climate of India, and this certificate must, in 
each instance of retirement, be confirmed in England by the examining physi- 
cian of the Honourable Court of Directors, alter the servant so retiring baa re- 
side at least one year in England. 

38tfaj The 35th and 36th of the above regulations are to be continued in 
force for three years, from the Ist May 1836, unless the' Hon. Court of Diri&c- 
tors sanction their forther continuance, wherof notice will be published in the 
Gasette. lf„ by the sanction of the Hon. Court, they be established as perma- 
nent rules of the fund, it shall, nevertheless, be competent to a majority of the 
subscribers in Indio, whenever they shall be satisfied that the number^ of an- 
nual retirements from the service ia such as to require that all the Annuities of 
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each year should he reserved to meet the applications of candidates in future 
years, to suspend the operation of the above rules, by a resolution to that effect, 
duly passed at a general meeting. 

39th. In modification of the third rule of the regulations of the Fund, it is 
provided, that it shall be competent to any servant, duly qualified by residence 
and service, to receive the nnnuiU, whether granted to him athalforata 
quarter value, either in India or in England, subject only to the condition of 
previous resignation of the service, and of the acceptance Asuch resignation 
by the Government, or by the Court of Directors. ™ 

40th. In mollification of the rules adopted by the service on the 7th March, 
1834, it is hereby provided, in conformity with the instructions of the lion. 
Court of Directors, that annuitants desirous to have their annuities paid to the 
date of decease, or to have them paid quarterly, will be entitled to these 
advantages upon payment in addition to the half or quarter value of the 
annuity, as the case may be, of the full value stated for the same in the 
tables annexed to the said rules ; but no annuitant shall be permitted to take 
tlic quarterly payment alone, without, at the same time, taking the benefit of 
the rule for obtaining payment to the date of decease. 

The periods at which the quarterly payments will be made, arc the first 
•days of February, May, August, and November, in each year.

* That a Memorial be prepared for the consideration of the Subscribers to the 
Civil Service Annuity Fund, and after adoption by them be submitted to the 
Hun'ble the (’oiirt of Direetor.s, setting tbrtli the coJifiilenee wliicb the Subscri- 
bers repose in the libcnality and the wisdom of the Regulations which the llon’- 
ble (’ourt a ill enact with reference to the Memorial of the Subscribers to the 
Hon’ble Court dated the 7th April 18.38. 

‘ 'Phat the Subscribers think it probable from their not having received any 
reply to that Memorial, that besides the specific solicitations conuined in it, the 
question as to the number to be allowed of annual retirements from the Service 
may he under the consideration of the Iloii'bJe Court, and that the decision of 
the Tlon’ble (7ourt on this point will be regulated by the policy and intentions of 
the Authorities in England ivs to the permanent complement of Civil Servants 
which shall be deemed adequate for this Establishment. If less than the number 
of Servants on which the original Se’heme of the Fund was bas£tl, then the 
llon’ble ('’ourt will proportionately diminish the number of annual retirements. 
If more, they will lie proportionately incTea.«ed. 

These being matters for the cognizance and judgment of the Home author- 
J ities it would be preuiature in the Subscribers at this moment to suggest that 
an^^'fixeil number of retirements shall be prescribed per year. 

Bui the Subscribers beg permission to express tiieir’ belief that the present 
number of six per annum is not sulfieient to meet the growing demands of the 
Service hr the purposes of the Institution. 

iiooking to the financial condition <if the Fund, they repeat their humble 
opinion that the resources are ample for the grant of a number of Annuities to 
the limit of nine per annum. 

In modification of th.*ir former Memorial, the Subscribers would suggest that 
on the subject of refund of excess contribution, which question they will also 
confidently leave to (he superior wisdom of the Honorable C!ouri, the amount 
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of th< excesa retained should be fixed on the principle of making this extra 
charge a sufficient penalty for not retiring at the time when an Annuity shall 
be available to the party, and that it shall l>e fixed on a moderate scale 
adequate to that object, and to go beyond such object. 

The Subscribers are of opinion that if it shall plea.se tlic Honorable Court to 
extend the Boon of quartcr-valnation>paymcnt to permanency, it would he a 
severe hardship, and one not contemplated by the Subsoriber-s to the Mcinorim 
of the 7th of April, 1838, to levy from the unfortunate Memb-rs of the Seivice 
who should be dieubled from retiring in dne courae. an Unlimited excess of sub- 
scription beyond the value of the thing for w’hioh the subscription was made, 
especially a.s it is one of the Rules of the Fuiul that a £$uLSv;nbin,r ('ivii acr- 
vanf, cannot retire from the Institution.^ It will not e-cape the olworvutioii 
of the Honorable Court that there will be instances of Scn*ants willing to retire 
after compleiing their prescribed period of service and residence, but unable to 
do so in cousequenoe of life limit^of available Annuities, and the effect of the 
favorable tt*nns by whioli their predecessors bavc benefited ft will not be just 
to exact in these cases as penalty, the unlimited excess of their contributions 
beyond the value of the Annuity obtained. 

Mr. Biseoe sccon«led thi.s motion. 

Mr. Grant then moved — 

‘ 'I'hat Mr. BiishhN^’a Amendment be not put by the Chair, because it enters 
into matter not adverted to by the Requisition under which this Meeting is 
assembled.’

The Comjnittec of Managers, or wy nine Members of the Institution, may 
also convene a Special Genera] Meeting at the Presidency by public notice, pro- 
vided that the day fixed for holdinj^ such Special Meeting, and the olyect of it 
lie advertised, in the moBner presenM in the foregoing Article, for the general 
information of the subscribers. 
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AnTiCLK XU. 

All qne^ions propose! at a General Meeting whether half yearly or Specialf 
shall determined by a majority of Votes, but the concurrent voices of at 
least nine Members actually present shall be requisite to carry any motion what- 
ever. ITie Resolutions or Proceedings of all General Meetings shall be signed 
by the Chairman, and published in the Oalcntta Gazette. 

Article XIII. 

Should the Managers or any Member or Members be desirous of bringing for- 
wanL at a Half Yearly Meeting, any new general question, or any questions in- 
volving an increa.se or (liminiition of the race of coutrihntion now fixed, or any 
essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the Institution, 
now established ; or ary case not distinctly provided for under these Unlos, duo 
notice of the purport thereof shall be given in the Calcutta Gazette and in two 
of the daily papers, at least two mouths before suoUMeeting *, provided, however, 
that on such questions and cases no resolution of a Goner, il Sleeting, whether 
•half yoiiiy or special, shall bo conclusive, but the determination of the Meeting 
shall* be referred to the subscribers atiai'go, for final tuloptiou or rejection, by the 
transinisaiou of their votes to the Mauagers within two roonths after the date 
of issuing the Notice, either by AdvcrtUeuient or by separate letters to each Sub- 
scriber, as may be determined b} the Meeting, It shall be the special duty of 
the Chairuian of any Meetiug to require attention to tk^ rule. 

A RTICLIJ XIV. 

The Ilesoiution of a General Meeting on any question not fa’ling within the 
provisions of the preceding Article, shall be open to revision, after two months* 
previous netiec* given through the SccrctOTj’, and published in the Calcutta 
Gazette, and in two of the daily papers, of a motion to that effect, at the next 
General Meeting which may be held at a period of more than four months 
siibse<iuently to the General Meeting, at which such Kcsoliition was passed, and 
two months subsequ'ontly to the date of the notification above prescribed ; but 
the Roolntion of sueli subsequent Meeting on such question shall be final and 
coiiclushe; — provided always, that no ^solution of a prior Meeting shall be 
reversed or altered at a subsequent Meeting except by a majority consisting of 
JUS many votes, at the least, as decided the question in the first instance. All 
Resolutions not subjected to revision under this Article shall be deemed final 
and conclusive. 


Article XV. 

Upon all questions duly advertised for discussion at any General or Special 
Meeting, all Subscribers shall be allowed to deliver their sentimenta and votes, 
either by a written communication to be signed by them and addressed to the 
Chairman of the Meeting, or by Proxy. General Proxies will only be al- 
lowed on behalf of Members who have proceeded to Sea, and then will last till 
the return or the receipt of intelligence of the decease of the party giving such 
Proxy. 

Parties holding GenenU Proxies shall be entitled to vote on any question 
whatever that may arise. The bolder of a Special Proxy .shall be entitled to 
vote on any point connected wit'» the question for which the Special Proxy was 
given, that may be discussed at the Meeting summoned for its determuiation. 

But it is hereby provided-^^ 

1st. That no Proxy, cither special or general, shall be in any way valid, un- 
less the same shall have been registered in the Office of the Secretary to the 
Fun^ and countersigned by that Officer, at least fifteen days prior to the occur- 
rence of any Meeting at which such Proxy is intended to be used ; and 2ndly. 
That no individual shall, under any circnmatances, hold at one time more than 
twenty Proxies, Should more thoa twenty Proxies be tendered for legistiy in 
favor of any individual, it shall be ^ dnty of the Secretary to ^ iWo; to 
give notice thereof to the holderond to the granters whose Proxies are last ten^ 
Sei^ for registry, with the view to their appointing some other party to vote 
Part ii MM 
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on their behalf. A second nomination shall be valid if registered and counter- 
signed at any time before the Meeting at which it is intended to take effect 
For Fornjs of General and Special Proxies see A and B of the Appendix. 

Ahticlf. XVI. 

The Annual Accounts of the Fund shall be made up to the end of April and 
subiuiitcd by the Managers at the half yearly General Meeting of the Subscri- 
bers to be held in the month of July of each >eur. After being approval by the 
fleeting a General Siatenient of the state of the Fund shall be published for the 
information of the Subscribers in the Calcutta Gazette. A Couimittee of Mana- 
gers of the Fund shall at eat‘h Ji nuary Meeting be appointed for the ensuing 
year, and shall consist of the Secretary to the Goveniinent in the General De- 
partment, the Accountant General, the Suh-Treftsurer, and the Civil Auditor, 
for the time being, with five other Members to be elected at such General Meet- 
tiug. 


* Aiinru: XVII. 

The Committee of Managers, or the Majority of those present at a Meeting 
of five or more, or if less than five he present, any three Menbers of the 
Committee who may concur in opinion, shall he conjpetent to decitle. in the first 
instance, upon all matters connected with the Fund not expressly rcser\ed tor 
the determination of a General Meeting ; but every aet of the Managers shall 
he liable to revision and control by the resolution of a General Meeting. It shall, 
moreover, be the duty of the ^Managers to report at the half } early Meetings the 
matters determined by tlicm in the expired period. 

" Articlk XVllL 

The Committee of Managers shall, subject to the control of the General 
Meeting, appoint the Secretary and Accountant to the Fund, and shall fix such 
allowance for him payable from the Fund as they nuij consider adenuare to his 
services. The Officer so appointed shall act under the immediate directions of 
the Committee of Managers, and shall also attend and obey the instructions of 
all General Meetings of the Subscribers the proceedings of whicli and of the 
Coiniiiittee of Managers, and generally all papers appertaining to the Institu- 
tion, which may not lie intrusted to the Treasurer in India or to the Agents in 
England, shall be kept under the charge of such Secretary and Accountant, and 
shall on application to him, or to the Committee of Managers, he open to the 
inspection of any of the Subscribers to the Fund. It is to be understood that 
the Secretary and Accountant appointed as abo^e, shall not be subject to remo- 
val from his situation by any future Committee of Management, but in con- 
currence with a Majority of Subseriliers at a General Alroting held as pre- 
scribed ; provided however, that it shall at any time he competent to the Com- 
mittee to suspend the said Secretary and Accountant from the exercise of his 
functions, and to delegate them to another, pending the disposal of the question 
. which may have given rise to such a proceeding. 

Article XIX 

In the event of any of the Managers who may be elected annually being sub- 
sequently removed from the Presidency without an intention or expectation of 
* returning during the year of their election, it shall bo communicated to the 
"^. 'SubscriMrs at the next General Meeting and in such instances, as well as in all 
instances of a vacancy in the situation of Manager by death or otherwise, a new 
election, if necessary, shall take place for the unexpired term of the current 
year. 

Article XX. 

All applications for admission to the benefits of the Fund shall be made to 
the Committee of Managers, and shall be accompanied by the necessary in- 
formation, documents, and proofs, to enable the Managers to ascertain the cir- 
cumstances and situation of the party on whose behalf application is made.

RULES OF THE CIVIL FUND. 


The Managers after calling for any farther information or evidence which 
may appear to them requisite, arc to submit the application with the whole of 
► the papers received by them and the decision they may have come to thereupon 
for the determination of the Subscribers at the next General Meeting. In cases 
of emergency and distress, when the Managers may consider the party for whom 
the application is made clearly entitled to the 'benefit of the Fund, they are 
antliorized to advance such proportions of the fixed allowances hereafter speci- 
fied, as may appear to them indispensably requisite till a final determination can 
be passed by the Subscribers at the next General Meeting aforesaid. 

Article XXI. 

On the death of any Subscriber to the Fund who may not be possessed of 
property sufficient to provide for his family, and majT leave a wife cohabiting 
with, or maintained by him, or living under nis protection at the period of his 
decease, without an adequate provision for her support as hereafter specified, if 
on the information which may be submitted by her, or in her behalf to the Man- 
agers of the Fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a General Meeting of 
the Subscribers that she is a proper object of the Fund, a'pimsion shall be a.ssig- 
ned to her from the Fund under the provisions and with the limitations stated 
in the following Article ; Provided that nothing contained therein, or in any 
part of the Rules of this Institution, shall be considered to entitle to the bene- 
fits of it, any Widow who may have been separated undpr a legal decision from 
her husband for misconduct on her jiart, or who may be known to have been 
living in a state of adultery, tliough not divorced or separated from him by law. 

Article XX IT. 

First If the Widow at the time of her Husband’s death be resident in India, 
and be left without an income exceeding One Hundred Company's Rupees per 
mensem, a pension shall be assigned to tier from the Fund of Three Hundred 
Company’s Rupees per meusein. during her residence in India. If the Widow 
be not resident in India at the time of her Husband's death, or shall afterwards 
quit India, and her income from her Husband’s I'lstate, or otherwise, shall not 
exceed One Hundred Pounds Sterling per annum, the pension tp be assigned to 
t her from the Fund shall be Three Hundred Pounds Sterling per annum. 

Second. If the income of the Widow resident in India at the death of her 
husband be more than One Iluiidrcfl Company’s Ku|)ees per mensem, but sindl 
not exceed Four Hundred per mensem, during her residence in Indio, or if the 
Widow he not resident in India at the time of her Husband’s death, or shall af- 
terwards quit India, and her income be more than One Hundred Pounds Ster- 
ling per annum, but shall not exceed Four Hundred Pounds Sterling per annum, 
the pension to be assigned to her from the Fund shall be such as will make up 
her income to Four Hundred Company’s Rupees jier mensem during her resi- 
dence in India, or Four Hundred Pounds Sterling per annum in Europe, or else- 
where. 

TAird. In the event of a Widow to whom a pension may have been assigned 
from the Fund acquiring subsequently by inheritance, bequest or otherwise any 
property or income which with the property left on her'Husband’s decease, and 
the pension received by her from the Fuad, may render her total income, 
including her pension ftrom the Fund, more than Four Hundred Company's * 
Rupees per mensem du’png her residence in India, or more than Four Hun- 
dred Pounds Sterling per annnm in Europe, or elsewhere, her pension from 
the Fund shall bo liable to abatement in proportion to the excess of her entire 
income, including the pension, above the sum specified ; or be altogether dis- 
continued in the event of her property or income, exclusive of the pensiiin 
assigned tn her ftnom the Fund, Iieing equal to the full sum of Four Ilundred 
Company’s Rupees per mensem in India, or Four Hundred Pounds Sterling per 
annum iu Europe, or elsewhere. 

Fourth All pensions to Widows shall be discontinued on their re-marriage. 
But in the eirent of their being again IdPt in a state of Widowhood without an 
adequate provision for their support, and of tlieir appearing to be proper object:* 
of this Fui^ they ma^ be again admitted to the benefits of it under the same 
provisioiis and Rotations as on tlwir odgioat admission. 
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Fifth. I’hc Pensions to AVido^vs who may be adniittod to the benefits of tho 
Fund shall be paid in advance huLf yearly to themselves, or to their authorized 
Agents, but the acknowledgment or the Widow herself shall be taken for oil 
sums paid on her behalf, and shall contain a solemn declaration that her entire 
income, including the pension received by her, df>es not exceed the sum of Four 
Hundred Company's Rupees per mensem if she be resident in India, or Four 
Hundreds Pouml Sterling per eniuiin if she reside in Europe, or elsewhere. And 
it shall be incumbent on the Managers to suspend the payment of ihe pension 
of any Widows w'ho may refuse to make such declaration, repoftiag the case 
for tlie decision of a General Meeting of the Subscribers. 

Article XXIII. 

If any’ Subscriber to the Fund shall die without the means of providing for 
his Family, and shall consequently leave a Child or Children, boni in wedlock 
yrithout an adequate provision for their inaintcnauce aud education, and if on tlie 
information, dociunents or c>idenc'i, which may be submitted on their behalf 
to the Managers ofUte Fund, it shall appear to the sati^^fac lion of a General 
Meeting of the Subscribers, that they arc proper objects of the Fund, an allow- 
ance for their maintenance aud education shall be assigned from the Fund under 
the provbioiis and limitations cunlained in the following Article. 

Article XXIV. 

FtTSt If the Child or Children of the deceased Subscriber shall be left with- 
out any provision from his Estate or otherwise, the allowance for the education 
and maintenance of each Child to be granted from the b'und in India, or in 
Europe shall be a(.‘c<mliiig to the age of the Child, as follows, vi/. 'I'iinhe 
years of age, Thirty Company’s Ruihjcs per mensi ni, in India, or thirty Pounds 
Sterling per annmn in Europe ; from (he commencurnent of the sixth year to 
the end of the eighth year, Forty Company’s Rupees per mensem in India, or 
Sixty Pd&ndiJ Sterling per annum in Europe ; from the conmteneement of the 
nintfi year to the end of the eleventh year, Fifty Company’s Rupees per men- 
sem in India, or Eighty Pounds Sterling per annum in Europe ; from the com- 
•nicucement of the tw'clfth year. Sixty Company’s Rupees per mensem in India, 
or One Hundml Pounds Sterling per annum in Europe. 

Secofith ^ If any provision be left by a Subscriber for his Child or Children, 
or if after his death such Child or Children shall at any time become possessed 
of any property or income, by inberiMuce, bequest, or othorvise, but not such 
as to afford the sums .speoitied for their education and maintonance, the allow’- 
ance to 1)C granted from the Fund shall be such us, in otldllion to the property or 
income iwssessed by them, will make up the several sums above specUied 
according to their respective ages, and as they may be resident in India or in 
Europe. . * 

Third. In the event of the property or income left to the Child or Children 
of a^Sabscriber at his death, or wmch may subsequently devolve to or be in any- 
wise acquired by them, being such as to afford the amount specified for their 
education and maintenance,' tlie^ will not be entitled to any allowance from 
the Fond, and any allowanc<« which may have been granted before such acces- 
sion of property or income shall bedisconiintted, . . 

- JPoHrtk, The allowances granted from the Fund for the maintenance and 
education of Children shall be paid in advance half yearly, to their Gnardians 
or leiatives having the care of them, or to such persons as may lie entrusted 
inth the disbursement of the sums allotted for them, citlier by the Managers of 
l^e Fund in India, or by the Agents to the Funds in England. 

' '' FifUi. The provision so ma^ from the Fund fbr the maintenance aud edu- 
l^ion of female children shall cease on their marriage, and the provision for 
male children shall cease on their being settled in any profession, or employment, 
or o» their nttainitig the age of twenty one years, whichever shall first happep. 

Article XXV, 

No family becoming hereafter dependent on the Fund shall receive from the 
Fund an allowance estoeedinj^ in all Six Hundred Pounds Sterling per annum, 
or in India Six Hundred Company’s Rupees per mensem, and the rednotioa 
shall be made rateably. 
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Articlk XXVI, 

Firnt. It being the obvious duty of all ptTsons who have families, and pos- 
sess property sutiicient to provide for thciu. to make a proper testamentary pro- 
vision for them, it shall be requisite in all ca.«es of application Iwing made to the 
Fund for assistance to the family of a dect^ased subscriln'r that an authenticat- 
ed copy of the will of the deecased, or i$ht* Bhall have died intestate, that a 
full and authentic statement of any property left, bj him, and of tin- legal heirs 
thereto, be submitted for the inforraation of the Managers and Subscribers ; 
iiud it is hereby declared that a General hlcciing of the latter duly held, 
according to the rules of the lustitution, shall have full power to reject the ap- 
plication for aid from the Fund in any instance in which it may appear that a 
subscriber leaving property at his dcatli, and ha\dng the power to dispose of U, 
has mode no due provision fur his family. 

Secowl. And in case it shall be ])rovcd to the conviction of a General Meet- 
ing of subscribers that a dccease«l Jleinber c»f this Fund has during his life 
time, whether in immediate anticipation of his death or otherwise, made such 
a disposition of any part of his proiierly, real or personal, as but for his rule 
would throw the entire or partial support of his widow or ofi'^pring upon the 
Fund, who v onlJ not have liecn so supported by the Fund had such part of his 
property not been so disjK»K'd of, withllie intention thereby of beneOting any 
])iirty at the expence of the Fund, then the Widow or OllVprirg of such a Mem- 
ber or both shall forfeit all right to any jiart of the supjiort which would have 
been claimable if no such di^positiou had been made. 

AraicLB XX VII, 

In addition to the information required by Articles XX. and to XXVl. to bte 
furnished to the IManagcrs, ladbre any allowance shall be granted from the 
I'^und to a V idow, a solemn declaration sbrll be luadi* and Hubscribed acconl- 
ing to such of the subjoined Forms as may be applicable to the circiunsiances 
ol the case. 

FimL If the Widow shall not have any ot^bpring by the deceased, and 
shall uotbe po.ssesscd of any income except such us may be derived fVoiil^er- 
sonal property, the declaration to be mude shall be according to the Form C 
of the Appendix. 

Hcrotid. If the widow shall have any child or children living by her late 
husband, or if any child of his shall alterwards be born, and neither she nor 
such child or children shall be possessed of any income except such as may lie 
derivable from persoiiul property, the declaration to be made shall be according 
to the Form D of the Appendix. ^ 

7'hfrJ. If the widow shall jiossess or be entitled to%ny income exclusive of 
such as may be derivable from personal property, tliere shall be substituted for 
cither of the. preceding Forms, the Form JS of the Apendix. 

Article XXVIII. 

W'hatcvcr real c- personal property the widow or offspring of a subscriber 
may be possc.ssed of at thg time of appUcation for admission to the benefits of 
the Civil Fund shall be regard'id as an avidlable source of income, and, as such, 
shall be taken into account at a just valuation, or occfirding to the amount realiz- 
able by public sale, the income derivable from such property being caleuhited 
at a rate of interest at four per cent, per annunL But ftom the latter part of the 
above pi'uvision are to be excepted all monies vested in Bank of Ben^l Shares, 
Government Notes, or other public securities, the income ' arising which 
shall be taken at wliat they actually yield. The same rule of ealeulation shall 
be adopted in the case of property of any description afterwards devolving on' an 
incumbent on' the Fund. 

Amedle XXIX. 

The declaration which by the 5th Clause of Article .XXII is required to he 
made half yearly hy widows who may be a^iitod to iho benefits of the I^md 
shall be according to the From F of the Ap^ndi-x. And in OHse a widow shall 
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have acquired any property whatever subsequently to the date of her admission 
to the benefits of the Fund, a specification thereof shall be subjoined to that de« 
claration. 

Article XXX. 

The mother, guardian, or other person, who may be in charge of any child 
or children entitled to a provision ^nder Articles XXllI and XX1\ of these 
Rules, or any other person who may be authorized to receive the same on ac- 
count of such child or children before he or they shall be enabled to receive the 
Annuity payable, or any part thereof, shall take and subscribe a solemn declar- 
ation according to the From G of the Appendix ; and if such child or chil- 
dren shall have become entitled to any property } Lelding an income, the same 
shall be specified as provided in tliat From. 

Article XX XL 

The several declarations required to be taken by the .'>th Clause of Article 
XXII and by Articles XXVII and XXX shall be made before a Justice of the 
Peace, or other person competent to take tlte same, and such declaration shall 
be dated and signed on or subsequent to the day on which the Annuity is claim- 
able, and shall, in the cv'ent of the widow, guardian or other person entitled to 
receive the same being in Euro{)c, be delivered to and left with the Agents for 
the Fund in England ; or if such Widrtw, Guardian, or other i)erson slmll be in 
India it shall be delivered to and left w'ith the Managers of the Fund for tlic 
time being. 

„ Article XXXII. 

If a married or widower subscriber to the Fund continuing in the Civil 
Service shall have proceeded to or remain in Europe, otherwise than on Fur- 
'lough Allow*aoce, he shall l)e permitted, in order to secure to his family the 
benefits of the Institution in the event of his death vvliile absent from India, to 
pay to the Fund a monthly subscription e<pial to that which he w ould have been 
required to pay if on Furlough allowance : provided, however, that no sub- 
scriber shall be permitted to avail himself of the above Rule for any period 
exceeding five years from the date of his departure from India, and tliat no 
subscription shall be received from him after the expiration of that period ; 
provided furtlier that should the average payments above described be discon- 
tinued for the period of one year consecutively, tlie same shall be held and 
deemed to be, a resignation and abandonment of the lustitution, and the family 
of the subscriber shall not have any claim upon the Fund, even upon payment 
of Ihe arrears .due, unldlii good and sutficient cause for the omission be shewn 
to the satisfacUon of a m.'yority of the subscribers at large. 

Article XXXIIL 

If a subscriber to the Fund who has served twenty-two years in India retires 
from the Service, or if having served ten years in India, hO retires from ill 
health, and at the time of retirement, as above stated, sliall have contributed by 
his previous payments to the Fund, including interest, the sum of Twenty- Five 
Thousand Company’s Rupees, or if, on his quitting the Service, ho shall pay to 
: tho Fund what may be wanting to complete his contribution to that amount, 

« .such contribution shqll entitle the family of such subscriber on his death to the 
benefits of the Institution, under the several provisious hereinbefore stated, or 
soph as may hereafter be established, in like manner as if his death bad taken 
place during bis residence, and actual subscription to the Fund in India. The 
fitmily of any strbscriber to the Fund who may die during his temporary 
absence from India on leave shall be considered entitled to the benefits of 
Fund dnder the existing Rules. Subscribers in India who may cease to receive 
any public allowances shall be considered as having retired from tbe Service 
from the date of their allowances ceasing. In all cases, not expr^ty provided 
Ibr, it shall be at the option of the subscribers. at largo to admit or r^eCt 'the 
claim of any Subscri&r or his fayiilyf and sueb^ decision duly passed, sbsU be 
final and conclusive. 
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Article XXXIV. 

In the event of any subscriber to the Fund dlscontinninf^ liis monthly sub- 
scription thereto for the period of one entire } car, he siiall he considered to 
have whithdrawu from the Fund altogether, and his family shall not, in the 
event of his death, have any claim upon the Institution ; provided, however, 
tliat in all such cases it sliall l>e the duty of the Managers to cause a written 
coniinnnication to he made by the Secretary to such subscriber, uiforiuing him 
that his name has been struck off the Fund ; and provided further, th it it shall 
be eompetent to a General Meeting of the subscribers to readmit such Member, 
on his appealing to the suhseribers at large, and shewing what in their opinion 
shall be good and sufficient cause for his having omitted to comply with the 
rules of the Fund. 


Article XXXV. 

If a subscriber to the Fund shall be suspended from the Service of the 
Ilon'hle (Company, and shall die during the period of his suspension, his widow 
and children shall be entitled lu the benefits of the Institution in like manner 
ns if he had not been suspended , provided he continue to pay at the rate fixed 
on his actual allowances under Article IV. 

Article XXXVI. 

If a subscriber to the Fund shall be dismissed fVom the Service of the Hon- 
’blc Company, in the event of his death, his widow and children shall have 
no claim to the benefits of the Institution, and he shall not be allowed to retain 
any interest in the Fund by making any payment whatever. 

Article XXXVII. 

Any person admitted into the Bengal Civil Service with permission to take 
rank in that Service ahfivo any [HTson that has been a subscriber to the Fund 
for a longer period than one year, shall not he entitled to become a subscriber 
to the Fund except upon the following conditions : xii. 

First. If the Individual so circumstanced shall be unmarried he shall not 
become a Member of the Fund except on condition of his paying to the Trels- 
surer, within u period not exceeding six months from his commencing to 
receive Salary from the Bengal Government, a sum of money equal to the ave- 
rage amount of the aggrcjj^ate Subscriptions of the unmarried Members in whose 
year the Individual wishing to Subscribe may rank in the Bengal Civil Service, 
with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Second. If the Individual so circumstanced shall be Married or bo a Wi- 
dower having a Child or Children, he shall not become a Member of the Fund, 
except.on condition of his paying to the Treasurer, w'ithin a period of six 
months from liis commencing to receive a Salary from the Bengal Govern- 
ment, a sum of money equal to the average amount of the ag^egate Subscrip<* 
tions of the Married Members, retaining a coptingcut interest in the Fund, m 
whose year the Individual wishing to subscribe may rank in the Bengal Civil 
Service, with interest thereon at the rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Third. Any Applicant giving to the Secretary of the Fund a written autho- 
rity for the deduction o$ twenty per cent from his future monthly allowances 
until the sums due from him under the above Rules with interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent per annum be paid up, shall be considered as having fulfilled the 
conditions required of him ; provided always, that his family shall not benefit 
from the Fund if he quit the service before paying up the whole amount due 
ffrom him. 

Fourth, The Managers are aiithoHsed to admit Applicants in the first in- 
stance agreeably to the foregoing Rules, but in all such cases the application 
shall be submuted for confirmation at the next General Meeting.

The Bengal Civil Fund instituted in 1804. Subscription commencing f^om 
January 1804. All who entered the Civil Service from and after the 17th 
January 1823 being obliged* to subscribe and continue so during the whole pe- 
riod of their service. Members being Civil Servants of a prior date to 17 th 
January 1823, have the option to withdraw at pleasure (forfeiting all benefit), 
excepting such amongst them as have signed a resolution passed by the sub- 
scribers on 28th July 1817, binding themselves to subscribe to end of service. 

The ordinary contributions are regulated on allow’ances as follows : —

Every three years an adjustment of the General Accounts of the Fund is 
made and if it be found that there is an excess of charges over the annual re- 
ceipts, an extraordinary subscription of a specified per centage^ on allowances is 
levied to spake up the said deficiency.

since the sold date. Accordingly all such retired Members of date Anterior to 1 July 1838 
as had before retiring made good the principal sum of Sb.Rs. 5000 (under the 35th Artldo 
of the old rules) but who had not made up tnetr conlrihotlons with Interest (at 8 per cent) 
to Co.'s Rs. 85,000 were addressed on the Ut Mai 1839, and offered the option of making up 
the balance due on or before 30th April 18411, and thus securing to their femilies eventuallv 
the hraeflts of the Fund.

21. The ^ 3 rearly General Meetings of the subscribers to the Fund, are held 
in January and in July ; two months previous notice being given. At these Meet- 
ings applications for admission on tile Fund are determined f^c., and other 
general business is done, the Managen also reporting the matters determined 
by them in the expired period. At the January Meeting five Managers are 
chosen in the room of those elected the receding year, — though those or any 
of them may be reelected. At the July Meeting the annual accounts of tiie Fund 
closed to doth April, preceding are submitted,— and being approved, are pub- 
lished in the Cakutta Gazette. 

22. A special General Meeting may be called at any time by the Commit- 
tee of Mantigers or by any nine Members ; the object of the Meeting being 
advertised two months previously. 

23. Should the Managers or any Member or Members be desirous of bring- 
ing forward, at a ^ yearly Meeting, any new General question or any question 
involving any increase or diminution of the rate of conlrihution now flxeii, or

be liable to revision and control bv the resolution of a General Meeting. 

The last article of the rules of the Fund viz. XXXVII. is of a peculiar and 
special charactei, and firamed seemiuglv to provide for such cases as occurred on 
the transfer to the Bengal Civil Branch, of the Civilians attaclicd to the Canton 
Establishment, some of whom clmmed and were specially admitted to become 
Subscribers to the Fund. 

This mle therefore provides, under certain conditions, for the admission as 
subscribers to the Fund of any person who may enter the Bengal Civil Service, 
and having rank in that Service above any other person that been a sub- 
scriber to the Fund for a longer period than one year.

GENERAL ORDERS BY HIS EXCELLENCY THE COMMANDER IN 
CHIEF. 

Head Quaeters^ Simla^ Gtk October 1838, 

His Excellency the Commander in Chief having been pleased to frame a set 
nf Standing Orders for the Bengal light cavalry, has chus^ them to be printi'd, 
and to be scut to each regiment. , 

His Excellency directs, that no’ Standing Orders be issued in any regiment, 
and no usages sanctioned, which are contrary to the spirit of any part of these 
regulations. ^ 

Any such orders as aforesaid, which may now be in force, are to be caiio 
ci'lled. 

Every officer in the cavalry will be expected to provide hiuiself with a copy 
of these Standing Orders, 

By order of Hin Excellency the Commander in Chief

PRELIMINARY OBSERVATIONS. 

1. The cavalry of an army, in the field, opposed to an enemy, is a highly 
important component part of its force.” 

2. Dpon its activity, its iratch^lness, and the intelligence of its officers, 
depend the freedom of the other parts of the army from unnecessary fatigue and 
annoyance, and the power of husbanding dieir energies for the critical operations 
of a campaign. 

3. However essentia! and important is the mere physical force of cavalry 
in action, that foms only a small part of its valuable duties on actual service. 

4. The seeking intelligence by their patrolcs ; their watchfulness of the 
movements of the enemy, so as to prevent unnecessary alarms, annoyances, or 
anrprizes of the infantry ; their carefhl covering of the encampments and the 
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positions of the army *, and tlieir protection of convoys, baggage, &c., are duties 
peculiarly appertaining to the cavalry of an army j which require tlie develop* 
ment of all the good qualities of soldiers. 

5. To prepare and lit a body of cavalry for the proper performance of such 
duties, considerable exertions are requisite ; and those exertions should be direc* 
tvd to uniform results. 

6. Hence the necessity for standing ortlers, which may be operative upon all. 

7. His Excellency the Commander in Chief has been astonished to find the 
cavalry of the Bengal army without standing orders for their guidance. 

The necessity for such a code must be obvious to every officer ; and, therefore, 
although he feels that bis small portion of experience with the native army in 
Bengal, prevents his being properly qualified to arrange such, yet, as even 
u faulty one may be better tlian none, and a foundation will be laid by the es- 
tabliKlnneiit of one, on which a perfect superstructure may hereafter be built up, 
he will not shrink from the task of tirranging what appears necessary. 

8. In preparing such a code. His Excellency will freely use all the materials 
within his reach, wherever he may find them, or from whomsoever they may 
have emanated. 


STANDING ORDERS FOR THE BENGAL CAVALRY. 

SECTION I. 


FIELD OFFlCSnS. 

1. The field officers of regiments of cavalry, in the Honorable Com pan) "s 
service, must of necessity always be men of considerable experience : con- 
sequently, instruction in their duties would be supcrHuoiis ; hut, it may be 
remarked, that it is incumbent on them to take cure, that such knowledge as 
they have themselves acquired, shall be communicated as completely os possible, 
to all under their guidance ; and tliat the instruction of those whom they 
command, in all the essential points of the duties of cavalry officers, shall be 
carefullv attended to. and rendered tis perfect as is practicable. 

2. The comniatiding officer of a regiment of cavalry is held, by the Com* 
liiunder in ('hiuf, to lx; responsible for every point respecting the* dii»cii>rnie, 
arming, clothing, equipment, and condition of his regiment. 

3. Nothing IS so essential for the good stale, and the good discipline of a 
regiment as a strict gradation of responsibility t that is, that every junior shall 
have ^irescribed duties to perform, for which he is answerable to his immediate 
superior. 

4. The field officers afford their especial attention to such matters as may 
be directed by the comiuauding officer ; the Captains have the charge of their 
troops : Uie junior and native officers of certain portions of those troops -, the 
kion-commissioned officers of their respective squads. 

5. If a commanding officer carcfiilly watches tliat each does his duty in his 
vocatiou. he will find his trouble light, and his regiment in proper order. 

6. He must at all times recollect, that bis own example is of the utmost 
importance to bis corps s and that, by a strict discharge of bis duties, and be* 
Ing Kimselfa pattern, coupled with gentleness and friendly feeling towards all 
tluMie who are under him, he will do more to e6t%||lish good discipline and good 
order jn his rcgiioefnt, than by any portion of severity or coerpioo. It is highly 
desirable that Uie junior officers of a regiment shouJd look up to their com- 
manding officer as their friend and their adviser, rather than as to tbeir supe- 
rior, who is to rule them by his power only. 

7. He mgst enforce ^e most perfect obedience to the orders of the army« 
os well as to his own : he must t^e care that the discipline is carried on, fr<»in 
the first instruction of the reemit and the horse, to the pmrfVcting of his offleera 
and hb regiment, in strict conformity to the regulations oh those icihjeGts ) and 
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he must be equally attentive that no variation from regulationi takes place 
u the clothing aocoutrementa^ or equipments of his corps. 

8. A f^quent scrutiny of his ri^g school, and the drills all khuds* 
'which are in proness in his regiment ; as well as of the interior nkanagement by 
his Capons, will enable him to secure these neeessaiy objects. 

9. The pride which a jealous officer must feel at Wng at the head of a fine 
re^ment of caval^, cannot but be enhanced by a conft^nce in himself, that all 
minor details in his corps areih the order they should be ; and he will be care- 
ful to take pains accordingly. 

10. As he is responsible for the efficiency and discipline of his regiment, it 
is of great moment to him, that the original promotion to non-commissioned 
officers, and the subsequent advancement to the rank of offieers, should be pro- 
perly made. The recommendation of soldiers for prbmotion by the officers 
coiumanding troops (where they have had sufficient acquaintance with their 
troops) should have great weight with him ; but, as he is the person responsible 
to the Commander in Chief, m the qualities of his officers, he must exeroiM a 
sufficient portion of his own discretion in their selection { and he should keep in 
mind what are the duties of cavalry ; as briefly allud^ to in the pKllmiuaxy 
observations to those orders. 


SECTION II. 

t 

CAPTAINS AND OFFICERS OOHMANDINO THE TROOPS. 

1. Much of the excellence of a regiment of cavalry depends upon the proper 
discharge of their dutie^ by this class of officers. 

2. 'Hie proper sub-division of their troops, (men and horses) and the judici- 
ous allotment of the native officers and non-commissioned officers to each, are 
the points of first importance. 

3. The perfect condition of the arms, appointments, clothing, and stable 
equipments of the men ; the good condition of the horses ; the state of their 
shoeing ; and their general fitness for service, mainly depend on the maimer in 
which troop officers discharge their duties. 

4. The orderly conduct of the soldiers, and their satisfaction with their situ- 

ation in life, also greatly depend on them ; since the settlement of all pecuniary 
matters, and the hearing and redressing of all grievances, are essential parts of 
their duties. When the Captain of » troop listens patiently to his men, and 
arbitrates justly in their differences) appeals to a regimental commanding oflicer 
will be very rare ; and peace a^ harmony, and satisfaction, will reign in a 
corps. / 

5. Officers commanding troops must, personally, disburse the pay to their 
men, as soon as practicable after tno recei^ of it { and, for this purpose^ troops 
are always to be marchM: to tbexr commander’s quarters, (at a tune fixed by an 
order) ; and it U to bo considered his indispensable doty to see that every non- 
commissioned oflicer and solder understands the settlement which has been 
made, and is satisfied. 

8. It is highly necessary that the authority of the native officers should be 
upheld by the Enropeou eomniandtng officers of their troops, on all occasions ; 
and when reprehension of their condnet is necessary, it should ^nerally be 
administered in private ; beoeuB«-, this class being originally similar to that 
over which they are placed, their authority, without sneh support, would he 
frequently insufficient It is to them that the European officer majd look for 
the most cerreet insight into ^^genend eharacter and eonduct of Ine soldiers: 
and their confidence in, and^gard ibr, tiie; commanding officer of the troop 
should be cultivated as much as propriety admits. - " 

7. Commanding offieers of troops mnstkeep in flrind; that theefficieney of theSt ' 
troops depends much ujton the prefab state of their hOrse atipointdienta. Tlw 
system wWh it has been deem^ wise to adopt in iha Bengal tirmy, of gmnthig 
allowances to the commanding officers of •ttoops, fbr the' repair and cnpply ^ 
oert&in erti^ of equipihent, le,' no donbti dn advantageous one to them, in 
times of peace and ttanquUUty'm^qnartete •, bdHf it is appikkllidid, that, in the 
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coarse of a campaign, this would be very much reversed. They would do 
wisely, therefore, to reflect on this} and always to liave a flmd in hand to meet 
contingencies. 

8. No part of a troop ought ever to be dismissed after its return from any 
mounted duty, until thO appointments are examined by the non>cotnmis> 
sioued oifleer to whose squad the soldiers belong; and notes are taken for the 
repair of any articles which may have been damaged. 

9. It is the duty of the Captain of a troop • see, that every article of the 
clothing and eij^uipment of his men, and the appointments of his horses fit ex- 
actly : the first is essential to the good appearance of a soldier ; and the second 
to prevent the galling, on duty, of his horses : (the latter must however be 
arranged in strict conformity to the instructions of the Riding Master). Ifc 
should, therefore, see every new article fitted in the first instance. 

lU. The proper disefai^ge of stable duties is highly important in a regi- 
ment of cavalry. The details of sucli matters are best settled by regimental 
standing orders ; but the oflicer commanding a troop should give much atten- 
tion to them, and be personally present at stable hours, as frequently as possible. 

1 1. The proper allotment of horses to his men requires attention ; and a good 
soldier should never be deprived of a favorite horse, except in the way of punish- 
ment for neglect, or ill treatment of him. 

12. The more minutely the commanding officer of a troop is acquainted with 
the characters and tempers of those under his command, (men and horses) the 
more satisfactorily will he discharge his duties, both to himself and others. 

13. His utmost attention sho^d be given to the manner in which his sulial- 
tems, and all officers and non-commissioned officers of his troop, perform their 
duties; and he should instruct such as are ignorant, and check those who err, 
from idleness or other causes. 


SECTION III. 

. ‘ SUDALTERN OFFICERS. 

1. On first joining a regiment, a subaltern oflicer must reflect that ho has 
much to leom : and that all his exertions, both mental and bodily, will be re- 
quired to lit bim for the ^ition he is intended to fill. 

2. He will be placed in the bauds of tho Adjutant and Sergeant Major ; and 
is to attend their drills until his person is properly set uji, and he can march, 
and perform the manual and platoon exercises ; and has made some proficiency 
with his sword. He will then be transferred to the Riding Master, and (season 
and other circumstances permitting) he is to attend his lessons and drills five 
days in every week, until he is reported fit for mounted duty, 

3. On such report being made by the Riding Master, the commanding 
officer of the regiment, or a field officer, will be requests to witness bis horseman- 
ship, and the sword exercise, and tell oS a troop for duty ; when, if his perfor- 
mance is sufficiently good, and he marches post and salutes with propriety, ho 
may lie dismissed as fit fbr duty : subsequently attending riding drills, only when 
his cyominanding officer may deem necessary. 

4jk The first posting of a subaltern, on joining, should be 'under a superior, 
fWxiU whose example he may profit; and who wul endeavour to lead him in the 
right way, and will make bun know the importance of attention to tho ^gimen- 
tu bwks, returns and orders. 

ft. 'Wheareported fit ffirduty, (as in the 3d panigrapb)bG may bepennanently 
; bem^ subsequently removed from his trqflp os rarely as possible. 

, - A * It cantioi be too strongly impressed on theflBnd of a sulNUterh first joining 
the native army, how neccssaiy mildness, pati^ce and good temper widi the 
soldiers are, on his part. He dinst Kllect that he joins men of liuiny years* ex- 
perience, and many of them ^Idiers of high fcelingsof pride andnonor rand 
that it may often ^pen, that vrhat he deems ignorance and want of intelligence 
iu these men, arises ^ly from liisown insumcicnoy.' * Violence of temper and 
manner must, therefore, be baiHffhed ; and be most sJm kc^ in mind,- tluit it is 
highly important to him to lean the language of the men of his regiment as early 
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ns practicftble ; since it is impossible for nn officer of caval^ properly to perform 
bis duties in ihe field in patroling, reconnoitrings reaping intelligence, or frumrd- 
ing iM)8ts, until be can freelv c<nninuue with the soldiers under his commahu ’ He 
must moreover refioct that he is unfit for any extraordinary advimcement in his 
own corps, or in any other, until he has acquired the advantage mentioned. 

7. For two years after a snbaltem first joins, he is to attend all courts of in- 
quiry and courts martial which are held in the regiment, to leom the manner in 
which those duties are conducted ; and until after the lapse of two years, he will 
not be placed in charge of a troop ; nor even then, unless he shall have acquired 
as much of the language of the regiment as may enable him (in tlie commanding 
officer's opinion) to properly perform the duties, which such charge would throw 
U]>on him. 

8. He must make himself acqmunted with the mutiny act and articles of 
war : the standing orders, general and regimental ; and he must alw'ays keep 
in his possession the books named ; as well ns the books of regulations for Her 
Majesty’s cavalry. 


SECTION IV. 

ADJUTANT. 

1. I^is officer must he selected with the greatest care by the officer com- 
manding a regiment. ’I'lic qualifications essential for a go^ Adjutant are, a 
IM'rfiH't kuowWge of drill and discipline, and of the minute details of the ser- 
vice he belongs to : he rec^uircs great good temper, patience and activity ; and 
as mtich of literary acquirements as will render him capable of carrying on 
official correspondence, and keeping, with propriety, the books and records of 
the regiment, and superintending the periodical returns and other documents. 

*2. To these qualifications he ought to add a sufficient colloquial knowledge 
of the language of the native soldiers. He ought to be a pattern in horseman- 
ship, and in the use of his arms : and in his dress ; and in the strict adherence 
to regulations in every respect. 

3. The formation of the young officers, the superintendence of all drills, and 
the general instruction of a coips, being greatly dependant on the Adjutant, (un- 
der the orders of liis commanding officer) urbanity of manner, and gentleman- 
like demeanour, in conveying hie instructions and orders, are highly essential; 
and violence of language or manner must never be permitted. 

4. He should possess tlie entire confidence of his commanding officer ; for 
as it is his duty to have a watchful eye upon all circumstances which have re- 
ference to the discipline, eoonomy, and well being of his corps, and to bring 
deviations to the notice of his commanding officer, their communications ought 
to be UDiesitrained and confidential 

5. All regimental rosters, details for dnries. records and retnms must be kept, 

in the Adjutant’s office ; and he is responsible for their correctness and regu-' 
larity. All orders are issued through him ; and he is the channel through 
which all official documents and statements are to be made to the command- 
ing officer of the rcgiuient. If explanation or information is required, relative 
to any order or point of duty> reference shonld be made to him, and it is his 
duty, to explain the same, if able ; and if not, to apply to the commanding 
officer. ^ 

6. All orders, written or verbal, issued by the Adjutant, arc to be^held to be 
the orders of the commandin^fficer, and obeyed accordingly. Sh^d any re- 
ference the commanding on such subjects, become necessary, it may 
be mode through the AdSutailtr after th^ex^tion of the order j^ven. 

7 . When a regiment la alone in a eantox^ent, the commanding officer fixes 
the hour at which the Adjutant shall receive his daily ordem. When two or 
more regiments are altogether, the Adihhut most take oare to regulate the 
receipt of the daily station ord^ at the proper time and place. is reg- 
ponswe for the proper circulation of all orders to the corps to which he belongs. 

8. The Adjutant must be present at all parades and it is his duty person- 
ally to examine oveTy detachment before it is marched off; and to ascertain 
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tbst it is perfect in all its eqnipme&ts ; ui4 thnt the eomnander is duly ac- 
quainted arith his orders. His dudes at regimental and gnard parades, and at 
courts martial, may be regulated by the sti^ng orders of his regiment. 

9. The following books* are to be kept in the Adjutant’s office : 

^ A regimental register or long roll of the native officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates. 

2. A register of the horses of the regiment, with all postings and transibrs. 

3. A register of the estates of deceased native officers, non-commissioned 
officers and privates. 

4. A book for all public letters received. 

6. A book for all public letters sent. 

6. A register of all regimental courts martial. 

7. Raster of leave of absence to native commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

8. A book in which copies of monthly and other returns are bound up. 

9. A book for lists of casualties. 

10. A general order book. 

11. A £ vision and station order book. 

12. A regimental order book. 

13. A register of officers* chorgem. 

14. A morning report book. 

15. A hook for the names of men sent to drill or ordered extra duty. 

16. ^ A character book for all native commissioned officers, and for tion-com- 
missioned officers to the rank of Havildar, inclosive. 

10. These books require to be kept with great exactness and care ; and the 
greatest attention must be paid to the entries in the last mentioned in particular ; 
since the fortunes of the native commissioned and non-commissioned officers, not 
onlv as respects their promotion, but their elevation to the classes of the Oiders 
of British In^a, and their subsequent pensions, must mainly depend on these 
TCcords. 

' Nothing therefore but distinct facts, good or bad, must find a place in this 
character book ; and opinions of the Adjutant must be entirely excluded. No- 
thing positive, either good or bad, atfecting character, elucidate by facts, should 
be omitted ; but trifles should not be entered i and whenever an unfavorable 
entry is made, the individual to whom it relates is to have notice of the same. 
This register must be submitted to the scrutiny of the commanding officer, for 
his approval of the entries monthly ; andshoula be carefully preserved from the 
observations of all other persons both in the Adjutant’s office, and in the 
segment. 

11. The duties of the Sergeant Migor are to be performed nnder the Adju- 
tant’s espedsl Instructions ; and the latter is mainly responsible for the correct 
perfqnnance of them. 

12. He is struck off fW>m all rosters, in order to be able to perform his 
particular duties j but may be employed when spoeial enoumstanees render it 

^uecewary.

SECTION V. 

INTSBPnETEB AND QUABTXB MA8TEB. 

* 1. As Quarter Master, he is respousihle for the preservation and care of all 
liWes appertaining to his re^ment 

‘'Spare olothing, ammunition, akmiy accoutremoits, a^ camp equipage^ are in 
his diarge, and iJlconespondeiice relmve to these matters are corned on through 
him, for the infbnnation ofw «i m ma n d i n g officer of the regiment 
2. When detachments an JwU, taking with>ibem any 'such storesi are* 
Uum of mote sent shoidd be made orer totheofiteer commanding ilie delaoh- 


* y«r torn* set at the end ef Btaading Orders, 
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ment, and he then becomes responsible for their safe retnrn^ dr an aoooimt of 
the sante ; and the Quarter Ma^r should never issue any storea without re- 
ceiving a proper receipt. 

3. viGien stables, or public builcUngs of any kind, are given oves to a regi- 

ment, they must be transferred to the Quarter Master, who will assign them to 
the respective troop oiilcers, taking their separate parts and details. ' ' 

4. The selection of ground for encampments, the regularity of camps, and 
the collection and issue of provisions on all marches, when a commissariat officer 
is not present, must be arranged by the Quarter Master ; and he is responsibte 
that all ueccssary articles are provided. It is also his duty to provide th^ re- 
quisite camp colors for taking up ground ; and targets for practice. 

5. The providing, on the best terns, half-iuoiinting, and such articles of 
regimental equipment as are purchased by the soldiers, had generally best be 
arranged by him, for the sake of uniformity. This however, is a point which 
may be regulated by regimental standing orders, or the dictation of the com- 
manding officer. 

G. The indents for new clothing, and stores of all kinds, are to he prepared 
and forwaWd by him at the proper periods, under the sanction of his com- 
manding officer. He should alwa>8 have in his possession approved and sealed 
patterus of every article of regimental clothing and necessaries. 

7. The reguJarity and proper police of the lines of a corps are under the 
especial superintendence of the Quarter Master ; and all improprieties or devia- 
tions fr^ regimental orders on these subjects, are to be brought by him to the 
notice bf the officers commanding troops, for correction ; and if not forth- 
with remedied, are to be reported to the commanding officer. 

8. As Interpreter of his corps, it is his duty to put all those orders, which 
are necessary to be known by the native officers and soldiers, into intelligible 
languages, for their information ; and he must take care to ascertain, that all 
orders are distinctly understood by the native commissioned and non-commfai- 
sioned officers. 

9. He will also, when required, draw up petitions for any of the soldiers of 
the corps, certifying the same by his signature, before presentation to the 
commanding officer of his regiment. 

10. It is his duty to translate, if required, all papers addressed to his com- 

manding officer in the native languages. He must also attend at, and translate 
for, all courts martial. ' - 

11. He is struck off all regimental rosters, to enable him to perform his es- 
pecial duties ; but may be employed, as is ordered in the case of the Adjutant. 

12. He is to keep the following books 

1. A book for copies of all indents, returns, and survey reportf on arms, 
accoutrements, sadlery, ammunition, camp equipage, and other stores. 

2. A book for copies of muster rolls and pay attracts of his establiriunOnt. 

3. A book for the entry of native petitions. 

4. A book for figured and distribution statements of cdotMng, &c. 

5. A book for hdf-mounting acconnts. ^ 

6. A book for copies of all letters and correspondence on pnblib business. 

7. A diary of dmly transactions will always found nsera. 


SECTION VI. 

SUROSON. 

L The rules and reguJatiQns laid down by the Medical Board, and by the 
Superintending Surgeons, fir the conduct of regimental surgeons, and Ibr the 
performance wtheir roedioal duties, and the management of their hospitals, 
must be the guides of bis qouduoi in all inch matters. 

2. The Surgeqn ia nevertheless amenable in all respects to the conunanding 
officer of his regimbnt,'for the stgte of his hospital, and for the acti,yo and pxu- 


• for fonaa see atthafiidof Staudiag Oxfins. 
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per discharge of all his duties : and his responsibility to the latter is in no de* 
ore e removed by the regulations mentioned in the antecedent paragraph. 

3 . A Surgeon should endeavour, by his kindness and humane attention to 
his patients and the internal arrangements of his hospital, to render himself, 
and it, the uriiling resort of all soldiers who really require surgical or medical 
treatment. 

4. The Native Doctors, and the subordinate establishments, rei^ulre his 
careful supervision ; aitd he must particularly attend to the manner in which 
they obey his instructions ; and take care tliat neither quackery, nor mal-prac- 
ticcs of any sort, arc introduced into his hospital. 

.0. He muft be careful in the selection of the servants of his hospital ; tak- 
ing pains that the Mussleman and Bmmin cooks allowed by Government, aro 
apiiToved by the soldiers, and are persons from whose h.ands they will receive 
,food: and that the water candors ar. selected with the same view. 

6. He must recollect, that though he may hnd his duties but little onerous 
during peace, yet that their importance would lx: greatly increased in case of 
war •, and be should be at all times provided with the instruments, and other 
essentials necessary to render him lit to inc*et such a contingency. 

7. His daily presence at his hospital (at the hours fixed by General Orders, or 
those of his commanding officer) is never to be diNpensed with, unless compel- 
led by extraordinary circumstances : and every man admitted, or to be discharg- 
ed, is to be seen by him at those hours. 

5. He must make his daily reports to his commanding officer, after his 
visit to his hospital ; and he must never fail to bring to the immediate notice 
of his commanding officer, anything extraordinary which may present itself 
affecting the health of the soldiers. 

9. • A medical officer must always he in the field, with the means nec^essary 
for meeting the case of the ordinary accidents to which mounted soldiers are 
peculiarly liable, whenever the regiment, or what is equivalent to hdf of it, 
IS cut for mounted exercise, or for ball practice. 

10. In the same degree tliat the active and conscientious discharge of a 
Surgeon’s own duties are incumbent on him, so is his superintendence over his 
subordinates. 


SECTION VII. 

ASSISTANT SUaOEdK. 

1. All that has been said in section VI. is strictly applicable to this medical 
officer ; who is completely under the ordem of his senior. 

2. On first joining the armies in the East Indies, however well educated 
and professionally .taught a young practioner may be, he must call to his 
recoilecdoD, t|u$ the diseases of tr<mical climates, and the constitutions of 
Asiatics,^ are considerably different from those of the patients he has proba- 
1^ previously attended; and he should 'he diffident of himself, and atten- 
tive to the practice of his more- experienced brothtir officers, in proportion, 

3. He should also assifiuon.sly apply himself to the languages of the sol* 
diexy ; as he cannot but be aware how very inefficient he must be in the 
poiddon he fills, until he is able to moke personal inquiries of, and to un- 
derstand the replies of, his patients. 


SECTION VIII. ' 

/VETHaurART SDRGIBON. 

1. The Veterinary Snigetm has the care of the lame and fhe sick hones 
of the .regntaent, and the particular superintendence of the shoeing, to which 
he wili pay unTemitting attention. It is also bis duty to bring un^r tbo 
•Bodee of the officer commanding the regiment any circumstances wluch ap- 
pear to him of material oonscqnence to the genew health or condition of 
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the horses, and immediately . to report to him the slightest .appearance of 
any contagions disease. 

2. Ue will deliver to the commanding officer, evety mdndng^ a r^rt of 
the sick and lame horses in the regiment, and will certify at the foot of 
it, that he has inspected every horse in the stables. 

3. Any horse that is taken** ill, is to be immediately reported to the ye- 
terinary Surgeons; and officers commanding troops are expected to give 
him all the assistance in their power, and strictly to enforce obedience to 
his directions. It will rest with him when to order a sick horse to the 
hospital stable, which is ratircly nndcr his charge ; and no horse is to he 
removed from it to the linos hut by his order. 

4. He is to keep books, ooutaining registers of his practice in eases of 
sick and hune horses, and of the measures which may be adopted when any 
contagious disease makes its appearance, specifying the remedies, or mode 
of treatment, aud the result of such treatment. 

5. Ue will take pains to instruct the Farriers in the proper mode of 
treating the feet of the horses ; a£ shoeiug ; and of performing the ordinary 
operations of farriery. 

G. lie will also take frequent oci'tasion to teach the Darogahs of troops 
how to bleed a horse, and to perform other common operations, as well as 
to point out to them the nature of his practice in ordinary eases ; this will 
Ire attended with the greatest benefit when a troop or a 8c|uadrun is de> 
tached. 

7. lie will attend all regimental committees for the admission of horses, 
and will sign the proceedings as attending the‘ committee, in testimony that 
he has examined the horses, and is satisfied that they are sound. 

8, lie will also attend all coinmittecs assembled to cast horses of tiie 
regiment to which he is attached, aud before the assembly of the annual 
easting committee, he will submit to the commanding officer a' roll of tlie 
horses which, on account of any ailment, he thinks ought to be presented 
to it. 


SECTION IX. 

RIDINO MASTER, 

1. The recommendation of his officer, like that of the Adjutant, should 
he very cautiously mode ; as much of his fitness depends on liis good tem- 
per and judgment. 

2. All recruits, officers and private soldiers, must receive many important 
instructions from liim ; and the profitable manner in whiedi those instructions 
are received, depends very considerably on the mode in which they are 
conveyed. 

3. Ills manner therefore, must be soldier-like, and good ; and unmixed 
with violence or harsh words. He must Imj fully mester of the system of 
military equitation, as laid* down in the regulations for Her Majesty’s. army 
by General Orders of the Ist of May 1833 ; and of all the minutioe of drill, 
contained in the first 'part of those regulations, which are to be rigidly ad- 
hered to. He should be personally a good horseman, and skiTul in the use 
of the arms of the dragoon : he should necessarily be conversant with the 
language of llic soldiers of hh regiment. 

4. The breaking and training of the remount horses of his regiment are 
also Ids duties, mded by his assistant Rough Riders. I’lie careful training 
and instruction of these men,_ is of great moment. IVo are allowed for 
every troop, and if fu^er aid is at any lime found necessary, he should 
make the requisite application to the edmmanding officer of the regiment 

5. He must take care that all instructions to men and to horses, are^given 

Upon fixed and uniform principles, and diat such principles are based on the 
regulations before quoted. - ^ 

6. The Riding Master is panuuonnt in the riding school, or at riding 
drills, whcfnever the commanding officer of the regiment is not present ; and 
whatever may be the rank of an officer oWered to a riding drUl-, the Rid-* 
ing Master must ho obeyed in matters rclatmg to the discharge of his duties. 
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7. The good appearance of a regiment of cavalry depends on the offioeia 
and soldiers being veil and uniformly placed on horseback, and the carriage of 
their bodies, their bridle, and sword hand, being perfectly uniform : clo^ ad- 
herence to the regulations will ensure all these. 

8. It is his business to complete the instruction of the officers and soldiers 
of his regiment, up to the point at which thdy are deemed fit to commence 
their duties in squadron. 

The fees to the Riding Master, on having completed the instruction to a 
recruit officer, or an officer's horse, are settled by the pay regulations. 

SECTION X. ^ 

SERGEANT MAJOR. 

1. The regimental Sergeant Major is under the immediate orders of the 
A^ntant, and is not to be employed by any other officer, (the commanding 
officer of course excepted) without his sanation. 

2. His especial duty is to aid die Adjutant in all his various duties, as 
they are detailed in section IV. 

3. Perfect sobriety, and respectability of character, are indispensible qua- 
lities for a Sergeant Major; and he must be well acquaioted with all the 
details of discipline and drill, oti horseback, and on foot ; and with the forms 
for keeping the regimental books. 

4. For the last mentioned qualification, he must be a good penman. 

5. He should be a pattern soldier in all respects ; since to his example 
a)| the non-commissioned officers iu bis regimental ought to look up for 
their raidancc. 

6. What has been said in section IV. relative to the temper, and manner 
in which instruction is to be conveyed to young soldiers, is peculiarly ap- 
plicable to the sergeant Major of a regiment, and must be most carefully 
attended to by him ; and he 'must be watchful to enfoit'e similar conduct on 
the part of all the non-commissioned officers who are employed under him 
in the drill of recruits. 

7. Tlic assistance which is afforded by the Adjutant to the commanding 
officer of the regiment, must be imitated by the Sergeant Major towards the 
Adjutant *, and it Is his duty to bring to the notice of the Adjutant any deviations 
which he may observe from the regulations of the army, or from the stand- 
ing orders of his own corps ; and to report to the Adjutant all breaches of 
propriety or good conduct, on the part of the native officers or non<«oinmi8- 
sioned officers, which may come to his knowledge ; and with whose general 
characters, and trustworthiness, he should make himself intimately acquainted. 

8. All verbal orders delivered by the Sergeant Major, are. to be consid* 
ered as irom the Adjutant, and are to be obeyed accordingly. 

9. It is hjs duty to instruct all newly promoted non-commissioned offi- 
cers in th^ mode of discharging their various duties; and the manner in 
which ptards are turned out, sentries are posted, ftod pay th6ir compliments, 
demand his especial attention. 

10. He must be present and superintending at all drills, excepting those 
under the Riding Master ; and it u his duty to pay attention to the rolls of 
men ordered to punishment drill, and to see that ue orders on that sulyeot 
ane not evaded. 

^11. The books, or rosters, to be kept by the Sergeant Major are to be- 
deflhed the Adjutant, in conformity to secUen IV. paragraph 6. 

" SECTION XI. 

QDAttTEB MASTER BEBOEANT. 

1. The Quarter M^r Sergeant is the assistant of the Quarter Master in 
the care Of the magaaine, and all r^imental stores, and in the various >da- 
ties of the Quarter Masteria department, as specified in section V. 

2. He must be a good penman ; as the details of the department leqnire 
correctness of entry,, so many, and such costly stores heiog oc^Um- 
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ally under the charge of his principal ; for which, u well as the oinmani- 
tion of the Te 3 :iment, the Quarter Master is responsible. 

S. Perfect sobriety and steadiness of conduct are indispensable in .this 
staff nou^commissioned officer : and as the provision of some of the ndnor 
aniclcs of the soldier*s necessaries may occasionally be placed in bis han4s» 
his honesty and probity should be conspicuous. 

4. The regularity of the arrangements in the lines of a remment, and in 
the camps, when marching, are peculiarly under the Quarter liter's charge { 
and the Quarter Master Sergeant must therefore make bijiself well acquamt- 
oil with detitils of this part of his duty, so as to be able to afford the ne- 
cessary aids to his principal 

5. The rogulatiuns of the Bengal Army bolding the Quarter Master Ser- 
geant to be eligible for promotion to Sergeant Major, when fit for the last 
named post, he will do well to give as much of his time as a jproper dis- 
charge of his own duties leave spare, in attending the drills going on 
til his regiment ; and in aidinf and assisting the Sergeant Major os much 
as circumstances permit. 

6. All that is said in section X. relative to the appearance, and general 
bearing of the Sergeant Major, are equally ajiplicable to the Quarter Master 
Sergeant 


SECTION xn. 

NAT1V£ COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. ' « 

1. The native officers of the cavalry having gone through the inferior grades 
of their corps, most always have been noted for good conduct and 80ldier<>ljke 
qualities ; and are therefore entitled to great consideration from their Europoaa 
superior. 

2. They are required to be distinguislied by propriety of conduct on all 
occ<aslons : and they must curefully avoid every tiling which can tend to low^ 
their characters <n the estimation of their subordinates. They arc the persona 
to whom the non-commissioned officers and soldiers must look up for j^tterof 
for their conduct, and they must set examples accordingly. 

3. They are the source from which Hie European troop officers most 
derive their ^ best information, relative to the characters and qualities of the 
non-commissioned officers and soldiers of their troop ; and it is their duty to 
make communications to the commaoding officer of their troop, of any ex- 
traordinary circumstance which may occur amongst the soldiers; and to 
bring to his immediate notice the merits, or the demerits, of any individual 
in whom either quality may have become conspicuous. 

4. They are responsible for keeping the European officers at all times 
well acquainted w^h the general feelings and conduct of the soldiers, so t|^ 
if any feeling of^dissatinaction or grievance exist, it may be forthwith in- 
vestigated and redressed ; or if errors prevail in the minds of the soldiers, 
they may be removed by the necessary explanations. 

Neglect of this impirtaat duty Avill always be severely visited. 

5. When promoted to be officers in the army, they must reflect upon 
the very honorable and superior situation amongst their countrymen to which 
they have been exacted by their mertis ; .and they must take care to support the 
importance of their poshion to thehr general appearance and behaviour in 
the society with which they mix ; and not to decade their rank by unbe- 
coming familiarity with those below them. 

a. In proportion to the honor and truth and fidelity which the officers dis- 
play in the discharge of dieir duHes,, so will generally be the conduct oi the 
sbldiers of the troop to which t^y belong : strict justice and impaitiiiity 
should be the tpiid^s of their coodnet tcFwmm the soldierf. 

7. ^As a native officer must have arrive at a general knowledm of hiaduiy 
before ho was promoted, U does not seem necessary to enter info details on that 
head : or to do afore than to point 4>at» ihat the more correctly he makes him- 
self master of the ofders of hia regiitiefit« and of the army, Mid the uiore carfuUy 
Vabt u Q Q 
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be perfonws his duties, and the more he excels in activitv and mtelligence,and in 
attention to his men and his horses, the more certain will be his evented reward, 
both in honor and pecuniary advantage. 

8. In his conduct to the non-commissioned officers and soldier under him, 
he should bo kind and considerate, as fiir as strict discipline; and recollect to 
act by them as he would have desired should have been done by him, when he 
was in a similar situation. Rut he must hold himself high above those who, 
before his promotion, were hia coiuradf*R ; and all pecuniary transactions w ith 
them, such as bor^o^v ing or lending money, and all unbecoming familiarities, are 
strictly forbidden. 


SECTION XIH. 

NON-COWMISSIONKD OWCBRS. 

1. This being the first step towards the important situation of a native 
troop officer in the Bengal cavalry, the selection innst be made with great 
care. 

2. In the preliminary observations, the attention has been directed to some 
of the essentials iii a really good corps of cavalry ; and those points should 
be kept in view when proiuotiug soldiers from the ranks. 

3. To general good conduct, there ought to he added intelligence, zeal, 
acquaintance with a soldier's ordinary duties, <ind ';o«>d horscuiaiiship ; without 
these, no man is ever Uludy to niak<‘ a good officer : vv here they are found 
combined, they should be promptly brought forward. 

4. In gener^il it should be a rule wUii acomiiiaudirtg officer not to promote 
a man in the troop ill which be has served us a Private. It must usually be 
best for him, aud for the service, that he be removed from his old and iutmiatc 
associates. 

5. 'The first duty of a non-com mis‘.ioned officer of oav airy is to make him- 
self well acquainted wi*h the men and horses of the squivdsto which he is 
attached. Ho should know crilically how soldiers ought to bd armed and ac- 
coutred ; and it is his duty to sec that they are so, when they turn out on pa- 
rade. 

6. lie should be a proficient in his exercises ; and should be capable of 
instructing a young soldier in all the ordinary p‘'ints of his duty ; and in the 
cleaning aud care of his anns, accoutrements, horse appointments, and his horse. 

7. IJc must he watchful over the soldiers of his squad ; and at stable hours 
especially, he must see that they properly discharge their duties to their horses. 

8. He should be a pattern in his general appearance ; and by his respect to 
his superidrs, attention io orders, and the correct discharge of duties, afford a 
constant example to the men of Jiis troop. lie will thus obtain that respect to 
which his rank cutith'S him, Inith from nis superior and His Iferothcr soldiers. 

llis conduct mmt be firm, but temperate ; and he must not permit any dis- 
cbedieoee of, or inattention to the orders ho gives. 

9. Although the attentions of non-commis-sioned officers are principally due 
.to their own squads, yet their observatiou must be directed to any misbehaviour 
they i)aa^ 'witness on the yai't of any soldier of their regiment ; and it is their 

*' '^duty fo interfere to prevent all breaches of discipline or infraction of orders. A 
* Jfipn-^mmissioned officer^ who is known to connived at improprieties and 
imsH«liaviour, cannot be considered as fit for j^omotion ; and ought to be dealt 
by accordingly. 

JO. 'The state of repair of the ams, accoutrements,- horse appointments, 
and clothing of the soldiers of their respective squads ; the shoeing of the hors- 
es } the just deliverv to them of their R>od ; and the general efficiency of Aeir 
squads fbr duty, demand the specii^ care of tlie non-commissioned officers ; 
and superiority over the Mjuads oF their comrades ought to form &eir endea- 
vour, and tlwir pride. 

1 1. Non-commissioned officers must recollect that they o^er can become 
* really useful aud efficient in the advanced ranks, if they cannot read and write ; 
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and. that the absence of thosa qualifications must alwayib stand in the way of 
their promotion in the army. 

^ 12. From the first period of his promotion from the ranks, a non-commis- 
sioned ofiicer should constantly keep in mind the honors and pecimiiiry nd- 
vantatre.s which await him, provided lyp proves dcservio^f of them ; and he 
should strive, by his exemplary conduct in the discharfre of his duties, and 
by his endeavours to acquire all the knowlcd;?e and soldier-like accomplish- 
ments within his reach, to bring himself to the fa^or.^hIe notice of the officer 
commanding his corps, lie mnst be just aTid bonest in all his dealings with 
those beneath him; and must carefully aNoid all ]>viNate pecuniary transactions 
with them. 

13. Whenever it is necessary to place a non-eommissioned officer under ar- 
rest, he is to be ordered to confine himself to his tent, or his <p.q^rters, until in- 
vestigation into his supposed misconduct can take {dace , hut he ought npt'to be 
lodged in the common guard room, unless the nature of the charge against him 
renders security of his pei*&un indispensable. 


SECTION XIV. 

ROiron ItlDKRS. 

1. Those men must lx* carefully selected ; au.l should a troop not be capable 
of producing the two qiialifiid soldiers, authorized by regulations, they must be 
taken from other troojis. 

2. They .should bo fearless horsemen, and of good temper. Recruits are lia- 
ble to be disgusted, and }onng hoiscs spoiled at their early lessons, by violence, 
or harsh treatment frorri their instructor. 

3.. Since mu<*h of tlie iii.strnction of the roernit, in the frst lessons in equita- 
tion and mounted duties, devolves .on the Rough Riders, th(*y must be masters 
of all the ordinar) duties of a dragoon, and in the use of their swords and their 
lire arms; and be ea]>ahle of conveving inslrcetions on those points. 

4. Their manner of con\e}hig inRlrii'dion, and of treating the young men 

and horses, must be carefully attended to b> the Hiding Master; and errors be 
immediately corrected. , 

5. 'fhey .should he rccomincnded by the ofiicer commanding the troop; but 
they must be held to he under the orders of the Riding Miister: and it is his 
duty to report to the commanding officer of the rc«^iment, any reason he may 
ligve for deeming any man so recommended, ill-qualified, or unlit for his situa- 
tion; and his reason.^ if well founded, .should have due weight. 

C. The post of Rough Rider (when its duties have been well discharged) is 
a very proper step to subsequent promotion ; und tberofrwe in the choice of 
Rough Riders, as many as possible of tho.se qualitie.s which liavo been mentioned 
as desirabie in non-eommlssioucd officers, should be sought for in the soldiers 
selected. * " 

7. A Rough Rider should be appointed a Lance Naiek, in order to give him 
due authority at all drills and parudivs, under the Riding Master; and he should 
discharge the ordiaary duties of that rank at stable hours, and on other occa- 
sions when not employed in his special vocation. But his duties under the 
Riding Master must alw'avs be considered as paramount to others. 

8. His siiecial allowances are defined in the pay and audit regulations. 


SECTION XV. 

TRUMPET MAJOR. 

L He is allowed the rank of Havildar in his regiment, in order that he may 
have fall authority over the Trumpeters.' * 

2. It is h» duty to instract the Trumpeters in the sonods and calls for all 
dalles, nn the trompet and the bogle; and to take care that no variation from the 
notes prescribed by order ever oceors. 
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3. He must keep|» roster for the Trumpeters’ duties; and give over those 
irho are for duty, to the officer or non-commississioned officer of the day, at the 
parade for guard mounting. 

4. He must receive the orders for the day at the orderly hour, and deliver 
the same to the Trumpeters on duty. 

5. The Trumpeters are his squad, for whom he is responsible at all times. 

6. On all pannes he fails in on their right. 


SECTION XVI. 

TRUMPKTBBS. 

1. Trumpeters must be well instructed in all the calls for duties in quartersr 
and signals in the field, both on the trumpet and bugle ; and they must be good 
horsemen, and ver^^ attentive ; so as promptly to obey the orders they receive 
for giving signals in the field. 


SECTION XVII. 

FABRIERS. 

^ 1. It is the duty of the Veterinary Surgeon to take care, that these men are 

well instructed in the management of the horse's feet, and in shoeing, according 
to ihe established pattern ; and also that they are mode competent to bleeding, and 
performing the ordinary operations which necessarily devolve on Farriers when 
detached from the head quarters of tbeir regiment. 

2. If men capable of performing such duties are not at present found in the 
cavalry, it ought to be the earnest endeavour of commanding officers of regi- 
ments to entertain young men of the calling ; and of the Veterinary Surgeons 
and Farrier JVfjyors to instruct them. 

3. On a march, and always on service, every Trooper ought to have in his 
possession,* one spare fore-shoe for his horse, and a small bag of nails for fix- 
ihg it, or for fabteuing a loose shoe ; and the troop must always have with it a 
sufficient stock of the latter, and the tools necessary for replacing lost shoe8,t 
Although ill India, where roads arc not usually hard, it may be less indispen- 
sable than in Europe, stilhit is a good practice to make a horse -shoe and its 
nails part of a Trooper's necessaries, to be produced periodically at inspec- 
tions. 

4. As tbe orders of the army direct, that the Farrier of a troop shall be 
mounted, he ought to be so dressed and e(|uippcd, as to enable him at all times 
(when requisite) to be in the field with his troop; and with tools, as before 

j... alluded to in his possession. 


SECTION xviir. 


TBOOPERS. 

1. The regulations of the army have not defined the standard for the Bengal 
^rvice for a mounted soldier ; but a Trooper ought not to be under 5 fbet 7 
inches, norover 6 feet. 

2. To acquire the habits of a horsemmi, a yonth^s instmetion should com- 
. jraence early in life ; after twenty, he will rarely be found to make a good

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.3. lie must be early taught the Talue of his horse ;^nd the great impor- 
tance he is of to him, and how necessary it is to the rider always to preserve 
him in the best state and condition. It requires the experience of a • campaign, 
properly to exemplify and enforce this, but it mast be impressed stron^y on 
the young Trooper s mind. 

4. He should be taught not only to have a pride in his horse's condition and 
appearance, but also to be carefhl, that his feet are always in good order, and 
that he is constantly fit for work. 

The more the Troopers are impressed with the necessity for their owi^ exer- 
tion in the care of their horses, the better will the regiment he found when call- 
ed into actual service. 

5 . An experienced Trooper will ever deem the care of his horse his first ob- 
ject : that of himself the second. 

6. A Trooper should never be deprived of a good or favorite horse, when 
once assigned to him, but as a punishment. 

7. He must be taught, by tlic non-commissioned officers of the squad he is 
placed in, the use of his various horse appointments, and how to put them on ; 
and the manner in which cvey article in to fit ; and especially the proper posi- 
tion for Ilia saddle, to prevent sore backs. 

8. 1 1c must also be taught how the appointments are cleaned ; and he should 
be made to know, that correctness in these various points at riding drills and 
parades is the first circumstance w'hich will be likely to attract the attention of 
his superiors. 

9 He must have orders never to allow any part of his arms or appointments 
to be out of repair, without reporting to the non-comrnissioned officer of his 
.squad ; and he should be made to know, that he is himself responsible that he 
is always ready for duty on the shortest wMrning. 

10. To be a good horseman, and skilful in the use of his arms, is the proper 
pride of a good Trooper ; and without these, combined with vigilance, activity, 
and intelUfj^uce, he will never disting;uish himself in the field, not merit promo- 
turn to a higher rank. ^ 


SECTION XIX. 

i>ABoaAn. 

1. This office is not authorized by any order or Kgulation, but the propriety 
of the existence of the functionary has now been recognized by the Oovern- 
inent* 

2. He is to be nominated by the officer commanding the troop ; but when 
once appointed, is not to be changed, but imder the authority of the command- 
ing officer of the regiment. 

3. He must be selected from amongst the most intelligent and active 
Troopers. 

4. His duties are, a general superintendence over the accoutrements, and 
horse appointments of his troop, and over the stables and the horses. He 
ceives the grai.. for the horses, and sees to its proper soaking or grin^ng : that' 
the vessels for soaking it are sufficient in number, and arc kept clean and sweet. 

He attends all watering order parades, and stable duties ; and superintends 
the cleaning, the feeding, and the watering of the horses. 

The Syces and Grass-cutters are under his superintendence, and it is hia 
business to see, that they properly discharge their duties,* and that sufficient 
grass, of proper quality, U provided for the horses. On a march, he accompanies 
the Quarter Master, with the eampi«oloars of his troop. 

6. These are the duties which the prAtioe of the service has imposed*!^ 
the soldier filling this office ; but -His Excellency desires, that it may be ftilly 
understood, that the discharge of such by tho Darcmh does not remove one 
pordole of responsibility^ firom the non-commissioned officers of squads, or from 
the officers pf troops.

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SECTION XX. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

The European officers attached to native corps, to hold command over their 
component parts, should ever keep in mind that they arc so placed, because their 
education is supposed to have given to them much knowledge and superior ac- 
quireuients. 

I’heir conduct, therefore, in all cases ought to be such as to prove the supe- 
riority they have credit for possessing ; and they ought to be careful that their 
acts do not belie what is inferred in their favor. 

They should not only alTord examples of general propriety of conduct, and 
knowledge of their duties, hut of zeal in the discharge of them : and in the same 
degree th^at tliey oxsiet suhordination and obedience from those below tliein, so 
should they evince tlio .same to their superiors, and to tlie regulations of the ser- 
vice to which they belong. 

However inferior the deficiency of education and of other advantages may 
render the native soldiers under th‘*ir command, in some respects, it must he re- 
collected, that they are not deficient in ohs.-rvation or good sense, or in many 
other estimable qualities ; and European ofticers should therefore keep in mind, 
that to command the respect of these men, they must deser\ c it by their own con- 
dnet. 

Their l)Caring towards the native officers and sohliers, should be duly digni- 
fied ; but, at the same tirni*. their authority should be exercised with all praetr 
oable kindness, and consideration for the Asiatic’s prejudices 

A strict justice towards the native officer and soldiers, in all transactions in 
which \he European ofiicer is cohccrncd, is of the first importance. 

All p?cuuiary transactions between European and native otficers, beyond what 
the dutie.s of the latter iioeessltate, ^rc strictly forbidden. 

. Patience and good temper must be shown in listeuingto the soldier’s com- 
plaints, or supposed grievances ; for it way wciir that, wliat appears trivial or of 
little import diice to a young European officer, is of serious consequence , when 
conuccted with the religious prejudice.^, or caste, of the soldiers. 

The native officers should be consulted on all complaints relating to such 
matters : and European officer sw'illah\ ay*' do well to recollect, that on native officer 
has attained hi.s .«!jliiation witlumt having undergone .an expericnee of many 
years and being distinguished for correct conduct ; and therefore, that their 
opinions on such subjects are generally worthy of great respect. 

When an officer quits his quarters on le.'ive of absence, his address, during 
the period, should always he leR with the Adjutant of his regiment. 

When an officer returns from leave, his first duty is to report himself to 
^ the Adjutant for the commanding officer’s informations, and courtesy demand 
" that he should wait upon the latter. 

^ If his absence has been af l<»g continuance, his next duty should be to 
make himself acquainted with the orders issued, and alterations which have 
been made, during the period he has been away from the rVgiment. 

In . the preliminary ob.servations to these orders, allusion has been made to 
BOtne of the duties of dragoons on actual service t and the Commander in 
Chief assures the officers of the present day, who have not served in the field, 

, thftt a consideration of those points is highly e.<«sential ; not only for the charac- 
tet of the arm to which they belong, but also for their own individual advan- 
tage. Watchfulness on out-posts : intelligence and observation while making 
patrolcs : prompt decision in difficulties : readiness in gaining, and conveying 
W»bful information. These are tne Equalities which gain for the cavalry officer 
the attention of his superiors ; and lead to his reputation and advantage. 

The absence of such qualities, not only leaves the officer low in estiination, 
but is always dangerous to those with whom he serves.' 

The best maxims for ont-post officers, (which cavalry on servi^ must ever 
consider themselves to be) are to be found in many moaern pubUcatious on war. 

They should be studied by the cavalry officer. 
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Few are better (tboujafli principally relating to Kuropcan warfare) than those 
hy Colons*! Uudcoek, of Tier Majesty*8 14th light dragoons ; a practical olBcer 
• of much experience. There arc others, relating to light infantry, the observa- 
tions and rules contained in which, will always be advantageous, if recollected ; 
a fcAV practical notes may be useful here. 

An officer ordered on ont-post <luty, .should take care that every man' plao(‘d 
under his command, js properly equipped, and siippli'^il with all the appurte- 
nances necess.iry for meeting the duties imposed on him. 

Tie should reonllcct, that ncdthcT man nor horse can work if not fed, and he 
must always take special care on this head. 

Out-posts, when near an enemy, shvould always he well covered hy vedettes ; 
so placed ns to sec each other, and as much of tlieir front as possible ; and 
in comiamiicaiion with their main post. Advantage should be tiikcn of in- 
equalities of ground, to cons ial them as m.ich as practicable from the enemy. 

Vedette’?, under ordinary eircumstunccs, .should keep their horses qniet ; but 
on the apncarauc! of any thing worthy of attention, they should he taught to 
begin ualking their horves in a circle; whu'h signal siionld iniinediatcJy oc- 
casion th(‘ post fr<uu v/hich they arc de tached, to mount tlieir horses, and 
the coiunnmder to go foru ard to reconnoitre. 

Cavalry posits nre rarely placed for the purpose of fighting ; but to convey 
intelligence to trovips in tiuir rear; and coinm.inaers should art accordingly, 
and never wait so long as to endanger being cut off. 

At out-posts, hoT.’ses shotild never ho nn.sruMled; nor more than one-third 
of the horse.s unhrMltvl, .:t the same tiuie ; they sliouid water and feed their 
horses, in small numbers in successiou. 

Similar care should he taken as to the accoutrements of the soldiers ; two- 
thirds should alw.i}s be ready to mount at a moiueut'.s notice. 

It is rarely prudent to occupy the s.ime post at night, as has been occupied 
during day light, 'fho change of position of \cdettcs and posts, should be 
arranged in the mind of the commander, during the day, and the new ground 
occupied after d”.sk. 

When reports ar«* to be sent, they should never be trusted to a single 
Trooper, but always be seat by two; and when any thing of much impor- 
tance requires coniinunlcalion, a non-commissioned officer, or officers, should 
be despatched. 

Whenever such a duty is to he performed either by oIRcer or soldier, after 
he has had his instructions, he should invariably Ih> called on to repeat the 
orders he has received; so that it may be quite clear that he understands 
what he has to do. 

This is a desirable practice on all occasions of the despatch of orderlies. 

When making patfoles, or reconnoisanccs, beware how you ever entangle 
your men amongst house.s or in streets. 

Never commit your gr ole body, unless it be to cut your way out of a 
scrape. 

Whether your force be large or small, always hold a portion in reserve* . . 

If you attack and are succcssfiil, the re.serve serves to complete your suc- 
cess; if you are repulsed, the reserve is your rallyiug point, or covers your 
retreat. ^ 

Allow no plundering or disorder in villages. The more you can conciliate 
the peasantry of the country you occupy, the better i.s your chance for useful 
information, t and the more easy will it be to obtain the supplies you require.

BY THE 

right honorable the commander in chief. 

Head QuaHera; Simla, Ut September 1828. 

The Right Honorable the Commander in Chief haring been pleased to 
approve and sanction a set of Standing Orders for the Native Infantry of 
Bengal, has directed them to be printed; and to be sent to each Regiment of the 
line, from the Adjutant General s Office. 

His Excellency directs, tliat no Standing Orders be issued in any Regiment, 
and no usages sanctioned, 'which are contrary to the snirit of any part of these 
Regulations. Any such Orders which may^ now be in force, a#e to be cancelled. 

Every Officer in the Native Infantry will be expected to provide himself 
.with a copy of these Standing Orders.

SECTION I, 


DUTY OF OFFICERS IE COBDIAN» AKO CHiROE Of CQNPAKXES. 

1. Tt is on the Officers hoMtng the CoRimaBd and Charge of Companies, that 
the conduct, efficiency, and character of a Native Cotm mainly depend ; and ii 
will be generally found, that in Corps where there is a proper and high senK of 
duty in tb« Offteers of this rank, the Men are well behaved, smart, and soldier- 
like, whAer on, or off dn^. But to ensure this feeling, or to rive rise to 
where wanting, the Officers Commanding Companies must M vested with 
sufficient authority, to enconrage merit and check IrrcgnlarilieS, without heiiig 
under the necessity of refStfring, on every trifling occasion, to the Commanding 
Officer. 

2. Officers Ootnmaxiding Companies may grant indulgences to deserving 
Men of their Companies to a oertain c'ctont: they may grant leave for one .or 
two days c:xcepting at Muster ; but this leave is, on no account, to extend to a 
later hour than Tattoo-beating. All applications tot the indulgence of* leave 
to a gKater ejctent, will require the sanction of the Commanding Officer, and 
most be nsado through the Officers in charge of Companies. 

^ Officers m Command of Compand are resjjonsible for the general 
appearance and cleanliness of their Companies ; and to enable them to ascertain 
that liidr orders on this subject are attended to, there will be a Private Parade 
oftt'Componies once a week, at sun-set. This Parade is solely for the inspection 
oflthe Officers Commanding Companies. All deffciencies in the Appointments 
or Clothing of the Men, with the causes that led to them, to be reported, for the 
Commanding Officer's information, through the Qnarter Master., 

4. Companies are to be penoanen^ divided into four Sections, with a proper 
proportion of Non-Commissioned Officers to each s and the Enropean Officers 
will endeavour tp form a chain of respons^lity througliont the whore, cattsing the 
Commanders of Sections constantly to bear in mind, that their erecht, idi 
Officers, worthy of turtUer udvancement, will depend on the soldicr-Uke ap- 
pearance of their Sections. To carry this mto effect, in most Nativo Corns, will 
reqniik time and much attention *, but when bnce effected, it will be productive 
of the best reitaUs. An Officer, howevef, mnst not rest satisfied that hi^ orders 
ore attended to, merely, because he liaS given them ; he Will have many < 
obstacles t6 overcom<>, m introducing this RemlatioD, and he should make it a 
point of seeing his Sections para^Icd occasionmly, under their Non-Commission- 
ed Officers, brtore falling in as a Coinpany. A Roll of each Section is to be 
kept by the Noii-Comni!ssione<l Officer, and no alteration to be' made in it, 
withont an order from the Officer in Command of the Company. 

1 ^ The Officers Commanding Companies are fesponaihle for the payment 
of tibtir Companies ^ for the cl )thing,arms, accoutrements, and regimental ap- 
pointments in use, tad for the repair of amts. 

6. They are authorised to enforce the execution of all ordeio and regula- 
tions, xekting to the interior diadtfline and economy of thpir compaltieB, by oi<> 
deri^ dtae dufo who negleei ofE^^ffisohey tbeim extrd or punishment 


7* They wiLL occasionuUy visit the men of their compaitiss, who may be in 
hotaital, imd ascertain by person^ enquiry, If th^ Rto^oniished with every 
tM^nOtMMWry forsfokmea; this assent part of an Officer's ditty, should 
" bEpaitieularly attended to in mihcaltby situations ; nothinff being so gmtify- 
tative toldLitrf as fo j^eieeive that bis OffiecF is interested in his

May 1807. , 

A Book for entering the date and subject of all orders* affecting their duty 
as Officers Commanding Companies. 

A Character Book. This book will be confined to the Naicks, Diimmers, 
and Privates of the (Company ; and it will be the duty of the Oflicer Command- 
ing the Company to enter in it, every incident calculated to make known the 
general clmractcr of individuals belonging to his Company. 

9. Tlie character of the native dii^^rs so materially from that of the Europe- 
an, that it requires time, and att(‘ntive observation of the most minute circum- 
stances, connected m ith the behaviour of the men, on all occasions, and in all 
situations, to enable the European Officer to fonu a correct opinion of their fit- 
ness for promotion ; but b> strict attention to every part of their conduct, and 
a careful entry of every particular of a favourable or unfavorable nature, in the 
behaviour of individuals in this Imok, it will become a public record of the 
greatest use, in f)reveiiting the promotion of unworthy individuals, and in en- 
couraging the exertions of the active, intelligent, and deserving soldier. 

10. Without Some record of this kind, an Officer who has not been long im 
command of a ('oinpnny, and who is called u|)on to recommend a Naick or a 
Private for promotion, has seldom the means of ascertaining the character of his 
men : lie is under the necessity of applying to the Native Officers, or Pay 
Hav ildar, a mode of obtaining the required information, which is coifsidered 
calculatoil to produce pernicious conscquenccs.f 

11. It will be the I'onimanding Officer’s duty to pay, and to exact attention 
to these records, and to have every particular of' a man’s conduct so fully insert- 
ed, as to leave little room for doubt or dispute. 

12. I'licse Books will he inspected by the Commanding Officer, on the 1st 
of May, August, November, and February. 

13. Any injury that may occur to the arms, accoutrements, or appoint- 
ments of Companies ; or any deficiency in them, with all the information the 
Officer may lie able to obtain of the cause of the loss or injury, is to be imme- 
diately reported to the Quarter Master, for the ('oromanding Officer’s informa- 
tion, to enable liini to comply with the directions contained in General Orders. 

14. Officers Coiiinianding Companies will personally disburse the pay, as 
soon as practicable after the receipt of it ; and for this purpose, they will have 
their Companies marched Uj their quarters, in their uniform and side arms, 
and again taken back to the lines, by the senior Native Officer present. 

15. 'riie men on guard are to he pa^d by their Officers when relieved ; and, 
excepting in eases of extreme urgency, the Officers are expected to sec every 
man in tlieir Companies receive his pay in their presence.^ 

16. Whenever a casualty may occur, the coat and pantaloons in wear, are 
to be sent into store, to he again issued, under the orders of the Commanding 
Officer to recruits.

It IS further tlu> duty of Coniiiiaiiaing Olllren to take timely notice of any irregalarl- 
ticp, in order that diHurderly or disrepuialde characters may either be reclaimed or, if found 
untit fur their situations, discarded at an early period of their service. 

To a neglect of these important duties the Commander lii Chief can alone attribute the 
numerous instances, brought to Ids notice, of Commanding Officers objecting to the pro* 
motion of men of upwards of 20 rears standing, many of whom have served more than 10 
in the rank of Havildar and Naick, and recommending other men of great length of Bervlce 
lieing discharged merely upon the ground of -their bad or indiffinreut character, without re- 
ference to any physical inability to perform the duty of Soldiers.

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SECTION II. 

General Remarks for the £c rope an Officers*. 

1. A ready and cheerful ohedience to all orders from superior officers, is 
the first principle' of military dist ipline ; if thei-efore, a Subaltern should chance 
to conimund, on any parade or duty, all junior officers employed on the same 
duty are expected to pay as much deference to IiIm qrders as if they were act- 
ing under a Field Officer. Suhallern Officers coinmanding platoons at drill, 
or exercise, may order extra drill, not exceeding four days, to any man of 
their platoon, who is awkward or inattcnti\e ; and when inspecting guards, 
may order any man, who is dirty, one day’s extra guard ; but if they think 
more than four days’ extra drill, < r one day’s guard, necessary, they will re- 
port the circumslauce, for the itifurmaliun and orders of the Commanding 
Officer. 

2. In reprimanding men, for any irrcgnlarity, all passionate or abusive terms 
are to he avoided. 

3. Vivery officer is expected to attend to the dress, appearance, and behavi- 
our of the men of tiie corps, on, or oil' duty ; whether they belong to his own 
company or not. 

4. Officers should also take notice of all guards and sentries of the Regiment 
and report any ii<‘gleet that comes under their observation ; they' should be 
eipially ready to bring into iiotio<', any rciuarkahlc instance of attention ; they 
should watch over the general character of the Corp^, and embrace every oppor- 
tunity of evincing the interest they take in its reputation, by checking irregu- 
larity and neglect, and encouraging dlligeuce and attention to duty, In the indi- 
vidnals belonging to it. 

5. They should endeavour to become acquainted with the character and gen- 
eral behaviour, on duty, of the native commissioned and uon-commiss’oned

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officers and privates of tlie corps, but particularly of their own companies. 
The frequency of commands and escorts under Europca.u officers, affords many 
opportunities of acquiring this information*. 

6. They should, themselves, attend to the complaints of the meu, and not 
allow this dut\ to diMolve on u Native Olfict'r. a lliiviklar, or a Servant. The 
Officer who permits this part of his duty to be perfuriued by another, deprives 
hwiisclf of the best opportunity of securing the respect and attachment of the 
Native Soldier. 

7. If sliontd be impressed on (he young oflieer, that grievances, which to 
him may appe.ir frivolous, are of serious import when connected with the rali- 
gii us prejudices of the men ; an I that oven whtMi the redress of such grievan- 
ces is impracticaMe, it is Mill in his power to listen with patience to the sol- 
dier’s .stateiiiciit, and to convince him, that his feelings have not been disregard- 
ed. 

8. AH officers on returning from detached duty, are to imike a general 
report of the conduct of the Native (’ommissioned Oflicers and Havildars be- 
longing to their delachnicul ; and in caa* of having any neglect or any iinsol- 
dicr-like cemdnet, to notice a full detail of every particular connected with the 
indi\ idiKil’s behaviour, is to he entered into. 

9. There arc also many points in the performance of a non-commissioned 
officer’s duty, which shew attention and siuartucss ; these will be noted in a 
general wav, in this report. 

10. All joung offictrs, on first joining a corps, arc to attend the drill, 
until perfectly aequainUd with the drill of recruit and company; mounting 
guard; manual and platoon exercises; marehing and Standing Salute with 
the sword. An oflicer's litncs'. f<)r joining tljc ranks of his rcpiiiicnt, is to 
be ascertained by his drilling and coinaiaudiiig a platoon, in Ids Commanding 
Officer’s presence. 

11. 'I’hcy bhould be posted, at first, to the company of some old officer, 
who will take every occabi(»n to point out to them, the manner in which the in- 
terior duty of a company is conducted, and explain to tlicni llic nature and use 
of the difl'erent books whLh are kept, and of the reports which are 
required. They will also, after they have been di*'mi'‘Scd the diill, be sent 
on cominand under another officer, to learn that part of their duly. For two 
years after they join, they are to attend all (’oiirts of Inquiry, Courts Martial, 
and Committees, which may be held in the Regiment, to learn the manner in 
which those dutie.s are conducted. 

12. No officer to have the command or charge of a company, until he 
shall have done Regimental duty for two yc.ars, and not then, unless he have 
acquired a competent knowledge of Hindoostanec, w ithout which Iiis inter- 
course with the native s ildier will he carried on in a manner unsatisfactory to 
both ; nor will the officer acquire over the soldier the iiiiliienee which it is of 
importance he should possess. 

13. Native (kmunissioned or Non-Commi’isionc I Officers attending to make 
their reports, are not to be detained. The hours for making the common re- 
ports of a corps, are to be fixed, and all officers are to he ready to receive them 
at the proper liour. 

M. Native officers attending at a European officer’s quarters, on duty 
which may require t'mir being dctaincfl, ;irc to he furnished with a chair, and 
treated with the courtesy due to their situations. 

15. No officer should detain an orderly who may be sent to him ; being oa 
duty, he is immediately to be sent back to bis post. 

16. Officers allowed orderlies, are to me Ihcm on public duty only : what- 
ever duty a soldier is on, he should he s’rictly continj'l to it, and the most 
scrupulous exactness demande.k particular! v from an orderly: (See Art 10 
and 1 1 Sec. 30.) 

17. Officers when sick, are to be reported sick by the Surgeon ; and while 
in the sick report are nut to appear in public places or public parties. 

18. Officers proceeding on leave are to lodge a memorandum of their ad- 
dress in the Adjutant’s office. 


* Bee Note to Article 10, Bcctioa 1. 
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19. In closing these general Remarks for OCRcers, it may be necessary to 
impress on tlie minds of the young and inexperienced, how much depends, in a 
Native Corps, on the conduct of the European Officers. An attentive body of 
officers will ensure attention flrom the men ; and indifference to the perform- 
ance of duty, on the part of the European Officers, will be followed by careless- 
ness and negligence, on that of the natives of all ranks. 

20. Matters purely Regimental, such as an admonition, or a reprimand giv- 
en to an officer, or punishment inflicted on men of the corps, ought never to 
be made the subject of conversation among strangers, or out of the R^'^iment. 
These conversations often give rise to exaggerated mis-statements, affecting the 
character of individuals, and the credit of the Regiment. 


SECTION III. 

THE AIUUTA^T. 

1. It ought to be the anxious wish of every Commandant of a Regiment, 
that no officer who hus not the requisite ({ualifications, should be rcconmiended 
for the situation of Adjutant. The officer holding this appointment, ought to 
possess considerable knowledge of thje Iliiidooslanee lang'uige ; to be well 
acquainted with the habits, customs, and prejudices of the sepoys ; to have great 
command of temper; to be completely master of the drill, in "all its parts ; and 
above all, to feel pleasure in the performance of his dut}'. 

2. He will regulate the details of all duties, that the> may full as equally as 
possible upon all. 

3. The correspondence relative to the disci{dine and organization of the 
corps, and oil Standing Orders and Instructions, as to' the proper mode of execu- 
ting its various duties, will be kept in his office, lie is responsible fur the due 
circulatioh^of Orders, of every description. 

4. All official Returns and Reports, excepting such as appertain ^urticularly 
to the Quarter Master’s Department, are to ^ made out under his inspection : 
he is also the channel of communication with the commanding officer, on all 
points of duty. 

5. When the corps is ordered to be under anus, he w ill have it properly told 
off, and ready at the hour specified : he is to examine all detachments previously 
to their being delivered over to the officers appointed to command them ; and 
be is responsible for the general cleanliness and appearance of all guards march- 
ed off from the Battalion Faradc. 

fl. He is to have the particular direction of the duties performed by the 
Sergeant Mqjor ; he is to attend all drills, and be particularly careful that the 
Recruits are trained in strict conformity with the regulations. 

7. AVhen recruits are posted, or sepoys transferred to companies, the Ad- 
jutant is to send a Descriptive Roll, carefully copied from the Regimental 
Register, to the officer commanding the company to which the men are 
posted^ 

8. The following hooks* to be k^t by the Adjutant : 

One Battalion Register, or Li)ng Roll. 

One Register of the Estates of deceased Native Officers. 

One General Register of the £.states of deceased Nou-Conimissioncd Officers 
and Privates : this Register to contain merely the name, rank, and company, 
date of decease, balance of cash, and appropriation of the balanfio ; all Other 
particulars being in the Company Registers. 

. ‘ One book for Public Letters. 

* One Register of Regimental Courts Martial. 

One Register of General licave. 

One book for copies of Monthly Returns. 

One book for copies of Casualty Lists. 

One book for copies of Present States. 


* An Order Bock, Sec Art. 13, See, 30. 
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A Character Book for Ntative Commissioned Officers, and for Non-Com- 
missioned of the rank of llavildar. 

9. He is to submit to the Commanding Officer daily, a Morning Report of 
the corps; also a Weekly Report of the punishment drill, specifying the names 
of the men ; the companies to w hich they belong ; by 'wliom they were sent, 
for what crime, and for w'hat period, lie will send all recruits, with a roll, 
for exaininutioii by the Surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. 

lb. The greatest attention is ru(]uisite, in keeping the Character Book of the 
Native (Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Officers : no entry will every bo 
marie in it, without the sanction, and under the orders, of the ('ommanding 
Officer of the corps. The nature of the entry, when unfavorable, is to bo 
always explained to the individual concerned. 


SECTION IV. 

TUE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER MASTER. 

d. The Quarter Master is responsible for the stores belonging to the Regi- 
ment, and for the correctness of the Returns and Reports he may submit for the 
signature of the ('ommanding Officer. 

2. lie tvill prepare Indents, Survey Reports, and all papers connected with 
the stores of every description in use with the Regiment ; and all correspond- 
ence on these subjects is to be addressed to him, for the Commanding Officer's 
information. 

3. lie will submit, every Monday, to the Commanding Officer, a Report of 
the clothing, stores, and ammunition under his charge, accounting for tho 
diffierencu bet'.>ecn the present and the last Return. 

4. lie Mill go through tuc lines at least twice a week, and see that they are 
kept <;lean, and that no encroachments are made on the streets by the erection 
of tatties, or screens of any kind; he will also prevent the Gooryalm from dig- 
ging pits or gutters in the streets. A place should be assigned to these men, 
in rear of each wing of the corps. 

5. lie will also direct his Sergeant to go through the Hues daily, and sec 
that the orders are strictly attended to. 

6. 'I'he following books are to be kept by the Interpreter and Quarter 
Muster ; 

A bot'k for copies of all Indents, Returns, and Survey Reports. 

A book for copies of the Muster Rolls and Pay Abstracts of his establisiiienU 

These books are to be submitted quarterly, with the other Imoks of the Re- 
giment, for the Commanding officer’s inspection.* 

7. Any deficiency in tlic anus, accoutreiuents, appointments, ammunition, 
or camp equipage of the corps, he is to report to the Commanding Officer, 
with such inlbrmatioa as he may have been able to obtain, as to the cause of the 
loss or injury. 

8. He is to furnish every officer proceeding on command, with a written 
statement of the public stores of every description sent wiili his detachment. 

9. Of the duties of Interpreter, the explanation of all orders in plaiij lan- 
g lagc, is one of the most important. If this be done carelessly, or unintelligi- 
bly, the very object wf publishing these orders will be defeated ; for, if they are 
not distinctly understood the men, they cannot be attended to or obeyed. 

10 The Interpreter will al .) consider it his duty to make out petitions of 
all kinds for the men. Any Native Comtiiissioued, Non-Commissioned Officer, 
or sepoy, requiring a petition to he prc|>ared, is to apply to the Officer Com- 
manding his company who will give him a letter to the Interpreter, mention- 
ing his rcfiuest. 

11. The Interpreter is to sign all petitions, as examined, and submit them 
to the Commanding Officer, for signature. 

12. All petitions are to lie copied into a hook, to be kept for the purpose, in 
which the date of thei’* despatch by dawk is to be marked.

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SECTION V. 

THE sunaEox. 

1. Tliis Officer should boar in mind, that he is not less amenable to the or- 
ders of the Officer Couiinandin^ the Corps, than any olficor in it ; and that 
although an^ interference in his medical troaiment of the sick, would be im- 
propt p, and is unauthorized, yet, all other points conniTted with the rules al- 
ready laid down by the regululions of the service, for the management of the 
Hospi als of Native Corps, are cognizable by the olliecr at the head of the 
Regin ent, who is responsible for their due observance by all placed under his 
orders 

2- The readiness of the men, when sick, to resort to a well regulated hos- 
pital, will afford satisfactory proof of the attention paid to the patients. On the 
other hand, to an Hospital ha<lly managed, or indifferently attended to, the men 
will never willingly go. It is not to the use of European medicine that the 
sepoys have any objection ; hut they arc shrewd and observant, and soon dis- 
cover whether they are properly treated, and w hether the Surgeon i.s iiitAcsted 
in their recovery. 

3. Any private, interference of the Native Doctors in the supply of bazar 
medicine, oil, bandages, or any thing used in the Hospital, is to he strictly 
prohibited.* 

4. The Establishments, which are ample, tire to be confined to the hospital 
duties, and are not to be used for private purposes. 

5. A portion of the regimental bearers is to bc^lways in attendance at the 
Hospital, t(» assist the sick. 

6. An acquaintance with the Hindoostanee, so necessary for every officer 
employed with a Native corps, is particularly so for the Surgeon ; w.ithout it, it 
is. impossible for him to perform his dut]y in an effieient or satisfactory manner. 

7. A full and ample supply of hospital cots,! of the prescribed size, is to be 
always kept ready in Cantonments ; and when in Camp, the sick are to be 
furnished with a proper quantity of good dry straw. 

8. Men discharged from Hospital in a weak state, should be recommended 
to be excused duty, for as iiian^ days us the Surgeon may deem advisable ; and* 
at the expiration of that time, if not sufficiently recovered, a further extension 
is to be granted, on the Surgeon’s recommendation. During the time a man 
may thus he excused duty he is to be returned convalescent. 

9. The Mussulman and Hrabinin cooks, allowed by Government for the' 
sick, are to be of a description of men approved of by the sepoys, and from 
whose hands they will eat The Hindoo Water (.'afrier should also be a person 
of the same description. 

10. Men sent to the Hospital, should be accompanied by the Orderly Havil- 
dar^ and a note should be sent to the Surgeon, by the officer commanding the 
company, in the following form :

* Be pleased to receive into the Hospital, Anund Singh, Sepoy of the 

Comi any, for the cure of bis disorder.

. • And on the man’s discharge, the Surgeon is to furnish him with a certificate 
to the following effect :

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SECTION VI. 

THE OFFICER OF THE DAT. 

1. The Officer of the day has the general charge of the guards mounted in 
the corp’^, is the person to he ap]died to, in the first instance, on any occurrence 
in the lines, requiring the presence of a European Officer. 

2. lie will ninreh off the Battalion (Retjimnitai) Guards in the imrning, and 
visit them in the evening, at, or before sun-set ; and pay particular attention to 
the dress and appearance of the men and to their conduct Mhile ondu'v. 

.3. He will order the Native Officer of the day, to visit them at noon, and 
about midnight, and to he particularly careful to report any neglect. 

4. He will visit the Hospital, and see that the men are furnished with pro- 
per cots; that the Hospital, audits immeiliate vieiuit}, arc clean, and fVee 
from filth of any kind 

5. On visiting the Hospital, he is to pass leisurely through it, and to 
ascertain, by personal inquiry of the men, whether they have any cause for 
eoniplaint, or are in want of any thing. This an important part of his duty in 
visiting the hospital, which is not limited to merely riding up to it, and ascer- 
taining the niiTiiher of sick, from the Non-Commissioned Officer on duty. 

6. A Memorandum is to he inserted at the foot of the Officer's Report, 
stating the hour ut which the Hospital was visited, and that the necessary ques- 
tions were asked, with the coniplainls, if there be any. 

7. This Officer is on no account to quit tlih lines of his corps, but to 
ready at all times to receive reports, and to proceed to the lines whenever his 
presence may lie necessary. In all cases of fire, not only in his own lines, but 
in those of any other corpse he will invariably proceed to the spot, and will Ite 
ready to afford all the assistance in his power, towards the preservation of public 
or private property. 


SECTION VIT. 

THE SERQEANT MAJOR. 

1. The Sergeant Major is under the immediate orders of the Adjutant, whose 
principal a.sslstarit he is, and to whom alone he is responsible : he is charged, in 
a secondary degree, with the responsibility which rests upon that officer, in all 
that relates to tlie drill, the examination of men paraded for dut}', and to the 
di.'tcipline generally of the Native Officers and Si'poys ; it is through him that 
the Adjutant generally conveys to the corps the verbal and occasional orders 
of the I'oiiiiuanding Officer. 

2. All verbal orders given through the Sergeant Major of the Regiment, 
are to he obeyed as promptly as if tln*y were circulated in the Regimental 
Order Book. If any officer should apprehend that there was a mistake in on 
order thus issued, he is to bring it under the Commanding Officer’s or Adju- 
tant’s notice, that it may be Cvirrected ; hut he is not himself to stop its cxecu- 
tioi. On service, it may be • fien necessary to convey to the men Orders of 
the greatest consequence in this manner. 

.3. As this Non-Commissioned Officer lives in tbe lines with the men, he 
must necessarily be sooner informed of any irregularities they may commit, than 
anjr other European in the regiment ; he’ shouid, rlierefore, he very attentive to 
their behaviour, and particularly .so to that of the Native Commissioned and 
Non-Commissioned^ Officers ; and he should not fail to report any occurrence 
that may cx>me to his notice, calculated to afiect the discipline of the corps. 

4. He will parade all guards and See that they are clean, and dressed accord- 
ing to order : after ^uard mounting in the morning, he will attend the drill 
and assist in its superintendence! 

ft. lie will also attend drill in the evening, whenever 20 files, or upwards, 
of old sepoys are at driU. 
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6. lie M-ill insfnict the young Non-CoxnmissioTied Officers in their duty, and 
take opportunities of examining the older ones, to ascertain whether they are 
acquainted with theirs. 

7. He will be careful that men ordered punishment drill, he not permitted 
by the Orderly Havildars to evade the order, 

8. He should invariably wear the uniform furnished by Government ; and 
if permitted to wear a raggy, it should be perfectly plain, with a badge on the 
ami or shoulder, similar to that furnished by Government. 

9. lie is to he strictly prohibited from receiving presents from the nathes 
of the Corps, at Christmas, or at any other holiday. 

10. The Sergeant Major is never to be spoken to harshly before the men; 
if, after having been once or twice admonished, he should not refonn, he is no 

longer fit for the situation. 


SECTION vni. 

TIIK QUARTKIt MASTER SERGEANT. 

1. The Qjiarter Master Sergeant is to assist the Quarter Master in the care 
of the stores: he is. to see that the parade is cleared, and clean, and that the flags 
for exercise :ire alwtiys readj and pitched according to orders. 

2. He will go through the lines once ever}’ twenty -four hours, and see that 
the orders re.speeliiig them arc duly attended to: he will, in the first instance, 
point out an} deviation from the orders to the Orderly Havildar of the com- 
pany in which it may occur ; and if not immediately remedied, he will report it 
to the Quarter Master. 

3. As this Non-< Commissioned Officer acts, in some measure, as Drill Ser- 
geant, he must take an opportunity of perfomung these duties, at such Jiuurs 
us will not interfrre with his attendance at drill. 

4. 'Phe Quarter Master will never, but in cases of the most urgent necessity, 
employ him during drill hours ; and whenever sueli neces.sity occurs, which can 
be but feldoin, it is to he intimated to the Adjutant. 

.1. The Orders respecting dress laid down for iho Sergeant Major, are 
equally applicable to tlie Quarter blaster Sergeant, as well us the prohibition of 
the use of harsh language to him, in presence of the men. 


SECTION IX. 

NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. It is to this class of Officers, that officers Commanding Companies must 
look for correct information, respecting the conduct of the men in the lines. 

2. Thc^ arc so often detached ou duty, with small parties of the corps, 
that much of the efficiency of the n'gimcnt will depend on them. 

3. They should he confined to the duty of their rank ; in the performance 
of which, they should receive the most decided support, and their just authority 
should be upholden by the Europcan'Officers. as much os possible. 

4. It is iiuwever to be clearly understood by all, that the Native Officers arc 
as much suhonliiiate to the European Officer i'ominanding their Company, as 
any man in it ; and that they are p'.>ssu$.sed of no distinct or separate authority, 

* 'wbicji, in the slightest degree, renders them independent of the Officer com- 
jiiandb^ the (Vmpnny. 

5. "♦'fliey should not be permitted to interfere with men wishing to make 
any cbmplaint or reference to their European Officers ; they may accompany 
the men, but should not cuter into any previous investigation ; and it should 
be fully I' explained to them, that any attempt, on their part, to suppress a com- 
plaint, or prevent a sepoy fVom going to bis European Officer, would be consid- 
ered as disobedience of Orders, and dealt with accordingly. 

0. The privilege of communicating the wishes or requests of the men to 
the Commanding Officer, is to be confined to matters connected with their reli- 
gious prejudices nud ceremonies.

7. The practice of making the Native Officers the medium of communi- 
cating Ihfe orders of Government to the men, is to be strictly prohibited. 
Any thing to be explained to a eoiiipaiiy, is to be alwaj s done by the (Jfficcr 
Oommauding the Company, >vho is the channel of explanation on these occa- 
sions."* 

8. All meetings of Native Officers, and their instituting an investigation into 
alleged complaints, or sending for and exmnining individuals, is to be strictly 
prohibited. TliohC implicated in sttcdi proceedings, are to be brought inline- 
diately to the notice of the Coininaiider in ('hief. 

9. The Native Officers are to suppress all disorderly conduct, and to report 
to the officers of their (‘ompanies, any discontents or irrcgidarities that may 
come to their knowledge.! 


SECTION X. 

NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAT. 

1. The Native Officer of the day is to visit the guards and hospital of the 
Regiment, under the orders of the European Officer of the day. 

3 . He is to go tliroiigh the lines once during tlie day, and about half an hour 
after tiiptoo-hcii ling, wheu he will repress all disorderly conduct, and disperse 
any assent 1)1 ies of incut : taking i-are to report particularly to tliu European 
Officer, the most tritiiug occurrcuce, in any way uilecting the regularity' of the 
corps. 

8. Should any iiiectiug of Native Officers, or others, for the discussion of 
matters eoiiiieeted with their duty as soldiers, take place in, or near the lines, 
he will report it iuiniediatel) to the European Officer of the day, with such cir- 
cumstances connected with the meeting, us he may he able to learn : any neg- 
lect of duty on this head, will be deemed a disobedience of orders, aud dealt 
with accordingly. 


SECTION XI. 

NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. Non-Commissioned Officers rank according to the dates of their appoint- 
ment. 

2 . Naicks appointed to act as Havildnrs, are to rank above all other Naieks ; 
and Sepoys appointed Lance Naieks in Regimental Orders, are to be obeyed as 
Naicks. 

3. It is desirable that a liaiice Naick be appointed to every company, the 
duty being in general very heavy on the Naicks ; and this appointment would 
also be the means of discovering their fttiicss for promutiou to the permanent 
rank. 

4. Non-Commissioned Officers ought to shew a good example ; to be parti- 
cular in the performance of every duty ; smart and clean in their dress t 
always Tecollecting, that upon their conduct and soldier-like appearance, much 
of the credit of the corps will depend- 

5. Wlien ou duty, they are i.ot to permit any irregularity, neglect, or de- 
viation from orders wliatevcr. 

6. They are to exact, when in the execution of their duty, the promptest 
obi^ience from inferiors, immodiatety confining, (\t'hen alone on guard or 
detached duty,) and in other situations, reporting every man who disputes their 
orders, or who replies to them in a disrespectful manner. 

7. A Non-<’ommissionud Officer who is found to have connived at any 
irregularity, or neglect of duty, can never be considered as trust-worthy ; his

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further promotion Bhould, therefore, he stopped, and such other notice taken of 
the neglect, as the nature of the case may seem to require. 

8 . Noil -Commissioned Officere, tiiough not on duty, are to clieek irregu- 
larities and neglects whieli are prejndioial to good order and discipline ; and to 
be particularly careful not to permit any assemblies of men, in, nr near the 
lines, at unseasonable hours, or for the dihoussion of any points connected ^vitll 
the service; and should any irregularity of this description, or discontent 
of any kind, come to their knowledge, they are to report it, without Iosh of time, 
to the Offic-er Commanding their Cumpariv. 

9. In whatever company or portion of the corps, the discontent may shew 
itself, on its coming to the knowledge of a Noii-C^ommissioued Officer, lie is to 
report it immediately. 

The greater number of Non-Commissioned Cncers have great aversion to 
making these reports, from an ap]ircliension, that should they fail in proving 
the facts on which tliey are grouudi'd, they vould he pui.ished. It should, 
therefore, be clearly understood, that, if there arp-.-aivd suillci^rnt grounds for 
the suspicion of what was reported ; that it was not cniirely vitliont founda- 
tion, nor the otfcct of malice or folly ; the rcpiirter wcmhl he considertd to have 
done his duty, and to be entitled to comiiicndation. 

In Native Corps, from the frequency of detached co»ninand', and gnards Non- 
Commissioned Uflicers are often removed for weeks, and even months, from all 
control, or from the inspccliou of any superior officer. In no Rt-rvicc whatever, 
does so much depend on this class of officers. 

It is consequently necessary, that in ]>romoting them, the claim of seniority 
•hould not be exclusively attended to. 

10. The Ilavildars at the head of Sections have a very favorable opportunity 
of evincing their fitness for further advancement : no man w ho may be found 
indifferent to ^is duty, iu this, or in any other rank, should ever be promoted.'*' 

SECTION XII. 

’ PAY HAVILOARS. 

1. The Pay Ilavildars are to assist the Officers of Companies, in keeping the 
pay accounts ; to take charge of the spare arms and aceoulremeufs, or other 
stores of the company, and to keep them in good order, 

2. They are to take Regimental duly, but not to he leut on general duties, 
or on command, unless it be with their conipaiiics. 

3. They should not be put on guard a day or two before or after muster, or 
on pay day, or tlie day after. 

4. *Thc appointment of Fay Havildaris not confined to lJa\ildurs,or Naicks, 
although they should be preferred, when perfectly competent. Rut the nomina- 
tion Teste with the Officer Coniiuanding the Coinpany, who is responsible for 
the pay of the men, and for the correctness of the aeeounls ; and wh\ise inter- 
est, as well as duty, it will be, to take care that the office is held by an indivi- 
dual, who is in all respects qualified, and trust- worthy. f 

*5. The appointment of a Pay Havildar is to be notified in Regimental Or- 
ders* and he is not to he removed by an officer who has the occasional and 
temporary charge of a company, without the sanction of the -Cominunding 
Officer. 

6. The Pay llavidar will take care tliat the arms are rcgnlurly marked, and 
he, will keep a roll of the coinpany, shewing what numbet has been allotted to 
each man in it. 

\t The arms and accoutrements of the different companies, are to he mark- 
ed with a distinguishing letter ; A, for he 1st Grenadiers, B, for the 1st or 
Light Company, C for the 2d Company, and D, £, F, Q, If, I and K for the 
o^er seven companies. 

8. Every set of arras and accoutrements is to be marked with a number 
(I, 2, 3, &C,.) in addition to the letter. 'J’ho practice of marking the names of 
men upon thiir arms and appointments, will thus be rendered unnecessary, and 
is to he prohibited.

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SECTION XIIL 

ORDERLY nAVILDARfl. 

1. Those men arc to be on duty for a -week. 

2. They will call the roll of their companies at all parades, and report the 
names of all absentees. 

3. They will also tell off their companies by snb-di visions, sections, double 
files, and threes, takinsr care that every man knows his place and duty ; they 
w'ill then exaiiiiTie the dress of the men, with their arms and nccoutrements, 
and see tliat every thiiit; is accordin.o; to order; after nliieh the company is to 
he reported to the senior Native Oillccr present, who will immediately make his 
report to the European Officer : should the latter not be on the parade, the Na- 
tive Officer will proceed t«) examine the men, and ascertain that they are pro- 
perly told off;- this is never to be omitted, whether the men parade for cxer 
cise, or not. 

4. The Onlerly Ilavildars will parade all men furnished for guards, or 
other duties. In their respective companies and march theirdctails to the parade, 
deliveriir' Tliem over to the Sergeant Major, or the Iluvildar Major. They 
will he parlieiilurly eureful that every man is clean ; the flints properly fixed; 
and the .iiniuuMltion aeconliog to order: any deficiency in this res^tect, is to 
he Te])orted, at the time of delivering the men, to the the Sergeant Major. 

5. Thin w'ill prepare <he dail> rejjorts of their com pan ies for the Adjutant, 
and for their Captains. Thev will keen the roster of the men and non-com- 
missio.ied olHcers ; atte»pl to the .arms, accoutrements, and stores, lodged in 
the bell of arms, and prevent the arms or accoutrements being kept in the 
huts of (he men. 

(». 'riiey w'ill attend to th<* streets of their companies, and report any in- 
attention to the orders in fon-e, to their Captains. 

7. They are to lake all siek men to the Hospital, and on their admission, 
report to the Officer Comuiaudlng their Company : this they will also do, when 
a man is dibchurgciL 


SECTION XIV. 

TIIK HaSPlTAL ORDERLY. 

1. The TTov'pitnl Orderly i.s to be a IlaviULar, and to be relieved weekly : 
negligeuee, and irregularitiei of the worst de!»cription, w’ill be the certma conse- 
quences of periiiiuiiig a uon-comniis.sioiicd officer to be on this duty perma- 
nently. 

2. It will be the duty of tliis Non-(k)mmissioned Officer to attend generally 
to the siek ; ami to see that uone quit the Hospital, but such as have the Sur- 
geon’s permission. 

3. He will also lake care, that the Hospital attendants are present, and ready 
to afford their ns^i^tU''cc to the men in HospitaL 

4. He will strictly allend to all orders he may receive from the Surgeon ; 
report to the visiting officer the nuinbor of men in Hospital, and any circum- 
stances connectcvl with the conduiou of the siek, which may appear to require 
the notice of the cummauding officer. 


SECTION XV. 

DRUMMERS AND FIFERS. 

The Drummers and Flfers when on general duty, must necessarily be under 
the Officer Commanding, bnt when off duty, they are immediately under the 
orders and authority of the Drum or Fife Mfyor, whichever may be senior. 
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SECTION XVT. 

VROMOTIONS. 

1. The numorous and important duties trhich fall to the Native Commis- 
sioned and Non-C'omiflssioned Officers, owing to the small number of European 
Officers usually present witJi a Native Corps, render it indispcusible to the 
efficiency of the Native Army, that none 1x5 advanced to these situations, but 
men who are in every respect qualified for them by superior intelligence, 
respectability of character, and uniformly good conduct. Readiness in meeting 
the calls of the service, is to be considered as constituting, in itself, a strong 
claim to promotion ; nor can it be t(*o early impressed on the young and aspir- 
ing soldi(5r, tluit he may with confidence rely on his own exertions for the 
notice of his officer, and for advancement in the service. 

2. In estimating the coinparatwc merit of Native (’ommissi»)ncd, Non- 
Commis-sioned Officers and Privates, wlio may be candidates for advancement, 
reference is to 1)0 made to the Clnaracter Hooks. 

.*1. Wlien two men nppt'ar to be of e«pial merit, should one of them have 
distinguished himself in the field, and the oilier have had no opportunity of 
doing so, the one who has thus distiiiguisluMl himsell', is to he preferred. 

4. '>Vhen t^o men appear to be equal in point of nieril and field services, 
the oldest soldier, or senior officer is to have the preferiMiee. 

5. No Non-( Commissioned Officer who is negligent in tins exetmtion of his 
duty, or y, ho is found une<iual to his situation, is t 0 ‘ he recommended for pro- 
motion to higher rank. 

(i. A Lance Naick, who, during his period of trial, does not give satisfac- 
tion, should not he recommended for promotion to the rank of Naick ; and if 
guilty of any„ neglect of duty, he should he at once reduced. 

7. Although the native soldiers arc strangers to intoxication from ferment- 
ed liquors, stupefaction from opium, or hang, is not nricomraon among them. 
Any. man addicted to habits leading to this state of mental torjior or imbecility, 
is to he considered disqualified for promotion. 

8. In some regiments the reeoniincnd.itions of (Officers Pominanding 
companies, for promotion to the rank of Havildar and Naiek, is not snllicicntly 
attended to. It ir of importance, that the officer who has the best means of 
knowing the merit of the men, should be eiitrusled uitli some moans of re- 
warding it. The Olfieer ('ommanding the company, is to be considered 
responsible for tlie fitness of the individual recommended : his rcconniiciidation 
is to be rcgisiered, and is to he attended to. ^Vheu the Officer Commanding 
the Regiment, on full inquiry, shall not approve of the man recommended, he 
will ret|^n the recommendatory roll to the Oifieor Coinmauding the company, 
with directions to make another selection. 

9. When a vacancy occurs in the rank of Havildar, the Commanding Officer 
will select a Naick to replace him from the general list, referring, before he 
decides on the promotion, to the Officers Commanding eonipanics, for the 
oharacter of tlic individuals. 

10. Vacancies in the rank of Naick are to he filled, by selection from the 
best ({ualifiefl and ino.«t deserving sepoys, Commandiug Officers of Regiments 
must keep iu mind, tluit this is the first step a .sepoy makes touards becoming 
a Native Officer ; and that to ensure the fitness, and the respectability, of the 
higher grades, the selection ought to be made with groat care a^id circumspec- 
tion.* 

'ji Jii all ordinary cases, vacancies are to be filled from troops soul companies 
by rotation, from right to left of a regiment, without advertence to the Com- 
paq in which a vacancy may have occurr^. 

recommendation of the Commanding Officer of a company ought to- 
have great weight with a Commanding Officer of a regiment, when the former 
has had sufficient experience to be well acquainted with his men : but os the 


'I’hia Is the revised 10th Article as laiddoma by G.O.C.C. 5lh May 1637. 
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Commanding Officer is responsible to the Commandcr-in*Chief, for the fitness 
of those he promotes, he must freely exercise his own judgment. 

Seniority can !)•• permitted to operate in this selection, only when the qua- 
lifications and fitness of two or more sepoys are e<pial ; in which case the se- 
nior is always to he preferred. Sepoys whose merits are merely negative, and 
are based on long service only, will now* be otherwise rewarded. 

11. When any (-oinpanics are detached from the Regiment, and employed 
on actual service, all the vacancies which may occur while they are thus de- 
tached, are to be filled up by promotions in the ('ompanies in which they oc«iur; 
and they are, at the same tiiiie, not to be overlooked iii any promotions v inch 
may be made in the Regiment. 


SECTION XVII. 

REDIIKSS OV OBIEVANCES. 

1. When a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier thinks he has cause of 
complaint, he will make his representation in a respectful manner, through 
the (lificer Cominandiiig his I'ompany ; and although, on inquiry, the complaint 
may ])rove to he groundless, provided ic he not also malieii us, he is not to 
he reimked for the inisliike he has committed. Should the eomphiint he well 
founded, no <lelay is to take jdace iu reilnvssing the grievance eoiuplained of. 

2. SoldiiTs wlio have any repr«*sentaliou to make, are to take aii opportn- 
nity of making it when the} are not on duty ; but any iran who murmurs, or 
even speaks on par.ide, or at drill, unless it he in (luswer to a question put to 
him by a superior Officer, shall he liable to punishment. 

.3. If ati} Sep<iy or Drummer considering, himself ill-treated by a Non- 
Commissioned Officer, shall, in return, make use of threatening or provoking 
wtirds or actions, or abusive language, instead of taking the proper means for 
obtaining redress, he shall be liable t(» punishment for this hreaeh of discipline, 
although, oil inquir}, it may .ippear that the Non-('ommisMoued Officer’s con- 
duct was reprehensible, in the first instance. This rule is to apply in all 
disputes between any Noii-CouiDiis.sioucd Officer and another of higher rank. 


SECTION XVIII. 

DISCHARGES. 

1. Every Native Soldier, after three years of service, is entitled to his dis- 
charge in time of peace, if liis company is not ten men short of its eoinplcment, 
on making application for it through the prescrilnHl channel. 

2. The greatest attention is to he p.ud to all applii’ations for discharge ; and 
no man who shall have completed his contraeted period of service, is ever to 
be refused, excepting while employed ou service, or in the ease of expected 
service, as hereafter specified. 

3. A.11 applieatlons for discharges, arc, in the first instance, to he made to 
the European Officer (iJoiiimauding the company to which the person applying 
belongs. 

4. The application is to be i ported to the Commanding Officer of the regi- 
ment, who, in the case of Contmishioned Officere, will transmit it to the Adju- 
tant General ; and in case of Non-(knnmihsionetl Officers and Privates, will 
either grant the discharge iin mediately, if the occasion appear to lie urgent, 
or defer it until the expiration of two months, from the date of the applica- 
tion. 

5. If the corps be on service, or if there be the expectation of service, he 
will reject the application altogether.

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6. The power of C««nm;vTiding OiTicers to fVismiss sepoys wnflt for. llic WP- 
viee, is eoiill’*' '! to thv" e:i \s of men, who, iVoiii bodily clefeels, sickness, or ac- 
cirleiil, are iiiea]>.M)le of peribrming the duties of a s«)ldier, and who are not en- 
titled to lie* benefit of the Invalid establishment. In all such eases, the Sur- 
ge«»ii is to bear te'..linion\, by liis signature to tlie dl-eharf;e, to the unfitness of 
the iiidividu.ll for perlbnuing the duty of n soldier, (’oinmandiug OlRcers may 
also dismiss VI itlioui refvTenoe, reeruits, viho, from awkwardness at the drill, 
are obviously unlikeU to heeome smart soldiei’s.* 

7. In all idb.er elites of untitmrs lor ib.e serviee, or when the ('oiuimmding 
Oflieev is d 'sirous to have a sepoy di-eharged, ap]diealion must be made, fi.r the 
sanction of the ( ’om-uan(UT-in-(.'hief. Tlu* applieuiion to the Adjutant Gener- 
al, is lo he aeeom}5ani' d by tin* orly/inal proceedina:s of any court martial, or 
court of imji'iry, whleli may have been lield im the oecaslon, and by a minute 
Descriptive Uoll of the sepoy. 

8. All Native Soldiers eoaviel'*Ll of the crime of theft, before a court mar- 
tial, or a magistrate, may be di.seharged Uh* service, without a reference to 
Head Quarters, such persons being considered a di-^gracc lo the military pro- 
fession. 

9. Native Soldiers to whom corporal punishment is awarded, by the .sen- 
tence of a rcgiinenliil, detaelmient. or b’i‘,5u’.e court martial, are to be dis- 
charged < he mtv ice, if the (hm-ral '.r Oli'cer I'mo’nanding the Division shall 
think proper to order the |vini*>uiiU‘nt to b i.r.lii-ted.t 

10. 'When Sejjoy s obniiti tli.dr dl^r’, large, they ar.* entitled to every article 
of diV^s, I'll I the oiMjmeiits .ippi-rtaiolng to it, except ill** cirit and pantaloons 
due for liie two years p^'cedin ttlie h.t ef .lannarv of i!ie eurr»Mit year | Their 
eap.s, luv i''*-plaii. and great e..at‘., shmikl De piireh.. .ed by tbe Qn.irter Mas- 
ter, and served oiil to r.ereit.s. 

n. (.'om.nandiug OlliO'Ts are autbori/ed to dis«dnrge dnimmers and fifors 
Toceiv<‘d fnmvtlie Grphan S*.hool, on tlmir application, and uiiiionl reference to 
any particular |)ert(«d of service, pro. ided that they be salisfi ‘d, that tbe ob- 
jeet of the applieaiiou i. ii’.ely to prove beuebeui to tlie individual. They are 
not Jo be discharged us a pimidniunt, c'^xcept when tlu'y may appear hicorri- 
gihle. 

12. Til all other revjicets, the rules for llic discharge of drummers and 
lifers, are the same us tliose for Sepoy.x.

1. All Guards are to |Ktrade u ilh slumhlered arm and unfi\cd bayonets 
without any intervals heiween them, the ranks open and the havildars with 
pikcbt carried, 'rhe Otlieevs ComTuanding (Jiurd , are to he formed about 
forty paces in front of the centre, in two ranks, facing the line, where they 
arc to receive the old parole, and such orders as may he given to them.

SKCTION XX. 

CONDPCT OF OUAnDS AN1> NEXTKIKS. 

1. The conduct of the Guards and Sentries of a regiment, w ith their ap- 
pearance in point of dress, will always indicate the state of tlie ('orps, us to 
discipline and interior economy. 

2. The Nali\e ('onunissioned and Non -Com missioned Officers when on 
Guard must, therefore, pay the greatest att(‘iition to the conduct of their men 
and carefullj examine the dress of e\ery relief, before mareliing it from the 
Guard Room. 

(iiuanis relieved daily should never take off their aecoutn'ineuts, except 
for the purpose of cooking ; and one half of the (vuard only is to be permitted 
to be absent, for this ])nrpose, at the same time. 

4. From the 22d of March to the 22d of October all Guards lodge their 
arms between the hours of U in the morning and in the afternoon ; ami fnun 
the 22d of October to the 22d of March they lodge their arms between the 
liours of 10 in the inorningand 4 in the afternoon. IJetween tliesi* hours, tliey 
do not turn out tq any person as a compliment, unless specially ordereil. 

5. The Officer Commanding the Guard, and the next senior to him, are 
never to be absent together : every man is to he prescujt when the arms arc 
taken up in the afteriKMin ; and no one is to (piit the Guard after sun-set, ex- 
cejit on some very urgent occasion, when, it is expected, llic absence will be as 
short as possible. 

(5. All Guards are to be ready to turn out anil stand to their arms during 
the night. Guards relieved daily are expected to be ready to do this in the day 
time. 

7. The reliefs of sentries arc to he always marched off by a Nou-t'ommis- 
sioned Officer, who will be held responsible that the orders are explained to 
every man, and understood h> liini, licfore he is jmsted ; and no sentry is ever 
to he left upon his post, without being relieved, for a longer period of{ime tliau 
two hours, provided the Guard from which the sentry is jiosted affords the 
means of relief.* 

8. It is the duty of all Guards to protect, as fur as may be in tlieir power, 
the stores and property belonging to Govemmeut, ultlioiigli not actually de- 
livered to their charge. 

9. .Sentries are never to put down their arms ; tliev are on no account to 
enti*r into conversation witli passengcr.s, or others, or to walk about in a saun- 
tering, lounging manner ; their pace .should lie the usual quick .^tep. 

l(k When an Officer ap]»roaelu'K a sentiuel, he is to stand steady, facing to 
his proper front ; and will present arms to a Field Officer, or Officer of supe- 
‘rior rank, when he ptusses in front of him. If he pass in rear, tlie sentinel w ill 
* i^ither face about, nor present ariii.s. 

.'11. \ After sun-set. Guards do not turn out as a matter of compliment; but 
seiitinel.s will stand stead v. v\ilh carried tirius, and facing to their projier front, 
when Officers in uniform approach their post, uulil the cvculng is so far ad- 
vanced that tliey begin to challenge. 

12. 'I'hej are to enforce firmly the orders given to them, without distinc- 
tion of persons ; the slighte.st deviation from this injunction, w ill subject them 
to severe punishment. If oppo>ed, or resisted, they will call the Guard, or 
should the occasion be urgent, use tln-ir anus.

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13. The Orders fbr each partSoolar Guard, aod the ndp$ rcspeetiiig the 
honors and coroplitnents to be pud to Officers of different mnlis, and to parties 
under arms, are to be written in the Devi-Naf?ree and Persian characters, and 
hong up iu the guard room. The duties of sentries are to be also Aill/ de- 
t^l^ in the same manner ; and although the Commissioned or Non-Cornmil* 
sioned Officers on Guard may be unable to read, they will, in moat cases, find ‘ 
some man of the Guard capable of doing it. 

14. All Guards are to be furnished with a lamp during the night, partieu- ' 
larly Guards entrusted with the charge of prisoners. 

15. Sentries from Guards or Picquets are never to challenge, but when they 
see or hear some one approaching their post. The calling out, os is often prac- 
tised, merely because they hear another sentry challenge, ia unmilltary, and 
should be strictly prohibited. 

16. When any one approaches their ]^st at night, they are to ihee towards 
him, to stand firm in a state of preparation, with ported arms, till they have 
ascertained who is coming. 

17. Guards'and Picquets are always to ftill in, in the order in which they 
were marched off from the Repmental parade. 

18. The slightest neglect on the part of a sentry, should be severely pnnish- 
ol It should be clearly understood, that negligence in the performance of 
this duty, would never tKi overlooked. All the Guards and Sentries of a Rein- 
ment should be occasionally visited, at night, by a European Officer, who will 
report, in writing, whether he found them alert and vigilant. 

19. All GuaMs or Escorts, from which more than one sent^ will be re- 

J uired, and having but one Non-Commissioned Officer, are to have a Lance’ 
laick attached to them, who will take, in turn with the Havlldar, the duty of 
relieving the sentries. 

20. Sentries arc in the habit, particnlarly in tbe cold weather, of wrapping 
up their heads in cloth ; this practice is to be strictly prohibited. 

21. As it sometimes happens, that it may be necessary for sentries to have 
their firekxsks loaded, to deter nrisoners from attempting to escape, or for 
other reasons, the Commander of a Guard may order one, or more sentries to 
load ; and in such case, the loaded firelocks may be' transferred from the sen- 
try goin^ off duty to him who comes on. 

But this is only to he done on important occasions ; and when done, tbe com- 
mander of the Guard is always to see the cartridges withdrawn from the flre-i 
locks before the Guard is dismissed. In case of a waste of ammunition, by 
uselessly loading, on trivial occasions, the commander of the Guard will be 
held pecuniarily responsible for the yalue of the cartridges.'* 


SECTION XXL 

SKELETON DULL 1N8TBUCTION OF NON-COXIIIMIONED OFFICIM. 

1. A legttlar system ^ instruction b to be establbhed, and preserved in. 

2. As many of the Non-Contmbsioned Officers of all ranks as can be eon- 
veniently assembled, should be paraded two or three timea a week, and instruct- 
ed by the Sergeant Major, under the superintendence of the A<Hatiat, in takbg 
iip distances \ covering, and giving alignments on distant points. At these 
drills, it moat be ascertained, that the distance ordered is coneetly taken ; if 
it be not, the error is to be clearly pointed out, and oorreoted. 

‘ ,3. The duties of the coverers, in the difEbrent changes of position ihr. a 
Battalion, as laid down in the Regulations .for the Field Exercise of the Army, 
shonld also be careftiUy expluned, and every Non-Commissioned Officer ocea- 
monally examined, that it may be ascertained, whether he b acquainted with 
duty required of him.

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SECTION XXII. 

CLOTHIKG. 

1. It is desirable that every man should have two coats, and this a little 
attention will effect 

2. The old coat is to he worn on fn^gin^t duties, such as commands, guards 
in the wet weather, and night guards ; this second coat might always be dis- 
pensed with on inarching at a relief, if the corps moved near the period when 
iiresh clothing was due. 

3. The extra coat should never be considered an incumbrance, as it enables 
a corps to parade smartly dressed on occasions on hich more than ordinary 
attention is paid to appearance ; and it would never require more than two 
hadkeries to transport the coats of the whole, the expense of which, even if 
borne bv the Oilicers, would he trilling. 

4 . To ensure, as far os possible, the coats being made up to fit the men, 
every ('ompany should furnish the Quarter Master with an Indent, detailing 
the number of coats of the different sixes required ; this can always be 
ascertained with the greatest exaetnets in a Company. From (he Company 
Indents the Quarter Master will prepare a general one, for the Regiment. 

^ 5. Offlcerii Commanding Companies will keep a roll of their men, with the 
size coat Te<{uired for each man, specified oppo.fitu his name. 

6. On the receipt of the clothing the Committee will carefully examine it, 
and will ascertain whether it exactly corresponds with the Indent ; should it 
not correspond with the indent, or should it he iu other respects objectionable, 
a copy of Uie Surrey Report is to he transmitted to Head Quarters. 

7* On the issue of clothing a receipt for the number of coats, specifying 
the sizes required for each Company, is to he sent to the Quarter Master, who 
will serve dut the coats in conformity with it, and the roll already rcfeiTed to, 
will ensure their being given to the proper men. 

8. The woollen trousers are to he iudented for, and served out in the man- 
ner above directed. 

9. Many men are in the habit of sleeping, in the cold weather, wlicn off 
duty, in their coats and pantaloons, a practice which is to be strictly prohibited. 

10. As soon as the while clothing is in hse, the liest coats and pantaloons 
in wear, are to be neatly packed, and lodged in the bells of arms. This pre- 
caution will secure them from lire, and the Pay.llavildar should sou them open- 
ed and aired, at least once a month in the dry season, and every week in the 
wet season. 


SECTION XXIII. 

T1A1.F MOUNTING. 

1. ''Commanding Officers w'ill consider it their duty to see that the Seftoys 
and Recruits arc provided with the necessary articles of Half Moutiting, 
through the agency of the Qu.'u’ter Master of the Regiment, at the cheapest 
possible rate ; of good materials and workmanship, and that no more than the 
actual amount of the cost and charges be deducted from them. 

'9* Stoppages for Half Mounting are to be made under th^ authority of 
Regimental Orders, and the amount stopped, is to be inserted in the Acquit* 
Roll of Companies. 

9. Officers Commanding CompaniM will inform the Quarter Master, by 
Mtter« of the amount of monthly deposits with the Pay Master, on account of 
Half Mounting. 

When a Regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant, on the 1st of every mimth, 
*wi0 ^nisli the Quarter Master with a memorandum of the number of. Re- 
.eniitsfeceived during the preceding month, to enable him to prepare the Half 
Mounting required. 

5. Whenever Turbans, Great Coats, Breast-plates,* or Knapsacks, are re- 
quired thb necessary application is to be made for the Commander-in-chiefs 
sanction, through the Ueueral Officer Commanding the Division.

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6. All articlos of Half Mounting are to be surveyed by a Renmental Com- 
mittee, previously to being served out, and the proceedings of the Committee 
are to be transniittcd to the Adjutant General. 

7. Any Sepoy who shall neglect to keep up his Half Mounting, is to be put 
under .stoppages, in lleginicntal Orders, not exceeding 2 Rupees a month whan 
stationary, und I Rupee when marching, and will be supplied by the. Quarter 
Master with the articles required. 

8. Oificers Commanding corps are held personally respon.sible, for the due 
appropriation of advances on account of Half Mounting ; and they will also 
cousider it their duty to ascertain, that attention is paid to the preservation of 
the surplus articles of Half Mounting remaining in store. 


SECTION XXIV. 

petty stores, and force estarlis&ment. 

1. The articles of this description furnished by the Government, for the re- 
pairs of arin.s and acooutreuients, being intended for the whole corps, should 
be lodged in the store room, and issued, when required to repair or replace 
parts of the accoutrenients worn out, or destroyed.

SECTION XXV. 

BACCAGE. 

V. Every man, on a march, is to carry the follovring articles, neatly packed 
in his knapsack : an unga, one pair of white trousers, the fatigue or cloth 
pair being in wear, (according to the season,) a dotec, a tawo, a Btiiall dnrree 
or carpet for sleeping on, about 6 feet long by 3 feet Bn)ail, and also a piece of 
pipeclay ; this will leave room for a chudder, should the man wish to carry 
one. A lota, not larger than what will contain a seer, is to be strapped on the 
top of the knapsack, with the string for draw ing water rolled up inside the 
lota ; this is to be caUed light marching order. 

2. Heavy marching order is to include a ^eat coat, or blanket, rolled up, 
and strapped on the top of the knapsack, with a pair of shoes inside tlie 
knapsack. The knapsacks arc to be neatly packed, and carried well Uf)oa the 
back, clear of the pouch. 

3. Every corps should parade, a^ all seasons, once or twice a month, in 
light or heavy marching order ; the companies should be inspected, and the 
corps, in the cold season, should be marched a few miles. 

4. As it is of importance, that the then should, on all occasions of actual 
service, march as light as possible, the carriage for the great coats being pro- 
4irided fur, except in cases of emergency, the only articles they should be per- 
mitted to take, in excess to those in the knapsacks, are a dotee and an nnga^ 
with 3 seers of pots, amounting altogether to 4 seers per man. 

3. This will enable every company of 90 men, to. march with 5 bullocks, 
or 3 camels. A few spare camels for the Regiment, and one bullock per 
company, are tabe allowed at starting, to replace those that may be igjurud, or 
knocked up. 

6. The Officers are to be particularly careful to prevent the cattle being 
overloaded ; any man attempting to take more than the prescribed quantity of 
baggage, should bo punished. Without constant attention on the part of tho 
European Officers, this order will be c$irtainly evaded. 

7. A sepoy is to be allowed with the baggage of each company while 
marching, wh a Non-Commissioned Officer to Superintend the whole : Uiese 
men are to be relieved weekly. 

8. The General is to be the signal for striking the tents, and loading the 

baggage ; and full time should bo allowed fbt thisi bemie the men arc ordsred 
to fall iu. •

1. Corps ordered to move at a relief will expend their annual practice 
ammunition, or make it over to the relieving corps, as circumstances will 
admit 

S. Minute and particular surveys should be made of all public buildings, 
in evei^ situation where troops are relieved. 

3. Commanding Officers of posts and detachments will take the most effec- 
tual measures fbr the protection of all buildings, public and private, as well as 
the huts of the men, during the progress of the relief; so that the relieving 
eor]» may derive the fhll benefit of Whatever huts and shelter may be left' by 
the relieved troons. 

4. Corps whicn are ordered to move are furnished with routes from the 
, Qukrter Master General’s Department, or by the Staff of the Division ; and 
.nudler detachments should always, if possible, be furnished with a route, fix- 

the stag^es at which they are to encamp, and the halts they are to i^e. 
^is route is not to be deviated from, without some urgent cause.

The number of 
maunds of fire-wood which will be required for the use of the whole detach- 
ment, includinj^ the Officers and the camp-followers, should be ascertained, aa 
exactly as possible, and noticed in this comniiinicatiou. When a detachment 
moves by water information of the date when it will enter a Collector’s Dis- 
trict, and of the places where supplies will be required, should also be given to 
him, as accurately as may be possible. 

tt. The ('ommanding* Officer will likewite notify to the Collectors, the pro- 
bable period of the arrival of the troops at the rivers or nullahs intersecting^ 
their march, where* boats or temporary bridges may be necessary for crossing- 
the troops, and the baggage attached to them. 

^ 7. The Commanding Officer will, at the same time, communicate ^ the Ma- 
gistrates of the Zillohs throuffh which the troops are to pass, the probabWtime 
of the arrival of the troops within their nsspectivc jurisdictions, and specify the 
places at which they will encamp daily. 

8. Orders have been given by the Government, that on receiving the notifi- 
cation above mentioned, the Collector shall issue the necessary oMers, to all 
persons thronghout his district, for furnishing the troops with snch supplies 
as they may rc<iuire, and for the providing of Iioats, for crossing nullahs, that 
no impediments may cause delay in the prosecution of the march. A respec- 
table Native Officer will be deputed by the Collector, to accompany the troopa 
through his district, for the purpose of aiding in the furnishing of supplies aid 
of facilitating the march of the troops, by furnishing them with such assistance 
in cattle and hackeries, as may be absolutely necessary to enable them to pjtu- 
secute their route.* 

9. It will generally be found to be attended with much convenience if aa 
intelligent Non-Commissioned Officer, or an old sepoy, according to tie 
strength of the detachment, is sent forward the day before, to see that the 
supplies are ready for the troops when they arrive. 

10. All supplies furnished to the troops, including earthen pots and fire- 
wood, are to be paid for by the persons using them, and Cointiiauding Officers 
are held responsible for the observance of this order, and are enjoined to make 
immediate inquiry into all complaints preferred against any person under their 
command. 

1 1. Whenever a detachment of troops or a single corps shall be provid- 
ed with boats, or temporary bridges, under the c^ers of the Collector, for 
the purpose of crossing the troops and baggage, the person providing them la 
to be furnished with a certificate, specifying the number of boats ’and persona 
employed, the burthen of each boat, and how long they were employed. When 
temporary bridges are constructed, tjkeir dimensions, and the materials of which 
they are made, are to be stated iu the certificate. 

13. The certificate above specified will be forwarded by the Mrson to whom 
it is granted, to the Collector, with his statement of the expense be haa incun^ 
who has been direct^ to transmit it without delay to the Officer Commanding 
the detacjiment, on whose account the expense was incurred. The Command- 
ing O^er will state generally thereon, whether the services charged were per- 
formed, and offer any objections he may have to the charges, f 

13. Pierheads and platforms being unnecessary for corps marcbhig uiien- 
cumbernl with Artillery or heavy carriages, no allowance will be granted for 
ihsn^j^mo platfmm boats only will be allowed for a Battalion of sepoys, for 
ffpsl&g the basar and Officers’ cattle. 

^ 14. All occupiers or proprietors of laud suffering injury Arom the encamp- 
ment or march of troops, should fnmirii the Commanding Officer with a state- 
ment of the nature and extent of the injury, when he will certify generally, 
whether the injury haa been sustiuned, with his opinion as to the justice aadex- 
tent of the claims. 

15. Officers proceeding by water wi^h detachments of troop^ or in cham 
of atorcs, requiring assistance, will make the necessary appHeation Id the Ma-

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gistrate or Oollcctor o the district ; or, in sitnations remote from the residence 
of the principal civil authority, to the subordinate native officers : all such 
applications for men, or supplies of any kind, are to be accompanied with the 
amount of the hire of the dandies or coolies, or the value of the articles re- 
quired. 

16. Officers commanding detachments arc to consider themselves respon- 
sible for the conduct of ail those under their command ; und they must be care- 
ful that the soldiers or followers do not straggle from the line. 

17. They are expected to use atfthe means in tlioir power, to prevent op- 
pression, or any just grounds of complaint from the inhabitants of the districts 
through which their detachments may pass ; and ahhougli it is the duty of 
every Officer to preserve oMcr and discipline among the troops, in all situ- 
ations, yet an attention to these essential points becomes mure particularly 
necessary on a march, since any excesses committed by the men must neces- 
sarily tend to excite alarm among the inhabitants, and consequently cause 
difficulty in procuring supplies. 

18. Officers commanding detachments or corps marching from one station 
to another, are to report to the Auditor General, the day they commence their 
march, and the date on which they arrive at the place of their destination. 

19. A report of the march of all corps or detachments, is to be made to the 
Quarter Master General of the Army. 

90. Officers commanding detachments who may experience delay or diffi- 
culty, from the state of the roads or the want of boats at ferries, or the want 
of supplies, should report the circumstances to the Officer under whose orders 
thev were detached, that he may bring the subject under the notice of higher 
authority. * 

21. All Officers commanding corps and detachments, arc to report the date 
of commencing their luarcli, and to continue to report their progress weekly, to 
the> Officer commanding the DivLsiou, District, (varrUun, or Field Force to 
which they are ordered to proceed. 

22. Weekly reports of progress, with present states, arc also to be for- 
warded to ihe'Adjutant General of the Army. 

23. In all these reports of progress the Officers should he careful to mark 
distinctly the position of their detachments, at the time of making their report, 
and if they are ciicainped at some obscure village they will odd its distance from 
a well known town or city in the neiglilxmrliood. 

24^ Officers commanding corps or detachments who have to pass through 
a cantonment on their march, are to apply, in tJic regular manner, through the 
Su^ Officer of the post, for permission to enter it ; and the Officer command- 
ing thd detacfinient is to wait on the Officer commanding the cantonment, 
(if his senior^) with a present state of the detachment,- as soon as practicable 
ai^r his arrival. 

*29. All dctacjiments in fixed stations are to maintain the same system of 
discipline, with respect to parades, drills, guard mounting and dress as may 
be observed with their resjicctive corps. 

26. As the character of a coiqis depends greatly on the appearance and be- 
haviour of its detachments, the (Officers should be particular in causing their 
men to appi‘or clean, and properly dressed. 

W. Parties marching under Native Commissioned and Non-Commissioned 
‘ Ofioers are often permitted by them' to move in an unsoldier-like manner, the 
me& ..straggling along the road, improy.crljr dressed. On this head. Officers 
eommapdfog Regiments will give such directions, to every Officer proceeding 
in charge of a detachment, as may appear suitable to the occasion, and calcu- 
lated to prevent a practice at variance with good order and discipline.*

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SECTION XXIX. 


TREAfiURR ESCORTS. 

^ 1. Officers proceeding in charge of treasure cannot be too cautions and 
tigilant : they should see their sentries posted, and ascertain that every man 
unduratands the duty he is placed on, and the orders he ha.<(Teccivcd. 

2. Not more than a third of the party should ever be absent during the 
day, and every man should he present before siin>set. 

3. The arms should be examined every evening, to ascertain that the 
flints arc properlv fixed, and in good order, and all the loaded muskets 
sboaid be fresl\ primed. 

4. The sentries should always be posted within sight of each other, and 
at night, near enough, clearly to distinguish any mau who might attempt 
to pass between them. 

5. The muskets of the sentries, and those of not less than one third 
of the ^rty, should he always loaded. 

6. The arms should be grounded, not piled ; and at night, the men 
should lie down in their ranks, with their accoutrements on, and be ready to 
act at the shortest notice. 

7. 'J'he European Oiliecrs. or at least one of them, will be with the men. 

8. The sentries should be visited every half hour by u Native Cotiiniission- 
ed or Non-Coinmiiiaioiied Officer; and two or three times during the night by 
a European Officer. 

9. In encamping the party care should be taken to ocenpy a clear spot, 
from brushwood, cultivation, old buildings, or ruined wall’s, which are calcu- 
lated to alibrd c ver to any party wishing to make an attempt on tlie treasure, 
and may enable it to approach uiiohserviil : there being little tJ apprehend on 
ordinary occasions, from an open attack, the clearer the spot on which tbo 
party encamps, the safer it may be considered. Officers will recollect, that the 
slightest neglect, or want of vigilance on the part of the escort, is likely to 
produce au attempt to carry oif the whole, or part of the treasure.*

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SECTION XXX. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


1. The men are to bo taught to conduct themselves, on all occasions and 
in an situations, in an orderly soldier^like manner ; to avoid riotous assem- 
blam ; and to be particularly careful not to offer violence to the inhabitants 
ofue country.* 

а. Should any person not in the military service, ill-treat, abuse, or insnlt 
a sepoy, the latter is not to take the law into his own hands, and chastise the 
individual himself ; he will ascertiua who the offender is, and where he resides, 
and will t)ien rep^ the ill-treatment he has received to his Officer, who, 
through the medium of the Officer commanding the regiment, will endeavour to 
procure redress for the injury, by means of the civil authorities ; should the 
redress solicited not be afforded, a report of the whole of the circumstances is 
to be made, for the information of the highest miUtar|r authority. ' 

3, Many sepoys are in the liabit of wearing their coats or turbans with 
no other part of the dress of a soldier ; this practice is to be prohibited, and 
the men would distinctly understand, that they are to wear the dress of a 
soldier, or to appear in their native dreas. An exception may be permitted on 
a march, -when the men resort to the regimental bazar, for the purchase of 
provisions. 

4, When marching they are in the habit of wrapping themselves up in cot- 
ton clothes, partieulurly about the ears and head ; a practice so obviously: nn- 
military, and so likely to be productive of serious consequences, is to be strictly 
pi^ibited. 

5, Men attending the reviewi of other corps, arc to appear jn Aill uniform, 
with their sidw arms. 

б. No man is to be permitted to assume the appearance of a fhqnecr in his 
dress or person, on or off dutv. 

7. »*No man is to paint bis face, or to wear any mark whatever on his Ihce, 
when On duty. 

9. On arriving at new quarters notice is to be given in all the bazars, that 
the deafers are not to give credit to the men of the corps, beyond the amount 
of half their monthly pay, and not even to that extent without the condition 
of their accounts being settled and paid on the issuef of pay for the month or 
‘ months for which such debts have been contracted. 


9. The roll is to be called in every company, by the OMerly Havildar, at 
sun-rise, and at sun-set ; and when there is no reinilar parade the men will al- 
ways fkll in, for tbi^ purpose, at the bell of arms, in their undress. 

10. Sepoys on duty as orderlies, or on any other duty, are not to canyr 
chattahs l tlm men are never to be exposed unnecessarily ; but when, exposnre 
is unavoidBbte, they are to appear tn every respect as soldiers, wearing their 
greatcoat! when it rains but never, while on duty, using a chattab.^ 

11. Jn.order to bring the Non-Commissioned Officers under the immediate 
ohstoVatkm ef the Commanding Officer, a havildar or naksk is to be attached 
to hfaa •& an oiderly, and to be relieved weekly *, and with the view of promot- 
ihg tliM mutual regard which should subsist between Offieera eommanding

The Company 
books are to be furni.<ih(‘d by the Officen. commanding Companies : the Regi- 
mental hook by the Interpreter and Quarter Master. 

1 1. All parts of the foregoing orders which it is of importance the Native 
officers and men should uTiderstand, are to be translated by the (nterpreter, 
and a copy is to be taken hj the pay havildars of each Company.

They 
should deeue wh.it ul gtiieial orders *it Is of (mpuitance tno men should strictly 
undeisUnd’ and these should be cooled into the uiterpieterS and the company’s order 
books and eommnnding oifleers should eorrei t, by pcnomcal examination, any error which 
ma^ uetur.

REPORTS. 

'Military OfiScers (as well as Surgeons or Assistant Surgeons) who may ar- 
rive at any station or post where there are troops, should report themselves to 
:ho Commanding Officer, or public Staff Officer, of the place. 

Such Ofiicers as are prevented by indispositkm from waiting upon the Com- . 
EXHinding Officer, will report their arrival m writing, for his inxbncationr to the 
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Major of Brigade or Sm OlBcer of the station, stating whether they are on 
leave of absence, on sick certificate, on dutv, &c. the authority under vrhich 
they are come to the station, and the period they intend to remain. 

When there is a General Ofiieer in command of die division, residing at any 
station the immediate command of vrhich is exercised by a Brigadier, (as atBar- 
ra<‘kporc or Cawnpnre) Officers are -to report their arrival and departure to his 
iStaff as well as to the station Brigade Major ; and to wait upon him as well as 
upon the Brigadier. 

Medical Officers will, likewise, always wait upon the Superintending Surgeons 
of divisions on i)assing the stations where they reside. 

Officers passing any of the principal stations on tlie river, or the forts of 
Monghyr, Buxar, or Chnuar, where^ they do not mean to make any stay, ore 
nevertheless to report to tlie station Staif Officer, (the Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant General, Brigade Major, or Fort Adjutant,) that they may receive 
any orders w*hlch may possibly be awaiting their arrival. 

Officers commanding stations and posts will consider it their duty to ascertain 
how long any Officers v, lio arrive within their command intend to remain ; and 
will take care, if they are proceeding to join a Regiment, that they do not 
delay their journey witliont some sufficient cause *, and if they are on leave, that 
they quit the station iti sufficient time to rejoin before the expiration of their 
leave, unless a renewed sick certificate, or other sufficient cause be assigned for 
prolonging their stay. 

All applications, for leave, or extension of leave, from Officers at another 
station, which are sent either to their Commanding Officer, or (in urgent cases) 
direct to Head Quarters, are to be countersigned, and transmitted by the Offi- 
cer commanding the station where they are. 

The Officers commanding the principal stations of the army will forward, on 
the 1st and IGth of each month, a list of the Officers who nave arrived at the 
station ; who are remaining there on leave, or duty, and who have left it during 
the preceding fortnight. They are also hereby desired to bring to the Com- 
mander-in-Chiefs notice, any instance where the preceding orders may bo 
neglected. 

All Officers, Surgeons, or Assistant Surgeons, who are directed to join any 
Regiment or Detachment, are to report their progress, once a w'eek, to the Offi- 
cer commanding the corps or detachment to which they are proceeding, and 
their progress is to be note^ from these reports, in the Monthly lletums. — G.

Officers arriving at the presidency from farlough ; from sea, or on leave, are 
to report their arrival to the Adjutant General, the Town M£gor, the Officer 
commanding, and the Staff Officer of, the Presidency division, as well as to the 
Officer commanding their corps.

SICK OSFXCBB8 

Arriving at the Presidency, are to he accommodated with quarters in Fort 
^ViHiatn, and to receive medical aid from the staff of the garrison. — G. G. O 
23d Feb. 1829. 


STAFF. 

No Officer will he appointed to fill any situation on the General Staff of the 
army, who shall not have served 4 years, 3 of which in the actual performance 
of regimental or staff duty with a corps. An officer may hold the aptiointment 
of Aide-de-Ottiiip, after having serv^ one year with his regiment. — G. G. O. 
31st Juny. 1823. 

An officer transferred from one regiment to another, is not eligible for staff 
employ, until he has served two years with the corps to which he has been 
transferred. — 0; O. O. 24th Sept. 1832. 

Officers who have not passed an examination in the native languages, are not 
deemed eligible for staff* employ. — G. G. O. 9th Jany. 1837. 

Whenever a detachment is sent from a regiment, the strength of which ren-

Adverting to the frequent upp’ieations made to us by Military Officers for an 
extension of furlough, and being of ophiiuti, tiiat all such applications, preferred 
on the ground of sickness, slioidd be ao^'o:np:mi<*d by the most satisfactory 
testimonials, to prove that the jtarties ar^navoi'labljr' compelled to make the 
same ; we have resolved, that it be requml of all officers, whenever they shall 
find it iieeestary, on ai count of sickness, I o solicit a furtlier leave of ubseiiee, 
to transmit, with their letter of application, a certificate, signed by at least two 
gentlemen eminent in the medical prefession, describing tlie nature of the ap- 
plicant’s complajnl, and stating it to Ih* their opiniem, tliat the clrcutnjtaoec.s of 
the case render a coiiipliance. with his reque::.! absoluiely lucessary ; also, that 
previously to an extension of furlough being granted, sueh fn:*tk*T proof of the 
statement made by the party in support of his application, shall be adduced by 
personal exaaiiuaiion, or hy such other cvidcnc.., us wo may deinn riiiisfactory. 

We luive further rcholvcd, that all ' officers abroiid in any part of Europe, 
applying for permissii'u to remain a further time absent fr'.in iheir duly, on 
account of sickns'ss, he required to furnish a cenifir;ite, sign'd h^y at Ua'-t two 
eminent Physicians ; also the at>estaliou of a M-igidrute, .'■iipporl of the fact 
that the persons who have sijnea the eorrificate arc IM,;^ icians.

In order fully to inform the officers upon this establishment of the existing 
regulations with respect to furlough to hkiropc, as well as to check the practice, 
which, to a certain extent, has lately prevailed, of military offipors postponing 
tMr return to their duty fora period longer than is compatible with the good 
of the service, the following extract of a General Letter from the Honorable 
Court of Directors, under date the 13th September,^ 1820, is published to the 
army ; and the Most Noble the Governor General in Council directs, that a 
, fainted, copy of this order be furnished tirom the. Adjutant General's office to 
mry^ Officer who shall obtain the permission of Government to prpceed to Eu- 
rope on furlough. 

* Officers coming to England bn furlough, are required as soon as they arrive, 
to report their arrival and address, by letter, to our S(>cretary, forwarding at the 
same time, the certificates which they received in India. 

* in all .cases «f furlough, whether it be granted for private affairs, or on sick 
certificate^ officers are required to join the establishment to which they belong, 
at tfa6 expiration of three years from the commencement of their furlough, un- 

. less thev shall have obtained an extension of leave fVom us, six months before * 
* the expiration of the said term of three years. 

* Extensions of furlough will not, in future^ be granted, except in cases of 
fllcknesBp certified in the manner prescribed in our despatch of the dd January 
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1817,* or in cases in which it shall be proved to us, that a ftuther residence 
in Europe is indispensiblv necessary. 

‘ When, under any such circumstances, an Officer shall have obtained an 
extension of furlough to a given period, he must, on the expiration thereofi 
apply for and obtain permission either to return to his duty, or to reside a 
furtluT time in Europe. 

* 'I'he act of the 3.3d Geo. 3d, Gap.. .32d, Sec. 70, as it respects military officerfi,

Every officer quitting his coTp.s or station, on sick leave, shall procure ftrom 
the medical officer who has atteuded him, a detailed statement of his case, with 
an account of its symptoms, past treatment, present state, and the opinion of 
the medical officer as to wliat change of air, whether tlie river, sea, Cape of 
Good Hope, or Europe, may be necessary for the restoration of health. Wlien 
the sick offiocr has occasion to apply to any other medical officer for assistance 
after leaving his station, he is to snWit the before mentioned statement to such 
medical officer, together with a copy of the mimical certificate, and the medi- 
cal officer will make such obsen'ations on the statement as the nature of the 
case may require. On the arrival of a sick officer in Calcutta, he will apply to 
a Presidency Surgeon, submitting the statement and medical certificate men- 
tioned above, when the Presidency Surgeon will either, direct hiui to wait tin 
the Medical Hoard, furnished with a certificate from himself, or retain him 
under his own eare as may to him appear necessary. The duty of examining 
sick officers at the Presidency, is to 1 m» taken in rotation nioritlily by the Mem- 
bers of the Medical Board, the Secretary of wdiieh will acquaint the Adjutant 
(iieneral of the Army with the name of the examining Member on the 1st day 
of each month.

The blue frock>coat and forage-cap, according to regulation, may be worn 
on common occasions, olF duty, and upon a march. 

The frock-coat and foruge-cap is the appropriate dress for morning or even- 
ing rides. ' 

Th§ staff w-aist-bolt is to be worn over the blue frock-coat. 

The sash Is to be worn at levees and drawing-rooms, and on all occasions 
both with the red coat, and with the blue frock-coat 

The luish is to go twice round the waist, and to be tied on the left hip. 

’ Statf officers holding the rank of field officers, will observe the distinctions 
;in respect to their epaulettes prescribed for regimental officers ; vis. 

' ’ The^ epaulettes of a Colonel to have a crow-n and star on the strap; of a 
l^utt^ant Colonel, a crown ; of a JMajor, a star. 

^ThSstar on the strap of the epaulette to be that of the Order of the Bath. 

Staff officers holding the rank of Captains or Subalterns, are also to observe 
the distinotions in respect to the bullion of their epaulettes prescribed for 
FC^mantal officers.

The dress uniform is to be worn at divine service, public field dsjjrs, general 
inspratlonS, fdneral parties, jpand guard mounting, general, district, and 
'<ffcrri8on courts martial ; public parties, placet of public resorh and visits of 
V ceremony. 
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The undress is for general use, and may be worn on all occasions not speci- 
fied above. 

The frock-coat is only intended to Ite worn on certain dntics off parade ; vis. 
inspection of barracks and hospitals, courts of inquiry, coiumiltee^ private in- 
spection parades, working parties, and fatigue duties. 

The undress waist-belt is always to be worn with the frock-coat, when on 
duty. 

'I'he jacket is alw'ays to ]t>e hooked or buttoned when worn on duty ; when 
used us an undress, on occasions not connected w'ith duty, it may be left open ; 
but the waii»tcoat worn with it must be of ^he authorized pattern ; the jacket 
lieing lined « ith red. 

When the men are permitted to wear llicir light dress, the bine camlet or silk 
jacket, as ])rescvibed in the undress for officers, may be worn, butthis indulgence 
IS restricted to ordinary duties and parades. 

Foot Artillery, E-soinuers, and Tnfantuy. 

The dress uniform is to lie w'orn at divine service, at levees, public field days, 
general inspections, funeral parties, grand guard mounting, general, district, and 
garrison, courts martial, public parties, places of public resort, and visits of cere- 
innnv. 

The undress is for general msc, and to be worn on all occasions not specified 
above. 

'Phe frock-<!oat i.s only intended to be worn on certain duties off parade ; viz. 
inspection of barracks mid hospitals, courts of imiuiry, coiuiuicti'es, private in- 
spection parades, working parties, fatigue duties, and on the maixli. 

The sash and undress sword-belt an* tUw'ays to be worn with the frock- 
coat, when on duty. 

The shell-jacket, is always to be hooked or buttoned when w’orn on duty ; 
when used as an undress, on occasions not connected witli duty, it may be left 
open ; but the waistcoat woru with it must be of the authorized pattern ; the 
jacket for the artillery to be lined w ith red ? for the engineers and infancy, 
with white.

— Gold ten inches long, groundwork of four ends of large dead 
gold wire gimp, ornamented with gold centre star, with round studs, diamond 
and horsc=slioe ornaments in filigree-work.

IHmne . — Of white swan feathers, drooping outwards twenty inches long from 
the top of the whalebone, with scarlet feathers underneath, of sufficient length 
to reach the ends of the white ones ; feathered stem eight inches in length.

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SECTION I. 


1. The Officers of the Nizam’s Army -will be divided into 4 classes, viz. 

Class — Commandants of Divisions with the rank of Major, %\hco not 
* of higher rank in their own service. 

2d Class, — Commandants of Corps when notified as such in General Or- 
ders. 

3d Class. — Captains. 

4//t Class. — LicMitenauts. 

2. The Promotion of all Officers in the Nizam’s Army will be promulgated 
under instructions from the Government of India. 

3. All Officers on joining the Nizam’s Anny will go in os junior to their 
raiiA: in the class they may respectively belong to. 

Lieutenants who have served 12 years, if Company’s Officers, from the 
date of their admission on the establishment to which they belong, and 
if locals, from the date of their joining the Nizam’s service, shall 
be entitled to promotion to rank of Captain. 

6. Lieutenants in the Company’s Army who mav obtain the rank of Cap- 
tain in their own service w ill be promoted also in the Nizam’s. 

7. Surgeon’s and Assistant Surgeons on Joining the Nizam's Army who 
will go In as junior of those Classes, the latter will be entitled to promotion 

. .to the rank of Surgeon after lU years actual service in India. 

8. All Ofiicers appointed to the Nizam's Army take rank and' draw {lav 
firom the date upon which they may join the corps or department to whicn 
they may be posted. 


SECTION II. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1. ‘In all duties whether with or without arms, puiucts, or Courts Martial, 

the tour of duty shall be from the eldest downwards. # 

2. Officers on the Inlying Piquet, are to be considered as liable to be re- 
lieved, and to be employed on other duties. 

3. If an Officer’s tour of duty happens when he is on the Inlying Piquet, 
he abqii immediately be relieved and go upon ljuit duty, and his tour upon the 
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Piquet shall pass him, although he should not have been upon it a quarter of 
an hour. 

4. If an Officer’s tour of duty for the Piquet, Guard, Court Martial, or 
fatigue, liappens when he is upon any irther duty, he shall not make good that 
Phiuet, Ck>urt Martial, or fatigue ; and in like manner if he should be upon 
a General Court Martial or duty of fatigue, and his tour of guard or detach- 
ment should happen, such guard or detachment shall pass him and ho shall 
not be obliged to make it good. 

5. When from peculiar circumstances it is probable that a considerable time 
may elapse before the sentence of a General Court Martial is declared, the 
members shall he liable to return to and do their duty with their respective 
corps, at the discretion of the officer commanding the station. 

0. General Courts Martial u'hich ha\c assembled, and the Officers been 
sworn in, shall he reckoned a duty though they should be dismissed without 
trying any person. 

7. No Officer is to exchange his duly with another, without leave of the 
commanding officer of his regiment. 

8. Officers next for duty are always to he mentioned in the Orders cf the 
day, and are constantly to remain in the lines of their corps or brigade in 
quarters and in the field. 

9. AVhen Ofiicers are given out in Station Orders for duty, they are not to 
be taken off, or put on any other duty without previous permission from the 
officer commanding the station. 

lU. Officers and soldiers employed on general duty, being considered as 
wholly detached from their corps, and subject only to the rules and regula- 
tions established for the performance of that duty, rogiinental officers are not 
to give anv instructions to officers and soldiers in regard to their conduct 
in the duties on which they are so detached. 

11. VV’lion corps join either Camp or garrison the senior officer is to 
command tlio whole 

12. When a detachment of Grenadiers or Light Infantry is ordered, their 
own officers are to march, and if such officers are on any regimental or 
camp duty, they are to he relieved for that purpose. 

13. The Grenadiers and lAght Infantry Companies of Regiments are al- 
ways to be kept as complete as oircumstances will permit. 


SECTION III. 


‘ BANK AND PBKCEDENCB OF CORPS. 

1. The Cavalry whether mounted or dismoimtcd, take the right of the line. 

2. Thb Artillery have precedence of all other infantry. 

3. The Regiments of Infantry will rank henceforward according to their 
numbers.

DRESS OF OFFICERS. 

Officers Commanding Divisiontt. — Coat red, single breasted ; facings green. 

The other parts of the dress to correspond with that laid dow n for Brigadiers 
in the Regulations regarding dress Issued from the Adjutant Oeneral’s Office, 
Fort St. George, 17th November 1838, copies of 'which will he forwarded to 
each division of the Nizam’s Army, to he kept as "a record in the Brigade 
Mmor’s Office. 

Majors of Brigade. — Coat red, single breasted ; facings green ; epaulette, 
one on each shoulder embroidered on green, The other parts of the dress to 
correspond with that laid down for Aides-de-Camp to General Officers puhlibh- 
ed as above. 

Paymaster . — Coat blue ; faciiifp black velvet. The other parts of the dross 
to correspond with that in use wuth the Madras Army. 

Artillery^ Pioneers and Infantry. — The full dress, dress, and undress of Offi- 
cers of the above corps is to correspond witii that of the Madras Army puhlish- 
cd as above. Surgeons, Assistant Surgeons and Medical Storekcgjcrs us laid 
down in the Madras Regulations. ^ 

The Officers of Infantry will 'wear on their buttons and breast plates the 
number of their Regiments and also the same in a star on the front of their 
caps. Such corps os may have received honorary distinctions will continue 
to wear them as before. 

From the 1st April and during the hot season or to the 1st July, officers and 
men are permitted to wear white clothing, the jacket of the former to be sin- 
gle breasted with thQ stand up (or Prussian) collar regimental buttons and 
'white cord oil the shoulders. On occasions' of ceremony or on, any particular 
occasion when commandants of division may deem it expedient, officers wiU 
of course wear the uniform prescribed by the Regulations. 


SECTION V. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

1. In conducting the business of the Army, the Military Gorrespondonce is 
to pass through the Resident’s Military Secretary. 

2. All ’official letters and rcTOrts from officers commanding divisions and 
brigades, which are designed to be laid before the Resident are to be signed by 
the comn^ng officers tAemselyes* 
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3. All official letters from the Residency (not Circular) are to be acknow- 
ledged on the Monday succeeding the receipt of them. 

4. All applications from Regimental Officers must in the first instance he 
submitted to the Cormnanding Officers of their regiments, and by them to the 
Officer commanding the division or brigade. 

5. All Officers -wlio may forward applications from those under their com- 
mand, sljall state tliclr opinion regarding the request tlicy submit, for the in- 
formation of the Resident. 

6. None but Officers in command of stations shall address the Resident 
direct, and they only on subjects purely confidential. 


SECTION VI. 


OFFICEllS. 

1. Every Officer not being a Staff Officer, who shall obtain leave of absence 
on sick certificate, shall be permitted to draw whilst to the eastward of the 
C’apc of Good Hope, or at St. Helena, his full regimental allowances for two 
years. In addition to which he will be allowed the usual period for travelling 
to the coast, and the same time for rejoining on return from furlough. 

2. Every Officer not being a Staff Officer, absent from his regiment on pri- 
vate affairs, shall be permitted to draw bis full' regimental allowances for the 
period of (i months from the date of his (quitting his corps, and to no later 
period, after which he can only receive pay proper, &c., and then only, when 
the leave is dnly promulgated from Head Quarters. 

.3. Every Officer holding a staff situation, who shall obtain leave of absence 
on sick certificate sliallN be permitted to draw, whilst to the eastward of the 
Cap(? of Good Hope, or at the Cape of G<mh 1 Hope, or at St. Helena, in addi- 
tion to his regimental pay and allowances, one half of his staff salary for the 
period of two years, the other moiety of his salary, and every allowance for 
office or estahViMunent shall he drawn by the officer doing the duty of such 
absent officer. Staff Officers will be allowed the same peri(^ for proceeding to 
the coast and returning as regimental officers. 

4 Every Officer holding a staff situation, who shall obtain leave of absence 
on his private affairs shall be penuitted to draw one half of liis staff salary in 
addition to his regimental pay, &c., and allowances for the period of 6 months 
from the commencement of the leave of absence and to no later period. Tho 
other moiety of his staff salary and every allowance for office or establish- 
ment shall be drawn by the officer doing the duty of such absent officer ; should 
a staff officer, as above, be absent beyond the period of six months, the whole 
of the staff allow ance, &c. will he drawn by the officer performing the duty. 

fi. Except ill certified cases of ill health rendering aWnce absolutely ne- 
cessary, no applicatipn for leave is to he forwarded without there shall ^ pre- 
sent with the corps to which the officer requiring leave belongs at least two 
thirds of the European Officers, nor is any application for leave on private 
affairs to he forwardcil from the 1st November until the Annual Reviews ore 
over, except under very lugent circumstances. 

6. Officers commanding divisions may grant leave within the limits of their 
command between general muster. The general muster of Uie troops will 
take place every second month, or on the 1st January, March, May, July, Sep- 
tember, and November, and on the 1st of tho interme^ate months, regimental 
muster. 

7. The pay of officers absent on leave is to lie drawn monthly in the abstracts 
of the corps or departments to which they belong, but is to be held in deposit 
in the Division Pay Offices until they rejoin, except in cases when security is 
furnished for its being refunded' if necessary, when it will be issued on the pro- 
duction of Life Certificates. 

8. The undermentioned officera are permitted to enjoy the indulgence of 
leave of absence between general muster without sufiiering any pecuniary loss, 
subject to the following limitation. 

9. That the aggregate period during which an officer may be absent firom 
his command without any pecuniary sacrifice, be restricted to 30 days in the 
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15. Tlie horse allowance to permanent commands of artillery and infantry 
is personal, and they are not liable to the loss of it when absent either on sick 
cenilicatc or private affairs, and the off.cer who may succeed to the temporary 
charge (and who draws tliu command allowance) is entitled to horse allovrauoe 
also, which becomes an extra eharge to goverument ' ' 

1(J. Otheers commanding divisions when absent cither on sick certificate «P 
private afiairs he}ond tlie period sanctioned by para Dlh lose the whole of tbeir 
command and horse allowance, together with the allowance for stationery, 
wphich is to be drawn by the officer succeeding to the temporary command. 

17. Staff surgeons when absent either on sick certificate or private affairs 
(in the latter case not exceeding 6 months) are subject to a loss of 200 sonant 
rujiecs per month, which is to be drawn by the olliciuting staff surgeon. lu 
cases w lien tlic staff surgeon may he detached on duly, no other allowance will 
be drawn by the offijiaiing stuff surgeon than the per cent allowance Ibr the 
charge of the details. 

18. Surgeons and assi*»taiit surgeons when absent on leave for any period 
exceeding one montli between musters lose their medical staff allowance, and 
even when ahseiit for 30 daysi they must make satisfactory arraugeznents for 
the perh.rmauoe of their duty.

1. 'I’hc indulgence of furlough on private affairs is restricted to local ofitoers 
who have- actually served JO jears with the Nizam’s army, but on a proper 
representation of the urgeni circumstances of any particular case, Ihrlough 
will be granted to an omecr (for a period not exceeding one year) before that 
period, hut no pay will, in such instance, be granted. 

2. Officers whose health renders a return to Europe indisp«»nsably necessary 
for their recovery, are permitted to proceed without restriction os to number, 
their applications being aceompaitied by the prescribed certificates. 

3. The prescribed furlough is three years. In addition to wdiich officers 
will be allowed a period of time not exceeding the following to enable them 
to proceed to embark, uud during which they will be entitled to their ludian 


allowances.

1 1. Officers promoted during their absence on furlough will be entitled to 
the I’av of the higher rank frgm the day subsequent to the casually which occa- 
sioned .Mich promotion. 

I.*!. No officer who has dawn 3 years furlongh pay is allowed pay during 
any further fill lough, except in cases c>f certified sickness, but if he have not 
received pay for the full term, he may during a secoml furlough on private 
affairs be allowed the same for such period of time as will complete the 3 years. 

Iti, Such further Kcgnlations will he is.siied from time to time as may appear 
necessary to give effect to the indulgence now conceded.

In rejrly 'td' a icfeieiiee subsequently made hy IMnjor Ceneial Fraser regard- 
ing the, mo^ of remitting the ainoiuit of Major Mt ore's pension fioin the Ni- 
zam’s Oovemment, it was intimated that the sum duo on this account .should 
be paid tp the parties aiithoiized to receive it, and that its remittance w'Oh ob- 
viously a matter with which our Goverumeiit could have uo concern. 


On the Resident at TTydrabail recently soliciting instmelitms on the subject of 
granting bills on the Calcutta and Miubasaltlie Goveiument rate of Exchange

Dllicers on leave on private affairs to the Provinces will he oi lowed to 
draw one half only of tlie consolidated salaries of their nppointkncuts fortkb' 
period such leave nas originally granted. Officers overstayinfi^ tibe .original 
leave, or obtaining an extension, will draw only the equivalent to tho'^lWi^Hientul 
pay and alKjwancos uflhcir rsink in tlie army of their Presidency fjtn^'the date 
of the cxpiiMtioii of their original leave of uhsencc. 

The sums so forfeited by absentees will in all cases be drawn by the officers 
a]ipoinled to act for such aKsentres in addition to the consolidated salary of the 
acting officer's own appointment, al wavs providing that the total sum drawn 
by the acting officer shall not exceed the full salary of the appointment in 
which he is acting ; any surplus will accrue to Government.

Au<j MENTATION. — Agrwably to instructions received from tlie Honorable 
' MRc’iJoiirt of Directors, on addition of 1 Lieutenant and l Kiisi<rii will be made 
to the establishment of each regiment of infantry, at all the Presidencies, from 
tlie 3d of October 1840. — G.O^G.G. 7th Septmoer 1840. 


Ratta. — 1. The Governor General of India in Council is pleased to publish 
for general information, the following extract, paras. (5 ami 7, of a letter from 
the Honorable the Court of Directors, dated the 20th December last, and t«) fix 
the 1st of iMay, proximo, as the date from which tlie orders therein eonvejed, 
are to have simultaneous effect at the three Presidencies : 

‘ Para. 6. We are of opinion, that one uniform principle ought to regulate 
the grant of field allowances at all the Presidencies. 

‘ 7. We have tlierefore resolved, that the European commissioned officers at 
all the Presidencies shall receive full hatta, when posted at any station exceed- 
ing two hundred miles of direct distance from the se.its of their resi»eclive 
GoveriJincuts, and half batta (when in garrison or cantonment) within tliat 
distnuee.’ 

2. The only cantonments occupied by Bengal troops at which the Jillow- 
ancos of officers will be affected by the rule now laid down, are Dlnapore, where 
full batta will iti future be gnuited, and Midnapore, Dacca, Bancoorah and Ja- 
inaulpore, w hich will become half batta stations. 

3. I'he officers at Dinaporo will be allowed the benefit of the new arrange- 
ment from the 1st proximo*, hut Midnapore, Dacca, Bancoorah and .lainiuil- 
pore are not to be oon.sidered half batta stations until the corps now occup}ing 
those posts shall have been relieved.

S iYticular occasion, you should be of opininn, tliat the continued service of any 
rigadier is indisiiensable to the public interests, you may continue him in the 
command until our decision on hia case shall be made known to you. Upon 
every such occasion you will furnish us irlth the reiiuisito infurmalion with the 
least practicable delay. 

2. This regulation is not to be applied retrospectively to the period which 
Brigadiers may have served as such prior to its announcement in General Or- 
ders ; but wo arc of opinion, 'that for every two } cars which they may then 
have served as Brigadiers, they should be considered as having served one year 
towards the roogaplIlliOQ of their tour under the new regulation.’—G'.O.G.O.

7. Selected charges may be exchanged between officers of the same corps, 
with the sanction of the commanding officer, or when their full price has been 
recovered by the Pav Master, may be sold to any otlicer of the same corpa 
entitled to a choice the sale in that case to stand in the place of such choice, 
and the seller to be allow'ed to select another chargor.

Horses whose age exceeds 12 years are not to be admitted to the ranks, but 
may be disposed <^f at the discretion of the owners or their representatives. 

14. In fiiture, as soon as the annual casting coramittecH have concluded 
their duties, returns are to be made by the Several brigades of borse artillery 
and rcgiinents of cavalry, showing the nnmlicr of horses vrauting to complete, 
as well as the number likely to be subsequently brought forward for the purpose 
of being oast, and containing a column ‘for officers’ chargers requU'cd.’ A 
number of colts selected at the several studs as fit for that purpose will be sent 
to each regiment, and such of them as may not be taken by ofUccrs, are to be 
placed in tbe ranks of the corps. 

16. The price of chargers selected by officers is to be realized from tbeir pay 

and allowances by Deputy Pay Masters, in four equal monthly deductions from 
Field Officers, Oajdains and Surgeons ; and in eight similar deductions from Sub- 
alterns, Assistant Surgeons, Riding Masters and Veterinary Surgeons. When an 
officer has occasion to select two horses, double time will be* allOMOd for payment, 
nud in all cases the deductions arc to commence with the first issue of pay after 
the date of selection. ^ 

IG. Should an officer die liefore the fbll pn(‘e of his selected charger has 
been recoveriMl, the horse, if reported by a cMunmittee fit iu all respects for the 
service, is to be received into the ranks, and the amount deducted will be re- 
funded by the Ih'puty Pay Master, to the legal representative of the deceased ; 
but, ifreported unfit for the service, the horse is to be sold under the orders of 
tlie coinmauding officer of the regiment; who, from the proceeds of the sale, 
will remit to the Deputy Pay Master the sum remaining due to Government, 
and |>ay the balance, if any, to the person entitled to receive it. 

17. When an officer has selected, and been put jn po$.<ie8sion of a charger, he, 
will immediately transmit, in duplicate, a descriptive roll of, and receipt for, the 
horse selected, to rhe commanding officer of the regiment, who having counter- 
signed them, and caused a transcript r>f tUem to be entered in a regimental book 
to be kept fnr^he purpose, w^H transmit one ropy to the Deputy Pay Master 
within whose payment the corps may be, and the other to the Military Auditor '

graphs of Go vernmeal General Orders No. 124, of the2(jth June U437, iudica- 
linp the parlies allowed a choice, he literally construed j and that nft oilicer be 
permitted tc) select a charger except ‘ on first joining a Cf)ri)s,’ or * on rejoining 
from furlough, or from staff employ,’ and that po officer be allowed to replace 
his selected chargor from the remounts, unless such clurger ‘ shall have died, 
* been killed in acthm, captured, stolen, shot* at tfic rccomtncndation of a station 
or * dctacliiuent committee, or reported by rnich a committee, unfit for fur- 
ther serv ice.* 

His Excellency is likewise pleased to determine, that the horses sent a» 
remounts from the several studs, shall continue to he considered as such until 
allotted to troops, and appropriated ; but which appropriation must not bo un- 
necessarily dclaye<L 

Quarterly rolls of horses selected by officers, prepared according to the form 
laid down in Government General Orders of the 3d February 1821, are to bo 
forwarded from corps to the Adjutant (general of the army, on the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1st of April, 1st of July, and Ist of October, of each year, in which all 
horses selected during the quarter are to l)e duly returned, with the date of their 
joining entered in the column left for remarks. 

These rolls to bo furnished commencing with the 1st of October 1837, and 
continued regularly to the present time. — O.O.C.C. I4th Noo. 1838.

With reference to Court’s orders to 
Madras, of 5th August 1834, (a copy 
of which was forwarded as applicable 
to -Bengal, in Court’s letter of 1 1th 
February 183.5) regarding the allow- 
ances of general officers on tin: staff, 
while absent from their divisions, on 
leave, submit a representation of the

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2. We have adverted upon this occasion to the proceeding which was taken 
by the local authorities cousequeut upon the brevet of August IBlO, when the 
Lieutenant Colonelcies of officers promoted to be Major Generals, and rendered 
thereby ineligible for regimental duties, were filled up in accordance with the 
practice of the Royal amry. 

3. Having again considered this subject, we have resolved to adhere to the 
pratice of her Majesty’s army in like cases, by which the number of field officers 
for regimental duties is maintained at the established strength. We accord- 
ingly desire, that the Major Generals holding the regimental rank of Lieute- 
nant Colonel be returned as supernumeraries in their respective corps, and that

8. Under the special circumstances in which local Major Generals are placed, 
we consent to their being considered as eligible to continue to reside In India, 
and to hold those brigade commands, which they would have held ^ hud their 
promotion not taken place, provided always that no interference be permittdl 
with the commands on the general staff allotted to the Major Generals or Rriga- 
dier Genonals and Brigadiers of the Queen’s and the Company’s forces respec- 
tively/— Cf\O.G.G. ^Ui March, 1838. 


Genkhal OFncEBS, No. 103 op 1840. — The Home Authorities having dis- 
approved of clauses 31 and 0, and of the 1st provision of clause 5, of the 
General Orders, No. 9 of 1840, dated the 20th of January last, the Right 
Honorable the Governor Ocueral of oiidia in Council, in obedience to the 
instructions of the Honorable the Court IT Directors, prr>mul|rales, for general 
information, the following revisedllTulcs or the employment in India of local 
Major Generals of Iler'^lujesty’s service : 

1. Local Major Generals of Her Majesty’s service arc eligible, under the 
appointment of Government, for employment as Brigadiers, where Queen’s 
troops are stationed, provided that snch appointment shall not interfere with 
the commands on the general staff allotted to Company V officers. 

2. The senior local Miyor Generals of the regiments at each Presidency are 
in preference to be so employed. 

3. The period for which local Major General* may retain brigade commands 
is not restricted to any number of years, but jlhey must vacate such commands 
on the departure of -their regiments from India! or from one Presidency to 
another. 

r * 4, Local Major Generals of Her Majesty's service, who prefer remaining 
in, (ndia* iu expectation of succeeding by seniority to bilgarle oomraands, may 
do so, selecting their residences with’in the Presidency in which thetr regiments 
are serving, and receiving the pay and full bat<a of their regimental rank. 

'fc i>, Tfoiugh local 4yor Generals of Her Majesty's service are pennitted to 
remain in India unemployed, they arc not precluded, from'retaining the com- 
mand of tbe^espective regiments, which thpy may, at their option, continue to 
exercise, premded tliero shall be no interference with the brigade or othcf com- 
mands allotted to Comp&ny's officers.— G.O.G.G. 29fA July 1840. . 


Gx:NEnAL OvPIC£RS asp $UP£RtNTENDIKO SlTROEONS, No. 77-'OF 1840. — 
The following paragraph of a military letter, No^ 6L dat^ 23d October 1839,

' * 7c Wc have to apprize yon, that General officers .on the staff appointed by 
us, and Superintending Surgeons returning to India to resume their mak, are 
not considered by us to be entitled to any portion of their staff alloM'anCcs for 
any earlier period than that of their arrival at the station at nrhich they may 
be appointed to serve.’

OnAVTS OR PURCHASK ’OP LANDS IK THE CoLONlES, No. 195 OP 1836.— The 
following paragraps of a military letter. No. 4, from the Honorable the (^urt 
of Directors, dated 1st June 1836, addressed to the Governor General of India 
in Council, together 'with a copy of the papers from the Colonial office, 
specifying the advantages which are given to naval and military officers settling 
in the Colonies of New South Wales, Van Dieman’s Land, and the new 
settlement of AVestern Australia, are published in General Orders : 

* Para. 1. Wc have been apprised that llis Majesty’s Govcminent are 
willing to extend to the retired officers of our army the oilvantages which are 
enjiijed by IJis Majesty’s officers, on their settlement in the Colonics of Western 
Austr.a]ia, New South Wales, and Van Dieman’s Land. 

2. We liiive gladly availed ourselves of this offered advantage, and we desire 
that you will take the necessary measures for making it known to those 
officers of the army on your establishment, who may, from time to time, retire 
from the nrrny under the regulations of the service. 

3. A copy of the ptapers from the Colonial x>fficc, specifying the advantages 
vAiieh are given to naval and military officers is herewith forwarded.* 

Coionial Office^ 15t/t August 1834. 

L Annexed is a statement of the regulations according to which, with 
such modifications as local circutnstanct^s may render necessary, lands bedong- 
ing to the t’rown are disposed of in the scvcnil British Colonics in North 
America, as well as a statement of the regulations in fbree in the Australian 
Colonies. 

2. Under tlu*se regulations military and naval officers cannot receive free 
grants of land ; but in buying land, they are allowed a remission of the pur> 
chase money, iwcordiug to the undermentioned scale : 

Field officers of 25 years’ service and upwards, in the whole £300 
Ditto 20 ditto ditto 250 

Ditto 15 ditto ditto 200 . 

(Captains of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole £200 

Ditto 15 ditto ditto 150 

Subalterns of SO years’ service and upwards, in the whole 150 

Ditto 7 , ditto ditto 100 

Regimental staff officers, and medical officers of the army and navy, will be < 
deemed to come within the benefit of this rule. 

S. Officers of the wmy and naiy, who propose to proceed to the Colonies 
in order to take a Ivuntagc of this indulgence, should provide themselves with " > 
certificates from the office of the General commanding in qhief, or of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admmdty showing that their emigration has been sanc^ 
tioned, and stating ex.*iotly their rank and length of service. No document 
fironi the office of tlie Secretary of State is necessary. 

4. Officers bn half pa3r» residiog in the Colony where ^cy propose to settle, 
may be admitted'to the privileges of military and naval settlers, without referring 
to this country for testimonials, .provided thev can satisfy the G^ernor, that 
there is no objection to their being Rltowed the indulgence, andthalKheir return 
of their rank and length of service is accurate, and provided, if they belong to 
the navy, that they produce their letter of leave or absence from the Admiralty, 

5. Military chaplains. Commissariat officers, and officers of any of the civil 
departments connected with the army, cannot be allow'ed any privileges on the 
subject of land. Pursers, ebaptains, midshipmen, w arrant officers of every 
descriptiem, and officers of . any of the civil departments connected widi the 
navy, must also be considered as nol qualified for those privileges. Although 
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inonil>ors of these^ classes may have been admitted foTmerly, and under a 
different state of circumstances, they must non' be excluded. 

(J. Gentlemen who liave cea-ied to belong to His Majesty’s service cannot be 
alIowc<I the advantages to which they -were entitled \rhilc in the army or navy. ' 

It is uot however proposed to affect by this rule o.^ficers who desire to quit the 
service for the express purpose of settling in the Colonies ; it is only required 
that when they resign their eornmissions/ they should apply for a certificate 
from the (General commanding in chief, or from the Lords Conimi'sioners of 
the Admiralty, that they do so, with the view of emigrating ; and such ceriifi* 
cate, if produced to the (ioverner of any Colony within one year from its date,' 
but not otherwise, will be a sufficient warrant for allowing the bearer the 
same advantages as officers still in His Majesty’s service. 

Officers who have sold out within the last twelve months preceding the date 
of this niemovuiidum, will be allowed tlie usual privileges, notwithstanding their 
want of the certificate remiired by these regulations, if they present themselves 
to ^ the Governor of the Colony within a year, from the prc\scnt date. And all 
offiefirs, who have already been recommended by the General commanding in 
chief, will be entitled to their privileges, without regard to any obstruction 
which might otherwise be oftered by the regiilar'ons now' established. 

7. Officers cannot be allowed advantages iu tire acquisition of land in any 
Colony, unless it be their intention to fix their re.sideiicc in that Colony, in 
order to ensnr** the observance of this rule, it has been determined tluit the titles 
to lands ohtaiui'd by offie(M*s who take advantage of the peculiar regulations 
existing in their favor, shall be withholden for a period sufficient to prove that 
they not have repaired to the Colony for the mere purpose of gaitiing pos- 
session of a portion of land and then departing. Tv»o years is the period fipr 
which it has been decided that the titles shall be k(!pt back : this delay will 
he sufficiegt f<»r the salutarv object in view', and will not coii.stitiite any serious 
inconvenience to the bona fide settler. 

8, By the annexed regulations for the disposal of Crown lands, it will be 
observed that the general sales w'iU take place periodically. But in order to 
prevent inconvcTiiencc to officers wh<i may arrive iu the intervals between tliose 
sale.«, and he d(‘.siron.s at once to obtain an allotment, the Governors 'of the 
Colonies are authorized to alloy/ officers to acquire at any lime, on payment of 
the upset price, l.mds, which have pre\iously been o'ffcrcd for sale at some 
general .sale, and not been bought. 

Officers w'ill thus be relieved from delay at the time of establishing them- 
selves in the Colony, They will also bo enabled by this arrangement, which, 
will permit them to obtain (heir land at a fixed price to cboo-*e, such a quantity 
ns slndl be exactly equivahmt to the amount of the remission to wliicb they are 
entitled, instead of being liable to be called upon to pay a balance, which must 
be the case if they hid for lands at a sale by auction.

in that banner. These portions of land will he advertized for sale .fbr three 
e-alendor months, and will then he sold to the hifshest bidder, provided that such 
bidding shall at least amount to (he price fixed by article 2. 

5, A deposit of .£10 per ceut. upon the whole value of the purchase must ho 
paid down at the time of ^ale, and the renrainder iiiiiKt be paid within one 
calendar mouth from the day of sale, previous to which the puix'hascr will not 
be put ill possession of the land, and in case of payment not being made within 
the prc'jcribrd periodt the sale will be considered void, and the deposit forfeited. 

0. On pit} ment of the money, a grant will be made in fee-simple to the 
purchaser, at the nominal quit-rent of a pe^ipcr corn. Previous to the 
delivery of such grunt, a fee of forty sluHings will be pa) able to the Colonial 
Secretary for in-cparidg the grant, and another tee of five shillings to the 
Registrar of the Suj»remo Court for curolliug it. 

7. Tlio land will generally be put up to sale in lots of one square mile, or 
C40 acres ; but smaller lots than 040 acres may under parllculHr circumstances, 
bq purchased, on making application to the Governor, in writing, with full expla* 
nations of the reasons fiir which the parties wish to purchase a smaller quantity. 

8. ’rhe Oown reserves to itself the right of making and eonstnicting .such 
road.s and bridges as may. be necessary for public purposes in all land purchased 
as above, and also to such iiidigenons timber, stone, and other materials, the 
produce of the laud, as may he required for making and keeping the said roads 
and bridges hi repair, and for any other public works. The Crown further 
reserves to itself all mines of precious metals. -

OnANTS on runcuAsi: of land in tud Colontks, No. 198 of 1837.^In 
continuation of General Orders No. 19.5, of the 5th October 1836, the following , 
paras, of a letter, wo, 8, from the Honorable the Court of Directors, in the Pah- 
iic Department, dated the ’28th June last, are published in General Orders : 

* Para. 1. In our letter,' the Military department, dated the 1st of Juno 
(No. ,4 of 1B36,) we inform^ you that .His late Majesty's Government h^d con- 
sented to extend to the retired ^cers of our army, the same advantages which 
were enjoyed by His IVIajesty’s officers settling in the colonics of Western 
Australia, South Wales, and Van Dieman’s Land. 

2. We have now to communicate the eoncession to retired (dj^rs of Onr 
naiy, of the^ame benefits to which officers of the same rank anMtandingin 
Her Majesty’s navy are entitled in those colonies ; and further, the extension of 
simila^rivileges to the members of both services settling in the British North 
American colonics. 

3. It is necc8.sary, however, to state, for the guidance of those who may he 
disposed to avail thcunselves of the last named privileges, tliat the leg^islature of 
LTpper Canada have in their last session passed an act for the legulauon of the 
system on which the crown iMdSiare disposed of. In New Brunswick aUo, a 
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bUI vas passed by the council and asselmbly for restraining the free grant o 
land, except in certain sjiecified cases, and although this bill vras pretented bl 
circumstances from becouiin;*' law during that sessleDt it is the belief of 
Majesty 'b coloniid authoiitics in this country, that a similar bill may, by thii 
tunc, have been again paseed and may have received the assent of th * Licate* 
nant Governor. 

4. Under these circnmstanccb, and in reibrence to the probahihty that the 
other North American colonies m tU follow the example of Upper Canada and 
New Brunswick, it has been suggested from the Colonial department, that il 
w ill bo necessary, in communicating the concession of the above named pns il 
ege to the officers of our ariuj aud navy, distinctly to explain to them, that 
their acquisition of land in North America, on the spcciflbd conditions, is al- 
together dependent on the measures which the legislatures of the respective pro- 
vinces ma> think proper to adopt on the general question, and that Her Majes- 
ty’s GoscrnmcDt con offer no guarantee fbr the permanency of the present 
system.’ — G.O.G,G, I6th S^ttemUr 1837.

Mr Lord, — With reference to your Lordship's despatch of the 29th March 
1837. No. 282. which grants to OtBcers of the jLxst India Company's Maritime 
Service the same advantages in the acquisition of land, in the Australian Colo- 
nies, as are allowed to Officers of the Royal Navy, I beg leave to report to your 
Lordship that the following ouestions have occurred in this Colony in settling 
tho claims of Officers under these Regulations, and to request your Lordship’s 
decision thereon. 

1st. Whether it he the intention of Her Majesty's Government to confine 
these advantages to the small body of East India Officers, who belong to what ia 
called the Bombay Marine, and who are supposed to be engaged in services, 
analogous to those of the lloval Navy, er to extend them to the whole body of 
officers lately engaged iu the East In^a Company's commercial service 
afloat. 

2ndly< In the latter case, the way in which the relative ranks of officers are 
to be settled, and whether an officer who majr have obtained the rank of Com- 
mander of an Iridiaman, is to date his serv'ices fWim the time of his first em- 
barkation, or from that of his being rated, either as a Mate or as a Command- 
er. 

3rdly. Whether Officers arc required to make their applications withtu any 
Uniitcd period froui the time of their quitting the service, as is the case with 
Military Officers in the Queen’s service, who are required, not only to shew that 
they left the Army for the purpose of becoming settlers, but also to arrive in 
the colony within a year from the time of their having parted with their 
coinniissu)n.s. 

The case on which these questions have arisen, is that of Captain Edward 
I^ambcrt Adams, who claims to rank as a Lieutenant Colonel from the time at 
which he was sworn in to the command of a vessel, namely, the 2d October 
1822, but who first went to sea on the 27th March 1815. 

, 1 should observe that Captain Adams has been allowed, subject, how'ever, to 
your Lordship's approval; a rethission of £250 being that of a Field Officer of 
moie than 20 but less than 25 years’ service. 

I enclose copies of the documents on which the claim of Captain Adams has 
been odmitted. 

Other claims of the tame nature, or from Officers of the same service, will, 
in all probability, be shortly received, and it is on this account that 1 am desir- 
ous of being honored with your Lordship's commands.

4.- Military Chaplains, Gommissariat Officers, and Officers of any of the 
Civil Departments coiomected with jthe Army, cannot be allowed any privileges 
in the acqnisUhm of Crown lahA Pursers, Chaplains, Midshipmen, Warrant 
Officers, of every descripfei(% and Officers of aiw of the Civil Departments con-

5. Gentlemen who have ceased to belong to Her Mi^estj’s smiee .e^not 
be allow’ed the advantages to which they were entitled whUe in the army OT 
navy.

Mt Lord, — In the concluding part of my dosp<itch. No. 62, of the 1st April 
last, 1 ,<>tated to your Lordship the course which I had then adopted with res- 
pect to the remission allowed in the purchase of land to military and naval 
officers settling in the Colony, and that, tinder the advice of the Executive C un- 
cil, it had been determined that all officers who might bona fide have left England 
on the faith of the rcgulatioos of the 15th August 1831, should be considered 
settlers under those regulations, and have the fhil henefit of them. 

I have now to rep rt to your lordship, that diirit ulties having arisen in 
deciding upon the claims of officers to be considered settlers under the old re- 
gulati'ins, 1 felt the necessity of laying down some definite rule upon the subject, 
an 1 that consequently it was Axed, with the advice < f the Execirivc Council, 
that all officers who left the United Kii.gdum before the 1st January 1839, 
should haW the full benefit of the regulations of the 15th August 1834, whilst 
those who’ might leave England on or after the same day, should be considered 
settlers under the regulations of the Ist August 1838. 

‘'’^As 1 have reason to believe that some officers who feel themselves aggrieved 
under this decision, have made representations on the subject to ihe Lo^ds 
of the Admiralty, or to the General l.Vuuinar.ding in Chief, 1 feel it right to ad- 
dress } 0 ur Tiordship more at length upon the subject, and particularly to explain 
the way in which officers are affected by the cliange in regulations. 

The* regulations of 1638 differ from those of 1834 solely by the omission of 
the 8th cluiise, or the cteufie by which officc^rs were allow’cd to take the amount 
of their remission money in land, at the upset price, and without competitions 
provided such, land had been previously exposed to sale at public auction, and, 
jnot bought. Under the old rcgulatiims, as under the new, the advantages held 
out to officers were estimated in nioney, and hot in land, and the price at 
which officers were allowed by clause if the old regulations to obtain 

land which had been exposed to aitetion; was n« t the fixed price of 5 sl but the 
upset price which cfiuld nevCT be less than 6a. per acre thrmgb it might very

gate quantity of land which had been put but not sold, came to be 

vpiy, considerable* but of this land, it was tint 4^bult for an officer having good 
means of infonnatioii, and allo^pg himsdlf etim^ieDt time fbr inquiry, to select 
jgilbrtioos worth considerably lii >re;ihan IMi/and by a local m^ulalion he was 
notconfined to the cx'aet qUanffty sufficient to absorb hi^ remi.<ision money, but 
was allowed to take at the same priie of 5 a. the eXcc^s that there might be in 
the lot or lots sel 'Cted hy him, over what his remission money would coyer. 
For example, a' Captain In the army entitled to a remission of £200, might 
aelcct two sections Of 640 aei^s each (one section not being sufficient to nhsiorb 
his remission money), ' The pric^ of these tW'v'ibctions of land at Ss. per aere 
would be £320,. he would,' tberefbre, in additioh to his remission money, have 
to pay one hundrad and i^enty piunda out of bio pocket ; the real value of the 
land ho'^ever, or what it wottfid feteb if again nut up at auction, might be, and 
perhaps generally was about sevhii a hURngs, it il therefore evident, that in ad* 
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dition to hU rcroission money, he must gain an advantage of two MiilRoga pev 
acre on the whole one thousand two hundred acres, or one hundred 
and twenty-eight pounds, making his real remission three hundnd and twenty- 
eight pounds, in lieu of two hundred pounds. In proportion to the rise in the* 
value of land, his advantage would of course he encreased, and if it were so to 
rise as to make the value of the land 12a per acre, the additional advantage would 
be 79. on each of the 1,280 acres, (or £428) and the real remission would of 
course be £628, in lieu of two hundred pounds. 

This statement will sufficiently explain to your Lordship the dissatisfaction 
with wjgch the new regulations have been received hy officers recently arrived 
in the Colony, Many of those officers have complained that they were not 
made a^are of the change before they left England, by any public notice, either 
from the Horse Guards or the Admiralty, but this omission (allowing it to have 
been such) is one f tr which I respectfully submit that this Government can be 
in no way responsible. 

It seeins to me extnMuely probable that the altered position in which offioiera 
are placed by the new fegulations, is not even known at the Horse Guards, as 
certificnri's aru still given to officers, in which the General Orders, issued to fbo 
army on the 2.1th August 1834, are quoted, although those officers come clearly 
under the regulations of the Ist Aujipk 1838. A copy of one of these 
certificates I enclose, in which the officer is stated to be about to proceed to New 
South Wales as a settler, under the General Order of the 25th August 1834, 
although he obtained his first coininission in the army subsequent to the new 
regulations of August 18.38^ 

1 beg to assure your Lordship, that I am always happy to see officers of the 
army or navy in the Colony, and am anxious to secure to them all the 
advantages intended for them by Her Maiesty's Government. At the same 
time I think it my duty to say, that although 'they certainly are now in a less 
iavorable position than they were, the real difference is that they henceforth 
will get only what was intended for them, whilst heretofore they got more.

IToits^s and Lands in Canton mbnts. — The Right Honorable the Avemor 
General of India in Council is pleased to rescind the various orders'^ now in 
force in this I^sidency, in regard to the occupation of ground, and the disposal 
of premises or buildings situated within the limits of military cantonments, and 
to substitute for them the following regnlation, which is to have effect from the 
date of its promulgation at the different stations of tku Bengal army : 

1. All. appllcauons fior unoccupied pound, for the purpose of being enclosed, 
built upon, or in any wav ap^opriated to private ^mrposes. such ground 
being within the limits or a militai^ cantonment, are, in the first instance, to 
be made to the commanding officer of the station, through the usual cliannel ; 
and in no case arc the boundaries of compounds to be changed, old roads closed, 
or new ones opened, without the sanction of the commanding officer. 

2. As the health and comfort of the troops are paramount considerations, to 
which all others must give way, the commanding officer will be held respon- 
sible, that no ground is occupied in any way calculated to be injurious to cither, 
or to the appearance of the cantonment ; and in forwarding any application for 
a grant, he u^ust certify that it is not objectionable in those or auy other respects. 

3. When no objection occurs, the application is to be forwarded, through the 
prescribed channel, by the eommandiug officer of the statioii^ to the Quarter 
Master General of the Army, who, if Uie Commander in Chief approves, will 
subshitlt for the orders of Government. 

4. All such applications are to be in the annexed form marked A. 

5. All grunts arc to be registered by th« officer of the Quarter Master 
General’s department attached to the ^vision, and at stations where no such 
officer may bo present, by the executive officer of public works, to whom also, in 
such cases, applications for ground are to be addressed ; and all grants arc to be 
immediately noted upon the plan of the cantonment in the Quarter Master 
General’s office. 

6. No ground will be granted except on the following conditions, which are 
to be subeccibed t^bj every grantee, as well as by those Co whom his grant 
m^ subsequently oe transfeir^ : 

Ist. The Government to retain tlm'|>ower of resumption, at any time, on 
giving Olio jnontirs notice, uid paying the value of such buildings os may 
have been authorized to be erected*' 

lid.. The ground being in every ease the prepay of Government cannot be 
eoiE by the grantee ; hut houses, or other thereon sitjj^nted may be 

transferred by one military or medical officer to another, without restriction, 
except in the case of rdiefr, when, if required, the terms of sale or transfbr are to 
be adjusted by a committee of arbitration. 

Hid. If the ground has been built upon, the buildings are not to be disposed 
of to any person, of whatever description, who does n(» belong to the army, 
untii the consent of the officer commandinfr tfie station shall have been previ- 
' ou^ obtained under his hand., 

IVth. When it is jproposed, with the conseili of the commanding officer, to 
transfer possession to a native, shonld the value of the house, buRdings, or pro- 
perty to be BO transferred excM 5,000 rupees, the sale must not be ejected 
until the sanction of Qovemmmit idudl have been obtained, through His Excel- 
lency the Copimander in Chief. 

7. All hoiues in a military cantonment, being the property of persons not 
belonging to the army, which may be deemed by the commanding officer of the

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station suitable from tbeir locality for the aecommodatioa of officers, shall be 
claimable for purchase, or for hire, at the option of the oirner ; in the fonner 
case at a valuation, and in the latter at a rent, to be fixed, in case of Uie partlCB 
disagreeing, by a committee of arbitration constituted as follows t 

8. The committee is to be composed of one civil officer, the principal one 
if practicable, at or in the vicinity of the station, the commanding officer of the 
cantonment and an officer bclonpng to the station to he named by the proprietor 
of the premises ; and their decision, whether relating to the terms of purchase or 
rent, is to be conclusive, unless it shall be reversed by Government, for whose or- 
ders the proceedings of the committee arc to be submitted, through His Excellen- 
cy the Commander in Chief, whenever the proprietor of the premises which they 
have valued is dissatisfied with their award. 

9. When the houses of the officers of one coros are to be transferred to those 

of another, as on the occasion of a relief, if a difference of opinion should arise 
as to the fair terms of the transfer, tlie price shall be fixed by a committee of 
arbitration constituted as in the last paragraph, but to which, in such cases, 
there is to be given an additional member, to be named by the intending pur- 
chaser. s > 

10. In this case there is to be no appeal, and the decision of the committee 
of arbitration is to be final.

of »1)sttfict8 of officers on otber tbaa their own Viy sSaafyft^t llirhiovement^' 
yet payment of such abetrecta is not so restricted* Ming <dMainahin Troa Jngr 
¥m Master, on application* and on producing the last pay eer^ifioato vt w 
fwn Pay Master. And as the Pay Master making the adyanee* Is fesferkled 
lh>m charging the abstract* he obtains reimbutsement by draft or credit ftofll 
the proper Pay Master. 

9. The object of restridting the entry of such abstracts to the proper P«y 
Master's disbun>emcnts* in whose circle the officer is placed, is to •■ncilitate \ 
check in the audit office, to prerent errors in passing aUos^anoes twice, and to 
combine and show all charges of each regiment in one place* instead of being 
scattered in many. But* althongh such be the object ibr which the- existing 
regulations were ftame^ yet as they do not produce any incony^enoc tp 
omcerb proceeding beyond tneir circle (payment as already shown being ob- 
tainable from any Pay Master*) I am not aware of any necessity of modifyi^ 
tbe existing regulations, nor Of making any bpectat nues for payments to 
cers en route to other stations. 

4. in the instance of Lieutenant Maclean* bronght to the notice of Govern- 
ment by the Adjutant General* it does not ap|^ that* that officer had either 
made application for payment of Ms abstract to any Pay Master* or that fas hod 
left inhtruotions with his own Pay Master to remit to him by dnSt, the amount 
of his forthcoming pay, at a sp^fied station. £tad he conformed to either of 
f tiiosc methods, the inconveniei^ which he represents to have experience^ in 
not being able to proceed on his journey ftom want of fonds* woidd not have 
occurred.— <7.0. C.C. 9th $eph )838.

9. The rules for famishing medical certi^ates, and for regnlating the fomtt 
and manner of drawing military allowances daring absence on leave, have becop 
laid down in General Orders in the military department. 

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave beyond sea, nnder 
medical certificate^ for the pornon of their civil salary which they are pennitted 
to draw by those rules, in like manner as is provided for civil servants proceed- 
ing to sea, on medie^ certificate. But it is hereby provided, that civil fdlow-

19. Under the authority of the provisions contained in the latter part of

Rank ani> PRScBi>cNCE.-^ln May last, a reference was submitted to His 
Excellency the Commander in Chief m>m a regimental suhaltem, complaining, 
that, by the manner in which the brevet rank of his brother subalterns was 
ruled to operate, an unjust portion of duty was thrown on him, and on the 
subalterns of the army who had not brevet comnussiona 
The complaint appeared to His Excellency well grounded], but as aome senimr 
officers, (fur whose opinions he justly entertained the highest respect,) diflered 
from him, he took time t<| inquire what was the general practice in Bengsil, and 
also in the armies of the other Presidenciea 
Much to his sur^irise, he has found that even in two adjoining divisions in 
Bengal, the practice is dissimilar, and be has found that in the Bombay army 
one rule prevails, and in the Madras army another. 

This ought not to be . but, the operation of the rank onght to be uniform in 
all the armies in India, where the large number of subaltens holding brevet 
rank, renders the point of material importance to the juniors. Its operation, 
regimentdlly, seems uniform ; and is consistent with the Israrticle of we XUL 
section of the articles of war, and the rule laid down in the latter, part of the 
4th paragraph, page 4, of the rules and regulations for Her Majesty’s army *, 
but the question is, bow it ought to operate on details for detachment duties, 
such as treasure escorts, and other duties well known to the armies in India. 

The Commander in Chief has been of opinion, that the grant of brevet rank 
was never intended to save any snboltera from the discharge of any duty, but 
that its object was this>; vix. when detachments from diffisrent corps are as- 
sembled for the performance of any general duty, a junior, whose superior 

S od fortune in his regiment has made him a Captain early in life, shall not 
ve precedence over his brother officer of longer standing m the army ; whose 
brevet rank shall then come into operation, and save him from supersession, by 
a juiUor. 

The Commander in Chief thinks this the only operation the brevet rank 
ought to have, or was intended to have: and he themore decides the appeal 
made to him from the 3d regiment of cavalry ecoordingly ; and directs that 
brevet rank shall not exempt subalterns from the discharge of ordinary de^ 
tachment duties Ihmi their regiments.

Government observe that, if the new retiring 
regulations were intended by the Court to be 
made 'applicable to any branch of the non- 
effective list, there is no person move deserving 
of benefits than this officer. 

— The Honourable the Court c-f Directors having, in a recent despatch, 
again expressed their anxious desire, that a competent knowledge of the native 
languages should be generally diffused among the olficiTs of their army, and 
having, at the same time, deemed it necessarv to prescribe, that a certain degree 
of proficiency in one or more of those languages be in future considered an 
indispensable qualification for staff eaiphiy, tlie Hight Honorable ihc Governor 
General of India in council, with the view of giving effect to t!ie wishes of the 
Honourable (?ourt, without prejudice of the just chiiiiis of the many in other 
respects highly qualified officers now in the service, is pleased to publish the 
following rules for general information : 

' I. No military officer, who is now iu the service, or who may enter it here- 
after, will he deemed qualified for, or eligible to, the commis*«»riat dc])aTtment, 
or the appointment of regimental Interpreter, unless he shall have passed the 
examination in the native languages, prescribed for eaiuUdales for the latter 
situation. 

II. No oflScer, who may enter the service hereafter, will he deemed eligible 
to any staff situation, (except a temporary one during actn.il service in the 
field,) or civil employ, until he shall have passed an examination in the hin- 
doostance language. 

III. Notwithstanding that officers now in the service are exempted from 
the restrictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it is to be distinctly 
understood, that a competent knowledge of hindooslance. though not in their 
case an indispensable qualification for the situations open to others on the con- 
dition of passing an examination in that language, will, as hitherto, be always 
considered to confer a strong additional claim to nomination to the staff.— (r.G. 
0.0. 9th January 1837. 

Staff. — The Honorable the Governor General directs, that the following 
rules be observed in fcgard to staff officers temimrarily withdrawn from their 
appointments, for the purpose of joining their regimeuls on field service :

— His Excel- 
lency the Uommaiider in (?hief, with the sanction of the Eight Honorable 
the (lovernoT (Jenor.il, is pleased to direct, that when troops are serving at 
stations situated within the limits of a ditferent rreddeney from their own, 
they arc; wlillo so employed, to be considered as subject to the orders of the 
loosd authorities ; the dates of commisoions deciding the relative positions of 
officers of the ditf-Tcnt armies. O.'ficers coiiimauding corps situated as above 
referred to, will however conform to the regulations of their own Presidency, 
in tr.ins/ni‘tiiig, for iiiformatioii, periodical reports and returns to the head 
(pnirters of the army to which tljcy more especially h-'lcng ; 'duplicates of 
which are to ho forwardjsl to the several authorities un»ler which tliey nmy be 
actually placed for the time. — G.O.C.C. 2UZ/i Noe, 1838. 


NOTES ON THE DUTIES OF OlVIi: AND MIUTAUVT OFFICERS 
IN RELATION TO EACH OTHER, 

(from the OaOERS AND REGULVTIONS OF THE ARafT COaiPlLED BY 
MR. JEPIl&ON.) 


HViCn limils of aulhoritt; arc in dispute between Cioil and MiUtary officers the 
SupteMC Count'd alone is competent to decide the matter. 


PROC’KSSKS OF CoiTRTS. 

Commanding officers are held responsible that protection is afforded to any 
officer of the Supreme Court wlm may apply for it to enable him to execute 
a warrant. All officers <»f the army are bound to obey stieli warrants ; to pre- 
vent any violence ensuing thereon, and to avoid excitmg or abetting any assault 
or iiiisehief to an olfieer of the court. 

(Commanding officers, and all under them, are also held responsible that no 
obstruction is offered to any civil officer in the execution of his duty, w'hetber 
acting under the orders of the Supreme Court or the Courts of A daw hit. 

All military officers are enjoined to aid and assist the officers of justice in the 
execution of their duty, and to avoid interfering with the measures of the 
civil power; contenting themselves, if any improper conduct occurs, with 
making a report of the circumstance to army head-quarters for submission to 
government. 

Military officers are required to afford every assistance in the execution oV 
any process issued from t*'e civil orerimin.il courts against persons under their 
orders, although such pioccss may be defective iu point of form ; l)ut they 
may report the matter for the information of the commander-in-chief. 

Liquor Shops. 

Commanding officers desirous of having litpor shops established in canton- 
ments, to prevent soldiers from stniying in the country in search of spirits, 
must apply to the collector of the district, who will grant a special licence for 
the purpose, the party receiving such licence to be under military control and 
autliority, as a C'luiip follower, and to be subject to such Cantonment rules, 
restricting the sale of liquor, as the Commanding officer may think fit ; but the 
daily (ax for the still, and the stomp duty for the licence, to he levied by the 
Collector, 
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Tolloct^^rs to be ^ynided by the recommendation of Commanding^ oflieors in 
granfin/^ lirences for the manufacture and t.ale of spirituous li(|uors in the 
vicinity of Cantonusents occupied by Earopoau troops. If a Collector should 
be of opinion that tin* disiaitcc at which the Commanding ofiiccr uishcs the 
hliop or still to be placed is unnecessarily great, and lihely thereby to injure 
the revenue derived from the sale <jr duties on spirits, he will represent the 
matter to the Commissioner for the Orders of Governiiieiit. Jjieeiices will be 
W'ithdravvn should it appear to Goverumeut that the establishment of shops or 
stills is likely to prove lujurious to European troops. 

Comniatidiiig otticers to enforce the rules regarding shops for the sale or 
manufacture of spirits established by General Orders ‘Mb. March 1S(»7. 

Spirituous li<[Uor8 not to be inamifaeturet' nor sohl ithin the limits of any 
military (’antoninent but under lieeiiees from CniUt tins, to he granted with 
the concurrence of i'otnmunding oflicers: >li<»til]ers and vetideis within sue]) 
limit arc on the same fouling, with reganl lo duties as those eNl.ihlished in 
other places. I’oUectors are authorised to apprehend persons charged u illi. and 
to issue search warrants for the preveiilioii uf, illicit sale and maniif.ieture of 
spirituous lirpiors ; applying however to ihe Commanding otlicer of the Canloii- 
incnt for assistance, which is to he fully accorded and ihe result of sucli search 
to be reported to him. 

No duty is levied on malt prepared, or malt liijuor hrevved, in Indiii ; nor is 
a license necessary for the sale of such lupior by wholesale . that is any iiiiun- 
titv above two gallons. 

’riie sale of liipior of any kind, either of foreign or country mauiifaelure, to 
Europenu Soldiers is prohibited vvitliout <Iue authority. Penal bonds, with siitliei- 
ent securities, to be exacted by Collectors from all persons wishing to estahli.sh 
themsclv'es in European Cautunuients, as venders of beer, wine, or spirits — 
the amount of sueli bonds to be determined by Conunanding Ofllecj's and 
(\jllectors, and to be forfeited to Government on pioof, before n Military 
Court, of breach of these orders. Venders of dry goods Iiaving liipiors for 
sale without ^furnishing the above securities, lo have a guard jilaeed over their 
premises and a report of the eireumsunce to he madi* to Head Quarters. 
Half yearly (himnii I lees to assemble in all European Cantonments ami report 
on ( lie sale of liquor to the Soldiers. i\»pics of the reports to he scut to tlie 
Adjutant General of the A nny. 

Military Pavsiknts. 

Collectors of Bevenue are expi*cted to furnish Superintendents of family 
money with half yearly statements of sums remitted through them, which 
remain unclaimed. 

Civil Offieitp* from whom Medical gentlemen draw their pay arc required to 
make the regulated monthly stoppages on account of the (.Irphan Fund. As- 
sistant Surgeons who have given up promotion not being compelled to sub- 
scribe to the fund, deductions are not to be made without their consent. 

Aid. 

' AH Civil ps well as military officers are enjoined to render due aid in for- 
, , wapting Bie transport of clothing and clothing stores, drawing bills on the 
of the 2ud Division of Army clothing for any expcn.scs incurred by 
• ’ on that account. 

' TTiij assistance of the civil authorities, in obtaining supplies, or hiring car- 
riage, boatii &c. not to be applied for by officers of the Commissari.Ht Depart- 
. 'iiient, except in the most urgent cases. 

Magistrates possess no power by the regulations to compel labourers to work. 

1>uring the military operations again^ the Uurmese, Zillah and city Magis- 
trates and Collectors were apprized that a strict observ ance of the rules which 
guide the eivil authorities in times of peace, couhlnot.be allowed to interfere 
with the prompt and expeditious moveiiicnt of troops, stones, or sup[)lies ; but 
that no unnecessary hai^ship should be iiitliotcd on individuals, and a liberal 
compii’nsation was to be wade in every instance in which an unusual exercise 
of nuthurity was re<iuircd. 
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Catirtacse: and Heoariks. 

Carriage is not supplied by civil officers to corps moving in the course of re- 
lief except on regular indents, countersigned by eoinmanding officers thereof-— 
it is to be hired to a convenient stage in the adjoining district, beyond which it 
is not to be taken if a relief ran be furnished -Collectors to send forward 
copies of the indents, so tliat others in the line of route may be prepared with 
reliefs — rates of hire to be fixed, and tleiunrnigc <jr half hire to cantonmexits 
to be tried by Collectors, and charged n> (Jovernnu-nt, in contingent bills. 

Officers or other persons travelling through the Company’s territories, and 
in need of carriage, are entitled to appl> to the nearest local officer of police 
to aid them, who Mill do so, provided the description of carriage re<|uired, can 
be obtained within his jurisdiction, for hire, and the carts, cattle, or persons so 
sujiplied must bo paiil for in advance, if recjnired, and pcruiitte<l to return from 
the first police station in the next Zillab, unless a voluntary •■ngagement to the 
coutrarv lias been inuuc. IVdice olhcers who compel ]>ersons not accustomed 
to serve as coolies, b(*arers or boatmen, to act as such, or who i>npply trav'cllers 
with carts or Inilloelvs Kept only for private use or purposes of agriculture, will 
subject tlieuipelves to ilismissii. 

The iira<*tice of pressing the inhabitants of towns or villages and compelling 
them to act as liegarics or coolies, or using threats or menaces to obtain tlio 
fcrviees of such persons, is strictly prohibited. Military officers to refrain from 
.seeking the aid of the authorities for such purpose, and the latter arc to refuse 
it if application should be made. The offeror payment of any sum of money, 
byway of eonipens.itioii, to persons compelled to serve as beguries or coolies, 
will not justify a breach of tliese orders, which are <if eiptal force beyond the 
limits of the Company’s territory, blit do not affect the rules for the supply of 
porters, in the inomUaiiMus districts on the north- western fixmlier. 

M.igistrates and i 'olleetorx of districts on the banks of the Hooglily and 
(ianges to alfonl assistance in forwarding tlcels of boats employed in the public 
service, and to provide for the wants of the people attaelierl to, or troops em- 
burked on, them. Officers and eoiulnctors in charge of fleets to give notice of 
their approach and wants, in the manner prescribed for detnehiiients proceeding 
by l.iud, anil Magistrates to report the mmies of officers or others proceeding by 
water who resort to forcible measures to obtain boatmen or supplies, or permit 
any violence or injury to be done by those under them. 

Cjvj mans’ Duties in Regard to Soldiery. 

^ Magistriites are ret|uired (o assist in the apprehension of any Kiiropean Hri- 
tish subject attached to the army, and amenable to trial by court martial, who 
may be charged with offences of a criminal nature. If tiie otfeuee charged 
should have been eoininittcd at a greater distance from raleuifu than 12(> miles, 
the prisoners are to In; ilelivered up to Commanding Officers, to be proceeded 
against according to 'Military Law. Magi.strate.H are jirohihited from receiving 
or inipiiring into eriniinal charges of the nature described in See. 2 statute 4 
Ceo. 4 Chap. 81 , ag^ull^t Rrilish Officers, .soldiers, or followers, who may have 
already been tried by (Vmrts Martial. 1’he attendance of witnesses not subject 
to Military Law, and » hose evidence may lie required at (Courts Martial, to bo 
enforced by Magistrates on warr.ints being addressed to them by Deputy Judge 
Advocates or officers appointed so act. 

Applications from commanding officers to magi'^trates for the jiurpose of as. 
ccrtaliiing the propriety of retaining men in the .service after conviction for of- 
fences ill civil courts, to meet with due attention. 

Officers Commanding station.s from which escorts are furnished, pcriodicfdly 
to Residents or Political Agents, will consider it their duty to meet the wishes 
of those functionaries for the uninterrupted employment of any Regimental 
officer who has served three years with his corps," to command the guard or 
escort, whilst the Regiment remains at the station from which the detachment 
, is given. 

Magistrates Tequiriiij^ the aid of regular troops for the apprehension of pub- 
lic offenders, or the mnintcnence of the peace, to state to commanding officers 
circumstantially in writing, the nature of the service to be performed, but not 
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to interfm with the formation, strength, or /allotment of the detachment, the 
respoiiMibility on those points resting «ith^ the commanding officers, and that 
of calling in the aid of troops with the Magistnites. Commanding officers can- 
not exercise any discretion in granting or withholding military supports when 
called for under the above oireumstances. 

Similar rules arc to bo observed bv Civil Officers requiring porinament 
guards fioiu Regiments of the line, for the protection of public treasures, stores, 
or other property ; and likewise with respect to temporary escorts, whether fijf 
treasure or other purposes ; hut in any of these cases conimandmg officers are 
at liberty, if they deem proper, to delay compliance with such requisitions and 
to refer them to the i'ommandcr-in-Chief, tor the information and order of 
Government. 

Guards, detachments, or escorts required by the Magistrates or other Civil 
officers of Calcutta and its vicinity, must be applied for to the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council, through the usital channel fur conducting their public cor- 
respondence. 

Guards, not personal, furnished under the preceding rules are not to be em- 
ployed on any other duty than that for which they \\ere Kpeclfieally granted ; 
they are to he relieved periodically uc'cording to the diblnnd'e at which they are 
placed from their corps or station, and the\ are to be visiU'd by rooniKindiiig 
officers or by field or other officers on public duty, who are authnrized to report 
their observations on (he number of sentries, the streugih of tlic guards with 
refenmee to the duty to he performed, the nature and condition of the bullilings, 
and the degree of security in which prisoners, treasure, or stores, may he 
placed. Commanding officers are to communicate with the civil authorities on 
these subjects, as circumstances may appear to require. 

The employment of detach meuts of regular troops sent out in aid of the 
civil authorities, is not to be regulated by Tbannadars or Police Darogahs. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Sales, purchases, or transfers of any description of privajie property, exceed- 
ing 4he value of .5,000 Us. between civil or military officers and princes, chiefs, 
or other natives of rank and opulence, not to be ejected without the sanction 
of (fovernment. 

Visits to, or cnminunicatious with, native princes or chiefc, or their vakeels, 
are likewise prohibited, except through the medium of the political agents 
attached to their courts. 

The acceptance by civil or military officers of Nujtzers of any description 
from natives, is contrary to the llcgulations of Government. 

Cantonment lands intended for the exeietsc of troops, are not to be brought 
under cultivation, whether the station be within or bc} tmd the Rrilish frontier. 


Msmoranuuh Relative to the Promotion, Posting and Transfer of 
.% Young Officers. 

Gadets of engineers, artillery, cavalry and infantry, Brecon their arrlyM in 
"*'^^1hiidUklMiovittcd into the service and promoted to the rank of 2d Lieutenant, 
^ if ’Cdinm and Ensign, whether there be vacancies for them or not. They are then 
^ by the commander in chief to do duty with corps ; 2d Lieutenants 

" ' the .sappers and miners. Comets and Ensigns with such regi- 

ca^iglry and infantry as they may choose, which is made known to 
{^adjutant general by the superintendent of cadets, under whose orders they 
*lirc‘placed, until their departure to join regiments in tlie ITpper Pi'ovinces. 2d 
> Xi^tenants of artillery Join the head-quarters of the regimeut at Dum-i>iim 
'Wmmi fiirther orders than those from the Commandant. 

' On the receipt of the list from the Court of Directors, shewing their class and 
standing, rank is assigned to the young officers, in general orders, so as to pre- 
serve their relative position, as shewn by tlie Court's list ; afrer which the 
cqnict4 and ensigns are finally posted to regiments baring vacancies, agreeably 
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to the standing of Majors in the line, so as to giye them every advantage to- 
wards future promotion. 

Cornets and Ensigns are removed from one regiment to another if vacenoies 
exist, but not without application on their part, and they can only enter a new 
regiment as the juniors of their rank. Seniority is allowed the advantage when 
two or more apply for transfer to the same regiment. 

The first duty of a cadet on landing in India is, to report himself iu persem 
at the Town Major's oflice, and to make over the parchment certificate of his 
admission to the service, which he received at ^he India House. The Town 
Major certifies on the back of this document the date of the young officer’s ar- 
rival, and forwards it to the Adjutant General, by whom it is submitted to go- 
vernment. The cadet next reports himself to the superintendent, who j)rovide8 
him with quarters in the government ; draws his pay, and looks to his dress- 
ing, unless the cadet hns friends in town and may wish to reside with them» 
which is always acceded to. 


Cadets and Rank. — Th<^following paragraph of a military letter, No. 62, 
from the Honorable the Court of Directors, to the Governor of the l^esidency 
of Fort William iu Bengal, dated tho 12tli October is published for 
general information : 

‘In our military letter of 17th April 1816, (paragraphs 
^ ^ direetc-d that ‘ the first arrival at your Presidency 
^ of the artillery C’adcts, educated at Addiscombe in any one 

season, shall decide ilie iioriod from which the arrival of the engineer Cadets of 
the same season, also ediicutcd at Aadiscombe, shall be supposed to have taken 
place, bad they not been detained in England by iis.* The principle of this 
regulation is equally or rather more strongly applicable with reference to the 
Cadets appointed to the lii^e, after having been ednented at Addiscombe, we 
therefore desire, that it may bo applied both prmtpcctivcly and retrospectively, 
so a-s to ensure to the whole of*lhe <\ulcts parsing at Addm^ombe, whether for 
the engineers, the artillery, or the line, seniority in army rank when first com- 
missioned, corresponding with their relative rank when reported qualified at 
the seminary.’--(r.O.Cr.G.C. 20lli March 1837. 


Cadets. — The Honorable the President in Council is pleased to direct, that 
the following paragraphs of a military letter from the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, to the Bengal Government, No. 72, dated 30th August 1837, and its 
enclosures, be published iu General Orders : 

Para. 1. Wc forward, for j’fiur information, the copy of a resolution adopt- 
ed by ns on the .30th November 1836, for granting honorary certificates of 
diligence and good conduct to those gentlemen Cadets at. the military seminary, 
who, although they may have been unsuccessful in obtaining engineer appoint- 
ments, may yet bo considered as meriting some testimony of approbation,' W 
their exertions in study and regularity of behaviour whilst at the institution. 

2. We have now to infonn you, that at the public examination’ which was 
held at the military seminary on the 12th June last, Messrs. Henry Lewis and 
Robert Christie were found t<i have rendered themselves worthy of the distinc- 
tion of receiving the honorary certificate, which was presented to them in our 
name accordingly. 

3. In conformity with the last part of onr resolution of the 30tb November'^ 
1836, we forward, for your observation, and also for publication in General 
Orders, a copy of the report of Major General .Sir A. Dickson, on the merits of 
Messrs. Lewis and Christie, who were selected for tlie artillery, and stationed 
to yo'nr Presidency, but Christie has since been allowed to resign that 
branch of the service for a cavalry appointment.

Aesolved— That this Court entirely ednenr in the propriety and expediency 
of the suggestions, which are offered in the letter from Colonel Sir Ahtx^j^der

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of taJeot at the militafy seminary, to penerere in the diligent atndy of the 
various branches of science pursuM at tnat institution. 

That as, from, the want of vacancies in the scientific corps, there is not at the 
present period sufiicient object for emulation, it is desirable, as an incitement 
to increased application on the part of the Gentlemen Cadets, to grant honorary 
certificates of diligence and good conduct to those who, although they may have 
been unsuccessful in attaining ciigineer appointments, may be considered to 
merit some testimony of approbation for their exertion in study and regularity 
of behaviour while at the instilhtion. 

That honorary certificates be accordingly granted to such Cadets appointed 
tb the artillery and infantry, as may have attained to the required standard of 
qualification, by the fulfilment of the following conditious, which shall be 
deemed requisite to render a Cadet eligible thereto ; viz. 

In Mathemaficg — To have gone through the coarse to the end of Fluxions. 

„ Fortijication — To have completed the course. 

„ Military drawing — The surveys to be well and correctly finished, and to 
have Attained a fair proficiency in militai^ drawing. 

„ Civil drawing — To have observed unremitting diligence and industry, 
Hindoostani — To be able to read and translate at the public examination. 

” observed every diligence and industry in these branches. 

„ Character — To have borne in the reports generally a character of diligence 
and good conduct. 

That the Gentlemen Cadets obtaining these certificates, (which are to be cn- 
mved in a suitable manner) be allowed the privilege of selecting the Presv- 
dency to which they shall be posted, and that their names, with a siiitablc 
statement of their merits, be communicated by the Court, for the observation 
of the Local Governments, and also for publication in General Orders to the 
anny.

Cadet's Promotion, Rewovai.. — The Honorable the President in Council is 
pleased to direct, that the following extract (paras. 2 to 6) of a military letter, 
nom the Honorable the Court of Directors, No. 59, dated 9th August 1837, be 
published in General Orders : 

* Pasa. 2. It is our wish and desire, that regimental rise should, ip every 
case, be brought into full operation at the earliest practicable period gfter the 
-.arrival of the Cadet at the Presidency for which he is appoint^. 

.fi. Vfith this view the lists of rank of Cadets are forwarded by the first op- 
.jpo^nity after they can be finally arranged, and upon an average no Cadet has 
|j^ more than two or three months in India before you are apprized of the 
’qider in .srhidi be stands for succession to a regimental vacancy. If there be 
raen a vi^ncy, and he stand first of the unposted Cadets, be should be imme- 
diately oj^polnted to fill it, so that his participation in the chances of regiment- 
al rise may at once commence. 

i 4. The supply of Cadets being duly apportioned to the wants of the ser- 
vice, it will seldom happen, if the above rule be carefiilly acted upon, that any 
one regiment has^more than one vacancy at a time, and consequently that, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, no necessity will arise for the transfer Comets or 
Bnsigns one regiment to another. 
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5. Should cases arise hereafter, in which there are two or more ▼acancies in 
any one regiment, whilst other regiments of the same arm are complete, we 
concur in opinion with the Commander in Chief, that the senior Comet or En- 
sign who would gain one step by removal, should, if he desire it, be granted 
that advantage. 

6. No Cornet or Ensign is removable for purposes of promotion, except at his 
own request, and as there are difficulties in the way of ascertaining the wishes 
of individuals in this respect at the time when the contingency arises, we desire 
that it be established as a regulation, that every Cornet or Ensign, who may 
wish to be removed to any corps, by removal to which he would gain one or 
more steps, shall notify his wish to that effect to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, within one month ftom the date of his being first posted. Should he 
afterwards desire to alter this determination, he may notify the same to the 
Adjutant General. The Coiuuiander-in-Chief will thus at all times be in 
possession of the necessary information to enable him to equalize the number 
of Cornets or Ensigns in each corps, with due atiention to the interests of all 
concerned.* — G.O.P.C. 29Ui^J)ecemb^ 1837.

PROMOTION IN THE HON'BLE COMPANY'S ARMY. 


Cadets are promoted to the rank of 2d Lieutenant, Comet, or Ensign on their 
arrival at the Presidency U> which they have been appointed— their dates of 
commission and relative rank are afterwards adjusted, according to their stand- 
ing on the lists sent out by the Court of Dimetors. 

Promotion goes on regimentally and by seniority to the rank of Major, be- 
yond which it is regulated, iu each brancii of the service, according to ^tes 
of commissions. 

There is no rank in the Company's army higher than that of Colonel, ex- 
cept brevet from the Crown. When granted for distinguished services, 
seniority is not considered ; otherwise the brevets are bestowed according to 
army rank and without reference to the arm of the service to whicli 
officers belong. The rank of Captain by brevet is granted by Government 
to all Subalterns who have served 15 years, reckoning from the date of their 
first commission. Brevet rank does not bring with it any increase of pay. 

Gentlemen sent out for the Medical Service ere appointed Assbtant Surgeons, 
and have rank assigned to them under the same rule as Cadets, 

Promotions in the Medical Service are also made according to seniority ; but 
Assistant Surgeons or Surgeons holding Civil appointments and preferring them 
to the Military line of the service, are permitted to forego promotion, w£i^ if 
once declined in any grade open to them, cannot aAeryraids be claim^

RETIREMENT FROM THE HON’BLE COMPANY'S ARMY. 


Retirement. — 1. Retired Officers, permitted to reside and receive their Pen- 
sions in India, dra^ them at the rate at which they are payable in Enj^land. 

2. In lieu of the former system of pernatting them to retire in India on 
half-pay, which is prohibited, Officers whose health requires them to return to 
Europe, will be granted a Pension on :‘ctiremcnt, on satisfying the ('oiirt at 
the close of their furlough that their Health will not permit of their continuing 
to serve in India. 

.1. Arrangements which the Junior Officers of a Regiment may mahe, for 
adding to the comforts of a Senior Oilicer, on his retirement from the service 
upon the pension, are not interfered with. 

4. 'I'ho regulation of 1798, requiring Officers njvon retirement to make 
oath, thyt they have received no peciinhiiy consideration for quitting the Ser- 
vice, has not been enforced in cases of retirement in England, during a period 
of forty years. It was established chiefly upon linaneial grounds, to prevent 
an unreasonable load of pensions. This presumed necessity for the rule haa 
however not yet been felt ; on the contrary, additional facilities have been re- 
quired, and given, for enabling Officers to retire upon full pay, and Officers 
TCtlring will not be called upon to make the declaration, unless the financial 
necessity icferred to ^of which due notice will he given) shall be realized. 

5. Every Officer having served 2,'t years, may retire on the pay of Captain, 
or having sovveih27 years., on the pay of Major, or having served 31 years, on 
the pay of a l.ieiUenam Colonel, or having served .3/) years, on the pay of Colo- 
nel, whether he shall have attaiiujd the relative rink or not, and in each case 
including in the terms ahovu assigned a furlough of ;j years. This change is 
not to prejudice any claims arising out of the previous retiring regulations. 

6. All Officers on furlough wishing to Tetii*e, and declaring such to he their 
' intention within 12 months after arrival in England, may retire on the pay of the 

rank they then hold; or, having completed the required period of actual resi- 
dence, they may retire on full pay of their rank vlirectly on leaving India. 

7. Officers retiring while on furlough are considered to have retired from 
date of application or from the expiration of 2 V years from tho commencement 
‘of their iiirlongh, whichever happens first. 

8. — Medical Offic<>rs are permitted to retire from the service on tlie pay of 
their rank after serving not less than 20 years including one furlough of 3 
years or after 17 years actual service in Imlia. 

9. Having served 20 years in India, including a three years’ furlough. Mem- 
bers of the Medical Boai^ and Superintending Surgeons, who have been two 
years in those situations, are allowed to retire from the service on pensions of 
jEOOO and £300 per annum respectively ; or having served five years therein on 
pensions of .£700 and £3()5 per annum respectively. Compelled, by ^certified 
sickness, to return to Europe at any time prior to completion of two years, arc 

‘ xtaveilhdess entitled, on retirement, to full pcn.sion fixed for that period of ser- 
vice ; andf if ao compelled after 3 years’ service iu those situations to return to 
X and retire, to the full pensions of £700 and £365 per annum respeetive-

, 10, A, Veterinary Surgeon after having served 20 years, including a ftir- 

lough of three, is allowed to retire on 7. shillings per diem ; after 13 years, in- 
cluding a furlough of three, he is allowed to retire on 5s. 6r/. per diem ; or after 
C years’ actual service in India; on 3 shillings per dtem ; provided in the ' two 
^tter cases, the state of bis health does not permit him to continue his service 
iu India. Period of service commences from date of landing at the Presidency 
to which he is appointed. 

, A. certificate signed by the Military Accoontant is given to each retirbg 
^cer, stating to what tone he has received Indian pay jfd allowances. 
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Duplicates of the above certificates will be forwarded by* the shijM where- 
on the officers einbark, and triplicates in the next ships. 

No officer will be permitted to retire without production of a certificate 
that there are no demands against him. 

No advance will be made in India on account of pay to any retiring offi- 
cer after he quits India, or to any one qn his account. 

No retired officer will be allowed his pay at home without furnishing 
the required certificate, or, if lost, without an affidavit stating that he did re- 
ceive sucii in India, but has lost the same. 

On arrival in England each retiring officer shall acquaint the Court with 
the permission granted to him for that purpose in India, aud enclose the ne- 
cessary certificates. 

The Retiring pay commences from date of last receiving Indian pay, 
and is issuable half yearly at Midsummer and Christmas ; at which periods 
every retired officer, either personally or by Attorney — in which latter case he 
will ])Toduce a certificate of his existence, signed by the Minister and Church 
AVardens, or Magistrate of tile Town at or near which he resides —will trans- 
mit to the auditor of Indian Accompts a bill in the following form :

To the amount of six laonMv' pay as (Jiere insert rank) retired from service on the 

Bengal Estahlishmenl^from to 

(Signed) A. B. 

After the certificates are found correct by the Auditor, six months’ pay 
will be isaued to the officers, or their Attornies, at the same rate of exchange 
as furlough pay, viz. 23 Gd. per sonant rupee. 

On the decease of any relirc<l officer his pay, up to the time of his death, 
will be issued to his legal rc|iresetitativc, on production of a similar certificate to 
that renuired in the case of an officer dying when on furlough. — See para. 21, 
Furlough. 

Personal appearance, on any occasion of an officer for the purpose of 
drawing his furlough or retired pay, cancels the power of Attorney which he 
may have previously granted, and, in future, he will be obliged either to draw 
his pay liiiiusclf or to grant a new power of Attorney for that purpose. 

11. Officers compelled to <]uit the service by wounds rcceiv^ in action, or hy 
ill health contracted on duty after 3 yean service in India may retire on the 
half pay of their rank, on producing the usual certificates that their health will 
not permit them to serve in India. 

12. In all such cases of retirement from ill health, certificates must be fiir- 
nished that the necessity for the same prod^ed.v IVoni real inability longer to 
serve in India, aud not from any private cause which would render the above 
public provision unnece.ssary. 

13. Chaplains after 18 years’ service in India, including one furlough of 
three years, are allowed to retire on the pay of Lieutenant Colonel ; after 10 
years, if compelled by ill health to quit the service, on the half pay of that 
rank, and after 7 years on the half pay of Major.

RULES UNDER WHICH STAFF, CIVIL. AND POLITICAL 
APPOINTMENTS ARE VACATED. 


Officers holding Staff appointments or other permanent public employment, 
may retain the same on promotion to superior rank subject to the following 
limitations : 


To be vacated on promotion to the rank of Major General. 

Secretary to Government in Military Department. Adjutant General, Quarter 
Master General, Commissary General, Military Auditor General, Surveyor 
General, Judge Advocate General, Coiuoundauts of Subsidiary or Field Forces, 
Districts or Garrisons. 

To he vacated on promotion to the rank of Major General and Regimental Colonel 
being in the receipt oj Uff-lteckonings. 

Chief commands in the Armies of Natives Allied Powers, Town and Fort 
Majors, Deputy Secretary to Government Military Department, Deputy Adju-

No appointment or public employ, not inclndeil above, to 'which a Military 
Ofiicer is eligible, cau be retained after promotion to the rank ■)f Regimental 
Captain, except professional offices in tbe Corps of Engineers, which are not 
limited under the rank of acting Chief Engineer. 

When Officers unite a Military Command with a Political sitnation, the dis- 
qualification for the former \viU have effect only on reaching the grade assig- 
ned as a limitation for the latter. 

.Colonels holding offices, 'which cannot be held by them as Ocneral Officers, 
if eligible by seniority to divisional commands, have the option of retaining 
their appointments, or succeeding to the command of divisions as Rrigadler 
Generals ; if they prefer the former, the latter will not afterwards be open to 
them, except in special cases to be determined by Government, and reported to 
the (.^)urt of Directors for their approbation and sanction. 

The same principle will Ik* applied in the case of senior Brigadiers, waiving 
their right to succeed to Divisional Commands if they prefer remaining as Bri- 
gadiers, the superior appointment of Brigadier General will not be open to them 
except ill special cases. 

In the event of their being in India supernumerary Major Generals in the 
Company’s service, an Officer of that rank need not vacate any office or staff 
appointment which he may possess until it actually comes to his turn to accept 
or decline any Divisional Command, when the same rule will apply to him as 
is now directed to be applied to Colonels holding staff appointments. 


RULES UNDER WIIICTT OFFICERS MAY BE WITHDRAWN FROM 
REGIMENTS FOR STAFF EMPLOY. 


The number of officers allowed to be absent from each corps of the line, 
cavalry or infantry, on staff or other permanent public employ, is restricted to 
four of w'liich no more than two are to he captains ; w hen two captains are as 
above described absent from a corps, the senior subaltern if also holding a 
detached staff situation will upon promotioiuhave to vacate. But if either 
absentee captain bo only officiating as a staff in such case he and not the 

newly promoted officer will have to rejoin nis regiment. An officer who, 
under these circumstances, vacates his staff appointment may be reappointed 
thereto, on cessation of the cause which led to bis removal. 

Wounded officers are eligible for staff situations without reference to the 
number absent from their corps ; but is not intended hereby to give any per- 
manent increase for staff employ to such regiments from which, as situations 
lapse, the number will be reduced to that allowed for all other corps or to four. 

No officer transferred from one regiment to another is eligible for a civil or 
staff appointment although otherwise qualified, until he has served two years in 
the corps to which he has been transferred. 

It is not intended that these restrictions should apply to sneh staff situations 
as are requisite on the assembly of an army for service, or of troops, for any 
special purpose ; in all which cases, officers to fill the brigade, detachment, or 
other local and temporary staff appointments, may be drawn from the corps 
employed, notwithstanding the provisions of existing orders as to the numlwr 
and rank of absentees. 

The appointments of brigade m^ors, fort cantonment and line adjutants, 'will 
in future be held b^ officers of the corps serving in the brigade, garrison or 
cantonment respectively, and terminate with the departure thence of the cor^ 
from which officers may be selected for such employ. The staff absentee 
reg^olation docs not therefore apply to these situations, nor is the present pro- 
vision intended to affect incumbents.

SECTION IlL 


Benefits dcrivahJr /torn tfu Bengal Military Fund, 

Art. 13. The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold, 

1st. Such as are gmntcd by the regulations to sutocribers while living. 

2d. Such as are granted to widow s of dei eased subscribers. 

Art. 1G. The benefit granted to subscribers while alive, arc considered per- 
sonal, and subject to the decision of the Direolors for the time being, who will 
be guided in their decision on each claim by the regulations of the fund, except 
-when they have re.i’^onto entertain doubts with rc?(n*et to any such claim j it 
will in such caser, he tin ir duty to call for further information from the claim- 
ant : and if this information should not to satisfiictory to the Directors, they are 
authorized to withhold the payment of the claim. 

Art. 17. A subscriber of whatever rank -who may proceed to Europe on 
sick certificate, and who may not be allowed passage-rnoney from. Government, 
shall to authori/cd to apply to the Alilitvy Fund for the sum of rupees J, 507*9-1 
to defray that expence, provided his appticatiou shall be accompanied by a 
sincere and solnmn deckiration that he does not possess the sum of rupees 5,000, 
or property of any description to that amount ; and also shall he entitled cm his 
return to India to receive from the ogents in England, the sum regulated for the 
outward passage,* on tl.o production of a similar declaration. 

Art. 18. A subscriber so prooeediug to Ebglaqd on sick certificate, shall be 
authorized to opply for the furib> r sum of rupe^ s throe houdred for his ^uip- 
ment, his 'applicaUan being accompanied by a solemn dud sincere declaration of 
his not being possessed of the sura of rupees 8,0U0, or property of any descrip- 
tion to that amount t but no allowance wul in any cade to idade for equipuumt 
to a subscriber reluming to India.

It having, however, been deemed necessary to set limits to the 
claims for gratuitous passage money, equipment allowance, and income to sub- 
scribers proceeding to England on sick certificate, no snbscriber shall con- 
sequently be entitl^ to this indulgence more than once in eight years, reckon- 
ing from the renewal of Indian subscription. 

Art. 21. Subscribers proceeding to England from any place not under the 
presidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal benefits which have been 
above enumerated, provided they shall have complied with the local regulations, 
and shall make immediate communication of the circumstances to the Directors 
of the fond. 

Art. 22. The second class of benefits, namely, those granted to widows of 
deceased subscribers, are absolute, not dciiendant on the decision of the Direc- 
tors, bat controlled solely by the regulations of the institution. 

Art. 23. The widows of deceased subscribers shall be entitled to receive the 
annuities specified in the annexed table.

SECTION IV. 


General Regulations, 

Art. 27. The Bengal Military Fund is to bo administered by a President 
and twelve Directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the 15th of January, 
by a general meeting of all subscribers who may be present at the Presidency^. 
Subscribers who may be absent from the Presidency may vote for Dircctora by 
proxy, on addressing to the secretary, letters containing the names of the per* 
sons for whom they wish to vote, or by transmitting such nanHs under their 
signature to die general meeting by the hand of any other subscriber. Tho 
Directors who shall be found duly elected shall then choose their President 
from among themselves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be noti* 
fled by the President, in the Calcutta Gazette^ at least two calendar months 
beforehand. 

Art. 28. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fhnd and proceedings 
of the Directors for the past year, shall he laid before the meeting, for inspoc* 
tion and approval by the subscribers present, who were not of the direction : 
after which, the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensu* 
ing twelve months. The accounts to be published for general information. 

Art. 29. The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. 

Art. 30. All subscribers, who may have contributed to the Bind by paying 
donations and subscriptions in their respective ranks, during six continued 
months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to examine Uie accounts and 
proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 31. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Director ooenrring, in the 
intermediate period between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a 
successor from amongst the subscribers at tho Presidency, who may be eligible 
to the office. 

Art. 32. On occasion of any particular and important busincM which may 
necessarily require the opinion of the Society at large, speciai meetings will he 
called of the subscribers at the Presidency (others voting by proxy) as provided 
for in article 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or otner emergent eSnse 
should occur to any twelve suhecribers to require the notice of the Society at 
large, a special meeting shall hg supimoned by the President on the written 
requisition of such twelve subtertbers under the fbrms above ptmeribed. 

Art. 33. The Directors shall base a Secretary chc^en by themselves, who 
also shall be accountant, with an estaMIshmant upon such allowances as shall . 
be deemed adequate to the reapective duties. 

Art. 34. Thio Secretary will he expected to Iteve an office at hiaown residebce /

ing the application ; but no apecial meeting shall be called with the view of re- 
considering resolutions which may have been already adopted by a former 
meeting of Directors, unless at the requisition of a number of Directors greater 
than tlmt which attended such meeting. 

Art. . 10 . The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, either at 
the regular or special meetings, all letters that may have been received by him 
since the last meeting. Minutes of the proceedings of all mccllng will be re- 
corded and authenticated by the signatures of the Directors present. 'Fhe secre- 
tary will also submit to the Directors who attended, drafts of all the letters which 
m those meetings he may have been desired to write. Letters demanding an 
immediate answer, when such may be 'if an ordinary nature, may be replied to 
by the Secretary, without waiting for a meeting of the Directors ; but every let- 
ter proposed to be dispatched by the Secretarv, must previously receive the spe- 
cial sanction of one Director, signifie J by his initial to the drafts, which will be 
sent to him for consideration. 

Aut. 117. The Secretary will keep the set of books in use in the Military 
Widows’ Fund under instructions which he may receive from time to time froiii 
the Directors of the fund. 

Art. 38. The hooks and correspondence of the fund shall be at all times 
open to the iiispeetion of subscribers. 

Art, 3*J. When any new regulation shall appear to the Directors to be ad- 
visable, such Toguldtion shall be circulated to corps for consideration, and the 
affirmative or negative of the majority of individual votes (to be ascertained at 
the expiration of four months) shall decide its adoption or rejection. 

A fiT. 40. If any subscriber or elalmant on the fund shall be desirous to appeal 
from the decision of the Directors to that of the subscribers at large, upon any 
subject which may not be specifically defined by tlie regulation, such appeal, pro- 
vided it be approved by three Directors, shall lie referred by the Directors, and 
decided upon m the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the decision 
on sucbRppeal, or that of the Directors in cases not appealable, shall he final in 
all cases whatever ; any further agitation of the question by a process of law or 
otherwise, being deemed iu itself to be an absolute forfeiture of all claim on the 
fund. 

Aut. 41. When a reference shall be made to the subscribers at large res- 
pecting cither proposed regulation, or an appeal, the result of such riTerence 
shall he communicated to corps for the information of subscribers. 

Art. 42. Generally all payments due from the fund are to bo made half 
yearly in England, and monthly in India; but in cases when pensioners or 
flaimants on the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears are to be 
paid up to the latest date practicable. 

A RT 4;J. Any arrears wliicli may be due to the fund by a subscriber or by 
an annuitant who may have received an overpayment, shall in all cases be 
deducted IVom the first payments to be made from the fund to the person owing 
such arrear, * 

Art. 44. All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund is declared to 
be unalienable, and the fact of attemptiug the alienation or sneh income in any 
Aitinucr, or under any pretence, shall be deemed in itself a forfeiture of aU 
future benefits from the fond. 

; Art. 45. If a subscriber who may be dismissed from the service by a 
epurt niATtial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the service, he* shall 
lie rc-;ificnis&ible to the fund on payment of the arre&r that may have ac- 
camulated, with compound interest thereon, iu the same manner as if he had 
sniFered cnly temporary suspension. . - 

Art. '4tb All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period shall 
be invariably vested in the Honourable Company’s securities, with exception of 
a small balance* to meet current expences, and monthly pensions. ^

RETIRING FUNDS. 


The Infantry Retiring Fund is a priyatc Institution among the Infantry Ru- 
ffiments, and has only just commenced operations. It is merely that each corps 
18 to pay up its share towards giving 18,000 Rs. to a retiring Lieutenant Colonel, 
tho Lieutenant Colonel, under the Retiring officer, also contributing when they 
will agree. Only one step has yet been purchased, (Lieut. Colonel McMcnzies,) 
and there are funds collected to send otf three officers in January ; seven or eight 
Lieut, ('oloncls Lave sent in their applications for the bonus. 

The Artillery have a fund of their own, quite distinct. The Cavalry and 
Engineers also separate ones. 


MILITARY ORPHAN SOCIETY.

BENEFi r OF WIDOWS AND CHILDREN OF DECEASED 
OFFICERS IN HER MAJESTY’S SERVICE IN INDIA., 

JZittahlished in 1320, and revised iu 1827. 

' Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquis of 
Hastings, Commander in Chief in India, the above named fund was established 
1820, for the purpose of sending home, in comfort and respectability, 
* (ho nmilics of deceased officers in Her Majesty's Regiments, serving in ludia, 
' who may have been leR destitute: and of preventing the jiainful and degrading 
f practice of' appealing to the public for subscriptions on such occaAions ; and also 
of providing relief in such cases as may require it, until they cau be convenient* 
ly Rent home It having since been found advisable to make some alterations 
in the Rules and Regulauous then establbhed, the following revised Regula- 
tions, pa.ssed w'ith the general consent of the officers of the Army, have been 
approved hf.by His Excellency the Right Hon’ble Viscount Combermere, 
c:ommander in in India, who has l^en pleased to become Patron to the 
litfBtuUon.

Bombay, on the Goverument of Bengal, at the Exchange of 108 Calcutta Sicca 
Rupees for every 116 Madras Rupees, and 325 Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 
.350 Bombay Rupera, payable at sight to the General A^nts in CalcuttOf there- 
by avoiding Commission, double Agency, and risks of Exchange. 

7th. That all grants of assistance from this Fund shall be regulated and 
assigned by Committees of Subscribers, as herein declared. 

8tht That in order to ascertain the circumstances of any widow or family 
who may have become destitute by the death of any Regiiuehtal Officer,' such 
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vidov shall memorial or represent the case of herself and family, through the 
Commanding Officer of the Corps the casualty orourrcd in, in order to its 
1)61 ng brought to tlie consideration of a (h>mmittee, and the Commanding 
Ofiicer shall, as far as his knovledge will enable him, state his opinion of any 
case so received.

lull. That such General, Special, or Regimental Committees as the case 
shall be, having duly examined into the circumstances of the party seeking 
relief, shall report their opinion on, and recommend the amount to be granted 
whether for passage money or maintenance, strictly in conformity with the Re- 
gulations annexed. The opinion and recommendation of such Committees 
ahall he forwarded'^to the Agents of the General Committee if in Bengal, or to 
the Honorary Secretary of the Sub-Oommittee, or such person as may be ap- 
pointed by the Commander-m-Chicf if at the presidency of Madras or Bombay, 
by the Officer commanding the Corps on which the casualty may have oc- 
curred. 


12th. The Sub-Committee at Madras and Bombay will, on satisfying them- 
selves with the occurhey of the statements laid before them, draw upon the 
Agents at Calcutta for the amount of the sum which may be awarded ; but in 
tlie final adjustment of the accounts of such Sub '(Committee, the General (Com- 
mittee will consider themselves bound to object to any sum, however trifling, 
which may be granted in excess of the Rules laid down. 

The Sub-Committee will, on drawing for any sum on the General

nion and explanations of the award as a voucher, and they will afterwards, as 
soon as possible, transmit the proper receipts and certificates, shewing that the 
money has been appropriated in the manner and for the purposes for which it 


was awarded. 


14th. The object of this Fund being clearly confined to sending homo du-

Fund ftiitber than is stated in the 8tn clause of the Schedule of Awards. It ie 
also declared that no widow is entitled to passage money or aUbwance for tra- 
-Tpning, unless she shall actually proceed to sea or on her journey in the manner 
for nrhich any allowance may have been drawn, and should she have received 
each allowance, ^he will be required to refiind t And farther, that no widow, 
nndeF any circumstances, shall be entitled to any assistance from tbb fund un- 
less the application shall be' made in the usual form within six montba after the 


demise of her husband. 

^ 1 6th. Orphan children are eligible for the benefits of this fond, but awards 
i tot them must be especially made by a General or Snb-Committce and sane* 
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tioned by the Commander-in-Chief of the Presidency, who is requested to ap- 
point some eligible person to take care of them, and provide a passage, &c. &e. 

17th. That the General Agents in Calcutta shall furnish an annual account 
of the receipts and disbursements of this fund, agreeably to forms annexed, to 
the Adjutant General of Her Majesty's Forces ; and that, that Officer be allied 
to, to circulate the same amongst the Subscribers, and the several Officers 
of Government at the three Presidencies. 

18th. That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty's Regiments be requested 
to pay particular attention in causing the regular quarterly remittances to be 
made to the General Agents, who are requested from time to time to apprize 
Commanding Officers whenever any corps may fail in making such reniit- 
tauces. 

19th. That no general Rule or Regulation of this fund, shall be altered, 
except recommended by the General Committee, and approved by a majority 
of the Subscribers. 

20th. In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Forces in India, a very general wibh has been expressed that all widows 
should have their passage to England, &c. ftc defrayed. The funds will not 
now admit of it, but should the positive standing balance of the fund ever 
amount to forty thousand Rupees (40,000), the Committee will again put the 
question for the sense of the Subscribers with a provision that such charge 
should again cease on the balance falling to thirty thousand Rupees (30,000) ; 
and as in that event all married officers will have a claim on the fund, their 
subscriptions should then be augmented. As an officer ceases to be a Subscri- 
ber on leaving India, all claims on tbc fund must in like manner cease from 
the same period ; but an officer going to sea for the benefit of his health, being 
entitled to his Company’s allowances will be considered as a Subscriber during 
his absence.

9. — All applications from widows to be admitted to the benefit of this Fund, 
must be accompanied by attested copies of their marriage certificates in dup- 
licate, and the affidavit in duplicate, stating that their husband did not die 
possessed of property to tlic amount specified, nor any persons in trust for them.

Para. 4, A8«thc changes which we purpose, must be carried into effect 
with due regard* to financial considerations, it will demand some time to com- 
plete them. Their object is to increase the efficiency of the t'hurch Establish- 
ment hy^enlargiug the number of Chaplains, within the Presidency of lieugal, 
from tmrty-seven to forty-uine. The salaries are to be apportioned as follows : 
the two Cnapliiius at the Pre»idcney will receive the same amount as at present, 
seventeen will receive Company’s Rupees 800 per mensem, and the remaining 
thirty. Company’ll Rupees SOU per mensem. These Salaries are to constitute 
their entire emoluments from the Company, and we shall on no account sanc- 
tion the payment of extra allowances, whatever may be the grounds upon which 
they may be claimed. 

5. The (’haplains receiving the lower amount of 500 Rupees per mensem 
will be termed Assistant Chaplains, and in future all appointments will be made 
to this class. The Assistant Chaplains will succeed to the higher rank and the 
higher rate of salary according to seniority, as vacancies occur in the superior 
class, after it shall have been reduced by casualties to the prescribed number of 
seventeen. 

6. As vacancies arise they will be supifiied in the following manner. On the 
occurrence of the first vacancy, two Assistant Chaplains will be appointed. On 
the second, onl^ one, and on all succeeding vacancies the some principle will be 
acted upon, viz. that of an alternate appointment of two and one until the 
Establishment attains the full extent of forty-nine to which we have restricted 
iL after which each vacancy will give rise only to a single appointment. 

» 7. The forty-nine Chaplains on your Establishment will lie exclusive of 
*\h^ oljficiating at Singapore Those Chaplains will continue to be ^pointed 
* as directed m our despatch, in the Public Department, dated the 23d February 
1831, PajR. 21, but they will not be considered as forming part of the number 
especiallr appropriated to the duties of your Presidency. 

8. These charges will still subject us to some fhrtncr expense in the Sams 
allowed for passage and outfiit Although it is ^th reluctance that we consent 
to any extension of these charges, our anxiety to provide for the spiritual 
wants of the residents at the smaller station^ is so great, as to render us willi^ 
to incur 'this addition for the sake of procuring so important a benefit 'We 
eatmot however consent to become liable to any fhrther burden, and it has there- 
fore been necessary to modify the furlough and retiring allowances so as to 
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moot the intended changes. Those allowances will in future be on the follow- 
ing scale. —

In some few instances Assistant and othnr Chaplains have free quarters, for 
instance in FortWm., Dum-Dum, Allahabad, and one or two other places ; but 
generally they have to find their own quarters.

LEAVE OF ABSENCE &c. 


iCuUs for Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains. 

Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains, may under Medical Certificate, obtain 
leave of absence, subject to all the deductions, conditions and limitations pre- 
scribed in the case of Civil Servants, but no Cliaplain or Assistant Chaplain can 
he permitted to draw any allowance, when his period of absence shall have ex- 
ceeded two years. 

The Government of each Presidency may grant to Chaplains and .Assistant 
Chaplains special leave of absence on private affairs, hut if such absence shall 
exceed the period to which the absentee may l>e entitled under the following 
Rule, they shall for the period in excess be subjected to the deduction of one- 
half of their Allowances, and after an absence of six mouths (in addition to any 
leave granted under the succeeding Rule) all allowances shall be discontinued. 

Leave of absence for one month in each year, or for two or three months, oa 
the case may be, under the principle sanctioned in Sec. XI. Vidd Civil Service 
Code— p. 215. may be granted toChaplmus or Assistant Chaplains by the Bishop, 
of the Diocese, or when the Diocese may be vacant (but not otherwise) by the 
'Archdeacon or other Ecclesiastical fanctiooary performing the duties of an 
Archde^on or Commissary : and such leave being consistent with the rule will 
be recognised by the Civil Auditor itfter it has been published in the ilooem’‘ 
mime Qazeite of the Presidency, with the authority of Government. Informa- 
tkok of every leave so granted by the Bishop or other Ecclesiastical Officer above 
m^ationed, shall be immediately transmitted to the proper Secretary to Govern- 
qmntfor the purpose of notification in the Gazette. 

Foy eimAtation on furlough, or sick leave, or with the intention of retiring 
the Wvice^ Chaplains and Assistant Chaplains are entitled to the benefits 
of See. aJII. on the same couditious on which they are enjoyed by Civil

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TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES. 


The Revd. A. B. claimed travelling allovrauces, citing the following Rule, 
viz. of the 25th of July 18.18. * Travelling charges shall be allowed to Chap- 
lains transferred from one station to another when the change may be mode for 
Government purposes, Ac.* 

The Revd Mr. A. U had recently returned from furlough, - and had then 
been employed on duly at the Presidency, with the substantive appointment of 
Chaplain of Berhaiupore ; but before joining the station of Berhaiupore, he was 
appointed under recommendation deiiii-officially eomumuiented by the Lord 
Bi:>hop to do duty at Duiapore, instead of joining the Chaplaincy of Berham- 
porc. The question arose whether in consequence of the change of his desti- 
nation (without Mr B‘s seeking it,) before he joined the station of Berham- 
pore, he was entitled to draw travelling charges on proceeding to Oinapore : it 
was ruled that .Mr. A B was entitled to travelling allowances at 8 annas per 
mile for the distance between Berhamporc and Dinapore. 


GENERAL RULES FOR CHAPLAINR 


The following revised rules for the guidance of Chaplains in their Official 
duties, are published for general information. 

Every Chaplain shall report his arrival to the Secretary to Government in 
the General Department, as well as to the chief Ecclesiastical authority at the 
Presidency. 

The Archdeacon, having received his name and academical degree, his 
letters of orders, his nomination or appointment, and such other testiraonials as 
be may have, will then appoint a day for the Chaplain to attend to make the 
u.sual sukscriptions and take the necessary oaths previous to his bein^^ licensed. 

Every Chaplain must report his arrival at his station to the Civil Auditor, 
to the Archdeacon, and to the Chief Civil or Military authority of the station, 
as the Ciise may be. 

Every Chaplain shall read divine service every Suifday morning to the 
Europeans civil and militarj^, residing in the Garrison to which he is appointed, 
when the morning prayer is to be read and a sermon to be preached. The 
evening service, with a sermon, shall also bo read whenever suitable provi- 
sion can be mode for that purpose. 

The Chaplain is to apply to the commanding Officer, or the chief Civilian in 
authority, to allot any convenient room which can be spared, for the purpose of 
divine worship, should no regular church be established at the station or garri- 
son, to which he is appointed ; and if no such building or room can be spared, 
he is to apply to the commanding Officer, requesting that a range ot tents 
m^ be pitched for this cypress purpose every Sunday morning. 

If from indisposition' or othercauses, divine service should not be performed 
by the clergyman at the appointed ri.me8, a letter’ is to be addressed to Che 
Archdeacon accounting for the omission. 

The practice of baptizing in private houses is to be avoided by the chap- 
lain as much as possible and he is to attend at the place appointed for divine 
service on some fixed day and hour in each week fur the purpose of toptizing 
soldiers’ children ; this however, is not to be considered as authoriaing the 
clergyman to decline attending at any time or place to administer pnvote 
‘ i^aptism to such infants as may be in a weak or precarious state of health. 

Clergymen are to direct the attendance of parties to be married at the cbwreh 
or place allotted for divine service ; and at such time and place, tilie marriage- 
cer^nony is to be performed, except in cases of emergency, and in all eniSh 
cases, ihe cause for deviating firom this regulation is to be noted on the back 
of the marriage cerUdeate forwarded to the Archdeacon. 

Paat II. # S3 
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In all cnsci in which a license is not obtained, the publication of banns must 
be considered as indispensably necessary. The prohibition of a clergyman of 
the church of England from marrying without either bans or license does nut 
depend ujmn the marriage act, but upon the 62d cannon of the church. 

The permission to marry, granted by commanding officers to privates under 
their command, as connected with the military discipline, shall be required as 
heretofore in such cases, previous to the publication of banns ; but suck permis- 
sion cannot be admitted as superseding the necessity of publishing banns, nor as 
justifying the chaplain in performing the marriage ceremony without sock 
publication, in any case where a license is not obtained. 

The publication of banns must be regularly entered in a register kept for 
that purpose, in the following form The banns of marriago between A. and 11. 
were published for the 1st 2ud or 3rd, time in this chapel (or at this station) on 
Sunday the day of in the year of our Lord 

Funerals are to be appointed at sun-rise and sunst-t, and the Clcrg} man is to 
attend at the latter time if he receives notice of a fiinenil before M u'cloek, i* m. 
hut if the notice arrives after that hour the intcTinent is to take place on the 
morning following : cases however may occur, which may require a deviation 
from the general rule 

Attention is to be paid by Clergymen to tbo^c seaf-onp set ap-^rl for tlie fasts, 
festivals and other solemnities appointed by the (’hurcli, and tliej arepariicii'.ir- 
ly to use their iiiilneiiee in preventing public amUftenieiUsiu the holy week ^eoni- 
monl^ called Pivssi(»u Week ) 

It IS the honnden duty ol the chaplain to make frequ'-nt visits to the sick 
Europeans in hospital, to praj by tlio.«c vho wi.\li for sneh consolation in tlicir 
last moments, non (where it may seem proper) to adiuiiiister the sucrameut of 
the Lord’s Supper 

AH entries in the Registers of Baptisms, Marriages and Funerals are to be 
made by tin' officiating Minister in bis own hand, and on the day when the 
office is performed. 

AH marriage certificates of Europeans, being soldiers, or persons employed in ' 
the Military Departincnt, under the rank of commissioned officer, shall specify 
distinctly the birth of the female, whether European, Indo-Jlriton, Native, &c. 

Attested copies of the Registers of Baptisms, Marriages and Funerals, must 
'bo transmitted regularly every half year to the registrar of the archdeaconry, 
via. up to the 3 1st May and the 3Uth November in each year. 

The Chaplain at a .Military Station is to visit regularly at least twice in each 
week the Eunipean hospital or hospitals. He is carofiiHy to superintend and in- 
spect the European regimental and other schools, visiting them for this purpose 
jiot less than once a week, and to represent any matter concerning tlieir manage- 
ment to the commanding officer which may require his notice Provided how- 
ever, that in the performance of the above duties he shall not interfere with the 
religious pereuasion of those who do not profess the tenets of the church of 
England. He is to report to the Commanding Officer on the 1st of January, and 
the Ut of July in each year, and oftener if necessary, the state of the European 
regimental Schools, the qualiiicatioas aud conduct of the master, and the profi- 
c!encyrs>f the scholars 

The chaplain is to enter carefully all the marriages, baptisms,,, and bu- 
rials of soldiers and their children in the regimental register book of the res- 
iSpciive 'European corps, as well as in their usual register kept by the station 
o^nplaiik 

/ No clergyman, appointed to officiate as a chaplain to any particular station, 

* than oDuleave <»f absence from that station or otherwise, indirectly take upon

THE BISHOP OF THE DIOCESE OF CALCUTTA. 

The several Letters Patent, circumscribe the circuit of the Diocese to within 
the limits of the Company's charter. And of those limits, the following may 
be nihlod as being contained in the riiid 6ici>3, cap. 155, * all the territorial ac- 
quisitions mentioned in the liHd iHeo. i\*cap. 52, with such of the territorial 
uequisitions of the Company, since obtained on the continent of Asia, or in 
any l.shinds to the north of the Equator, in the possession and under the Oo- 
verninont of the Company And the 33d Om. 3, cap, 52, comprises, * all 
islands, ports, havens, coa.sts, cities, towns and places, between the Cape of Good 
Hope and Straits of Alugellaii;' and which are equally the same as inentiou- 
ed 111 the 9lh U'. 3, cap 4 1. 

The vast countries therefore in Asia, which formed the Indian Diocese, and 
over which, the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Sec of Calcutta was, extended, 
rendered the same almost endless, for Episcopal visitation. The greater part of 
llimluoslan, including the islands and countries to the .eastward of the Bay of 
Bengal, as constituting the territories of the Honourable the East India Com- 
pany, cumprehei.dcd originally that Diocese } afterwards, the island of Ceylon 
was added thereto ; and subsequently, by the same Letters Patent., all other of 
Her Majesty’s territories within the limits of the Honourable Company's char- 
ter, were declared to form and constitute the See and Diocese of Calcutta, 
By the new charter, however Bishops have been appointed to Madras and Bom- 
bay, and separate ^ees made.*

removed from one district or station to niioilier at the pleasure of the local 
autliurilies — the right of selecliou, uud of prelorring to the several Churches 
as yet \estcd in I lie Bishop, iscouliiied solely to what is granted him in that 
respect by the Crown.

LORD BISHOP’S VISITATION ALLOWANCES; 


Government pay a sum of 1000 Rupees monthly to the Lord Bishop during 
his absence from Calcutta in the discharge of his Visitorial functions, either 
within the limits of the Bengal and Agra Pre»idency, or on the occasion of bia 
visits to Madras, Bombay or Prince ot Wales Island respectively. Government 
likewise furnish Lascars and Tents fur the Bishop’s use when he proceeds on 
his visitation by land and to hire a vessel lor his conveyance when he proceeds 
by bea in the event of its not proving convenient to assign one of the public 
cruizers for his Lordship's use on such occasion. 


LORD BISHOP’S QUINQUENNIAL VISITATION. 


The I.. 0 Td Bishop having recently referred to a contemplated visitation of the 
Dioceses of Madras and Bombay once in five years in addition to his triennial 
visitatibn of his own Diocese, the Co^rt of Directors desired that as they had 
aax\,ctioned a liberal outlay for the visitation expenees of the Bishops of Madras 
and Bombay, the Bishop should be apprized that the expenses of any such ex- 

tRUMdtnary visitation must bo submitted for their previous sanction, which they 
izould be under the necessity of withholding unless strong ground could be 
.&ewn for the necessity of the visitation. 


LORD BISHOP’S DOMESTIC CHAPLAIN. 


Extract from an Ecclesiastical General Letter from the Hon'Uc the Coart of 
DircetorSt dat^ the bth March 1817. 

'With the view, however of meeting the wishes of His Lordship, we hav^ 
determined to appoint an additional chaplain for your Presidency, iu order that . 
tlfo Bishop for the time being iuay be at liberty to avail himself of the servlcea 
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of one of our clerici;! servants, as Domestic Chaplain ; and we dkect yoa on 
the receipt of this despatch, to notify to His Lordship that he is to make his 
selection from among the chaplains of your establishment accordingly. 

We have further resolved that the total allowances of the person who may be 
selected for the above mentioned situation, shall not exceed those of a military 
chaplain, viz i:’ 1,000 per annum, and that he be prohibited from, receiving 
fees or any other emoluments, during the time that he may act as domestic 
chaplain to the Bishop. 

The Lord Bishop having appointed the Revd. J H. Pratt, his Lordship’s 
Douiestie ('hapluiii, retinesled that the same allowances which were enjoyed by 
his predecessors might be assigned to Mr. Pratt. 

The (lovcriiiiieut doubted whether Mr. Pratt could be allowed to draw 
any largiT amount than .500 Uiipees per mensem in as much as he belonged to 
the class of assii,lant ohaplaius and on this point the Government solicited the 
iustrijctious of the Court. 

It wfi.s ruled that the selection of one from the junior class by the Lord 
Bishop us Ills domestic chaplain conferred no claim to ati]^ increase of eniolu- 
meni, and that the clergyman appointed by the liord Bishop whether selected 
from the class of eliaplaius or assistant chaplains, can only draw the allowances 
belonging to his class. 


LORD BISHOP’S SURGEON, 


The Bishop is allowed a body surgeon whose allowances were fixed in the 
letter dated Isl February 1832 front the Court of Directors communicated 
to him on the 22nd May 1832 as follows ;

ARCHDEACON. 


By the Letters Patent of the 2d May A. D. 1814, express power is given to 
the Bishop of Calcutta in all times to come, to collate and institute to the Arch- 
deaconries of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, * any priest being one of the 
chaplains of the ( onipany resident in India * This is agreeable to the com- 
mon ecclesiastical law which is thus laid down, * archdeaconries are commonly 
given by the Bishops, w'«o do therefore prefer the same by collation, and make 
letters testimonial thereof, Wkta. c. 15. 

By an order of Bishop Middleton, the Archdeacon of Calcutta is appointed 
to ]>reach at the Cathedral, on the following days : First Sunday an«r Epi- 
phany ; First Sunday in Lent ; Good Friday ; Ascension day ; Trinity Sim- 
day i seventh Sunday after Trinity ; and the Second Sunday in Advent. 


COMMISSARY. 


By the Letters Patent ot the 27tb of May 1823, power is granted the Bishop 
to appoint commissaries, generally, within the pJocose. 

By the several Letters Patent, it ia also ordained and declared, that * etch of 
the ArolideaGons shall itithin his Archdeaconry, be and bo tnkfn to he, without 
ftirther appointment, ^ commissary of the Buhop ; and shall exetfcise juris- 
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diction in all inatterii aforesaid, according to the duty and functions of a com- 
niissary, by the ecclesiastical law.* 

The duties of Commissary are under the direction of the Bishop, visitation, 
correction of manners, granting institutions, and the like, with u general in- 
spection of men and things, in order to the preserving of discipline and good 
government in the Church. Gibs. Introd. 22. Gibson's JSacts^ 108 ; which lost 
otlice would seem more peculiarly to belong to the Commissaries of this 
Diocese. 

Instructions for obtaining licbnck to officiate in the Indian Diooese. 

Every Clergyman, coining into the Indian Diocese, is expected to report 
liimseU to the Bishop, or in his absence, to the Archdeacon, or ( 'onmiissary ; 
upon which occasion, and with reference to obtaining the Bishop’s licence to 
olhciute, to give in his n.-ime, also his acaclciiiical degree, if any ; then the per- 
mission from the proper autliorilies, to reside in Inrlia ; his letters of orders, 
his nomination or appointment ; and such other test iinoninls us he may have ; 
and if other than a Com p.aiiy's Chaplain, a document certifying by whom he 
is retained and maintained in his oflicc. 

When licenced, to preach once at the 0ATnEDR\L. 

By an order of Bishop IMiddIcton, Ministers and Chaplains, arriving at the 
archdeaconry of (\ileutta, and being licenced, are appoi'ited, before they pro- 
ceed to their station, to preach oucO at the Cathedral. — Uetjn,Uars oOicc^ Ith 
January 1815.

proper and sufficient person in each archdeaconry to act as Renstrar tltereof, 
and in case of no Registrar bein^ so appoint4^, or the Registrar oeing unable to 
act, the said Bishop or his commissaries respectively may assume^ any sufficient 
person to do all acts as Registrar.’ And that the person appointed to act as 
Registrar vrilhin the archdt'aconry of Calcutta shall act as Registrar of the 
commissioners delegate for hearing and determining appeals as the ]«ctt«rs 
Patent also provide ; ' or if there be no such Registrar, or such Registrar be 
unable to act, the said commissioners delegate may assume au Actuary to do all 
acts as their Registrar.* 

The Registrars for the archdeaconry of Calcutta practices, in addition, as 
Sccrctiir} to the Bishop for all legal ecclcaiaslical purposes, and in that capacity 
acts general)} as Registrar for the diocese. The Ueglstrnr.s in the other arch- 
deaconries, when the Bishop is present, perform niso the same duties 

The Registrars may not alwa} s he able to attend at con.sccration.s of Churches 
in the interior of the sireluleaconrio.s ; in u Inch case, the Bbiiop, under the 
powers granted him in the Letters Patent, assiiuics an Actuary. 

The Registrars also receive, and record, the quarterly returns of m.arri.*igc8 
baptisms, and burials, p<Tl(»rnied by the respective Ministers and chaplains, 
wiiliin the re.NiifCiive archdeaconries,* and make anthentio copies of the returns, 
and ^elKl the sanuj quarterlv into the local (j!i>verjuuents, for traqsniissioii by 
them, to England. A.** their otlices are public, they allow, at all staled and 
nasonable hours, sourehes to be mode iti their offices, for all entries 
in ilndr res[»ective register books, and in the returns of marriages, baptisms, 
and burials, and grant co|;)ies and certificates thereof when required, on payment 
of the usual fets bv tlie parties If the Rcgislr.»rs are requested on behalf of 
indivulujls to make searches, they are paid all reasonable charges for the same { 
as uUo for any private fticiiliies, and all other inbtrumeuts in v>hich the Goveru- 
ment arc not directly interested. 


FORT WILLIAM GARRISON CHAPLAIN. 


The duties of the Garrison Chaplain are rather extensive as the Garrison of 
Fort William includes not only the Fort, but the Coolie Bazar, all .Military 
Olliecrh, ''orjeants, Ecusiouers and other kind of Military perviri in nr about 
Calcutta, for m Iioui and their families bruiicbing out into ever} kind of con- 
ne.\ion the Garrison Chaplain is bound to perform ccelc.situ,tical duties if 
called upon. 'J'hcre are no feus of any kind in Fort William or at the Military 
Burial Ground, (either for iiiterinent or moauments.) The routine duties of the 
Garrison i hapiain, are as follows, 

Two Ijervices in the Church on Sunday ; Thu Hospital of the Regiment in 
Garrison and the Fort llospilui, when there are any invalids or recruits in 
Garrison, to he visited twice a week, or as often as may be required, on one of 
which oecasionsDivine Service is to be perforined; Three Schools; the regimen- 
tal according to the iiiiinber of Reguneiits in Garrison, the garrison School, 
and the School of the boys of the Governor General’s Band to bo visited each 
once a week *, And such occasional duty, viz. Baptisms, Marriages, and Burials 
as may occur to be uttemled to. The G trrison Chaplain is also Chaplain to the 
General HoNpilal. As it would be impossible to liavi a separate service weekly 
in each ward or even in each hosp ital, there being eight of the former and 
four of the latter, one service is p<*rformcd for all in the chupcl, which is a 
building separate from, but conveniently adjoining all the Hospitals. It Is per- 
formed on Friday afternoons, about half an hour before sunset. 

The communications of the chaplains on garrison matters are made to the 
Governor of the Fort through the Town Major. The hohrs for performing

The Right Hon'ble the Governor General in 
Council deems it necessary to call the attention of Superintend- 
ing Surgeons to the importance of the office they are appoint- 
ed to 611. and the great degree of responsibility which attaches 
to their situation. It will be the especial duty of all Superin- 
tending Surgeons minutely and scrupulously to enforce the most 
strict and undeviating execution and observance f)f the Uutea 
and Regulations now established for the Medical Department 
of the Army under this Presidency. It can only be necessary 
to add on this head, that the responsibilit> that is vested in 
Superintending Surgeons will be best appreciated b> contemp- 
lating the extensive benehs that u ill result to the publio ser- 
vice and to the important interests of hum mity from a strict, 
constant and minute exercise of the superintending control 
and authority with which they are invested, and on which His 
Lordship in Council deems it proper to declare that their con- 
tinuance in office or otherwise must absolutely depend.

The allowances of Full Surgeons attached in 
their. Medical capacity to Foreign Residencies and Political 
Agencies are fixed at SOO Rupees and those of Assistant Sur- 
geons at 500 Rupees per mensem. 

At Stations where a Jail is situated and to which there is *no 
Medical Officer attached, an allowance of IDO Rupees per mouth 
will be granted to the Medical Officer in charge for his aid to 
the prisoners. This allowance will be considered to cover ex-- 
penses for travelling and every.otbcr charge of a personal na- 
ture, the previous sanction of Government, however, will require 
to be obtained in each case as it occurs. 

Medical Officers attached to Corps and Officiating at Civil 
Stations, during the alienee of the Medical Officer of the Sta- 
tion, will lie entitled to an allowance of 100 Rupees a mouth in 
the Civib Department. 

The Governor General in Council is pleased to resolve that 
when a Medical Officer in Civil employ shall proceed on leave 
of absence from his station, whether on private affairs or MedU 
cal Certificate, he shall be entitled to draw, subject to the Rules 
in the Military Department, during such absence, if a Surgeon, 
Co.*8 Rupees 415-6, and if an Assistant Surgeon, Co. *8 Rupees 
256-10 per mensem. (1) 

Assistant Soi^eons attached to the Civil Department appoint- 
ed to officiate for a Surgeon in that Department, will draw iho 
entire extra allowances of the situation in which be may be 
appointed, it being at the same time understood, that an As- 
sistant Surgeon cannot draw the allowances fixed exclusively 
for Surgeons, but can only claim his own salary of 300 Rupees, 
and that by the Resolution of the 18th June, 1830, further no 
Surgeon holding a Civil appointment can when absent from 
his station, draw more than the pay of his rank os therein 
specified, whatever may be the other allowances usually attach- 
ed to the appointment, and whether or not any other person be 
acting in his room. (2) 

The following Rules to have effect with regard to Officers 
appointed to Civil situations, who may not have yet joined their 
Stations. (3) 

Military Officers, including those in the Medical Department, 
who may be appointed to situations in the Political and other 
Civil branches of the service, are not to be entitled to receive 
the allowances attached to such Civil appointments, until they 
join their stations, from which date only their Civil allow- 
ances will commence. In the interval between the date of 
their appointment, and that of assuming charge of their office, 
they will oontinue to draw their Regimental pay and idlow- 
ances in the Military Department. (4) 

In the case of Offloers holding Civil appointments, who may 
be transferred from one Civil appointment to another, the in- 
dividual so transferred wiU not be entitled to draw the Civil al- 
lowances of either situation while in transit from one station 
to the other, but for the time will be considered in the predica- 
ment of a Military Officer appointed to a civil situation, the 
allowance of which will commence firom the date of his taking 
charge^ and in like manner he will be entitled in such interval 
to draw his Regimental pay and allowances.

public are concerned.

^ On a somewhat similar application from a Regimental Assistant Surgeon for 

* rcmuneration'for professional aid to the Politic.al Assistmt and cstaulishmont 
at Ghiiznee, from the d.itc of his being stationed there, up to that of the arrival 
of the family of Dost M.ihofned Khan, he was told Govemraent could not see 
sufficient reason td comply with his request, the Political Agent appearing to be 
the only civil officer he had to attend, and it was nut understood that he had 
und^r him an important and numerous establEhment. It was pointed out that 
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the assistance given to sick olTtoc^rs and soldiers ooeasionally passing throngh 
Ghuziiec, comes stri(‘tlj within assistant sliirgeons’ duty, and for extraneous at- 
tendance upon any portions of the general native community, he would doobt- 
lesa find Ills reward ui a reputation for zeal, and increased experience, and 
in the satisniction that must naturally follow the consciousness of being of any 
great bcuclit to liis fellow creatures around him. 


APOTHECARY GENERAL AND STORE KEEPER. 


The Apothecary to the II. C. is subject to the Medical Hoard, and the StoTC- 
kee])or to the Superliiteiidlrig Surgeon of the station, in wliich a depot is sit- 
uated. 

Indents for modieiues and instrnnients prepared by oflicers in ebargo accord- 
ing to till' prescribed Ibrni, are to be sent in duplicate to the superintending 
f.urg<‘on, to be elu ck<*d and /•ountersigned, and then tjrwardcd by him to the de- 
pots, indents from divisions having depots arc supplied on aiiliiority of 
f.up( rinlending surg»'ons of siieb divisions. There are depots respectively at 
Cawnpore, Agr.i and Neemueli,and the stations \iitliin tlicir circles, Indent upon 
them -all iiuieuts within the Rciiarcs circle, and east of it, are supplied from 
tiie Presidency dispensary. 

All medical oflicers previous to obtaining furlouglis, are to produce a cortifl- 
cato from the Apothecary II. C. shewing that tliey are not iudehted to Govern- 
ment. 

'J’lif llonorahlo Company’s Dispensary supplies, tlirniigh the central depots 
of Agra, Cawnpore, Neemnch, and Singapore, (which indent upon it for the 
same) all the civil and military stations of ilcngal, iucliuling Singapore, Pe- 
nang. and Malacca, witli medi<‘incs, sur^^ical instruments, and pharm.acciitical 
and hospital requisites, for which it iiidcjits annually on Europe, on the 
principle of ulwajs having 2] yearb’ supply of all artirles, calculated from the 
actual expenditure of the previous 2.) years loss the quantity of previoua 
indents. 'I’hese, on arrival, are received by Ibe Executive Commissariat Oinccr, 
and tr.msferred by him to the Dispensary, after which they arc surveyed, Ac. 

The Dispensary comprises a store-room, an indent or despatch department, 
a labonitory, un fifficv*, a compounding or pri-seription shop, and n cutlery de - 
partiuoiit, each under an unoiivcnanted European or (’liristiau assistant, subject 
to the general control of the 7\potlicc.iry and liis deputy. 

No stores, even in the smalJesC quantity, are issued wit.hout the sanction of 
the Hoard. 

The following individuals transmit indents to the Medical Hoard for sanction, 
which are forw .arded by that authority to tlic dispensary for compliance. 

Surgeons of Her Majesty’s Ships. 

Surgeons in charge of Invalids or other Troops going to Europe or on 
Service. 

Assistant Marine Surgeon for Vessels on departure. 

Surgeons in charge of institutions authorized to receive medicine from the 
public stores. 

Nearly one hundred phammecutical prejiar.'itions are maniifncfured daily in 
the hvboratory, most of them being in conbtant operation. A book is kept of 
the formula) of all preparations, the qi intity made, and the time occupied. 

The following individuals are entitled to receive medicines yralia. 

Servants of If. M.’s service, and their families, servants, Ac.

ITic Police Surgeon has the privelege of prescribing on the DisiH;&sai 7 in 
virtue of his ofllcc.

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All proscrl])li(>ns fslioiild have the word ‘ Scrvici*’, the name of the patient and 
his c>ci iii>»tioii, if an I'ncovenantetl Servant at the bottom, and the minie and 
desi/?»ation of the Surgeon prcboribing. All irregular or illegible prescriptions 
are returned. 

The duties of the compounding shop arc performed by an Apothecary, and 
three assistant Apothecaries ; two of whom with the Apothecary, arc present 
all day ; and at night the duty is performed by the assistant Apothecaries in 
rotation, from 7 in the evening till 9 o’clock the next morning. 

Tlie Dispensary is immediately controlled hy the Medical lloard, with whom 
the Apothecary corresponds on subjects connected with the Dispensary. The 
usual lioiirs of business are from 10 to 4 o’Cloek, except on emergent cases or 
press of business.

2. ‘ Schemes of a nature similar to that which you have submitted, though 
differing from it in some points of detail, have been proposed at Madras and 
at Bombay, and we think it desirable that the Funds, which may^ be formed 
at the three Presidencies, should be constitued upon a uniform principle in all 
respects. 

8. * Wo regret that in the present state of the Company's affairs it is not 
possible for us to aid the Fund by a direct coutribution, but we are willing not 
only to bear the increased charge of Retiring Pay that will be conseqaent 
upon their Establishment, but also to sanction the grant of an Interest of 6 
per cent per annum on the Balances of the several Funds, and the Remittance 
of the Annuities which they may grant through our Treasury at the rate of 
28. the Sicca Rupee.* 

4. * Ihe only conditions we require are, that the Regulations shall be auh- 
mitted to us for our approbation, that the aggregate amouut of the Annuities 
to be granted in each year shall not exceed je7,750, in the proportiona of 
£3,860 Bengal, 

£9,700 Madras, and 
£1,200 Bombay,

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which are the amounts contemplated in the several Schemes, and that the nnut- 
ber of Annuities granted in each year shall not exceed 24, in the proportion 
of 12 at BengiU, 8 at Madras and 4 at Bombay.

fee, which is in a very efficient state, so that there ate rare* 
ly Dny disturbances, whilst order, safety, and a chcortot 
tranquillity appear to prevail. From tho Fort there is a 
■good road, tliouj^h somcwliat steep, leading to the Canton* 
ment, both considerably elevated above the level of tho 
river. Here the Military and the greater proportion of thO 
Chri'-tiari residents are located, whilst the civilians and wri^ 
ters in the Public Offices, are in an opposite direction, with 
an intervening space of at least 3 miles, and in some instances 
5. Very few Europeans choose to live in the city on account 
of its closeness and insalubrity. The Cantonments on thS 
other hand arc very open, and the bungalows arc situated 
in the midst of cxtctisive compounds, some of which are 
converted into beautiful gardens ; these gardens however are 
rendered as useful as they are ornamental, for almost all the 
vegetables obtainable in the place are of our own produce^ 
There is no regular market for the sale of these necessaries^ 
a few greens, (turai,) melons, cucumbers, and occasionally can* 
iiflowcrs are produced, but there is no dcpcndcnco upon re^ 
gular supplies, and as for peas, asparagus, turnips, bcand, 
«nd other table vegetables, tlicy arc scarcely ever xmUi- 
vated by the Native Mollies. The great obstacle however 
to the more general culture of gardens is the scarcity of 
good water. With but few exceptions the wells in Agfa 
contain brackish water, and this proves fatal to all but a 
very few vegetable productions. But even when good water 
is procurable, the expense of watering and gardening is very 
considerable. A pair of bullocks and their keepers, cost 10 
or 12 rupees a month, 3 or 4 Mollies cost as much more, and 
«8 an individual family can seldom consume rWth part of 
what it produces, there is much waste as well as much cx^ 
pense. The unsettled life too, which many of the residents 
lead, precludes them from laying out so much money in a 
fxture like a garden ; few tenants at will are so ultra genev 
votis as to make gardens for their landlords ; the consequence 
Is their number is very few, and they belong chiefiy to those , 
who are likely to be more permanent settlers in the place. 
There is an equal want of facm produce, such as poultry* 

^ tu 
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egg8, butter, butcher's meat ; the latter article is generally so 
inferior that almost every indi idual kills his own mutton, — 
all these evils might in a great measure be obviated by a 
Join Stock Farm. 

The roads of Agra have been much improved within the 
last few years — limestone, instead of pounded brick, being now 
used. It makes a hard and durable road, which resists the 
pressure of carriage wheels, ami becomes more compact by 
rain. There are large beds of this material found in the 
neighbourhood, in fact it is largely distributed over a con- 
aiderable portion of the Dooub. Agra abounds in noble 
ruins ; most of these have been described by various travel- 
lers. The old walls which still remain, define the extent 
of the ancient city, which must have occupied at least ten 
times the space which it now dues ; portions which are 
now productive deld^s, were formerly crowded with liouscs, 
remains of Ilammaums, or baths, and tyekh^nas or subter- 
raneous rooms, arc often to be met with in the midst of 
ravines ; the whole space opposite the river from the Fort to 
the Taj was occupied by a scries of noble palaces ; amidst 
these stupendous ruins a road has been cut to the Taj : the 
walls arc sometimes 8 and 10 feet of solid masonry, and the 
cement by which they are held together is so firm that they 
resist the ordinary means of disintegration ; another fine 
range of buildings including Tombs, Mosques and Hindu 
temples, extended from the present civil lines to Sccundra 
Twq of the tombs being large and commodious and not much 
decayed, have b;en appropriated as receptacles for orphan 
iioys and girls — whilst a once beautiful villa adjacent to the 
> ^Irls* school is occupied by Mr. and Mrs Hoerulc, the Super- 
intendents of the Female Branch. It has two stories with 
balconies in the upper one, the whole of one side elaborately 
carved, and inlaid with slips of white marble and variegated 
stones. The Cupolas siirmounting the balustrades have still 
remains of'tliat beautiful mazarin blue enamel which decks 
all the principal ruins ; but the composition of which is ,now 
unknown. On the same road, a little to the right, is a spaci- 
ous unk, now dry. It measures at least between 3 and 4CX) 
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feet square, and in the centre of each of the sides, a flight of 
steps leads to the bed ; over these piazzas are constructed, 
and at each corner small towers of an octagonal form. The 
style of architecture of the generality of the Agra buildings 
is very heavy and destitute of grace. There is often exqui* 
site beauty and elaboration in the details, but a sombre raas-r 
siveness in the tout ensemble which would seem to insinuate 
that their design was less for comfort than durability,— less 
for enjoyment than for fame. In entering one of these stately 
edifices, I could not help feeling the pressure of melancholy 
on perceiving one of these apartments converted into a cow 
shed, and the sides bedaubed with filth. 

The trees, although not numerous are many of them truly 
venerable, and the cool shade which they offer to the passing 
traveller, renders them objects of peculiar interest. The 
tamarind tree is particulady admired not only for its shade, 
but for the beauty and delicacy of its foliage, whilst under 
the broad covering of the peepul leaves, which, whilst they 
effectually screen the fiery rays of the King of Day, also 
produce, by their motion, a most refreshing coolness. The 
Baubool is abundant, and is much used for hackery wheels, 
carts, and sometimes for rough furniture, as it is not liable to 
split. A species of wine is also made from its berk which 
is much drank by Kvdths and some other castes. The sissoo 
is a highly valuable wood for doors and windows, but is very 
Scarce, and yields to the more abundant saul. The climate 
of Agra, during the hot winds, which prevail from April to 
July, is truly distressing ; but the rains which fall, and which 
in regular seasons continue till October, cool the air most 
refreshingly. From the Ist of October, the misty mornings 
usher in though by slow degrees the cold season. In Decern** 
her fires are lighted, and afford to cold subjects, not only com- 
fortable warmth, but still more grateful reminiscences of homeb 
Every one at this season of the year seems cheerful and 
revived. The scenery of nature Is also irradiated with bright, 
ness and verdure. The holy oak, the balsam and the refulgent 
marygold enliven the gardens, whilst beds of mignonette and 
rows of the Indian myrtle perfamo the atmosphere. Ycgc-

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fubles are now nearly fit for the tables £ariy peaa^ earrots^ 
lurnipa* asparagus, arllclioke^ caulifiowers> French beans, are 
all in season, bnt in January they become more abundant. In 
February the air » most bland and balmy ; it is the spring 
weather of England, and the lovely peach and apple blossoms 
unfold their delicate petals to the breeze. There are very 
few birds remarkable for the beauty of their plumage or 
the sweetness of tlieir song. Parrots, Minas, Pigeons, Doves, 
Swallows, Ava Davats, Pkldis (a little bird similar to the 
last') Kites^ Crows and Sparrows, Adjutants, ViiltiiTes, and the 
petted Peafowls, nearly make op the whole of the specimens of 
the winged tribe. 


PUBLIC EDlPlCCSw 

The desire of posthumous fame seems to be qnite a pas- 
sion among the inhabitants of the East. Namkewttstee, is a 
phraso familiar to every ear, and the mere perpetuation of 
a name whilst the person is entirely forgotten seems to be 
an universal wish. This feeling is chiefly gratified in the 
striieture of magnificent tombs and temples. India abounds 
with them, and in the district of Agra there are some of the 
ehoieest specimens. Those at Futtehpore, Sikree and Dceg, 
belong to the class which are most admired, and have been 
doubtless fully described by travellers — and so indeed have 
been those more immediately in the ncighhourhood of the 
town UscLfl Amongst these, surpassingly pre-eminent is the 
Taj Mchal, built by Shah Jeban, the King of the World, for 
bis beautiful Queen, Noor Jehan, the Light of the World. 

: Every Peer has bis tomb, and they are numerous in and 
/about Agra ; they are often found in the compounds of our 
Bubgalows, and any attempt to remove them would be fol- 
lowed by a remonstrance from the Em an ms. 

The Taj has been so often and so well described that any 
additional, account may be considered superfluous. One 
tiling remarkable about it is that it seems as fresh and almost 
as perfect as when it was just finished. The joinings of the 
^ marble slabs of which the exterior is composed are. so close and 
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compact, that not a filke of vegetation ia ta be 'eeeia ^jtoing 
from between them, nor does the rain or atmosphere have any. 
effect in stainingJts polished surfaces. Another striking fea- 
ture in this building is the admirable finish with whieti' 
every thing about it is executed : every device is chaste ami 
appropriate. The p relies of the doors are neither pure Saxon 
nor Gothic, but allow of greater breadth than either, and arc 
yet equally susceptible of strength. Under the central dome 
is a kind of octagonal palisade richly fretted, and within this 
are the tombs of the Emperor and hi t Empress ; both exceed- 
ingly beautiful, and covered with a profusion of dowers — orna- 
ments composed of various coloured stones let in*-' they are 
chiefly agates, cornelians, and blood stone. Underneath 
these tombs is a vault where there arc two other tombs of a 
plainer construction — on these garlands of flowers are con- 
stantly placed, and generally a light burning : on the panncla 
or lower parts of the walls, flowers arc carved in alto relievo. 
Nothing can be more graceful or perfect tbantho forms of these 
dowers, all is waving and natural, there is not the slightest 
degree of stiffness or bad drawing in them. The natives are 
with good reason, proud of this unique specimen of the fine 
arts, but it is scarcely a matter of doubt that the entire 
design and superintendence were those of Italian artists. 
]3ishop Heber immediately recognised in the fretwork especi- 
ally, pure Florentine Art, and that there w^ere Italians at Agra 
at the time, and even long before, is evident from their tombs 
being still extant in the Roman Catholic burying ground : the 
dates of some still legible are within 1600 and 1650. 

The garden is also an object of great attraction ; it is inter- 
sected by wide pathsj paved with dag stones, and even those 
are arranged in fanciful devices. The avenue of cypress trees 
with a row of fountains between them, which still play on 
Sundays, is particularly 6ne ; there is besides in the centre of 
this avenue, a morble reservoir about 40 feet square, in which 
there are 5 additional fountaii», one in the centre and one 
at each comer. There are but few dowers in the garden, and 
but a scanty supply of fruit trees, the vine being the principal *, 
but there is a coilection of noble trees of gigantic size which 
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afford a delightful shade, and admit of a pleasant walk even 
in the middle of the day. 

The Riim Bh4g garden which is across the water is nearly 
of tlie same size as the above, but it is not so regular nor ela« 
borate. Many, however, prefer it on this account, and on 
account also of the greater variety of fruit and flowers, and par- 
ticularly of groves of orange trees, with which it abounds. At 
both these public gardens there arc plain arcommodation for 
invalids, and such as are in search of the picturesque. 
Parties often spend an agreeable week at these places. 

The Fort is one of the grandest in India. It occupies a 
large space of ground on the banks of the river, and within its 
lofty embattled walls are the Palace, the Motec Musjid, the 
Arsenal, and numerous compartments for all the paraphernalia 
of war. The Fort, however is far from being strong, and 
would soon fall under an assault from a few long 10 pounders. 

The remains of the Palace with its gilded cupolas, and the 
rich tr,accry in gold and blue enamel on the walls and roofs 
of the principals rooms, shew what they must have been when 
occupied by royalty. The Arsenal is very tastefully adorned 
with warlike instruments. An officer is daily on duty in the 
Fort, with a Company of S.'poya. The Dcp6t for medicines is 
also within the walls, and the Treasure belonging to the Col- 
lectors office is deposited here for safely. There is a broad 
wet ditch with draw bridges at convenient stations around the 
outer wall. TJierc arc also two terraces of considerable breadth, 
wherp a large body of troops might be paraded. The 
Motee Musjid or Pearl Sanctuary, is one of the most unique 
things of the kind ever witnessed. It is made of pure marble, 
and has a dazzling white appearance : the floor of the musjid 
is paved with rows of slabs, each of which constitutes an altar 
on wVich the faithful sons of the prophet present their offer- 
ings of praise. Just outside of the Fort, there is another im- 
mense pile called the Jamma Ma^gid, whither also the Moslems 
resort for prayer. The architecture of this building is des- 
cribed as' possessing much merit. It has three domes of nearly 
the same size, and the terrace is surmounted with towers 
and minarets at the centres and corners, but the whole build- 
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ixij^ is rapidly decaying, and immense pieces oC stone appear 
ready to f<ill from their giddy heights. 

Seciindra is a part of the suburbs of Agra, and derives its 
name from the celebrated Alexander. In this spot is the 
Mausoleum of the most celebrated of the Mahomedan Kings, the 
great Akbar. This remarkable cditice is still in a high state of 
preservation; the foundation is supported on large massive arches 
12 feet tliic • The ground floor rests on a plinth of immense 
area, and piazza of prodigious strength runs all round the build- 
ing: here in the cold season parlies frequently resort to enjoy 
the salubrious air, and the pleasures of an Eng'ish garden. 

Above the terrace two others, diminishing by degrees, are con- 
structed. All liave galleries and towers, and on the top one, 
which is surrounded with an enclosure of fretted marble, is the 
chaste and delicately carved tomb of Akbar. The marble is 
one solid piece, and as pure from flaws and shades as ivory. 
Perpendicularly below this in a vault is another tomb, the 
counterpart of the one above, but perfectly plain. There is a 
long narrow dreary passage leading to this vault in which there 
is no light, but the feeble rays which arc admitted from the top 
through two openings, and the pale ilickerings of a lamp kept 
generally burning. The vault is circular, and crowned with 
a lofty dome, which causes a reverberation of every sound in 
deep and solemn tones. In visiting this lugubrious place in 
the midst of the most profound stillness, save the occasional 
flapping of the leathern winged bat, the mind can scarcely 
resist the force of melancholy when one reflects that the dust over 
vbich he is treading was once the greatest Emperor perhaps 
of the Mogul Dynasty. The garden in which it is located has 
been recently put into excellent order by its able Superin- 
teudant, Mr. Kane. It is a large quadrangle, and bounded by 
a high embattled wall, with towers at the corners, and four im- 
mense gateways facing the four cardinal points; over the prin- 
cipal of these there are the remainsoffour lofty minarets, which 
however, have been shorn of their fair proportions by the 
wanton folly of the Mahrattas. These people have been the 
principal spoliators, and not as might be supposed the Eng- 
lish. It was the Mahrattas who robbed the Taj of mwy of its 
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Onest ornaments and took away, it is said, large quantities of 
marble. The garden is amply stored with noble trees, raised 
walks paved with stone, lead to the principal gateways ; there 
are several pucka wells long since dry, but which once proba* 
bly poured forth their copious streams to nourish flowers of 
every hue and trees of every variety of foliage. Long sir ce 
has desolation destroyed every vestige of beauty, and nothing 
but rank jungle and general decay were allowed to rule. 
Within the last three years however, a part of it has been 
converted into a very fine garden, and is quite a luxurious 
resort in the cold season. 

There are very few modern public buildings of any note ; 
the only ones that havp been built for public purposes arc two 
extensive uflices, for the Political and Revenue departments, 
and two wings to the Government house. To the above works 
of the Executive officer may he added a handsome new steeple 
to the Church, 4the conversion of the Nya Kee Mondee Hospi- 
tal, an old native building, into a decent modern looking house, 
and lasb though not least — the Metcalfe Testimonial, which 
althougli defleient in many architectural points, possesses con- 
siderable beauty of exterior. 

The most striking of all the public buildings is the College, 
situated iu the Civil lines, and at a short distance from the town. 
It was built by Lieut. Boileau. It is a noble quadrangle and 
in the Gothic style, with jutting corners, having four turrets at 
each of the corners, and two loftier ones flanking the two prin- 
cipal entrances. There are arched verandahs on each side, four 
handsome entrances, and four corner quadrangular rooms. A 
passage runs from north to south through the building, £i[nd on 
side there are seven spacious rooms, including the centre 
bjhtl, which is divided into two parts. The southern side of thn 
building h appropriated to the vernacular department, and 
the northern to the English. The number of pupils attached 
to the former exclusively, is about 120, to the latter 140. The 
Oriental languages taught are Sanscrit and Hindee, Arabic, 
Persian,. Urdfl and Arithmetic. The English instruction em- 
braces History, Poetry, Morals, Political Economy, Natural 
Philosophy, Mathematics, &c. The funda fpr. the support sS 
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the Collcrje arc derived from a number of villages bequeathed 
by a wealthy Zemindar, and yield about 2,000 rupees a month* 
or near 25,000 Rs. a year ; the monthly expenditure indepen- 
dently of the Principars salaiy, is about 1,200 Rs. 

The Govcrniiieiit house is about 3} miles from the’ canton- 
ments, hut conveniently situated in the vicinity of the princi- 
pal public oflUccs. Tlie house belongs, wo believe, to some 
native. Sir ( harlcs Metcalfe caused two handsome and com- 
modious wiugs to be added, one is used for the officers, and 
the other for the accommodation of the Private Secretary. 

Besides the offices of the Politic d and Revenue Depart- 
ments, there is the Civil Anditoi's Office, the Judge’s Cat- 
chcry, and that necessary appendage to social existence, the 
jail. The Mngislrale’s Catchcry is situated between the civil 
lines and cantonments. Ncaily opposite is the Agra Press, 
which is a two storied bungalow, the only one in the station. 
It was ftirmerly occupied by Mr. Saunders, noted for his li- 
beral hospitality. The Press enjoys a monopoly of the pa- 
tronage of the north-western provinces, there being no other 
in those parts except n small missionary press at Allahabad, at 
one extremity, and at Loodianah, the other, Greenway’s Press, 
from want of funds and of sufficient energy and spirit in the 
conductor, sunk after a short existence of about two years. The 
Committee of the Orphan Institution have however resolved 
to establish another ; the labor to bo conducted by the lads 
of the Establishment. One of the most useful and most pros- 
perous institutions in Agra is the Bank, which with, the Press 
were indebted chiefly for their origin to Dr. Henderson. 
For a considerable ;inie its operations were very limited, and 
confined chiefly to loans to the Military ; and the Secretary,, 
Mr. Beckett, received a salary of 500 Rupees a month only. 
Some of the Directors being dissatisfied with such a small 
measure of good ns was then derived, and thinking that the 
Bank might engage largely in commercial operations, resolved 
to increase the capital to 20 lakhs, and on the withdrawal of 
Mr. Beckett to Europe, to invite Mr. Gordon, of the lato firm* 
of Mackintosh and Ca, to become their Secretary on a salary 
of 25,000 Rupeea a year. The expectations however which 
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Were entertained of a large accession of work in comtner Tiat 
transactions and in exchanges failed ; the loans at the same 
time were considerably enhanced in exten^ and still constitute 
the grand staple of the Bank’s profits.* 

Mr. Gordon tried very hard to effect a Bank note circula- 
tion, but it was discountenanced by Government, and had 
it been allowed, would have failed in its effect, for the natives 
would not have used the notes to a sufHcient extent. A 
vacancy occurring in the Union llauk at Calcutta Secre- 
tariat, Mr. Gordon succeeded in obtaining the appointment, 
and bid farewell to the Agra Bank. Tlie Directors, after 
the departure of Mr. Gordon, waited for some time ere they 
could succeed in obtaining the services of an individual 
on whom they could make choice. After some months, 
amongst others, Captain Maegregor was put in nomination, 
and eventually elected. 

The Metcalfe Testimonial^ in honor of Sir Charles, is hut 
one of the many tributes that have been paid to one of the 
most experienced and popular Governors of India. There 
are two long and beautiful halls for dancing and supper, and 
a library intervening; the latter is but ill supplied with 
books, there being no periodical publications received, whilst 
the monthly subscription is only 1 rupee. The existence of 
private book clubs probably interfered materially with the 
establishment of an efficient station library ; there are several 
of these, and the taste for new works is so predominant, that 
LoeVe and Bacon, arc voted a bore, and eschewed. 

Tha CAarci^ is a spacious and handsome building, calculated 
pa bold from 800 to 1,000 persons. The carpentry displayed 
*Hu the structure of the pulpit, &c., is exceedingly coarse, 
owin^ to the absence of good workmen ; but the masonry as 
well as the design, are unexceptionable. A noble arch divides 
the altar from the court of the congregation. The larger 
part of the court is appropriated to the European soldiers. 


* Tht BaakbM Utdy adTertUed u ready to idT«aee Fnrloosili Loatf* 
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of which 9 regiment is usually stationed in this pliK^ The 
choir is usually composed of the baud of (he regiment* 
There arc two Catholic Chapels ; divine service is performed ia 
the morning at one, and in the evening at the other* There 
is also a Baptist Chapel which is generally well attended« 
but chiedy among the East Indian community. 

A subscription has lately been on foot to build a Chapel 
of Ease to the Church in the Civil Lines, where the Christian 
population arc increasing in number and four miles removed 
from a place of worship. 

Benevolent Institution. 

The Orphan Institution originated in the distressing famine 
of 1837-38, during which, from the vast liumbcrs of the poor 
that died in the Asylum, nearly 2,000 Orphan Children were 
thrown on the bounty and protection of the Christian 
community. All of these, with the exception of about 
were sent away to various establishments created for the pur- 
pose of receiving them ; of the 350 left in Agra about 60 
have since died, whilst a few have been subsequently sent in 
by the Magistrate from near the surrounding stations. There 
are now about 160 hoys and 140 girls, supported by public 
bounty. The average expenses of the estublishincnt range 
between 6 to 700 Rs. a month ; the funds to meet this ex" 
penditure are at present adequate, but as the monthly local 
subscriptions are very small, the finances must soon undergo 
great reduction. It is anticipated however that the proceeds 
arising from the sal<)s of articles manufactured by the orphan 
children will soon be stifficient to sustain a very large pro- 
portion of the monthly disbursements. The institution is 
conducted in a very admirable manner. The hoys and girls 
not only receive a decent education, and sound, moral, and 
religious, instruction, but are taught, the boys especially, a 
number of useful handicrafts, which will serve hereafter as a 
means of self support. The whole of the establishment is 
now located at Secundra, a fine, open, healthy place. The 
boys who were at first under the Rev* Mr. Moore’s' super- 
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intenderice, are now under that of Mr. Diiberg who to atnia- 
bility of temper adds a number of the requisite qualitica* 
tionsfor so arduous an undertaking. Mr. Moore frequently 
visiting his quondam interesting charge. The girls are under 
the care of Mr. and Mrs. llocrulc. assisted by Mrs. Lovatt, 
the school mistress, and other native teachers. It is 
intended to form a Christian village to be occupied by these 
young people as they are martied. Some couples arc already 
married and located in a range of buildings made for them ; 
a bit of ground is allotted to each dwelling, which they are 
allowed to cultivate. 

Amongst the arts here taught arc carpet making, weaving 
of cloth and cotton, and woollen stuffs, sewing, carpentry 
timithery, shoemaking, gardening, agriculture, &c., whilst 
Some are trained to domestic service. Expert artizans are 
engaged to teach these several branches ; the boys thus make 
their own clotlics after weaving the cloth, also their own 
6hoe.s caps, benches, desks, &c. they also cook their own food, 
and Help each other; some grind the flour, others bake bread, 
whilst so\iiC are hewers of wood and others fetchers of water. 
It is delightful to sec the cheerfulness and regularity with 
which all these offices ore performed, none being over-hur- 
dened with work, and all taking their turns in one or other 
of these departments of labor. Three hours of the day are de- 
voted to study and three to w'ork, and whilst one portion is 
engaged in one duty, another portion is engaged in the other. 

A large garden i? attached to the Boy's Institution, which 
is chiefly cultivated by themselves, and in the coKl season they 
have vegetables sufficient to supply not only themselves 
" but the residents of the station. The girls arc also iiisiructcd 
in reading, writing, and accounts; they spin most of the 
cotton and wool which is worked up by the boys ; they are 
also taught to make their own dresses, also a number of 
fancy articles which are eagerly bought up by the residents 
of the station. 
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The Church Missionary Society. 

This Society is chiefly supported by the Parent Society Rt 
home. Local subscriptions arc also solicited for a variety qf 
objects connected with the mission^ the principal of which 
is the support of schools. The Revd. Mr. Moore is tbo only 
Missionary appointed to this station, and superintends all 
the operations connected with the Society. Ho has 
planted a number of elementary vernacular schools in 
and al out the town, in addition to the central school at 
the Kiiilra. To this scliool Mr. Shad well has been lately 
appointed conductor in chief. There are only forty pupils and 
none of them very forward. The biblc is u>ed os a cluss-book« 
as also catechisms on the Christian religion. The vernacular 
schools, which arc seven or eight in number arc yet in their 
infancy, they average each about thirty pupils. Secular know- 
ledge is taught as well as sacred. The schools are vi.«*iied in 
turn by Mr Moore and his cathcchists, and considering the 
novelty of their institution and their peculiar nature, it is 
surprising that they are so well attended. 

Tliore arc a few more of such schools conducted by private 
intlividuals either on their own premises, or in adjacent situa- 
tions: their united efforts will doubtless pave the way for 
more enlarged and vigorous measures hereafter. 

Tub Relief Society, 

which has been established for 10 or 12 years, was brought 
into full operation during the famine, but the objects re- 
quiring relief arc by no means numerous now. There is very 
little mendicity compared with the population, except in the 
case of a company of professed beggars, chiefly Mussulmans. 
There is a small village near Agra culled Shah Gauge, where 
(hey arc all congregated and live by themselves. From this 
place they may be seen issuing every morning to their respec- 
tive beats for the purpose of begging. Most of them are tall, 
hearty young men, and when at home they doff their meudl-

cant dress, wash their mud besmeared bodies, and do not then 
appear unto men ^ to fast.* 

The Relief Society do not however afford alms to these, 
but chiefly to the blind, lame, and indigent poor. Connected 
with this Society is the Relief Hospital, in which the sick 
are attended to, but there is a Government Dispensary 
established in the town under the superintendence of Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon Oomachurn Sett, a very intelligent young 
person, and one of the first fruits of the Government Medical 
College. The Dispensary is in the heart of the city but the 
natives have not yet sufficiently overcome their prejudices to 
be induced to forego their native methods of cure and seek 
relief at the hand of science — much good however has been 
done, and as time alone can show the advantages of the Eng- 
lish system, it will no doubt in the end prevail.* 

A committee is appointed to direct the proceedings of the 
Dispensary ; the Civil Surgeon is the Secretary ; two or three 
apprentices have been added to the establishment with the 
ulterior'vicw of being employed as dressers, &c. The number 
of out patients at present on the list is about forty ; there are 
no in patients. 

Grograpbic Position op the District. 


The present district of Agra (i. e. the limits over which the 
fiscal and police control of the Collector and Magistrate of Agra 
extends) is bounded on the East by the districts of Mynpoorie 
and Etawah, on the north by the district of Muttra, on the west 
by thQ district of Muttra and the Bhurtpore territory, and on 
the west by the territories of the independent chiefs of Gwalior 
and Dholporc. It is divided into nine Tchsildnrccs or fiscal sub- 
divisions, at each of which a Tehsildar or native collector of 
revenue is stationed. With exception to a few miles facing 
the town and settlement of Agra and extending to the 
towns of Ferozabad and Khandowalec, the river Jumna forms 
a natural boundary between the district of Agra and those of 
Muttra, Mynpoorie, and Etawah. 
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Extent of Distnicr. 

The area of the District of Agra by the last sarvey 
measurement was 1,862 square miles. 11,93,770 square acres. 
It contains 1,270 villages and hamlets. 

Population of District and Town. 

By a census drawn up in 1839, during the progress of the 
revenue settlement, the total population of the 'district wae 
computed , at 5,09,700 souls, of whom 65,250, viz. 47,300 
Hindoos, 17,950 Mussulmans and other castes are reckoned 
to be residing in the town of Agra and its environs, ez« 
elusive of sepoys and camp followers within the pale of the 
Military Cantonments, who cannot be reckoned fixed residents. 
We may assume 10,000 for the military force in cantonments. 

Condition of tqe People. 

The condition of the mass may be safely stated as poor. 
This includes the landed community, tradesmen, artificers, 
&c. But Agra boasts a few wealthy landholders, two or 
three bankers, and a few others unconnected with any 
occupation. The general body of bankers at Agra, most 
of whom are considered opulent, are mere agents of prin- 
cipals residing at Gwalior, Marwur, Jyeporc, Ajtnerc and 
Lucknow. We do not reckon them among residents of Agra ;• 
their location there, adds to mercantile importance, and as a 
natural consequence, influences the condition of the residents 
(especially the lower cesses) in some measure, but their con-, 
tinuance entirely depends upon circumstances ; their removal 
may be brought about by caprice of their principals, political 
changes, disputed successions and a multitude of other oaso!- 
alitics, widely differing from mercantile calaoiity, &c. ^

Salt and cotton are tlie only two staples, the former princi- 
pally B foreign prbduce, L e. from Bhurtpore, Alwar, Jeypore, 
&et AlLmanufiictureofsalt is prohibited on the fell bank of the 
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^amna, or (he Doonb conntry. Mnch of the cotton too, 
tomes from beyond oiir frontio/ excise liiiei or ns it is called 
in official pbrnsc * the preventive line/ but n good deal is grown 
In 3luttra and Agra. Tbc (Custom lIoiWc, and facility of »a*er 
carriage, have rendered Agra an einpuriu n for the trade in this 
article. The Agra cotton is reckoned inferior to tbc proibice 
of neigbbonring places, viz Jalonn, Kaclioiir.i, Madlioporc, &c. 
Kafabatoom (gold lacc) is a good article of trade in Agra, and 
dealt in to a considerable amount. The custo ns duty realized 
from salt alone, last year (tbc official 3 mnr 1839-40), iiinoiintcd 
to hs. 5,95,000, or nruily two thiids i. c. Us. 9,3,2,000 
of the aggregate collection of tbc Custom House. The duly 
on cotton amounted to only 1,300 Rupees, but it was a bad 
cotton year ; not yi( Idiiig so much as a fifth of funner years. 

PoLicr. 

The Police jurisdiction is co-extensive with the Revenne 
control. Its constitution U ns follows. The M.igibtinte and 
joint Magisirnte, the only two European Officers, are ihs con- 
servators of the ]mblic peace. The Tchsildars arc the head 
of the Native Pol ce in the interior of the district. The 
Municipal Police is under the Cutwal and his deputies. 
Ttiese officcis hive the supervision of I ciitwalee and 10 
city wards, 3 of these arc sitburbnn posts. Tlie district is 
divided into 12 Thannahs, each having dependent chowkees 
under it. At each thannah is a naib darogha, wjth com- 
plement, of jemadars, btirkimdazes, and sowars, under the 
orders of the tehsildar, in his capacity of police officer. The 
subordinate police of the district including the cbiwallee 
of Agra, consists of 47 jemadars, 54 duffadars, 61 mChur- 
«lrf (tliannah writers) 913 burkundazes and 48 sowars, wltp * 
are patcelted out according to the size of the thannah and de- 
gree of Supervision and vigilance required at each. 

besides the above, which we may call regular police* 
there are t.wo other branches of police establish men t, 
which may properly be reckoned auxiliaries; tlie one is 
liie Mofusbil ebowkeedaree establishment, consisting of 1,791 
diowkeedars, 1,149 ballahara or assistants to ebowkeedors^ 
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paid by the zemiadara, either in money or aaaignntept of 
land free of rent ; such provision having been adjudged by tli6 
collector at the time of settlement ; the other is the munici* 
pal chowkeedareo establishment, consisting of 227 cho\7kce<» 
dars maintained for the protection of the ('ity of Agra and 
its suburbs, and paid from a tax levied on householders un^ 
dcr Regulation XXII. of IB 16 and Act 15 of 1837. These 
chowkeedars only patrol at nights, and are posted at the 
several city wards and suburban chowkies — the whole is 
under the Cutwal. The former description of chowkeedars 
whom wc class under the Mofussil Chowkeedaree Establish- 
ment, look to the safe-guards of the villages at which they 
arc placed, and are under the orders of the Government Polico 
ofTiccrs, the thanadar or jemadar as may be, and report 
all critues committed in their villages, and what comes under 
their observation. The occupation of the Bal labor (assist* 
unt to chowheedar)is more erratic than stationary ; he wanders 
about in search of adventures, ferrets out crimes, and carries 
tlic result of his perambulations daily to the thannah. 


Kotejt on the iHchual ^opo^raphs of Slgra. 

1st. What are the prevailing diseases at Agra ? During 
the hot season, viz., from April to July, fevers of the 
continued typc^acutc dysentery, derangement of the digestive 
organs, form the prevailing diseases ; towards the close of 
the hot weather cases of apoplexy not unfrequently occur, 
both among Europeans and Natives, occasioned in both by 
exposure to the sun, too iicquently aided in the foimerby 
habits of intemperance. In June, 1839, several recruits of the 
Hon’blc Company’s European Regiment, wcie carried off 
from this cause. In July of 1840, eight men of Her 
Majesty’s 9th Regiment died suddenly from apoplelcy* 
Children of European parents arc liable to febrile aitaoks 
at this season, in which the determination to the head is a fre* 
queut and dangerous symptom. Every precaution should bt 
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adopted to prevent tbeir being exposed to the sun, and to 
keep the temperature of their apartments as low as circum- 
stances will admit. Ophthalmia prevails amongst all classes, 
especially among the children of soldiers, and the poorer class 
of Chrhtians. This is ea'^ily accounted for, — by exposure to 
hot winds, flying clouds of dust, and over heated apartments. 
Persons liable to pulmonic affections, suffer considerably du- 
ring the hot weather, while those who have been sufferers from 
chronic disease of long standing, invariably experience debi- 
litating effects of high temperature, — chronic rheumatism, and 
neuralgic affections on the other hand improve under the 
influence of a warm dry atmosphere. 

During the rainy season, remittent and intermittent fevers, 
diarrhoea, dysentery, and hepatic affections, are the most 
ordinary forms of disease. Remittent fevers, frequently 
attended with determination to the head, run their course ra- 
pidly, but are fhr less frequent than intermittents, which though 
protracted and liable, to recur, seldom prove fatal, or are 
attended with those visceral derangements we frequently meet 
with as the accompaniments of this disease in other parts 
of India. Pevers are not fatal at Agra. In three hundred 
and fifty one cases, treated in the European Artillery 
Hospital, between the years 1836 to 1840, nine only proved 
fatal. Among seventy- four cases of dysentery treated at the 
same period, four terminated fatally. Children at this season 
suffer from bowel complaint, and also from febrile attacks ; 
affections of the stomach and bowels are not unfroquent 
among all classes. The rainy season at Agra is of short du- 
ration, seldom setting in before the latter end of June, and 
tteually subsiding about the middle of September. From 
>4he sandy nature of the soil, water is rapidly imbibed ; the 
"numerous ravines form a natural drainage, effectually pre- 
venting accumulation of stagnant water. 

During the cold season the proportion of sickness is very 
small among all classes ; the diseases prevailing at other 
periods of the year occur, but are slighter and of shorter du- 
ration.

2d. Wbat are healthy and unhealthy spots and seasons ? 

From November to the latter end of M arch, few places are 
more exempted from diseases than Agra. The temperature 
is then moderate, the nights and mornings are cold and in- 
vigorating, the fogti common iu the lower provinces nearly 
unknown. During the hot winds disease prevails to a greater 
extent than in the cold weather, but the proportion of 
sickness compared with other stations is small. The rainy 
season is the most unhealthy, but even then it does not ex- 
ceed and seldom amounts to the proportion of sickness in 
manv other localities in the North Wcbtcrn Piownces. 

The cantonment is situated in a wide open plain about two 
miles from the river ; the Lines, Barracks, and Officers Quarters 
are dry and well ventilated ; the Civil Residents arc scattered 
over a circuit of about five miles, their houses are however gen- 
erally dry, and free from those causes which tend to produce 
disease in warm climates. The buildings attached to the civil 
department stand in a much lower site than iu cantonments, 
but there is no jungle in the neighbourhood, nor any accumu- 
lation of stagnant water, and the inhabitants in that part of the 
station enjoy as good health as those in cantonments. The 
only unhealthy locality in the neighbourhood of Agra is the 
Fort, which stands on the banks of the river, where a slimy 
deposit takes place at the end of the rains, while its lofty 
stone walls, the dense mass of buildings contained within a 
small space, and deep stagnant ditch, prove fertile sources of 
disease during the hot and rainy months. Cholera visited 
Agra during the years 1837-38, and proved fatal to a con- 
siderable numbci of residents both European and Natives, 
These years however were the memorable periods of famine, 
from the almost total failure of rains. This fatal disease is of 
rare occurrence, nor have epidemics of any kind been a com- 
mon visitation at Agra. The city of Agra is crowded and 
narrow, but its streets are kept tolerably clean, and it is not 
generally unhealthy. 

3d. Precautions necessary ? 

During the hot season, exposure to the sun ought to be 
carefully avoided ; exercise should be taken early in the morn- 
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ing, and the house kept cool, the thermometer never allowed 
to rise above eighty-four or eighty-five degrees. In the rainy 
season all exuberant vegetation ought to be cleared away, 
exposure to heat and damp carefully avoided, especially at 
night or very early in the morning. In the cold weather 
few precautions are necessary, though persons of delicate 
constitutions would do well to avoid exposure to the frosty 
atmosphere of the early morning. It is unnecessary to add that 
diet and clothing are to be strictly regulated by the state of 
the weather. Observing these precautions European resi- 
dents may enjoy as high a state of health at Agra, as any 
locality in the plains of India. Excluding deaths from cholera, 
the average mortality of European troops, has during the 
last ten years, not exceeded, from ordinary causes, 3 per cent., 
and though it is impossible accurately to ascertain the average 
of sickness^ and mortality among European residents, no 
doubt can .exist that it is consideiably under that of any 
other, station.

fith.— To ask for the repeal of oil existing Laws that may be prejudicial to the same 
^busses. 

** 9th.— To extend the assistance of the Society to individuals when wc think a general 
>• principle is involved, in order that such cases may be appealed to superior authuritiea. 

10^.>A.To defend ourselves by legal meiuia against the llesuinption Measure, now in pro- 
gress. add any farther attacks of the same nature, or any encroachment upon the prinmpJos 
of the penoanent settlement 

11th.— To oontend for the fulfilment of the pledge, by proclamation, to extend the per- 
manent settlement to the North West Frovmcca. 

' 12th.— To assist Inmdholders living at a distance In their business with the Courts and 
Public Offices of the Presidency, and generally to furnish them with advice on all matters 
property connected with the objects of the Society. 

13th.— Tocajrry Into efibet the above ohjccts, it is proposed that the following offioets he 
chosen. 

Hth.— A Committee of twelve pewons to be elected by ballot, four to go out by rotation 
MTihe expiration of each year, aiul thrir places to be nllcd by ballot. The same persons 
may bere-riected.

REGULATIONS. 

1.— That thU association bo denominated ‘ The Calcutta Trade Association,' 

n.->That it do cunalst of an unlimited number of merchants, tradesmen, artists and 
others, who may b<‘ disposerl to aid in the accomplishment of the objects, of this association. 

111. — That the objects of this assuclatiun lie, 

I. To eneournffc the gener.il adoption of the system of ready .money payments, which 
prcrails in ail other parts of the world, and which enables traili^sinen to sen at lower rates 
than those of Calcutta can nflurd to do, from the prevalence of the ruinous system of 
indiscriminate <;redit, which has obtained for many >ears, to the serious injury of the 
tradesmen, and the manifest disadvantage of the public. 

II. To define the terms of credit, when credit Is allowed, and to prescribe the measures 
cnlcuhitcd to ensure payment, and guard against future loss when the terms of credit are 
Tlolatcd. 

III. To encourage a friendly communication amongst persons engaged in business In 
Calcutta, espeeially on subjects involving their common interests ; an object whicli a]>peBrs 
to have been hitherto neglected. 

IV. Thu olllecrs of the Truile Association are the Moster, Past Musters, Senior Vi^or. 
den. Junior Warden, Treasurer, Sei'retary, Auditors, Counsel and Solicitor. 

V. The Master to be elected from the Past Musters and those memlK'rs who have served 
or may be aervina, the ofilcea of Wuidena. All other olllee bearers to bo elected from the 
members generally, 

Vi. The election of Master, Wardens and Treasurer to take place by ballot annually, at 
a siieeial meeting to be com cned for the purpose, on the second Saturday in December. 
All other oflicers, w hen once elected or appointed to hold their offices, until removed by 
death, lesignation, or vote of the association. 

VII. No member shall continue iu the officeof Master or Warden for more than two 
years in succession ; but he may be again elected after he has been out of office one year. 

VIII. The Committee of Monagement, to consist of tw'clvd members in addition to the 
office beafcrs. and five to be considered a quorum. 

IX. Four memberi of the Committee shall go out annually by rotation, and the Master 
shall nominate four, which, with any candidate proposed by a member, shall bo balloted 
fur in their stead. 

X. Any member of the committee being obliged to leave Calcutta from sickness or 
otherwise, on Intimating the same to the Master in writing, the Master ahull, if required, 
nominate another moi^r from the body of the associatioa to take his place during his 
absence. 

XI. The Committee of Management shall meet every Saturday morning for the despatch 
of husineas, their decisions being subject to the approval of the members at the sucoeeding 
qnarterly meeting. 

'UI. The general quarterly mectlnes of the association to take place the second Satur- 
day 4n January, April, July, and October. 

XI II. The Master shoirpreside at all meetings, or, in his absence, the immediate Past 
Master. In the absence of the Immediate Hut Master, the oldest Put Muter prueot. 
shall tslEe the chair. 

XIV. The Muter, or, in his absence, the Senior Warden, hu right and authority of 
assombllng a special general meeting; the cause of such meeting to be declared In the 
summons, and no other buslncu to be entered upon. 

XV. Special general merthiga may also be called on a requisition to that effect, signed 
by dvememben and specifying the object of the proposed meeting. 

XVI; In any cue where tho votes ora eiiual. the second or cuting vote of the diair to 
deride. . » • 

XVII. The Muter. Put iduter and Wardens in office, are to be the repruentatlru of 
the AssodatloDi and being supposed to Bpeak the K&Uments of the nembeiPi or • m^orSy 
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of them, are bound to net vpon such resolaUont w may be passed In committee, or at 
gchftal meetings duly nssewljied. ' 

XVIII. Applicanu (or admiaaioii as members of the AMocintion, to be proposed and 
seconded ot one committee meeting, and boliottcd for at the next, two black balls to ex* 
elude. 

XiX. Notice of Ihe.ballot to bo particul- ilj circulated to the committee. 

XX. The member who proposes a candidate for adinissiou. sliall be responsible for his 
entrance fee. 

XXI. {iach newly-elected member shall pay an entrance fee of fifty (50) Ilupecs, to* 
wards the pcrmaiu'iit fuinl of the Associ^on, aud he be funiisheil with a copy of the 
gcifetal regulations und bye-laws of the Trade Asaoelatiuii, grotis. 

. XXll. Kadi inemlier shall pay a suliscription of six rupees monthly, In adroftce, to the 
current fund of the Asaodatioii. 

XXI 11. Any member ollowing his bills to remain unpaid beyond three months shall be 
liable to have his name erased from the list of Mcmliers of the ABsucuiliun, 

XXIV. Any member who shall have been struck off for non-payment of subscriplion> 
shall not be again eligible for election, except as a new member, and tliat not until he pay 
up the siuil arrears ; when he may make application os a uew iiicmber lu form and maiinet 
above preqcritK'd. 

XXV. Aliy member desirous of withdrawing from the Association, can have his wish 
complied w'lln from the cud of the current month, upon sending a wiltteu notice to that 
effect to the Secretary. 

-XXVI. An\ member intending to leave Calcutta for a considerable length of time, but 
te Tcltiin within two year!!, shall nut be subject to iiiunthly subscription during his ab* 
fence, and may, if howiMhus. bo ro-adinUte<l to the Association without paying llieusuid 
donation, provided that, previous to going away, he has duly Intimated liii intention to the 
Becreiftry in nu tting. 

XXVil. In ease of f he death, sickness, or ahsenoe from Calcutta of the subscribing 
partner of any Arm, anoUier niemlier of thiU Arm, or otiicr pchMin employed by It shall be 
allowed, on continuing lu piiy the monthly subscription, to take his place in the assocla* 
tiiin, provided he duly Intiinatcs Ins inteutlon of so doing In wriilncto the Secretary. 

XXVlll. All bills or drafts fur disbursements, shall be signed i>y the Master before 
they aro paid. 

XXIX. '1 he permanent fond of the Asaoetstlon, shall be lodged in the Union Bank In 
the name uf the MoHtcr aud Treasurer for ihe time being. 

XXX. The accounts of the Association, with an abstract therefrom, sluill bo laid upon 
the table at each quarterly general nieiqlng. 

XXXI. A weekly list of arrivals and dopartares In and from Calcutta, shall be furuiihcd 
to eoch mcmliier of the asaoclntiou. 

XXXli, Applications for the use of the rooms for meetings or other purposes ancon* 
ncctcil w ith the association, shall be made to tlie Master through the Secretary. 

XXXIJI. U shall be proper for any member of the association, to apply /wrsonallyto 
the Secretary or to the cuminUtee, for any information obtoluableon subjects embraeeuby 
the decl.ircd obji'cts of the association ; und the cominittce, aud especially the Secretary, are 
enjoined, as far as practicable, to imiiart the diMircd information. 

aXXIV. Such part of the proceedings or regulations, of the association, as to the com- 
inlttee may seem proper, shall, from time to time, be piibliabi>d for general Information in 
such newspapers os may be disposed to give gratuitous insertion to the same. 

XXXV. These regulations and the bye-laws to be binding on all mopsliers ; but to be 
subject to addition, alleratloii. or abrogation by a majority of two-thlriis of tlie members 
present, lu form and manner speciJledia the byolaws, see. 16.

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Act No. VI, of 1639, of the Goternmciit tf India. 

1st.— The existing Charter of the Rank of Bengal haring lieen found In nianv respects jn« 
bonrenient and Imperfect, the MiMuIiers of the said Corporation have by their Uircctors np. 
piled to the Governor General of India in Council for the aiiieiidment theredl. by anew 
Charter or Act of Ine-oriioration, tendering the surrender thereupon of the said Cliarter, 
and the Governor General In Council having assenti'fl to such surrenikT, and to the v(intiiui<« 
once of the said Corporation as hereinofterdeclaretl;— It Is hereby eiiMcttHl, that from the 
Ist day of May next after the passing of this Act, the Charter of the said Uank of Bengal 
lienring date the 89lh May 163S, and the Arts No. XlX. of 18^16 and No, X.KIV. 18J8 re. 
lating thereto, shall respectively cease to have etlbct ; the same are hereby I'ruiii that ilay 
cancelkMl, save as to such particulars as arc herein mentioned or rel'ern'd to. 

2nd— And it Is hereby enacted, that the persons, who at the lime of the di-teriniii.ition of 
the said Charter and Acts aforesaid, shall, under the provisions oi (he said Charter .ind Arts, 
he the proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank of Beng.il, and shall notu ithstanding 
the determination of the said Charter and Acts continue to lie a rorfiuratioii, boily rorporate 
and politie, M the name of the Bank of Benfpil, with perin tu d Sll^l'l'^sh)■l ,’u t'leiii .i.m their 
Successors. Frojirietors for the time, being of the said llaitk os hereinafier inentiuneil, and 
to possess and enjoy oil the rights, privileges and iiumuiiities iucideiit by luw to a corpora, 
tion aggregate. 

3rd. — And it is hereby enacted, that all nropertj' and acruritics for property, cluima and 
demands whatsoever now vested in or held by the sidd Bank of Bengal, uutier and by v irtue 
of the said Charter %nd Acts, shall, lmnicdia»ely on the determination of the said Charter, 
devolve on .*ind become vestiHl and continued in the Dank of Bengal, so continued and iiicor- 
poratcil by the Act its aforosiiid, and that the said Bank ol Bengal, so eontiiiu il and ineor- 
porated as afore<«nici, shall be subject to all debts, demands, claims and liaUhlies oun>tuiiUiug 
against the said Bank at the time of such determination of its said Charter as aforesaid, aitd 
that no aiAt or proceeding at Law or in Equity then pending shall cease or abate in cunse. 
qiience of such determination of the said present Charter, anuvuch renewal and coutinuanuc 
of the said Bank by virtue of this Act. 

4th.— And it is herc'by enacted, that the said Bank so renewed and continued shall and 
mav sue and be sued by its corporate name aforesaid, and shall and may have and use suuh 
common seal as the Directors of the said Dunk shall from time to time appoint, and ahidl 
be competent to acquire and hold either absolutely or conditionally, for a term or in per. 
petuity, any description of properly whatever and to transfer and convey the same. 

&th.— And it Is nereliy enneted, that the Capital Stock of the said Bunk, as uoiislituted 
under the said present Cnarier and Acts, shall on thedeterminatum of the same by virtue of 
this Act continue to be the Capit.il Stock of the said Bank so renewed and continut'd as 
aforesaid, provided however that it shall be in the power of the Governor General of ludia 
in (Council from time to time, by resolution notilledin the Calruita O'aevtte, to authorise the 
said Capital Stock to tie increased and to mako such order and direction for the opening of 
suhseWptions towards such increase of capital, as to him may seem tit, giving due notice 
thereof to the Proinletors of the said Bank for the time lieing, and allowing to them a period 
of not lesa than twelve months to HU up such subscription themselves, and likewise to pre- 
•crlbe in whal manner and form the Proprietors shall subscribe and pay, into the said Bank, 
the proportions or new Stock to which they may resiict'lively be entitled, and to make such 
order and direction as to him tlie said Governor General in Council may seem Ht for the 
disposal of the amount of new Slock that insy not be aubscrlbcd for and paid up in the man. 
Jier and form ao prescribed. 

6th.— And whereas the Capital Stock of the said Bank which the said Act No. XIX. 
of 1836 was flked at seventy 'live lakhs of Rupees divided Into 1,87A shares of four thousand 
Rupees esch, has 1>y the Resolution of the President of the Council of India in Council, is. 
fded and notified to the Proprietors on the 17th Octolier 1888, in conformity with Act No. 

. •dikXIV. of 1838 lieen ordered to be increased by oiie-balf, and whereas a Imok, now open 
, fbSsnbscripttons and payntent, is now being made of siirh increased caiutol in the manner 
, and under the terms and condAtlons antborlied in the said Act No. XXiV. of 1838, and pre. 
scribed In the said ortler and notice of the President in Council. It is therefore hereby eii- 
octed, that the CapitsJl Stock of the said Bunk shall on the said 1st May next wlnm this Act 
shall take effoct for the re-incorporation of the aaid Dank, consist of the said sum of aeven- 
ty-flre lakhs of Company's Uuiiees,. together with such further amount as shall on that date

8th.— .And it ii hereby enacted, that a certifleate signed by three Directors of the said 
Bank shall be delivered to the Proprietor or Proprietors of all of the said ahares of the Ca- 
pital Stock of the said Bank, upon demand made by the holder of sack ahare, and that any 

I ierson who is a Proprietor of more than one auch shares may at his option demand u eerli-. 
Icate for each of hia shares, or one certiAcate for all his shares or several oerlilicatos, each 
of which may be for any number of hfs sham. 

9th. —And it is hereby enacted, that the said share or sharer of the Capital Stock of the said 
Bank shall be of the nature of personal estate of the Proprietors thereof respectively, and that 
the same ahull be traiisferrable hy endorsement to be made on such certineates thereof res- 
pectively, under the hand of the Pniprietor or Proprietors, or his, hi‘r, or their Attorneys duly 
authorised, which endorsement shall spedfy the name of the person or persons to whom tlie 
said transfer shall be made, provided that no such endorsement shall be effectual to transfer 
any such share or shares until sucli endorsement shall havo been registered at the Bank of 
Bengal, and such rcgUtcratiun shall have been noted on auch endorsementunder the hand of 
an Officer appointed fur that purpose hy the Directors of the said Bank. 

10th.— And it Is hereby enacted, that the said corporate body, so renewed and contluuedaa 
aforesaid, shall consist and be comiiosed of the regTstered Proprietors for the time being of 
the said shares of the Capital Stock of the said Bank, and of no other person or persona 
whatsoever. 

11th.— And it is hereby enacted that the business of the said Bank ahall be managed by 
nine Directors, of whom three shoU be appointed and removeable by the Governor General 
of India in Council, and the remaining six shall beelected by a General Meeting of the I'ro- 

8 rietors of the said Bank, and removeable by vote of the majority of a GeueraT Meeting of 
lie said Proprietors. 

I2th.— And it is hereby enacted, that the persons who, at the time of such determination 
of the said present Charter and Acts as aforesaid, shall lie Directors of the said Bank, shall 
thereafter continue to be Directors of the said Bonk so renewed and continued os aforesaid. 

13lh.— And it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors eluetid and to Selected by 
the said Proprietois shall in rotation go out of office on the second Monday in the mouth of 
December in every year, on which day in every year a General Meeting of Proprietors shall 
be held for the election of two Directors in their stead — provided always that any Diroctor 

going out by rotation os aforesaid may not be re-elected at the election which takes place 

thereupon— provided also that the rotation extsUng at the time of such determination aa 
aforesaid of theaaid present Charter and Acts shall continue to be observed. 

14lh.— And it Is hereby enacted, that in eoab of the death, resignation, or abvcnco from 

Galrutta for more than three months, or removal as aforiwuld of any Dir^tots elected or to 

be elected !iy the sai<l Proprietor, the Directora shall call a General Meeting of the Propri- 
etors to be held within AfU*en days, for the purpose of chosing a successor, and such succes- 
sor shall come into the same place in the rotation abovementloned in which the Director was. 

15th.— And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of serving as a Director 
by election of the said Proprietors who shall be Proprietor in his own right, and unlii- 
cumbered of three shares or twelve thousand Rupees of the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Bengal, or who shall be a Director of any other Bonk issuing Notes payable on demaiul 
within the Town or Suburbs of Calcutta. 

16th.— And it is hereby enacted, that at General-Meetings of the Proprietors every elee-

This officer then 
directs the bearer of the money to pay it to the tellers, who receive it, and fill 
up a printed slip (of which they have plenty on the counter,) with the sum and 
the name of the party to whose credit it is to be placed.

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rt will be seen from the above, that aa a party withdraws his depositi so his 
credit is, pro-tanto, diminished. In every other rd^pect the course pursued is the 
same as with Curnnt Accounts. 

An order or cheque upon a banker must bear the name of the place, and the 
date must be on or before the day on which it is presented. If post-dated and 
delivered before the day of date, it canot be cashed without express instruc- 
tions from the drawer authorizing its payment Some persons draw cheques 
at a certain number of days after sight or date. The Bank cannot accept 
them ; cheques being orders payable on demand only. In cases of this descrip- 
tion, holders of cheques are requested to present them on the date on which 
they would fall due. 

Sufficient attention is not paid to indorsements upon cheques. In Engiand it 
is iliegal to draw a cheque to order unless it be stamped, but in this country 
where the climate is a bar to ^^nropcans going in all cases themselves, and 
where it is impossible to avoid trusting the natives, it is a short of security to 
make cheques payable to order. Parties receiving them however should be 
careful to indorse correctly the cheque cannot be passed. If the drawer 
makes a mistake in a party’s name, the error should be rectified before pre- 
senting it for payment. 

Any alteration in the b^y of a cheque, not properly verified by the initial 
of the drawer will be rejected. Great responsibility attaches to a Bank in all 
these cases, and its officers cannot exercise too great a degree of caution in or- 
der to prevent frauds. 

The officers of a Bank are justified in revising to pass cheques signed with 
red ink, as it is not durable and is liable to work out 

’ The late de&lcations in a neighbouring Bank, and in other public institutions 
having rendered it necessary to exercise the utmost caution and vigilance, the 
Directors, at the recommendation of the Secretary, have approved of the intro- 
duction of a cheque Ledger to be kept by the Deputy Aocountant, 



This fifirm of Xedger is very simple. There is but one cash column into 
Hviiich both the sums paid, in and drawn out are entered, adding and anhstraot- 
log as the occasion demands. There question but that the Ledger in the 
* progressive is, of the two, the most complete, but, as the oliJect of the 
Cfieque Ledger is merely to cheek the other, it it of the utmost utility.

RUI^ES OF THE AGRA BANK, 

^ lat January^ 1841. 

1. Loans repayable within 12 months are granted at 8 per cent per annum 
to officers, Civil or Military, Mho can arrange for the regular payment of their 
monthly instalments at Ayt'a^ on the security of 2 approved sureties. 

2. Ixians requiring tv\o years for repayment are granted to the same classes, 
and under the same condition, at 9 per cent, per annum with three sureties, and 
loans requiring three years at 10 per cent, with .four sureties. 

3. In the two last case.s, where it may not be convenient to give more than 
two sureties, the loan must be further protected by a life insurance : but on 
application to that effect through the sureties, they ponsenting to the same, the 
Directors will be prepared to allow the discontinuance of the policy on a loan 
of the two year class, after the expiration of the first year, and on a loan of the 
three year class after two years have expired. 

4. The Mortgage of real property in the Hill Stations and larger Military 
Cantonments will, when the Directors see fit, be taken in place of life-assurance, 
piovided that the property be officially registered in the Station Books as be- 
longing to the Bank, and that the amount advanced thereon be regulated by 
previous official report as to its true value, and never exceed two thirds of such 
valuation. 

5. No private loan — Furlough loans excepted — is granted which is not 
conditioned to be entirely liouidated whithiii three years at farthest. 

6. Furlough loans — of which applicants may avail themselves in the whole 
amount before leaving India or in the part as required — will be granted to Civil 
and Military Officer on the guarantee of approved sureties (for whose protection 
as in other cases the life of the borrower will be kept adequately insured), at 8 
per cent per annum, and with the premium of insurance calculated according to 
the Europe scale, the higher interest of 10 per cent, the Indian premium and the 
periodical instalments commencing only on return of the party to duty. 

7. In cases of Medical Certificate, Indian Loans granted after 1st October 
1840, will become convertible, as regards interest and duration, into Furlough 
loans. 

8. Regimental loans are granted to Corps to facilitate the establishment and 
maintenance of Messes, Bands, Libraries, and for otAer Regimental purposes, 
at 8 per cent. 

9. Loans are granted on the security of Government Paper, and of Calcutta 
and Bombay Bank Stock at 7 per cent, per annum, where the parlies borrowing 
give to the Bank a power to sell the notes or shares forming such security, i^ 
on 3 months’ notice of intention to close the account, the Loan shall not then 
be repaid in full. 

10. Interest on loans is charged from the date on which the amount is placed 
as a floating balance at the disposal of the borrower, according to notice given, and 
is allowed, at the same rate, upon all remittances from the date of their receipt, 

11. If a one year, or if a two year loan be not discharged in fhll within the 
period for .which it was originally granted, but allowed to extend into a second 
or third year respectively, it will be subject to be charged with the next Ugher 
rates of interest, namely, 9 per cent, or 10 per cent, from the commencement 
of the transaction. 

12. In all applications for loans itis to be considered an indispensable pre- 
liminary that the party requiring the same shall agree to pay to the Bank a 
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commission of one per cent, on the pirincipte amount should he not within a 
reasonublu time, to be determined by the Directors with reference to the cir* 
cumstaiiccs of each case, avail himself of the accommodation if granted. Com- 
iniinications deficient in this particular will be returned to the applicant. 

13. ('onstituents of the service when writing to the Bank are requested to 
add their rank or official designation to ob\ iate the delay of reference ; and, 
with the same view applicants for loans are also requested in naming their 
sureties, to furnish a similar detail regarding them, reporting also' their resi- 
dence at the time, in order that the loan papers may be forwarded to them di- 
rect, if they have previously consented to stand as such. 

14. All accounts with the Hank are brought up periodically to the 30th of 
June and 3 let of December, and interest thereon is credited or debited to those 
dates half-yearly. 

l.l. Parties already indebted to the Bank cannot have a second loan so as 
to have two accounts with different sureties and different terms of payment 
open at the same time, but the balance due on the former account must be de- 
ducted from the new loan. 

IG. As a general rule parties already under engagement to the Bank, or 
otherwise to an amount exceeding their pmperty are not admissible as sureties. 
The Directors give a preference to applications for ioans repayable within a 
short date. 

17. Shareholders, have no advantage oyer other parties in borrowing from 
the Bank, but must give similar securities in every respect. 

18. The Rank does not render accounts unless where Copies are called for ; 
it being presumed that parties keep their own banking accounts. 

19. When notice is given of an intended withdrawal of cash deposited at 
interest, a memorandum thereof is taken, and the amount when due paid to 
order ; but the Bank does not attach its acceptance to any Bills or Drafts made 
payable after sight or date. 

20. No letters bearing postage will be received by the Bank, except from 
Pay Masters, Deputy Pay Masters or other public Authorities.

The Ba»k of Hindoostan, established by the iate firm of Messrs; 
Alexander and To. about 1770, was the oldest institution of the kind 
in India. The circulation of its notes was confined entirely to Cal- 
cutta and the immediate neighbourhood, the Government having re- 
fused to allow their reception into theii Collectors* Treasuries in the 
Mofussil. They also refused to recognize them on the spot as a legal 
tender. The Bank continued its operations till the month of December 
1833, when the most awful commercial crisis that every visited India, by 
drawing into its vortex dll the old firms necessarily caused the stop- 
pge of this bank ; for although it had commenced operations as an 
independent institution and quite distinct from, Messrs. Alexander and 
Co., It had latterly become so closely mixed up with the trading part of 
its business, as to be unable to weather the storm that wrecked the 
firm. Very few of its notes, however, were in circulation at the time 
the house failed. 


eSf eomntfrcUl WauS. 


The institution which partook somewhat of the character of a Joint 
Stock Bank, commencea operations on the Ist of May 1819. Its 
partners were the members of the firm of Mackintosh and Co., J. 
Melville and P. Peiraon fisq. of the firm of Fergusson and Co., Ed- 
ward Brightman Esq., Gopeymohiim Thakoor, the members of the 
firm of Joseph Baretto and Co. and Messrs. Mendietta, Urinrte and Co., 
Although it was generally supposed to have been a constituent part 
of the firm of Mackintosh and Co., it was In fact a perfectly distinct 
establishment. Like that of the Bank of Hindoostan, its circulation 
floctoated according to the state of the market. In 1833, the failure of 
Messrs. Mackintosh and Co. took place, The settlement of the affairs 
of the bank then devolved upon Baboo Dwarktinauth Thakoor, the only 
solvent partner, who finally adjusted all claims against the bank. 


tfalrutto Vaiik. 


This bank was established in 1824 by Messrs. Palmer and Co. Its 
operations, as a bank of issue, ceased in 1839, before the failure of 
the house, in consequence of the arrangements which were then on 
foot for the establiAment of the Union Bank. The Caleutta Ban Vs 
circulation averaged 20 lakhs. Its notes were refused by the Govern- 
ment Treasuries oti the same ground as wtre those the Bank of Hin- 
dooatan and Commercial Bank.

The oloeets were drat to ol^n 
the ro-opening of the communication by way of the Had Sea which hail been closed by an 
oriler from the Court of Directors interdicting the despatch of the Hugh Lindsay then the 
only Steamer at Bombay ; and, secondly, to secure a permanent communlcauon. The 
amount subscribed was Co.*s Ka. 1,78.631 and the balance remainmg in August lost as 
reported to the half yearly Meeting was Hs. 83,78A 

Tlie subscription of this sum was not nnade with any slew to its bcine employed In the 
actual construction of a Steamer or Steamers, but only to furnish Funds for the attainment 
of the above two ohj^ta. It Is therefore entirely distinct from the subscriptions made to 
Mr. Curtia’ Scheme.^ 

This Scheme requirea 18.000 shares of Rs. 000 each to eetabUsh II, excluding in the first 
Instance Bombay. Of these 12.000 shares, about £8,000 have been subacribed In England and 
India. Ind^ngland by the last accouiita 6,l0O hsd lieeu taken. In Calcutta there are now 
1,851 shares taken, on which 30 per cent, has in most oases been paid and the greater part 
remitted to Mr. Curtis. The Madras subscriptions are not known but they are estimated 
os making Op 8,000 or 8-3rds of the amount required. 

It is intended to have four Steamers of 8.000 Tons snd 600 Horse Power to run between 
Calcutta and Sues, and three between Englaiid, Alexandria, the passage across the Isthmus 
as well fur Passengers who may require it, as for Pseksges and parcels, being undertaken 
by the Company, in the event of stoppage of the Passage acxoaa the lathmus they may 
be put on the line round the Gape, making monthly voyages.

A person holdliiK a policy for a term not exceedina aeron years, on his return to Europe 
for a continuance will be renulrnd to pay six months'^ Indian Premium after his return, be- 
fore he is admitted to the Engli'ih rate for the age at which he originally assured, — ^in this 
no reference is made to the time during which the Policy has been in force. 

Parties visiting England on Furlough, or for a tetnporary retidenee, will he required to pay 
the Indian Premium during residence in Eitffland, without reference to thu number of years, 
the same may previously have been paid in India. 

Table No. 1. Example— A person aged 30, may by paying 83 Rs. secure 1,000 Rs. to his 
representatives, if his death should occur within one yi ar : if withln>ive years by paying 
35 Us. annually, and if within teeen years, by paying 36 Rs. per annum.

8th. That from the Ist day of Januiiry 1810, tbcwdiolc amount assured he void on duo 
and satisfactory proof being furnished to the Directors of lapse ; and on their iieing satis- 
fied that nothing hoM ut any time occurred to vitiate the policy, the amount ut the credit of 
the lapsed life in the gunrunU'e fund being paid at the same time ; the whulc, however, sub- 
ject to arrears of subscription or to any other sums, due to the Society. 

9th. All lapses will be paid out of the premium fund until exhausted ; in which event, 
but nut otherwise, tlio guarantee fund will lie av.ailable to makegood all paymenta for w inch 
the Society is responsible - and in the event of the guarantee ftind being at iiiiv time thus

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RULES FOR INSTITUTING AND CARRYING ON ACTIONS FOB DEBT IN THE 
. COURT OF COMMISSIONERS. 

Parties desirous of iiistitulin;; suits in the Court of Requests, arc required to give 
totlieCleik of Court, in writing tlicir own iinmes, tleMgiinlioiis and iilaces of abode 
and the names of their Defeiiduiits, their desicnutions and places of abode, together 
xvith biich buin in nariie of rusts, as is in ronfoiiuity with the follow ing Schedule. 

3. In nil suits for and under 10 Rupees a fee of 4 nniias shall be levied and taken 
on each Rupee being the iiinouiit of decree costs according to the Schedule in the lust 
proclaniiilioii of Cioieniinont of 3tUh October, ISIS. 

3. Ill each of the above cases, where attiichnieuts or warrants against dcfcndniits 
nr wilncMses are griiiiled h) tlic (Jourt, the parties desiring these shall apply to tlio 
Clerk of Court, and before ohtniiiing tliein pay a fee of 8 annus. 

4. I’lirties appl^'ing for Suphieiiiis in the above cases shtill before obtaining them, 
pay to the Clerk oi Court ii fee of 4 nniias for each Subpiena. 

5. In all causes nbuvc 10 Uii,)ees the Clerk oft 'oiin shalllevy and take from tho 
porties instituting siK 1i suits II fee equal to deciec costs according to the gradatiou 
se.ilc specified in the Schedule lust meutioiied, and exclusive of the above fees, a 
conimis-^ion equal to 10 ]ier cent- 

0. The (.Merk shall 1(1 y and lake the fee for each warrant and attachment at the 
lime the same is applied for mid taken out. 

7. The Clerk shall also 1ov _\ and take the fee for Subpoenas in each case, before the 
same aie taken out uecording to the scale speeiliid in said .schedule. 

8. With regard to the Kcc for PustpoueiueiiLs these shall be levied ot the conclusion , 
of eu( h suit, us they shall appear to have been incurred by the pluiiitilfs or defendants 
ill each cn.se. 

9. In all cases which are rompronnsed, the Clerk shall return to the parties, the 
dilVerence between tho ooinnioiuiseil costs, and those oideied to have been levied. 

10. All suiiinions shall he returnable in ten days, but a shorter peiiodiuaybc aU 
lowed at the disci oticn of the Conimissiuiiers, under purliculur and urgent circurn* 
atniKcs, on pnilies iipiilyirig for the same. 

11. Suinnioiiscs snail be delivered to the plaintiffs fur service by a Peon of Court, 
aud who shall take charge of the cause dining its ditrerenl singes. 

1-’. 'I'he peon accompanied by the plninliHrM. or by his ogont duly nulhorized 
shall serve the suniuioiis either personally upon the defendunl, or by leaving il nt his 
ordinuiy dwelling house. 

13. Parlies ilesiious of compromising their eiuiscs shall certify the same cither 
pcrsonnlly or through their agents, duly authorized, to the Registrar of Coni promises, 
two days previous to the calling on of the rf.usc 

14. All sinniuoiises reported sened shall he entered in the list of muses for trial 
on tlic dny mentioned in the suninioiises, and which list shall be exposed on the Walls 
of the Court, two whole dajs before the cause is culled on, 

1ft. On the day of oppenrance, the cause shall be called on as tliey slsiiid in the list, 
and should the praiiitiff not u])pear when the cause comes on for trial, after Leing 
three times culled, he shall be nonsuisted. 

16. Should the defendant not appear on the day mentioned in the Siimmons on 
being called three times, and the service of the summons legally proved, an nltuehment, 
for contempt, shall issue against him on the application of tiie Pluintilf reluriiahlc 
ill 10 days. 'J'his nttuchiiiciit bliidl be delivered to n Bailiff or l*eon of the Court, us 
the eose may be, who acconipaiiied by the Plnintiflf shall search for the defendant, 
and who if taken must reim 'll in custody, or give seriirily to the satisfaction of the 
(Merk of Court and IMaiutiff, for his appearance in Court on the leluin day nicnliuncd 
in the Writ. 

17. Should the defendant, having been taken on the iiilachnient and either 
deposited the amount of debt and costs, or given security us above directed, fail to 
appear on the day mentioned in the Writ, the Pluintilf sliall he entitled to a Judg- 
ment, on mokiiig until to the iusticr of the debt, and shull have the option of proceed-, 
ing against his dcfciidniit cither by execution against his person or Ins e,flVetB. 

18. When Judgement is pronounced in picsenec of the Defemlani, the Plaintift' 
may, if he choose, proceed agn/nat his person and in that case, the Defendant shall be 
detained in custody until he pays the debt and costs ; but should the Paintiff prefer 
proreeditig agoinst the elTects of the defendant, he cannot then be detained and it 
shall be optional with the Plaintiff to proceed by warronl against the person of hia 
defendant or bv execution against his effects, but he cannot have a wan-aut against 
both, at one and the same time. 

19 . Where, after Judgment in absence tho Plaintiff proceeds by warrant against, 
the person of the defendant, on the writ being executed aud the defendant failing to 
pay the debt and costs, he shall he commiued to prison u^til he pays tlic some, or 
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until lie be released at the period prescribed by the proclamation of Government of the 
2<Jtli Oc luber, IHIU. 

20. When a Plaintiff proceeds by execution against the effects of his defendant 
the Writ .shall be delivered tu the Bailiff or Peon in the cause, who shall proceed 
accompanied by the Plaintiff to execute it, attended by ii Kircar of the Court, carrying 
a book in which every article seized shall be entered upon the spot, with the date 
and title of -the cause Where the property is of that nature that it cannot be removed, 
It shall he Ncidcd ; when it can bo rcinoicd it shall be carrieil to the Court House, 
and a notice of at least five days bhitll be put up in writing and if no Clainiuiits 
appear it shall he sold by public sale and the proceeds applied in extiiirtioii of the 
Plaintiff’s deinnnd. t^hould the proceeds fail bhort of it, he may have a new execution 
against the defendant’s propcily, where and when he can discover iiioie, or he may 
have u Writ against the person of the defeiident. 

21. When propoity thus seized is claimed as not belonging tu the defendant, the 
cluimniit shall petition the Court, which shall appoint a day and witness being 
jiruduccd, the mutter shall be investignted by the conimissioiicrs. 

22. iSubptenns bhull be grunted to parties in the caiibc, wlictlier Plaintiff or 
Defciiduiit requiring the same, ui tu niiy pcrstni duly authorized to act fur them. 

23. No bcnicc of a Subpa-nii shall he Hceiiicd sutiiricnt willioiit uii uflldiivit by 
the person seiviiig it, that it was uctiially delivered iiitu the hands of the vvitiie.ss. 

24. The service of the suh|ja'iiu having been proved, bhonld the witness be abscnti 
the party shall Lc entitled to apply for uri uttui hiiieiit for the cuntciiipt. 

25. iShuithl lilt: witness he in custody before ihe return of the vviit the cause shall 
immediately bo put on the roll, and the peon shall give notice tu the parties of the 
day appointed for trial. 

20. When a witness i.s in custody for eoiitonipt, fine shall he infiii ted on him, at 
the discretion of the commissioners, never exceeding the costs of the suit. 

27. All causes postponed fur the sickness of parties or otherwise, where no limita- 
tion is specified, sltull be ogiiiii put to the roll five days after such postponement, and 
parlies wishing for such pustponemtiuts shall pay' the fees for the same according 
to proclaniulion of 1810.

The Lock-up Houses and Jails to Ik‘ specially under the orders of the ('hief 
Magistrote and the Fire Engines under the superintemlcncc and general control of 
the Chief Magistrate; but the Magistrates generally will of course, lend their hearty 
aid in cases of serious lire, and in visiting the Jails, for the purpose of bringing 
forward improvements or new regulations. 

9th. The regulation of relipous and other processions will be adniinisteretl by 
Captain Birch under the direction of the Chief Magistrate. 

10th. All Correspondence on pneral points affecting tlie Police or the Police 
buildings, or the Kslablisliment, will pass through the office of Chief Magistrate. 

11th. Constables of Divisions are stationed as described below ; they are not to be 
addressed in ordinal y Police matters; but in cases of tumult or affray they arc 
promptly to interfere. 

Offences perpetrated on the great Thoroughfares separating the Divisons are 
considered to be in the local division of the Mi^istrate whose division is immediately 
to the North of such Tlioroiighfare.

ASSESSMENT DEPARTMENT. 

1. A tax is levied by the Collector of Assessment on all dwelling houses in Calcutta 
to the amount of 5 per cent, on the annual rent, and on all shops or houses occupied 
as shops to the amount of 10 per cent. 

2. The rent of houses occupied by the Proprietors, is estimated by the rent for other 
houses of the same description in the neighbourhood. 

3. No tax shall be levied on empty houses, the samo being duly reported to the 
Collector. 

4. Religious edifices arc exempted from the payment of the tax. 

3. _ Notice shall be given to each person of the sum at which his houses arc assessed. 
And if the party shall think the assessment excessive, he shall represent the case to 
the Collector. Should he lie dissatisfied with the Collector’s decision, he is at liberty 
to appeal to the Judge, whose decision is final. 

0. Tlic tax is c'dlccted quarterly ; and, in rase of refusal or evasion of payment, 
the Collector may levy the same by distress of properly of the occupant or proprietor. 

7. Besides the above tax, a voluntary contriliutiun is collected, according to the 
same rate, during 6 months of the year, under superintcudvnee of the Mogistrates, to 
defray the expense of watering the roads. 

8. The subscriptions for the purpose are collected in advance, viz. one moiety on 
the 1st of January, and the remainder on the 1st of April. 

9. The amount contributed by the inhabilants of eaidi street is applied exclusively 
to the watering of such street, and the watering coniincuccs annually, on the 1st of 
January, and terminates on the 30lh of June, or ot the selling in of the rains. 

10. The expense of watering the roads, from the Chowringhee Sortie to the 
Chowriiighec Road, and the East and West angles of the Government House, is 
defrayed by Goveriiineiit.

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OFFENCES AGAINST PROPERTT’. 

Bye Law, Htii November. 1814.— Persons oF evil fame frenuenting streets Ue. 
Tvithnut pviiig a good iiccimiit of tlicmsehcs, nn<l shewn upon oiitti to have been so 
frequenting streets, &c. with intent to commit a reluiiy, may be ndjuilgcd, by one jus- 
tice, to sulTcr fifty stripes, or to be sent to the house of correction for tlircc months. 


Bye L\w, 2lsr April, 1817. — Persons found in possession of lead, iron and other 
metnls, nnd not able honeotly lo ncnmnl for their being so, may be sentenced liy one 
jusliee lo pny a line of Rs. 100, for tlic first olTeiiee; 200 lU. for the second oirenee, 
and Us 40U foi c^erv subsequent oireiiee; or, if the fine is not paid, to 2 months', 4 
months', nnd 0 ingntns’ imprisoniunt with liiird labour in tin* lion-e of corrcelion. 

Power to one Justice to make nn ordei on a husband and father to innintiiin his 
wife and cliildren, legilininlc and illegitiniutc, and to commit to (juinmon Jail for non- 
compliiiiiec for two iiionllis. 

Workmen, sen nuts, labourers emplovedat wharfs, arsenals, gndowns, shops, found 
in pos.se»si(in iif goods, See., nml not able to neegiint for siieh possession satisfaetorily, 
may be coniniiitcd, by one Juatice, to the house of correction for 8 months. (^N. B. 
No fine ill the case.) 


Bye Law, 12th November, 1816. — Journeymen artificers or w'orkmcn, purloining 
&c. nictciinlN deliicrc<l lo fashion, work up, or repair mn} be sentenced by one Jus- 
tice, to a fine urits. 100 ; or, if the fine is nut paid, to two months' imprisonment in 
the house of correction, or the like imprisonment without fine. 

Byb'Law, 220 October, 1810. — Oflences similar to the last-mentioned occurring 
■t the Mint, liable to 4 months’ imprisonment in the Iluiise of Correction or to whip- 
ping, or fine, hv authoiity of one Justice. ^ 

Persons employeil at the Mint contrineiiing rules in regard lo alloy, liable to fine 
not exeeediiif' .'lO Us or lo public whipping, by one Jiistiee. 

Also, p”iiicipol meltcrs nt the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whipping, also 
to fine, by one Jusliee, of Us. 50* uiid rcmiiiiitineril to eoinmon jail, and bouse of 
correetiuii, for ii period not exceeding 4 months. 

Bye Law, I.3th Novembeu, 1821. — Persons purclmsing, &c. regimental necoiilrc- 
ments from soldiers, may be fined, liy one Justice, in the sum of rupees .10, and if the 
fine is nut |inid, may lic committed to the eoiiiiiiuii juil, or house of correction, for a 
period not exeecdiiig 3 calendar mmiths, or may be whipped. 

N B. The whipping may be without the fine, but not without the imprisonment 
apparently. 

Bye Law. 13tii .\pril, 1816. — Mariners arrived in ships that may be burnt or des- 
troyed, arc liable lo be compelled to serve in other ships, niid if theyVefiise, or desert, 
to imprisonnirnl for two months, beyond the period for wliich they received advance, 
by one Justice. 

OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON. 

Btb LAW, 20TII July, 1814, amended 7tii February. 1818.— Power to one Jus- 
tice to try chorges of iissniilt, fiirciblu entry, or other injury, orcompnnied by force, 
not being felony, and to inflict a fine, not exceeding one hundred rupees; and if the 
fine is not pnidj to commit to the rominon jail for 3 iiioiith.s. The whole of the fine 
may be awarded by way of salisfoctiou to the party injured. 

Bye Law, 18tii November, 1814.— Power to one Ju.stico to try charges of abduc- 
tion, vis. eniieing and decoying away from parents or guardians far immoral purposes, 
married women, or female children under 13 years of age, of Hindoos or Manoniedans 
not of Christians and to sentence to 200 rupees fine. If the fine is not paid, then to 
commit to the house of correction to hard labottr for 6 months. 
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Byb Law, SGtii March, 1810.— British and foreign mKrinera deserting from Ttheir 
▼easels, oroverstn^ing lcn\e,are lidble to imprisoumeut fur 3U days in the common jail, 
or house of correction, b) oiio Justice. 


Bye Law, 13th April, 1818. — Domestic servants are liable to two months*, im- 
prisonment, in thehoUdC of correction, fur mis-eamagr, or insolence, by one Justice.* 

Dye Law, I2tii Xovkmbeti, 1810. — Journeymen and liibourcns refusing to work 
according to agreement, rumbiiiing to inise nnges, or dc: uy or to iiiliinidule uthers. are 
liable tu a line of 100 III pees, ur iiiipiisuiimcnt fur 00 du}s in the cuniiiiuu jail, or 
house of corrcciiun, by uiiu J Ubtice. 

Bye Law, IItii November, 1814. — Seamen deserting ships liable to« fine of flO 
rupees, in dcfiiult of paj^nieiit, ur siiiipliciter or nut mure ihiiii 30 dii)s’ impiisonment 
ill the House of Currcctiuii, and nut less than 14 days' sentence by one Justice. 

Bye Law, fStirn March, 1810. — British and foreign sonmen leading their vessels 
against the will uf the muster, or oierstaying their leave, may be seal to tiie house of 
correction fur 30 days by one Justice. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

Bye Law, 8tii July, 1810— Persons taking wine or liquor into the garrison of 
Fort William, uitliout iiutliurity,and fur persons I>c1oa the rank of ollicers, arc liable to 
iinpi'isonineiit in the roininuii Juil ur huu^c uf correcliuti 

bYK Law, I8ni Novkmhrh, 1840 — Persons throuing dirt, &c , on roads ; or into 
drains, ur leaving bricks, earri iges, &c.,or ubstriioting tliuin, Nhall forfeit lO rupees. 

Persons nut removing projvcduns, or cncruuchniciiis on roads, on notice, ore liable to 
be fined 100 rupees, and expenres of removal. 

Workmen icbiiilding vvulls and eiiciuaching bevond the old foundations, liable to a 
fine of one thousand lupees, ond (lie wall to be piuleil down. 

The ubove penalties to be adjudged by two Jusiircs, and levied by distress of 
goods. If such di'ttress is not found suflictcMit, then oileiiders may be cumiiiilted for 
six months to the Common Juil. 

N. B. This Bye Law gives the power io Justices to summon Juries to assess the 
value of lands ubuut to he taken for roads and sewers. 

By the same Dye Law, persons of low cundiiiun w'alking with arms in the street, 
without autiiuriiy of Guveiiimcnt, or of a Jiistirc of the Peace, liable to forfeiture of 
anus and a fine of 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one juvlicc. 

Bye Law, 2.1d June, 1808.— Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufaclnrcd or sold 
in Calcutta, without lieeuse, under penalty of seizuie of llie powder, iiiid fine of .‘>00 
rupees if made, and 4 lUjices per seer if sold. One justice may sentenre where the 
penalty is less than one hundred rupees. License to he grunted by two Justices. 

Eye Law, 7tii FEnnUAiiY, 1818.— Hotels, Taverns, Punch House, &e., to be 
licensed by two J iHiiccs. If opened without license, n fine of rupees I Oil niav be 
levied by two Justices, By this law a particular ghaut is appointed for seamen to 
land at. (N. B A dead Icller.) 

Bye Law, I7tii AriiiL, MCO. — Coinmom or promiscuous gaming for money liable 
to a fine of 100 rupees; if not paid, 3 mouths* imprisonmieiit in the House of Cor- 
rection, by one Justice. 

Byb Lrw, 8th March, 1837.— Ticca bearers plying without badges, liable to a 
fine of 80 rupees, and in default of payment, imprisonment in the common jail or 
house of correction, nut exceeding cue mouth, by one Justice. 
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A rule, ordinance, and regulation for the good order and civil government of the 
acttlemunt of Fort William in Fongal, and for regulating the nunibvr and fare of 
Teeka Palankeens and 'I'eeka Bearers, in the I'own of l.‘alcuttu, made and passed bv 
the Vice-President in Council, of and fur the presidency of Fort William in Bengal, 
the eighth day of March, in the year of o'lr Lord one tlioitaaiid eight hundred and 
twenty -seven, and registered in the Supreme Court of Judicature, on the il7ih 
April, 1837, 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the nmnher and fare of 
Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the town of Calcutta, and to place them in 
such manner under control of the Police, os may tend to the greater coiivcuience of 
the public. 

I. Be It therefore ordained, by the Vice President in Council, of and for the pre- 
sidency and selilement of Fort \\ illiun in Hengal, and by virtue of the powers in him 
vested, by a certain Act of Parlinmenl passed in the thirtcejilh year of the reign of 
His Mniesiv King (Jeorge the 111., entitled ' An Act for establishing certain regu- 
lations for the better maiingetnent of the ailnirs of the Fast India Company, as well in 
India as in Kiirope,’ and b;^ a ceilain uther Act of Pailiuinent, passed iii tlie fortieth 
year of his said Majesty King Oeuige 111., eiilitled ‘ An Act for establishing fiirlher 
repiliiLions for the gnveriiiiicnt of the British tcinlories in India, mirl the better 
adriiiuistrutiun of Justice wiihiii the same,* that thirty da}s after the due publieaiion 
and registry uf this rule, unliiiancc and regulutiuii in the Supreme (hiurt of Judicature 
at Foil William in Bengal, w ith tlic consent iiiid D|)probiilion of the said Supreme 
Court, if the said Court shall, in its discretion, apuioie of and consent to the publica- 
tion and registry of the same, no person whatever slndl let out or kcop for hire any 
teeka palankeen, or serve as a teeka hearer within the limits of the town uf Calcutta, 
without having ootuiiicd a license for that purpose, signed by two of his Majesty's 
Justices of the Peace, acting in and for the town uf Calcutta. 

II. And be it furiher ordained, by the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be 
lawful for the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, to license such iiuinbcr of teeka palan- 
keens and teeka bearers, as they, the said Justices, shall deem siiIKcienl for the said 
settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and that .such liecnscs shall be granted for the 

* term of one year, and shall and may be recalled by any two of the said Justices, at 
any time witliin the said year, for any great misconduet, or misbehaviour of any 
persons to whom such license shall have been granted ; and that if any persons within 
the said scttlemciil of Fort William in Bengal, shall let out or keep for nire any teeka 
palonkceno, or sene os teeka bearers, without haring obtained buch license as is re- 
quired by tins rule, ordinunoe, and regulation, or after any license which he may have 
obtained, bliall have e.\pircd or been recalled, such person sliall, upon conviction 
before tw o or more, of the sai<l J usticcs of the Peace, forfeit for each and every such 
oflence, a sum not exceeding thirty rupees, and in default oLpayroent. shall be forth- 
with committed to tiie (.'oniiiiuri Jail or House of Correction, ffr any period not exceed- 
ing two niontbs, unless the fine shall be souiier paid. 

III. And lie it further ordained, by theaulhority aforesaid, that every palankeen 
BO lieen<ted, as aforesaid, shall bear on each side lliercof, in large characters in Knglish 
and Beiigalee figures or charnetcrs, the number of such license, and that every teeka 
bearer so licensed as aforesaid, shall wcor engraven or written thereon, in large eharae- 
ters, ill English ami Bengalee figures or characters, and that if any person, haiing 
obtained .a license as aforesaid, to let out and keep for hire a teeka palankeen, or to 
•ferve as teeka bearer, shall neglect to have the number of his license on his palankeen 
pr badge, as herein-hefure ordered and directed, every person shall forfeit, for each 

, ^aml every such oflence, a sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of pay. 
ment, shall be committed to the Common Jail or House of Correction, for any period, 
not exceeding one month, unless the fine shall be sooner paid. 

IV. And .be it further ordained, by the authority albresaid. that it shall and may 
be lawful for any four or more of the alurcsaid Juslice« of the Peace, from time to 
time, ns they may deem fit, to fix and settle the dates, and hire of teeka palankefna 
and teeka bearers within the said settlement of Fort Willliam in Bengal, and that 
such rates and hire sliall be published in the English and Bengalee languages, twice 
in the Huvernment Gazette, and affixed at the Court House, Dankshall, Police Office, 
and other public places, for fifteen days before such rales or hire shall be consiiferea 
as fixed and leitled; and that if the owner or person in charge of any teeka palankeen, 

t il refuse to hire and let out th6 same, at the rate and price so fixed by the said 
itices of the Peace as aforesaid, or shall receive or require any larger rate or hire, 
the person or persona to whom the license for such palaukeeta shall have been granted 
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shall forfeit for eneh and every such offi'nee any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, 
and in default of payment, sliall he furlliwilh coiimiilted to the ooniinoii goal or 
house of correrlion, for any peiiud not exceeding one month, unless tlie line shall be 
sooner paid ; and if any Teeka Mcnrcr shall refuse to serve at the rale or lure so lixod at 
aforesaid, or shall receive or rei]iiite any larger piicc or hire, every such person shall 
for each and e\ery sntli offen»-e, forfeit any siiin not exceeding ten rupees, and in 
default of payment^ shall be forthwith coinniitted to the coinnion jail or h(in.sR of cor* 
rcction, for any period not exceeding lifleen day^, unless the line shall bo sooner paid, 
provided always, that n<» person shall he tlecmed or taken to be subject to the penalties 
in the seetion eiiucled, unless the fixed and settled rate of hire bhull liaic been tcndeiod 
and uflered to him or to some one aeting on Ins behalf. 

V. And he it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, tliat if any person shall 
refuse to pay to the owner of any teeka paluiikeeii. or to any teeka hearer, so licensed 
aforesaid, within the said settlement of Fort William, the hire earned and due to 
the owner of sueh teeka palankeen, or to such bearer necording to the rate and 
hire so fixed us aforesaid, or if any person shall wilfully break, cut, deface, or 
injure any teeka palankeen, sneh person shall, upon cotivielion before two or 
more of the aforesaid Justices of tlie Pence, forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty 
rupees, and in deiiniU of payment, .shall he forthwith eoinniiUcd to the eumiiiori 
jnil, for liny jieriod not execediiig fuiirlecn days, uiile.ss tlie line shall he sooner paid ; 
and if the fine shall he paid, it sluill and riiuy be law ful fur the justices before whom 
riui li persoii shall he convi -tcil, to award or gi\o to the parly compluLiiiiig, tlio whole 
or any jiail of sneh fine. 

VI. And be it fuilber ordsincd by the antbority aforesaid, that if the owner of 
any teeka palankeen or un\ teeka hearer, so licensed ns oforesaid, within the said 
seltlcuuMil of I'url William, shall innke use of insolent or ahnsixe langiuige to, or 
towards any person liiiing, or proposing, or oflenng to lure such pnhuikccii or bearer, 
or otherwise grossly nn«conduel hiiu>elf, such persons sliall for eucU mnl CMU-y hiicIi 
ulfcnce, ftnfeiL a siini not exceeding ten rupees, and in default of payment, be com- 
mitted to the conimuii goal or house of currecUoii, fur any period, not exceeding 
fulirtoon days. 

\IJ. Aiidhcit fiirlher ordained, by the niilhority aforesaid, that it sliiill and 
may be lawful for the afores.nd Justices of the Peiiee, from time to time, ns 
they may think fit, to nppniiit nttd fix certain convenient places, us stands for 
teeka iial.inkopiis and teeka bearers, nn<l that notice of the sumo shall be twiee puh- 
lisbed 111 the (iovernment (jlii/.ette, in the Knglisli and llengullee languages, and sliall 
be ullixed at the Court House, Ihnikshall, Polire Oflice, and other public places for 
fifteen days, before snob places shall he ooiiKidered ns fixed and settled btiimN ; mid 
if the owner of any teeka pul inkceiis or any teeka bearers so lieeti'-eil as, aforesaid, 
within the saiil settlement of Fort William in I’engal, shall reumin ana wait fop 
hire in any part of the public alieefs, roads, and pns-^ages witliui the said settlomeiil, 
except Kiieli parts as sliall be fixed and appointed by the saiil Justices of the Peace, as 
aforesnid, such persons shall, for each and Cl cry such offence, forfeit u sum not ux- 
cceding ten rupoe.s, iiiul in default of payment, shall he coininiltud to the cornnioii 
Jail or House of C'orreefion for any perioil not eyv,.eding loin teem daiK, 

VIII. And he it further oidained by the Hiiiliorilv ofoiesaid, ilint all offences com- 
mitted, and all pecuniary forfeiture and )>en'dities liii i, nr iiicinred under or against 
this rule, ordinance, and regulnlioii, .sli.ill and may he lie.inl and adjudged and de- 
tcrniiiied by two* or more of the aforesuid Jii’.licos of the Fence, who are hereby 
empowMcd and antliuri/eil to hear and determine the siiiue, and to issue their mini* 
moiis or wiirrniit, for bringing tlie parly or parlies rnin plumed of before them; and 
Upon his oc their aptiearanee, or coutcuipt and defauh, to hear the parties, exiiininn 
witnesses, and give judgment or seiitcnei aivordiiig n!> in and by tlu.s rule, urdinuiicc, 
and regulation is ordained and direcleil; ami that all such tines and forfeitures, ivhen 
paid, except only such parts of tlieni ns the Jusliecs sIihII have directed to he paid 
to the ]>ai'tic.s eom|daining iimlci’ the authority of section VI., shall be, from time to 
time, transmitted to the (Jetieral Treasury of the United C'unipiiiiy of Merchants of 
Fugluiid, trading to the Fast Indies, and be euiployed and disposed of ni cording to 
the order and direeliou of His Majesty's said Justices of the Peace, at their general 
quarter, or other sessions. 

IX. Provided always, Hint nothing in this regulation contained, shall in any way 
extend to prevent any person, without license, from hiring or letting to Iiiro, any 
palankeen fur a uioiitli or any longer period, or to proienl any person without license 
from hiring any bearer or set ufi bearers for n month, or any longer period, or to 
prevent any person witliout license from engoging luid hiring hiinself to seriuasa 
bearer for a mouth or any lunger pcriml, or from serving under such engagement and 
hiring.

Statute 2o and 3d, William IV., Cap. 1 17. 

AAcr iiccitiiw the expediency of declaring persons, besides those in the covenanted 
ibivica of the Company, or other Ilritish inhabitants of the East Indies, capable of 
^wing appointed to the Office of Justice of the Peace, within and fur the towns of 
A^alcult^ Madras, and nombay, proceeds to empower the Governor General in Conn* 
cil of Fert William ill Bengal, and the Guveniors in Council of Madras and Bombay, 
respcctlaely, to nominate and appoint, as Justices of tbc Peace, agreeably to the mao* 
ner pres^rHuHl by law iu such behalf any {iTopcrl^ qualified persons, resident in the 
British territories, and not the subjects of any foreign slate, and who are eligible to 
the Office, and subject, except as to the taking of any oaths, to the other provisions of 
the law relating to the Office in question, the persons so to be nominated binding 
themselves by such oaths or solemn affirmations as may from time to time be prcscriln 
eil, in connection with the office, by the respective Governments of Bengal, Madras, 
and Bombay, aud being possessed of full power and authority to oct as Justices of the 
Peace to tho'extent preecribed in their rcspcctivo rommissions.

original a|y)lication for admission ; Imt such rules and forms shall be suspended in 
the cases of children born after the Emission of a subscriber if under the ase of 13 
months. 

20. ^ That subscribers shall be at liberty on- application to decrease the recorded 
provision for their fomilies. 

8l. 'l*hat in every case of admission or of increased provision, the subscription 
shall be computed from the 1st day of the month in which such entrance or increase 
may be effected, (he same rule being applicable to all cases of decrease of subscription. 

22. That if the connexion of a subscriber with the service of (sovernment shall 
cease, he shall, nevertheless, by coiilinuiiig to pay his subscription be considered a 
member of the I^und. 

2.I. That BO long as subscription money shall continue to be paid, be it by the 
par^ subscribing or any other, the interest of parties registered upon the books of 
the Fund shiill be maintained.

BYE LAWS. 

1. That the Directors meet for the dispatch of business on every alternate Monday, 
1 . e. bi-iiionlhly, or oflcner as may be deemed necessary.

First. — Superannuation Pensions “mII be granted only to the superior classes 
of public servants indicated in the annexed list. Inferior ser\jints, soAvars, 
armed or or^lbized peons, including jainadars and other ranks, lascars, 
boatmen, artiheers, labourers and menials, arc to have no claim to such 
provision.* 

Se€omI.~-"W\ih the exception of Native Judges and J-ian Officer.^, the appli- 
cant must have been employed in the public service for a period of at least 
twenty } ears. 

Third. — The Public servarit whatever may have been the period of his service 
must be incapacitate 1 for furtlver employment, by old age, protracled-ill-health, 
loss of sight, or other bodily or mental infirmity. 

Fourth. — The character, conduct, and pa^^t services of the public servant 
must be favorably certified by the tifficer or Officers under Aivhoni he may have 
iKjen cmploycil, and must appear to be such as to entitle him t«) the favorable 
consideration of Government. 

Fifth . — Wheaever it may be judged expedient to grant a pension to a public 
officer whose case may come within the foregoing provisions, the amount of the 
pensions shall be limited as follows. 

l8t,-^If the period during %vhich the individual may have been actually em- 
ployed on the public .service shall be more than twenty years, but loss than 
thirty years, the amount of the pensions shall not exce<*d one third of the 
monthly salary or authorized official allowances of such imli\idual, calculated 
on an average of live years previously to the date of the application for such 
pension. 

2d. — If the period of actual sendee shall have been thirty years or upwards, the 
amount of the pension shall not exceed one half of the salary, or authorized 
allowances of the individual, <;alculatcd in the manner above stated. 

3d. — For law olfieers and native Judges, the period of 15 years shall be sub- 
stituted for that specified in clause Ist, and 22 years for the term mentioned in 
the 2d clsuise. 

4th. — The rates of pensions shall be fixed on a graduated scale, within the 
prescribed limitation.s with reference to the responsibility and arduousness of the 
employment, the degree of merit of the individual aud the nature and length 
of his service. 

Sixth. — A pension will hereafter be granted by Government to the family, 
or any mernher of the family of a deceased pithiic servant, only where such 
* servant shall have been killed in the execution of his puhlic duty or shall have 
died In consequence of wounds or accidents sustained therein. 

Seventh , — Should cases arise which are not sufficiently provided for in these 
mlesi or which form special circurnsmuccs. Government may be pleased to 
deviate from them in favor of a claimant to a pension, such pension shall be 
considered only as temporary and provisional until the grant shall have received 
the sanction of the Honourable the Court of Directors. 

Eighth. —Whenever an application may be made to Government with a view 
of obtaining the grant of pension in favor of any officer euiplo^'cd in the public 
service, the application shall contain full and specific itifurmation on the follow- 
ing points. *

4t/i, Ilis general eliaraoter, conduct, and past services in the oincial situa- 
tions which he may have held. 

Ninth.‘-~U the officer making the application shall be unable, from his person- 
al or official knc»wledgc to supply the whole of the specific infonnation above 
required, he shall call npou the individual in whose favor (he application may 
be made, to furnish a written statement (to be verified by his oaih or solemn 
declaration) if required on such of the points above noticed as may he necessafj\ 
If the individual shall be rendered incapahlc of further service by 
protractcil illness, loss of sight, or other bodily or mental infirmity, a medical 
certificate to that effect shall he also transmitted with' the np]>lication. 

Each application for a pension under the foregoing rules shall he 
made by the hcail of the office under whom the individual reconiTncnded to he 
pensioned may he employed, in a letter addressed to Government and accom- 
panied by a register on a separate sheet of “paixT in the form hereto annexed. 

.apses of pension, shall be commuuioated to the Civil Auditor as 
soon as possible after the occurrence, aud it shall he the duty of the several 
officers in charge of treasuries from which pensions are paid to appoint a pro- 
per person of their estublishment to report all lapses to them, and along with 
themselves, he responsible to Government for the fulfilment of this rule. 

Thirteenth , — No pensions shall he payable in arvear fur a period exceeding 
six months without the express san.’lion of Government, obtained through the 
Civil Auditor, unless the cause of the suspension of payment sliuU have bceutho 
neglect, order or act of some public officer, and beyond the control of the 
pensioner, when llie Civil Auditor, on a reference being made to him, shall cx- 
ercibc his discretion in passing arrears for payment, or submit a representation 
w of the case for the information and orders of Government us he shall consider 
proper. 

Fonrteenth.— U shall be the duty of the Civil Auditor to exercise a vigilant 
control over this class of pensions, as over all others, and with that view to 
bring to the notice of Goveruiucnt all instances in which in the granting of 
superannuation peusious, any of these rules may he departed from, unless he 
shall be distinctly informed that a special exception has been made in the indi- 
vidual instance. 

Fijteenth . — It shall fenher be the duty of the Civil Auditor to lay before 
Government at the end of each official year a statement exhibiting a comparison 
between the amount of pensions tha^ have lapsed and the amount of pensions 
granted during the year, and as a check against the fraudulent continuance of 
pension beyond the actual term of the pensioners’ lives, that Officer shall from 
time to time compare the periodical decrement of life among the pensioners of 
each year with the usual duration of life, and where lapses do not occur iu the 
proportion that might be anticipated, it shall be bis business to institute such 
enquiries as may appear necessary; whether and in what particular instances 
Urai^ has actually been committed, and to submit to Government the result of 
his investigation.

The General Connniltoe of Public In.struvti«in wsis constituted in pursuance 
of a Resolution of (Jo\ernment dated the 3rd Julj I82.t, (iiiudo in coiKoefiuence 
of a report received fioin the then Madressa t^uniuiltri:)» for the purpose of as- 
certaining the .state of public education in this part of India, and of the puhlio 
instituti'Mis designed for its promotion, and of considering, and from time to time 
submitting to Go\ernnieiit, .he sucgestioiis of such measure.s as it might appear 
expedient to adopt, with a view to the better instriietioii of the peojih', to lie* 
introduction among them of useful i jowlcdge, and to the improMMiicrit of 
their moral character. 

It was also at that time re-solvcd by Go\t., subject to the ajiprovid of the 
Court of Directors, to approjiriate to the object oi' public oduealioii the sum of 
one lae of rupees per anuuni. in adilUion to smdi assigumeiits as were pre- 
viou’ily made by the British (loveruinent, and exciiisi\ely of any endowments

CVIh'gc, ajid the rest are appointed by OovernRient indiscriminately from 
aiuoiig the* society of the capital. None of them are paid • the Secretary alone 
receives a salary of lls. 500 a month. They seldom meet ; the usual course 
of proceeding being for the Secretary to note points requiring decision in a 
blank book, which is circulated among the members, and the majority decid»*s. 

The transaction of business is very much expedited by appointing Sub-Com- 
iiiit tecs chosen from among the meinlH'rs of the (.leneral (’oinmittee, who are 
generally proposed by the President and approved h} the members. They 
seld«mi consist of more than three leembers who are selected with a parti- 
cular reference to their own wishes and means of information , and usually 
transact business by meeting in person, and sending up their recommendations 
to the (General (’oinmittee, either tbr adoption or rejection, as they think 
proper. 

There is u slaiiding Suh-Coininittee for managing the finances , another for 
fileetiiig books, and otlier mstniineiits of iii*>truclioii, another for selecting 
sc hi.nl -masters ; and one for each of the Colleges at tir near Caleulta , iiesides 
others appointed for tem(i<irai*\ purpose.s. 

1'he Presidi'nt and Secretary are incmbers <d*all tie* Siib-Comniitlees. 

Kach institution is nndi r the charge ol a local ('’omiiiittcc selected from 
anuiiig the Kuropean and Native gentleim'u of the ]>lace,vvho take the greatest 
interest in the can^e of ediu'.itioii. In all the recently formed local Coininittees, 
the duties of Secretary, which are v»‘Ty li^ht, are perforiiud gratuitously, and 
it is hoped that this arrangiMueiit may soon be m.idt* gcin^ral The tXUeers ot 
the Seminaries are in every respe« t under the orders of th*‘ loeal Committees, 
who in then turn are in every respeet subje<*t to the (ieiieral Committee, and 
are required to furnish ([uavlerly rctuiii.s of students atlai'hed at the Seminaries 
umler their respective control, and an aniiUtii eaanuiiatiori report of the pupii.s. 

The Cicucral (.'oinmittee, with the double mow of stiiuulaliug exertion and 
providing tin rnselves with a certain test of the progre‘.s of the pupils, require 
that the two bc&t essays and fr.uislations may be regularly forwarded to them 
alter the unriiial e,\ainijiation hy Ihe .Sub-Coiiiniittees. and the authors of these 
productions rcceivi .such pecnni.iry rewards as they may seem to deserve In 
extending their operations, the (iener.il Committee endeavor to ke< p two objects

At the close of the year 1834, there Avero 340 inipils, for 280 of whom the 
Tollege was paid. Of these 280, the General and Sdiool Society 

paid for 47. At. the end of there were 4ti7 pupils, of whom 317 paid 
for their educutioii. In 183G, the number amounted to 417 ; at the close of 
1837, to 451 ; and at the end of 1838>9 to 475, of whom 5G were foundation 
students, and 415 paid for their education from 5 to 7 Bs. a month. These 
students are di\ided into a senior and junior depanment ; in the first of which 
there arc 160 students divided into 5 classes, and in the laUer 31,5 or 9 clashes. 
The progre.ss and attainment.s of Inith divisiou.s are considered .satisfactory and 
very creditable. The receipts and disbursements for the year 1839-40, amount- 
ed to Co.’s Us. 53,547.4.2. Of this sum Us. 22,980 were received ns charges 
for tuition, and the balance Hs. 30,667.4.2 from the fund of the Committee 
of Public Instruction.

The Madres>.a or old MaboniC'dan ('ollegt*, for fb« study of the Arabic* and 
Persian languages and of Mahomcidua Law, o\»e.s its origin to Air. H.-vshnos, 
who in the year 1780, provided a building for it at hi.s o>\n expense, and at 
whose Teconmieiidation the Oovernnient assigned lands of the esliuiated value 
of Iis. 20,000 per annum for the support of the Institution. A bahince of near- 
ly 7,000 Us. from the allowance granted by the (Joverninent, unexpended at the 
end of the year 1819-20, w'as appropriated to the formation of a library, and 
a Secretary was apjwiutod to the Institution who.se duty it was to conduct its 
internal arrangement, under the control of a couiinitteu of tlic ('ompany's ser- 
vants. 'fhe revenue of the f’ollcge was also then fixed at .80,000 Iis. per 
annum. Since the above period, salutary and judicious relbnus have been in- 
troduced into the Institution. 

'I’he building i.s nearly si’*’ilar to that of the Hindoo College, and the sum 
Rs. l,40,r).37 was appropriated for the erection of the edifice and the purchase of 
the ground on which it stands, a pc)rtiou of the expense being defrayed by 
the sale of the old premises. The site eho.scn is in a cpiarter of the town de- 
nomiiiaUxl Collingah, whieh is tenanted by that class of people to whom the 
professors and students of the Madressa belong, and iu the proximity of tUo 
great body of the Mussulman population. 

** The foundation stone of the new stnieturc was laid on the l.'ith July 1824. 

This college consists of an Oriental and English department ; the former 
of which is formed of an Arabic and Persian department, and a Uengalee class, 
and contained in March 1830, 127 .students, or 02 • paid and (i.'i unpaid ; in 
December of the .same year 91, or .'>3 paid and 38 unpaid ; in March 1837, 114, 
or 42 paid and 72 unpaid ; and at the close of the year it numbered 173 stu- 
dent 

The English department was opened in 1827, and contained in 1836, 102 
students, who in 1837 increased to 155, and iu the commencciuent of the years 
1838-9 the number was reduced to 139 students, 64 of whom were afterwards 
struck off the books for their irregular attundance, leaving 75 on the list. 
Since then many applications for admission were made ; and in conse- 
quence of tiie unsatisfactory coiidilioii of this dejiartment, it was resolved to 
make many changes in it, an account of which will appear in the committee’s 
report for the present year. 

The receipts of the TMudressa for the year 1839-40, wa*re Rs. 32,114 5 4, 
whilst it disbursements amounted to Rs. 28,935 12 2.

'Pile G<»\<‘rnor Cloiieral in (’laincil detennined in tlie jear IS2I, tliat a Hindoo 
rdlegc, in lieu of the Gollegcs of Nuddea and Tirhoot, whieh it had l)een*iii 
the contemplation of CJoverniiioiit in the year 1811 to endow for the cultivation 
of Sanscrit language, .and of Brahininieal science and literature, should he 
formed in Calcutta, on a footing similar to thatof the College already established 
at Benares, Avith such niodilieations as should sub.sequeally prove necessary or 
advisable, and that the sum of 25,000 Kupt'es (aflerw.ards increased to 3tl,(H)0) 
should be annually granted for tlie support of the institution. A sum of about 
a lac and twenty thousand Rupees was allotted by tiovernnient for the eo.st of 
• buildings and the purchase of ground. The spot chosen was in an extensive 
s<[uare lately formed in a central part of the city, c.illeil Prittsiklangah, and the 
lirst stone of the ediliee was laid on the 2,5th I'ebniary, 1.821. It wais planned 
by l/ieiit. B. Burton, Bengal laigineers, and constructed bj Messrs. AViii. Burn 
and James Macintosh. 

The operations of this institution first commem-od in .laniiarj 1824, in a pre- 
mises hired for the purpose in Bow Bazar, with .>() stipeiidiarv and 20 non- 
stipendiary students, forming 8 ela.sscs, eaih under a Professoi ; ainl in the 
com acucenient of the following year the college was removed to its present 
site. The studies purs.:ed on its opening were grammar, poetry, rlictfirio, 
logic, theology, and smriti ; and shortly afterwards a mathematical class was 
opened. In Septemher, 182r,, a im ’ical class Avas also formed for the benefit of 
students of the /Wo caste, who were allowed, with the Brahmin youths to 
proceed as far a.s nya\a and no farther, being prohibited by their caste to study 
theology and smriti ; 'and in 1S27, an English class was established, whicli con- 
tinued to increase daily. 

There are at present 111 students in the (.’ollegc, consisting of 'J cLosses, viz, 
2 Grammar, 1 Poetry, 1 Jlhctoric, 1 Bogie, I Theology, I Smriti, I Joytish, and 
1 Natural Philosophy. From the pcrioil of the establishment of the college up 
to the present time, the iiuinher of sliulents avIui have received certificates 
from the Geueral i.’ommittee of Public rnstruction, after being scarchingly 
examined, is 102, almost all of whom arc respectably employed. 

The receipts of the Calcutta Sanscrit College for the year 1839-40, amounted 
to Rs. 24,666 12, whilst its disbursements were Rs. 13, .536 4.

Ibis Institution ^>as feniuleJ in pursuance of a rcsoUitioii of flovemmcnt in 
March inari, on the ruins of the Mcilieal class in the ('alctiUa Sanscrit College. 
It wad opened on the Ist June md on the 1st April contained 72 students, 

viz foundation students 48, of who.ii one w'as <'hristian and the rest Hindoos ; 
— non stii)endiaTy 21, of whom were (Christians and the rest Hindoos ; — 
and 8 belonging t<i the Apothecary establishment of the (lencral Hospital. 
At the end of the jear 1 838 -9 there were 50 stipendiary students receiving 
from 7 to 12 Rupees ; and likewise a supplementary class, comisting of 14 
Hindoos with 9 Hast Indiaus, memluTS of the subordinate Medical Department. 
Besides these the Ceylon Government have sent 10 young men to receive their 
education at this College with a view of eventually employing them in that 
Colony. 

I’he first examination, which was held on the .30lh October 1838, and em- 
braced a whole week, was conducted by professional gentlemen of the highest 
respectability and acquirements ; and although of a most searching and strict 
nature, proved that the capacities and acquireincuts of those examined wen- 
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TCTy prnlifyinp, uinl their avera;?e knowied/'e ol’all the most inii)ortanf branch' 
es of iiu'dicai scicnci* of a solid and widl grounded character. Four stu- 
(h'liti « ho jiasscd the ordeal ha\e obtained situations in the I'pyier Frovinecf 
on salaries of 100 Rs. a month with the title of Siih- Assistant Surgeon. 

'I’lie proposition of the examiners that the Snh- Assistant Surgeons he again 
examined live > cars after their former one, is niuler the eonsideration of the 
(Jeiieral Committee. 'I'hii. is merely a iiu'asure of |»ree.iution to stimulate 
them in the proper discharge of their imporlant iliities, and ]m'\ent them from 
neglecting to keep up the necessary knowledge they had ac(|uired in College. 

'I’he esiahlishmeut of a Midwifery Hospital will complete the neeess.aTy es- 
tablishments, so as to aftord to the pupils great faeihlies of practical iinproMunent. 
in every branch of medical science. It wits resolved to form a secmvlary and 
vernacular school within the College eoinpound, ftjr crealing a better class ot 
candidates for the suburdinale medical appointments in the native arm\, with e 
stipend of G Rs. to such candidates as had ae(|iiired n pri'paratorv education, 
tested by examination, and who pledged IheniscKcs to take niilitiiT) service. 
Fifty sueli students arc to be received and two masters a[ipoiiited ; one for 
anatomy and the other for chemistry 

it was akso proposed that to iniliuiry Siih-Assistant Surgeons fstudenis of the 
Medical 1‘ollegc) slumld he attached to the army and ilisinhiited to tlie head 
(piartcr.s of divisious. Ist el:is.s (21) to rank as .Jemiulars jnd rcteive a 
salary of (jO Rupees a iiioiith, with palankeen and house allow .luee, 2d elas!- 
(U) to rank with Siihadars and ri eeive a saldr> <d 100 Ks , .‘Ul class (2) to 
rank with Siibailar Majors and receive a sal irv of C)0 l{> For [iromotion to 
the 2d. and 3d. gr.idcs, .'i and l.G > cans’ services at leii‘*t to he re(|uired, and 20 
years to entitle the person to a peiiMon of .GO Rs. a month. 

Uesi«les pieparing^i orluSuh-Assistaiit Surgeons, it is expected that 20 .scliolars 
will he discharged aiiiuiall} from the secondary school to till vaeaneies of 
military apothecaries. 

On leaving College the passed students may either eslahlisli themselves as 
independent i»raetilioners or be employed by Oovernineiit as Sub- Assistant 
Surgeons in duseharging the duties of medical attemlants to large dispensaries, 
to he established in dilterent parts of the coiiiilry or .it si.iium.s where then* Is 
not an F.uropean Surgeon. Their s.ilaries will range from <50 to JOo R,*,., 
w itli a prospect of increase, and they will he allowed to practise on their own 
aceoiiiii.

COLLEGE OF MAHOMED MOIISIN— Hoogjii.y. 


This institution was opened on the 1st August IS.'JG, and is supported by the 
surplus funds invested in Government Securities, derived from tlie trust pro- 
perty of tbe late Hajeo MobaTimd Mobsiu, under the care of («ovcrnnicnt. 
This money has been given over to the General Coiuuiittee of Public Instruc- 
tion for the purpose of imparting knowledge in every branch of useful science 
to all classes of tbe population willing to conform to the established rules aud 
discipline of the College. 

There are two departments, an English and an Oriental ; and the scholars 
* are subdivided into senior and junior classes. 

Within three dajs of tbe opening of the College on the 1st August 183fi, 
1,200 names were entered on the books, in the English department only, and 
about 300 in the Oriental department ; at the period of the first annual exami- 
nation there were 1,013 students in the English depurlment, viz. 31 Mahome- 
dans, 34 Christians, and 948 Hindoos. In the Arabic and Persian classes 
there were 107 students, viz. 138 Maliomroedans and 81 Hindoos. At pre.scnt 
there are 057 'in the English and 258 in the Oriental department of the College. 
During the past year the Branch School continued to increase in numbers, and 
the pupils were most regular in their attendance ; at pri'sent the ag^egato 
number in the. College and Branch School is 1279, consisting of 20 Christians, 
299 Mahommedans, and 95-1 Hindoos. 
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An Infant School, in connection with the Ilooghly Branch Scliool tras opened 
on tlie 1st <)f February 18.'iy, ^hich promises to he of very great use to the 
rising generation in the neighbourhood, as by its means they will be enabled 
to acquire much useful knowledge tw«) years younger than Is usually the case ; 
more j»roficiency, and a greater love of their studies. 

During the first three days after the opening of the school .'Sfi children, viz. 
tiW Hindoos and 3 Mussulnians, joined it, and a subsequent account shews the 
increased nuiiilier of 100. 

Another branch .school has been formed at Scetapore, IG miles south-west of 
II Kighly.

To .’.irds the end of the year 1832, (lovemment resolved to appropriate the 
pr'jceedsof certain lands ’.ii the Agra and Aligiirh districts, bequeathed for pub- 
lic purposes to the formation of a collegiate establishment at the city of Agra, 
to be ilcnominatcd the Agra Coileg* The interest of the funds which, ac- 
cumulated from the above resources is estimated at 1.3, 000 Rs. per annum. The 
College was accordingly established in October 1823, and at present consists of 
an English and Oriental Department, open to all cla.sses of the population. The 
number of students at the commencement of the year 1838 was 339, and at 
the end of it 277. This diminution was accounted for by tbc prevailing dis- 
tress from famine during the two preceding years, and the absence of the 
Principal, together with the changes and ill health of the masters, eoinbined also 
to act unfavorably upon the prosperity of the College. The diseontiuuance of 
the Persian class has not affected the attendance of the pupils, as they have 
joined the Arabic and Sanscrit classes. 

The receipt.s of the College for the year 1839-40, amounted Rs. 23,283 ir> 
3, and its disbursements to Rs. 1 9, .343 12 1.

In 183H, there were 137, of wlioiii 'H were llintloos, .38 Miissiilnians and 
.5 Christians, who were divided into Ti classes, 'f he progn'ss has not been sa- 
tisfactory, and the plan pursued defects e ; but since betfer management has 
been introduced, the school has increased in the number of pnpils, whose pro- 
gress has also been more rapid. 

The receipts of this school w cre equal to the disbursements in the year

It is conducted on 
principles differing from those of the Hill .School, and is more centrically situa- 
ted for the convenience of the inhabitants.

Besides this School, there is a Sanscrit class, and several Vernacular Schools, 
conducted by six Oreah teachers, under the direction of the J.otal (’ommittee. 
There are at present 7.') scholars in them. The expeusis of the School are 
chiefly paid by subscriptions of the European and native residents. 

The Midnapore School was established and supported for some time by pri- 
vate subscription, and was made oyer to the General Committee in September 
1835, with an accuiuiiUted fund of 2000 Us. At the end of 1830 tlure were 
79 pupils; in 1837 the number increascMl to 118, which was citfribiitid to the 
intended exclusion of Persian from the Courts, and iii IS there were 134 
scholars of whom 117 were Hindoos, 7 Alnssulrnans, and h ( luistiins. 

Besides the Government Si liuol at Force there is a tlourishiug School at 
Cuttuck, supported hy subscript u n. 

The receipts and disbursements of the Midnapore Si bools for 18T)-40, 
amounted to Hs.

This Institution was oponed in May 18.^0, and contains an English and a Ver- 
naonlar School ; in tlic foniitr of which the scholars, 27 in number, arc divided 
into 3 elapses, for the most part employed in Icaruiuj; the elements of the lan- 
piiape, and the latter or Uindee department which consi<vts of I ;il scholars, is 
divided into d cla'^scs. The sysrcin in this department i'i defective, and the 
scholars arc languid and ignorant, often irregular in attendance from sickness or 
festhals, and very ficqueully with the connivance of their parents, arising 
from ignorance and inattention to the interests of their children.

ABSTRACT OF THE LATE PROPOSALS OF THE COMMITTEE 
OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, AND OF THE MOST RECENT OR- 
DERS OF GOVERNMENT ON EDUCATION IN INDIA. 


The Committee proposed, that the ancient Seminaries of Oriental learnind^ 
should he amply maintained as long as the community might desire to taker 
advantage of them, and that the funds assigned to each Seminary should, un- 
der present cireniiujtances, be exclusively employed in instruction in, or in 
connection with that Seminary, and for giving in these Institutions a promi- 
nent encoiirageirient to Oriental Learning. 

They further recommended greatly improved establishments, and increases 
of s:ilary, at most of the Colleges, with appointments of Principals and new 
Professors at some of them, and the institution of sciiolerships at the Hindoo, 

^ Sanscrit, and Madrassa Colleges at ('alciitia, and at the English and Oriental 
Colleges at Hooghly, Benares, Agra aud Delhi, and presently at Dacca, and 
eveuiually, perhaps, at I’atna. 

The con>ulcration of the improvement of the existing village schools was 
„ for the present postpoiu'd hy the Committee, and primary advantage was main- 
ly pursued of making eliicient the liighest s^!>tem of instruction in our central 
Colleges, with the further object o'* eoiinceting the Zillah Schools with those 
Colleges, and of attaching scholarsnips to them, to which the best of the Zillah 
Students should be eligible, and by which a stimulus might be given to the 
ablest among them. 

The Governor General in Council observed, upon the distribution of scholar- 
ships, that it v^as proposed to as.Mgn one of tb ' junior scholarships of the con- 
. tral College, at each of the Zillah Schools, and besides this six junior scholar- 
ships, to the pupils of each central College. Bui it seemed, that no provision 
was made for throwing open any one of these scholarships to Students who had 
been otlierwisc educated than at one of the Government Schools, and Govern- 
ment was not satisfied with this arrangement, as the best tlmt could be made ; 
but thought that it would he of advantage to the general inUwests of education^ 
if, for some of the proposed junior scholarships, a free competition were invited, 
such as would op<*rate as an extended encuuragcinent to merit and give a 
stimolus to emulation, and be a just and useful test of the effieienay of the 
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Government K»tub)ishmonts. In ttiis view Government earnestly desired the 
Committee to reconsider this point. 

'I'he sunimary appended to the report of the Committee shewed that to put 
our Schools and Colleges upon the footing proposed, an annual increased ex- 
penditure of not less than 1,49740 Us. would ultimately be required ; and at ' 
un earlier period, though only in gradual proportions, of Us. 1,11,833-8. 

After a careful review of the particulars of the estimates, Government saw 
reason to be satisfied that they had been prepared with every practicable 
regard to economy. Government held the institution of scholarships to be 
absolutely Gssenti.al to the whole seliooie of improvement, and considered that 
their distribution might best be left to the experience and judgment of the 
Committee. Government then declared itself willing to give sanction to the 
scale recommended, being of opinion that the total amount was not greater 
tlian the object properly required. 

Coniinittce decided upon giving fewer scholarships in number, though 
higher iu average, while not greater iu total amount, to the English tlkau to tiio 
^ Oriental Colleges, upon the ground that from the facility with which a young 
mau, of fair attainment and promise, in European accomplishment, can find 
remunerative employment in oilicial and commercial establishments, a high 
stipend was absolutely neccsMiry. 

The Government acquiesced in this proposition of the Committee. 

Some extra scholarships were given to the Delhi Madrissa, by the Committee. 
These were deemed by Government due to it in justice, and were not of heavy 
amount. There were items, however, providing, at much cxpcnce, for the ap- 
pointment of Principals, and new Professors, and for increased clmrges on 
account of Masters and Establishments. The propriety of the rccoiumeudatiouB 
submitted in these matters, was cuneurred in by Government. 

Assuming that, at the cost proposed, all the ends in view could be attained, 
there yas the separate question whether |hese ends were of such importaoce as to 
justify the Government in incurring tlic annual charge required of more than one 
lakh of rnpecs, immediately, and eventually, of nearly one lakh and a half. 

The Governor General in Council was of opinion that they wore so — and 
authorized that increase for the purjiose of laying the foundation of a scheme 
of amelioralion, from which results, so beneiicial, might reasonably be expected. 

A^'ith reference to the Committee's plan of scholarships, the terms ami text 
of qualitieation for these distinctions pn)posed by the Committee, and which 
may be learned on application to Dr. "Wise, the Secretary, were approved by 
Government. The Committee also recommended us a further encouragement, 
tliat some mark of distinction or scholastic degree, should be conferred on 
those meritorious youths, w’ho passed through the senior scholarships with cre- 
dit, so as to distinguish them in society as men of learning. This proposition 
was ordered to he reserved for consideration hereafter, when its practical adop- 
tion might appear to be desirable with reference to the circumstances and 
feelings of Indian Society. 

The Committee .suggested the award of gold and silver medals for knowledge 
acquired in the libraries of the Colleges and Schools by voluntary study. The 
. sutrgesiion w as entirely approved. 

Tha Committee sugg. sted a Manual of Legal Instruction, certain llegula- 
' tiona for the Government Institutions, Oriental Works, and Vernacular Class 
, Jloo^s. .On which the Governor General in Council observed, ‘ these para- 
graphs do not call for any present remark from Ills Lordship in Council, further 
than that 1 am directed to express his approbation of the Committee’s pro- 
ceedings therein reported, and to ob.servc that be awaits with’ anxiety the 
further report of the Committee with regard to the preparation of a eompleto 
series of Vernacular Class Books.’ 

In regard to the duties of the members of Local Committees, the Govern- - 
ment has determined to notify to its servants in the provinces to whom the 
General. Committee looked, for the superintendence of the Colleges and 
.^Schools, that an earnest and, prominent attention was expected ftom them to 
their duties as members of the Local Committee of Education, Including at 
’ . least monthly visits in due rotation, to the institution of the place ; and their 
attendaq^u on, and the taking of a lively part in, ail examiuatious. 
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Tn regard to the inspection of Schools and Colleges, the Government, looking 
to Mr. Secretary 'I'hoiiiason for a general siiperintoridenee in the North Western 
Provinces, of the Oriental (^dleges at Delhi and Agra, authorized tlie Gener- 
al C^iinmittee to maintain such direct communication vtith that Officer as 
might seem dcsirahle, without imposing too innch correspondence upon him. 
The Government declared ilself ready to provide for a similar superintendence 
of the Benares Sanscrit (’ollcge by the occasioiiul deputation of a competent 
gentleman when it should appear advirahle, and a qualified Inspector should 
be available. 

The Principals of the Central Colleges may be appointed by the General 
Committee to examine the preparatory or ZilLih schools of the Novinces to 
which they belong, at convenient times, and on these visits of inspection they 
will report to the General Committee through the Local Committee of the 
School.

In IR.'tS, Captain Ouseley was made Superintendent of the Mysore Princes, 
with a salary of 1813 Rs. per mensem, retaining for the present, his appoint- 
ments of Secrctarv to the Madrissa of Calcutta, and to the LnwKxaminationCom- 
niitlec ; Captain Marshall, formerly Examiner of the College of Fort Williiim, 
was appointed Secretary, w'ith a salary of 1,000 Rs., and his separate Examiner- 
shi|) was abolished. 

Of the saving that resulted from this arrangement, the sum of GOO Rs. was 
given towards providing a Seminary of Education for Members of the Mysore 
Family, and 400 Rs. added to the salary of the Secretary to the Committee of 
Piihlic Instruction, in addition to the amount drawn by him from the IMiicatiou 
Fund, as a consideration for his services being also available to Government 
for examinations, and for other purposes connected with science or Oriental 
Literature. 


LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 

On Mr. Sutherland, Principal of the Uooghly College, asking for 3 years' 
leave to the ('ape or to AnstraVia, Government saw no reason why the Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction should not grant this leave, but it was stated that 
the salary must cover the performance of the inty, and the person appointed 
j>ro-tempore, must I'e retained from the time as Principal of tlia College, and 
the entire salary be payable to his receipt. Mr. Sutherland was then to receive 
half the allowance by* a private arrangement. It was pointed out that it rested 
entirely with the Commlltee to make it a condition with the locmn-tenena or 
with any future officlati'ig principal that he should allow a proportion of his 
salary to the absent Principal,

Extraets from the Statutes of BUhyfs College^ relative to the Admission and 
Education of Students on the Foundation. 

Studies. 

Theoldgy, with the Hebrew, Greek, and Latin Languages, as hubsidiary to it ; 
History, both ancient and modern, ecclesiastical and civil ; the I'lciuents of 
Fhilobopliieal and Mathematical knowledge, and divers Oriental Languages, 
together with the English Langnage to be taught to all the Native .Students, 
shall be the studies prosecuted within the College under the tuition .and direction 
of the Professors, according to such plan as shall be approved by the Incor- 
porated Society. 


Students. 

The Students, whether on the Foundation or not, shall be Christian youths 
who have been well grounded, and instructed in the principles of the Uuited 
Cdiurcli of EngUind and Ireland. Students may be either of European, or of 
mixed, or wholly Native race, in such proportion, and under such regulations, 
as may hereafter be determined by the Incorporated Society, with a preference, 
where other (lualitications are equal, to the sons of Misbionaries or School- 
masters, w ho have been employed in the work of promoting Christianity in 
India, and the suns of Chaplains of the East India Company. 

The ordinary age of admission at the College shall be fourteen, and the 
residence of the Students in College shall be closed at the completion of their 
Diuctccnth year. Exceptions to Im allowed in both cases, under special cir- 
cumstances, at the discretion of the Visitor. 

Students may be admitted at any Monthly Meeting of the College Council 
after examination and approval, with the recommendation of their respective 
Archdeacons ; the prescribed documents hereinafter mentioned, having been 
transmitted to the Secretary, and laid before the College Council, and found to 
be correct and sufficient. Reference, in case of dissatisfaction or doubt, to be 
made to the Visitor. 


Condition on which Genef .l or Lat Students are admitted. 

1. The Non-Foundation or General Students shall be placed in all respect on 
the same footing with those on the Foundation, except that they are not re- 
quired to make upon admission the declaration under Section 4 of the Statute 
A VII. and they may be required to dispense with the Academical dress pre- 
scribed for the Fonn^tion Students. 

2. They shall be required to nay each for diet, room, rent, and tuition, month- 
ly, in advance, sixty-four Sicca Rupees. To cacJi non- Foundation Student will 
be assigned a separate portion of an apartment to be furnished at his discretion ; 
the furniture as well as his books and wearing apparel, &c. to be supplied at 
his own cost. 

The monthly payment at first fixed at 100 Sicca Rupees, was reduced to 64 
Sicca Rupees by the College Cnancil on the 30 January 18.12, with a view 
to e.\tend yet further the benefits of Education in Bishop's College.

This Institution was established by Mr. J. W. Ricketts with the assistance of 
the Mist Indian public on the 1st of March 1823. The main objects in view' in its 
eslablishiiu'nt , were to effect an improvement in the defective system of edu- 
cation, which then existed ; and to obtain, for the Christian youtlis of this eoin- 
munity, the benefits of a good education at a cheaper cost than it could be 
obtained at the period in question. 

In pursuance of tlicsc important and dcsirnblc views a Society wa.s formed 
in connection with the Institution, composed of Parents and Onardinns, and 
bubjcrihcrs to its funds ; in whom are vested tlie management and super- 
iuteudciice of the affairs of the Institution. 

, The excciUive of tlie Institution is ehosen hy the general body of Parents 
and Cuardinns, and of subscribers ; and the committee of managemeut thus 
elected annually, administer the affairs of the Institution. 

• The course of studies comprises the Classics, Mathematics, General l/iter- 
ature, llistovy, Geography 9cc, The history and Geography of India, together 
with the Vernaculars, are studies which are specially attended to. 

The avct;age luimher of pupil in the School may be stated to be ir>0, and its 
aunual receipts and disbursements to amount to between 28, and 3(),i)0U Rs.

1. The foundation boys arc taught English, English Grammar, Writ- 
ing, Arithmetic, Geography, General Outlines of History, particularly the 
ilistoriea of Hritain and British India, the lliiidoostannce and Bengalee lan- 
miagcs, the Elements of Mathematics, Natural llfstury and Mochauical 
Philosophy. The foundation girls, besides being ctlucaletl in the above men- 
tioned branches, wdtli tlie exception of Mathematics and Mechanu-al Philoso- 
phy, shall be tanght plain and ornamental ncedle-aork, knitting, and straw 
platting, and music, in such cases as the Governors, may think desirable. 

2. In addition to the children on the foundation, a certain mnuher of hoys 
shall be admitted iiiU> the school, on the j^ayment of a morithi} fee, ns l)ourdcrs 
or day -scholars, to whom a higher education may bi' given than is necessary for 
the others. 

3. Besides the innsters at present employed, other masters and lecturers 
shall be engaged from time to time, at the discretion of tbc Acting G(i\criu>r.s 
to attend at the school a certain number of hours each w'eek, for the purj^osc of 
rendering the system of instruction pursued in it as complete and eil'ective as 
possible.

TliS^Upper Orphan School is a private Institution, and is intended as an 
AsyJunV for the destitute orphans of officers until a favourable opportunity 
offerij for settling them eligibly in life, as well as a Seminary for their prelimi- 
nary education. No child whether male or female, is allowed to quit the 
Institution, until the age of puberty, or such other age as may be deemed fit, 
by the general management Male wards are apprenticed, upon reaching the 
age of fifteen, and female orphans are allowed to marry on reaching a proper 
age, and to those marrying a sum not exceeding Rs. 2000 is allowed as a dowry 
or marriage portion. "The fortunes of married wards are settled u^mn them to 
'provide' a suitable maintenance, n|K>n their husband’s deaths.** Boanlcrs (the 
children of living officers;) are admitted on payment for clothing, maintaining 
and educating them. The Institution is chiefly supported by contributions from 
the Bengal Army, and besides by the bounty of Government, fui'ther by tlie 
produce of the Go\erumeiit Gazette Press, and of the Orjibau Gunge or iMzar, 
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Ijmver Orphan School.

The Lower Orphan School, or Lower Branch of the Foundation, is a public 
Institution, and is wholly supported by a levy at the rate of 3 Rs. per each child, 
and ruled by Government, It is solely intended to receive and educate tho chil- 
dren of Kuropean non-,ojnmissionedofficcra and soldiers attached to tlio Bengal 
Establishment. The objects of the School are to encourage the European 
soldier to enter the marriage ste'e ; to relieve him from the heavy burden of 
rearing a large offspring with very scanty means ; and by the comfortable 
maintenance and education of the children, to attach him to the service by ties 
which did not previously exist ; to rescue the children themselves from the vice 
and intemperance of the barrack, at a tender age in which thejr have not yet 
imbibed evil habits ; and having saveil them from profligaejr, distress, and pre- 
mature decay, to render them useful members of the community by rearing them 
up in the principles of the Christian religion, and by educating, and respectably 
settling them in life.

This Institution is coinjiosed of the Free School Society, and the Old Cal- 
cutta Charity, united into one establishment, called the ‘Calcutta Frkk 
ScnooT«’ It is located in Janii- Bazar, and -was first established there in l7liV 
in a house purchased from Mr, T.ouia Barretto, for Sa. Rs. 26,800, and in Hye’ 
a new school for the, girls was built on the same premises, at an expen.se of 
Sa. Rs. 20,000. In 1817, a separate branch of the Institution was formed for 
the reception of children able and willing to pay a certain sum for board and 
education. No distinction was made in these, except that they slept exclusive- 
ly in the upper dormitory until 1822, -when this distinction ceased. In April 
1820, the land tax of the school premises was redeemed at fifteen year’s pnr- 
chase, or Sa. Rs. 325-13-1. In 1830, Bishop Turner suggested the expediency 
of placing the schodl under clerical superintendence, and the Free Scho<^ 
Church was next crectc 1 at an expense of Rs. 33,641-8-6. 

The number of children of both sexes depends upon the rise and fall of the 
funds of the Society. In 1790, thvre were 70 children ; in 1791, 96, besides 26 
paying scholars ; and at the close of the year, 150 of all classes. In 1798, the 
number fell to 60, the remaining 100 being charged upon the Old Charitv 
Fund, On the union of the schools in 1800, there were 200 ; in 1801, 250 • in 
1814, 200 boys and 100 girls ; in 1820, 280 boys and 120 girls ; in 1824 *230 
boys ; in 1826, 245 boys and 190 girls ; in 1833, 200 boys and 120 girls * and 
in 1849, the number was 1247 boys and 141 girls. ' 

The receipts of the school are derived from the rent of the Old Court House 
mranled in perpetuity by, Government, viz. Rs. 853-5-4 per mensem ; from the 
Ooverament donation of Oo.'8 Rs. 836 per mensem ; from interest on Govt. 
Securities ; from a sum of Re. 50, originally given for instruction in the Native 
languages but now allowed to bo generally appropriated for the school : from 
subscriptions and donations, charges for board and tuition, contingent receiotii' 
and church pewage and collections. The annual disbursements amount

It owed its first establishment to the pious gener<jsily of two rich 
re.sidents, one of whom vacated, ajid gave up his own house for this purpose, 
and the other furnished the (hdlege throughout, and bestowed a liberal pension 
.i\)r its support during the first months of its existence. 

The course of the studies embraces classical literature and the ancient lan- 
guages, English* and tlie modern languages, Eastern languages, exercises in 
composition and elocution, the various branches of polite literature the exact 
sciences, with their higher departments and relations, and chemistry and philo- 
sophy.* 

('Iiildren are admissible at the age of seven years : if much beyond that age, 
or ha\'ing been inmates of an> other House of Education, they roust have from 
the Superior of tliat house, an attestation of their morals and docility, 'I'hose 
who are not resident in Calcutta must be provided with the written engagement 
of a respectable resident to pay for their e<liieation, and to take charge of them, 
in case that infirmity or *other cause should render their rcnmval from the 
College necessary.

This Asylum, which owes its ori^^in to the united Hforts of Sir JasperNicnlls 
and the Uevd. Mr. 'I’homasoti, is supported by donations and subscriptions, and 
was first instituted us a Tcl\i«e for the orphan children of soldiers. It was at 
the time of its fir*)t establishiitent and luauy years iiRerwards, the only one of 
the hiiul in this eoiintry, fi»r the aS)o\*e class <»f orphans. Its object has not 
been superseded from the like provision having been ni.idc in several European 
Corps, us appliealioits for udmission me still niudeby II.M. Regiments 

The cxpeTidit'iro of the Asylum is little more than lls. per mensem, 

which includes the hourd. clotliin/', washing, &e. of the children, together with 
the salaries of the mistresses, chaplain, servopts, Ac. The fiiiuls to meet this 
expenditure, excepting the allowance of iOO Rs. from Goverinncnt, given in 
consideration of so many of the children being taken from the Inirracks, consist 
of voluntary coiitribuiiuns in the shape of subsoriptions and donations. 

"i'lie benefits of the Institution extend as well to the destitute otfspriug of 
Europeans of e\ery class, as to the orphans of soldiers. 'I’he number of 
children at present in the Asylum consist of 5b, subject to the following 
rules, vi^. 


RULES OF TIIE ASYLUM. 

I. — The Objects Uhd Nature of the JnstituUon, 

1. This Asvlnni is established for the reception and education of Female 
European Orphans generally, but especially those of the King's Regiments in 
India. 

2. Those children only arc admissible, whose fathers and mothers are both 
Europeans. 

3. I'he objects of this charity arc admissible (if under ten) whenever they 
become orpliaiis — at however early an age. 

4 and 5. 'fhe adml.^sion of Oiphuiis to bo confined CAvlKstreii/ 1«) those who 
have been deprived (>f both parents. Should the state of the funds be suifiei** 
ently raised to admit of it, tins rule may ho afterwards extended as the Coin- 
iiiittce of Management may deem \* expedient. 

6. The Orphans, after admission, are placed at the entire (Impusal (»f tin* Ma- 
nagers and Tru.steos j and not removable from the Asylum, without tlieir 
concurrence. 

7. The education is to be conducted on the principles of the Church of 
England; and is to be plain and suitable to their situation and prospects in life . 
such as shall tend to make them good and useful members of society, whether 
they become house-keepers, or serrants. 

8. For the double purpose of ecou<miy, and of bringing up the Orphans, in 
habits of useful labour, all the business of the hou.se i.s to be conducted, (as far 
as may be practicable) by a number of the senior children, who shall take their 
various departments of labour in rotation, under the direction of the Head Mis- 
tress. 

9. It is an iinporhint object, that the institution furnish its own teaclu^rs, 
which therefore must be ever kep; lit view in the training uf the Orphans ; who 
will, it is hoped, provide a succession of such as are well f^ualified by previous 
discipline, to carry on the whole business of' the institution. 

10. It is important also that they should contribute by their maniuil labour, 
as far thin may Ite praciicahle^ (ot which the Lady ^IaIlagc^s will judge) to 
the funds of the lirstitutiun ; core however being taken, that this object be 
considered os subordinate to tlmt lost mentioned. 

11. Divine Service is U) be regularly performed on Sundays, according to 
tbe Liturgy of our Hhtablisbed Church. 

12. The friends of the children arc allowed to visit them once in u month 
on Saturday, hut on no other day, without expre.ss leave from one of the Mana- 
gers, who must supply the |k*tsou with a ticket to be presented to the Head 
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IL — General GovernuienU 

The Goveniinent of this Institution is vested in a Coiiimitteti of Gontlemcn 
Trustees, and a Couiniittee of Lady Managers, under a Lady Patroness. 

' HI . — Committee of Trustees, 

1. The Committee of Trustees to consist of five gcutleinon. 

2. The landed property of the Institution to be purchased and held in tho 
names of the Trustees, for the l)enefit of the Asylum. 

3. t)vcry proposition respeeliug additions or alterations in the buildings of 
the As^’luni, or the purchase of houses and land, is to be submitted to the ’J’rus- 
tees for their approbation, after having obtained the concurrence of a majority 
of the Coininittee of Managers. 

4. In all questions respecting the disposal, or placing out of the Orphans, 
reference is also in like manner to be made to the Trustees, after the measure 
has passed the ('ommittee of Managei^. 

IV . — Committee tf Managers. 

1. The Committee of Managers to consist of ten ladies. 

2. The ladies forming this Committee -wUl take charge of the superintru' 
dence of the institution, tvmipreheuding all matters which usually fall under 
the heads of education, expenditure, and eAuminations of the children, gi\ing 
rewards or censures, and whatever else may belong to the general executive 
management 

3. In the event of any ‘member resigning her situation, the vacancy is to bo 
filled by tho remaining members. 

4. The Committee will meet at the Asylum on the first Saturday of every 
month, in order to examine and pass accounts, hear the report of the Mistress, 
aud adjhst the business of the Institution. 

5. Ap])Ucation for admis.sion t(» be decided at the monthly meetings ; but in 
. eases of emergency, any two members are cuiiipctent to make such provisional 

arrangement, us may appear expedient, subject to the decibion of the Commit- 
tee at their next meeting. 

(1. Three members of the Committee shall constitute a <iuor%m for the 
transaetion of current business. 

7. Two members of the Committee are to be, considered as visiting mem- 
)>ers for the mouth in rotation, not howe\er to the prevention of other members 
— for the frequent attendance of the members of the Committee as they have 
opportunity, must, materially conliihiite to the prosperity of the Institution, — 
but to secure some permanent regular inspection of the cstablislunent. 

8. Such remarks and observations of the visiting members as may atfect 
the management of the Institution, shall be submitted to the monthly meeting, 
aud comiiiiiriieated after lull discussion, through the Committee, by the l^cre* 
tary to the Mistress, 

2. The tilecretury is ex officio a member of the Committee. 

‘ \,--AlUraiicn of Rules. 

* ' None of the above rules shall be altered, and no new rules adopted, without the 
cfhncarrenee of a majority in each of the I'ommittees. References, when judg- 
ed n<‘e^fhl by the Committees, to he made to the Lady Patroness, whose de- 
cibion sliall 1u> final. 

The subject of the disposal of the orphans, especially with reference to their 
being placed out in service, having been attended with great difiiculties, the 
following approved Rules have been framed and adopted in that behalf. 

' Rules for Girls going out to Service. 

IsL Every girl catering service, should bind herself to remain in her place 
for one year, and at the expiration of tliat period, to he at liberty to qnit her 
situation. 
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2nd. That the parties taking a girl from the A sylum, shoald enter, ino a written 
engagement, to niaintuin her for one jear, from the time of her removal from 
the Institution. 

. 3rd. At the termination of thh time specified, the Committee should be in- 
formed, how the girls hu\ e conducted themselves *, whether they continue in 
their places : and if discharged, on what grounds, and with what characters. 

4th Every girl to have a month's trial of her future place, before matters 
are finally concluded. 

«5th. Every lady wishing to engage a girl as her servant should apply in 
writing to the Secretary, or cue of the Managers, and that her application 
should, through the Secretary, bo laid before the I'omniittee, in whom is vested 
the power of consent, or refusal. 

Cth. No girl to be permitted to go into service under the age of sixteen.

If 
he cannot obtain such sittings as he could wish, on application, he may leave his 
name as a candidate for the first eligible sittings that are vacant, and he will 
have the preference to them. Price in St Johns’ 3 Rs. per chair per month. 

The first stone of St John’s Cathedral was laid on Tuesday, the 6th April 
1784: on a plate of copMr, graved in the stone, is the fbllowing inscription i 
' The first stone of this Sacred Building, raised by the li|^rBl and voluntary 
subscription of British subjects and others, was laid under the auspices of the 
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Honoraljle Warren IlastingB, Esq., Governor Goneral of India, on the Cth day 
of April 1784, and in the 13lh year of his Government.’ 

The total amount for building the Cathctlnil was Rs. 1,84,8.36 14 II. The 
Aroliitect was Lieut. James Agg, of the Engineer Corps. On the 24lh June 
1 787, the Church was consecrated and dedicated to St. John. Sir Johh Zef- 
fany, the celebrated artist bestowed the altar piece, representing ‘ I’he last Sup- 
per.’ In September 1787, the vestry received fnmi England, a chalice, two 
cups, and two salvers, weighing in all 237 o/..s. 3 dwts. 'J'hese articles are silver 
gilt. • 

The following memorandum of the particulars, &o., regarding the Churchy 
may be novel. 

The number of bricks expended in the erection of the church were 1,5,50,000. 
There is in the foundation of the church 27,260 feet of solid masonry. The 
fli)or of the church form.s a square of 70 feet, and the superlicial contents of 
the roof are 10,700 s(pi.irc feet. T'he erection of the spire from the level of the 
roof cost 15,000 Rupees. I/icut. vVgg’s reward was 15 per cent, on the vhole 
expense.

In 1793 the 
Church 'was much enlarged, and Mr. Kiernander, on the 28th December, was 
able to open the new chancel, when be administered the Sacrament.

The Union Chapel is connected with the London Missionary Society. It is 
not, as generally represented, strictly an independent Chapel, but, as its name 
imports, a place of 'worship fur all denominations of Christians, holding the 
essentials of Christianity. It wiis built by public subscription, chiefly through 
the instnmicntnlity of Messrs. Townicy and Keith, the first two Missionaries of 
the London Missionary Society in Calcutta. The subscription -was set on foot 
ill 1819, and the Chapel was completed and onened in 1821 ; the congregation 
previously assembling in the Free Masons’ Hall in the Dhumimtollah. It is 
an elegant building, capable of containing from 350 to 400 persons. The 
church and congregation have generally maintained tlieir own pastor, and met 
all ejcpeuscs without any external at'l. At the commencement the pulpit ser- 
vices were conducted by all the Missionaries in rotation, but this being found 
undesirable, regular pastors were appointed, the first of whom were Messrs, 
Townloy and Keith. To them succeeded the Bevd. Janies Hill and Revd. R. 
C. Mather, xho was succeeded in 1834 by the present pastor, Revd. T. Boaz. 
Its affairs are conducted by a Committee of Managers and a body of Elders ; 
the former attend to the secular, the latter to tlio religious interest of the So- 
ciety. The form of worship is that adopted by the Congregational and Pres- 
byterian Churches.

On the establisliment of Oalcntta in IfiSO, the Armeuians ^ ere invited by 
Job Cliarnock, the then (Jovemor, to reside in (hvlcutta. Subsequently, Kenan- 
entch Phanoos was permitted to purchase the ground on which the Church 
now stands, and which was used as their burying ground until the year 1724, 
when the present Church was founded by national contribution, under the aus- 
pices of Aga Nazar ; the steeple was added by the Fluzoor Mull family in IT.'t-i. 
The Architect was Cavond, an Armenian from Persia. In ITfi.'l, the Church 
was repaired and embellished hv Aga Petruse Arrutoon ; in 1790, it was again 
considerably improved by the highly respectable Aga Chachich Arrakiel, who 
presented the elock, and built houses for the clergy. The Church is called St. 
NazaretVs, in honor of the founder; previous to its erection, the Armenian 
community performed divine service in a temporary chapel about a hundred 
yards to the south of St. Nazareth’s Church.

W‘ith a view to provide Funds for the necessary ex|jences of the Society, an 
admission fee shall be c.stahlished to consist of Two Gold Mohurs, payable hy 
every Member on his election and each Member of llie Society re.sidcnt in India 
(Honorary Members cxccptedi shall also contribute a Gold>mohur quarterly, 
in the first week of January, April, July and October. 

A Committee of Papers shall be appointed to consist of the President, Vice- 
Presidents, Secretary and nine other Members, to be elected annually, and any 
number, no less than five, shall be competent to form a Committee. 

This Committee will select from the papers commnuicated to the Society, 
such as iD^ appear proper for pqblication, and superintend the printing of the 
Society’s Transactions. 

Every subscribing Member of the Society on application shall fhrnishcd 
with a copy of such volumes oS the researches as may he published; whilst he 
cotttihnes a Member, in return for his contributions, without any further pay- 
ment. ' 

The Library is open from 10 to 4 o’clock, between which hours the Native 
Llbtiarian is to be in attendance every day, Sundays excepted. 

None but the Members of tlie Society are alleged to borrow IBooks from the 
Society’s Library, and no book is to be lent out of Calcutta, without speciid 
pcnnisslon from the Committee of Papers. 

Books are to be borrowed by written or personal applieatbn to the Secre- 
tary, ill either ease the person applying Is to fimish a written receipt specil^dng 
the name of the work and the time for which it is borrowed, at the expiration 
of which he Is to return the Book borrowed, or renew his application for aa 
extended loan of k. 

All pevons borrowing Books are to be answerable for their safe return or 
are exi>ected.to replace them if ii^jared or lost.

Ordinary 
Members who may peculiarly distinguish themselves in the adsaiieement of the 
objects of the Society shall, on their finally (juitting India, 1>c eligible as Ho- 
norary Members, but must be ballotted for as above. 

Aar. A. — Ordinary Members arc to pay an admission fee of 8 Rs. and tho 
same suin quarterly, in advance, so lung as they continue resident in India. 
^Xt shall bo optional for any Member to compound for the ipiartcrly contributions 
by the payment of 400 tts to the funds of th<* Society. 

Art. 6. — Mciubors, whose absence from India beyond the Tape is merely 
temporary, shall continue to be borne on the list of iiiemhers, but shall be 
exempt from the payment of subscriptions, until their return to tlic country. 

Art. T.-^Resident Members, allowing four quarterly bills to run into a fifth 
unpaid, the same having been duly demanded, shall cease to be Momhers of 
the Society .and fhetr names shall be erased from its list.

The premises now denominated the .General Hospital, were, in their orifcinal 
state, ocenpied as a f;;arden house hy an individual, from whom they viero 
purchased by the Government in the year 1708, and conveited into tm Hos-. 
pital &c, Tbc' General Hospital, formed, to the time of the institution of Iho 
Medical Board In 1786, a distinct cstabUshuient from that of the European . 
Hospital, and they were each placed as at the present time under a respective 
Siirf^eon and two Assistant Surgeons. The Hospital for European 'Froops 
■being confined to the detached right wing, '•’’liilst the central building with the 
detached left wing formed the General Hospital. 

The central building is large, spacious, upper roomed, with side apartments 
' capable of holding 120 Patients. The dettiched building can hold with com> 
fort 80. ’ , ' 

A Medical staff consisting of a Surgeon for tlie General Charge and Super- 
intendence of the Hospital with a staff salary of 600 Rupep-s per mensem and 
two permanent Assistant Surgeons for the General Hospital w'as appointed. 

' The Senior Pennanent Assistant Surgeon under (he denomination of Medical 
store keeper, has the charge and custody of all Medical stores and instruments * 
belonging to tbe Hospital. 

The Medical store Keeper is allowed a personal salary of Rupees 2b0 per 
mensem as granted to the Medica< Store-keeper with General Field Hospitals, 
in addition to the Pay and Allowances of his rank, making theSajary of Assist- 
ant Surgeon Rupees 456 per month with Quarters. The junior permanent ' 
Assistant Surgeon attached to' the Hospital draws a personal allowance of 
Rupees 150 per months 'e:tcluslve- of -the' pay * aud allowance of his rank, 

■ making the salary of junior Assistant Surgeon Rupees 356 per month with 
' Quarters, ^ 

An Assistim Apothecary and. an Assistant Steward are allowed for tho ' 
General Hospital .by Governmeptv but tbe exigency of' the service has for-soine 
time past prevented any of that claw being present. , 

The General Hospital is also allowed five Hdspital apprentices. 

Patients reei^ved mto the General Hospital' whose e;apeQRes con be. defriM^ ^ 
l^iMmselves and.iriek ntcn hibV’nglng to J|er. ^ , 

Vessels, whose eApegi^a will bedofbye^hy 
'^■^^'^C&mmander or Ovh^of such ships or m 
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made at the rate of Che Company’s Rapee per diem for each hum, and this sum 

vhich has been ascertained to be merely the avcra^* amount of expence tiiat 

vill be necessarily incurred on acconnt of such men, the Commissariat 
realize and carry to the Credit of Government in their account of Hospital 
charges for the presidency General Hospital. » 

The authorities authorized to grant for the admission of pati^ts into the 
General Hospital are Captains of Her Majest’y Navy. 

Captains Honourable Company’s Marine. 

The Master Attendant, the Marine Surgeon, the Garrison Staff of Fort 
"William, and the Medical Board, C.iptains and t)vvners of Unglish or foreign 
trading Ship’s, House holders of Calcutta, they being answerable for the Hospi- 
tal expenses. 

The Magistrate of Calcutta, and Seeretar;^ to the District Charitable Society, 
are authorized to give free tickets of admission to Paupers into Hospital. 

The Resident Assistant Surgeons, also use their discretion in admitting into 
the Hospital any cases that they may think of emergency reporting the same 
to the Medical Board through the usual Channel. 

The expenses of Paupers from the Town of Calcutta or elsewhere, and of 
Seamen belonging to the Pilot KstablLshmcnt and Horrhle Company's Marine, 
admitted jnto the Presidency General Hospital are charged by the Military 
Auditor Gcueral. 

The General Hospital, though in some degree attached to the garrison and 
receiving from them nil the sick wlio may not belong citlier to tlic Queen’s 
corps or the native 'J’roops, is by its size, and the couvt'ni<*iu*e of its apartments, 
very well adapted for the rcceptitm of tradesmen or for persons of small means, 
who desire benefits of con.stant attendance and Medical aid, the uieutis of 
receiving which nothing but an Hospital or much expense can ufl'ord, and thus 
be.side8 the Soldiers of the Garrison or persons sent in by the Chief Magistrate 
or admitted as paupers by the Resident Assistant Surgeons who have the power of 
taking’ into Hospital any si,ek requiring aid, many respectable i)eople are in 
the habit of applying to the Hospital for relief and continue as patients in one 
> of the private apartments for which they pay One Rupee per day for food &c. 
until they are suificiently recovered to attend their rcspectivo duties. 

The central. General Hospital and the western wing attached to it w-ill, 
without licing crow'dod, accommodate 112 patients and on emergent occasions 
room could he afforded for mauy more. The arfnual admissions into the 
Hospital may he stated to average about 2,000 in common years.

These objects of commisser- 
ation are comfortably housed, and allowed ample rations of suitable and whole- 
some provision, clothing and bedding, and every attention is paid to their 
comforts 'J’he dilferent castes are lodged separately and thejr can go out 
whenever they may liave occasion by requesting permission ol the resident 
apothecary ; and may do any thing they please for their own amusement. 
Noiaiihstauding all these advantages it is to be regicted that, but a limited 
number of these unfortunate creatures have yet been induced to avail them- 
selves of the asy lum, though every means short of coercion have beeu exerted 
by the Central and District I oinmitlees of the t haritable '•ociety, to divest 
them of Iheir false and mistaken prejudices against the Asylum, but the greater 
number still prefer begging in the streets We allude particularly to those 
loathsome objects infesting the bazars and public thoroughfares ; comiiiissera- 
tion for them must be lessened hy the assurance that there is an Asylum pro- 
vided for them, where all their reasonable wants are supplied, and therefore 
they need not seek casual relief for subsistence.

To ^vc effect to lliU system it is earnestly requested that individuals •will not 
subscribe indisoriiiiinately to petitions which may he presented to them. Should 
the real eireiimstauees of the petitioners be unknown to the persons to whom 
they apply lor relief, a refereiiee to the Central Cominittee or L)i!>tri|^( oin- 
mittees of the part of the town which the applicants inhabit, will ensure the 
fullest iuvesti^atioii and most prompt relief^ if tt he found necessary. A strict 
adherence to this line of conduct is the must effectual remedy for the numerous 
frauds now practised on the public.

NEW CODE OP RULh:S. 

The want of a code of rules of easy reference having been long felt, the 
Corainitiee appointed for the purpose ofdnxvving <mt sncli re^ulalioiis as appear 
fiuitahle in the present state of the itengai Turf, ha\e the pleasure to fiuh’uit to 
the public, with the sanction (»f the Stewards, the following (’ode of liiiUs for 
the ('alcutia meetings, and to reeoinnieud the same confidently for general 
ad(»ption : 

1. Newmarket rules ns far as applicable to this country to he adopted. 

2. The rules eoiieeruitjg hor*!» -racing in general, the rules and orders of the 
Joekey (Muh, and the adjudged oases, all of which are contained iii VVniiherby’a 
racing eahuidar, apply to all r.iees run on, and eng.igcincnfs made for, the 
Caleutia course, with the exception of certain rules lieremafter speeilied. some 
of which are in lieu (»f rules not ad.ipled to tlie state of the d’urfiu India and 
others purely local ; and no other btiok than We itheth\ 's raring eah ii.lar is to 
he considered as authority of the above rules and decisions of the Jockey (’lub 
at NewmaiKet. 

3. The Newmarket rules for horses taking age from 1st .Tannary is not 
adopted, and liorses are to eontinne to take their ag^ s frimi 1st Mav. 

4. The fifth of the rules eoneerning horse racing in general is not adopted, 
and the following rules are suhstiumd. 

a. llor-'es that cannot produeo a satisfactory etrlifieate of their age arc to be 
ag«‘d by tin stewards, or liy such person or persons as the\ max .ippoiut 

(). Any objection to a li(»rse lu ing impn p< rly aged is to be made and 
decided before the race is run, and such deiision is to be final as regards ihut 
p.irtielar race, notwitlistaiidiug anything that may he snbsetpiently adduced to 
the etmtiary. 

7. From this dale the By cnila Standard to he considered as the established 
weight for age, unless expressed to the contrary on the terms of any race, viz. .

8. Horses to be measured by the Stewards of the meeting, or such persons as 
they may appoint, and ihi> measurement to hold good for that miviing. 

9. ^Miere a quarter ol an inch is allowed for nieasuiing in shoes or plates, 
sneh are to he bona fide shoes or plates, and no pieces of tin or other substances 
cut in the shape of shoes xxill he allowed ; a horse must siuiid^io he measured 
with his legs as nearly perpendicular as possible. The skin on' his withers is 
not to be presseil down, and his mane is nut to be held lower, than xxhat brings 
the poll on a level with the xvithers. 

ID. All confedera -ies must be declared to the Secretary in writing on or 
befire the day preceding tlie meeting, and confederues are jointly and severally 
responsible fur all losses and demands connected with racing, incurred jointly 
or separately by them during the meeting ; if a confedi-racy is subsequently 
dissolved, the confederates must notify this to the Secre5.iry by a letter signed 
by both or all of them. Iti like manner if a confederacy is formed before a 
meeting, it must be immediately notified to the Secretary to entitle the con- 
federates to the benefits ol it Udbre the meeting. 

11. In all races, the terms of xrhicli are, that they are to close or name on a 
certain day. it is understood that subscriptions or nominations are to he rvreived 
by <h- Sv<retary, not ticsyutched on or before that day , and this applies also to 
forfeits that are to be declared on or before a certain day. 

12. When a horse’s name is changed from one he has once run under before, 
both names must be specified the first time he is entered under the new one ; a 
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breach of this rule will subject a hors< so entered to be distanced. 

l.*J. In all races for publi«? money mares and geldings are allowed 3lbs. when 
nothing to the contrary is specified. 

14. In private matches or swi'cpstakes, no allowance is made to mares and 
geldings, unless so specified in the terms. 

15. Maidens on the 1st October of each y^ear ptecodiiiff the meeting, to run 
as such during the Calcutta ineelings exet'pt as may he otherwise provided. 

Sathltintjt Wuyhtngt Stttrtiny, and IJeuf.'t, 

16. As the word oj}’, or away is given bv the slew ard, or person appointed 
by the stewards to start the horses, it must he coiisiilcrcd .i fair start, and no 
other will he allowed, and uo caution is rc<piired beyond the calling the .luracs 
up to tlie post. 

17. The steward, shall fix the order in which all races art to h ' run the day 
before they lake place. 

18. In r.uM's of heats, no more than half an h-mr from' the time llic last 
jockey Ks weighed will he allowed belweeii e.ieh heat. 

19. Wlien a race is proposed to he run between the heats, the order to 
saddle for it will b * given ten miniius after t lie l.ist j»>ekey is weiglied, >nt 
should such race seiMU likely to oeeujty more lime th.in •. he half hour, ly 
owner of a horse engaged in the preceding heal is at liberty to object to the 
same. 

20. The jockies are entitled to weigh in the order in which they come in, 
and if a hor-iC leaves the weighing euclosuie before his joeke\ is weighed, 
nothing which may be upon liun when he leaves the enclosure shuil be allow, d 
for in the weight. 

2L After the order for sadlling has been given, five minute.s are allowed to 
bring the horses out, and they must take their places without delay, the steward 
or person appointed to start them Ictuiag out any hor.se that may not have 
come up 

22. The order in which the horses are to start is to he previously determined 
by lot, except in the ca,e of a race for hems, when, after the first heat, ihj 
borsi's will take their places in the order iii which they are placed iu the rj* 
ceding heat. ^ 


Changes and Deviations. 

24. In ca.se of unfavorable weather the stewards have the power to postpone 
the races, and in such c.ises and nil bets on races for public itimiey must stand. 

2.5. No other de\iation from original terms of races for public money wi*! 
be allowed, even though the parties concerned agree to it. 

2G. If any change takes place in private sweepstake.s or matches, with tho 
exception of the cliL.ige of the day within the week, as specified Ln the 2(>th 
rule for horse-riicing iu general, all bet& made before the alteration shall be void. 

Fual Hiding. 

27. The 51tb rule of the Jockey (’lub is modified, as it was in all probability 
intended to apply to a str.iight course, and the Stewards will consider that only 
to be a cross or jostle which shall in any way impede the pr«>gTe8s of a com- 
petitor, but no jockey will be justified * in rro\s>ny the path of the horse behind 
him* unless be be at least ‘ two full lengths* a- head, or ‘ in prercnliny a horse 
eonnny up* on either side by swerving to the one or the other so as to shut such 
horse out after he has fairly established hi* position on either side. 

If in running fi»r any race, one horse shall jostle or cross another, such horse, 
and every horse belonging to the same owner, or in which he shall have a share, 
running in the same rice, shall be disqualified from winning the race, and if 
such cross or jostle shall be proved to have happened through the foul riding of 
the jockey, he shall be disqualified from again riding at Calcutta, or slialT bo 
punished by fine or suspension for a time as the Stewards shall think fit. 
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Subscriptions and Cimrse Repairs, 

28. No horse vill be allutred to start on the Calcutta course, whose owner 
has not subscribed gold mohvrs' for the current season to the general funds 
of the races. In confederacies each confederate inust pay that sum. 

29. Every horse trained on the Calcutta ctuirse, to pu> 8 Ks., and all ivin- 
nors of plate, purse, luatch, o; sweepstakes, to pay one gold mohur } a week's 
trmuing will subject a horse to the first of these charges. 


Disputes. 


.10. All disputes will be settled by the Stewards, and their decision shall be 
final, but either party shall be entitled to refer his case to a meeting of the 
Stewards, specially convened for that purpose by notice to every Stew ard pre- 
sent in Calcutta ; such notice to be uceonipauied by a written statement of his 
case, should he desire it, or if the di'^piitc be of such a nature that it must ho 
decided on the spot, so as to admit of the race going on, tiu'ii lie sli,ill be entitled 
to as full a meeting of tlie Stewards as can be convened at the time 

31. Any jochey who shall be proved to the satisfaction of tlie Stewards to 
ha\e broken his agreement with his muster, shall be disipialified for again riding 
in a race or training on the t’aicntta course, for such ])criod as the Stewards 
may determine, and such disqualification .shall not be removed without the 
consent of the master, iiolilied in writing to the Secretary. Tn order to faeilitate 
the investigation of complaluls against jockies for breach of agreement the 
general ndoptjou of written agreements is strongly recuiumcnded to the notice 
of owners of horses.

REVISED RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE CALCUTTA 
HUNT. 


Ist. — That the Hounds he managed by a Committee of three Members of 
whom the Jluntsiuan-ex-ofllcio, is to bo one, and that such Committee be 
elected nniiiially on or about 1st November. 

2d. — That the Committee he vested with the general control and manage- 
ment of the hounds as regards the purchases, drafts, sales, the extent of estab- 
lishment to be kept up, &c. 8ce. and not to he subjected in theis acts to com- 
inciit or interference on the part of any Member of the (-hih. 

3rd. — 'I'hc Huntsman to possess unlimited authority in the kennel, and 
to -regulate all fixtures for hunting, and generally to possess such control as 
will enable him to regulate matters with reference to the capability of the 
Hounds. In the field liis authority is also to be paramount, and he is not to 
be liable to any interference whatever on the part of the Subscribers, but is 
to be couHidered in the light of master of the hounds. 

4th. — Any Member who shall hereafter be proved before a Meeting of the 
Club to have infringed Rule No. 2, or No. 3, shall subject liimself to a fine of 
one couple of Hounds, to be selected by the Committee. 

6th. — Tn the absence of any one of the three Members of the Committee, the 
remaining two arc authorized to associate any Member of the Club, whom 
they may select, to supply temporarily the place of such absentee. 

Gth. — That thirty couple of hounds be considered a full and complete pack, 
and that the ("ommittce do always exert themselves to keep the number as 
nearly as possible up to that mark. 
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7th. — As it is necessary in order to keep up the pack, that an annual supply 
of hounds being imported from England, and this can only be circcted by 
orders sent from hence ; any IMomhcr, l)eiiig still resident in ('alcutta, and who 
resigns, must pay a fine of 25U Rupees, to cover the expenses to which he has 
become liable. 

8th — Subscribers who may be obliged to leave Calcutta for any period 
exceeding two iiioiillis during tlie hunting season, will pay no Siibseription 
during their absence ; their contribution commencing from the date of their 
return. 

Otii. — Subscribers who may be absent from Calcutta during those months in 
■which there is no hunting, but who return, so us to be in time for the season 
following, to pay up the arrears of their monthly subscriptions. 

10th. — No subscriptions for broken periods allowed : the full months sub- 
scription always t(j be paid. 

Hth. — The Club having at different times l>ccn put to some loss owing to 
subscribers leaving Calcutta one or tw*o months in arrears, all subscriptions are 
heneetbrlh to be paid on the first of each month in atlvanoc. 

12tli. — A fine of «ine Rupee will be imposed for each time that a bill is sent 
to a iSub'Criher without the aiuount being psiid. 

lath. — In the event of sickness oeeurriiig in the kennel, the hounds shall (if 
tlie lluntsiiiaii think fit) iiii mediately be separated and distributed among such 
of the Suhscrihers as an willing to receive them. With this view a circular 
will be sent round, on w'hich each Subscriber will insert the number of bounds 
he will receive. 

1-1 th. — 'I’he rnifoTin of the Hunt to be as heretofore, — a red coat -wdlh sky 
blue collar, and buttons the present pattern. 

15. — Parties * Bona file' resident in the Mofussil, and who may visit Cal- 
cutta for any period during the hunting season, shall, on (>ignifving their wishes 
to that effect to the Secretary, l>e admitted as ‘ Field Siibseriberh' on pay- 
ment, in advance, of Company’s Rupees thirty-two per mensem, during the 
period of their stay at the Presidency.
